Then not to suffer this to fall to the ground, but rather to take it up, and 
to continue it in that state, wherein the famous Predecessor of Your 
Highness did leave it: nay, to go forward with the confidence and 
resolution of a Man in maintaining the truth of Christ, and propagating 
it far and near, is that which hath so bound and firmly knit the hearts of 
all Your Maijesty’s loyal and religious people unto You, that Your very 
name is precious among them: their eye doth behold You with comfort, 
and they bless You in their hearts, as that sanctified Person, who, under 
God, is the immediate Author of their true happiness. And this their 
contentment doth not diminish or decay, but every day increaseth and 
taketh strength, when they observe, that the zeal of Your Majesty toward 
the house of God doth not slack or go backward, but is more and more 
kindled, manifesting itself abroad in the farthest parts of Christendom, 
by writing in defence of the Truth, which hath given such a blow unto

And now at last, by the mercy of God, and the continuance of our 
labours, it being brought unto such a conclusion, as that we have great 
hopes that the Church of England shall reap good fruit thereby; we hold 
it our duty to offer it to Your Majesty, not only as to our King and 
Sovereign, but as to the principal Mover and Author of the work:

quality have ever been subject to the censures of illmeaning and dis- 
contented persons, it may receive approbation and patronage from so 
learned and judicious a Prince as Your Highness is, whose allowance 
and acceptance of our labours shall more honour and encourage us, than 
all the calumniations and hard interpretations of other men shall dismay 
us. So that if, on the one side, we shall be traduced by Popish Persons 
at home or abroad, who therefore will malign us, because we are poor 
instruments to make God’s holy Truth to be yet more and more known 
unto the people, whom they desire still to keep in ignorance and dark- 
ness; or if, on the other side, we shall be maligned by selfconceited 
Brethren, who run their own ways, and give liking unto nothing, but 
what is framed by themselves, and hammered on their anvil; we may 
rest secure, supported within by the truth and innocency of a good 
conscience, having walked the ways of simplicity and integrity, as before 
the Lord; and sustained without by the powerful protection of Your 
Majesty’s grace and favour, which will ever give countenance to honest 
and Christian endeavours against bitter censures and uncharitable 
imputations. 


The Lord of heaven and earth bless Your Majesty with many and 
happy days, that, as his heavenly hand hath enriched Your High- 
ness with many singular and extraordinary graces, so You may be 
the wonder of the world in this latter age for happiness and true 
felicity, to the honour of that great GOD, and the good of his 
Church, through Jesus Christ our Lord and only Saviour.

32 But the wheat and the rie were 
not smitten: for they were not 
grown up. 

33 And Moses went out of the city 
from Pharaoh, and spread abroad 
his hands unto the LORD: and the

thunders and hail ceased, and the 
rain was not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pharaoh saw that the 
rain and the hail and the thunders 
were ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and hardened his heart, he and 
servants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Israel go; as the LORD 
had spoken by Moses. 


CHAPTER 10 


ND the Lorp said unto Moses,

5 And they shall cover the face of 
the earth, that one cannot be able 
to see the earth: and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is escaped, 
which remaineth unto you from the 
hail, and shall eat every tree which 
groweth for you out of the field: 

6 And they shall fill thy houses, and 
the houses of ail thy servants, an 
the houses of all the asptiand: 
which neither thy fathers, nor thy 
fathers’ fathers have seen, since 
the day that they were upon the 
earth unto this day. And he turned 
ee and went out from Phar- 
ao 

7 And Pharaoh’s servants said unto 
him, How long shall this man be a 
snare unto us? let the men go, that 
they may serve the LORD their God: 
knowest thou not yet that Egypt is 
destroyed? 

8 And Moses and Aaron were 
brought again unto Pharaoh: and 
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he said unto them, Go, serve the 
eee ee God: but who are they 
S 

9 And Moses said, We will go with 
our young and with our old, with 
our sons and with our daughters, 
with our fiocks and with our herds 
will we go; for we must hold a feast 
me the LORD 

0 And he Masia unto them, Let 
ihe LoRD be so with you, as I will 
let you go, and your little ones: 
look fo it; for evil is before you. 

11 Not so: go now ye that are men, 
and serve the LORD; for that ye did 
desire. And they were driven out 
from Pharaoh’s presence. . 

12 @ And the LORD said unto 
Moses, Stretch out thine hand over 
the land of Egypt for the locusts, 
that they may come up upon the 
land of Egypt, and eat every herb 
of the land, even all that the hail 
hath left. 

13 And Moses stretched forth his 
rod over the land of Egypt, and the 
LORD brought an east wind upon 
the land ali that day, and ail that 
night; and when it was morning 
the east wind brought the locusts. 

1 the locusts went up over 
all the land of Egypt, and rested in 
ali the coasts of Egypt: very grie- 
vous were they; before them there 
were no such locusts as they, 
neither after them shall be such. 

15 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth, so that the land was 
darkened; and they did eat every 
herb of the land, and all the fruit of 
the trees which the hail had ieft: and 
there remained not any green thing 
in the trees, or in the herbs of the 
field, through all the land of Egypt. 

16 @ Then Pharaoh called for 
Moses and Aaron in haste; and he 
said, I have sinned against the 
LORD your God, and against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, I pray 
thee, my sin only this once, and 
entreat the LORD your God, that he

18 And he went out from Pharaoh, 
and entreated the LORD.

25 And Moses said, Thou must 
give us also sacrifices and burnt 
offerings, that we may sacrifice unto 
the LORD our God. 

26 Our cattle aiso shall go with us; 
there shall not an hoof be left 
behind; for thereof must we take to 
serve the LORD our God; and we 
know not with what we must serve 
the LORD, until we come thither. 

27 @ But the Lorp hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart, and he would not 
let them go. : j 

28 And Pharaoh said unto him, 
Get thee from me, take heed to 
thyself, see my face no more; for in 
that day thou seest my face thou 
shalt die. 

29 And Moses said, Thou hast 
spoken well, I see thy face 
again no more. 


CHAPTER 11 


ND the LorD said unto Moses, 
Yet will I bring one plague more 
upon Pharaoh, and upon Egypt; 
afterwards he will let you go hence: 
when he shall iet you go, he shall 
surely thrust you out hence alto- 
gether.

herbs they shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at all 
with water, but roast with fire; his 
head with his legs, and with the 
Sites thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it 
remain until the morning; and that 
which remaineth of it until the 
morning ye shall burn with fire. 

11 q And thus shall ye eat it; ‘with 
your loins girded, your shoes on 
your feet, and your staff in your 

hand; and ye shall eat it in haste: 
x is the LORD’S passover. 

2 For I will pass through the land 
of pisn this night, and will smite 
all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, both man and beast; and 
against all the gods of Egypt 1 
execute judgment: I am the LORD. 

13 And the blood shall be to you 
for a token upon the houses where 
ye are: and when I see the blood, 
I will pass over you, and the plague 
shall not be_upon you to destroy 
you, when I smite the land of 


gypt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you 
for a memorial; and ye shall keep 
it a feast to the LORD throughout 
your generations; ye shall keep ita 
feast by an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat un- 
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leavened bread; even the first day 
ye shall put away leaven out o 
your houses: for whosoever eateth 
leavened bread from the first day 

until the seventh day, that soul 
shall be cut off from Israel. 

16 And in the first day there shall 
be an holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be an holy 
convocation to you; no manner o 
work shall be done in them, save 
that which every man must eat, 
that only may be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of 
unleavened bread; for in this self- 
same day have I brought your 
armies out of the land of Egypt: 
therefore shall ye observe this day 
in your generations by an ordinance 
for ever. 

18 Œ In the first month, on the 
fourteenth day of the month at even, 
ye shall eat unleavened bread, until 
the one and twentieth day of the 
month at even 

19 Seven days shall there be no 
leaven found in your houses: for 
whosoever eateth that which is 
leavened, even that soul shall be 
cut off from the congregation of 
Israel, whether he be a stranger, or 
born in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; 
in all your habitations shall ye eat 
unleavened bread. 

21 q Then Moses called for all the 
elders of Israel, and said unto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb 
according to your families, and kill 
the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip it in the blood that 
is in the basin, and strike the lintel 
and the two side posts with the 
blood that is in the basin; and none 
of you shall go out at the door of his 
house until the morning. 

23 For the Lorp will pass through 
to smite the Egyptians; and when 
he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side posts, the LORD 
will pass over the door, and will not 
suffer the destroyer to come in unto 
your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
sons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when

ye be come to the land which the 
LORD will give you, according as he 
hath promised, that ye shall keep 
this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 
your children shall say unto you, 
What mean ye by this service? 

27 That ye shall say, It is the sacri- 
fice of the LORD’S passover, who 
passed over the houses of the 
children of Israel in Egypt, when he 
smote the Egyptians, and delivered 
our houses. And the people bowed 
the head and worshipped. 

28 And the children of Israel went 
away, and did as the LORD had 
commanded Moses and Aaron, so 
did they. 

29 q And it came to pass, that at 
midnight the LORD smote all the 
firstborn in the land of Egypt, from 
the firstborn of Pharaoh that sat on 
his throne unto the firstborn of the 
captive that was in the dungeon; 
and all the firstborn of cattle. 

30 And Pharaoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, and 
all the Egyptians; and there was a 
great cry in Egypt; for there was 
not a house where there was not 
one dead. 
31 q And he called for Moses and 
fet by night, and said, Rise up, 
and get you forth from among my 
people, both ye and the children of 
Israel; and go, serve the LORD, as 
ye have said. 

32 Also take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone: 
and bless me also. 

33 And the Egyptians were urgent 
upon the people, that they might 
send them out of the land in haste; 
for they said, We be dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough 
before it was leavened, their knead- 
ingtroughs being bound up in their 
clothes upon their shoulders. 

35 And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses; 
and they borrowed of the Egyptians 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment: 

36 And the LORD gave the people 
favour in the sight of the Egyptians, 
so that they lent unto them such 
things as they required. And they 
spoiled the Egyptians.

9 The enemy said, I will pursue, 
I will overtake, I will divide the 
spoil; my lust shall be satisfied upon 
them: I will draw my sword, my 
hand shall destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, 
the sea covered them: they sank as 
lead in the mighty waters. 

11 Who és like unto thee, O LORD, 
among the gods? who is like thee, 
glorious in holiness, fearful in 
Praises, doing wonders?

7 It shall have the two shoulder- 
pieces thereof joined at the two 
edges thereof; and so it shall be 
joined together. 

8 And the curious girdle of the 
ephod, which is upon it, shall be of 
the same, according to the work 
thereof; even of gold, of blue, and 
purple, ‘and scarlet, and fine twined

9 And thou shalt take two onyx 
stones, and grave on them the 
names of the children of Israel: 

10 Six of their names on one stone, 
and the other six names of the rest 
on the other stone, according to 
their birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver 
in stone, like the engravings of a

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stones with the names of the 
children of Israel: thou shalt make 
a to be set in ouches of gold.

11 And for the north side the 
hangings were an hundred cubits, 
their pillars were twenty, and their 
sockets of brass twenty; the Legis 
of the pillars and their fillets of 
silver.

17 And aa sockets for the pillars 
were of brass; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets of silver; and 
the overlaying of their chapiters of 
silver; and ali the pillars of the 
court were filleted with silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate of 
the court was needlework, of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen: and twenty cubits 
was the length, and the height in the 
breadth was five cubits, answerable 
to the hangings of the court. 

19 And their pillars were four, and 
their sockets of brass four; their 
hooks of silver, and the overlaying 
of their chapiters and their fillets of 


silver. 

20 And all the pins of the taber- 
nacle, and of the court round about, 
were of brass. 

21 @ This is the sum of the taber- 
nacie, even of the tabernacle of 
testimony, as it was counted, 
according to the commandment of 
Moses, for the service of the 
Levites, by the hand of Ithamar, 
son to Aaron the priest. ; 

22 And Bezaleel the son of Uni, the 
son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, 
made all that the LORD commanded 


Moses. 

23 And with him was Aholiab, son 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, 
an engraver, and a cunning work- 
man, and an embroiderer in blue, 
and in purple, and in scarlet, and 
fine linen 
24 All ne gold that was occupied 
for the work in all the work of the 
holy place, even the gold of the 
offering, was twenty and nine

talents, and seven hundred and 
thirty shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary. 

25 And the silver of them that were 
numbered of the congregation was 
an hundred talents, and a thousand 
seven hundred and threescore and 
fifteen shekels, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary:

31 And the sockets of the court 
round about, and the sockets of the 
court gate, and the pins of 
the tabernacle, and all the pins of 
the court round about. 


CHAPTER 39

7 And he put them on the shoulders 
of the ephod, that they should be 
stones for a memorial to the 
children of Israel; as the LORD 
oyinmanded Moses. 

8 @ And he made the breastplate 

of cunning work, like the work of the 

ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen. 

9 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the 
len thereof, and a span the 
breadth thereof, being doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the first row was a sardius, 
a topaz, and a carbuncle: this was 
the first row. 

11 And the second row, an em- 
erald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a ligure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

13 And the fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper: they were 
inclosed in ouches of gold in their 
inclosings. 

14 And the stones were according 
to the names of the children of 
Israel, twelve, according to their 
names, like the engravings of a 
signet, every one with his name, 
according to the twelve tribes. 

And they made upon the breast- 
aoe chains at the ends, of wreathen 
work of pure gold. 

16 And they made two ouches of 
gold, and two gold rings; and put 
the two rings in the two ends of the 
breastplate. 

17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on 
the ends of the ieee 

18 And the two ends of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened in 
the two ouches, and put them on 
the shoulderpieces of the ephod, 
before it.

8 And the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall lay the parts, the head, and 
the fat, in order upon the wood that 
is on the fire which is upon the altar: 

9 But his inwards and his iegs shall 
he wash in water: and the priest 
shall burn all on the altar, fo be a 
burnt sacrifice, an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
LORD. 

10 q And if his offering be of the 
flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of 
the goats, for a burnt sacrifice; he 
shall bring it a male without 
blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side of 
the altar northward before the LORD: 
and the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall 
sprinkle his blood round about upon 
the altar. 

12 And he shail cut it into his 
pieces, with his head and his fat:

13 But he shall wash the inwards 
and the legs with water: and the 
priest shall bring ¿t all, and burn it 
upon the altar: itisa burnt sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the LORD. 

14 q And if the burnt sacrifice for 
his offering to the LORD be of fowls, 
then he shall bring his offering of 
turtledoves, or of young pigeons.

9 And the priest iay take from 
the meat offering a memorial thereof, 
and shall burn it upon the altar: 
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it is an offering made by fire, of a 
Sweet savour unto the LORD.

35 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings; and the priest shall 
burn them upon the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fire unto

7 And if he be not Sable to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his

8 And he "hail bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which is 
for the sin offering first, and wring 
off his head from his neck, but shail 
not divide i¢ asunder: 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar; and the rest of the blood 
shali be wrung out at the bottom of 
the altar: it is a sin offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second 
for a burnt offering, according to the 
manner: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him for his sin 
which he hath sinned, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 

11 @ But if he be not able to bring 
two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, then he that sinned shall 
bring for his offering the tenth part 
of an ephah of fine flour for a sin 
offering; he shall put no oil upon it, 
neither shall he put any frankin- 
cense thereon: for it is a sin offering. 

12 Then shall he bring it to the 
priest, and the priest anal take his 
handful of it, even a memorial 
thereof, and burn 7f on the altar, 
according to the offerings made by 
a unto the LORD: it is a sin offer- 


8 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of 
these, and it shall be forgiven him: 
and the remnant shall be the 
priest’s, as a meat offering. 

14 Q And the Lorp spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy 
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things of the LORD; then he shall 
bring for his trespass unto the LORD 
a ram without blemish out of the 
flocks, with thy estimation by 
shekeis of silver, after the shekel of 
the san , for a trespass offering: 

16 heal he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shail add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the

bidden to be done by the command- 
ments of the LORD; though he wist 
it not, yet is he guilty, and shali 
bear his iniquity. 

18 And he shall bring a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for. a trespass 
offering, unto the priest: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 

concerning his ignorance where- 
in he erred and wist it not, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

19 It is a trespass offering: he hath 
arog trespassed against the

CHAPTER 6 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses, 

saying, 

2 If a soul sin, and commit a 
seepade against the LORD, and lie 
unto his neighbour in that which 
was delivered him to keep, or in 
fellowship, or in a thing taken away 
by violence, or hath deceived his 
neighbour; 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, an 
sweareth falsely; in any of all heke 
that a man doeth, sinning therein:

5 Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; he l even restore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 

part more thereto, and give it 
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unto him to whom it appertaineth, 
in the day of his trespass offering. 

6 he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the LORD, a ram 
without blemish out of the flock, 
with thy estimation, for a trespass 
offering, unto the priest: 

7 d the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the LORD: 
and it shall be forgiven for any 
thing of all that he hath done in 
trespassing therein. 

8 ¢ d the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying, This is the law of the burnt 
offering: It is the burnt offering, 
because of, the burning upon the 

tar all night unto the morning, 
aT the fire of the altar shall be 
burning in it. 

10 Ana e priest shall put on his 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
shall he put upon his flesh, and 
take up the ashes which the fire 
hath consumed with the burnt 
offering on the altar, and he shall 
put them beside the altar 

11 And he shall put off his gar- 
ments, and put on other garments, 
and carry forth the ashes without 
the camp unto a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar shall 
be burning in it; it shall not be put 
out: and the priest shall burn wood 
on it every morning, and lay te 
burnt offering in order upon it; 
he shall burn thereon the fat of ‘the 
peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ever be burning 
upon the altar; it shall never go out. 

4 q And this is the law of the meat 
ere the sons of Aaron shall 
offer it before the LORD, before the 


altar 

15 And he shall take of it his hand- 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 

cense which is upon the 

meat bosernne, and shall burn if upon 
the altar for a sweet savour, even 
the memorial of it, unto the LORD. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat: with 
unleavened bread, shall it be eaten 
in the holy place; in the court of the 
tabernacle of the congregation they 
shall eat it. 
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17 It shall not be baken with 
leaven. I have given it unto them 
for their portion of my offerings 
made by fire; it is most holy, as is 
the sin offering, and as the trespass 
offering. 

18 All the males among the 
children of Aaron shall eat of it. 
Jt shall be a statute for ever in your 
generations concerning the offerings 
of the LORD made by fire: every one 
that toucheth them shall be holy. 

19 q And the LorD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron and 
of his sons, which they shall offer 
unto the LORD in the day when he is 
anointed; the tenth part of an 
ephah of fine flour for a meat 
offering perpetual, half of it in the 
morning, and half thereof at night. 

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil; and when it is baken, thou shalt 
bring it in: and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thou offer 
for a sweet savour unto the LORD. 

22 And the priest of his sons that is 
anointed in his stead shall offer it: 
itis a statute for ever unto the LORD; 
it shall be wholly burnt. | 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 q And the LorD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to his 
sons, saying, This is the law of the 
sin offering: In the place where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
offering be killed before the LORD: 
it is most holy. 

26 The priest that offereth it for 
sin shall eat it: in the holy place 
shall it be eaten, in the court of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the 
flesh thereof shall be holy: and 
when there is sprinkled of the blood 
thereof upon any garment, thou 
shalt wash that whereon it was 
sprinkled in the holy place. 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein 
it is sodden shall be broken: and if 
it be sodden in a brasen pot, it shall 
ne bots scoured, and rinsed in

shall eat thereof: it zs most holy.

30 And no sin offering, whereof 
any of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle of the congregation to 
reconcile withal in the holy place, 
emer eaten: it shall be burnt in

CHAPTER 7 


IKEWISE this is the law of the 

trespass offering: it is most holy. 

2 In the place where they kill the 
burnt offering shall they kill the 
trespass offering: and the blood 
thereof shall he sprinkle round 
about upon the altar 

3 And he shall offer ‘of it all the fat 
thereof; the rump, and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, 

the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul that is above 
the liver, with the kidneys, it shall 
he take away: 

5 And the priest shall burn them 
upon the altar for an offering made 
by fire unto the LORD: it is a tres- 
pass offering. 

6 Every male among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it shall be eaten 
in the holy place: it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the 
trespass offering: there is one law 
for them: the priest that maketh 
atonement therewith shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
oe s burnt offering, even the 
priest shall have to himself the skin 
of the burnt offering which he hath 
offered. 

9 And ali the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is 
dressed in the fryingpan, and in the 
pan, shall be the priest’s that 
offereth it. 

10 And every meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and dry, sh 
the sons of Aaron have, one as 
me as another. 

1 And this is the law of the sacri- 
dce of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the LORD. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unleavened cakes 
mingled with oil, and unleavened 
wafers anointed with oil, and cakes 
mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 
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13 oon. the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice = thanksgiving of his 
peace offering 

14 And of it” it he shall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for an heave 
offering unto the LORD, and it shall 
be the priest’s that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for th seiving 
shall be eaten the same day that itis 
offered; he shall not leave any of it 
until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offering 
be a vow, or a voluntary offering, it 
shall be eaten the same day that he 
offereth his sacrifice: and on the 
morrow alsc the remainder of it 
shall be eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the flesh 
of the sacrifice on the thir ay 
shall be burnt with fire. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings be 
eaten at all on the third day, it shall 
not be accepted, neither shall it be 
imputed unto him that offereth it: 
it shall be an abomination, and the 
oo that eateth of it shall bear his 


uity. 

"10 And the flesh that toucheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten; it 
shali be burnt with fire: and as for 
the flesh, all that be clean shall eat 
thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace 
offerings, that pertain unto the 
LORD, having his uncleanness upon 
him, even that soul shall be cut off 
from his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean thing, as the 
uncleanness of man, or any unclean 
beast, or any abominable unclean 
thing, and eat of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
pertain unto the LORD, even that 
soul shall be cut off from his people. 

22 @ And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

3 Speak. unto the children of 
Israel, saying, Ye shall eat no 
manner of fat, of ox, or of sheep, or 
of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
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which is torn with beasts, may be 
used in any other use: but ye shall 
in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
the beast, of which men offer an 
offering made by fire unto the LORD, 
even the soul that eateth it shall be 
cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no 
manner of blood, whether it be of 
fowl or of beast, in any of your 


wellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul if be that 
eateth any manner of blood, even 
that ee shall be cut off from his 
peopl 

28 q ‘And. the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

9 Speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, He that offereth the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings unto 
the LorpD shall bring his oblation 
unto the LORD of the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
the fat with the breast, it shall he 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
oe a wave offering before the LORD. 

1 And the priest shall burn the 
fat upon the altar: but the breast 
shall be Aaron’s and his sons’. 

32 And the right shoulder shall ye 
give unto the priest for an heave 
offering of the sacrifices of your 
peace offerings. 

33 He among the sons of Aaron, 
that offereth the blood of the peace 
offerings, and the fat, shall have the 
right shoulder for his part. 

34 For the wave breast and the 
heave shoulder have [ taken of the 
children of Israel from off the sacri- 
fices of their peace offerings, and 
have given them unto Aaron the 
priest and unto his sons by a statute 
ey ever from among the children of 

srael. 

35 q This is the portion of the 
anointing of on, and of the 
anointing of his sons, out of the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
in the day when he presented them 
to minister unto the LORD in the 
priest’s office; 

36 Which the LORD commanded 
to be given them of the children of 
Israel, in the day that he anointed 
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them, by a statute for ever through- 
out their generations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt 
offering, of the meat offering, and 
of the sin offering, and of the tres- 
pass offering, and of the consecra- 
tions, and of the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings; 

38 Which the LORD commanded 
Moses in mount Sinai, in the day 
that he commanded the PERC: mear of 
Israel to offer their oblations unto 
oe LORD, in the wilderness of 

inai. 


CHAPTER 8 
SOT the LORD spake unto Moses, 


2 Tiken Aaron and his sons with 
him, and the garments, and the 
anointing oil, and a bullock for the 
sin offering, and two rams, and a 
basket of unleavened bread; 

3 And gather thou all the congrega- 
ton together unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 Moses did as the LORD 
commanded ; and the assembly 
was gathered together unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. 

5 And Moses said unto the con- 
gregation, This is the thing which 
the LORD commanded to be done. 

6 And Moses brought Aaron and 
his sons, and washed them with 
water. 

7 And he put upon him the coat, 
and girded with the girdle, and 
clothed him with the robe, and put 
the ephod upon him, and he girded 
him with the curious girdle of the 
Ceen, and bound ¿ź unto him there- 


8 And he put the breastplate upon 
him: also he put in the breastplate 
the Urim and the Thummim. 

9 And he put the mitre upon his 
head; also upon the mitre, even 
upon his forefront, did he put the 
golden plate, the holy crown; as the 
paj commanded Moses. 

0 And Moses took the anointing 
oil. and anointed the tabernacle and 
eae that was therein, and sanctified 

11 hed he sprinkled thereof upon 
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the altar seven times, and anointed 
the altar and all his vessels. both the 
as and his foot, to sanctify them. 

2 And he poured of the anointing 
oil upon Aaron’s head, and anointed 
him. to sanctify him. 

3 And Moses brought Aaron’s 
pai and put coats upon them, and 
girded them with girdles, and put 
bonnets upon them; as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the sin offering: and Aaron and his 
sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the bullock for the sin offering. 

15 And he slew it; and Moses took 
the blood, and put it upon the 
hprng of the altar round about with 

his finger, and purified the altar, 
and poured the blood at the bottom 
of the altar, and sanctified it, to 
make reconciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and their fat, and Moses burned it 
upon the altar 

17 But the an and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt 
with fire without the camp; as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

18 And he brought the ram for 
the burnt offering: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the ram. 

19 And he killed if; and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces; 
and Moses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 

2 d he washed the inwards 
and the legs in water; and Moses 
burnt the whole ram upon the altar: 
it was a burnt sacrifice for a sweet 
savour, and an offering made by 
fire unto the n as the LORD 
commanded Moses. 

22 @ And he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: and 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

23 And he slew if; and Moses took 
of the blood of it, and put i¢ upon 
the tip of Aaron’s right ear, and upon 
the thumb of his right hand, and 
upon the great toe of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, 
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and Moses put of the blood upon 
the tip of their right ear, and upon 
the thumbs of their right hands, 
and upon the great toes of their 
right feet: and Moses sprinkled the 
blood upon the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their 
fat, and the right shoulder: 

26 And out of the basket of un- 
leavened bread, that was before the 
LORD, he tock one unleavened cake, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
waier, and put them on the fat, and 
upon the right shoulder: 

27 And he put all upon Aaron’s 
hands, and upon his sons’ hands, 
and waved them for a wave offering 
before the LORD. 

28 And Moses took them from off 
their hands, and burnt them on the 
altar upon the burnt cffering: they 
were consecrations for a sweet 
savour: it is an offering made by 
fire unto the LORD. 

9 And Moses took the breast, and 
a it for a wave offering before 
the LORD: for of the ram of con- 
secration it was Moses’ part; as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

30 And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon 

the altar, and sprinkled it upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon his sons’ 
garments with him; and sanctified 
Aaron, and his garments, and his 
sons, and his sons’ garments with 


31 @ And Moses said unto Aaron 
and to his sons, Boil the flesh ai 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and there eat it with 
the bread that is in the basket of 
consecrations, as I commanded, 
saying, Aaron and his sons shall eat 


it. 

32 And that which remaineth of 
the fiesh and of the bread shall ye 
burn with fire. 

33 And ye shall not go out of the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation in seven days, until the 
days of your consecration be at an 
end: for seven days shall he con- 
secrate you. 
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34 As he hath done this day, so the 
LorD hath commanded to do, to 
make an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide af the 
door of the eee of the 
congregation day and night seven 
days, and keep the charge of the 
LORD, that ye die not: for so I am 
commanded. 

36 So Aaron and his sons did all 
things which the LORD commanded 
by the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER 9 


ND it came to pass on the 

eighth day, that Moses called 
Aaron and his sons, and the elders 
of Israel; 

2 And he said unto Aaron, Take 
thee a young calf for a sin offering, 
and a ram for a burnt offering, 
without blemish, and offer them 
before the LORD. 

3 And unto the children of Israel 
thon shalt speak, saying, Take ye a 
kid of the goats for a sin offering; 
and a calf and a lamb, both of the 
first year, without blemish, for a 
burnt offering; 

4 Also a bullock and a ram for 
peace offerings, to ocd before 
the LORD; and a meat offering 
mingled with oil: for to day the

5 @ And they brought that which 
Moses commanded before the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and 
all the congregation drew near and 
stood before the LORD. 

6 And Moses said, This zs the thing 
which the LORD commanded that 
ye should do: and the glory of the 
LORD shall appear unto you. 

7 And Moses said unto Aaron, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin 
offering, and thy burnt offering, an 
make an atonement for thyself, aad 
for the people: and offer the offering 
of the people, and make an atone- 
ment for them; as the LORD com- 
manded. 

8 ( Aaron therefore went unto the 
altar, and slew the calf of the sin 
offering, which was for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aaron brought 
the blood unto him: and he dipped 
his finger in the blood, and put if 
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upon the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver of the 
sin offering, he burnt upon the altar; 
as the LORD commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he 
bari with fire without the camp. 

2 And he slew the burnt offering; 

a Aaron’s sons presented unto 

him the blood, which he sprinkled 
round about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto » with the pieces 
thereof, and the head: and he 

t them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, and burnt them upon 
the burnt offering on the altar. 

15 @ And he brought the people’s 
offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
tng ea it, and offered it for sin, as 

e 

16 And he brought the burnt 
offering, and offered it according to 
the manner. 

17 And he brought the meat 
offering, and took an handful thereof, 
and burnt it upon the altar, beside 
the burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and 
the ram for a sacrifice of peace 
offerings, which was for the people:

commanded.

Israel. 

15 The heave shoulder and the 
wave breast shall they bring with 
the offerings made by fire of the fat, 
to wave it for a wave offering before 
the LORD; and it shall be thine, and 
thy sons’ with thee, by a statute for 
ever; as the LORD hath commanded. 

16 4 And Moses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin offering, and, 
behold, it was burnt: and he was 
angry with Eleazar and Ithamar, the 
sons of Aaron which were left alive, 
saying

for them before the LORD? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
brought in within the holy place: 
ye should indeed have eaten it in 
the holy dlace, as I commanded.

am holy: neither shail ye defile 
yourselves with any manner of 
Gee oie thing that creepeth upon 


earth. 

45 For I am the Lorp that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to 
be your God: ye shall therefore be 
holy, for I am holy.

CHAPTER 12

Who shall offer it before the 
LORD, and make an atonement for 
her; and she shall be cleansed from 
the issue of her blood. This zs the 
law for her that hath born a male or 
a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring a 
lamb, then she shall bring two 
turtles, or two young pigeons; the 
one for the burnt offering, and the 
other for a sin offering: and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
her, and she shail be clean. 


CHAPTER 13

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin of 
his flesh, and the priest shall 
pronounce unclean, and shall 
not shut him up: for he zs unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy break out 
abroad in the skin, and the leprosy 
cover all the skin of him that hath 
the plague from his head even to his 
foot, wheresoever the priest looketh;

the head or beard.

21 And whosoever toucheth her 
bed shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be 
unclean until the even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth any 
thing that she sat upon shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on any 

whereon she sitteth, when he 
toucheth it, he shall be unclean 
until the even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at 
all, and her flowers be upon him, 
he shall be unclean seven days; and 
all the bed whereon he lieth shall 
be unclean.

his finger seven times. 

15 4 Then shall he kill the goat of 
the sin offering, that is for the people;

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall con- 
secrate to minister in the priest’s 
office in his father’s stead, shall 
make the atonement, and shall put 
on the linen clothes, even the holy 
garments: 

33 And he shall make an atone- 
ment for the holy sanctuary, and he 
shall make an atonement for the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar, and he shall make an 
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atonement for the priests, and for 
all the people of the congregation. 
34 this s be an everlasting 
statute unto you, to make an atone- 
ment for the children of Israel for 
ll their sins once a year. And he 
did as the LORD commanded Moses.

And the land is defiled: there- 
pn I do visit the iniquity thereof 
upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
out her inhabitants. 

26 Ye shall therefore keep my 
statutes and my judgments, and 
shail not commit any of these 
abominations; neither any of your 
own nation, nor any stranger that 
sojourneth among you: 

(For all these abominations 

ve the men of the land done, 
witich were before you, and the 
land is defiled;) 

28 That the land spue not you out 
also, when ye defile it, as it spued 
out the nations that were before you.

Sare or buyest aught of thy 


neighbour’s hand, ye shall not 
oppress one another: 
15 Accordi to the number of 


years after the jubilee thou shalt 
buy of thy neighbour, and according 
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unto the number of years of the 
fruits he shall sell unto thee: 

16 According to. the multitude of 
years thou shalt increase u price 
thereof, and according to the few- 
ness of years thou shalt diminish 
the price of it: for according to the 
number of the years of the fruits 
doth he sell unto thee. 

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another; but thou shalt fear thy 

: for I am the LORD your God. 

8 € Wherefore ye shall do my 
SEATER, and keep my judgments, 
and do them; and ye shall dwell in 
the land in safety. 

19 And the land shall yield her 
fruit, and ye shall eat your fill, and 
dwell therein in safety. 

20 And if ye shall say, What shall 
we eat the seventh year? behold, 
we shall not sow, nor gather in our 
increase: 

21 Then I will command my 
blessing upon you in the sixth year, 

and it shall bring forth fruit for 
three years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth 
year, and eat yet of old fruit until 
the ninth year; until her fruits come 
in ye shall eat of the old store. 

23 q The land shall not be sold for 
ever: for the land is mine; for ye 
are strangers and sojourners with 


me. 

24 And in alli the land of your 
possession ye shall grant a redemp- 
= for the land. 

5 @ If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and hath sold away some of his 
possession, and if any of hbis 
come to redeem it, then shall he 
redeem that which his brother sold. 

26 And if the man have none to 
redeem it, and himself be abie to 
redeem it; 

27 Then let him count the years of 
the sale thereof, and restore the 
overplus unto the man to whom he 
sold it; that he may return unto his 
possession. 

28 But if he be not able to restore 
it to him, then that which is sold 
shali remain in the hand of him that 
hath bought it until the year of 
jubilee: and in the jubilee it shall 
go out, and he shall return unto his 
possession., 
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29 And if a man sell a dwelling 
house in a walled, city, then he 
may redeem it within a whole year 
after it is sold; within a full year 
may he redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed 
within the space of a full year, then 
the house that zs in the walled city 
shall be established for ever to him 
that bought it throughout his 
generations: it shall not go out in 
the jubilee. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about 
them shall be counted as the fields 
of the country: they may be re- 
deemed, and they shall go out in 
the jubilee. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of 
the Levites, and the houses of the 
cities of their possession, may the 
Levites redeem at any time. 

d if a man purchase of the 
Levites, then the house that was 
sold, and the city of his ae ag 
shall go out in the year of jubilee: 
for the houses of the cities of the 
Levites are their possession among 
the children of Israel. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it 
is their perpetual possession. 

35 q And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with thee; 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea, 
though he be a stranger, or a 
soj ene that he may live with 


36. Take thou no usury of him, o 
increase: but fear thy God: that 
thy brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shait not give him thy 
money upon usury, nor lend him 
thy victuals for increase. 

38 I am the LorRD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land 
of Egypt, to give you the land of 
Canaan, and to be your God. 

3 if thy brother that 
dwelleth by thee be waxen poor, 
and be sold unto thee; thou shalt 
not compel him to serve as a bond- 
servant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and 
as a sojourner, he shall be with 
thee, and shall serve thee unto the 
year of jubilee 

41 And then. shall he depart from

thee, both he and his children with 

, and shall return unto his own 
family, and unto the possession of 
his fathers shall he return 

42 For they are my servants, 
which I brought forth out of the 
land of Egypt: they shall not be 
sold as bondmen. ; 

43 Thou shalt not rule over him 
with rigour; but shalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy 
bondmaids, which thou shalt have, 
shall be of the heathen that are 
round about you; of them shall ye 
buy bondmen and bondmaids. 

45 Moreover of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among 
you, of them shall ye buy, and of 
their ies that are with you, 
which they begat in your land: and 
they shall be your possession. 

46 And ye shall take them as an 
inheritance for your children after 
you, to inherit them for a posses- 
sion; they shall be your bondmen 
for ever: but over your brethren 
the children of Israel, ye shall not 
rule one over another with rigour. 

47 { And if a sojourner or stranger 

wax rich by thee, and thy brother 
that dweileth by him wax poor, and 
sell himself unto the stranger or 
sojourner by thee, or to the stock 
of the stranger’s family: 

48 After that he is sold he may be 
redeemed again; one of his brethren 
may redeem 

49 Either his ee or his uncle’s 
son, may redeem him, or any that 
is nigh of kin unto him of his family 
may redeem him: or if he be able, 
he any redeem himself. 

d he shall reckon with him 
m bought him from the year that 
he was sold to him unto the year of 
jubilee: and the price of his sale 
shali be according unto the number 
of years, according to the time of an 
hired servant shall it be with him. 

51 If there be yet many years 
behind, according unto them he 
shall give again the price of his 
redemption out of the money that 
he was bought for. 

52 And if there remain but few 
years unto the year of jubilee, then 
he shall count with him, and 
according unto his years shall he 
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give him again the price of his 
redemption. 

53 And as a yearly hired servant 
shall he be with him: and the other 
shall not rule with rigour over him 
in thy sight. 

54 And if he be not redeemed in 
these years, then he shall go out in 
the year of jubilee, both he, and his 
children with

of the land of Egypt: Iam the LORD 
your God. 


CHAPTER 26 


E shall make you no idols nor 

graven image, neither rear you 
up a standing image, neither shall 
ye set up any image of stone in your 
land, to bow down unto it: for I am 
the LORD your God.

8 And five of you shall chase an 
hundred, and an hundred of you 
shall put ten thousand to flight: and 
your enemies shall fall before you 
by the sword. 

9 For I will have respect unto you, 
and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant with 


you. 
10 And ye shall eat old store, and 
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bring forth the old because of the 


new. 

11 And I will set my tabernacle 
among you: and my soul s not 
abhor you. 

12 And I will walk among you, and 
will be your God, and ye shall be 
my people. 3 

13 I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not be their 
bondmen; and I have broken the 
bands of your yoke, and made you 
go upright. 

14 4 But if ye will not hearken 
unto me, and wiil not do all these 
commandments; 

15 And if ye shall despise my 
statutes, or if your soul abhor my 
judgments, so that ye will not do all 
my commandments, buf that ye 
break my covenant: 

16 I also will do this unto you; I 
will even appoint over you terror, 
consumption, and the burning ague, 
that shall consume the eyes, and 
cause sorrow of heart: and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your 
enemies shall eat it. 

17 And I will set my face against 
you, and ye shall be slain before 
your enemies: they that hate you 
shall reign over you; and ye shall 
flee when none pursueth you. 

18 And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins. 

19 And I will break the pride o 
your power; and I make your 
ae as iron, and your earth as

20 And your strength shall be 
spent in vain: for your land shall 
not yield her increase, neither shall 
the ee trees of the land yield their 


21 q And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; 
I will bring seven times more 
plagues upon you according to your 
sins. 

22 I will also send wild beasts 
among you, which shall rob you of 
your children, and destroy your 
cattle, and make you few in number; 
and your high ways shall be deso- 


ate. 
23 And if ye will not be reformed 
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by me by these things, but will walk 
contrary unto me; 

24 Then will I also walk contrary 
unto you, and will punish you yet 
seven times for your sins. 

25 And I bring a sword upon 
you, that shall avenge the quarrel of 
my covenant: and when ye are 
gathered together within your cities, 

send the pestilence among 
you; and ye shall be delivered into 
the hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the 
staff of your bread, ten women shall 
bake your bread in one oven, and 
they shali deliver you your bread 
again by weight: and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk con- 
trary unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 
you also in fury; and I, even I, will 
chastise you seven times for your 


sins. 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 

30 And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down your images, 
and cast your carcases upon the 
carcases of your idols, and my soul 
shall abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your sanctuaries 
unto desolation, and I will not 
smell the savour of your sweet 
odours. i i ‘ 

32 And I will bring the land into 
desolation: and your enemies which 
oe therein shall be astonished at 


33 And I will scatter you among 
the heathen, and will draw out a 
sword after you: and your land 
sell be desolate, and your cities 


aste. 

"34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, 
and ye be in your enemies’ land; 
even then shall the land rest, and 
enjoy her sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth desolate it 
shall rest; because it did not rest in 
goyr sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon 


"36 And upon them that are left 
alive of you I will send a faintness 
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into their hearts in the lands of their 
enemies; and the sound of a shaken 
leaf shall chase them; and they 
shall flee, as fleeing from a sword; 
and they shall fall when none 
pursueth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon 
another, as it were before a sword, 
when none pursueth: and ye shail 
have no power to stand before your 
enemies. i 

38 And ye shall perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your 
enemies shali eat you up. 

39 And they that are left of you 
shall pine away in their iniquity in 
your enemies’ lands; and also in the 
iniquities of their fathers shall they 
pine away with them. , 

40 If they shall confess their 
iniquity, and the iniauity of their 
fathers, with their trespass which 
they trespassed against me, and 
that also they have walked contrary 


unto me; 

41 And that I also have walked 
contrary unto them, and have 
brought them into the land of their 
enemies; if then their uncircum- 
cised hearts be humbled, and they 
then accept of the punishment of 
their iniquity: , 

42 Then will I remember my 
covenant with Jacob, and also my 
covenant with Isaac, and also my 
covenant with Abraham will I re- 
member; and I will remember the 


land. 

43 The land also shall be left of 
them, and shall enjoy her sabbaths, 
while she lieth desolate without 
them: and they shall accept of the 
punishment of their iniquity: be- 
cause, even because they despised 
my judgments, and because their 
soul abhorred my statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they 
be in the land of their enemies, I 
will not cast them away, neither 
I abhor them, to destroy them utter- 
ly, and to break my covenant with 
them: for I am the LORD their God. 

45 But I will for their sakes re- 
member the covenant of their 
ancestors, whom I brought forth out 
of the land of Egypt in the sight of 
the heathen, that I might be their 
God: I am the LORD. 
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.46 These are the statutes and 
judgments and laws, which the 
LorD made between him and the 
children of Israel in mount Sinai by 
the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER 27

7 And if it be from sixty years old 
and above; if i¢ be a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy 
estimation, then he shall present 
himself before the priest, and the 
priest shall value him; according to 
his ability that vowed shall the 
priest value a 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the LORD, all 
that any man giveth of such unto 
the LORD shall be holy. 

10 He shall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad, or a bad for a 
good: and if he shall at all change 
beast for beast, then it and the 
exchange thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, 
of which they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the LORD, then he shall present 
the beast before the priest: s 

12 And the priest shall value it, 
whether it be good or bad: as thou 
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valuest it, who art the priest, so 


shall it be. f . 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 
then he shall add a fifth dart thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

4 ( And when a man shall sanctify 
his house fo be holy unto the LORD, 
then the priest shall estimate it, 
whether it be good or bad: as the 
priest shall estimate it, so shall it 


stand. 

i5 And if he that sanctified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth bart of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be 


16 And if a man shall sanctify unto 
the LORD some part of a field of his 
possession, then thy estimation 
shall be according to the seed 
thereof: an homer of barley seed 
i be valued at fifty shekels of 
Silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubilee, according to thy 
estimation it shall stand.

And if a man will at all redeem 
aught of his tithes, he shall add 
thereto the fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of what- 
soever passeth under the rod, the 
tenth shali be holy unto the LORD. 

33 He shall not search whether it 
be good or bad, neither shall he 
change it: and if he chanse it at all, 
then both it and the change thereof 
shall be holy; it shall not be re- 
deemed.

12 Speak unto tbe children of 
Israel, and say unto them, If any 
man’s wife go aside, and commit a

13 And a man lie with her carnaliy, 
and it be hid from the eyes of her 
husband, and be kept close, and she 
be defiled, and fhere be no witness 
against her, neither she be taken 
with the manner ; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled: or if the 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, 
and he be jealous of his wife, and 
she be not defiled: 

15 Then shall the man bring his 
wife unto the priest, and he shall 
bring her offering for her, the tenth 
bart of an ephah of barley meal; he 
shall pour no oil upon it, nor ‘put 
frankincense thereon; for it is an 
offering of jealousy, an offering of 
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memorial, bringing iniquity to re- 
membrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her 
near, and set her before the LORD: 

17 And the priest shail take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of 
the dust that is in the floor of the 
tabernacle the priest shali take, and 
put 7¢ into the water: 

18 And the priest shall set the 
woman before the LORD, and un- 
cover the woman’s head, and put 
the offering of memorial in her 
hands, which is the jealousy offer-. 
ing: and the priest shall have in his 
hand the bitter water that causeth 
the curse 

19 And the priest shall charge her 
by an oath, and say unto the woman, 
If no man have lain with thee, and 
if thou hast not gone aside to 
uncleanness with another instead of 
thy husband, be thou free from 
this bitter water that causeth the 


curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside fo 
another instead of thy husband, and 

thou be defiled, and some man 
e lain with thee beside thine 

us 

21 Then the priest shall charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
The LORD make thee a curse and 
an cath among thy people, when the 
LORD doth make thy thigh to rot, 
and thy belly to swell; 

22 And this water that causeth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, to 
make thy belly to swell, and thy 
thigh to rot: And the woman shail 
say, Amen, amen. f 

23 And the priest shali write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water: 

nd he shall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that 
causeth the curse: and the water 
that causeth the curse shall enter 
into her, and become bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the 
jealousy offering out of the woman’s 
hand, and shall wave the offering 
before the LORD, and offer it upon 
the altar: 

26 And the priest shall take an 
handful of the offering, even the 
memorial thereof, and burn it upon 
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the altar, and afterward shall cause 
the woman to drink the water. 

27 And when he hath made her to 

the water, then it shall come 

to pass, that, if she be defiled, and 


have done trespass against her 
husband, that the water that 
causeth ‘the curse shall enter into 
her, and become bitter, and her 
belly shall swell, and her thizh shall 
rot: and the woman shall be a curse 
among her people. 

28 And if the woman be not defiled, 
but be clean; then she shall be free, 
and shall conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealousies, 
when a wife goeth aside fo another 
instead of her husband, and is 
defiled; 

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
cometh upon him, and he be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set the 
woman before the LORD, and the 
priest shall execute upon her all 


this law 

31 Then shali the man be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman shali 
bear her iniquity. 


CHAPTER 6 
ee D the LORD spake unto Moses, 


2 Speake unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, en either 
man or woman shail separate them- 
selves to vow a vow of a Nazarite, to 
separate themselves unto the LORD: 

3 He shall separate himself from 
wine and strong » and shall 
drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar 
of strong drink, neither shall he 
drink any liquor of grapes, nor eat 
moist grapes, or dried.

4 And Moses spake unto the 
children of Israel, that they should 
keep the passover. 

And they kept the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the first 
month at even in the wilderness of 
Sinai; according to all that the LORD 
commanded Moses, so did the 
children of Israel. 

6 q And there were certain men, 
who were defiled by the dead body 
of a man, that they could not keep 
the passover on that day: and they 
came before Moses and before 
Aaron on that day: 

7 And those men said unto him, 
We are defiled by the dead body of a 
man: wherefore are we kept back, 
that we may not offer an offering of 
the LORD in his appointed season 
among the children of Israel? 

8 Moses said unto them, 
Stand still, and I will hear what the 
roen will command concerning you. 

9 Œ And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of 
Israel, saying, If any man of you or 
of your posterity shall be unclean 
by reason of a dead body, or be in a 
journey afar off, yet he shall keep 
the passover unto the LORD.

11 And Moses said unto the LORD, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy 
servant? and wherefore have I not 
found favour in thy sight, that thou 
layest the burden of all this people 
upon me? 

12 Have I conceived all this 
people? have I begotten them, that 
thou shouldest say unto me, Carry 
them in thy bosom, as a nursing 
father beareth the sucking child, 
unto the land which thou swarest 
unto their fathers? 
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13 Whence should I have flesh to 
give unto all this people? for they 
weep unto me, saying, Give us flesh, 
that we may eat.

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the 
son of Kohath, the son of Levi, 
and Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, and On, the son of Peleth, 
sons of Reuben, took men: 

d they rose up before Moses, 
with certain of the children of Israel, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
assembly, famous in the congrega- 
tion, men of renown: 

3 And they gathered themselves 
together against Moses and against 
Aaron, and said unto them, Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every one of 
them, and the LORD is among them: 
wherefore then lift ye up yourselves 
above the congregation of the LORD? 

d when Moses heard it, he 
fell upon his face: 

5 he spake unto Korah and 
unto all his company, saying, Even 
to morrow the LORD will shew who

are his, and who is holy; and will 
cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he hath chosen will 
he cause to come near unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, 
Korah, and all his company; 

7 And put fire therein, and put 
incense in them before the LORD to 
morrow: and it shall be that the 
man whom the Lorp doth choose, 
he shall be holy: ye take too much 
upon you, ye sons of Levi. 

8 Moses said unto Korah, 
Hear, I pray you, ye sons of Levi: 

9 Seemeth it but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Israel hath 
separated you from the congrega- 
tion of Israel, to bring you near to 
himself to do the service of the 
tabernacle of the LORD, and to 
stand before the congregation to 
minister unto them? 

10 And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethren the 
sons of Levi with thee: and seek ye 
the priesthood also? 

11 For which cause both thou and 
ali thy company are gathered 
together against the LORD: and 
what is Aaron, that ye murmur 
against 

12 @ And Moses sent to call 
Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab: which said, We will not come 


up: 

13 Is it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a land that 
floweth with milk and honey, to kill 
us in the wilderness, except thou 
make thyself altogether a prince 
over us? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk 

and honey, or given us inheritance 
of fields and vineyards: wilt thou 
put out the eyes of these men? we 
will not come up. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the LORD, Respect not 
thou their offering: I have not taken 
one ass from them, neither have I 
hurt one of them. | 

16 And Moses said unto Korah, 
Be thou and all thy company before 
the LORD, thou, and they, and Aaron, 
to morrow: i 

17 And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
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ye before the LORD every man his 
censer, two hundred and fifty 


censers; thou also, and Aaron, each 
of you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his 
censer, and put fire in them, and 
laid incense thereon, and stood in 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation with Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered ail the 
congregation against them unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation: and the glory of the LORD 
appeared unto all the congregation. 

20 And the LORD spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may con- 
sume them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, 
and said, O God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man 
sin, and wilt thou be wroth with all 
the congregation 

23 @ And the TO spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, 
saying, Get you up from about the 
tabernacle of Korah, Dathan, and 


iram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram; and the 
elders of Israel followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congre- 
gation, saying, Depart, I pray you, 
from the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch nothing of theirs, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from ai taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abi- 
ram, on every side: and Dathan and 
Abiram came out, and stood in the 
door of their tents, and their wives, 
and their sons, and their little 
children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye 
shall know that the LorD hath sent 
me to do all these works; for I have 
not done them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be 
visited after the visitation of all 
rah then the LORD hath not sent 


"30 But if the LORD make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
appertain unto them, and they go 
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down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men 
have provoked the LORD. 

31 4 And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of spe all these 
words, that the ground clave 
asunder that was under them: 

the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, 
and their houses, and all the men 
that abpertained unto Korah, and 
all their goods. 

33 They, and all that abpertained 
to them, went down alive into the 
pit, and the earth closed upon them: 
and Eee pecisher from among the 
conareey 

4 And soi Fa that were round 
oA them fled at the cry of them: 
for they said, Lest the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from 
the LORD, and consumed the two 
eng? and fifty men that offered 
incens 

36 q rand the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take up 
the censers out of the burning, and 
scatter thou the fire yonder; for they 
are hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinners 
against their own souls, let them 
make them broad plates for a 
covering of the altar: for they 
offered them before the LORD, 
therefore they are hallowed: and 
they shall be a sign unto the 
children of Israel. 

39 And Eleazar the priest took the 
brasen censers, wherewith they 
that were burnt had offered; and 
they were made broad plates "for a 
covering of the altar: 

40 To be a memorial unto the 
children of Israel, that no stranger, 
which zs not of the seed of Aaron, 
come near to offer incense before 
the LORD; that he be not as Korah, 
and as his company: as the LORD 
said to him by the hand of Moses. 

41 G But on the morrow all the 
congregation of the children of 
Israel murmured against Moses and 
against Aaron, saying, Ye have 
killed the people of the LORD. 

42 And it came to pass, when the 
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congregation was gathered against 
Moses and against Aaron, that they 
looked toward the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and, behold, the cloud 
covered it, and the glory of the LORD 
appeared. 

43 And Moses and Aaron came 
before the tabernacle of the con- 
eer 

44 Q And the LORD spake unto 

Moses, saying, 

45 Get you up from among this 
congregation, that I may consume 
them as in a moment. And they fell 
upon their faces. 

46 q And Moses said unto Aaron, 
Take a censer, and put fire therein 
from off the altar, and put on 
incense, and go quickly unto the 
congregation, an e an atone- 
ment for aris for there is wrath 
kone out from the LORD; the plague 
is begun 

47 ‘And ‘Aaron took as Moses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of 
the congregation; and, behold, the 
plague was begun among the people: 
and he put on incense, and made an 
atonement for the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 


stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven 
hundred, beside them that died 
about the matter of Korah. 

0 And Aaron returned unto Moses 
a, the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and the plague 
was stayed. 


CHAPTER 17 
eos the LORD spake unto Moses, 


2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and take of every one of them a rod 
according to the house of their 
fathers, of all their princes accor 
to the house of their fathers twelve 
rods: write thou every man’s name 
upon his rod. 

3 And thou shalt write Aaron’s 
are upon the rod of Levi: for one 
rod shall be for the head of the 
house of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before

y Kadn it shall come to pass, that 
the man’s rod, whom I shall choose, 
shali blossom: and I will make to 
cease from me the murmurings of 
the children of Israel, whereby they 
murmur against you. 

6 @ And Moses spake unto the 
children of Israel, and every one of 
their princes gave him a rod apiece, 
for each prince one, according to 
their fathers’ houses, even twelve 
reds: and the rod of Aaron was 
among their rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods 
before the LoRD in the tabernacle 
of witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the 
morrow Moses went into the taber- 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the 
rod of Aaron for the house of Levi 
was budded, and brought forth buds, 
and panter blossoms, and yielded 

onds. 

9 And Moses brought cuit all the 
rods from before the LORD unto all 
the children of Israel: and they 
looked, and took every man his rod. 

10 @ And the LorD said unto 
Moses, Bring Aaron’s rod again 
before the testimony, to be kept 
for a token against the rebels; and 
thou shalt quite take away ‘their 
murmurings from me, that they die 


not. 

11 And Moses did so: as the LORD 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake 
unto Moses, saying, Behold, we 
oe we perish, we all perish. 

3 Whosoever cometh any thing 
as unto the tabernacle of the 
LorpD shall die: shall we be con- 
sumed with dying? 


CHAPTER 18 


ND the LORD said unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy sons and thy 
father’s house with thee shall bear 
the iniquity of the sanctuary: and 
thou and thy sons with thee shall 
bear the iniquity of your priesthood. 
2 And thy brethren also of the tribe 
of Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring 
thou with thee, that they may be 
joined unto thee, and minister unto 
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thee: but thou and thy sons with 
thee shall minister before the 
tabernacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, 
and the charge of all the tabernacle: 
only they shall not come nigh the 
vessels of the sanctuary and the 
altar, that neither they, nor ve also, 


die. 
4 And they shall be joined unto 


thee, and keep the charge of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, for 
all the service of the tabernacle: 
and a stranger shall not come nigh 
unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar: that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 

6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among 
the children of Israel: to you they 
are given as a gift for the LORD, to 
do the service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office 
for every thing of the altar, and 
within the veil; and ye shall serve: 
I have given your priest’s office unto 
you as a service of gift: and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall be 
put to death. 

8 @ And the LoRD spake unto 
Aaron, Behold, I also have given 
thee the charge of mine heave 
offerings of all the hallowed things 
of the children of Israel; unto thee 
have I given them by reason of the 
anointing, and to thy sons, by an 
ordinance for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire: 
every oblation of theirs, every meat 
offering of theirs, and every sin 
offering of theirs, and every trespass 
offering of theirs, which they shall 
render unto me, shall be most holy 
for thee and for thy sons. 

O In the most holy place shalt 
e eat it; every male shall eat it: 
it shall be holy unto thee. 

11 And this is thine; the heave 
offering of their gift, with all the 
wave offerings of the children of 
Israel: I have given them unto thee, 
and to thy sons and to thy daughters 
with thee, by a statute for ever: 
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every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it. 3 

12 Ail the best of the oil, and all 
the best of the wine, and of the 
wheat, the firstfruits of them which 
they shall offer unto the LORD, them 
have I given thee. i226 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in 
the land, which they shall bring 
unto the LORD, shall be thine; every 
one that is clean in thine house 
shall eat of it. , 

14 Every thing devoted in Israel 
shall be thine. 

15 Every thing that, openeth the 
matrix in all flesh, which they bring 
unto the LORD, whether it be of men 
or beasts, shali be thine: neverthe- 
less the firstborn of man shalt thou 
surely redeem, and the firstling of 
unclean beasts shalt thou redeem. 

those that are to be re- 
deemed from a month old shalt 
thou redeem, according to thine 
estimation, for the money of five 
shekels, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, which is twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling 
of a goat, thou shalt not redeem; 
they are holy: thou shait sprinkle 
their blood upon the altar, and shalt 
burn their fat for an offering made 
by fire, for a sweet savour unto the 


LORD. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder are thine., 

19 All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, which the children of 
Israel offer unto the LORD, have I 
given thee, and thy sons and thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute 
for ever: it is a covenant of salt for 
ever before the LORD unio thee and 
to thy seed with thee. 

20 ( And the Lorp spake unto 
Aaron, Thou shalt have no inheri- 
tance in their land, neither shalt 
thou have any part among them: I 
am thy part and thine inheritance 
among the children of Israel. 

21 And, behold, I have given the 
children of Levi all the tenth in 
Israel for an inheritance, for their 
service which they serve, even the 
service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 
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22 Neither must the children of 
Israel henceforth come nigh the 
tabernacle of the congregation, lest 
they bear sin, and die. 

23 But the Levites shall do the 
service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and they shall bear 
their iniquity: it shall be a statute for 
ever throughout your generations, 
that among the children of Israel 
they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children of 
Israel, which they offer as an heave 
offering unto the LORD, I have given 
to the Leyites to inherit: therefore 
I have said unto them, Among the 
children of Israel they shall have no 


inheritance. 

25 Q And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

26 Thus speak unto the Levites, 
and say unto them, When ye take 
of the children of Ísrael the tithes 
which I have given you from them 
for your inheritance, then ye shall 
offer up an heave offering of it for 
R LORD, even a tenth part of the 
3 Bj 

27 And this your heave offering 
shall be reckoned unto you, as 
though it were the corn of the 
threshingfioor, and as the fulness of 
the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer an heave 
offering unto the LORD of all your 
tithes, which ye receive of the 
children of Israel; and ye shall give 
thereof the LoRD’s heave offering 
to Aaron the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall 
offer every heave offering of the 
LORD, of all the best thereof, even 
the hallowed part thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the 
best thereof from it, then it shall be 
counted unto the Levites as the 
increase of the threshingfloor, and 
as the increase of the winepress. 

31 And ye shall eat it in every 
place, ye and your households: for it 
is your reward for your service in 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

32 And ye shall bear no sin by 
reason of it, when ye have heaved 
from it the best of it: neither shall 
ye pollute the holy things of the 
children of Israel, lest ye die.

CHAPTER 19 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This zs the ordinance of the law 
which the LorD hath commanded, 
saying, Speak unto the children of 
Israel, that they bring thee a red 
heifer without spot, wherein is no 
blemish, and upon which never 
came yoke: 

3 And ye shail give her unto 
Eleazar the priest, that he may 
bring her forth without the camp, 
and one shall slay her before his 
ace: 

4 And Eieazar the — shall take 
of her blood with his finger, and 
sprinkle of her blood directly before 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
seven times: 

5 And one shali burn the heifer in 
his sight; her skin, and her flesh, 
and her blood, with her dung, shall 


e burn 

6 And the priest shall take cedar 
wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, and 
cast if into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash his 
clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall 
come into the camp, and the priest 
shall be unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall 
wash his clothes in water, and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shail be 
unclean until the even. 

9 And a man fhat is clean shall 
gather up the ashes of the heifer, 
and lay them up without the camp 
in a clean place, and it shall be kept 
for the congregation of the children 
of Israel for a water of. separation: 
itzisap cation for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even: and 
it shall be unto the children of 
Israel, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among them, for a 
statute for ever. 

11 Q He that toucheth the dead 
body = any man shall be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean: but if he 
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purify not himself the third day, 
— the seventh day he shall not be 
clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 
purifieth not himself, defileth the 
tabernacle of the LORD: and that 

soul shail be cut off from Israel: 
heals ke the water of separation was 
not sprinkled upon him, he shali be 
unclean; his uncleanness i is yet upon 


14 ‘This is the law, when a man © 
dieth in a tent: all that come into 
the tent, and all that is in the tent, 
shall be unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering bound upon it, is 
unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one 
that is slain with a sword in the open 
fields, or a dead body, or a bone of a 
man, or a grave, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and 
running water shall be put thereto 
in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take 
hyssop, and dip i¢ in the water, and 
sp e if upon the tent, and upon 
all the vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall 
sprinkle upon the unclean on the 
third day, and on the seventh day: 
and on the seventh day he shall 

purify himself, and wash his clothes, 
er bathe himself in water, and 
shali be clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be 
unclean, and shall not p him- 
self, that soul shall be cut off from 
among the congregation, because he 
hath defiled the sanctuary of the 
LorpD: the water of separation hath 
eee sprinkled upor him; he is 
unc 

21 And it shall be a perpetual 
pen unto them, that he that 

eth the water of separation 
shall wash his clothes; and he that 
toucheth the water of separation 
shall be unclean until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean 
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person toucheth shall be unclean; 
and the soul that toucheth :¢ sh 


be unclean until even. 


CHAPTER 20 


HEN came the children of 

Israel, even the whole congre- 
gation, into the desert of Zin in the 
first month: and the people abode in 
Kadesh; and Miriam died there, 
and was buried there. 

2 And there was no waiter for the 
congregation: and they gathered 
themselves together against Moses 
and against Aaron. 

3 And the people chode with 
Moses, and spake, saying, Would 
God that we had died when our 
brethren died before the LORD! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the LORD into this 
wilderness, that we and our cattle 
should die there?

6 And Moses and Aaron went from 
the presence of the assembly unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and they fell upon 
their faces: and the glory of the 
ae appeared unto them. 

7 @ And the LORD spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembiy together, thou, and Aaron 
thy brother, and speak ye unto the 
rock before their eyes; and it shall 
give forth his water, and theu shalt 
bring forth to them water out of the 
rock: so thou shalt give the con- 
gregation and their beasts drink. 

And Moses took the rod from 
before the LORD, as he commanded 


10 And Moses and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
rock, and he said unto them, Hear 
now, ye rebels; must we fetch you 
Wares out of this rock? 

1 And Moses lifted up his hand, 
a with his rod he smote the rock 
twice: and the water came out 
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abundantiy, and the congregation 
ank, and their beasts also. | 

12 ( And the LORD spake unto 
Moses and Aaron, Because ye 
believed me not, to sanctify me in 
the eyes of the children of Israel, 
therefore ye shall not bring this 
congregation into the land which I 
have given them. 

13 This is the water of Meribah; 
because the children of Israel strove 
with the LORD, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 @ And Moses sent messengers 

from Kadesh unto the king o 
Edom, Thus saith thy brother Israel, 
Thou knowest ali the travail that 
hath befallen us: 
_15 How our fathers went down 
into Egypt, and we have dwelt in 
Egypt a long time; and the Egyp- 
tians vexed us, and our fathers: 

16 And when we cried unto the 
LORD, he heard our voice, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of Egypt: and, behold, we are in 
Kadesh, a city in the uttermost of 
thy border: 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not pass through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither we drink of the water of 
the wells: we will go by the king’s 
high way, we will not turn to the 
right hand nor to the left, until we 
have passed thy borders. | 

18 And Edom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come 
out against thee with the sword. 

19 And the children of Israel said 
unto him, We will go by the hi 
way: and if I and my cattle drink of 
thy water, then I will pay for it: I 

only, without doing any thi 
else, go through on my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And Edom came out 
against him with much people, and 
with a strong hand. : 

21 Thus Edom refused to give 
Israel passage through his border: 
wherefore Israel turned away from 


22 q And the children of Israel, 
even the whole congregation, jour- 
neyed from Kadesh, and came unto 
mount Hor. 

23 And the LORD spake unto

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of 
his garments, and put them upon 
Eleazar his son; and Aaron died 
there in the top of the mount: and 
Moses and Eleazar came down from 
the mount. j 

29 And when ali the congregation 
saw that Aaron was dead, they 
mourned for Aaron days, even 
all the house of Israel. 


CHAPTER 21 


ND when king Arad the Cana- 

anite, which dwelt in the south, 

heard tell that Israel came by the 

way of the spies; then he fought 

against Israel, and took some of 
them prisoners. 

2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
LORD, and said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, 
then I will utterly destroy their 
cities.

7 G@ Therefore the people came to 
Moses, and said, We have sinned, 
for we have spoken against the 
LORD, and against thee; pray unto 
the LORD, that he take away the 
serpents from us. Moses 
prayed for the people. 

8 the LORD said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set 
it upon a pole: and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall live. 

9 And Moses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole, and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had 
bitten any man, when he beheld the 
serpent of brass, he lived. 

10 q And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth.

56 Moreover it shail come to pass. 
that I shall do unto you, as I thought 
to do unto them. 


CHAPTER 34 
Anpi the LORD spake unto Moses,

CHAPTER 35 


ND the LORD spake unto Moses 

in the plains of Moab by Jordan 
near Jericho, saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they give unto the Levites, of 
the inheritance of their possession 
cities to dwell in: and ye shall give 
also unto the Levites suburbs for 
the cities round about them. 

3 And the cities shall they have to 
dwell in; and the suburbs of them 
shall be for their cattle, and for their 
goods, and for all their beasts. 

And the suburbs of the cities, 
which ye shall give unto the Levites, 
shall reach from the wall of the city 
and outward a thousand cubits 
round about.

6 And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Levites there 
shall be six cities for refuge, which 
ye shall appoint for the manslayer, 
that he may flee thither: and to them 
ye shall add forty and two cities. 

So all the cities which ye shall 
give to the Levites shail be forty and 
eight cities: them shall ye give with 
their suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shail give 
shall be of the possession of the 
children of Israel: from them that 
have many ye shall give many; but 
from them that have few ye all 
give few: every one shall give of his 
cities unto the Levites according to 
hia inheritance which he inheriteth. 

9 @ And the Lorp spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

O Speak unto the children of 
Israel, and say unto them, When ye 
be come over Jordan into the land 
of Canaan: 

11 Then ye shali appoint you cities 
to be cities of refuge for you; that 
the slayer may fiee thither, which 
eee any person at unawares. 

2 And they shall be unto you 
oan for refuge from the avenger; 
that the manslayer die not, until he 
stand before the congregation in 
judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye 
sual give six cities shall ye have for 
refuge. 

14 Ye shall give three cities on this 
side Jordan, and three cities shall 
ye give in the land of Canaan, which 
shall be cities of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a refuge, 
both for the children of Israel, and 
for the stranger, and for the sojour- 
ner among them: that every one 
that killeth any person unawares 
may flee thither. 

16 d if he smite him with an 
instrument of iron, So that he die, 
he is a murderer: the murderer shall 
EUERE be put to death. 

And if he smite him with throw- 
aay a stone, wherewith he may die, 
and he die, he is a murderer: the 
mee shall surely be put to 


ath. 
18 Or if he smite him with an hand 
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weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer: 
= murderer shall surely be put to 


19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall slay the murderer: when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, 
or aoa at him by iaying of wait, that 

ie; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die: he that smote 
him. shall surely be put to death; for 
he is a murderer: the revenger of 
blood shail slay the murderer, when 
he meeteth 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or have cast upon 
him any thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith 
aman may die, seeing him not, and 
cast it upon him, that he die, and 
was not his enemy, neither sought 


his harm 

24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the 
revenger of blood according to these 
judgments: 

25 And the congregation shall 
deliver the slayer out of the hand 
of the reyenger of blood, and the 
congregation shall restore him to 
the city of his refuge, whither he 
was fled: and he shall abide in it 
unto the death of the high priest, 
which was anointed with the holy oil. 

26 But if the slayer shall at any 
time come without the border of the 
city of his refuge, whither he was 


fled; 

27 And the revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of the city 
of his refuge, and the revenger of 
blood aa p. slayer; he shall not be 
guilty of 

28 okati he should have re- 
mained in the city of his refuge 
until the death of the high priest: 
but after the death of the high 
priest the slayer shall return into 
the land of his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for a 
statute of judgment unto, you 
throughout your generations in all 
your dwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be put tọ death by 
the mouth of witnesses: but one 
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witness shall not testify against any 
person fo cause him to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no 
satisfaction for the life of a murderer, 
which is guilty of death: but he shall 
be surely put to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction 
for that is fled to the city of his 
refuge, that he should come again 
to dwell in the land, until the death 
of the priest. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth 
the land: and the land cannot be 
cleansed of the blood that is shed 
aain but by the blood of him that 
shed it 

34 Defile not therefore the land 
which ye shall inhabit, wherein I 
dwell: for I the LorpD dwell among 
the children of Israel. 


CHAPTER 36 


ND the chief fathers of the 

families of the children of Gilead, 
the son of Machir, the son of 
Manasseh, of the families of the 
sons of J oseph, came near, and 
spake before Moses, and before the 
princes, the chief fathers of the 
children of Israel: 

2 And they said, The LORD 
commanded my lord to give the land 
for an inheritance by lot to the 
children of Israel: and my lord was 
commanded by the LORD to give 
the inheritance of Zelophehad our 
brother unto his daughters. 

3 And if they be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the

4 And when the jubilee of the 
childvon of Israel shall be, then shali 
their inheritance be put unto the 
inheritance of the tribe whereunto 
they are received: so shall their 
inheritance be taken away from the 
inhiotsence of the tribe of our fathers. 

And Moses commanded the 

eee of Israel according to the 
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word of the LORD, saying, The tribe 
of the sons of Joseph hath said 


well. 

b- This is the thing which the LoRD 
doth command concerning the 
daughters of Zelophehad, saying, 
Let them marry to whom they think 
best; only to the family of the tribe 
of their father shall they marry. 

So shall not the inheritance of 
the children of Israel remove from 
tribe to tribe: for every one of the 
children of Israel shall keep himself 
to the inheritance of the tribe of his 
fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that possess- 
eth an inheritance in any tribe of the 
children of Israel, shall be wife unto 
one of the family of the tribe of her 
father, that the children of Israel 
may enjoy every man the inherit- 
ance of his fathers.

CHAPTER I 


HESE be the words which 
Moses spake unto ali Israel on 
this side Jordan in the wilderness, 
in the plain over against the Red 
sea, between Paran, and Tophel, 
and Laban, and Hazeroth, and Di-

2 (There are eleven days’ journey 
from Horeb by the way of mount 
Seir unto Kadesh-barnea.) 

3 And it came to pass in the 
fortieth year, in the eleventh month, 
on the first day of the month, that 
Moses spake unto the children of 
Israel, according unto all that the 
Lorp had given him in command- 
ment unto them; 

4 After he had slain Sihon the king 
of the Amorites, which dwelt in 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Ba- 
ae which dwelt at Astaroth in 

el: 
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remove from one tribe to another 
tribe; but every one of the tribes of 
the children of Israel shall keep 
himself to his own inheritance. 

10 Even as the LORD commanded 
Moses, so did the daughters of 
Zelophehad: 

11 For Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hog- 
lah, and Milcah, and N oah, the 
daughters of Zelophehad, were

6 The LoRD our God spake unto us 
in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough i in this mount: 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the dlaces nigh there- 
unto, in the plain, in the hilis, and in 
the vale, and in the south, and by 
the sea side, to the land of the 
Canaanites, and unto Lebanon, unto 
the great river, the river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have set the land be- 
fore you: go in and possess the land 
which the LORD sware unto your 
fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, 
to give unto them and to their seed 
oe them. 

9 q And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone 

10 The LORD your God hath multi- 
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plied you, and, behold, ye are this 
day as the stars of heaven for multi- 


tude. 

11 (The LORD God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you!) 

12 How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, 
and your strife? 

13 Take ae wise men, and under- 
standing, dg known among your 
tribes, nae I will make them rulers 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken is 
good for us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your tribes, 
wise men, and known, and made 
them heads over you, captains over 
thousands, and captains over hun- 
dreds, and captains over fifties, and 
captains over tens, and officers 
amponi your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between your brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
= brother, and the stranger that is 


"i7 Ye shall not respect persons in 
judgment; but ye shall hear the 
as well as the great; ye shall 
not be afraid of the face of man; for 
the judgment zs God’s: and the 
cause that is too hard for you, bring 
it unto me, and I hear it. 
18 And I commanded you at that 
or all the things which ye should 


0. 

19 And when we departed from 
Horeb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, which 
ye saw by the way of the mountain 
of the Amorites, as the LorD our 
God commanded us; and we came 
to Kadesh-barnea. 

20 d I said unto you, Ye are 
come unto the mountain of the 
Amorites, which the LORD our God 
doth give unto us. 

21 Behold, the LorD thy God hath 
set the land before thee: go up and 
possess it, as the LORD ‘God of thy 
fathers th said unto thee; fear 
ne neither be discouraged. 

2 And ye came near =. me 
eae one of you, and said, W 
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send men before us, and they shall 
search us out the land, and bring us 
word again by what way we must go 
up, and into what cities we shall 
come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well: 
o I took twelve men of you, one of 


tribe: 
a4 And they turned and went up 
into the mountain, and came unto 
the valley of Eshcol, and searched it 


out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought if 
down unto us, and brought us word 
again, and said, Jt is a good land 
which the LORD our God doth give us. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the LORD your God: 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and said, Because the LORD hated 
us, he hath brought us forth out of 
the land of Egypt, to deliver us into 
the hand of the Amorites, to destroy 


us. 

23 Whither shali we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our heart, 
saying, The people is greater and 
taller than we; the cities are great 
and walled up to heaven; and more- 
over we have seen the sons of the 

Anakims there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread 
not, neither be afraid of them. 

30 The LORD your God which goeth 
before you, oe shall fight for you, 
according to ali that he did for you 
in Egypt before your eyes; 

3i And in the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the LORD 
thy God bare thee, as a man doth 
bear his son, in all the way that ye 
went, until ye came into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not be- 
lieve the LORD your God, 

33 Who went in the way before 
you, to search you out a place to 
pitch your tents in, in fire by night, 
to shew you by what way ye should 
go, and in a cloud by day. 

34 And the Lorp heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and 
sware, Saying, 

35 Surely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation see 
that good land, which I sware to 
give unto your fathers, 
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36 Save Caleb the son of Jephun- 
neh; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because 
he hath wholly followed the LORD. 

37 Also the LoRD was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying, Thou 
also shalt not go in thither. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, 
which standeth before thee, „he 
shall go in thither: encourage 
ur he shall cause Israel to inherit 
i 

39 Moreover your little ones, 
which ye said should be a prey, an 
your children, which in that day had 
no knowledge between good and 
evil, they shall go in thither, and 
unto them will I give it, and they 
shall possess it. 

40 But as for you, turn you, and 
take your journey into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Red sea. | 

41 Then ye answered and said 
unto me, We have sinned against 
the LORD, we wiil go up and fight, 
according to all that the LORD our 
God commanded us. And when ye 
had girded on every man his wea- 
pons of war, ye were ready to go up 
into the 

42 And the LorD said unto me, Say 
unto them, Go not up, neither fight; 
for I am not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you: and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the LORD, and 
went presumptuously up into the 


44 And the Amorites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, and 
destroyed you in Seir, even unto 
Hormah. 

45 And ye returned and wept be- 
fore the LORD; but the LORD would 
not hearken to your voice, nor give 
ear unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Kadesh many 
days, according unto the days that 
ye abode there. 


CHAPTER 2 


HEN we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
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the way of the Red sea, as the LORD 
spake unto me: and we compassed 
mount Seir many days. 

2 And the LORD spake unto me, 

saying, 

3 Ye have compassed this moun- 
wan Jone enough: turn you north- 
war 

4 And command thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children 
of Esau, which dwell in Seir; and 
they shall be afraid of you: take ye 
cond heed unto yourselves there- 


for 

5 Meddie not with them; for I will 
not give you of their land, no, not 
so much as a foot breadth; because 
I have given mount Seir unto Esau 
for a possession. 

Ye shall buy meat of them for 
moneys that ye may eat; and ye 

also buy water of them for 
Papevan that ye may drink. 

7 For the Lorp thy God hath 
blessed thee in all the works of thy 
hand: he knoweth thy walking 
through this great wilderness: these 
forty years the LORD thy God hath 
been with thee; thou hast lacked 
nothing. 

8 And when we passed by from our 
brethren the children of Esau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain from Elath, and from Ezion- 
gaber, we turned ‘and passed by the 
way of the wilderness of Moab. 

9 And the LORD said unto me, Dis- 
ae not the Moabites, neither con- 
tend with them in battle: for I will 
not give thee of their land for a pos- 
session; because I have given 
unto the children of Lot for a pos- 
session. 

10 The Emims dwelt therein in 
times past, a people great, and 
many, and tall, as the Anakims; 

11 Which also were accounted 
giants, as the Anakims; but the 
Moabites call them Emims. 

12 The Horims also dwelt in Seir 
beforetime; but the children of Esau 
succeeded them, when they had de- 
stroyed them from before them, and 
dwelt in their stead; as Israel did 
unto the land of his possession, 
which the LORD gave unto them. 

13 Now rise up, said J, and get you 
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over the brook Zered. And we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Kadesh-barnea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, was 
thirty and eight years; until all the 
generation of the men of war were 
wasted out from among the host, as 
the LORD sware unto them 

15 For indeed the aoe of the 
LORD was against them, to destroy 
them from among the host, until 
they mae consumed. 

16 4 So it came to pass, when all 
the men of war were consumed and 
dead from among the people, 

em at the LORD spake unto me, 


s18 8 Thou art to pass over through 
Ar, the coast of Moab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh 
over against the children of Ammon, 
distress them not, nor meddle with 
them: for I will not give thee of the 
land of the children “of Ammon any 
possession; because I have given it 
unto the children of Lot for a pos- 
session. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants: giants dwelt therein in old 
time; and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims; 

21 A pecple great, and many, and 
tali, as the Anakims; but the LORD 
destroyed them before them; and 
they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of 
Esau, which dwelt in Seir, when he 
destroyed the Horims from before 
them; and they succeeded them, 
and dwelt in their stead even unto 
this day: j . 

23 And the Avims which dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah, the 
Caphtorims, which came forth out 
of Caphtor, destroyed them, and 
dwelt in their stead.) 

24 q Rise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over the river Arnon: be- 
hold, I have given into thine hand 
Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and his land: begin to possess it, 
and contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations fhat are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear re- 
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port of thee, and shall tremble, and 
be in anguish because of thee. 

26 q And I sent messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kedemoth unto 
Sihon king of Heshbon with words 
of peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land: 
I will go along by the high way, I 
will neither turn unto the right hand 
nor to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat; and give me 
water for money, that ‘I may drink: 
onie I will pass through on my 


fee 

A (As the children of Esau which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites 
which dwell in Ar, did unto me;) 

until I shall pass over Jordan into 
the land which the LORD our God 
giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of Heshbon 
would not let us pass by him: for the 
LorRD thy God hardened his spirit, 
and made his heart obstinate, that 
he might deliver him into thy hand, 
as abpeareth this day. 

d the LORD said unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee: begin to pos- 
sess, that thou mayest inherit his 


and. 
32 Then Sihon came out against 
BS. he and all his people, to fight at 


az. 

33 And the LORD our God de- 
livered him before us; and we smote 
him, and his sons, and all his people. 

34 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly destroyed the 
men, and the women, and the little 
phes: 6 of every city, we left none to 


"35, “OnE? the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoil 
of the cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, which is by the 
brink of the river of Arnon, an 
from the city that zs by the river, 
even unto Gilead, there was not one 
city too strong for us: the LORD our 
God delivered all unto us: 

7 Only unto the land of the 
children of Ammon thou camest not, 
nor unto any place of the river Jab- 
bok, nor unto the cities in the 
mountains, nor unto whatsoever the 
LORD our God forbad us. 
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CHAPTER 3 


iene we turned, and went up 

the way to Bashan: and Og the 

king of Bashan came out against us, 

a and all his people, to battle at 
rei. 


2 And the LORD said unto me, Fear- 


him not: for I will deliver him, and 
all his people, and his land, into thy 
hand; and thou shalt do unto him as 
thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So the LORD our God delivered 


into our hands Og also, the king of 


Bashan, and all his people: and we 
smote him until none was left to 
him remaining 

4 And we fok all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore 
cities, all the region of Argob, the 
kingdom of Og in Bashan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
as we did unto Sihon king of Hesh- 
bon, utterly destroying the men, 
women, and children, of every 


city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
the cities, we took for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Arnon 
unto mount Hermon; 

Which Hermon ‘the Sidonians 
call Sirion; and the Amorites call it 


enir ;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and 
all Gilead, and ali Bashan, unto 
Salchah and Edrei, cities of the 
kingdom of Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; be- 
hold, his bedstead was a bedstead 
of iron; zs it not in Rabbath of the 

children of Ammon? nine cubits was 
the length thereof, and four cubits 
tie e rpa Gii of it, after the cubit of a 


"12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, from Aroer, 
which is by the river Arnon, an 
mount Gilead, and the cities ae 
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gave I unto the Reubenites and to 
me Gadites. 

3 And the rest of Gilead, and all 
ens being the kingdom of Og, 
sare I unto the half tribe of Manas- 

; all the region of Argob, with all 
Bashan: which was called the land 
of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took 
all the country of Argob unto the 
coasts of Geshuri and Maachathi; 
and called them after his own name, 
Bashan-havoth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto the Reubenites and 
unto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river on half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
river Jabbok, which is the border of 
the children of Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even 
the salt sea, under Ashdoth-pisgah 
eastward. 

18 Q And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The LORD your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it: ye shall pass over armed before 
your brethren the children of Israel, 
all that are meet for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know 
that ye have much cattle,) shall 
abide in your cities which I have 
given you; 

20 Until the LoRD have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
you, and until they also possess the 
land which the LORD your God hath 
given them beyond Jordan: and 
then shall ye return every man unto 
me possession, which I have given 


21 “ And I commanded Joshua at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have 
seen that the LORD your God 
hath done unto these two kings: so 
shall the Lorp do unto all the king- 
doms whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
LORD your God he shall fight for you. 

23 And I peeneent the LORD at 
that time, sayin 

4 O Lord Con, thou hast begun 

te Bi ae servant greatness, 


and thy mighty hand: for what God 
is there in heaven or in earth, that 
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can do according to thy works, and 
according to thy might? 

25 I pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the good land that is beyond 
Jordan, that goodly mountain, and 
Lebanon. : 

26 But the LORD was wroth with 
me for your sakes, and would not 
hear me: and the LORD said unto 
me, Let it sufice thee; speak no 
more unto me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis- 
gah, and lift up thine eyes westward, 
and northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold it with thine 
over: $ for thou shalt not go over this 


28 But charge Joshua, and en- 

SONA Se him, and strengthen 

for He shall zo over before this 

people, and he s cause them to 

inherit the land which thou shalt see. 
29 So we abode in the valley over 

against Beth-peor. 


CHAPTER 4 


OW therefore hearken, O Israel, 

unto the statutes and unto the 
judgments, which I teach you, for to 
do them, that ye may live, and go in 
and possess the land which the 
LorD God of your fathers giveth 
you. 

2 Ye shali not add unto the word 
which I command you, neither shall 
ye diminish aught from it, that ye 
may keep the commandments of the 
LORD your God which I command 
you. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the 
LORD did because of Baal-peor: for 
all the men that followed Baal-peor, 
the LORD thy God hath destroyed 
them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
LORD your God are alive every one 
of you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you 
statutes and judgments, even as the 
LORD my God commanded me, that 
ye should do so in the land whither 
ye go to possess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them; for 
this is your wisdom and your under- 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statutes, 
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and say, Surely this great nation isa 
wise and understanding people. 

7 For what nation is there so great, 
who hath God so nigh unto them, as 
the LORD our God is in all things 
that we call upon him for? 

8 And what nation ts there so great, 
that hath statutes and judgments so 
righteous as ail this law, which I set 
before you this day 

Only take Sopa = thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy life: 
but teach them thy sons, and thy 
sons’ sons; 

10 Specially the day that thou 
stoodest before the Lorp thy God 
in Horeb, when the LORD said unto 
me, Gather me the people together, 
and I make them hear my words, 
that they may learn to fear me all 
the days that they shall live upon 
the earth, and that they may teach 
their children. 

11 And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain; and the moun- 
tain burned with fire unto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, clouds, 
and thick darkness. 

12 And the LORD spake unto you 
out of the midst of the fire: ye heard 
-= voice of the words, but saw no 

itude; only ye heard a voice. 

S13 And he declared unto you his 
covenant, which he commanded you 
to perform, even ten command- 
ments; and he wrote them upon two 
tables of stone. 

14 q And the LorD commanded 
me at that time to teach you soos 
and judgments, that ye might d 
them in the land whither ye go beei 
to possess it. 

15 Take ye therefore good heed 
unto yourselves; for ye saw no man- 
ner of similitude on the day that the 
LORD spake unto you in Horeb out 
of the midst of the fire: 

16 Lest ye corrupt yourselves, and 
make you a graven image, the 
similitude of any figure, the likeness 
of male or female, 

17 The likeness of any beast that 
is on the e , the likeness of any 
ee fowl that flieth in the air, 

8 The likeness of any thing that 
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creepeth on the ground, the likeness 
of any fish that zs in the waters 
beneath the earth: 

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest 
the sun, and the moon, and the 
stars, even all the host of heaven, 
shouldest be driven to worship 
them, and serve them, which the 
LorpD thy God hath divided unto 
ail nations under the whole heaven. 

20 But the Lorp hath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the iron 

ace, even out of Egypt, to be 
unto him a people of inheritance, as 
ye are this day. 

21 Furthermore the LORD was 
angry with me for your sakes, and 
sware that I should not go over 
Jordan, and that I should not go in 
unto that good land, which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee for an inheri- 
tance: PIL f 

22 But I must die in this land, I 
must not go over Jordan: but ye 
an go over, and possess that good 


and. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest 
ye forget the covenant of the LORD 
your God, which he made with you, 
and make you a graven image, or 
the likeness of any thing, which 
n Lorp thy God hath forbidden 


t 

24 For the LORD thy God is a con- 
suming fire, even a jealous God. 

25 @ When thou shalt beget 
children, and children’s children, 
and ye shall have remained long in 
the land, and shall corrupt your- 
selves, and make a graven image, 
or the likeness of any thing, and 
shall do evil in the sight of the LORD 
thy God, to provoke to anger: 

26 I call heaven and earth to wit- 
ness against you this day, that ye 
shall soon utterly perish from off 
the land whereunto ye go over Jor- 
dan to possess it; ye shall not pro- 
long your days upon it, but shall 
utterly be destroyed. 

27 And the LorD shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be 
left few in number among the 
heathen, whither the Lorp shall 
lead you 

28 Ànd there ye shall serve gods, 
the work of men’s hands, wood and 
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stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the LORD thy God, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul. 

30 When thou art in tribulation, 
and all these things are come upon 
thee, even in the latter days, if thou 
turn to the LORD thy God, and shalt 
be obedient unto his voice; 

31 (For the Lorp thy God is a 
merciful God;) he will not forsake 
thee, neither destroy thee, nor for- 
get the covenant of thy fathers 
which he sware unto them. 

32 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since 
the day that God created man upon 
the e , and ask from the one side 
of heaven unto the other, whether 
there hath been any such thing as 
this great thing is, or hath been 
heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voice 
of God speaking out of the midst of 
me, fire, as thou hast heard, and 


34 Or hath God assayed to go and 
take him a nation from the midst of 
another nation, by temptations, by 
signs, and by wonders, and by war, 
and by a mighty hand, coon by a 
stretched: out arm, and by great ter- 
rors, according to all that the LORD 
your God did for you in Egypt be- 
fore your eyes? 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that 
thou mightest know that the LORD 
he is God; there is none else beside 


36 Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might in- 
struct thee: and upon earth he 
shewed thee his great fire; and 
thou heardest his words out of the 
midst of the fire. 

7 And because he loved thy 
fathers, therefore he chose their 
seed after them, and brought thee 
out in his sight with his 
power out of Egypt; 


38 To drive out nations from be- 
fore thee greater and mightier than 
thou art, to bring thee in, to give 
thee their land for an inheritance, 
as it is this day 

39 Know ere ira this day, and 
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consider it in thine heart, that the 
LorD he zs God in heaven above, 
and upon the earth beneath: there 
is none else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his 
statutes, and his commandments, 
which I Sotoan thee this day, 
that it may go well with thee, and 
with thy children after thee, and 
that thou parents prolong thy days 
upon the earth, which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee, for ever. 

41 4 Then Moses severed three 
cae oe this side Jordan toward the 


42 That the slayer might flee 
thither, which should kill his neigh- 
bour unawares, and hated him not 
in times past; and that fleeing unto 
one of these cities he might live: 

43 Namely, Bezer in the wilder- 
ness, in the plain country, of the 
Reubenites; and Ramoth in Gilead, 
of the Gadites: and Golan in 
Bashan, of the Manassites. 

44 @ And this is the law which 
Moses set before the children of 
Israel: c i 

45 These are the testimonies, and 
the statutes, and the judgments, 
which Moses spake unto the 
children of Israel, after they came 
forth out of Egypt, s 

46 On this side_Jordan, in the 
valley over against Beth-peor, in the 
land of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who dwelt at Heshbon, whom Moses 
and the children of Israel smote, 
Seer they were come forth out of 


47 i) And they possessed his land, 
and the land of Og king of Bashan, 
two kings of the Amorites, which 
were on this side Jordan toward the 
sunrising; 

48 From Aroer, which is by the 
bank of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which zs Hermon, 

49 And all the plain on this side 
Jordan eastward, even unto the sea 
of the plain, under the springs of 
Pisgah. 


CHAPTER 5 


ND Moses called all Israel, and 
said unto them, Hear, O Israel, 
the statutes and judgments which I 
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speak in your ears this day, that ye 
= learn them, and keep, and do 
em. 

2 The LORD our God made a 
covenant with us in Horeb. 

3 The LorD made not this coven- 
ant with our fathers, but with us, 
even us, who are all of us here alive 


s day. 

4 The LORD talked with you face 
to face in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire, 

5 (1 stood between the LORD and 
you at that time, to shew you the 
word of the LORD: for ye were 
afraid by reason of the fire, and 
went not up into the mount;) saying, 

6 { I am the LorpD thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of 
Egypt, from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or 
that is in the earth beneath, or that 
is in the waters beneath the e 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyseif 
unto them, nor serve them: for I the 
LORD thy am a jealous God, 
visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the third and 
fourth generation of them that hate 


me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thou- 
sands of them that love me and 
keep my commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name 
of the LoRD thy God in vain: for the 
LorpD will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath om to 
sanctify it, as the LORD thy God hath 
commanded thee 

13 Six days noe shalt labour, and 
do ali thy work: 

14 But the seventh day is the sab- 
bath of the LorD thy God: in it thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor maidservant, nor 
thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of 
thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is 
within gates; that thy man- 
servant and thy maidservant may 
rent as well as thou. 

And remember that thou wast a 
pe in the land of Egypt, an 
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that the LORD thy God brought thee 
out thence through a mighty hand 
and by a stretched out arm: there- 
fore the LorD thy God commanded 
thee to keep the sabbath day. 

16 € Honour thy father and thy 
mother, as the LORD thy God hath 
commanded thee; that thy days may 
be prolonged, and thatit may go well 
with thee, in the land which the LORD 
thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit 
adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour’s wife, neither shalt thou 
covet thy neighbour’s house, his 
field, or his manservant, or his 
maidservant, his ox, or his ass, or 
any thing that is thy neighbour’s. 

22 Œ These words the LORD spake 
unto all your assembly in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire, of the 
cioud, and of the thick darkness, 
with a great voice: and he added no 
more. And he wrote them in two 
tables of stone, and delivered them 
unto me. | 

23 And it came to pass, when ye 
heard the voice out of the midst of 
the darkness, (for the mountain did 
burn with fire,) that ye came near 
unto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the LorD 
our God hath shewed us his glory 
and his greatness, and we have 
heard his voice out of the midst of 
the fire: we have seen this day that 
nine Sy doth talk with man, and he 


veth. 

25 Now therefore why should we 
die? for this great fire consume 
us: if we hear the voice of the LORD 
our God any more, then we shall die. 

26 For who is there of all flesh, that 
hath heard the voice of the living 
God speaking out of the midst of 
the fire, as we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hear ail that 
the LoRD our God shall say: and 
speak thou unto us all that the LORD 
our God shall speak unto thee; and 
we will hear if, and do iz. t 

28 And the LORD heard the voice 
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of your words, when ye spake unto 
me; and the LORD said unto me, I 
have heard the voice of the words of 
this people, which they have spoken 
unto thee: they have well said all 
that they have spoken. 

_ 29 O that there were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, 
and keep all my commandments 
always, that it might be well with 
them, and with their children for 
ever! 

30 Go say to them, Get you into 
your tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here 
by me, and I will speak unto thee 

the commandments, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which 
thou shalt teach them, that they 
may do them in the land which I 
give them to possess it. 

32 Ye shall observe to do there- 
fore as the LORD your God hath 
commanded you: ye shall not turn 
aside to the right hand or to the left. 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the LORD your God hath 
commanded you, that ye may live, 
and that it may be well with you, 
and that ye may prolong your days 
in the land which ye shall possess. 


CHAPTER 6 


OW these are the command- 

& N ments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the LORD your 
God commanded to teach you, that 
ye might do them in the land 
whither ye go to possess it: 

2 That thou mightest fear the 
LorD thy God, to keep all his 
statutes and his commandments, 
which I command thee, thou, and 
thy son, and thy son’s son, all the 
days of thy life; and that thy days 
may be prolonged. 

3 @ Hear therefore, O Israel, and 
observe to do it; that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may increase 
mightily, as the LORD God of thy 


fathers hath promised thee, in the 
land that floweth with milk an 
honey. 

4 Hear, O Israel: The LORD our 
God is one LORD: 

5 And thou shalt love the LoRD thy 
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God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words, which I com- 
mand: thee this day, shall þe in thine 


= he thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in 
thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 

9 And thou shalt write them upon 
the posts of thy house, and on thy 


gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the LorD 
thy God shail have brought thee 
into the land which he sware unto 
thy fathers, to Abraham, to Isaac, 
and to Jacob, to give thee great and 
goodly cities, which thou buildedst 


not, 

nir And houses full of all good 
things, which thou filledst not, and 
wells digged, which thou diggedst 
not, vineyards and olive trees, 
which thou plantedst not; when 
thou shalt have eaten and be full; 

12 Then beware lest thou forget 
the LORD, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt fear the LORD thy 
God, and serve him, and shalt 
swear by his name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people which are 
round about you; i 

15 (For the Lorp thy God is a 
jealous God among you) lest the 
anger of the Lorp thy God be 
kindled against thee, and destroy 
thee from off the face of the earth. 

16 q Ye shall not tempt the LORD 
paut: God, as ye tempted him in 


17 Ye shall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the LORD your God, 
and his testimonies, and his statutes, 
which he hath commanded thee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
LORD: that it may be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and 
possess the good land which the 
LORD sware unto thy fathers, 
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19 To cast out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the LORD hath 
spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee 
in time to come, saying, at mean 
the testimonies, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which the LORD 
our God hath commanded you? 

21 Then thou shalt say unto thy 
son, We were Pharaoh’s bondmen 
in Egypt; and the LORD brought us 
out of Egypt with a mighty hand: 

22 And the LORD shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, 
Egypt, upon Pharaoh, and upon all 
his household, before our eyes: 

And he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us in, to 
give us the land which he sware 
unto our fathers. 

24 And the LORD commanded us 
to do all these statutes, to fear the 
LORD our God, for our good always, 
that he might preserve us alive, as 
it is at this day. j 

25 And it shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
commandments before the LORD 
our God, as he hath commanded us. 


CHAPTER 7 


HEN the Lorp thy God shail 

bring thee into the land 
whither thou goest to possess it, and 
hath cast out many nations before 
thee, the Hittites, and the Girga- 
shites, and the Amorites, and the 
Canaanites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Hivites, and the Jebusites, 
seven nations greater and mightier 
than thou; 

2 And when the LORD thy God 
shall deliver them before thee; thou 
shalt smite them, and utterly de- 
stroy them; thou shalt make no 
covenant with them, nor shew 
mercy unto them: 

3 Neither shalt thou make mar- 
riages with them; thy daughter thou 
shalt not give unto his son, nor his 
daughter shalt thou take unto thy 


son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may 
serve other gods: so will the anger 
of the LORD be kindled against you, 
and destroy thee suddenly. 
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5 But thus shall ye deal with them; 
ye shall destroy their altars, an 
break down their images, and lont 
down their groves, and burn their 
graven images with fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the LORD thy God: the Lorp thy 
God hath chosen thee to be a 
special people unto himself, above 
siebe people that are upon the face of 

ee 

7 The LorpD did not set his love 
upon you, nor choose you, because 
ye were more in number than any 
Bos for ye were the fewest of all 
people: 

8 But because the LorD loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your 
fathers, hath the LORD brought you 
out with a mighty hand, and re- 
deemed you out of the “house of 
bondmen, from the hand of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt. 

9 Know therefore that the LORD 
thy God, he is God, the faithful 
God, which keepeth covenant and 
mercy with them that love him and 
keep his commandments to a thou- 
oe generations; 

0 And repayeth them that hate 
“oid to their face, to destroy them: 
he will not be slack to him that 
ae him, he will repay him to his 


aL Thou shalt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which I com- 
te thee this day, to do them. 

2 € Wherefore it shall come to 
ae if ye hearken to these judg- 
ments, and keep, and do them, that 
the LORD thy God shall keep unto 
thee the covenant and the mercy 
which he sware unto thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, 
in the land which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee 

14 Thou shalt be Tice above all 
people: there shall not be male or 
female barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 

15 And the Lorp will take away 
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from thee all sickness, and will put 
none of the evil diseases of Egypt, 
which thou knowest, upon thee; but 

lay them upon all them that 
hate thee. 

16 And thou shalt consume all the 
people which the Lorp thy God 
shall deliver thee; thine eye shall 
have no pity upon them: neither 
shalt thou serve their gods; for that 
will be a snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them? 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of 
them: but shalt well remember what 
the LORD thy God did unto Pharaoh, 
and unto all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, an 
the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
and the stretched out arm, whereby 
the LORD thy God brought thee out: 
so shall the LORD thy God do unto 
aiot as people of whom thou art 


20 Moreover the LoRD thy God 
will send the hornet among them, 
until they that are left, and hide 
themselves from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted Z 
them: for the Lorp thy God i 
among you, a mighty God ded 
terrible. 

22 And the LORD thy God will put 
cut those nations before thee by 
little and little: thou mayest not con- 
sume them at once, lest the beasts 
of the field increase upon thee 

23 But the LorpD thy God. ‘shall 
deliver them unto thee, and shall 
destroy them with a mighty destruc- 
tion, until they be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt de- 
stroy their name from under heaven: 
there shall no man be able to stand 
before thee, until thou have de- 
stroyed them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire: thou shalt 
not desire the silver or ‘gold that is 
on them, nor take z¢ unto thee, lest 
thou be snared therein: for it is an 
abomination to the LORD thy God. 

26 Neither shalt thou bring an 
abomination into thine house, lest 
thou be a cursed thing like it: but 


An exhortation to obedience 


thou shalt utterly detest it, and thou 
shalt utterly abhor it; for it is a 
cursed thing. 


CHAPTER 8 


LL the commandments which I 

command thee this day shall ve 
observe to do, that ye may live, an 
multiply, and go in and possess the 
land which the LORD sware unto 
your fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the LorD thy God led 
thee these forty years in the wilder- 
ness, to humble thee, and to prove 
thee, to know what was in thine 
heart, whether thou wouldest keep 
his commandments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and 
suffered thee to hunger, and fed 
thee with manna, which thou knew- 
est not, neither did thy fathers 
know; that he might make thee 
know that man doth not live by 
bread only, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of the 
LorpD doth man live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, these 
forty years. A asit tg] 

5 Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as a man chasteneth his 
son, so the LoRrD thy God chasten- 
eth thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the LORD thy 
God, to walk in his ways, and to fear 


7 For the Lorp thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of 
brooks of water, of fountains and 
depths that spring out of valleys and 


8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pome- 
granates; a land of oil olive, and 
honey; 

9 A land wherein thou shalt eat 
bread without scarceness, thou 
shalt not lack any fhing in it; a land 
whose stones are iron, and out of 
whose hills thou mayest dig brass. 

et When thou hast eaten and art 

full, then thou shalt bless the LORD 
thy ‘God d for the good land which he 
hath given thee 

11 Beware that thou forget not the 
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LorRD thy God, in not keeping his 
commandments, and is judg- 
ments, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day: 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and 
art full, and hast built goodly 
houses, and dwelt therein: 

13 d when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver and 
thy gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast is multiplied; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the LORD thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage; 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein 
were fiery serpents, and scorpions, 
and drought, where there was no 
water; who brought thee forth water 
out of the rock of flint; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that he might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, My 
power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the 
LORD thy God: for it is he that 
giveth thee power to get wealth, 
that he may establish his covenant 
which he sware unto thy fathers, as 
He is this day. 

9 And it ‘shall be, if thou do at 
all. forget the Lorp thy God, and 
walk after other gods, and serve 
them, and worship them, I testify 
against you this day that ye shali 
surely peris 

20 As the nations which the LORD 
destroyeth before your face, so shall 
ye perish; because ye would not be 
obedient unto the voice of the LORD 
your God. 


CHAPTER 9 


HE O Israel: Thou arf to pass 
over Jordan this day, to go in to 
possess nations greater and mightier 
than thyself, cities great and fenced 
up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the 
children of the Anakims, whom 
thou knowest, and of whom thou 
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hast heard say, Who can stand be- 
fore the children of Anak! 

3 Understand therefore this day, 
that the LORD thy God is he which 
goeth over before thee; as a con- 
suming fire he shall destroy them, 
and he shall bring them down before 
thy face: so shalt thou drive them 
out, and destroy them quickly, as 
the LORD hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, 
after that the LorpD thy God hath 
cast them out from before thee, say- 
ing, For my righteousness the LORD 
hath brought me in to possess this 
land: but for the wickedness of 
these nations the LORD doth drive 
them out from before thee. 

5 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprightness of thine heart, dost 
thou go to possess their land: but 
for the wickedness of these nations 
the LORD thy God doth drive them 
out from before thee, and that he 
may perform the word which the 
LORD sware unto thy fathers, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob. 

6 Understand therefore, that the 
LORD thy God giveth thee not this 
good land to possess it for thy 
righteousness; for thou art a stiff- 
necked people. 

7 € Remember, and forget not, how 
thou proyokedst the LORD thy God 
to wrath in the wilderness: from the 
day that thou didst depart out of the 
land of Egypt, until ye came unto 
this place, ye have been rebellious 
against the LORD. 

8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the 
LORD to wrath, so that the LORD 
was angry with you to have de- 
stroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of stone, 
even the tables of the covenant 
which the LORD made with you, 
then I abode in the mount forty days 
and forty nights, I neither did eat 
bread nor drink water: 

10 And the LORD delivered unto 
me two tables of stone written with 
the finger of God; and on them was 
written according to all the words, 
which the LORD spake with you in 
the mount out of the midst of the 
fire in the day of the assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end 
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of forty days and forty nights, that 
the LORD gave me the two tables 
of stone, even the tables of the 
covenant. 

12 And the LORD said unto me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
hence; for thy people which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt have 
corrupted ‘themselves; they are 
quickly turned aside out of the way 
which I commanded them; they 
have made them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the LorD spake 
unto me, saying, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it is a stiff- 
necked people: 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy 
them, and blot out their name from 
under heaven: and I will make of 
thee a nation mightier and greater 
than they 

15 So Y turned and came down 
from the mount, and the mount 
burned with fire: and the two tables 
of the covenant were in my two 


ands. 

16 And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned against the LORD your 
God, and had made you a molten 
calf: ye had turned aside quickly 
out of the u eae the LORD had 
commanded y 

17 And I took: the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the LORD, 
as at the first, forty days and forty 
nights: I did neither eat bread, nor 
drink water, because of all your sins 
which ye sinned, in doing wickedly 
in the sight of the LORD, to provoke 
him to anger. 

19 For I was afraid of the anger 
and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
LORD was wroth against you to de- 
stroy you. But the LorD hearkened 
unto me at that time also. 

70 And the LORD was very anery 
with Aaron to have destroyed him: 
and I prayed for Aaron also the same 


time. 

21 And I took your sin, the calf 
which ye had made, and burnt it 
with fire, and stamped it, and 


ground if very small, even until it 
was as small as dust: and I cast the 
dust thereof into the brook that 
descended out of the mount.

22 And at Taberah, and at Massah, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye pro- 
voked the LORD to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the LORD sent 
you from Kadesh-barnea, saying, Go 
up and possess the land which I 
have given you; then ye rebelled 
against the commandment of the 
LORD your God, and ye believed 
him not, nor hearkened to his voice. 

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the LORD from the day that I knew 


you. 

25 Thus I fell down before the 
LORD forty days and forty nights, as 
I fell down at the first; because the 
Lorp had said he would destroy 
you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the 
LORD, and said, O Lord Gop, de- 
stroy not thy people and thine in- 
heritance, which thou hast redeemed 

through thy greatness, which thou 
hast brought forth out of Egypt with 
a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob; look not 
unto the stubbornness of this 
people, nor to their wickedness, nor 
to their sin: 

28 Lest the land whence thou 
broughtest us out say, Because the 
Lorp was not able to bring them 
into the land which he promised 
them, and because he hated them, 
he hath brought them out to slay 
them in the derness. 

29 Yet they are thy people and 
thine inheritance, which thou 
broughtest out by thy mighty power 
and by thy stretched out arm. 


CHAPTER 10 


T that time the LoRD said unto 

me, Hew thee two tables of 
stone like unto the first, te come 
up unto me into the mount, and 
make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt 
put them in the ark.

8@At that time the LORD separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of 
the covenant of the LORD, to stand 
before the LORD to minister unto 
him, and to bless in his name, unto 
this day. 

9 Wier diere Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the 
LORD is his inheritance, according 
as the LORD thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, 
according to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the LORD 
hearkened unto me at that time 
also, and the LorD would not de- 
stroy thee. 

11 And the LORD said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the 
people, that they may go in and 
possess the land, which I sware 
unto their fathers to give unto them. 

12 g And now, Israel, what doth the 
LORD thy God lrequire of thee, but 
to fear the LORD thy God, to walk in 
all his ways, and to love him, and to 
serve the LORD thy God with all thy 
heart and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the LORD, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy 


good ? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the 
heaven of heavens is the LORD’s 
thy God, the earth also, with all that 
therein is. ONE 

15 Only the Lord had a delight in 
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thy fathers to love them, and he 

chose their seed after them, even 

aon above all people, as it is this 
ay. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore- 
skin of your heart, and be no more 
stiffnecked. 

17 For the LORD your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great 
God, a mighty, and a terrible, which 
regardeth not persons, nor taketh 
reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and 
loveth the stranger, in giving him 
food and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ee were strangers in the land of 


20 5S Thou shalt fear the LorD thy 
God; him shalt thou serve, and to 
shalt thou cleave, and swear by 

his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
great and terrible things, which 

e eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into 
Egypt with threescore and ten per- 
sons; and now the Lorp thy God 
hath made thee as the stars of 
heaven for multitude. 


CHAPTER 11

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command 
you this day, that ye may be strong, 
and go in and possess the land, 
whither ye go to possess it; 

9 that ye may prolong your 
days in the land, which the LORD 
sware unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed, a land that 
fioweth with milk and honey. 

10 @ For the land, whither thou 
goest in to possess it, is not as the 
land of Egypt, from whence ye came 
out, where thou sowedst thy seed, 
and wateredst it with thy foot, asa 
garden of herbs: 

11 But the land, whither ye go to 
possess it, is a ‘land of hills and 
valleys, and drinketh water of the 
rain of heaven 

12 A land sick the LorD thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the LORD thy 
God are always upon it, from the 
beginning oti the year even unto the 
end of the y 

13 q And it t shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently unto my 
commandments which I command 
you this day, to love the LORD your 
God, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul. 

14 That I will give you the rain of 
your land in his due season, the 
first rain and the latter rain, that 
thou mayest gather in thy corn, and 
thy wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy 
fields for thy cattle, that thou 
mayest eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and ye 
turn aside, and serve other gods, 
and worship them 

17 And then the LoRb’s wrath be 
kandied against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain,

21 That your days may be multi- 
plied, and the days of your children, 
in the land which the LORD sware 
unto your fathers to give them, as 
the days of heaven upon the earth. 

22 q For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which I 
command you, to do them, to love 
the LORD your God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to cleave unto him; 

23 Then will the LORD drive out all 
these nations from before you, and 
ye shall possess greater nations and

25 There shall no man be able to 
stand before you: for the LORD your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the 
dread of you upon all the land that 
ye shall tread upon, as he hath said

26 q Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the com- 
mandments of the LORD your God, 
which I command you this day: 

28 And a curse, if ye will not obey 
the commandments of the LORD 
your God, but turn aside out of the 
way which I command you this day, 
to go attari other gods, which ye have 
no 

29 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lorp thy God hath brought 
thee in unto the land whither thou 
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goest to possess it, that thou shalt 
put the blessing upon mount Geri- 
a and the curse upon mount 


30 Are they not on the other side 
Jordan, by the way where the sun 
goeth down, in the land of the 
Canaanites, which dwell in the 
champaign over against Gilgal, be- 
side the plains of Moreh? 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan to 
go in to possess the land which the 
LORD your God giveth you, and ye 
shall possess it, and dwell therein. 

32 And ye shali observe to do all 
the statutes and judgments which I 
set before you this day. 


CHAPTER 12 


SEak are the statutes and judg- 
ments, which ye shall observe to 
do in the land, which the LORD God 
of thy fathers giveth thee to possess 
it all the days that ye live upon the 


“5 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which 
ye shall possess served their gods, 
upon the high mountains, and upon 
the hills, and under every green

3 And ye shall overthrow their 
zee and break their pillars, and 
burn their groves with fire; and ye 
shall hew down the graven images 
of their gods, and destroy the names 
of them out of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the LORD 
your God. : 

5 But unto the place which the 
LORD your God shall choose out of 
all your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye 
seek, and thither thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and your tithes, and heave offerings 
of your hand, and your vows, and 
your freewill offerings, and the first- 
ee of your herds and of your 

oc 

7 And there ye shall eat before the 
LORD your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto, ye 
and your households, wherein the 
LORD thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
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that we do here this a every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 
9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, which 
the LORD your God giveth you. 
10 But when ye go over Jordan, 
and dwell in the land which the 


LORD your God giveth you to in- 


herit, and when he giveth you rest 
from all your enemies round about, 
= that ye dwell in safety; 

1 Then there shall be a place 
adh the LORD your God shall 
choose to cause his name to dwell 
there; thither shall ye bring all that 
I command you; your burnt offer- 
ings, and your sacrifices, your 
tithes, and the heave offering of 
your hand, and all your choice vows 
which ye vow unto the LORD: 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the 
LORD your God, ye, and your sons, 
and your daughters, and your men- 
servants, and your maidservants, 
and the Levite that is within your 
gates; forasmuch as he uoh no part 
nor inheritance with y 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the LORD 
shall choose in one of thy tribes, 
there thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, and there thou shalt do 
all that I command thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 
according to the blessing of the LORD 
thy God which he hath given thee: 
the unclean and the clean may eat 
thereof, as of the roebuck, and as of 
the hart. 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 Thou mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy corn, or of 
thy wine, or of thy oil, or the first- 
lings of thy herds or ‘of thy flock, 
nor any of thy vows which thou 
vowest, nor thy freewill offerings, or 
heave offering of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before 
the Lorp thy God in the place

20 When the Lorn thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath 
promised thee, and thou shalt say, I 
will eat flesh, because thy soul long- 
eth to eat flesh; thou mayest eat 
ftosh; whatsoever thy soul lusteth 
after. 

21 If the place which the LORD thy 
God hath chosen to put his name 
thene be too far from thee, then thou

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it 
may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, when thou shai

26 Oniy thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go unto the place which the 
LORD shall choose: 

27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, the flesh and the blood, 
upon the altar of the LORD thy God: 
and the blood of thy sacrifices shall 
be poured out upon the altar of the 
LORD thy God, and thou shalt eat 
the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these 
words which I command thee, that 
it may go well with thee, and wi 
thy children after thee for ever, 
when thou doest that which is good 
nag gen in the sight of the LORD 

y 

29 q When the LoRD thy God shall 

cut off the nations from before thee, 











Of enticements to evil 


whither thou goest to possess them, 
and thou succeedest them, and 
dweliest in their land; 

30 Take heed to thyself that thou 
be not snared by following them, 
after that they be destroyed from be- 
fore thee; and that thou inquire not 
after their gods, saying, How did 
these nations serve their gods? even 
so will I do likewise. 

31 Thou shalt not do so unto the 
LorRD thy God: for every abomina- 
tion to the LORD, which he hateth, 
have they done unto their gods; for 
even their sons and their daughters 
they have burnt in the fire to their 


gods. 

32 What thing soever I command 
you, observe to do it: thou shalt not 
add thereto, nor diminish from it. 


CHAPTER 13 


F there arise among you a 

prophet, or a dreamer of dreams, 
and giveth thee a sign or a wonder,

a pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let 
us serve them 

3 Thou shalt not hearken unto the 
words of that prophet, or that 
dreamer of dreams: for the LORD 
your God proveth you, to know 
whether ye love the LORD your God 
bo all your heart and with all your 
soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the LORD 
your God, and fear him, and keep 
his commandments, and obey his 
voice, and ye shall serve him, and 
cleave unto him. 

5 And that prophet, or that 
dreamer of dreams, shall be put to 
death; because he hath spoken to 
turn you away from the LORD your 
God, which brought you out of the 
land of Egypt, and redeemed you 
out of the house of bondage, to 
thrust thee out of the way which the 
LorD thy God commanded thee to 
walk in. So shalt thou put the evil 
away from the midst of thee. 

If thy brother, the son of thy 
mother, or thy son, or thy daughter, 
or the wife of thy bosom, or thy 
friend, which is as thine own soul, 
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entice thee secretly, saying, Let us 
go and serve other gods, which thou 


hast not known, thou, nor thy 
fathers; 
7 Namely, of the gods of the 


people which are round about you, 
nigh unto thee, or far off from thee, 
from the one end of the earth even 
unto the other end of the earth;. 

8 Thou shalt not consent unto him, 
nor hearken unto him; neither shall 
thine eye pity him, neither shalt 
oo spare, neither shalt thou con- | 


al him: 

Sgi But thou shalt surely kill him; 
thine hand shall be first upon him to 

put him to death, and afterwards 
the hand of all the people. . : 

10 And thou shalt stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
LORD thy God, which brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

11 And all Israeli shall hear, and 
fear, and shall do no more any such 
wickedness as this is among you. 

12 G If thou shalt hear say in one 
of thy cities, which the LORD thy 
God hath given thee to dwell there, 
saying, 

13 Certain men, the children of 
Belial, are gone out from among 
you, and have withdrawn the in- 
habitants of their city, saying, Let us 
go and serve other gods, which ye 
have not known; iA 33 

14 Then shait thou inauire, and 
make search, and ask diligently; 
and, behold, if it be truth, and the 
thing certain, that such abomination 
is wrought among you; 

15 Thou shalt surely smite the in- 
habitants of that city with the edge 
of the sword, destroying it utterly, 
and all that zs therein, and the cattle 
thereof, with the edge of the sword. 

16 And thou shalt gather all the 
spoil of it into the midst of the 
street thereof, and shalt burn with 
fire the city, and all the spoil thereof 
every whit, for the LORD thy God: 
and it shall be an heap for ever; it 
shall not be built again. 

17 And there shall cleave nought of 
the cursed thing to thine hand: that 
the LORD may turn from the fierce- 
ness of his anger, and shew thee 
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mercy, and have compassion upon 
thee, and multiply thee, as he hath 
eats unto thy fathers; 

8 When thou shalt hearken to the 
ee of the LorD thy God, to keep 
all his commandments which I com- 
mand thee this day, to do that which

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the cloven hoof; as 
the camel, and the hare, and the 
coney: for they chew the cud, but 
divide not the hoof; therefore they 
are unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, cama it divid- 
eth the hoof, yet cheweth not the 
cud, it zs unclean unto you: ye shall 
not eat of their flesh, nor touch their 
dead carcase. 

9 { These ye shall eat of all that are 
in the waters: all that have fins and 
scales shall ye eat: 

d whatsoever hath not fins 
and scales ye may not eat; it is un- 
clean unto you. 

11 G Of all clean birds ye shall eat. 

12 But these are they of which ye 
shall not eat: the eagle, and the 
ossifrage, and the ospray, 

13 And the glede, and the kite, and 
the vulture after his kind, 
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14 And every raven after his kind, 

15 And the owl, and the night 
hawk, and the cuckow, and the 
hawk after his kind, 

16 The little owl, and the great 
owl, and the swan, 

17 And the pelican, and the gier 
eagle, and the cormorant, 

1 d the stork, and the heron 
after her kind, and the lapwing, and 
the bat. 

19 And every creeping thing that 
flieth ¿s unclean unto you: they shail 
not be eaten. 

20 Butofall ‘clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 { Ye shall not eat of any thing 
that dieth of itself: thou shalt give 
it unto the stranger that is in thy 
gates, that he may eat it; or thou 
mayest sell it unto an alien: for thou 
art an holy people unto the LORD 
thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s milk. 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the in- 
crease of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. 

23 And thou shalt eat before the 
LORD thy God, in the place which he 
shall choose to place his name there, 
the tithe of thy corn, of thy wine, and 
of thine oil, and the firstlings of thy 
herds and of thy flocks; that thou 
mayest learn to fear the LORD thy 
God always. 

24 And if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to 
carry it; or if the place be too far 
from thee, which the LorpD thy Go 
shall choose to set his name there, 
when the LORD thy God hath 
blessed thee 

25 Then shalt thou turn if into 
money, and bind up the money in 
thine hand, and shalt go unto the

CHAPTER 15 


T the end of every seven years 
thou shalt make a release, 

2 And this is the manner of the re- 
Cater Every creditor that lendeth 
aught unto his neighbour s re- 
lease it; he shall not exact if of his 
neighbour, or of his brother; be- 
cause itis called the LoRD’S release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact 
it again: but that which is thine with 
thy brother thine hand shall release; 

4 Save when there shall be no poor 
among you; for the Lorp shall 
greatly bless thee in the land which 
the LoRD thy God giveth thee for 
an inheritance to possess it: 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken 
unto the voice of the LORD thy God, 
to observe to do these com- 
a a ee which I command thee 

S 

6 For the LORD thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thee: and thou 
shalt lend unto many nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow; and thou 
shalt reign over many nations, but 
they shall not reign over thee. 

7 G If there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within 
any of thy gates in thy land which 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, thou 
shalt not harden thine heart, nor 
pi thine hand from thy poor 

rother: 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand 
wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him sufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth. 

9 Beware that there be not a 
thought in thy wicked heart, saying, 
The seventh year, the year of re- 
lease, is at hand; and thine eye be 
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evil against thy poor brother, and 
thou givest him nought; and he cry 
unto the LORD against thee, and it 
be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be erieved 
when thou givest unto him: because 
that for this thine the LORD thy God. 
shall bless thee in all thy works, and 

nee that thou puttest thine hand 
unto 

11 For the poor shall never cease 
out of the land: therefore I com- 
mand thee, saying, Thou shalt open © 
thine hand wide unto thy brother, to 
thy poor, and to thy needy, in thy 


land. 

12 q And if thy brother, an Hebrew 
man, or an Hebrew woman, be sold 
unto thee, and serve thee six years; 
then in the seventh year thou shalt 
let him go free from thee. 

13 And when thou sendest him out 
free from thee, thou shalt not let 

go away empty: 

14 Thou shalt furnish him liberally 
out of thy Bess and out of thy Hoar: 
and out of thy winepress: of that 
wherewith the LorD thy God hath 
blessed thee thou shalt give unto 


15 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in the land of 
Egypt, and the Lorp thy God re- 
deemed thee: therefore I command 
thee this thing to day. 

16 And it shall be, if he say unto 
thee, I will not go away from thee; 
because he loveth thee and thine 
house, because he is well with thee; 

17 Then thou shalt take an awl, and 
thrust it through his ear unto the 
door, and he shall be thy servant for 
ever. also unto thy maid- 
servant thou shalt do likewise. 

18 It shall not seem hard unto thee, 
when thou sendest him away free 
from thee; for he hath been worth a 
double hired servant to thee, m 
serving thee six years: and, 
LORD thy God shall eae thee in ali 
sazi thou doest. 

9 q All the firstling males ia 
tad of thy herd and of thy flock 
thou shalt sanctify unto the LORD 
thy God: thou shalt do no work with 
the firstling of thy cw nor shear 
the firstling of thy sheep. 
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20 Thou shalt eat it before the 
LORD thy God year by year in the 
place which the LORD shall choose, 
thou and thy household. 7 

21 And if there be any blemish 
therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or 
have any ill blemish, thou shalt not 
sacrifice it unto the LORD thy God. 

22 Thou shalt eat it within thy 
gates: the unclean and the clean 
person shall eat it alike, as the roe- 
buck, and as the hart. 

23 Only thou shalt not eat the 
blood thereof; thou shalt pour it 
upon the ground as water. 


CHAPTER 16 


BSERVE the month of Abib, 

and keep the passoyer unto the 
LorD thy God: for in the month of 
Abib the Lorp thy God brought 
thee forth out of Egypt by night. 

2 Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the LORD thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the place 
which the LORD shall choose to 
place his name there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened 
bread with it; seven days shalt thou

Thou mayest not sacrifice the 
passover within any of thy gates, 
which the LORD thy God giveth thee: 

6 But at the place which the LORD 
thy God shall choose to piace his 
name in, there thou shalt sacrifice 
the passover at even, at the going 
down of the sun, at the season that 
thou camest forth out of Egypt. . 
_7 And thou shalt roast and eat it 
in the place which the LorpD thy 
God shall choose: and thou shalt 
turn in the morning, and go unto 
thy tents.

10 And thou shalt keep the feast of 
weeks unto the LORD thy God with 
a tribute of a freewill offering of 
thine hand, which thou shalt give 
unto the Lorp thy God, according

11 And thou shalt rejoice before 
the LoRD thy God, thou, and thy 
son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy maidservant, and 
the Levite that is within thy gates, 
and the stranger, and the fatherless, 
and the widow, that are among you, 
in the place which the LORD thy 
God hath chosen to place his name 


ere. 

12 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt: and 
thou shalt observe and do these 
statutes.

16 q Three times in a year shall all 
thy males appear before the LORD

17 Every man shall give as he is 
able, according to the blessing of

CHAPTER 17 


HOU shalt not sacrifice unto the 
LORD thy God any bullock, or 
sheep, wherein is blemish, or any 
evilfavouredness: for that is an 
Seton unto the Lorp thy 


2 f If there be found among you, 
within any of thy gates which the 
LorpD thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman, that hath wrought wicked- 
ness in the sight of the LORD thy 
God, in transgressing his covenant, 

3 And hath gone and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, either 
the sun, or moon, or any of the host 
of heaven, which I have not com- 
manded; 

4 And it be told thee, and thou hast 
heard of if, and inquired diligently, 
and, behold, it be true, and the 
thing certain, that such abomina- 
tion is wrought in Israel: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have 
committed that wicked thing, unto 
thy gates, even that man or that 
woman, and shalt stone them with 
stones, till they die. 

6 At the mouth of two witnesses, 
or three witnesses, shall he that is 
worthy of death be put to death; but 
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at the mouth of one witness he shall 
not be put to death. 

7 The hands of the witnesses shall 
be first upon him to put him to 
death, and afterward the hands of 
all the people. So thou shalt put 
the evil away from among you. 

8 ¢ If there arise a matter too hard 
for thee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and between stroke and stroke, 
being matters of controversy within 
thy gates: then shalt thou arise, and 
get thee up into the place which the 
LORD thy God shall choose; 

9 And thou shalt come unto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the 
judge that shall be in those days, 
and inquire; and they shail shew 
thee the sentence of judgment: 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that 
place which the LORD shali choose 
shail shew thee; and thou_ shalt 
observe to do according to ali that 
they inform thee: 

11 Accerding to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, an 
according to the judgment Which 
they shall tell thee, thou shalt do: 
thou shalt not decline from the 
sentence which they shall shew 
re fo the right hand, nor fo the 


12 And the man that will do pre- 
sumptuously, and will not hearken 
unio the priest that standeth to 
minister there before the LORD thy 
God, or unto the judge, even that 
man shall die: and thou shalt put 
away the evil from Israel. 

13 And all the people shall hear, 
and fear, and do no more pre- 
sumptuously. 

14 When thou art come unto the 
land which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt 
dwell therein, and shalt say, I will 
set a king over me, like as all the 
nations that are about me; 

15 Thou shalt in any wise set him 
king over thee, whom the LORD thy 
God shail choose: one from among 
thy brethren shalt thou set king 
over thee: thou mayest not set a 
stranger over thee, which is not thy 
brother. i 

16 But he shall not multiply horses 
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to himself, nor cause the people to

19 And it shall be with him, and he 
shall read therein all the days of his 
life: that he may learn to fear the 
LORD his God, to keep ail the words 
of this law and these statutes, to do 


them: . 

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aside from the commandment, 
fo the right hand, or fo the left: to 
the end that he may prolong his days 
in his kingdom, he, and his children, 
in the midst of Israel. 


CHAPTER 18 


ona priests the Levites, and all 
the tribe of Levi, shall have no 
part nor inheritance with Israel: 
they shall eat the offerings of the

2 Therefore shall they haye no 
satiéritmnes among their brethren:

desire of his mind unto the place 
which the LoRD shall choose; 

7 Then he shall minister in the 
name of the LORD his God, as ‘all his 
brethren the Levites do, which 
stand there before the LORD. 

8 They shall have like portions to 
eat, beside that which cometh of the 
sale of his patrimony 

9 @ When thou art come into the 
land which the Lorp thy God 
giveth thee, thou shalt not learn to 
do after the abominations of those 
nations. 

10 There shall not be found 
among you any one that maketh his 
son or his daughter to pass through 
the fire, or that useth divination, or 
an observer of times, or an en- 
chanter, or a witch, | 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter 
with familiar spirits, or a wizard, or 
a necromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are 


an abomination unto the LORD: and | 


because of these abominations the | 
LORD thy God doth drive them out | 
from before thee. , | 
13 Thou shalt be perfect with the | 
LORD thy God. 
14 For these nations, which thou © 
shalt possess, hearkened unto ob- 
servers of times, and unto diviners: | 
but as for thee, the LorpD thy God | 
hath not suffered thee so fo do. | 
15 q The Lorp thy God will raise | 
up unto thee a Prophet from the 
midst of thee, of thy brethren, like | 
unto me; unto ye shall hearken; 
16 According to all that thou de- 
siredst of the Lorp thy God in 
Horeb in the day of the assembly, 
saying, Let me not hear again the | 
voice of the LoRD my God, neither 
let me see this great fire any more, 
that I die not. | 
17 And the LORD said unto me, 
They have well sboken that which | 
nex have spoken. | 
raise them up a Prophet | 

fon among their brethren, like | 
unto thee, and will put my words in ` 
his mouth; and he shall speak unto | 
them all that I shall command him. | 
19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto 
my words which he shall speak in >

- 20 But the prophet, which shall 
presume to speak a word in my 
name, which I have not com- 
manded him to speak, or that shall 
speak in the name of other gods, 
even that prophet shall die. 
__21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
How shall we know the word which 
the LorpD hath not spoken? 

22 When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the LoRD, if the thing 
follow not, nor come to pass, that is 
the thing which the LORD hath not 
_ spoken, but the prophet hath spoken 
it presumptuously: thou shalt not 


- be afraid of him. 


CHAPTER 19 


HEN the LorD thy God hath 
cut off the nations, whose land 
= the LoRD thy God giveth thee, and 
_ thou succeedest them, and dwellest 
in their cities, and in their houses; 

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the midst of thy land, 
which the LORD thy God giveth thee 
to possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide the coasts of thy land, 
which the LorpD thy God giveth thee 
to inherit, into three parts, that 
every slayer may flee thither. 

4 this is the case of the 
slayer, which shall flee thither, that 
he may live: Whoso killeth his 
neighbour ignorantly, whom he 
hated not in time past; 

5 As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew 
wood, and his hand fetcheth a 
stroke with the axe to cut down the 
tree, and the head slippeth from the 
helve, and lighteth upon his neigh- 
bour, tkat he die; he shall fiee unto 
one of those cities, and live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood 
pursue the slayer, while his heart is 
hot, and overtake him, because the 
way is long, and slay him; whereas 
he was not worthy of death, inas- 
Ban as he hated him not in time 


7 ‘Wherefore I command thee, say- 
ing, Thou shalt separate three 
cities for thee. 

8 And if the LORD thy God enlarge 
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thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which he promised to give unto thy 
fathers; 

9 If thou shalt keep ali these com- 
mandments to do them, which I 
command thee this day, to love the 
LORD thy God, and to walk ever in 
his ways; then shalt thou add three 
me more for thee, beside these 

ee: 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the LorD thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance, and 
so blood be upon thee. 

11 q But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and lie in wait for „an 
rise up against him, and smite him 
mortaliy that he die, and fleeth into 
one of these cities: 

12 Then the elders of his city shall 
send and fetch him thence, and de- 
liver him into the hand of the 
avenger of blood, that he may die. 

Thine eye shall not pity him, 
but thou shalt put away the guilt of 
innocent blood from Israel, that it 
may go well with thee. 

14 q Thou shalt not remove thy 
neighbour’s landmark, which they 
of old time have set in thine inherit- 
ance, which thou shalt inherit in the 
land that the LORD thy God giveth 
thee to possess it. 

15 ( One witness shall not rise up 
against a man for any iniquity, or 
for any sin, in any sin that he sin- 
neth: at the mouth of two witnesses, 
or at the mouth of three witnesses, 
shall the matter be established. 

16 @ If a false witness rise up 
against any man to testify against 
him that which is wrong; 

17 Then both the men, between 
whom the controversy is, shall stand 
before the LORD, before the priests 
and the judges, which shall be in 
those days; 

18 And the judges shall make dili- 
gent inquisition: and, behold, ¿f the 
witness be a false witness, and hath 
testified falsely against his brother; 

19 Then shail ye do unto him, as he 
had thought to have done unio his 
brother: so shalt thou put the evil 
away from among you. 

20 And those which remain shall 
hear, and fear, and shall henceforth 
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commit oi more any such evil 
among y 

21 And thine eye shall not pity; but 
life shall go for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
for foot. 


CHAPTER 20 


HEN thou goest out to battle 

against thine enemies, and 
seest horses, and chariots, and a 
people more than thou, be not afraid 
of them: for the Lorp thy God 7 
with thee, which brought thee Hip 
out of the land of Egypt. 

2 And it shall be, when ye are come 
nigh unto the battle, that the priest 
shall approach and speak unto the 
people, 

3 And shall say unto them, Hear, O 
siet ye, approach this day unto 
battle against your enemies: let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and do 
not tremble, neither be ye terrified 
because of them; 

4 For the LORD a God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you 
against your enemies, to save you. 

5q d the officers shall speak 
unto the people, saying, What man 
is there that hath buiit a new house, 
and hath not dedicated it? let him 
go and return to his house, lest he 
die in the battle, and another man 
dedicate it. 

6 And what man is he that hath 
planted a vineyard, and hath not yet 
eaten of it? let him also go and re- 
turn unto his house. lest he die in 
the battle, and another man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath 
betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 
her? let him go and return unto his 
house, lest he die in the battle, aha 
another man take her. 

8 And the officers shall speak 
further unto the people, and they 
shall say, What man is there that is 
fearful and fainthearted ? let him go 
and return unto his house, lest his 
brethren’s heart faint as well as his 


heart. 

9 And it shall be, when the officers 
have made an end of speaking unto 
the people, that they shall make 
captains of the armies to lead the 
people. 
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Laws to be observed in war 


10 q When thou comest nigh unto a 
city to fight against it, then pro- 
claim peace unto it. 

11 And it shall be, if it ae thee 
answer of peace, and open unto 
thee, then it shall be, that all the 
people that is found therein shall þe 
tributaries unto thee, and they shall 
serve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace 
with thee, but will make war against 
tiges then thou shalt besiege it: 

13 d when the Lorp thy God 
hath delivered it into thine hands, 
thou shalt smite every male thereof 
with the edge of the sword: 

14 But the women, and the little 
ones, and the cattle, and all that is 
in the city, even all the spoil thereof, 
shalt thou take unto thyself; and 
thou shalt eat the spoil of ‘thine | 
enemies, which the LORD thy God 
hath given thee. 

15 Thus shalt thou do unto all the 
cities which are very far off from 
thee, which are not of the cities of 
these nations. | 

16 But of the cities of these people, | 
which the LORD thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou shalt 
save alive nothing that breatheth: 

17 But thou shalt utterly destroy 
them; namely, the Hittites, and the | 
Amorites, the Canaanites, and the | 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the | 
Jebusites; as the LorpD thy God 
hath commanded thee: | 

18 That they teach you not to do | 
after all their abominations, which | 
they have done unto their gods; so 
ae ye sin against the LORD your 


19 When thou shalt nosiece A | 
city, a long time, in m | 
against it to take it, thou shalt at 
destroy the trees thereof by forcing 
an axe against them: for thou may- | 
est eat of them, and thou shalt not | 
cut them down (for the tree of the | 
field is man’s life) to employ them in | 
the siege: | 

20 Only the trees which thou know- | 
est that they be not trees for meat, | 
thou shalt destroy and cut them 
down; and thou shalt build bul- | 
warks against the city that maketh | 
war with thee, until it be subdued.

CHAPTER 21 


F one be found slain in the land 
which the LORD thy God giveth 
thee to possess it, lying in the field, 
and it be not known who hath slain

3 And it shall be, that the city 
which is next unto the slain man,

take an heifer, which hath not been 
wrought with, and which hath not 
drawn in the yoke:

8 Be merciful, O LoRD, unto thy 
people Israel, whom thou hast re- 
deemed, and lay not innocent blood 
unto thy people of Israel’s charge. 
men the blood shall be forgiven 

em. 

9 So shalt thou put away the guilt 
of innocent blood from among you, 
when thou shalt do that which is 
right in the sight of the LORD. 

10 q When thou goest forth to war 
against thine enemies, and the LORD 
thy God hath delivered them into 
thine hands, and thou hast taken 
them captive, 

11 And seest among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and hast a desire 
unto her, ada thou wouldest have 
her to thy wif 

12 Then thou Shalt bring her home 
to thine house; and she shall shave 
her head, and pare her nails; 
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13 And she shall put the raiment of 
her captivity from off her, and shall 
remain in thine house, and bewail 
her father and her mother a full 
month: and after that thou shalt go 
in unto her, ant be her husband, 
and she shall be wife.

18 4 If a man have a stubborn and 
rebellious son, which will not obey 
the voice of his father, or the voice 
of his mother, and that, when they 
have chastened him, will not heark- 
en unto them 

19 Then shall his father and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 

out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place; 

20 And they shall say unto the 
elders of his city, This our son is 
stubborn and rebellious, he will not 
obey our voice; he is a glutton, and 


ad ard. 

a And all the men of his city shall 
stone him with stones, that he die: 
so shalt thou put evil away from 
Among you; and all Israel shall hear, 


fear. 

322 q And if a man have committed 
a sin worthy of death, and he be to 
be put to death, and thou hang him 
on a tree: 

23 His body shall not remain all 
night upon the tree, but thou salt 
in any wise bury that day 
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(for he that is hanged is accursed of 
God;) that thy land be not defiled, 
which the LorD thy God giveth thee 
for an inheritance. 


CHAPTER 22 


HOU shalt not see thy brother’s 
ox or his sheep go astray, an 
hide thyself from them: thou shalt

any man fall from thence. 

9 q Thou shalt not sow thy vine- 
yard with divers seeds: lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast 
sown, and the fruit of thy vineyard,

10 q Thou shalt not plow with an 
ox and an ass together, 
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11 @ Thou shait not wear a gar- 
ment of divers sorts, as of woollen 
and linen together. 

12 q Thou shalt make thee fringes 
upon the four quarters of thy 
vesture, wherewith thou coverest 
thyself. 

13 4 If any man take a wife, and go 
in unto her, and hate her, 

And give occasions of speech 
against her, and bring up an evil 
name upon her, and say, I took this 
woman, and when I came to her, I 
found her not a maid: 

15 Then shall the father of the 
damsel, and her mother, take and 
bring forth the tokens of the dam- 
sel’s virginity unto the elders of the 
city in the gate: 

16 And the damsel’s father shall 
say unto the elders, I gave my 
daughter unto this man to wife, and 
he hateth her; 

17 And, lo, he hath given occasions 
of speech against her, saying, I 
found not thy daughter a maid; and 
yet these are the tokens of my 
daughter’s virginity. And they shall

23 q If a damsel that is a virgin be 
betrothed unto an husband, and a 
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man find her in the city, and lie 


-= with her; 


24 Then ye shall bring them both 
out unto the gate of that city, and ye 
shall stone them with stones that 
they die; the damsel, because she 
cried not, being in the city; and the 
man, because he hath humbled his 
neighbour’s wife: so thou shalt put 
away evil from among you. 

25 { But if a man find a betrothed 
damsel in the field, and the man 
force her, and lie with her: then the 
man only that lay with her shall die: 

26 But unto the damsel thou shalt 
do nothing; there is in the damsel 
no sin worthy of death: for as when 
a man riseth against his neighbour, 
and slayeth him, even so is this 


matter: 


27 For he found her in the field, 
and the betrothed damsel cried, and 
there was none to save her. 

28 q If a man find a damsel that is 


= a virgin, which is not betrothed, and

CHAPTER 23 


E that is wounded in the stones,

9 € When the host goeth forth 
against thine enemies, then keep 
thee from every wicked thing. 

10 q If there be among you any 
man, that is not clean by reason of 
uncleanness that chanceth him by 
night, then shall he go abroad out 
of the camp, he shall not come with- 
in the camp: 

11 But it shall be, when evening 
cometh on, he shall wash himself 
with water: and when the sun is 
peit he shall come into the camp 


“2 T Thou shalt have a place also 
without the camp, whither thou 
shalt go forth abroad: 

13 And thou shalt have a paddle 
upon thy weapon; and it shall be, 
when thou wilt ease thyself abroad, 
thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt 
turn back and cover that which 
cometh from thee: 

14 For the LoRD thy God walketh 
in the midst of thy camp, to deliyer 
thee, and to give up thine enemies 
before thee; therefore shall thy 
camp be holy: that he see no un- 
clean thing in thee, and turn away 
from thee. 

15 q Thou shalt not deliver unto his 
master the servant which is escaped 
from his master unto thee: 

16 He shall dwell with thee, even 
among you, in that place which he 
shali choose in one of thy gates, 
where it liketh him best: thou shalt 
not oppress him.

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daughters of Israel, nor a sodomite 
of the sons of Isra 

18 Thou shalt not. bring the hire of 
a whore, or the price of a dog, into 
the house of the Lorp thy God for 
any vow: for even both these are 
abomination unto the LORD thy God. 

19 q Thou shalt not lend upon 
usury to thy brother; usury of 
money, usury of victuals, usury of 
any thing that is lent upon usury: 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest 
lend upon usury; but unto thy 
brother thou shalt not lend upon 
usury: that the LorD thy God may 
bless thee in all that thou settest 
thine hand to in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

21 q en thou shalt vow a vow 
unto the LORD thy God, thou shalt 
not slack to pay it: for the LORD thy 
God will surely require it of thee; 
and it would be sin in thee. 

22 But if thou shalt forbear to vow, 
it shall be no sin in thee. 

23 That which is gone out of thy 
lips thou shalt keep and perform; 
even a free offering, according 
as thou hast vowed unto the LORD 
thy God, which thou hast promised 
with thy mouth. 

24 @ When thou comest into thy 
neigkbour’s vineyard, then thou 
mayest eat grapes thy fill at thine 
own pleasure; but thou shalt not 
put any in thy vessel. 

25 When thou comest into the 
standing corn of thy neighbour, then 
thou mayest pluck the ears with 
thine hand; but thou shalt not move 
a sickle unto thy neighbour’s stand- 
ing corn. 


CHAPTER 24 


HEN a man hath taken a wife, 

and married her, and it come 
to pass that she find no favour in his 
eyes, because he hath found some 
uncleanness in her: then let him 
write her a bill of divorcement, and 
give it in her hand, and send her out 
of his house. 

2 And when she is departed out of 
his house, she may go and be 
another man’s wife. 

3 And if the latter husband hate 
her, and write her a bill of divorce- 
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ment, and giveth i¢ in her hand, and 
sendeth her out of his house; or if 
the latter husband die, which took 
her fo be his wife; 

4 Her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled; 
for that is abomination before the 
LorD: and thou shalt not cause the 
land to sin, which the Lorp thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance. 

en a man hath taken a new 
wife, he not go out to war, 
neither shail he be charged with any 
business: but he shall be free at 
home one year, and shall cheer up 
his wife which he hath taken. 

6 q No man shali take the nether 
or the upper millstone to pledge: 
for he taketh a man’s life to pledge. 

If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children of 
Israel, and maketh merchandise of 

, or selleth him; then that thief 
shall die; and thou shalt put evil 
away me among you, 

8 Q Take heed in the plague of 
leprosy, that thou chan diligently, 
and do accor o all that the 
priests the Levites Shalt teach you: 
as | commanded them, so ye shall 
observe to do. 

9 Remember what the Lorp thy 
God did unto Miriam by the way, 
= eat ye were come forth out of

10 Pi When thou dost lend thy 
brother any thing, thou shalt not go 
into his house to fetch his pledge. 

11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou dost lend 
shali bring out the pledge abroad 
unto thee 

12 Rad if the man be poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge: 

13 In any case thou shalt deliver 
him the pledge again when the sun 
goeth down, that he may sleep in his 
own raiment, and bless thee: and it 
shall be righteousness unto thee 
per the LORD thy God.

CHAPTER 25 


F there be a controversy between

46 And they shall ne upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, and upon 
thy seed for ever.

HESE are the words of the

Israel, and said unto them, Ye have 
seen all that the LORD did before 
your eyes in the iand of Egypt unto 
Pharaoh, and unto all his servanis, 
and unto ali his land: 

3 The great temptations which 
thine eyes have seen, the signs, an 
those great miracles: 

4 Yet the LorRD hath not given you 
an heart to perceive, and eyes to see, 
and ears to hear, unto this day. 

5 And I have led you forty years in 
the wilderness: your clothes are not 
waxen old upon you, and thy shoe 
is not waxen old upon thy foot. 

6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong 
that ye might know that I am the 
LORD your God. 

7 And when ye came. unto this 
place, Sihon the king of Heshbon, 
and Og the king of Bashan, came 
out against us unto battle, and we 
smote them: 

8 And we took their land, and gave 
it for an inheritance unto the Reu- 
benites, and to the Gadites, and to 
the half tribe of Manasseh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 q Ye stand this dag all of you be- 
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fore the LORD your God; your cap- 
tains of your tribes, your elders, and 
your officers, with all the men of 
Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that is in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto the 
drawer of thy water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant with the LorpD thy God, 
and into his oath, which the LORD 
thy God maketh with thee this day: 

13 That he may establish thee to 
day for a people unto self, and 
that he may be unto thee a God, as 
he hath said unto thee, and as he 
hath sworn unto thy ee to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob 

14 Neither with you only do I make 
this covenant and this oath; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before the LORD 
our God, and also with him that is 
not here with us this day: 

16 (For ye know how we have 
dwelt in the land of Egypt; and how 
we came through the nations which 
ye passed by; 

17 And ye have seen their abomina- 
tions, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which were 
among them:) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or f y, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
from the LORD our God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations; lest 
there should be among you a root 
that beareth gali and wormwood; 

d it come to pass, when ‘he 
heareth the words of this curse, 
that he bless himseif in his heart, 
saying, I shall have peace, though I 

in the imagination of mine 
Beare e add drunkenness to thirst: 

20 The LoRD will not spare him, 
but then the anger of the LORD and 
his jealousy shall smoke against 
that man, and all the curses that are 
written in this book shall lie upon 
him, and the LORD shall blot out 
his name from under heaven. 

21 And the LORD shall separate 
him unto evil out of all the tribes 
of Israel, according to all the curses 
of the covenant that are written in 
this book of the law: 

22 So that the generation to come 
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of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the stranger that 
shall come from a far land, shail 
say, when they see the plagues of 
that land, and the sicknesses which 
the LORD hath laid upon it; 

_23 And that the whole land thereof 
is brimstone, and salt, and burning, 
that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor 
any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of Sodom, and Gomorrah, 
Admah, and Zeboim, which the 
LORD overthrew i in his anger, and in 
his wrath: 

24 Even all nations shall say, 
Wherefore hath the LoRD done thus 
unto this land? what meaneth the 
heat of this great anger? 

25 Then men shall say, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the LORD God of their fathers, 
which he made with them when he 
brought them forth out of the land 
of Egypt: 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and whom he 
had not given unto them: 

27 And the anger of the LORD was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
upon it ali the curses that are 
written in this book: 

28 And the LORD rooted them out 
of their land in anger, and in wrath, 
and in great indignation, and cast 
Fong into another land, as i¢ is this 


29° The secret things belong unto 
the LORD our God: but those things 
which are revealed belong unto us 
and to our children for ever, that we 
may do all the words of this law. 


CHAPTER 30 


ND it shall come to pass, when 

all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse, 
which I have set before thee, and 
thou shalt call them to mind among 
all the nations, whither the LORD 
thy God hath driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto the LORD 
thy God, and shalt obey his voice 
according to all that I command thee 
this day, thou and thy children, with 

thine heart, and with all thy soul; 
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3 That then the LorD thy God will 
turn thy captivity, and have com- 
passion upon thee, anti will return 
and gather thee from all the nations, 
whither the LORD thy God hath 
scattered thee. 

4 If any of thine be driven out unto 
the outmost parts of heaven, from 
thence will the Lorp thy God 
gather thee, and from thence will he 
fetch thee 

5 And the LORD thy God will bring 
thee into the land which thy fathers 
possessed, and thou shalt possess 
it; and he do thee good, and 
multiply thee above thy fathers. 

6 d the LORD thy God will cir- 
cumcise thine heart, and the heart 
of thy seed, to love the Lorp thy 
God with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul, that thou mayest live. 

7 And the LORD thy God wili put 
all these curses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee. 

8 And thou shalt return and obey 
the voice of the LORD, and do all his 
commandments which I command 
thee this day. 

9 And the LORD thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of 
thine hand, in the fruit of thy body, 
and in the fruit of thy cattle, and in 
the fruit of thy land, for good: for 
the LORD will again rejoice over 
thee for good, as he rejoiced over 
thy fathers: 

10 If thou shalt hearken unto the 
voice of the LORD thy God, to keep 
his commandments and his statutes 
which are written in this book of the 
law, and if thou turn unto the LORD 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul. 

11 q For this commandment which 
I command thee this day, it is not 
hidden from thee, neither is it far 


off. 

12 It zs not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up for 
us to heaven, and bring it unto us, 
that we may hear it, and do it? 

13 Neither is it beyond the sea, 
that thou shouldest say, Who shall 
go over the sea for us, and bring it 
oo us, that we may hear it, and 


do 
i4 But the word is very nigh unto 
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thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 

15 Q See, I have set before thee 
this day life and good, and death 
and evil; 

16 In that I command thee this day 
to love the Lorp thy God, to walk 
in his ways, and to keep his com- 
mandments and his statutes and his 
judgments, that thou mayest live 
and multiply: and the LORD thy 
God shall bless thee in the land 
whither thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away, so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt be 
drawn away, and worship other 
gods, and serve them; $ 

18 I denounce unto you this day, 
that ye shali surely perish, and that 
ye shall not prolong your days upon 
the land, whither thou passest over 
a ordan to go to possess it. 

9 I call heaven and earth to record 
thig day against you, that I have set 
before you life and death, blessing 
and cursing: therefore choose life, 
that both thou and thy seed may 


ive: 

20 That thou mayest love the LORD 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thou mayest 
cleave unto him: for he is thy life, 
and the length of thy days: that thou 
mayest dwell in the land which the 
LORD sware unto thy fathers, to 
Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to 
give them. 


CHAPTER 31 


ARD Moses went and spake 
these words unto all Israei. 

2 And he said unto them, I am an 
hundred and twenty years old this 
day; I can no more go out and come 
in: also the LORD hath said unto pa 
Thou shalt not go a this Jordan. 

3 The LORD thy God, he will go 
over before thee, a ‘he will de- 
stroy these nations from before 
thee, and thou shalt possess them: 
and Joshua, he shall go over before 
thee, as the LORD hath said. 

4 And the LORD shall do unto them 
as he did to Sihon and to Og, kings 
of the Amorites, and unto the land 
of them, whom he destroyed. 

5 And the LORD shall give them 
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up before your face, that ye may do 
unto them according unto all the 
commandments which I have com- 
manded you. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage, 
fear not, nor be afraid of them: for 
the LORD thy God, he it is that doth 
zo with thee; he will not fail thee, 
= forsake thee. 

7 { And Moses called unto Joshua, 
and said unto him in the sight of all 
Israel, Be strong and of a good 
courage: for thou must go with this 
people unto the land which the LORD 
hath sworn unto their fathers to give 
them; and thou shalt cause them to 
inherit it it. 

8 And the LORD, he if is that doth 
go before thee; he be with thee, 
he wili not fail thee, neither forsake 
ak fear not, neither be dismayed. 

9 q And Moses wrote this law, and 
delivered it unto the priests the sons 
of Levi, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD, and unto all 
the elders of Israel. 

Moses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every seven 
years, in the solemnity of the year of 
release, in the feast of tabernacles, 

11 When all Israeli is come to 
appear before the LORD thy God in 
the place which he shall choose, 
thou shalt read this law before all 
Israel in their hearing. 

i2 Gather the people together, 
men, and women, and children, and 
thy stranger that is within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
may learn, and fear the LORD your 
God, and observe to do all the words 
of this law 

13 And that their children, which 
have not known any thing, may hear, 
and learn to fear the LORD your 
God, as long as ye live in the land 
whither ye go over Jordan to pos- 
sess it. : 

14 @ And the Lorp said unto 
Moses, Behold, thy days approach 
that thou must die: call Joshua, and 
present yourselves in the tabernacle 
of the congregation, that I may give 

a charge. And Moses and 
Joshua went, and presented them- 
Pee a the tabernacle of the con- 
eregati 

15 ‘And ths LORD appeared in the 
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tabernacle in a pillar of a cloud: and 
the pillar of the cloud stood over the 
door of the tabernacle. 

16 d the LORD said unto 
Moses, Behold, thou shalt sleep 
with thy fathers: and this people 

rise up, and go a whoring after 
the gods of the strangers of the land, 
whither they go fo be among them, 
and will forsake me, and break my 
covenant which I have made with 


them 

171 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my 
face from them, and they shall be 
devoured, and many evils and 
troubles shall befall them; so that 
they say in that day, Are not 
these evils come upon us, because 
our God is not among us? 

And I will surely hide my face 
in Saat day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that they 
are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this 
song for you, and teach it the chil- 
dren of Israel: put it in their 
nautas; that this song may be a 
witness for me against the children 
of Ísrael. 

20 For when I shali have brought 
them into the land which I sware 
unto their fathers, that floweth with 
milk and honey; and they shall have 
eaten and filled themselves, and 
waxen fat; then will they turn unto 
other gods, and serve them, and 
provoke me, and break my covenant. 

21 And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song. shall testify 
against them as a witness; for it 
shall not be forgotten out of the 
mouths of their seed: for I know 
their imagination which they go 
about, even now, before I have 
brought them into the land which I 
sware. i 

22 @ Moses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught it the 
children of Israel. 

23 And he gave Joshua the son of 
Nun a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage: for thou shalt 
bring the children of Israel into the 
land which I sware unto them: and I 
will be with thee. 
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24 @ And it came to pass, when 
Moses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law in a book, until 
they were finished, 

25 That Moses ‘commanded the 
Levites, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD. saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp your God, 
that it may be there for a witness 
against thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck: behold, while I am 
yet alive with you this day, ye com 
been rebellious against the LORD; 
and how much more after my 
death? 

28 q Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, that 
I may speak these words in their 
ears, and call heaven and earth to 
record against them. 

29 For I know that after my death 


ye will utterly corrupt yourselves, 


and turn aside from the way which I 
have commanded you; and evil 
befall you in the latter days; because 
ye will do evil in the sight of the 
LORD, to provoke him to anger 
through the work of your hands. 

30 And Moses spake in the ears of 
all the congregation of Israel the 
Words, of this song, until they were 
ende 


CHAPTER 32 


IVE ear, O ye heavens, and I 
will speak; and hear, O earth, 
the words of my mouth. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my speech shall distil as the 
dew, as the small rain upon the 
tender herb, and as the showers 
upon the grass: : 

3 Because I will publish the name 
of the LORD: ascribe ye greatness 
unto our God. t 

4 He is the Rock, his work is per- 
fect: for all his ways are judgment: 
a God of truth and without iniquity, 
just and right is he. 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot is not the spot of his 
children: they are a perverse and 
crooked generation. 

6 Do ye thus requite the LORD, O 
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foolish people and unwise? is not 
he thy father that hath bought thee? 
hath he not made thee, and estab- 
lished thee? 

7 @ Remember the days of old, 
consider the years of many genera- 
tions: ask thy father, and he will 
shew thee; thy elders, and they will 
tell thee. i EA 

8 When the Most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Adam, he 
set the bounds of the people accord- 
= <4 the number of the children of 

srae 

9 For the LORD’S portion is his 
people; Jacob is the lot of his 
inheritance. 

10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilder- 
ness; he led about, he in- 
structed him, he kept him as the 
apple of his eye. 

11 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fiuttereth over her young, spreadeth 
abroad her wings, taketh them, 
beareth them on her wings: 

12 So the LORD alone did lead him, 
and there was no strange god with 


13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the e , that he might 
eat the increase of the fields; and 
he made him to suck honey out of 
the rock, and oil out of the flinty 


rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams 
of the breed of Bashan, and goats, 
with the fat of kidneys of wheat; 
and thou didst drink the pure blood 
of the grape. 

15 q But Jeshurun waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou art 
grown thick, thou art covered with 
fatness; then he forsook God which 
made him, and lightly esteemed the 
Rock of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abomina- 
tions provoked they him to anger. 

17 They sacrificed unto devils, not 
to God; to gods whom they knew 
not, to new gods that came newly 
up, whom your fathers feared not.

21 They have moved me to jealousy 
with that which is not God; they 
have provoked me to anger with 
their vanities: and I will move them 
to jealousy with those which are not 
a people; I will provoke them to 
anger with a foolish nation. i 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall burn unto the low- 
est hell, and shall consume the 
earth with her increase, and set on 
fire the foundations of the moun- 


tains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon them; 
I wiil spend mine arrows upon them. 

24 They shall be burnt with 
hunger, and devoured with burning 
heat, and with bitter destruction: I 
will also send the teeth of beasts 
upon them, with the poison of ser- 
pents of the dust. 

25 The sword without, and terror 
within, shall destroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the suckling 
also with the man of gray hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them into 
corners, I would make the re- 
membrance of them to cease from 
among men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their 
adversaries should behave them- 
selves strangely, and, lest they 
should say, Our hand is high, and 
the LORD hath not done all this. 

28 For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any under- 
standing i in them. 

29 O that they were wise, that they 
understood this, that they would 
consider their latter end! 

30 How should one chase a thou- 
sand, and two put ten thousand to 
flight, except their Rock had sold 
them, and the LORD had shut them 
up? 

31 For their rock is not as our 
Rock, even our enemies themselves 
being judges. 
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32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sodom, and of the fields of Gomor- 

rah: their grapes are grapes of gall, 
their clusters are bitter: 

33 Their wine is the poison of 
Seasons and the cruel venom of 


aSa Ts not this laid up in store with 
me, and sealed up among my 
treasures? 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, 
and recompence; their foot shall 
slide in due time: for the day of 
their calamity is at hand, and the 
things that shall come upon them 
make haste. 

36 For the LorD shall judge his 
people, and repent self for his 
servants, when he seeth that their 
power is gone, and fhere is none 
shut up, or left. 

37 he shall say, Where are 
their gods, their rock in whom they 


truste 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank 
their offerings? let them rise 
up and help you, and be your 
protection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with me: I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and I 
heal: neither is there any that can 
deliver out of my hand. 

40 For I lift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. 

41 If I whet my glittering sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg-

5 There shail not any man be 
able to stand before thee all the 
days of thy life: as I was with 
Moses, so I will be with thee: I 
will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage: 
for unto this, people shalt thou 
divide for an inheritance the land, 
which I sware unto their fathers to 
give them. 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest ob- 
serve to do according to ali the law, 
which Moses my servant com- 
manded thee: turn not from it fo the 
right hand or fo the left, that thou 
masost prosper whithersoever thou 
goest.

8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and 
night, that thou mayest observe to 
do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make 
thy way prosperous, and then thou 
shalt have good success. 

9 Have not I commanded thee? 
Be strong and of a good courage; 
be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mayed: for the LORD thy God is 
with thee whithersoever thou goest. 

10 q Then Joshua commanded the 
officers of the people, saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and 
command the people, saying, Pre- 
pare you victuals; for within three 
days ye shall pass over this Jordan, 
to go in to possess the land, which 
the LORD your God giveth you to 
possess it. 

12 @ And to the Reubenites, and 
to the Gadites, and to half the tribe 
of Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, 

13 Remember the word which 
Moses the servant of the LORD 
commanded you, saying, The LORD 
your God hath giyen you rest, and 
hath given you this lan 

14 Your wives, your little ones, and 
your cattle, shall remain in the land 
which Moses gave you on this side 
Jordan; but ye shall pass before 
your brethren armed, all the mighty 
men of vaiour, and help them; 

15 Until the LORD have given your 
brethren rest, as he hath given you, 
and they also have possessed the 
land which the LORD your God giv- 
eth them: then ye shall return unto 
the land of your possession, and 
enjoy it, which Moses the Lorp’s 
servant gave you on this side Jordan 
toward the sunrising. 

16 q And they answered Joshua, 
saying, All that thou commandest us 
we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we go. 

17 According as we hearkened 
unto Moses in all things, so 
we hearken unto thee: only the 
LORD thy God be with thee, as he 
was with Moses. 

18 Whosoever he be that doth 
rebel against thy commandment, 
and not hearken unto thy words 
in all that thou commandest him,

strong and of a good courage. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND Joshua the son of Nun sent 

out of Shittim two men to spy 
secretly, saying, Go view the land, 
even Jericho. And they went, and 
came into an harlot’s house, named 
Rahab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was_told the king of 
J D saying, Behold, there came 
men in hither to night of the chil- 
dren of Israel to search out the 


untry. 

É And the king of Jericho sent 
unto Rahab, saying, Bring forth the 
men that are come to thee, which 
are entered into thine house: for 
they be come to search out all the 
country. 

4 And the woman took the two 
men, and hid them, and said thus, 
There came men unto me, but I 
wist not whence they were: 

5 And it came to pass about the 
time of shutting of the gate, when it 
was dark, that the men went out: 
whither the men went I wot not: 
pursue after them quickly; for ve 
shall ove e them 

6 But she had brought them up 
to the roof of the house, and hid 
them with the stalks of flax, which 
she had laid in order upon the roof. 

And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jordan unto the fords: 
and as soon as they which pursued 
after them were gone out, they shut 
the gate. 

8 Q And before they were laid 
down, ske came up unto them upon 
the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that the LorD hath given 
you the land, and that your terror 
is fallen upon us, and that all the 
ORADAGI of the land faint because 
of you. 

10 For we have heard how the 
LORD dried up the water of the 
Red sea for you, when ye came out 
of Egypt; and what ye did unto the 
two kings of the Amorites, that were 
on the other side Jordan, Sihon and 
Og, whom ye utterly destroyed. 

11 And as soon as we had heard 
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these things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any man, because of 
you: for the LORD your God, he is 
God in heaven above, and in earth 
beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, 
swear unto me by the LORD, since 
I have shewed you kindness, that 
ye will also shew kindness unto my 
father’ s house, and give me a true 


token 

13 And that ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my 
brethren, and my sisters, and all 
that they have, and deliver our lives 
from death. 

14 And the men answered her, 
Our life for yours, if ye utter not 
this our business. And it shall be, 
when the Lorp hath given us the 
land, that we will deal kindly and 
truly with thee 

15 Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
house was upon the town wall, and 
she dwelt upon the wall. 

16 And she said unto them, Get 
you to the mountain, lest the pur- 
suers meet you; and hide your- 
selves there three days, until the 
pursuers be returned: and after- 
ward may ye go your way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be blameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of 
scarlet thread in the window which 
thou didst let us down by: and thou 
shalt bring thy father, and thy 
mother, and thy brethren, and all 
thy father’s household, home unto 


thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy 
house into the street, his blood shall 
be upon his head, and we will be 
guiltless: and whosoever shall be 
with thee in the house, his blood 
shall be on our head, if any hand 
be upon him. 

20 And if thou utter this cur busi- 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oa which thou hast made us to 


“21 “And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
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Rahab concealeth the spies 


them away, and they departed: and 
she bound the scarlet line in the 
window. 

22 And they went, and came unto 
the mountain, and abode there 
three days, until the pursuers were 
returned: and the pursuers sought 
them throughout all the way, but 
found them not. 

23 q So the two men returned, and 
descended from the mountain, and 
passed over, and came to Joshua 
the son of Nun, and told all 
things that befell them: 

24 And they said unto Joshua, 
Truly the LorpbD hath delivered into 
our hands all the land; for even all 
the inhabitants of the country do 
faint because of us. 


CHAPTER 3 


ND Joshua rose early in the 

morning; and they removed 
from Shittim, and came to Jordan, 
he and all the children of Israel, 
and lodged there before they passed 
over. 

2 And it came to pass after three 
days, that the officers went through 
the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, 
and the priests the Levites bearing 
it, then ye shail remove from your 
place, and go after it.

And they took up the 
ark of the covenant, and went 
before the people. 

7 q And the LORD said unto 
Joshua, This day will I begin to 
magnify thee in the sight of all 
Israel, that they may know that, as

ee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the 
covenant, saying, When ye are 
cue to the brink of the water 
of Jordan, ye shall stand still in 
Jo ordan. 

9 Q And Joshua said unto the 
children of Israel, Come hither, and 
hear the words of the LORD your

10 And Joshua said, Hereby ye 
shall know that the living God is 
among you, and that he will without 
fail drive out from before you the 
Canaanites, and the Hittites, and 
the Hivites, and the Perizzites, and 
the Girgashites, and the Amorites, 
and the Jebusites. 

11 Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jordan. 

12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of Israel, out 
of every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the 
LorbD, the Lord of all the_earth, 
shall rest in the waters of J ordan, 
that the waters of Jordan shall be 
cut off from the waters that come 
down from above; and they shall 
stand upon an heap. 

14 Ç And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, 
to pass over Jordan, and the priests 
bearing the ark of the covenant 
before the people; 

d as they that bare the ark 
were come unto Jordan, and the 
feet of the priests that bare the 
ark were dipped in the brim of the 
water, (for Jordan overfloweth all 
his banks all the time of harvest,) 

16 That the waters which came 
down from above stood and rose up 
upon an heap very far from the city 
Adam, that is beside Zaretan: and 
those that came down toward the 
sea of the plain, even the salt sea, 

ailed, and were cut off: and the 
people passed over right against 
Jericho. ; 

17 And the priests that bare the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
stood firm on dry ground in the 
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midst of Jordan, and all the Israel- 
ites passed over on dry . ground, 
until all the people were passed 
clean over Jordan. 


CHAPTER 4 


AR? it came to pass, when all 
the people were clean passed 
over Jordan, that the LORD spake 
unto J oshua, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of the 
people, out of every tribe a man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests’ feet stood firm, twelve 
stones, and ye shall carry them over 

with you, and leave them in the 
lodging ean where ye shail lodge 
4 Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
See of Israel, out of every tribe 


a And Joshua said unto them, Pass 
over before the ark of the LORD 
your God into the midst of Jordan, 
and take ye up every man of you a 
stone upon his shoulder, according 
unto the number of the tribes of 
the children of Israel: 

6 That this may be a sign among 
you, that when your children ask 
their fathers in time to come, say- 
ing, What mean ye by these stones? 

7 Then ye a answer them, That 
the waters of Jordan were cut off 
before the ark of the covenant of 
the LoRD; when it passed over Jor- 
dan, the waters of Jordan were cut 
off: and these stones shall be for a 
memorial unto the children of Israel 
for ever. l 

8 And the children of Israel did so 
as Joshua commanded, and took 
on twelve stones out of the midst 
of Jordan, as the LORD spake unto 
Joshua, according to the number 
of the tribes of the children of 
Israel, and carried them over with 
them unto the place where they 
lodged, and laid them down there. 
.9 And Joshua set up twelve stones 
in the midst of Jordan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 
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10 q For the priests which bare 
the ark stood in the midst of Jordan, 
until every thing was finished that 
the LORD commanded Joshua D 
speak unto the people, according to 

that Moses commanded Joshua: 
and the people hasted and passed 
over. 

11 And it came to pass, when all 
the people were clean passed over, 
that the ark of the LORD passed 
over, and the priests, in the pres- 
ence of the people. 

12 And the children of Reuben, 


and the children of Gad, and half 


the tribe of Manasseh, passed over 
armed before the children of Israel, 
as Moses spake unto them: 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the 


LORD unto battle, to the plains of 


Jericho. 

14 On that day the LORD mag- 
nified Joshua in the sight of all 
Israel; and they feared him, as they 
feared Moses, all the days of his life. 

15 And the LoRD spake unto 
Joshua, saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the arr ae that they 
come up out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded 
the priests, saying, Come ye up out 
of Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of. the 
covenant of the LORD were come 
up out of the midst of Jordan, and 
the soles of the priests’ feet were 
lifted up unto the dry land, that the 
waters of Jordan returned unto 
their place, and flowed over all his 
es as they did before. 

9 q And the people came up out 
of Jordan on the tenth day of the 
first month, and encamped in Gil- 
gal, in the east border of Jericho. 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jordan, did Joshua 
re in Gilgal. 

21 And he spake unto the children 
of Israel, saying, When your chil- 
dren shall ask their fathers in time 
to come, saying, What mean these 
stones? 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Israel came over this 
Jordan on dry land. 
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23 For the Lorp your God dried 
up the waters of Jordan from before 
you, until ye were passed over, as 
the LORD your God did to the Red 
sea, which he dried up from before 

us, until we were gone over: 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the LORD, 
that it is mighty: that ye might fear 
the LORD your God for ever. 


CHAPTER 5 


ND it came to pass, when all 
the kings of the Amorites, 
which were on tad side of Jordan 
westward, and all the kings of the 
Canaanites, which were by the sea, 
heard that pa LORD had dried up 
the waters of Jordan from before 
the children of Israel, until we were 
passed over, that their heart melted, 
neither was there spirit in them 
any more, because of the children 
of Israel. 

2 Q At that time the LORD said 
unto Joshua, Make thee sharp 
knives, and circumcise again the 
children of Israel the second time. 

3 And Joshua made sharp 
knives, and circumcised the chil- 
dren of Israel at the hill of the 
foreskins. 

4 And this is the, cause why 
Joshua did circumcise: the 
people that came out of Egypt, that 
were males, even all the men of

= after they came out of Egypt. 

5 Now all the people that came 
out were circumcised: but ail the 
people that were born in the wilder- 
ness by the way as they came forth 
out of Egypt, them they had not 
circumcised. 

6 For the children of Dione! walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till ali 
the people that were men of war, 
which came out of Egypt, were con- 
sumed, because they obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD: unto whom the 
LorD sware that he would not shew 
them the land, which the LORD 
sware unto their fathers that he 
would give us, a land that floweth 

and honey. 

"7 And their children, whom he 
raised up in their stead, them

8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising the

Wherefore the name of the place 
is called Gilgal unto this day. 

10 q And the children of Israel 
encamped in Gilgal, and kept the 
passover on the fourteenth day of 
the month at even in the piains of 
Jericho. 

11 And they did eat of the old 
corn of the land on the morrow 
after the passover, unleavened 
cakes, and parched corn in the 
selfsame day. 

12 € And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither had 
the children of Israel manna any 
more; but they did eat of the fruit 
of the land of Canaan that year. 

13 @ And it came to pass, when 
Joshua was by Jericho, that he 
lifted up his eyes and looked, and, 
behold, there stood a man over 
against him with his sword drawn 
in his hand: and Joshua went unto 
him, and said unto him, Art thou 
for us, or for our adversaries? 

14 And he said, Nay; but as cap- 
tain of the host of the LORD am I 
now come. And Joshua fell on his 
face to the earth, and did worship, 
and said unto , What saith my 
lord unto his servant? 

15 And the captain of the LORD’S 
host said unto Joshua, Loose thy 
shoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest is holy. And 
Joshua did so. 


CHAPTER 6

8 Q Ard it came to pass, when 
Joshua had spoken unto the people, 
that the seven priests bearing the 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns 
passed on before the LORD, and 
blew with the trumpets: and the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
followed them 
9 @ And the armed men went 
before the priests that blew with 
the trumpets, and the rearward 
came after the ark, the priests going 
on, and blowing with the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded 
the people, saying, Ye shall not 
shout, nor make any noise with 
your voice, neither shall any word 
proceed out of your mouth, until 
the ae I bid you shout; then shall 
yes 

11 So the ark of the LORD com- 
passed the city, going about ić once: 
and they came into the camp, and 
lodged in the camp. 

12 q And Joshua rose early in the 

morning, and the priests took up 
the ark of the LORD.

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are con- 
secrated unto the LORD: they shall 
come into the treasury of the LORD. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and 
it came to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trumpet, and 
the people shouted with a great 
shout, that the wall fell down flat, so 
that the people went up into the 
city, every man straight before him, 
and they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and 
woman, young and old, and ox, and 
sheep, and ass, with the edge of 
the sword. 

22 But Joshua had said unto the 
two men_that had spied out the 
country, Go into the harlot’s house, 
and bring out thence the woman, 
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and all that she hath, as ye sware 
unto her. 

23 And the young men that were 
spies went in, and brought out 

ab, and her father, and her 
mother, and her brethren, and all 
that she had; and they brought out 
her dred, and left them with- 
out the camp of Israel. 

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that was therein: only 
the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels of brass and of iron, they 
put into the treasury of the house 
of the LORD. 

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the 
harlot alive, and her father’s house- 
hold, and ali that she had; and she 
dwelieth in Israel even unto this 
day; because she hid the messen- 
gers, which Joshua sent to spy out 
Jericho. 

26 @ And Joshua adjured them at 
that time, saying, Cursed be the 
man before the LORD, that riseth 
up and buildeth this city Jericho: 
he shall lay the foundation thereof 
in his firstborn, and in his youngest 
son shall he set up the gates of it. 

27 So the LoRD was with Joshua; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the country. 


CHAPTER 7 


UT the children of Israel com- 

mitted a trespass in the accursed 
thing: for Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, 
of the tribe of Judah, took of the 
accursed thing: and the anger of 
the LORD was kindled against the 
children of Israel.

6 q And Joshua rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth upon his face 
before the ark of the LoRrD until 
the eventide, he and the elders of 
Israel, and put dust upon their 
heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O LORD 
God, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into the hand of the 
Amorites, to destroy us? would to 
God we had been content, and 
dwelt on the other side Jordan! 

8 O Lord, what shali I say, when 
Israel turneth their backs before 
their enemies! 

9 For the Canaanites and all the 
inhabitants of the iand shall hear 
of it, and shall environ us round, 
and cut off our name from the 
earth: and what wilt thou do unto 
thy great name? 

10 @ And the Lorp said unto 
Joshua, Get thee up; wherefore 
liest thou thus upon thy face? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they 
have also transgressed my covenant 
which I commanded them: for they 
ma even taken of the accursed 

» and have also stolen, and 
diseembled also, and they have put 
if even among their own s 

12 Therefore the children of Israel 
could not stand before their ene- 
mies, but turned their backs before 
their enemies, because they were 
accursed: neither will I be with you 
any more, except ye destroy the 
accursed from among you. 

13 Up. sanctify the people, and 
say, Sanctify yourselves against to 
morrow: for thus saith the LORD 
God of Israel, There is an accursed 

in the midst of thee, O Israel: 
thou canst not stand before thine 
enemies, until ye take away the 
accursed thing from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye 
shall be brought according to your 
tribes: and it shall be, that the tribe 
which the LORD taketh shall come 
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according to the families thereof; 
and the family which the LORD shall 
take shall come by households; and 
the household which the LORD shall 
take shall come man by 

15 ea it shall be, that t ad that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that 
he hath: because he hath trans- 
gressed the covenant of the LORD, 
and because he hath wrought folly 
in Israel. 

16 @ So Joshua rose up early in 
the morning, and brought Israel 
bat oot tribes; and the tribe of 
Judah was taken: 

17 And he brought the family of 
Judah; and he took the family of 
the Zarhites: and he brought the 
family of the Zathites man by man; 
and Zabdi was taken 

18 And he rove his household

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her 
king as thou didst unto Jericho and 
her king: only the spoil thereof, and 
the cattie thereof, shall ye take for 
a prey unto yourselves: lay thee an 
ambien for the city behind it. 

3 4 So Joshua arose, and all the 
people of war, to go up against Ai: 
and Joshua chose out thirty thou- 
sand mighty men of valour, and sent 
them away by night. 

he pended them, say- 
ing, Behold, ye shall lie in wait 
against the city, even behind the 
city: go not very far from the city, 
but be ye all ready: 

5 And I, and all the people that 
a with me, will approach unto the 
city: and it shall come to pass, when 
they come out against us, as at the 
first, that we will flee before them, 

6 (For they will come out after us) 

we have drawn them from the 
city; for they will say, They fiee 
before us, as at the first: therefore 
we will flee before them. 

7 Then ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and seize upon the city: 
for the LoRD your God will deliver 
it into your hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city. that ye shall set the 
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city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the LORD shall ye do. 
P I have commanded you. 

9 q Joshua therefore sent them 
forth: and they went to lie in am- 
bush, and abode between Beth-el 
and Ai, on the west side of Ai: but 
J gahua lodged that night among the 
people 

10 And Joshua rose up early in 
the morning, and numbered the 
people, and went up, he and the 
elders of Israel, before the people 


to Ai. 

11 And all the people, even the 
people of war that were with hi 
went up, and drew nigh, and came 
before the city, and pitched on the 
north side of Ai: now there was a 
valley between them and Ai. 

12 And he took about five thousand 
men, and set them to lie in ambush 
between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
ek of the city. 

3 And when they had set the 
enatis even all the host that was on 
the north of the city, and their liers 
in wait on the west of the city, 
Joshua went that night into the 
midst of the valley. 

14 q And it came to pass, when the 
king of Ai saw if, that they hasted 
and rose up early, and the men of 
the city went out against Israel to 
battle, he and all his people, at a 
time appointed, before the plain; 
but he wist not that there were liers 
in ambush against him behind the 


city. 

“Te And Joshua and all Israel made 
as if they were beaten before them, 
and fled by the way of the wilder- 


ness. 

16 And all the people that were in 
Ai were called together to pursue 
after them: and they pursued after 
Joshua, and were drawn away from 
the city. 

17 And there was not a man left in 
Ai or Beth-el, that went not out after 
Israel: and they left the city open, 
and pursued after Israel. 

18 And the LorD said unto Joshua, 
Stretch out the spear that zs in 
thy hand toward Ai; for I will give 
it into thine hand. And Joshua 
stretched out the spear that he had 

in his hand toward the city. 
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19 And the ambush arose quickly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as he had stretched out his 
hand: and they entered into the 
city, and took it, and hasted and set 
oe city on fire. 

0 And when the men of Ai looked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up 
to heaven, and they had no power 
to flee this way or that way: and 
the people that fled to the wilder- 
ness turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Joshua and all Israel 
saw that the ambush had taken the 
city, and that the smoke of the city 
ascended, then they turned again, 
and slew ‘the men of Ai. 

22 And the other issued out of the 
city against them; so they were in 
the midst of Israel, some on this 
side, and some on that side: and 
they smote them, so that they let 
none of them remain or escape. 

23 And the king of Ai a took 
alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

24 And it came to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of slaying ail the 
inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the 
wilderness wherein they ‘chased 
them, and when they were all fallen 
on the edge of the sword, until they 
were consumed, that all the Israel- 
ites returned unto Ai, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
were twelve thousand, even all the 
men of Ai. 

26 For Joshua drew not his hand 
back, wherewith he stretched out 
the spear, until he had utterly de- 
stroyed all the inhabitants of Ai. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of 
that city Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves, according unto the 
word of the LORD which he com- 
manded Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made 
it an heap for ever, even a desola- 
tion unto this day. 

29 And the king of Ai he hanged 
on a tree until eventide: and as soon 
as the sun was down, Joshua com- 
manded that they should take his 
carcase down from the tree, and 
cast it at the entering of the gate of 
the city, and raise thereon a great 
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heap of stones, that remaineth unto 


s day. 

30 Then Joshua built an altar 
unto the LORD God of Israel in 
mount Ebal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the 
LORD commanded the children of 
Israel, as it is written in the book 
of the law of Moses, an altar of 
whole stones, over which no man 
hath lift up any iron: and they 
offered thereon burnt offerings unto 
the Lorpb, and sacrificed peace 
offerings | 

32 q And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Moses, 
which he wrote in the presence of 
the children of Israeli. 

33 And all Israel, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that 
side before the priests the Levites, 
which bare the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD, as well the stranger, 
as he that was born among them; 
half of them over against mount 
Gerizim, and half of them over 
against mount Ebal; as Moses the 
servant of the LorD had com- 
manded before, that they should 
bless the people of Israel. — 

34 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is 
written in the book of the law. 

35 There was not a word of all 
that Moses commanded, which 
Joshua read not before ail the con- 
gregation of Israel, with the women, 
and the little ones, and the strangers 
that were conversant among them. 


CHAPTER 9 


ND it came to pass, when all 
-athe kings which were on this 
side Jordan, in the hills, and in the 
valleys, and in all the coasts of the 
great sea over against Lebanon, the 
Hittite, and the Amorite, the Ca- 
naanite, the Perizzite, the Hivite, 
and the Jebusite, heard thereof; 

2 That they gathered themselves 
together, to fight with Joshua and 
a Israel, with one accord. 

3 q And when the inhabitants of 
Gibeon heard what Joshua had 
done unto Jericho and to Ai, 
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4 They did work wilily, and went 
and made as if they had been am- 
bassadors, and took old sacks upon 
their asses, and wine boitles, old, 
and rent, and bound up; 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them; and all the bread of their 
provision was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto 
the camp at Gilgal, and said unto 
him, and to the men of Israel, We 
be come from a far country: now 
therefore make ye a ieague with us. 

d the men of Israel said unto 
the Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell 
among us; and how shall we make 
a league with you? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We 
are thy servants. And Joshua said 
unto them, Who are ye? and from 
whence come ye? ; 

9 And they said unto him, From a 
very far country thy servants are 
come because of the name of the 
LorpD thy God: for we have heard 
the fame Be him, and all that he

10 And oT that he did to the two 
kings of the Amorites, that were 
beyond Jordan, to Sihon 
Heshbon, and to Og king of Bashan, 
which was at Ashtaroth. 

1 Wherefore our elders and all 
ihe inhabitants of our country spake 
to us, saying, Take victuals with 
you for the journey, and go to meet 
them, and say unto them, We are 
your servants: therefore now make 
ye a league with us. 

12 This our bread we took het for 
our provision out of our houses on 
the day we came forth to go unto 
you; but now, behold, it is dry, an 
it is mouldy: 

13 And these bottles of wine, which 
we filled, were new; and, behold, 
they be rent: and these our gar- 
ments and our shoes are become 
old by reason of the very long 
journey 

14 And the men took of their vic- 
tuals, and asked not counsel at the 
mouth of the LORD. 3 

15 And Joshua made peace with 
them, and made a league with them, 
to let them live: and the princes of 
the congregation sware unto them. 
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16 Q And it came to pass at the 
end of three days after they had 
made a league with co that they 
heard that they were their neigh- 
tours, and that they dwelt among 


hem 

17 sana the children of Israel j jour- 
neyed, and came unto their cities 
on the third day. Now their cities 
were Gibeon, and Chephirah, and 
Beeroth, and Kirjath-jearim. 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the 
congregation had sworn unto them 
by the LorpD God of Israel. And all 
the congregation murmured against 
the princes. 

19 But all the princes said unto all 
the congregation, We have sworn 
unto them by the Lorp God of 
Israel: now therefore we may not 
touch them. 

20 This we will do to them; we 
will even let them live, lest wrath 
be upon us, because of the oath 
which we sware unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, 
Let them live; but let them be 
hewers of wood and drawers of 
water unto all the congregation; as 
the princes had promised them. 

22 Q And J oniga called for them, 
and he spake unto them, saying, 
Wherefore have ye beguiled us, 
saying, We are very far from you; 
when ye dwell among us? 

23 Now therefore ye are cursed, 
and there shall none of you be freed 
from being bondmen, and hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for 
the house of my God. 

24 And they answered Joshua, and 
said, Because it was certainly told 
thy ‘servants, how that the Lorp 
thy God commanded his servant 
Moses to give you all the land, and 
to destroy all the inhabitants of the 
land from before you, therefore we 
were sore afraid of our lives because 
of you, and have done this f 

2 d now, behold, we are in 
thine hand: as it seemeth good and 
right unto thee to do unto us, do. 

26 And so did he unto them, and 
delivered them out of the hand of 
the children of Israel, that they 
slew them not. 

27 And Joshua made them that 
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day hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for the congregation, and 
for the altar of the LORD, even unto 
this day, in the place which he 
should choose. 


CHAPTER 10 


OW it came to pass, when 

Adoni-zedec king of Jerusalem 
had heard how Joshua had taken 
Ai, and had utterly destroyed it; as 
he had done to Jericho and her king, 
so he had done to Ai and her r kings 
and how the inhabitants of Gibeon 
had made peace with Israel, and 
were among them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of 
the royal cities, and because it was 
greater than Ai, and the men 
thereof were mighty. 

3 Eee Adoni-zedec king of 
Jerusalem sent unto Hoham king 
of Hebron, and unto Piram king of 
Jarmuth, and unto Japhia king of 
Lachish, and unto Debir king of 
Eglon, saying, 

4 Come up unto me, and help me, 
that we may smite Gibeon: for it 
hath made peace with Joshua and 
with the children of Israel. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the 
Amorites, the king of Jerusaiem, 
the king of Hebron, the king of 
Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the 
king of Eglon, gathered themselves 
together, and went up, they and all 
their hosts, and encamped before 
Gibeon, and made war against it. 

6 q And the men of Gibeon sent 
unto Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, 
saying, Slack not thy hand from 
thy servants; come up to us quickly, 
and save us, and help us: for all the 
kings of the Amorites that dwell 
in the mountains are gathered to- 
gether against us. 

So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, 
he, an the people of war with 
ann and all the mighty men of 
valour. 

8 @ And the Lorp said unto 
Joshua, Fear them not: for I have 
delivered them into thine hand; 
there shall not a man of them stand 
before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
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10 ne the Lorp discomfited them 
before Israel, and slew them with a 
great slaughter at Gibeon, and 
chased them along the way that 
goeth up to Beth-horon, and smote 
ede to Azekah, and unto Mak- 

11 And it came to pass, as they 
fied from before Israel, and were in 
the going down to Beth-horon, that 
the LORD cast down great stones 
from heaven upon them unto Aze- 
kah, and they died: they were more 
which died with hailstones than 
they whom the children of Israel 
slew with the sword. 

12 q Then spake Joshua to the 
LORD in the day when the LORD 
delivered up the Amorites before 
the children of Israel, and he said 
in the sight of Israel, Sun, stand 
thou still upon Gibeon; and thou, 
Moon, in the valley of Ajalon. 

13 And he sun stood still, and the 
moon stayed, until the people had 
avenged themselves upon their ene- 
mies. Js not this written in the book 
of Jasher? So the sun stood still in 
the midst of heaven, and hasted 
not to go down about a whole day. 

14 And there was no day like that 
before it or after it, that the LORD 
hearkened unto the voice of a man: 
for the LorD fought for Israel. 

q And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, unto the camp to 


16 But these five kings fled, and 
hid themselves in a cave at Mak- 
kedah. 

17 And it was told Joshua, saying, 
The five kings are found hid in a 
enge at Makkedah. 

And Joshua said, Roll great 
Pia upon the mouth of the cave, 
and set men by it for to keep them: 

19 And stay ye not, but pursue 
after your enemies, and smite the 
hindmost of them; suffer them not 
to enter into their cities: for the 
LORD your God hath delivered them 
into your hand. 

20 And it came to pass, when 
Joshua and the children of Israel 


had made an end of slaying them 


with a very great slaughter, till they 
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were consumed, that the rest which 
remained of them entered into 
fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to 


the camp to Joshua at Makkedah Jeri 


in peace: none moved his tongue 
against any of the children of Israel. 
22 Then said Joshua, Open the 
mouth of the cave, and bring out 
thase» fye kings unto me out of 


23 et they did so, and brought 
forth those five kings unto him out 
of the cave, the king of J orairalean 
the king of Hebron, the 
Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, amd 
the king of Eglon. 

24 And it came to pass, when they 
Bronant outthose kings unto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men 
of Israel, and said unto the captains 
of the men of war which went with 

, Come near, put your feet upon 
the necks of these kings. d they 
came near, and put their feet upon 
the necks of them. | 

25 And Joshua said unto them, 
Fear not, nor be dismayed, be 
strong and of good courage: for 
thus shall the LORD do to all your 
enemies against whom ye fight. 

26 And afterward Joshua smote 
them, and slew them, and hanged 
them on five trees: and they were 
hanging upon the trees until the 

evening 

27 sae it came to pass at the time 
of the going down of the sun, that 
Joshua commanded, and they took 
them down off the ‘trees, and cast 
them into the cave wherein they had 
been hid, and laid great stones in 
the cave’s mouth, which remain 
until this very day. 

28 ( And that day Joshua took 
Makkedah, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and the king 
thereof he utterly destroyed, them, 
and all the souls that were therein: 
he let none remain: and he did to 
the king of Makkedah as he did 
unto the king of Jericho. 

29 Then Joshua passed from Mak- 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Libnah, and fought against Libnah: 

30 And the Lorp delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel; and he smote it with the

35 And ‘they took it on that day, 
and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, and all the souls t as were 
therein he utterly destroyed that 
day, according to all that he had 
done to Lachish. 

36 And Joshua went up from 


Eglon, and all Israel with 
unto Hebron; and they fought 
against it: 


37 And they took it, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities 
thereof, and all the souls that were 
therein: he left none remaining, 
according to ali that he had done to 
Eglon; but destroyed it utterly, and 
all the souls that were therein. 

38 Q And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debir; and 
fought against it: 

39 d he took it, and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof; 
and they smote them with the edge 
of the sword, and utterly destroyed 
all the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining: as he had done 
to Hebron, so he did to Debir, and 
to the king thereof; as he had done 
also to Libnah, and to her king. 

40 4 So J oshua smote all the 
country of the hills, and of the 
south, and of the vale, and of the

CHAPTER Iii 


ND it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those 
things, that he sent to Jobab king of 
adon, and to the king of Shimron, 
and to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on

7 So Joshua came, and all the 
people of war with him, against 
them by the waters of Merom sud- 
denly; and they fell upon them.

11 And they smote all the souls 
that were therein with the edge of 
the sword, utterly destroying them: 
there was not any left to breathe: 
ro he burnt Hazor with fire. 

2 And all the cities of those kings, 
an all the kings of them, did 
Joshua take, and smote them with 
the edge of the sword, and he 
utterly destroyed them, as Moses 
the servant of the LORD com- 
manded. 

13 But as for the cities that stood 
still in their strength, Israel burned 
none of them, save Hazor only: that 
ae Joshua burn. 

4 And all the spoil of these cities, 
and the cattle, the children of Israel 
tock for a prey unto themselves; 
but every man they smote with the 
edge of the sword, until they had 
destroyed them, neither left they 
any to breathe. 

15 @ As the LORD commanded 
Moses his servant, so did Moses 
command Joshua, and so did Josh- 
ua; he left nothing undone of all 
that the LORD commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, 
the hills, and all the south country, 
and all the land of Goshen, and the 
valley, and the plain, and the moun- 
pts at Israel, and the valley of the 


siy ien from the mount Halak, 
that goeth up to Seir, even unto 
al-gad in the valley of Lebanon 
under mount Hermon: and all their 
kings he took, and smote them, and 
slew them. 

18 Joshua made war a long time 
with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the children of Israel, 
saye the Hivites the inhabitants of 
Gibeon: all other they took in battle. 
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20 For it was of the Lorp to 


harden their hearts, that they should H 


come against Israel in battle, that 
he might destroy them utterly, and 
that they might have no favour, but 
that he might destroy them, as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 

21 q And at that time came Joshua, 
and cut off the Anakims from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from De- 
bir, from Anab, and from all the 
mountains of Judah, and from all 
the mountains of Israel: Joshua 
eo them utterly with their 
cities. 

22 There was none of the Anakims 
left in the land of the children ee 
Israel: only in Gaza, in Gath, 
in Ashdod, there REFE 

23 So J oshua took the whole land, 
according to all that the LORD said 
unto Moses; and Joshua gave it for 
an inheritance unto Israel according 
to their divisions by their tribes. 
And the land rested from war. 


CHAPTER 12 


OW these are the kings of the 

land, which the children of 
Israel smote, and possessed their 
land on the other side Jordan 
toward the rising of the sun, from 
the river Arnon unto mount Her- 
mon, and all the plain on the east:

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Gilead, the border of Sihon king of 
eshbon. 

6 Them did Moses the servant of 
the LORD and the children of Israel 
smite: and Moses the servant of the 
LORD gave it for a possession unto 
the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh. 

7 G And these are the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the chil- 
Gren of Israel smote on this side 
Jordan on the west, from Baal-gad 
in the valley of Lebanon even 
unto the mount Halak, that goeth 
up to Seir; which J oshua gave unto 
the tribes of Israel for a possession 
according to their divisions;

28 Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say to us 
or to our generations in time to 
come, that we may say again, Be- 
hold the pattern of the altar of the 
LORD, which our fathers made, not 
for burnt offerings, nor for sacri-

29 God forbid that we should rebel

8 But cleave unto the LORD your 
God, as ye have done unto this day. 

9 For the LORD hath driven out 
from before you great nations and 
strong: but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you unto 
this day.

13 Know for a certainty that the 
LORD your God no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 
you; but they shall be snares and 
traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until 
ye perish from off this good land

14 ‘And, behold, this day I am 
going the way of all the earth: and 
ye know in all your hearts and in 
all your souls, that not one thing 
hath failed of all the good things 
which the LORD your God spake 
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concerning you; all are come to pass 
unto you, and not one thing hath 
failed thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things are come 
upon you, which the LORD your God 
promised you; so shall the LORD 
bring upon you all evil things, until 
he have destroyed you from off this 
good land which the LORD your God 
hath given you.

CHAPTER 24 


ND Joshua gathered ail the 
tribes of Israel to Shechem, and 
called for the elders of Israel, and 
for their heads, and for their judges, 
and for their officers; and they pre- 
sented themselves before God.

them into your hand. 

12 And, I sent the hornet before 
you, which drave them out from 
before you, even the two kings of 
the Amorites; but not with thy 
sword, nor with thy bow. 

13 I have given you a land for 
which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and olive- 
yards which ye planted not do ye

23 And the house of Joseph sent to 
descry Beth-el. (Now the name of the 
city before was Luz.) 

And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him, Shew us, we pray thee, 
the entrance into the city, and we 
will shew thee mercy 

25 And when he esai them the 
entrance into the city, they smote 
the city with the edge of the sword; 
eae they let go the man and all his 


36 ‘And the man went into the land 
of the Hittites, and built a city, and 
called the name thereof Luz: which 
is the name thereof unto this day. 

27 4 Neither did Manasseh drive 
out the inhabitants of Beth-shean

31 q Neither did Asher drive out 
the inhabitants of Accho, nor the 
inhabitants of Zidon, nor of Ablab, 
nor of Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of 
Aphik, nor of Rehob: 

32 But the Asherites dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of 
the land: for they did not drive 
them out. , | om: 

33 q Neither did Naphtali drive 
out theinhabitants of Beth-shemesh, 
nor the inhabitants of Beth-anath; 
but he dwelt among the Canaan- 
ites, the inhabitants of the land: 
nevertheless the inhabitants of 
Beth-shemesh and of Beth-anath be- 
came tributaries unto them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the 
children of Dan into the mountain: 
for they would not suffer them to 
come down to the valley: 

35 But the Amorites would dwell in 
mount Heres in Aijalon, and in 
Shaalbim: yet the hand of the house 
of Joseph prevailed, so that they 
became tributaries. 

36 And the coast of the Amorites 
was from the going up to abbim, 
from the rock, and upward. 


CHAPTER 2

14 @ And the anger of the LORD 
was hot against Israel, and he 
delivered them into the hands of 
spoilers that spoiled them, and he 
sold them into the hands of their 
enemies round about, so that they 
could not any longer stand before 
their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, 
the hand of the LORD was against 
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them for evil, as the Lorp had said, 
and as the LORD had sworn unto 
them: and they were greatly dis- 
tressed. 3 

16 q Nevertheless the LORD raised 
up judges, which delivered them 
out of the hand of those that spoiled 


them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring after other gods, and bowed 
themseives unto them: they turned 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the com- 
mandments of the LoRD; but they 
did not so. i 

18 And when the LORD raised 
them up judges, then the LORD was 
with the judge, and delivered them 
out of the hand of their enemies ail 
the days of the judge: for it re- 
pented the LorD because of their 
groanings by reason of them that 
oppressed them and vexed them. 
_19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more 
than their fathers, in following other 
gods to serve them, and to bow 
down unto them; they ceased not 
from their own doings, nor from 
their stubborn way. 

20 q And the anger of the LORD 
was hot against Israel; and he said, 
Because that this people hath trans- 
gressed my covenant which I com- 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive 
out any from before them of the 
nations which Joshua left when he 


ied: 

22 That through them I may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the 
way of the LorD to walk therein, as 
their fathers did keep ić, or not. 

23 Therefore the LORD left those 
nations, without driving them out 
hastily; neither delivered he them 
into the hand of Joshua. 


CHAPTER 3 
OW these are the nations which 
the Lorp left, to prove Israel 
by them, even as many of Israel 
as had not known alli the wars of 
Canaan; 
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2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know, to 
teach them war, at the least such 
as before knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Philis- 
tines, and all the Canaanites, and the 
Sidonians, and the Hivites that 
dwelt in mount Lebanon, from 
mount Baal-hermon unto the enter- 
ing in of Hamath. 

4 And they were to prove Israel 
by them, to know whether they 
would hearken unto the command- 
ments of the LORD, which he com- 
eee their fathers by the hand 
o 

5 And the children of Israel 
dwelt among the Canaanites, Hit- 
tites, and R and Perizzites, 
and Hivites, and Jebusites: 

6 And they took their daughters 
to be their wives, and gave their 
daughters to their sons, and served 
their gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did 
evil in the sight of the LORD, an 
forgat the Lorp their God, ani 
served Baalim and the groves. 

8 q Therefore the anger of the 
LORD was hot against Israel, and he 
sold them into the hand of Chu- 
shan-rishathaim king of Mesopota- 
mia: and the children of Israel 
served Chushan-rishathaim eight 
years. 

9 And when the children of Israel 
cried unto the LORD, the LORD 
raised up a deliverer to the children 
of Israel, who delivered them, even 
Othniel the son of Kenaz, Caleþ’s 
younger brother. 

10 And the spirit of the LORD came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war: and the, LORD de- 
livered Chushan-rishathaim king of 
Mesopotamia into his hand; and 
his hand prevailed against Chu- 
shan-rishathaim. 

11 And the land had rest forty 
years. And Othniel the son of Kenaz 


ied. 

12 q And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the LORD: 
and the LORD strengthened Eglon 
the king of Moab against Israel, 
because they had done evil in the 
sight of the LORD. l 

13 And he gathered unto him the 
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children of Ammon and Amalek, 
and went and smote Israel, and 
possessed the city of palm trees. 

4 So the children of Israel served 
Felon the king of Moab eighteen 


i5 5 But when the children of Israel 
cried unto the LORD, the LORD 
raised them up a deliverer, Ehud 
the son of Gera, a Benjamite, a 
man lefthanded: and by him the 
children of Israel sent a present 
unto Eglon the king of Moa 

16 But Ehud made him a dagger 
which had two edges, of a cubit 
length; and he did gird it undei his 
raiment upon his right thigh. 

17 And he brought the present 
unto Eglon king of Moab: and 
Eglon was a very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end 
to offer the present, he sent away 
the people that bare the present. 

19 But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by Gil- 
gal, and said, I have a secret errand 
unto thee, O king: who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood by him 
went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him; and 
he was sitting in a summer parlour, 
which he had for himself alone. 
And Ehud said, I have a message 
from God unto thee. And he arose 
out of his seat. 

21 And Ehud put forth his left 
hand, and took the dagger from his 
right thigh, and thrust it into his 


belly: 

22 And the haft also went in after 
the blade; and the fat closed upon 
the blade, so that he could not draw 
the dagger i of his beliy; and the 
dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through 
the porch, and shut the doors of 
tre tpar out upon him, and locked 


24 Soran: he was gone out, his 
servants came; and when they saw 
that, behold, the doors of the par- 
lour were locked, they said, Surely 
he covereth his feet in his summer 
chamber. í s 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened 
not the doors of the parlour; there- 
fore they took a key, and opened 
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them: and, behold, their lord was 
n down dead on the earth. 

6 And Ehud escaped while they 

tarried, and passed beyond the 
quarries, and escaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he 
was come, that he blew a trumpet 
in the mountain of Ephraim, and 
the children of Israel went down 
with him from the mount, and he 
before them. 

28 And he said unto them, Follow 
after me: for the, LORD hath de- 
livered your enemies the Moabites- 
into your hand. And they went down 
after him, and took the fords of 
Jordan toward Moab, and suffered 
not a man to pass over. 

29 And they slew of Moab at that 
time about ten thousand men, all 
lusty, and all men of valour; and 
there escaped not a man. 

So Moab was subdued that day 
under the hand of Israel. And the 
land had rest fourscore years. 

31 q And after him was Shamgar 
the son of Anath, which slew of the 

hilistines six hundred men with 
an ox goad: and he also delivered 


Israel. 


CHAPTER 4 


ND the children of Israel again 
did evil in the sight of the 
LORD, when Ehud was dead. 

2 And the LORD sold them into the 
hand of Jabin king of Canaan, that 
reigned in Hazor; the captain of 
whose host was Sisera, which dwelt 
in Harosheth of the Gentiles. 

3 And the children of Israel cried 
unto the LORD: for he had nine 
hundred chariots of iron; and twen- 
ty years he mightily oppressed the 
children of Israel. 

4 q And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, ‘she judged Israel 
at that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm 
tree of Deborah between Ramah 
and Beth-el in mount Ephraim: and 
the children of Israel came up to 
her for judgment. 

6 d she sent and called Barak 
the son of Abinoam out of Kedesh- 
naphtali, and said unto him, Hath 
not the LORD God of Israel com- 
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manded, saying, Go and draw to- 
ward mount Tabor, and take with 
thee ten thousand men of the chil- 
dren of Naphtali and of the chil- 
dren of Zebulun? 

I will draw unto thee to the 
ae Kishon Sisera, the captain of 
Jabin’s army, with his chariots and 
his multitude; and I will deliver 
him into thine hand. 

8 And Barak said unto her, If thou

11 Now Heber the Kenite, which 
was of the children of Hobab the 
father in law of Moses, had severed 
himself from the Kenites, and 
pitched his tent unto the plain of 
Zaanaim, which is by Kedesh. 

12 And they shewed Sisera that 
Barak the son of Abincam was gone 
up to mount Tabor. 

13 And Sisera gathered together 
all his chariots, even nine hundred 
chariots of iron, and all the people 
that were with , from Harosheth 
ok hes Gentiles unto the river of 

Ss 

14 And Deborah said unto Barak, 
Up; for this is the day in which the 
LORD hath delivered Sisera into 
thine hand: is not the LORD gone 
out before thee? So Barak went 
down from mount Tabor, and ten 
thousand men after him. 

And the LoRrD discomfited Sis- 
En and all his chariots, and all his 
host, with the edge of the sword 
before Barak; so that Sisera lighted 
down off his chariot, and fled away 
on his feet. 

16 But Barak pursued after the 
chariots, and after the host, unto 
Harosheth of the Gentiles: and all 
the host of Sisera fell upon the edge 
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of the sword; and there was not a 
man left. 

17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on 
his feet to the tent of Jael the wife 
of Heber the Kenite: for there was 
peace between Jabin the king of 
Hazor and the house of Heber the 


3 a And Jael went out to meet 
Sisera, and said unto him, Turn in, 
my lord, turn in to me; fear not. 
And when he had turned in unto 
her into the tent, she covered him 
with a mantle. 

19 And he said unto her, Give me, 
I pray thee, a little water to drink; 
for I am thirsty. And she opened a 
bottle of milk, and gave him drink, 
and covered 

20 Again he said unto her, Stand 
in the door of the tent, and it shall 
be, when any man doth come and 
inquire of thee, and say, Is there 
any man here? that thou shalt say, 


No. 

21 Then Jael Heber’s wife took a 
nail of the tent, and took an ham- 
mer in her hand, and went softly 
unto him, and smote the nail into 
his temples, and fastened it into 
the ground: for he was fast asleep 
and weary. So he died. 

22 And, behold, as Barak pursued 
Sisera, J ael came out to meet him, 
and said unto him, Come, and I 
shew thee the man whom thou 
seekest. And when he came into 
her tent, behold, Sisera lay dead, 
and the nail was in his temples. 

23 So God subdued on that day 
Jabin the king of Canaan before the 
children of Israel. 

24 And the hand of the children of 
Israel prospered, and prevailed 
against Jabin the king of Canaan, 
until they had destroyed Jabin king 
of Canaan. 


CHAPTER 5 


HEN sang Deborah and Barak 
the son of Abinoam on that day, 
saying,

11 They that are delivered from 
the noise of archers in the places 
of drawing water, there shall they 
rehearse the righteous acts of the 
LORD, even the righteous acts fo- 
ward the inhabitants of his villages 
in Israel: then shall the people of 
the LORD go down to the gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah: a- 
wake, awake, utter a song: arise, 
Barak, and lead thy captivity cap- 
tive, thou son of Abinoam. 

13 Then he made him that remain- 
eth have dominion over the nobles 
among the people: the LORD made 
me have dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root 
of them against Amalek; after thee, 
Beniamin, among thy people; out 
of Machir came down governors, 
and out of Zebulun they that handle 
the pen of the writer. 

15 And the princes of Issachar 
were with Deborah; even Issachar, 
and also Barak: he was sent on foot 
into the vailey. For the divisions of 
Reuben there were great thoughts 
of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among the 
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sheepfolds, to hear the bleatings of 
the flocks? For the divisions of 
Reuben there were great searchings 


of heart. 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan: 
and why did Dan remain in ships? 
Asher continued on the sea shore, 
and abode in his breaches. | 

18 Zebulun and Naphtali were a 
people that jeoparded their lives 
unto the death in the high places 
oi the field. 

19 The kings came and fought, 
then fought the kings of Canaan in 
Taanach by the waters of Megiddo; 
they took no gain of money. 

20 They fought from heaven; the 
stars in their courses fought against 
Sisera. 

21 The river of Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the river 
Kishon. O my soul, thou hast trod- 
den down strength. 

Then were the horsehoofs 
broken by the means of the prans- 
ings, the pransings of their mighty 
ones. 

23 Curse ye Meroz, said the angel 
of the LORD, curse ye bitterly the 
inhabitants thereof; because they 
came not to the help of the LORD, 
to the heip of the LORD against the 


ty. 

24 Blessed above women shall Jael 
the wife of Heber the Kenite be, 
blessed shali she be above women 
in the tent. 

25 He asked water, and she gave 
him milk; she brought forth butter 
ina lordly Gish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, 
and her right hand to the workmen’s 
hammer; and with the hammer she 
smote Sisera, she smote off his 
head, when she had pierced and 
stricken through his temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he 
lay down: at her feet he bowed, he 
fell: where he bowed, there he fell 
down dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked 
out at a window, and cried through 
the lattice, Why_is his chariot so 
long in coming? why tarry the 
wheels of his chariots? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, 
yea, she returned answer to herself, 

30 Have they not sped? have they 
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not divided the prey; to every man a 
damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of 
divers colours, a prey of divers 
colours of needlework, of divers 
colours of needlework on both sides, 
meet for the necks of them that take 
the spoil? 

31 So let all thine enemies perish, 
O Lor: but let them that love him 
be as the sun when he goeth forth 
in his might. And the land had rest 
forty years. 


CHAPTER 6 


ND the children of Israel did 

evil in the sight of the LORD: 
and the LORD delivered them into 
tHe hand of Midian seven years. 

2 And the hand of Midian pre- 
vailed against Israel: and because 
of the Midianites the children of 
Israel made them the dens which 
are in the mountains, and caves, 
and strong holds. 

3 And so it was, when Israel had 
sown, that the Midianites came up, 
and the Amalekites, and the chil- 
dren of the east, even they came 
up against them; 

4 they encamped against 
them, and destroyed the increase 
of the earth, till thou come unto 
Gaza, and left no sustenance for 
Israel, neither sheep, nor ox, nor 


ass. 

5 For they came up with their 
cattle and their tents, and they 
came as grasshoppers for multi- 
tude; for both they and their camels 
were without number: and they 
entered into the land to destroy it. 

6 And Israel was greatly impover- 
ished because of the Midianites; 
and the children of Israel cried unto 
the LORD. 

7 4 And it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel cried unto the 
LORD because of the Midianites, 

8 That the LorD sent a prophet 
unto the children of Israel, which 
said unto them, Thus saith the 
LorpD God of Israel, I brought you 
up from Egypt, and brought you 
forth out of the house of bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of 
the hand of all that oppressed you, 
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and drave them out from before 
708 and gave you their land; 

0 And I said unto you, I am the 
tons your God; fear not the gods 
of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but ye have not obeyed my 

voice. 

11 Q And there came an angel of 
the LORD, and sat under an oak 
which was in Ophrah, that pertained 
unto Joash the Abi-ezrite: and his 
son Gideon threshed wheat by the 
winepress, to hide if from the Mid- 
ianites. 

12 And the angel of the LorD 
appeared unto him, and said unto 
him, The LORD is with thee, thou 
mighty man of valour. 

13 And Gideon said unto him, Oh 
my Lord, if the LORD be with us, 
why then is all this befallen us? 
and where be all his miracles which 
our fathers told us of, saying, Did 
not the LORD bring us up from 
Egypt? but now the LorD hath for- 
saken us, and delivered us into the 
hands of the Midianites. 

4 And the LorD looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand 
of the Midianites: have not I sent 


ee? 

15 And he said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, wherewith shall I save Israel? 
behold, my family 7s poor in Manas- 
seh, and I am the least in my 
father’s house. : : 

16 And the LorD said unto him, 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
shat smite the Midianites as one 


17 And he said unto him, If now 
I have found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a sign that thou talkest 
with me. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
until I come unto thee, and bring 
forth my present, and set it before 
thee. And he said, I will tarry until 
thou come again. 

19 @ And Gideon went in, and 
made ready a kid, and unleavened 
cakes of an ephah of flour: the 
flesh he put in a basket, and he put 
the broth in a pot, and brought it 
out unto him under the oak, and 
presented it. 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
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him, Take the flesh and the un- 
leavened cakes, and lay them upon 
this rock, pe pour out the broth. 
And he did s 

21 q Then Mha angel of the LORD 
put forth the end of the staff that 
was in his hand, and touched the 
flesh and the unleavened cakes; 
and there rose up fire out of the 
rock, and consumed the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes. Then the 
angel of the LoRD departed out of 
his sight. 

22 And when Gideon perceived 
that he was an angel of the LORD, 
Gideon said, Alas, O Lord Gop! 
for because Í have seen an angel o 
the LORD face to face. 

23 And the Lorp said unto him, 
Peace be unto thee; fear not: thou 
shalt not die. 

24 Then Gideon built an altar 
there unto the LORD, and called it 
Jehovah-shalom: unto this day it zs 
vet in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

5 Q And it came to pass the same 
night, that the LORD said unto 
Take thy father’s young bullock, ; 
even the second bullock of seven 
years old, and throw down the altar 
of Baal that thy father hath, and cut 
down the grove that is by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the 
Lorp thy God upon the top of this 
rock, in the ordered place, and take 
the second bullock, and offer a 
burnt sacrifice with the wood of 
mre RTUY which thou shalt cut 


Zy 7 Then Gideon took ten men of 
his servants, and did as the LORD 
had said unto him: and so it was, 
because he feared his father’s 
household, and the men of the city, 
that he could not do ié by day, that 
ne did it by night. 

8 @ And when the men of the 
diy arose early in the morning, be- 
hold, the altar of Baal was cast 
down, and the grove was cut down 
that was by it, and the second bul- 
lock was offered upon the altar that 
was built. 

29 And they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing? And 
when they inquired and asked: they 
said, Gideon the son of J oash hath 
done this thing. 


JUDGES 6 


30 Then the men of the city said 
unto Joash, Bring out thy son, that 
e may die: because he hath cast 
down the altar of Baal, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that 
was by it. 
31 And Joash said unto all that 
stood against him, Will ye plead for 
aal? will ye save him? he that will 
plead for him, let him be put to 
death whilst it is yet morning: if he 
be a god, let him plead for himself, 
because one hath cast down his 


tar 
32 Therefore on that day he called 
Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal 

plead against him, because he hath 
thrown down his altar 

33 q Then all the Midianites and 
the Amalekites and the children of 
the east were gathered together, 
and went over, PoR pitched in the 
valley of Jezreel. 

34 But the spirit of the LORD came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trum- 
pet; and Abi-ezer was gathered after 


35 And he sent messengers 
throughout all Manasseh; who also 
was gathered after him: and he sent 
messengers unto Asher, and unto 
Zebulun, and unto Naphtali; and 
they came up to meet them. 

36 q And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save ak by mine hand, 
as thou hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of 
woo! in the floor; and if the dew be 
on the fleece only, and it be dry 
upon all the earth beside, then shall 
I know that thou wilt save Israel 
by mine hand, as thou hast said. 

38 And it was so: for he rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust 
the fleece together, and wringed the 
oot out of the fieece, a bowl full of 
water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let 
not thine anger be hot against me, 
and I will speak but this once: let 
me prove, I pray thee, but this once 
with the fleece; let it now be dry 
only upon the fleece, and upon all 
the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night: 
for it was dry upon the fleece 

only, and there was dew on all the 
ground. 
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CHAPTER 7 


ae Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, 
and all the people that were 
with him, rose up early, and pitched 
beside the well of Harod: so that 
the host of the Midianites were on 
the north side of them, by the hill of 
Moreh, in the valley. 

2 And the LORD SA unto Gideon, 
The people that are with thee are 
too many for me to give the Mid- 
ianites into their hands, lest Israel 
vaunt themselves against me, say- 
ing, Mine own hand hath saved 


"3 * Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people, saying, Who- 
soever is fe l and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And there returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand; 
and there remained ten thousand. 

4 And the LorD said unto Gideon, 
The people are Phe too many; bring 
them down unto the water, and I 
will try them for thee there: and it 
shail be, that of whom I say unto 
thee, This shall go with thee, the 
same shall go with thee; and of 
whomsoever I say unto thee, This 
shall not go with thee, the same 
shall not go. 

5 So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the LORD said 
unto Gideon, Every one that lap- 
peth of the water with his tongue, 
as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set 
by himself; likewise every one that 
boweth down upon his knees to 


6 And the number of them that 
ioe butting their hand to their 
mouth, were three hundred men: 
but all the rest of the people bowed 
dovin upon their knees to dri 


‘7 ae the LORD said unto Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that 
lapped will I save you, and deliver 
the Midianites into thine hand: and 
let all the other people go every 
man unto his place. 

8 So the people took victuals in 
de hand, and their trumpets: and 
he sent all the rest of Israel every 
man unto his tent, and retained 
those three hundred men: and the 
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host of Midian was beneath him in 
the valley. 

9 q And it came to pass the same 
night, that the LORD said unto 
Arise, get thee down unto the host; 
for: E have delivered it into thine 


10 But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down 
to the host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward sh thine 
hands be strengthened to go down 
unto the host. Then went he down 
with Phurah his servant unto the 
outside of the armed men that were 
in the host. 

12 And the Midianites and the 
Amalekites and all the children of 
the east Jay along in the valley like 
grasshoppers for multitude; and 
their camels were without number, 
as the sand by the sea side for 
multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was come, 
behold, there was a man that told a 
dream unto his fellow, and said, 
Behold, I dreamed a dream, and, lo, 
a cake of barley bread tumbled into 
the host of Midian, and came unto 
a tent, and smote it that it fell, and 
overturned it, that the tent lay 


along. 

14 And his fellow answered and 
said, This is nothing else save the 
sword of Gideon the son of Joash, 
a man of Israel: for into his hand 
hath God delivered Midian, and all 
the host. 

15 q And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that he 
worshipped, and returned into the 
host of Israel, and said, Arise; for 
the LORD hath delivered into your 
hand the host of Midian. 

16 And he divided the three hun- 
dred men into three companies, and 
he put a trumpet in every man’s 
hand, with empty pitchers, and 
lamps within the pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look 
on me, and do likewise: and, be- 
hold, when I come to the outside of 
the camp, it shall be that, as I do, 
so shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow 
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ye the trumpets also on every side 
of all the camp, and say, The sword 
of the LORD, and of Gideon. 

19 q So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with , came unto 
the outside of the camp in the be- 
ginning of the middle watch; and 
they had but newly set the watch: 
and they blew the trumpets, and 
brake the pitchers that were in their 


ands. 

20 And the three companies blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitch- 
ers, and held the lamps in their left 
hands, and the trumpets in their 
right hands to blow withal: and 
they cried, The sword of the LORD, 
and of Gideon. 

21 And they stood every man in 
his place round about the camp: 
and all the host ran, and cried, and 


fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the LORD set every 
man’s sword against his fellow, even 
throughout all the host: and the 
host fled to Beth-shittah in Zererath, 
and to the border of Abel-meholah, 
unto Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of Naph- 
tali, and out of Asher, and out of all 
Manasseh, and pursued after the 
Midignites: 

4 Q And Gideon sent messengers 
aeren, all mount Ephraim, say- 
ing, Come down against the Midian- 
ites, and take before them the 
waters unto Beth-barah and Jordan. 
Then the men of Ephraim 
gathered themselves together, and 
took the waters unto Beth-barah and 
Jordan. i 

25 And they took two princes of 
the Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; 
and they slew Oreb upon the rock 
Oreb, and Zeeb they slew at the 
winepress of Zeeb, and pursued 
Midian, and brought the heads of 
Oreb and Zeeb to Gideon on the 
other side Jordan, 


CHAPTER 8 


ND the men of Ephraim said 
unto him, Why hast thou served 
us thus, that thou calledst us not, 
when thou wentest to fight with 
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the Midianites? And they did chide 
wan him sharply. 

d he said unto them, What 
hose I done now in comparison of 
you? Js not the gleaning of the 
grapes of Ephraim better than the 
vintage of Abi-ezer? $ 

3 God hath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Midian, Oreb 
and Zeeb: and what was I able to 
do in comparison of you? Then their 
anger was abated toward him, when 
he had said that. 

4 q And Gideon came to Jordan, 
and passed over, he, and the ae 
hundred men that were with 
faint, yet pursuing them. — 

5 he said unto the men of 
Succoth, Give, I pray you, loaves of 
bread unto the people that follow 
me; for they be faint, and I am 
pursuing after Zebah and 1 Zalmun- 
na, kings of Midian. | 

6 q And the princes of Succoth 
said, Are the hands of Zebah an 
Zalmunna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto ‘thine 


army? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore 
when the LorD hath delivered Ze- 
bah and Zalmunna into mine hand, 
then I will tear your flesh with the 
thorns of the wilderness and with 
eee 

8 q And he went up thence to 
Penuel, and spake unto them like- 
wise: and the men of Penuel ans- 
wered him as the men of Succoth 
had answered jim. 

9 And he spake also unto the men 
of Penuel, saying, When I come 
again in peace, I will break down 
this tower. 

10 q Now Zebah and Zalmunna 
were in Karkor, and their hosts 
with them, about fifteen thousand 
men, ali that were left of all the 
hosts of the children of the east: for 
there fell an hundred and twenty 
thousand men that drew sword. 

11 q And Gideon went up by the 
way of them that dwelt in tents on 
the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, 
and smote the host: for the host 
was secure. 

12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna 
fled, he pursued after them, and 
took the two kings of Midian, Zebah 
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and jZalmunnn, and discomfited all 


the host. 

13 @ And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the sun 
was ud, 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and inquired of 

: and he described unto him 
the princes of Succoth, and the 
elders thereof, even threescore and 
seventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said, Behold Zebah 
and Zaimunna, with whom ye did 
upbraid me, saying, Are the hands 
of Zebah an unna now in 
thine Rania that we should give 
Reead unto thy men that are weary? 

6 And he took the elders of the 
cite, and thorns of the wilderness 
and briers, and with them he taught 
the men of Succoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Penuel, and slew the men of the 


city. 

18 { Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men 
were they whom ye siew at Tabor? 

d they answered, As thou ari, so 
were they; each one resembled the 
children of a 

19 And he said, They were my 
brethren, even the sons of my 
mother: as the LorD liveth, if ye 
had saved them alive, I would not 
slay you. 

20 And he said unto Jether his 
firstborn, Up, and slay them. But 
the youth drew not his sword: for 
ue feared, because he was yet a 


uth. 
v1 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: for as 
the man is, so is his strength. And 
Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and took away the orna- 
ment that were on their camels’ 


ecks. 

152 q “Then the men of Israel said 
unto Gideon, Rule thou over ie 
both thou, and thy son, and t 
son’s son also: for thou hast = 
livered us from the hand of Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I 
will not rule over you, neither shall 
my son rule over you: the LORD 

shall rule over you. 

24 Q And Gideon said unto them, I 
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would desire a request of you, that 
ye would give me every man the 
earrings of his prey. (For they had 
golden earrings, because they were 
Ishmaelites.) 

25 And they answered, We will 

willingly give them. And they 

spread a garment, and did cast 
therein every man the earrings of 

is prey 

26 "And the weight of the golden 
earrings that he requested was 
a thousand and seven hundred 
shekels of gold; beside ornaments, 
and collars, and. purple raiment that 
was on the kings of Midian, and 
beside the chains that were about 
their camels’ necks. 

27 Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, even 
in Ophrah: and Israel went 
thither a whoring after it: which 
became a snare unto Gideon, 

and to his house. 

28 @ Thus was Midian subdued 
before the children of Israel, so that 
they lifted up their heads no more. 
And the country was in_ quietness 
toriy years in the days of Gideon. 

d Jerubbaal the. son of 
J < Lo and dwelt in his own 
house. e 

30 And Gideon had threescore 
and ten sons of his body begotten: 
for he had many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he called Abimelech. 

32 ¢ And Gideon the son of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was 
buried in the sepulchre of Joash 
his father, in Ophrah of the Abi- 
ezrites. 

33 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children 
of Israel turned again, and went a 
whoring after Baalim, and made 
Baal-berith their god. 

34 And the children of Israel re- 
membered not the LorD their God, 
who had delivered them out of the 
hands of all their enemies on every 


side: 

35 Neither shewed they kindness 
to the house of Jerubbaal, namely, 
Gideon, according to all the good- 
anes — he had shewed unto 

srael.

CHAPTER 9 


ND Abimelech the son of Jerub- 
baal went to Shechem unto his 
mother’s brethren, and communed 
with them, and with all the family 
oom ne house of his mother’s father, 


s3 Epai. I pray you, in the ears of 
the men of Shechem, Whether 
is better for you, either that all the 
sons of Jerubbaal, which are three- 
score and ten persons, reign over 
you, or that one reign over you? 
remember also that I am your bone 
and your flesh. 

3 And his mother’s brethren spake 
of him in the ears of all the men o 
Shechem all these words: and their 
hearts inclined to follow Abime- 
lech; for they said, He is our 
brother. ‘ 

4 And they gave him threescore 
and ten pieces of silver out of the 
house of Baal-berith, wherewith 
Abimelech hired vain and light per- 
sons, which followed 

5 he went unto his father’s 
house at Ophrah, and slew his 
brethren the sons oi Jerubbaal, 


being threescore and ten persons, 


upon one stone: notwithstanding 
yet Jotham the youngest son of 
Jerubbaal was left; for he hid him- 


self. 

6 And all the men of Shechem 
gathered together, and all the house 

of illo, and went, and made 
Abimelech king, by the plain of the 
Oe that was in Shechem. 

7 ( And when they told if to Jo- 
tham, he went and stood in the top 
of mount Gerizim, and lifted up 
his voice, and cried, and said unto 
them, Hearken unto me, ye men of 
Shechem, that God may hearken 
unto you. 

8 The trees went forth on a time 
to anoint a king over them; and 
they said unto the olive tree, Reign 
thou over us. 

O But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, where- 
with by me they honour God and 
man, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? j 

10 And the trees said to the fig 
tree, Come thou, and reign over us. 
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11 But the fig tree said unto them, 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
my good fruit, and go to be pro- 
ntos over the trees? 

2 Then said the trees unio the 
bagi Come thou, and reign over us. 
d the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which 
cheereth God and man, and go to 
be promoted over the trees? 

14 Then said all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reien 
over us. 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
trust in my shadow: and if not, let 
fire come out of the bramble, an 
devour the cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done 

truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech a and if ye 
have dealt well bth Jerubbaal and 
his house, and have done unto him 
aceording to the deserving of his 


17 (For my father fought for you, 
and adventured his life far, and 
delivered you out of the hand of 
Midian: 

18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have 
slain his sons, threescore and ten 
persons, upon one stone, and have 
made Abimelech, the son of his 
maidservant, king over the men of 
Shechem, because he is your 
brother;) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jerubbaal and with 
his house this day, then rejoice ye 
in, Abimelech, and let him also 
rejoice in you: 

20 But if not, let fire come out 
from A Abimelech, and devour the 
men of Shechem, and the house of 
Milio; and iet fire come out from 
the men of Shechem, and from the 
house of Millo, and devour Abim- 


elech. 

21 And Jotham ran away, and fled, 
and went to Beer, and dwelt there, 
for fear of Abimelech his brother. 

22 q When Abimelech had reigned 
three years over Israel, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit 
between Kbimelech and the men of 
Shechem; and the men of Shechem 
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dealt treacherously with Abime- 


ech: 

24 That the cruelty done to oh 
threescore and ten sons of Jerub- 
baal might come, and their blood 
be laid upon Abimelech their 
brother, which slew them; and upon 
the men of Shechem, which aided 
him in the killing of his brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem set 
liers in wait for him in the top of 
the mountains, and they robbed all 
that came along that way by them: 
and it was told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem: and the men of Shechem 
put their confidence in him. 

27 d they went out into the 
fields, and gathered their vineyards, 
and trode the grapes, and made 
merry, and went into the house of 
their god, and did eat and drink, 
and cursed Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimelech, and who is She- 
chem, that we should serve him? 
is not he the son of Jerubbaal? and 
Zebul his officer? serve the men of 
Hamor the father of Shechem: for 
why should we serve him? 

29 And would to God this people 
were under my hand! then would I 
remove Abimelech. And he said to 
Abimelech, Increase thine army, 
and come out. 

30 q And when Zebul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of G 
the se of Ebed, his anger was 


31 And he sent messengers unto 
Abimelech privily, saying, Behold, 
Gaal the son of Ebed and his 
brethren be come to Shechem; and, 
i they fortify the city against 

ee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee, 
and lie in wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, that in the 
morning, as soon as the sun is up, 
thou shalt rise early, and set upon 
the city: and, behold, when he and 
the people that is with him come 
out against thee, then mayest thou 
do to them as thou shalt find 
occasion. 4 

34 Q And Abimelech rose up, and 
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all the people that were with him, 
by night, and they laid wait against 
Shechem in four companies. 

35 And Gaal the son of Ebed went 
out, and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city: and Abimelech 
rose up, and the people that were 
with him, from lying in wait. 

36 And when Gaal saw the people, 
he said to Zebul, Behold, there 
come people down from the top of 
the mountains. And Zebul said unto 
him, Thou seest the shadow of the 
mountains as if they were men. 

And Gaal spake again and said, 
Soe there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another 
company come along by the plain 
of Meonenim. 

38 Then said Zebul unto him, 
Where is now thy mouth, where- 
with thou saidst, Who is Abimelech, 
that we should serve him? is not 
this the people that thou hast de- 
spised? go out, I pray now, and 
fight with them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the 
men of Shechem, and fought with 
Abimelech. 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
he fled before him, and many were 
overthrown and wounded, even 
oe the entering of the gate. 

1 And Abimelech dwelt at Aru- 
rate and Zebul thrust out Gaal and 
his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that the people went out 
into Es field; and they told Abim- 
elech. 

43 And he took the people, and 
divided them into three companies, 
and laid wait in the field, and 
looked, and, behold, the people 
were come forth out of the city; 
and he rose up against them, and 
smote them 

44 And Abimelech, and the com- 
pany that was with him, rushed for- 
ward, and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city: and the two 
other companies ran upon all the 
people that were in the fields, and 
slew them. | x 

45 And Abimelech fought against 
the city all that day; and he took 
the city, and slew the people that

Thus the children of 
Ammon were subdued before the 
as of Israel.

10 Then died Ibzan, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. | 

11 q And after him Elon, a Zebu- 
lonite, judged Israel; and he judged 
Israel ten years.

his great strength lieth, and by what 
means we may prevail against him, 
that we may bind him to afflict him: 
and we will give thee every one of 
us eleven hundred pieces of silver. 

6 Delilah said to Samson, 
Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy 
great strength lieth, and wherewith 
a mightest be bound to afflict 

ee. 

7 And Samson said unto her, If 
they bind me with seven green 
withs that were never dried, then 
shall I be weak, and be as another 


man. 

8 Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she 
bound him with them. 

9 Now fhere were men lying in 
wait, abiding with her in the cham- 
ber. And she said unto him, The 
Philistines be upon thee, Samson. 
And he brake the withs, as a thread 
of tow is broken when it toucheth 
the fire. So his strength was not 


known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: now tell me, I pray 
Hes, wherewith thou mightest be 

oun 

11 And he said unto her, If they 
bind me fast with new ropes that 
never were occupied, then shall I be 
weak, and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new 
ropes, and bound him therewith, 
and said unto him, The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And, there 
were liers in wait abiding in the 
chamber. And he brake them from 
off his arms like a thread. 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
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Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: tell me wherewith thou 
mightest be bound. And he said 
unto her, If thou weavest the seven 
locks of my head with the web. 

14 And she fastened it with the 
pin, and said unto him, The Philis- 
tines be upon thee, Samson. And he 
awaked out of his sleep, and went 
away with the pin of the beam, and 
with the web. 

15 Q And she said unto him, How 
canst thou say, I love thee, when 
thine heart is not with me? thou 
hast mocked me these three times, 
and hast not told me wherein thy 
great strength lieth. 

d it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, 
and urged him, so that his soul was 
vexed unto death; 

17 That he told her all his heart, 
and said unto her, There hath not 
come a razor upon mine head; for 
I have been a Nazarite unto God 
from my mother’s womb: if I be 
shaven, then my strength will go 
from me, and I shall become weak, 
and be like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he 
had toid her all his heart, she sent 
and called for the lords of the 
Philistines, saying, Come up this 
once, for he hath shewed me all his 
heart. Then the lords of the Philis- 
tines came up unto her, and brought 
money in their hand. 

19 And she made him sleep upon 
her knees; and she called for a 
man, and she caused him to shave 
off the seven locks of his head; and 
she began to afflict him, and his 
strength went from him 

20 And she said, The Philistines 
be upon thee, Samson. And he 
awoke out of his sleep, and said, I 

will go out as at other times before, 
pa shake myself. And he wist not 
that the LORD was departed from 


21 Q But the Philistines took him, 
and put out his eyes, and brought 
him down to Gaza, and bound him 
with fetters of brass; and he did 
grind in the prison house. 

22 Howbeit the hair of his head 
began to grow again after he was 
shaven. 


Death of Samson 


23 Then the lords of the Philis- 
tines gathered them together for to 
offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon 
their god, and to rejoice: for they 
said, Our god hath delivered Sam- 
son our enemy into our hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, 
they praised their god: for they 
said, Our god hath delivered into 
our hands our enemy, and the de- 
stroyer of our country, which slew 
many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said, 
Call for Samson, that he may make 
us sport. And they cailed for Sam- 
son out of the prison house; and he 
made them sport: and they set him 
between the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto the lad 
that held him by the hand, Suffer 
me that I may feel the pillars 
whereupon the house standeth, that 
I may lean upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of the 
Philistines were there; and there 
were upon the roof about three 
thousand men and women, that 
beheld while Samson made sport. 

28 And Samson called unto the 
LORD, and said, O Lord Gop, re- 
member me, I pray thee, and 
strengthen me, I pray thee, only 
this once, O God, that I may be at 
once avenged of the Philistines for 
my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon which the 
house stood, and on which it was 
borne up, of the one with his right 
ior and of the other with his 


30 And Samson said, Let me die 
with the Philistines. And he bowed 
himself with all his might; and the 
house fell upon the lords, and upon 
all the people that were therein. 
So the dead which he slew at his 
death were nee than they which 
he slew in his 

31 Then his brethren and all the 
house of his father came down, and 
took , and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorah and Esh- 
taol in the buryingplace of Manoah 
his father. And he judged Israel 
twenty years. 
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CHAPTER 17 - 


ND there was a man of mount 
Ephraim, whose name was Mi- 


cah. 

2 And he said unto his mother, 
The eleyen hundred shekels of sil- 
ver that were taken from thee, 
about which thou cursedst, and 
spakest of also in mine ears, be- 
hold, the silver is with me: I took 
it. And his mother said, Blessed be 
thou of the LORD, my son. 

d when he had restored the 
eleven hundred shekels of silver to 
his mother, his mother said, I had 
wholly dedicated the silver unto the 
LorD from my hand for my son, to 
make a graven image and a molten 
image: now therefore I will restore 
it unto thee. 

4 Yet he restored the money unto 
his mother; and his mother took 
two hundred shekels of silver, and 
gave them to the founder, who 
made thereof a graven image and a 
molten image: and they were in the 
house of Micah. 

5 And the man Micah had an house 
of gods, and made an ephod, and 
teraphim, and consecrated one of 
his sons, who became his priest. 

6 In those days there was no king 
in Israel, but every. man did that 
which was right in his own eyes. 

7 Q And there was a young man 
out of Beth-lehem-judah ofthe family 
of Judah, who was a Levite, and he 
sojourned there. 

8 And the man departed out of the 
city from Beth-lehem-judah to so- 
journ where he could find a place: 
and he came to mount Ephraim to 
the house of Micah, as he jour- 
neyed. 

9 And Micah said unto him, 
Whence comest thou? And he said 
unto him, I am a Levite of Beth- 
lehem-judah, and I go to sojourn 
where I may find a place. 

O And Micah said unto him, 
Dwell with me, and be unto me a 
father and a priest, and I will give 
thee ten shekels of silver by the 
year, and a suit of apparel, and thy 
victuals. So the Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young 
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man was unto him as one of his 


sons. 

12 And Micah consecrated the 
Levite; and the young man became 
H priest, and was in the house of 


13 Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the LORD will do me good, 
seeing. I have a Levite to my priest. 


CHAPTER 18 


N those days there was no king 

in Israel: and in those days the 
tribe of the Danites sought them an 
inheritance to dwell in; for unto 
that day all their inheritance had 
not fallen unto them among the 
tribes of Israel. 

2 And the children of Dan sent of 
their family five men from their 
coasts, men of valour, from Zorah, 
and from Eshtaol, to spy out the 
land, and to search it; and they 
said unto them, Go, search the 
land: who when they came to mount 
Ephraim, to the house of Micah, 
they lodged there.

6 And the priest said unto them, 
Go in peace: before the LORD is 
your way wherein ye go. 

7 ( Then the five men departed, 
and came to Laish, and saw the 
people that were therein, how they 
dwelt careless, after the manner of 
the Zidonians, quiet and secure; 
and there was no magistrate in the 
land, that might put them to shame 
in any thing; and they were far 
from the Zidonians, and had no 
business with any man. i 

d they came unto their bre- 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol: and 
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their brethren said unto them, What 
say ye? 

9 And they said, Arise, that we 
may go up against them: for we 
have seen the land, and, behold, it 
is very good: and are ye still? be 
not slothful to go, and to enter to 
possess the land. 

10 When ye go, ye shall come unto 
a people secure, and to a, large 
land: for God hath given it into 
your hands; a place where there is 
no want of any thing that zs in the 


earth. 

11 q And there went from thence 
of the family of the Danites, out of 
Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hun- 


dreg z men appointed with weapons 


of w 
a > And they went up, and pitched 
jath-jearim, in Judah: where- 
fone hes called that place Maha- 
neh-dan unto this day: behold, i¢ is 
behind Kirjath-jearim. 


13 And they passed thence unto 


mount Ephraim, and came unto the 
house of Micah. 

14 ( Then answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country of 
Laish, and said unto their brethren, 
Do ye know that there is in these 
houses an ephod, and teraphim, and 
a graven image, and a molten 
image ? now therefore consider what 
ye have to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, 

x came to the house of the young 
man the Levite, even unto the house 
of Micah, and saluted him. 

16 And ‘the six hundred men ap- 
pointed with their weapons of war, 
which were of the children of Dan, 
stood by the entering of the gate. 

1 the five men that went to 
spy out the land went up, and came 
in thither, and took the graven 
image, and the ephod, and the tera- 
phim, and the molten image: and 
the priest stood in the entering of 
the gate with the six hundred men 
that were appointed with weapons 


of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’s 
house, and fetched the carved 
image, the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the molten image. Then said 
the priest unto them, What do 
yet

19 And they said unto him, Hold 
thy peace, lay thine hand upon thy 
mouth, and go with us, and be to 
us a father and a priest: zs it better 
for thee to be a priest unto the 
house of one man, or that thou be a 
EA unto a tribe and a family in

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, 
and he took the ephod, and the 
teraphim, and the graven image, 
and went in the midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, 
and put the little ones and the cattle 
and the carriage before them. 

22 € And when they were a good 
way from the house of Micah, the 
men that were in the houses near 
to Micah’s house were gathered 
tee and overtook the children 


23 And they cried unto the children 
of Dan. And they turned their faces, 
and said unto Micah, What aileth 
thee, that thou comest with such a 
company? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken 
away my gods which I made, an 
the priest, and_ye are gone away: 
and what have I more? and what is 
Sea ka ye say unto me, What ail- 
e 

25 And the children of Dan said 
unto him, Let not thy voice be heard 
among us, lest angry fellows run 
upon thee, and thou lose thy life, 
with the liyes of thy household. 

26 And the children of Dan went 
their way: and when Micah saw 
that they were too strong for him, 
e turned and went back unto his 

ouse. 

27 And they took the things which 
Micah had made, and the priest 
which he had, and came unto Laish, 
unto a people that were at quiet and 
secure: and they smote them with 
the edge of the sword, and burnt 
the city with fire. 3 

28 And there was no deliverer, be- 
cause it was far from Zidon, and 
they had no business with any man; 
and it was in the valley that lieth by 
Beth-rehob. And they built a city, 
and dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of 
the city Dan, after the name of 
Dan their father, who was born 
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unto Israel: howbeit the name of 
the city was Laish at the first. 

30 q And the children of Dan set 
up the graven image: and Jonathan, 
the son of Gershom, the son of 
Manasseh, he and his sons were 
priests to the tribe of Dan until the 
day of the captivity of the land. 

31 And they set them up Micah’s 
graven image, which he made, all 
the time that the house of God was 
in Shiloh.

CHAPTER 19 


ND it came to pass in those 
days, when there was no king 
in Israel, that there was a certain 
Levite sojourning on the side of 
mount Ephraim, who took to him a 
concubine out of Beth-lehem-judah. 
2 And his concubine played the 
whore against , and went away 
from him unto her father’s house to 
Beth-lehem-judah, and was there 
four whole months. 

3 And her husband arose, and 
went after her, to speak friendly 
unto her, and to bring her again, 
having his servant with , and a 
couple of asses: and she brought

5 @ And it came to pass on the 
fourth day, when they arose early 
in the morning, that he rose up to 
depart: and the damsel’s_ father 
said unto his son in law, Comfort 
thine heart with a morsel of bread, 
and afterward go your way. 

6 And they sat down, and did eat 
and drink both of them together: 
for the damsel’s father had said 
unto the man, Be ee I pray 
thee, and tarry ail t, and let 
thine heart be merry. 

7 And when the man rose up = 
depart, his father in law urged 
therefore he lodged there again. 

he arose early in the morn- 
ing on the fifth day to depart: and 
the damsel’s father said, Comfort 
thine heart, I pray thee. And they 
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tarried until afternoon, and they 
did eat both of them. 

9 And when the man rose up to 
depart, he, and his concubine, and 
his servant, his father in law, the 
damsel’s father, said unto him, 
Behold, now the day draweth 
toward evening, I pray you tarry 
all night: behold, the day groweth 
to an end, lodge here, that thine 
heart may be merry; and to morrow 
get you early on your way, that thou 
mayest go home. 

10 But the man would not tarry 
that night, but he rose up and 
departed, and came over against 
Jebus, which is Jerusalem; and 
there were with | two asses 
saddled, his concubine also was with 


him. 

11 And when they were by Jebus, 
the day was far spent; and the 
servant said unto his master, Come, 
I pray thee, and let us turn in into 
this city of the Jebusites, and lodge 


in it. 

12 And his master said unto him, 
We will not turn aside hither into 
the city of a stranger, that is not of 
the children of Israel; we will pass 
over to Gibeah, 3 

13 And he said unto his servant, 
Come, and let us draw near to one 
of these places to iodge all night, in 
Gibeah, or in Ramah. 

14 And they passed on and went 
their way; and the sun went down 
upon them when they were by 
Gibeah, which belongeth to Benja- 
min. 

15 And they turned aside thither, 
to go in and to lodge in Gibeah: 
and when he went in, he sat him 
down in a street of the city: for 
there was no man that took them 
into his house to lodging. 

16 q And, behold, there came an 
old man from his work out of the 
field at even, which was also o 
mount Ephraim; and he sojourned 
in Gibeah: but the men of the place 
were Benjamites. E > 

17 And when he had lifted up his 
eyes, he saw a wayfaring man in the 
street of the city: and the old man 
said, Whither goest thou? and 
whence comest thou? | 

18 And he said unto him, We are 
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passing from Beth-lehem-judah to- 
ward the side of mount Ephraim; 
from thence am I: and I went to 
Beth-lehem-judah, but I am now 
going to the house of the LORD; and 
there is no man that receiveth me to 
house. i 

19 Yet there is both straw and 
provender for our asses; and there 
is bread and wine also for me, and 
for thy handmaid, and for the young 
man which is with thy servants: 
there is no want of any thing. 

20 And the old man said, Peace be 
with thee; howsoever leć all thy. 
wants lie upon me; only lodge not 
in the street. ci 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses: 
and they washed their feet, and did 
eat and drink. 

22 Now as they were 


making . 
their hearts merry, behold, the men 


of the city, certain sons of Belial, 
beset the house round about, and 
beat at the door, and spake to the 
master of the house, the old man, 
saying, Bring forth the man that 
came into thine house, that we may 
know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and 
said unto them, Nay, my brethren, 
nay, I pray you, do not so wickedly; 
seeing that this man is come into 
mine house, do not this folly. 

24 Behold, here is my daughter a 
maiden, and his concubine; them 
I will bring out now, and humble ye 
them, and do with them what 
seemeth good unto you: but unto 
this man do not so vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken 
to him: so the man took his con- 
cubine, and brought her forth unto 
them; and they knew her, and 
abused her all the night until the 
morning: and when the day began 
to spring, they let her go. 

26 Then came the woman in the 
dawning of the day, and fell down 
at the door of the man’s house 
where her lord was, till it was light. 

27 And her lord rose up in the 
morning, and opened the doors of 
the house, and went out to go his 
way: and, behold, the woman his 
concubine was fallen down at the

door of the house, and her hands 
were upon the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her, Up, and 
let us be going. But none answer- 
ed. Then the man took her up ae 
an ass, and the man rose up, an 
gat him unto his place. 

29 And when he was come into 
his house, he took a knife, and laid 
hold on his concubine, and divided 
her, together with her bones, into 
twelve pieces, and sent her into all 
the coasis of Israel. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw 
it said, There was no such deed 
done nor seen from the day that the 
children of Israel came up out of 
the land of Egypt unto this day: 
consider of it, take advice, and speak 
your minds. 


CHAPTER 20 


HEN all the children of Israel 
went out, and the congregation 
was gathered together as one man, 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba, with 
the land of Gilead, unto the LORD 


in Mizpeh. 

"2 And the chief of all the people, 
even of all the tribes of Israel, 
presented themselves in the assem- 
bly of the people of God, four 
hundred thousand footmen that 
drew sword. Le Ds 

3 (Now the children of Benjamin 
heard that the children of Israel 
were gone up to Mizpeh.) Then said 
the children of Israel, Tell us, how 
was this wickedness? 

4 And the Levite, the husband of 
the woman that was slain, answered 
and said, I came into Gibeah that 
belongeth to Benjamin, I and my 
concubine, to lodge. 

5 the men of Gibeah rose 
against me, and beset the house 
round about upon me by night, and 
thought to have slain me: and my 
concubine have they forced, that 
she is dead. 4 

6 And I took my concubine, and 
cut her in pieces, and sent her 
throughout all the country of the 
inheritance of Israel: for they have 
committed lewdness and folly in 


Israel. 
7 “Behold, ye are all children of 
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Israel; give here your advice and 
counsel. 

8 @ And all the people arose as 
one man, saying, We will not any of 
us go to his tent, neither will we any 
of us turn into his house. 

9 But now pi ar be the thing 
which we o Gibeah; we will 
go ub by lot aie it; 

10 And we will take ten men of an 
hundred throughout ali the tribes of 
Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, 
and a thousand out of ten thousand, 
to fetch victual for the people, that 
they may do, when they come to 
Gibeah of Benjamin, according to all 
y ed that they have wrought in 

srae 

11 So all the men of Israel were 
gathered against the city, 
together as one man 

12 q And the tribes ‘of Israel sent 
men through all the tribe of Benja- 
min, saying, What wickedness is 
this that is done among you? 

13 Now therefore deliver us the 
men, the children of Belial, which 
are in Gibeah, that we may put 
them to death, and put away evil 
from Israel. But the children of 
Benjamin would not hearken to the 
voice of their brethren the children 
of Israel: miss 

14 But the children of Benjamin 
gathered themselves together out 
of the cities unto Gibeah, to go out 
to battle against the children of 
Israel. 

15 And the children of Benjamin 
were numbered at that time out of 
the cities twenty and six thousand 
men that drew_sword, beside the 
inhabitants of Gibeah, which were 
numbered seven hundred chosen 


men. 

16 Among all this people there 
were seven hundred chosen men 
lefthanded; every one could sling 
ae at an hair breadth, and not 


Et “And the men of Israel, beside 
Benjamin, were numbered four 
hundred thousand men that drew 
sword: all these were men of war. 

18 Q And the children of Israel 
arose, and went up to the house of 
God, and asked counsel of God, 
and said, Which of us shall go up 
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first to the battle against the children 
of Benjamin? And the LORD said, 
Judah shall go ub first. 

19 And the children of Israel rose 
up in the morning, and encamped 
against Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin; and the 
men of Israel put themselves in 
ey to fight against them at 


i 

21 “And the children of Benjamin 
came forth out of Gibeah, and 
destroyed down to the ground of the 
Israelites that day twenty and two 
thousand men. 

22 And the people the men of 
israel encouraged themselves, and 
set their battle again in array in the 
place where they put themselves in 
array the first day. 

23 (And the children of Israel went 
up and wept before the LORD until 
even, and asked counsel of the 
LORD, saying, Shall I go up again to 
battle against the children of Ben- 
jamin my brother? And the LORD 
said, Go up against .) 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benja- 
min the second day. 

25. And Benjamin went forth 
against them out of Gibeah the 
second day, and destroyed down to 
the ground of the children of Israel 
again eighteen thousand men; all 
these drew the sword. 

26 Then all the children of Israel, 
and all the people, went up, and 
came unto the house of God, and 
wept, and sat there before the LORD, 
and fasted that day until even, and 
offered burnt offerings and peace 
ofierings before the LORD. 

27 And the children of Israel 
inquired of the LORD, (for the ark 
of the covenant of God was there in 
those days, 

28 And Phinehas, the son of 
Eleazar, the son of Aaron, stood 
before_it in those days,) saying, 
Shall I yet again go out to battle 
against the children of Benjamin my 
brother, or shall I cease? And the 
LORD said, Go up; for to morrow I 
will deliver them into thine hand. 

29 And Israel set liers in wait 
round about Gibeah. 
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The Israelites defeated 
30 And the children of Israel went 


up against the children of Benjamin 
on the third day, and put themselves 
in array against Gibeah, as at other 


times 

31 And the children of Benjamin 
went out against the people, and 
were drawn away from the city; 
and they began to smite of the 
people, and kill, as at other times, 
in the highways, of which one goeth 
up to the house of God, and the 
other to Gibeah in the field, about 
thirty men of Israel. 

32 And the children of Benjamin 
said, They are smitten down before 
us, as at the first. But the children 
of Israel said, Let us flee, and draw 
them from the city unto the highways. 

33 all the men of Israel rose 
up out of their place, and put them- 
selves in array at Baal-tamar: and 
the liers in wait of Israel came forth 
out of their places, even out of the 
meadows of Gibeah. } 

34 And there came against Gibeah 
ten thousand chosen men out of all 
Israel, and the battle was sore: but 
they knew not that evil was near 


them. 

35 And the LORD smote Benjamin 
before Israel: and the children of 
Israel destroyed of the Benjamites 
that day twenty and five thousand 
and an hundred men: all these drew 
the sword. ; A) é 

36 So the children of Benjamin 
saw that they were smitten: for the 
men of Israel gave place to the 
Benjamites, because they trusted 
unto the liers in wait which they had 
= beside Gibeah. 

And the liers in wait hasted, and 
aha upon Gibeah; and the ‘liers 
in wait drew themselves along, and 
smote ail the city with the edge of 
the sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed 
sign between the men of Israel and 
the liers in wait, that they shouid 
make a great flame with smoke rise 
up out of the city. 

9 And when the men of Israel 
ade in the battle, Benjamin began 
to smite and kill of the men of Israel 
about thirty persons: for they said, 
Surely they are smitten down before 
us, as in the first battle. 





The destruction of Benjamin bewailed 


40 But when the flame began to 
arise up out of the city with a pillar 
of smoke, the Benjamites looked 
behind them, and, behold, the fame 
of the city ascended up to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel 
turned again, the men of Benjamin 
were amazed: for they saw that evil 
was come upon them. 

42 Therefore they turned their 
backs before the men of Israel unto 
the way of the wilderness; but the 
battle overtook them; and them 
which came out of the cities they 
destroyed in the midst of them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Ben- 
jamites round about, and chased 
them, and trode them down with 
ease over against Gibeah toward 
the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Benjamin 
eighteen thousand men; all these 
were men of valour. 

45 And they turned and fied toward 
the wilderness unto the rock of 
Rimmon: and they gleaned of them 
in the highways five thousand men; 
and pursued hard aiter them unto 
Gidom, and slew two thousand men 


of them 

46 So 1 that all which fell that day of 
Benjamin were twenty and five 
thousand men that drew the sword; 
all these were men of vaiour. 

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fied to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock 
Rimmon four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned 
again upon the children of Ben- 
jamin, and smote them with the 
edge of the sword, as well the men 
of every city, as the beast, and all 
that came to hand: also they set on 
fire all the cities that they came to.

6 And the children of Israel 
repented them for Benjamin their 
brother, and said, There is one 
tribe cut off from Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing we have 
sworn by the LORD that we will not 
give them of our daughters to 
wives? 

8 Q And they said, What one is 
there of the tribes of Israel that 
came not up te Mizpeh to the 
LORD? And, behold, there came 
none to the camp from Jabesh-giiead 
to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, 
and, behold, there were none of the 
inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 the congregation sent 
thither twelve thousand men of the 
valiantest, and commanded them, 
saying, Go and smite the inhabitants 
of Jabesh-gilead with the edge of 
the sword, with the women and the 
children. 

11 And this is the thing that ye 
shall do, Ye shail utterly destroy 
every male, and every woman that 
hath lain by man. 

12 And they found among the 
inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead four 
hundred young virgins, that had 
known no man by lying with any 
male: and they brought them unto 
the camp to Shiloh, which is in the 
land of Canaan. 

13 And the whole congregation 
sent some to speak to the children 
of Benjamin that were in the rock 

on, and to call peaceably unto 


em. 

14 And Benjamin came again at 
that time; and they gave them wives 
which they had saved alive of the 
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women of Jabesh-gilead: and yet so 
they sufficed them not. 

15 And the people repented them 
for Benjamin, because that the 
LoRD had made a breach in the 
tribes of Israel. 

16 q Then the elders of the con- 
gregation said, How shall we do for 
wives for them that remain, seeing 
the women are desiroyed out of 
Benjamin 

17 And they said, There must be 
an inheritance for them that be 
escaped of Benjamin, that a tribe 
be not destroyed out of Israel. 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: for the 
children of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed be he that giveth a wife to 


enjamin. i : 

19 Then they said, Behold, there is 
a feast of the LORD i in Shiloh yearly 
in a place which is on the north side 
of Beth-el, on the east side of the 
highway that goeth up from Beth-el 
to phere and on the south of 

e 

20 Therefore they commanded the 
children of Benjamin, saying, Go 
and lie in wait in the vineyards;

21 And see, and, behold, if the 
daughters of Shiloh come out to 
dance in dances, then come ye out 
of the vineyards, and catch you 
every man his wife of the daughters 
of Shiloh, and go to the land of 
Benjamin. 
22° And it shall be, when their 
fathers or their brethren come unto 
us to complain, that we will say unto 
them, Be favourable unto them for 
our sakes: because we reserved 
not to each man his wife in the war: 
for ye did not give unto them at this 
time, that ye should be guilty. 

23 And the children of Benjamin 
did so, and took them wives, 
according to their number, of them 
that danced, whom they caught: 
and they went and returned unto 
their inheritance, and repaired the 
cities, and dwelt in them. 

2 d the children of Israel de- 
parted thence at that time, every 
man to his tribe and to his family, 
and they went out from thence every 
man to his inheritance. 

25 In those days there was no king 
in Israel: every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes.

CHAPTER 1 


OW it came to pass in the days 
when the judges ruled, that 
there was a famine in the land. 
a certain man of Beth-iehem-judah 
went to sojourn in the country of 
Moab, he, and his wife, and his 
two sons.

5 And Mahlon and Chilion died 
also both of them; and the woman 
was left of her two sons and her 
husband. p 

6 q Then she arose with her 
daughters in law, that she might 
return from the country of Moab: 
for she had heard in the country of 
Moab how that the LorpD had 
visited his people in giving them 
bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out 

of the place where she was, and her 
two daughters in law with her; and

they went on the way to return unto

d Naomi said unto her two 
daughters in law, Go, return each 
to her mother’s house: the LORD 
deal kindly with you, as ye have 
dealt with the dead, and with me. 

9 The LorD grant you that ye may 
find rest, each of you in the house 
of her husband. Then she kissed 
hema and they lifted up their voice, 
an 

10 And ey said unto her, Surely 
we will return with thee unto thy 
people. 

11 And Naomi said, Turn again, 
my daughters: why will ye go with 
me? are there yet any more sons 
in my womb, that they may be your 
husbands? 

12 Turn again, my daughters, go 
your way; for I am too old to have 
an husband. If I should say, I have 
hope, if I should have an husband 
also to night, and should also bear 
sons 

13 Would ye tarry for them till they 
were grown? would ye stay for 
them from having husbands? nay, 
my daughters; for it grieveth me 


much for your sakes that the hand 


of the LORD is gone out against me. 
14 And they lifted up their voice, 
and wept again: and Orpah kissed 
her mother in law; but Ruth clave 
unto her. f ; 

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister 
in lawis gone back unto her people, 
and unto her gods: return thou after 
thy sister in law 

16 And Ruth said, Entreat me not 
to leave thee. or to return from 
following after thee: for whither 
thou goest, I will go; and where thou 
lodgest, I will lodge: thy people 
shall be my people, and thy God my 


God: 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, 
and there will I be buried: the LORD 
do so to me, and more also, if aught 
but death part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was 
steadfastly minded to go with her, 
then she left speaking unto her. 

19 § So they two went until they 
came to Beth-lehem. And it came to 
pass, when they were come to 
Beth-lehem, that all the city was 
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moved about them, and they said, 
Is this Naomi? 

20 And she said ante them, Call 
me not Naomi, c e Mara: for 
the Almighty hath dealt’ very bitterly 
with me. 

21 I went out full, and the Lorp 
hath brought me home again empty: 
why then call ye me Naomi, seeing 
the Lorp hath testified against me, 
and the Almighty hath afflicted me? 

22 So Naomi returned, and Ruth 
the Moabitess, her daughter i in law, 
with her, which returned out of the 
country of Moab: and they came to 
Beth-lehem in the beginning of 
barley harvest. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND Naomi had a kinsman of 

her husband’s, a mighty man of 
wealth, of the family of Elimelech; 
and his name was Boaz. 

2 And Ruth the Moabitess said unto 
Naomi, Let me now go to the field, 
and glean ears of corn after him in 
whose sight I shall find grace. And 
she said unto her, Go, my daughter. 

ad she went, and came, and 
aaa in the field after the reapers:

7 And che said, I pray you, let me 
glean and gather aiter the reapers 
among the sheaves: so she came, 
and hath continued even from the 
morning until now, that she tarried 
a little in the house. 

8 Then said Boaz unto Ruth, 
Hearest thou not, my daughter? Go 
not to glean in another field, neither 
zo from hence, but abide here fast 
by my maidens: 
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O Let thine eyes be on the field that 
they do reap, and go thou after 
them: have I not charged the young 
men that they shall not touch thee? 
and when thou art athirst, go unto 
the vessels, and drink of that which 
the young men have drawn. 

10 Then she fell on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and 
said unto him, y have I found 
grace in thine eyes, that thou 
shouldest take knowledge of me, 
seeing I am a stranger? 

11 And Boaz answered and said 
unto her, It hath fully been shewed 
me, all that thou hast done unto thy 
mother in law since the death of 
thine husband: and how thou hast 
left thy father and thy mother, and 
the land of thy nativity, and art 
come unto a people which thou 
knewest not heretofore. 

12 The LORD recompense thy 
work, and a full reward be given 
thee of the LORD God of Israel, 
under whose wings thou art come 
to trust. 

13 Then she said, Let me find 
favour in thy sight, my lord; for 
that thou hast comforted me, and 
for that thou hast spoken friendly 
unto thine handmaid, though I be 
not. like unto one of thine hand- 
maidens. 

14 And Boaz said unto her, At 
mealtime come thou hither, and eat 
of the bread, and dip thy morsel in 
the vinegar. And she sat beside the 
reapers: and he reached her parched 
corn, and she did eat, and was 
sufficed, and left. 

15 And when she was risen up to 
glean, Boaz commanded his young 
man, saying, Let her glean even 
onpas, the sheaves, and reproach 

er 

16 And let fall also some of the 
handfuls of purpose for her, and 
leave them, that she may glean 
them, and rebuke her not, ; 

17 So she gleaned in the field until 
even, and beat out that she had 
gleaned: and it was about an ephah 
of barley. 

18 @ And she took it up, and went 
into the city: and her mother in law 
saw what she had gleaned: and she 
brought forth, and gave to her that 
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she had reserved after she was 
sufficed. 

19 And her mother in law said unto 
her, Where hast thou gleaned to 
day? and where wroughtest thou? 
blessed be he that did take know- 
ledge of thee. And she shewed her 
mother in law with whom she had 
wrought, and said, The man’s name 
with whom I wrought to day is 


Boaz. 

20 And Naomi said unto her 
daughter in law, Blessed be he of 
the LorbD, who hath not left off his 
kindness to the living and to the 
dead. And Naomi said unto her, 
The man is near ot kin unto us, one 
of our next kinsm 

21 And Ruth the MON said, 
He said unto me also, Thou shalt 
keep fast by my young men, until 
they have ended all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter in law, Jt is good, my 
daughter, that thou go out with his 
maidens, that they meet thee not in 
any other field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens 
of Boaz to glean unto the end of 
barley harvest and of wheat harvest; 
and dwelt with her mother in law. 


CHAPTER 3 


HEN Naomi her mother in law 

said unto her, My daughter, 
shall I not seek rest for thee, that it 
may be well with thee? 

d now is not Boaz of our 
kindred, with whose maidens thou 
wast? Behold, he winnoweth barley 
to night in the threshingfloor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and 
anoint thee, and put thy raiment 
upon thee, and get thee down to the 
floor: buf make not thyself known 
unto the man, until he shall have 
done eating and drinking.

11 And now, my daughter, fear 
not; I will do to thee all that thou 
requirest: for all the city of my 
people doth know that thou avi a 
virtuous woman 

12 And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman: howbeit there is a 
kinsman nearer than I. 

13 Tarry this night, and it shall þe 
in the morning, that if he will 
perform unto thee the part of a 
kinsman, well; let him do the kins- 
man’s part: but if he will not do the 
part of a kinsman to thee, then will 
I do the part of a kinsman to thee, 
as the LORD liveth: lie down until 
the morning 

14 q And ae lay at his feet until 
the morning: and she rose up before 
one could know another. And he 
said, Let it not be known that a 
woman came into the floor. 

15 Also he said, Bring the veil that 
thou hast upon thee, and hold it. 
And when she held it, he measured 
six measures of barley, and laid it 
on her: and she went into the city.

8 Therefore the kinsman said unto 
Boaz, Buy it for thee. So he drew off 
his shoe. 

9 q And Boaz said unto the elders, 
and unto all the people, Ye are 
witnesses this day, that I have 
bought all that was Elimelech’s, and 
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all that was Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, 


of the hand of Naomi. 

10 Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, 
the wife of Mahlon, have I pur- 
chased to be my wife, to raise up 
the name of the dead upon his 
inheritance, that the name of the 
dead be not cut off from among 
his brethren, and from the gate of 
his place: ye are witnesses this day. 

11 And all the people that were in 
the gate, and the elders, said, We 
are witnesses.

and why eatest thou not? and why 
is thy heart grieved? am not I better 
to thee than ten sons? 

So Hannah rose up after they 
had eaten in Shiloh, and after they 
had drunk. Now Eli the priest sat 
upon a seat by a post of the temple 
of the LORD. RAY 

10 And she was in bitterness of 
soul, and prayed unto the LORD, and 
wept sore. 

11 And she vowed a vow, and said, 
O LORD of hosts, if thou wiit indeed 
look on the affliction of thine hand- 
maid, and remember me, and not 
forget thine handmaid, but wilt give 
unto thine handmaid a man child, 
then I will give him unto the LORD 
all the days of his life, and there 
shall no razor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she 
continued praying before the LORD, 
that Eli marked her mouth. |.

14 And Eli said unto her, How long 
wilt thou be drunken? put away thy

15 And Hannah answered and said, 
No, my lord, I am a woman of a 
sorrowful spirit: I have drunk neither 
wine nor strong drink, but have 
poured out my soul before the LORD. 

16 Count not thine handmaid for a 
daughter of Belial: for out of the 
abundance of my complaint and 
grief have I spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli answered and said, Go 
in peace: and the God of Israel grant 
thee thy petition that thou hast 
asked of 

18 And she ‘said, Let thine hand- 
maid find grace in thy sight. So the 
woman went her way, and did eat, 
and her countenance was no more 


sad. 
Sig G And they rose up in the 
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morning early, and worshipped 
before the LORD, and returned, and

26 And she said, Oh my lord, as 
thy soul liveth, my lord, I am the 
woman that stood by thee here, 
praying unto the LORD.

CHAPTER 2 


ND Hannah prayed, and said, 
My heart rejoiceth in the LORD, 
mine horn is exalted in the LORD:

2 There is none holy as the LORD: 
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for there is none beside thee:

4 The bows of the mighty men aye 
Uken, and they that stumbied are 
girded with strength. 

5 They that were full have hired 
out themselves for bread; and they 
that were hungry ceased: so that 
the barren hath born seven; and 
she that hath many children is 
waxed feeble. 

6 The LORD killeth, and maketh 
alive: he bringeth down to the grave, 
and bringeth up. 

7 The LORD maketh poor, and 
maketh rich: he bringeth low, and 
lifteth up. 

8 He raiseth up the poor out of 
the dust, and lifteth up the beggar 
from the. dunghill, to set them 
among princes, and to make them 
inherit the throne of glory: for the 
pillars of the earth are the LoRD’s, 
and he hath set the world upon 

em. 

9 He will keep the feet of his 
saints, and the wicked shall be 
silent in darkness; for by strength 
shall no man prevail. 

10 The adversaries of the LORD 
shall be broken to pieces; out of 
heaven shall he thunder upon them: 
the LORD shall judge the ends of 
the earth; and he shall give strength 
unto his king, and exalt the horn of 
his anointed. 

11 And Elkanah went to Ramah to 
his house. And the child did min- 
ister sae the LORD before Eli the 

pries 

12 q Now the sons of Eli were sons 
of Belial; they knew not the LORD. 

13 And the priests’? custom with 
the people was, that, when any man 
offered sacrifice, the 'priest’s servant 
came, while the flesh was in seeth- 
ing, with a fleshhook of three teeth 
in his hand; 

14 And he struck 7¢ into the pan, 
or kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that 
the fleshhook brought up the priest 
took for himself. So they did in 
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Shiloh unto all the Israelites that 
came thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, 
the priest’s servant came, and said 
to the man that sacrificed, Give 
flesh to roast for the priest; “for he 

not have sodden flesh of thee, 
but raw. 

16 And if any man said unto him, 
Let them not fail to burn the fat 
presently, and then take as much 
as thy soul desireth; then he would 
answer him, Nay; ‘but thou shalt 
give it me now: and if not, I 
take if by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of the young 
men was very great before the 
LORD: for men abhorred the offering 
of the LORD. 

18 But Samuel ministered before 
the LORD, being a child, girded with 
alinenephod. 

19 Moreover his mother made 
him a little coat, and brought if to

tion. 

23 And he said unto them, Why do 
ye such things? for I hear of your 
evil dealings by ail this people. 

24 Nay, my sons; for 7f is no good 
report that I hear: ye make the 
LORD’s people to transgress. 

25 If ene man sin against another, 
the judge shall judge him: but ifa 
man sin against the LORD, who shall 
entreat for him? Notwithstanding 
they hearkened not unto the voice 
of their father, because the LORD 
would slay them. 

26 And the child Samuel grew on, 
and was in favour both with the 
LORD, and also with men. 





Prophecy against Eli’s house 


27 q And there came a man of God 
unto Eli, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the LORD, Did I plainly appear 
unto the house of thy father, when 
they were in Egypt in Pharaoh’s 
house? 

28 And did I choose him out of all 
the tribes of Israel fo be my priest, 
to offer upon mine altar, to burn 
incense, to wear an ephod before 

me? and did I give unto the house 
of thy father ali the offerings made 
by fire of the children of Israel? 

29 Wherefore kick ye at my 
sacrifice and at mine offering, 
which I have commanded in my 
habitation; and honourest thy sons 
above me, to make yourselves fat 
with the chiefest of all the offerings 
of Israel my people? 

30 Wherefore the Lorp God of 
Israel saith, I said indeed ‘that thy 
house, and the house of thy father, 
should walk before me for ever: 
but now the Lorp saith, Be it far 
from me; for them that honour me 
I wiil honour, and they that despise 
me shall be lightly esteemed. 

31 Behold, the days come, that I 
will cut off ff thine arm, and the arm

32 Aad thou shalt see an enemy 
in my habitation, in all the wealth 
which God shall give israel: and 
there shali not be an old 
thine house for ever. 

33 And the man of thine, whom I 
shall not cut off from mime altar, 
shall be to consume thine eyes, and 
to grieve thine heart: and all the 
increase of thine house shall die in 
flower of their age. 

4 And this shall be a sign unto 
he that shall come upon thy two 
sons, on Hophni and Phinehas; in 
one a, they shall die both of them. 

35 And I will raise me up a faithful 
priest, fies shall do according to 
that which is in mine heart and in 
my mind: and I will build him a sure 
house; and he shail walk before 
mine anointed for ever. 

36 And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left in thine house 
shall come and crouch to him for a 
piece of silver and a morsel of

CHAPTER 3 


ND the child Samuel ministered

And he 
answered, I called not, my son; lie 


own again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know 
the LORD, neither was the word of 
the LORD yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lorp called Samuel 
again the third time. And he arose 
and went to Eli, and said, Here am 
I; for thou didst call me. And Eli 
perceived that the LorpD had called 
the child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, 

o, lie down: and it shall be, if he 
call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, 
LORD; for thy servant heareth. So 
sae went and lay down in his 

10 And the LORD came, and stood, 
and called as at other times, Samuel, 
Samuel. Then Samuel answered, 
Speak; for thy servant heareth. 

11 q And the LORD said to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Israel, 
at which both the ears of every one 
that heareth it shall tingle. 

12 In that day I will perform against 
Eli all things which I have spoken 
concerning his house: when I begin, 
I will also make an end. 
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13 For I have told him that I will 
judge his house for ever for the 
iniquity which he knoweth; because 
his sons made themselves ‘vile, and 
ne restrained them not. 

4 And therefore I have sworn 
ae the house of Eli, that the 
iniquity of Eli’s house shall not be 
purged with sacrifice nor offering 
for ever. 

= Q And Samuel lay until the 

morning, and opened the doors of 
the house of the LORD. And Samuel 
feared to shew Eli the vision. 

16 Then Eli called Samuel, and 
said, Samuel, my son. And he 
answered, Here am I. 

17 And he said, What is the thing 
that the Lorp hath said unto thee? 
I pray thee hide i¢ not from me: 
God do so to thee, and more also, 
if thou hide any thing from me of all 
the things that he said unto thee. 

18 And Samuel told him every 
whit, and hid nothing from him. 
And he said, It is the LORD: let him 
do what seemeth him good. 

19 And Samuel grew, and the 
LORD was with him, and did let none 
of his words fall to the ground. 

20 And alli Israel from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was

CHAPTER 4 


ND the word of Samuel came

8 Woe unto us! who shall deliver 
us out of the hand of these mighty 
Gods? these are the Gods that 
smote the Egyptians with all the 
plagues in the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men, O ye Philistines, that ye 
be not servants unto the Hebrews, 
as they have been to you: quit your- 
selves like men, and t. 

10 And the Philistines fought, 
and Israel was smitten, and they 
fled every man into his tent: and 
there was a very great Sanser; 
for there fell of Israel thirty thou- 
sand footmen 

11 And the ate of God was taken; 
and the two sons of Eli, Hophni and 
Phinehas, were slain. 

12 q And there ran a man of Ben- 
jamin out of the army, and came to 
Shiloh the same day with his clothes 
rent, and with earth upon his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
upon a seat by the wayside watching: 
for his heart trembled for the ark of 

od. And when the man came into 
the city, and told 2¢, all the city cried 


out. 
14 And when Eli heard the noise 
of the crying, he said, What meaneth

the noise of this tumult? And the 
man came in hastily, and told Eli. 

15 Now Eli was ninety and eight 
years old; and his eyes were dim, 
that he could not see. t 

16 And the man said unto Eli, I 
am he that came out of the army, 
and I fied to day out of the army. 
And he said, What is there done, my 
son? 

17 And the messenger answered 
and said, Israel is fled before the 
Philistines, and there hath been also 
a great slaughter among the people, 
and thy two sons also, Hophni and 
Phinehas, are dead, and the ark of 
God is taken. 

18 And it came to pass, when he 
made mention of the ark of God, 
— he fell from off the seat back- 

by the side of the gate, and 
his. neck brake, and he died: for he 
was an old man, and heavy. And he 
had judged Israel forty years. 

9 d his daughter in law, 
Phinehas’ wife, was with child, near 
to be delivered: and when she 
heard the tidings that the ark of 
God was taken, and that her father 
in law and her husband were dead, 
she bowed herself and travailed: 
for her pains came upon her. 

20 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood by her said 
unto her, Fear not: for thou hast 
borne a son. But she answered not, 
neither did she regard if. 

21 And she named the child 
I-chabod, saying, The glory is de- 
parted from Israel: because the ark 
of God was taken, and because of 
her father in law and her husband. 

22 And she said, The glory is 
departed from Israel: for the ark of 
God is taken. 


CHAPTER 5 


ND the Philistines took the ark 
of God, and brought it from 

Eben-ezer unto Ashdo d. 

2 When the Philistines took the 
ark of God, they brought it into the 
house of Dagon, and setit by Dagon. 

3 @ And when they of Ashdod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon 
was fallen upon his face to the earth 
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before the ark of the LORD. And 
they took Dagon, and set him in his 
place again. 

4 And when they arose early on 
the morrow morning, behold, Dagon 
was fallen upon his face to the 
ground before the ark of the LORD;

5 Therefore neither the priests of 
Dagon, nor any that come into 
Dagon’s house, tread on the thres- 
Hold of Dagon in Ashdod unto this 


6 But the hand of the LORD was 
heavy upon them of Ashdod, and he 
destroyed them, and smote them 
with emerods, even Ashdod and the 
coasts thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod 
saw that it was so, they said, The 
ark of the God of Israel shall not 
abide with us: for his hand is sore 
upon us, and upon Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered 
all the lords of the Philistines unto 
them, and said, What shali we do 
with the ark of the God of Israel? 
And they answered, Let the ark of 
the God of Israel be carried about 
unto Gath. And they carried the ark 
of the God of Israel about thither. 

9 And it was so, that, after they had 
cond it about, the hand of the 
LORD was against the city with a 
very great destruction: and he smote 
the men of the city, both small and 
great, and they had emerods in their 
secret parts. 

10 @ Therefore they sent the ark 
of God to Ekron. And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ekron, 
that the Ekronites cried out, saying, 
They have brought about the ark of 
the God of Israel to us, to slay us 
and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered 
together all the lords of the Phili- 
stines, and said, Send away the ark 
of the God of Israel, and let it go 
again to his own place, that it slay 
us not, and our people: for there 
wasa deadly destruction throughout 
all the city; es hand of God was 
very heavy ther 

12 And the nek ‘that died not were 
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smitten with the emerods: and the 
cry of the city went up to heaven. 


CHAPTER 6 


ND the ark of the LORD was in 

the country of the Philistines 
seven months. 

2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, 
What shall we do to the ark of the 
LORD? tell us wherewith we shall 
send it to his place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away 
tire ark of the God of Israel, send it 
not empty; but in any wise return 

a trespass offering: then ye 
shall be healed, and it shall be 
known to you why his hand is not 
removed from you. 

4 Then said Phas What shall be 
the trespass offering which we shall 
return to ? They answered, Five 
golden emerods, and five golden 
mice, according to the number of 
the lords of the Philistines: for one 
piagie was on you all, and on your 
ords. 

5 Wherefore ye shall make images 
of your emerods, and images of 
your mice that mar the land; and ye 
shall give glory unto the God of 
Israel: peradventure he will lighten 
his hand from off you, and from off 
your gods, and from off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden 
your hearts, as the Egyptians and 
Pharaoh hardened their hearts? 
when he had wrought wonderfully 
among them, did they not let the 
people go, and they departed? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring their 
calves home from them: 

8 And take the ark of the LORD, 
and lay it upon the cart; and put the 
jewels of gold, which ye return him 
for a trespass offering, in a coffer 
by the side thereof; and send it 
away, that it may go. 

d see, if it goeth up by the 
way of his own coast to Beth-she- 
mesh, then he hath done us this 
great evil: but if not, then we shall 
know that it is not his hand that 
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smote us; it was a chance that 
happened to us. 

10 q And the men did so; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to the 
cart, and shut up their calves at 
home: 

11 And they laid the ark of the 
LORD upon the cart, and the coffer 
with the mice of gold and the images 
= their emerods. 

d the kine took the straight 
Le to the way of Beth-shemesh, 
and went along the highway, lowing 
as they went, and turned not aside 
to the right hand or fo the left; and 
the lords of the Philistines went 
after them unto the border of 
Beth-shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley: and they lifted up their eyes, 
and saw the ark, and rejoiced to see 


it. 

14 And the cart came into the field 
of Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood 
there, where there was a great 
stone: and they clave the wood of 
the cart, and offered the kine a 
burnt offering unto the LORD. 

15 And the Levites took down the 
ark of the LORD, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of 
gold were, and put them on the 
great stone: and the men of 
Beth-shemesh offered burnt offer- 
ings and sacrificed sacrifices the 
same day unto the LORD. 

16 And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen it, they re- 
turned to Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden 
emerods which the Philistines re- 
turned for a trespass offering unto 
the LORD; for Ashdod one, for 
Gaza one, for Askelon one, for Gath 
one, for Ekron one; 

18 And the golden mice, according 
to the number of all the cities of the 
Philistines belonging to the five 
lords, both of fenced cities, and of 
country villages, even unto the 
great stone of Abel, whereon they 
set down the ark of the LORD: 
which stone remaineth unto this 
day in the field of Joshua, the 
Beth-shemite. 

19 q And he smote the men of 
Beth-shemesh, because they had 
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looked into the ark of the LORD, 
even he smote of the people 
thousand and threescore and ten 
men: and the people lamented, 
because the Lorp had smitten 
many of the people with a great 
a. 

0 And the men of Beth-shemesh 
en Who is able to stand before 
this ‘holy LorD God? and to whom 
shall he go up from us? 

21 q And they sent messengers to 
the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, 
saying, The Philistines have brought 
again the ark of the LORD; come ye 
down, and fetch it up to you. 


CHAPTER 7 


ND the men of Kirjath-jearim 

came, and fetched up the ark of 
the LORD, and brought it into the 
house of Abinadab in the hill, and 
sanctified Eleazar his son to keep 
the ark of the LORD. 

2 And it came to pass, while the 
ark abode in Kirjath-jearim, that 
the time was long; for it was twenty 
years: and all the house of Israel 
lamented after the LORD.

d Samuel judged the children of 
Israel in Mizpeh. 

d hEn the Philistines heard 
that the children of Israel were 
gathered together to Mizpeh, the 
lords of the Philistines went up 
against Israel. And when the 
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children of Israel heard if, they were 
afraid of the Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said 
to Samuel, Cease not to cry unto 
the LoRD our God for us, that he 
will save us out of the hand of the 
ee 

9 q And Samuel took a sucking 
lamb, and offered it for a burnt 
offering wholly unto the LORD: and 
Samuel cried unto the LORD for 
Israel; and the LORD heard him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering up 
the burnt offering, the Philistines 
drew near to battle against Israel: 
but the LORD thundered with a great 
thunder on that day upon the 
Philistines, and discomfited them; 
and they were smitten before Israel. 

11 And the men of Israel went out 

of Mizpeh, and pursued the Phili- 
stines, and smote them, until they 
came under Beth-car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and 
set it between Mizpeh and Shen, 
and called the name of it Eben-ezer, 
saying, Hitherto hath the LORD 
helped us. 

13 G So the Philistines were sub- 
dued, and they came no more into 
the coast of Israel: and the hand of 
the LORD was against the Philistines 
all the days of Samuel. 

14 And the cities which the Phili- 
stines had taken from Israel were 
restored to Israel, from Ekron even 
unto Gath; and the coasts thereof 
did Israel deliver out of the hands 
of the Philistines. And there was 
peace between Israel and the 

orites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all 
the days of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and 
Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all 
those places. 

1 d his return was to Ramah; 
for there was his house; and there 
he judged Israel; and there he 
built an altar unto the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8 


ND it came to pass, when

9 Now, therefore hearken unto 
their voice: howbeit yet protest 
solemnly unto them, and shew them 
the manner of the king that shall

0 d And Samuel told all the words 
of the LorpD unto the people that 
Razed of a king. 

11 And he oad: This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He take your sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for 
his chariots, and fo be his horsemen; 
and some shall run before his 
chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over fifties; and will set them to ear 
his ground, and to reap his harvest, 
and to make his instruments of war,

d he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
even the best of them, and give 
them to his servants.

Saul when he heard those tidings, 
and his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent 
them throughout all the coasts of 
Israel by the hands of messengers, 
saying, Whosoever cometh not forth 
after Saul and after Samuel, so shail 
it be done unto his oxen. ‘And the 
fear of the LORD fell on the people, 
and they came out with one consent.

15 But if ye will not a the voice 
of the LORD, but rebel against the 
commandment of the LORD, then 
shall the hand of the LORD be 
against you, as it was against your 
fathers.

17 Js it not wheat harvest to day? 
I will call unto the LORD, and he

CHAPTER 13 


AUL reigned one year; and 

when he had reigned two years 
_— Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of Israel; whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Michmash and i in 
mount Beth-el, and a thousand were 
with J onathan in Gibeah of Benja- 
min: and the rest of the people he 
sent every man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison 
of the Philistines that was in on 
and the Philistines heard of it. An 
Saul blew the trumpet EOIN 
all the land, saying, Let the He- 
brews hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that 
Saul had smitten a garrison of the 
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Philistines, and that Israel also was 
had in abomination with the Phili- 
stines. And the people were called 
together after Saul to Gilgal. 

5 q And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to ht with 
Israel, thirty thousand chariots, 
and six thousand horsemen, and 
people as the sand which is on the 
sea shore in multitude: and they 
came up, and pitched in Michmash, 
eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the people 
were distressed,) then the people 
did hide themselves in caves, and in 
thickets, and in rocks, and in high 
places, and in pits. 

d some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 Q And fies tarried seven days, 
according to the set time that Samuel 
had appointed: but Samuel came 
not to Gilgal; and the people were 
scattered from him. 

Saul said, Bring hither a 
burnt offering to me, and peace 
offerings. And he offered the burnt 
offering. | 

10 And it came to pass, that as 
soon as he had made an end of 
offering the burnt offering, behold, 
Samuel came; and Saul went out to 
meet him, that he might salute him. 

liq And Samuel said, What hast 
thou done? And Saul said, Because 
I saw that the people were scattered 
from me, and that thou camest not 
within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Michmas 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines 
will come down now upon me to 
Gilgal, and I have not made suppli- 
cation unto the LORD: I forced 
myself therefore, and offered a 
burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not 
kept the commandment of the LORD 
thy God, which he commanded thee: 
for now would the LoRD have 
established thy kingdom upon Israel 
for ever. f 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
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continue: the LORD hath sought 

a man after his own heart, and 
the Lorp hath commanded him fo 
be captain over his people, because 
thou hast not kept that which the 
LORD commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of 
Benjamin. And Saul numbered a 
people that were present with 
about six hundred men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were present 
with them, abode in Gibeah of 
Benjamin: but the Philistines en- 
camped in Michmash. 

i7 { And the spoilers came out of 
the camp of the ee in three 
companies: one comp turned 
unto the way that leadeth to to Opheah, 
unto the land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned 
the way fo Beth-horon: and another 
company turned fo the way of the 
border that looketh to the valley of 
pies toward the wilderness. 

9 G Now there was no smith found 
dhisushent all the land of Israel: 
for the Philistines said, Lest the 
Bevan make them swords or 


SBO But all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his coulter, and 
his axe, and his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the 
mattocks, and for the coulters, and 
for the forks, and for the axes, and 
to sharpen the goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any 
of the people that were with Saul 
and Jonathan: but with Saul and 
with Jonathan his son was there 


found. 

23 And the garrison of the Phili- 
stines went out to the passage of 
Michmash. 


CHAPTER 14 


OW it came to pass upon a day, 
that Jonathan the son of Saul 
said unto the young man that bare 
his armour, Come, and let us go 
over to the Philistines’ garrison, 
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Jonathan and the Philistines 


that is on the other side. But he told 
not his father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegranate 


tree which is in Migron: and the 
people that were with were 
eee six hundred men; 

Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, 
Uekabod’s brother, the son of Phine- 
has, the son of Eli, the LORD’s priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And 
the people knew not that Jonathan 
was gon 

4q And ‘between the passages, by 
which Jonathan sought to go over 
unto the Philistines’ garrison, there 
was a sharp rock on the one side, 
and a sharp rock on the other side: 
and the name of the one was Bozez, 
and the name of the other Seneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was 
situate northward over against Mich- 
mash, and the other southward over 
against Gibeah. 

6 And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, 
and let us go over unto the garrison 
of these uncircumcised: it may be 
that the LorD will work for us: for 
there is no restraint to the LORD to 
save by many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him, Do all that is in thine heart: 
turn thee: behold, I am with thee 
according to thy heart. 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, we 
will pass over unto these men, ‘and 
we will discover ourselves unto 
them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tarry 
until we come to you; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up 
unto us; then we go up: for the 
LORD hath delivered them into our 
resi and this shall be a sign unto 


“it And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 

hilistines: and the Philistines said, 
Behold, the Hebrews come forth 
out of the holes where they had hid 
themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison 
answered Jonathan and his armour- 
bearer, and said, Come up to us, and 
we will shew you a thing. And

Jonathan said unto his armour- 
bearer, Come up after me: for the 
Lorp hath delivered them into the 
hand of Israel. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armourbearer after him: and they 
fell before Jonathan; and his armour- 
bearer slew after 

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jonathan and his armourbearer 
made, was about twenty men, within 
as it were an half acre of land, 
which a yoke of oxen might 


blow 

15 And there was trembling in the 
host, in the field, and among all the 
people: the garrison, and the 
spoilers, they also trembled, and 
the earth quaked: so it was a very 
great trembling. 

16 And the Witehisecn of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and, 
behold, the multitude melted away, 
and they went on beating down one 
another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, 
and see who is gone from us. 
when they had numbered, behold, 
Jonathan and his armourbearer 
were not there. | 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark 
of God was at that time with the 
children of Israel. 

19 Q And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that the 
noise that was in the host of the 
Philistines went on and increased: 
and Saul said unto the priest, With- 
draw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people 
that were with him assembled them- 
selves, and they came to the battle: 
and, behold, every man’s sword was 
against his fellow, and there was a 
very great discomfiture. 

21 Moreover the Hebrews that 
were with the Philistines before 
that time, which went up with them 
into the camp from the country 
round about, even they also turned 
to be with the Israelites that were 
with Saul and Jonathan. 

22 Likewise all the men of Israel 
which had hid themselves in mount 
Ephraim, when they heard that the 
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Philistines fled, even they also 
followed hard after them in the 
battle. 

23 So the LorD saved Israel that 
day: and the battle passed over unto 
Beth-aven. 

24 ( And the men of Israel were 
distressed that day: for Saul had 
adjured the people, saying, Cursed 
be the man that eateth any food 
until evening, that I may be avenged 
on mine enemies. So none of the 
people tasted any food. l 

And all they of the land came 
to a wood; and there was honey upon 
the ground. 

26 And when the people were 
come into the wood, behold, the 
honey dropped; but no man put his 
hand to his mouth: for the people 
feared the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when 
his father charged the people with 
the cath: wherefore he put forth 
the end of the rod that was in his 
hand, and dipped it in an honey- 
comb, and put his hand to his 
mouth; and his eyes were en- 
lightened. 

28 Then answered one of the 
people, and said, Thy father straitly 
charged the people with an cath, 
saying, Cursed be the man that 
eateth any food this day. And the 
people were faint. 

29 Then said Jonathan, My father 
hath troubled the land: see, I pray 
you, how mine eyes have been 
enlightened, because I tasted a 
little of this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely to day of the 
spoil of their enemies which they 
found ? for had there not been now a 
much greater slaughter among the 
Philistines? 

31 And they smote the Philistines 
that day from Michmash to Aijalon: 
and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, 
and calves, and slew them on the 
ground: and the people did eat them 
with the blood. i 

33 q Then they told Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against the 
LORD, in that they eat with the 
blood. And he said, Ye have trans- 
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exrsceds roll a great stone unto me 
34 And Saul said, Disperse your- 
selves among the people, and say 
unto them, Bring me hither every 
man his ox, and every man his 
sheep, and slay them here, and eat; 
and sin not against the LORD in 
eating with the blood. And ali the 
people brought every man his ox 
wit Px him that night, and slew them 


ther 

35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lorp: the same was the first altar 
thal he built unto the LORD. 

6 J And Saul said, Let us go down 
a the Philistines by night, and 
spoil them until the morning light, 
and let us not leave a man of them. 

they said, Do whatsoever 
seemeth good unto thee. Then said 
the priest, Let us draw near hither 
unto God. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Philistines? ? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand 
o eel But he answered him not 

a 

38 Ana Saul said, Draw ye near 
hither, all the chief of the people: 
and know and see wherein this sin 
hath been this day. 

39 For, as the Loe liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it be in 
Jonathan my son, he shall surely 
die. But there was not a man among 
all the people that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israei, Be 
ye on one side, and I and Jonathan 
my son wili be on the other side. 
And the people said unto Saul, Do 
what seemeth good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the 
LORD God of Israel, Give a perfect 
lot. And Saul and Jonathan were 
taken: but the people escaped. 

42 And Saul said, Cast lofts between 
me and Jonathan my son. And 
Jonathan was taken. 

43 Then Saul said to Jonathan, 
Tell me what thou hast done. And 
Jonathan told him, and said, I did 
but taste a little honey with the end 
of the rod that was in mine hand, 
and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so 
and more also: for thou shait surely 
die, Jonathan. 
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Saul’s adjuration 


45 And the people said unto Saul, 
Shall Jonathan die, who hath 
wrought this great salvation in 
Israel? God forbid: as the LORD 
liveth, there shall not one hair of his 
head fall to the ground; for he hath 
wrought with God this day. So the 
people rescued Jonathan, that he 
died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from follow- 
ing the Philistines: and the Phili- 
stines went to their own place. 

47 { So Saul took the kingdom over 
Israel, and fought against all his 
enemies on every side, against 
Moab, and against the children of 
Ammon, and against Edom, and 
against the kings of Zobah, and 
against the Philistines: and whither- 
spemer he turned himself, he vexed 


48 And he gathered an host, and 
smote the Amalekites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were 
Jonathan, and Ishui, and Melchi- 
shua: and the names of his two 
daughters were these; the name of 
the firstborn Merab, and the name 
of the younger Michal: 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife 
was Ahinoam, the daughter of 
Ahimaaz: and the name of the 
captain of his host was Abner, the 
son of Ner, Saul’s uncle.

11 When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they 
were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 q Now David was the son of that 
Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
whose name was Jesse; and he had 
eight sons: and the man went among

Saul. 

13 And the three eldest sons of

6 And the young man that told 
him said, As I happened by chance 
upon mount Gilboa, behold, Saul 
leaned upon his spear; and, lo, the 
chariots and horsemen followed 
hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, 
he saw me, and called unto me.

d he said unto me, Who a 
thou? And I answered him, I a 
an Amalekite. 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I 
pray thee, upon me, and slay me: 
for anguish is come upon me, 
because my life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew 
him, because I was sure that he 
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could not live after that he was 
allen: and I took the crown that 
was upon his head, and the bracelet 
that was on his arm, and have 
ee them hither unto my lord. 

1 Then David took hold on his 
esthes and rent them; and likewise 
all the men that were with 

12 And they mourned, and wept, 
and fasted until even, for Saul, and 
for Jonathan his son, and for the 
people of the LORD, and for the 
house of Israel: OE Aan they were 
fallen by the swor 

13 d David said unto the 
young man that told him, Whence 
art thou? And he answered, I am 
i son of a stranger, an Amalekite. 

4 And David said unto him, How 
aaa thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the LORD’S 
anointed? 

15 And David called one of the 
young men, and said, Go near, and 
fall upon . And he smote him 
that he died. 

16 And David said unto him, Thy 
blood be upon thy head; for thy 
mouth hath testified against thee, 
saying, I have slain the LORD’S 
anointed. 

17 ( And David lamented with 
this lamentation over Saul and over 
Jonathan his son:

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep 
over Saul, who clothed you fn 
scarlet, with other delights, who 
put on ‘ornaments of gold upon your 
apparel.

CHAPTER 2

8 ( But Abner the son of Ner, 
captain of Saul’s host, took Ish- 
bosheth the son of Bae and brought 
him over to Mahan 

9 And made him lane over: Gilead, 
and over the Ashurites, and over 
Jezreel, and over Ephraim, and over 
Benjamin, and over ail Israel. 

10 Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was 
forty years old when he began to 
reign over Israel, and reigned two 
years. But the house of Judah 
followed David. 

11 And the time that David was 
king in Hebron over the house of 
Judah was seven years and six 
months. 

12 G And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servanis of Ish-bosheth the son 
of Saul, went out from Mahanaim to 
Gibeon. - 

13 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, 
and the servants of David, went out, 
and met together by the pool of 
Gibeon: and they sat down, the one 
on the one side of the pool, and the 
other on the other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young men now arise, and play 
aoe us. And Joab said, Let them 


“iS Then there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, 
which pertained to Ish-bosheth the 
son of Saul, and twelve of the 
servants of David. 

16 And they caught every one his 
fellow by the head, and thrust his 
sword in his fellow’s side; so they 
fell down together: wherefore that 
place was called Helkath-hazzurim, 
which is in Gibeon.

CHAPTER 3 


OW there was long war between —

11 And he could not answer Abner 
a word again, because he feared 


12 q And Abner sent messengers 
to David on his behalf, saying, 
Whose is ae land? saying also, 
Make thy league with me, and, 
behold, my hand shail be with thee, 
m bring about ail Israel unto thee. 

3 4 And he said, Well; I will make 
a pra with thee: but one thing I 
require of thee, that is, Thou shalt 
not see my face, except thou first 
bring Michal Saul’s daughter, when 
thou comest to see my face. 

14 And David sent messengers to 
Ish-bosheth Saul’s son, saying, De- 
liver me my wife Michal, which I 
espoused to me for an hundred 
foreskins of the Philistines. 

15 And Ish-bosheth sent, and took 
her from her husband, even from 
Phaltiel the son of Laish. 

16 And her husband went with her 
along weeping behind her to ce 
hurim. Then said Abner unto 
Go, return. And he returned. 

17 @ And Abner had communica- 
tion with the elders of Israel, saying, 
Ye sought for David in times past 
fo be over you: 

18 Now then do it: for the LORD 
hath spoken of David, saying, By 
the hand of my servant David I will 
save my people Israel out of the 
hand of the Philistines, and out of 
ta hand of all their enemies. 

9 And Abner also spake in the 
ee of Benjamin: and Abner went 
also to speak in the ears of David in 
Hebron all that seemed good to 
Israel, and that seemed good to the 
whole house of Benjamin. 

20 So Abner came to David to 
Hebron, and twenty men with 
And David made Abner and the men 
that were with him a feast. 
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21 And Abner said unto David, I 
will arise and go, and will gather all 
Israel unto my lord the king, that 
they may make a league with thee, 
and that thou mayest reign over all 
that thine heart desireth. And David 
aan vAhner away; and he went in

27 And when Abner was returned 
to Hebron, Joab took him aside in 
the gate to speak with him quietly, 
and smote there under the fifth 
rib, that he died, for the blood of 
Asahel his brother. 

28 q And afterward when David 
heard it, he said, I and my kingdom 
are guiltless before the LORD for 
ever from the blood of Abner the 
son of Ner: 

29 Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
and on all his father’s house; and 
let there not fail from the house of 
Joab one that hath an issue, or that 
is a leper, or that leaneth on a staff, 

or that falleth on the sword, or that 
lacketh bread. 

30 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
slew Abner, because he had slain 
their brother Asahel at Gibeon in 


the battle. 
31 q And David said to Joab, and 
to all the people that were with him, 
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Rend your clothes, and gird you 
with sackcloth, and mourn before 
Abner. And king David himself 
followed the bier. 

32 And they buried Abner in 
Hebron: and the king lifted up his 
voice, and wept at the grave of 
gner and all the people wept.

34 Thy hands were not bound, 
nor thy feet put into fetters: as a 
man falleth before wicked men, so 
fellest thou.

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous person 
in his own house upon his bed? 
shall I not therefore now require his 
blood ‘of your hand, and take you 
away from the e ? 

2 And David commanded his 
young men, and they slew them, 
and cut off their hands and their feet, 
and hanged them up over the pool 
in Hebron. But they took the head 
of Ish-bosheth, and buried i¢ in the 
sepulchre of Abner in Hebron. 
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CHAPTER 5 


HEN came all the tribes of 

Israel to David unto Hebron, 
and spake, saying, Behold, we are 
thy bone and thy fiesh.

Wherefore they said, The 
blind and the lame shall not come 
into the house. 

9 So David dwelt in the fort, and 
called it the city of David.

GAIN, David gathered together 
aali the chosen men of Israel, 
thirty thousand.

CHAPTER 7

2 That the king said unto Nathan 
the prophet, See now, I dwell in an 
house of cedar, but the ark of God 
dwelleth within curtains. 

3 And Nathan said to the king, 
Go, do ail that is in thine heart: for 
the LorD is with thee 

4 G And it came to pass that night, 
that the word of the LORD came unto 
Nathan, saying, $ 

5 Go and tell my servant David, 
Thus saith the LoRD, Shalt thou 
build me an house for me to dwell 


in 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Israel out of 
Egypt, even to this day, but have 
walked i in a tent and in a tabernacle. 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of 
Israel spake I a word with any of 
the tribes of Israel, whom I com- 
manded to feed my people Israel, 
saying, Why build ye not me an 
house of cedar? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith 
the LORD of hosts, I tock thee from 
the sheepcote, from following the 
sheep, to be ruler over my people, 
over Israel: , i 

9 And I was with thee whithersc- 
eyer thou wentest, and have cut off 
all thine enemies out of thy sight, 
and have made thee a great name, 
like unto the name of the great men 
that are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more; 
neither shall the children of wicked- 
ness afflict them any more, as 
DEIJIERME, 

1 And as since the time that I 
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commanded judges fo be over my 
people Israel, and have caused thee 
to rest from all e enemies. Also 
the Lorp telleth thee that he will 
make thee an house. 

12 And when thy days be fulfilied, 
and thou shalt sleep with thy 
fathers, I will set up thy seed after 
thee, which shall proceed out of thy 
bowels, and I will establish his 


gdom. 

13 He shali build an house for my 
name, and I will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall 
be my son. If he commit iniauity, I 
will chasten him with the rod of 
men, and with the stripes of the 
children of men: 

15 But my mercy shali not depart 
away from him, as i took if from 
Saul, whom I put away before

16 And thine house and thy king- 
dom shall be established for ever 
before thee: thy throne shall be 
established for ever. 

17 According to all these words, 
and according to ali this vision, so 
did Nathan speak unto David. 

18 q Then went king David in, and 
sat before the LORD, and he said, 
Who am I, O Lord Gop? and what 
is my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto? j 
_19 And this was yet_a small thing 
in thy sight, O Lord GoD; but thou 
hast spoken also of thy servant’s 
house for a great while to come, 
And is this the manner of man, O 
Lord Gop? 

20 And what can David say more 
unto thee? for thou, Lord Gop, 
knowest thy servant. 

21 For thy word’s sake, and 
according to thine own heart, hast 
thou done all these great things, to 
make thy servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, O 
Lorp God: for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God 
beside thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. | 

23 And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people, even like 
Israel, whom God went to redeem 
for a people to himself, and to make 

a name, and to do for you great 
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things and terrible, for thy land, 
before thy people, which thou 
redeemedst to thee from Egypt, 
from the nations and their gods? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to 
thyself thy people Israel fo be a 
people unto thee for ever: and thou, 
LORD, art become their God. 

2 d now, O LORD God, the 
word that thou hast spoken con- 
cerning thy servant, and concerning 
his house, establish it for ever, and 
do as thou hast said. 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, saying, The LORD of hosts 
is the God over Israel: and let the 
house of thy servant David be 
established before thee. 

27 For thou, O LORD of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast_ revealed to thy 
servant, saying, I will build thee an 
house: therefore hath thy servant 
found in his heart to pray this 
prayer unto thee. 

d now, O Lord Gop, thou 
arí that God, and thy words be true, 
and thou hast promised this good- 
ness unto thy servant: 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, 
that it may continue for ever before 
thee: for thou, O Lord Gop, hast 
spoken if: and with thy blessing let 
the house of thy servant be blessed 
for ever. : 


CHAPTER 8 


ND after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philistines, 
and subdued them: and David took 
Metheg-ammah out of the hand of 
the Philistines.

en Toi king of Hamath 
heard that David had smitten all 
the host of Hadadezer, ; 

10 Then Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to salute him, and 
to bless him, because he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten 
him: for Hadadezer had wars with 
Toi. And Joram brought with him 
vessels of silver, and vessels of gold, 
and vessels of brass: 

Which also king David did 
dedicate unto the LORD, with the 
silver and gold that he had dedicated 
of all nations which he subdued;

And David 
said, Mephibosheth. And he ans- 
wered, Behold thy servant!, 

7 q And David said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee 
kindness for Jonathan thy father’s 
sake, and wili restore thee all the 
land of Saul thy father; and thou 
shait eat bread at my table con- 
tinually, , ; 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What is thy servant, that thou 
shouldest look upon such a dead 
dog as Iam? 

9 4 Then the king called to Ziba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, 
I have given unto thy master’s son 
all that pertained to Saul and to all 
his house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, 
and thy servants, shall till the land

42 And the king sent and called 
for Shimei, and said unto him, Did 
I not make thee to swear by the 
LORD, and protested unto thee, 
saying, Know for a certain, on the 
day thou goest out, and walkest 
abroad any, whither, that thou shalt 
surely die? and thou saidst unto 
me Ane word that I have heard is 
good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the LORD, and the command- 
ment that I have charged thee with? 

44 The king said moreover to 
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Shimei, Thou , knowest .ali the 

wickedness which thine heart is 

privy to, that thou didst to David 

my father: therefore the LORD 

shall return thy wickedness upon 
e own head; 

45 And king Solomon shall be 
blessed, and the throne of David 
shall be established before the 
LORD for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Be- 
naiah the son of Jehoiada; which 
= a i fell upon him, that he 

the kingdom was estab- 
lished i in ae hand of Solomon. 


CHAPTER 3 


ND Solomon made affinity with 

Pharaoh king of Egypt, and took 
Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought 
her into the city of David, until he 
had made an end of building his 
own house, and the house of the 
LORD, and the wail of Jerusalem 
round about. 

2 Only the people sacrificed i in high 
places, because there was no house 
built unto the name of the LORD, 
until those days. 

3 And Solomon loved the LORD, 
walking in the statutes of David his 
father: only he sacrificed and burnt 
incense in high places. 

And the king went to Gibeon to 
sacrifice there; for that was the 
great high place: a thousand burnt 
offerings did Solomon offer upon 
that altar 

5 q In Gibeon the LORD appeared 
to Solomon in a dream by night: 
= God said, Ask what I shall give 

ee. 

6 And Solomon said, Thou hast 
shewed unto thy servant David my 
father great mercy, according as he 
walked before thee in truth, and in 
oa ae and in uprightness 

heart with thee; and thou hast 
Rept for him this great kindness, 
that thou hast given him a son to sit 
on his throne, as if is this day. 

7 And now, O LoRD my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead 
of David my father: and I am but a 
little child: I know not how to go 
out or come in. 

8 And thy servant is in the midst 
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of thy people which thou hast 
chosen, a great people, that cannot 
be ambene nor counted for multi- 


9 ‘Give therefore thy servant an 
understanding heart to judge thy 
people, that I may discern between 
good and bad: for who is able to 
judge this thy so great a people? 

10 And the speech pleased the 
Lan that Solomon. had asked this 


1] And God said unto him, Because 
theu hast asked this thing, and hast 
not asked for thyself long life; 
neither hast asked riches for Ss 
nor hast asked the life of 
enemies; but hast ached for thyself 

understanding to discern judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according 
to thy words: lo, I have given thee a 
wise and an understanding heart; so 
that there was none like thee before 
thee, neither after thee shall any 
arise like unto thee. 

13 And Ihave also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both 
riches, and honour: so that there 
shall not be any among the kings 
like unto thee all thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my 
ways, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as thy father —

O king Solomon was king over 
ail Israel. k 

2 And these were the princes 
which he had; Azariah the son of 
Zadok the priest, 

3 Elihoreph and Ahiah, the sons of 
Shisha, scribes; J ehoshaphat the son 
of Ahilud, the recorder. 

4 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
was over the host: anå Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests: 

Azariah the son of Nathan 
was over the officers: and Zabud 
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the son of Nathan was principal 
officer, and the king’s frien 

6 And Ahishar was over the house 
held. and Adoniram the son of Abda 
was over the tribute. 

7 Q And Solomon had twelve 
officers over all Israel, which pro- 
vided victuals for the king and his 
household: each man his month ina 
year made provision. 

8 And these are their names: The 
son of Hur, in mount Ephraim: 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, ‘and 
in Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and 
Elon-beth-hanan: 

10 The son of Hesed, in Aruboth; 
to him pertained Sochoh, and all the 
land of Hepher: 

11 The son of Abinadab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Taphath 
the daughter of Solomon to wife: 

12 Baana the son of Ahilud; to him 
pertained Taanach and Megiddo, 
and all Beth-shean, which is by 
Zartanah beneath Jezreel, from 
Beth-shean to Abel-meholah, even 
unto the lace that is beyond 


okneam 

13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth- 
gilead; to him pertained the towns 
of Jair the son of Manasseh, which 
are in Gilead; to him also per- 
tained the region of Argob, which is 
in Bashan, threescore a cities 
with walls and brasen bar 

14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had 
Mahanaim: 

15 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he 
also took Basmath the daughter of 
Solomon to wife: 

16 Baanah the son of Hushai was 
in Asher and in 

FEJ ehoshaphat the son of Paruah, 
in Issachar 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in 
Benjamin: 

19 Geber the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, in the country of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, and of 
Og king of Bashan; and he was the 
only officer which was in the land. 

20 q Judah and Israel were many, 
as the sand which is by the sea in 
Sane: ooh and drinking, an 


m1 And Salou reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the 
land of the Philistines, and unto the 
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border of Egypt: they. brought 
presents, and served Solomon all 
the days of his life. 

22 And Solomon’s provision for 
one day was thirty measures of fine 
flour, and threescore measures of 


meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen 
out of the pastures, and an hundred 
sheep, beside harts, and roebucks, 
and fallowdeer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all 
the region on this side the river, 
from Tiphsah even to Azzah, over 
all the kings on this side the river: 
and he had peace on all sides round 
about him 

25. And J udah and Israel dwelt 
safely, every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree, from Dan 
even to Beer-sheba, all the days of 
Solomon. 

26 M And Solomon had forty thou- 
sand stalls of horses for his chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided 
victual for king Solomon, and for all 
that came unto king Solomon’s table, 
every man in his month: they lacked 


nothing. 

"28 Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought 
they unto the place where the 
officers were, every man according 
o ma charge 

9 q And “God gave Solomon wis- 
ioe and understanding exceeding 
much, and largeness of heart, even 
as the sand that ôs on the sea shore. 

30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east country, and all the wisdom of 


gypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men; 
than Ethan the Ezrahite, and He- 
man, and Chalcol, and Darda, the 
sons of Mahol: and his fame was 
in all nations round about. 

32 And he spake three thousand 
proverbs: and his songs were a 
thousand and five 

33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that zs in Lebanon even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out 
of the wall: he spake also of beasts, 
and of fowl, and of creeping things, 
and of fishes. 

34 And there came of all people to 
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kear the wisdom of Solomon, from 
ali kings of the earth, which had 
heard of his wisdom. 


CHAPTER 5 


ND Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon; for he 
had heard that they had anointed 
him king in the room of his father: 
for Hiram was ever a lover of David. 
Er Solomon sent to Hiram, 


s3 Thou knowest how that David 
my father could not build an house 
unto the name of the LorD his God 
for the wars which were about him 
on every side, until the LORD put 
them under the soles of his feet. 

4 But now the LORD my God hath 
given me rest on every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build 
an house unto the name of the 
LORD my God, as the LORD spake 
unto David my father, saying, Thy 
son, whom I will set upon thy throne 
in thy room, he shall build an house 
unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou 
that they hew me cedar trees out of 
Lebanon; and my servants shall be 
with thy servants: and unto thee 
will I give hire for thy servants 
according to ali that thou shalt 
appoint: for thou knowest that 
there is not among us any that can 
skill to hew timber like unto the 
Sidoniane, 

7 Œ And it came to pass, when 
Hiram heard the words of Solomon, 
that he rejoiced greatly, and said, 
Blessed be the LORD this day, 
which hath given unto David a wise 
son over this great people. 

8 Hiram sent to Solomon, 
saying, I have considered the things 
which thou sentest to me for: and 

o all thy desire concerning 
timber of cedar, and concerning 
timber of fir. 

9 My servants shall bring them 
down from Lebanon unto the sea: 
and I will convey them by sea in 
fioats unto the place that thou shalt 
appoint me, and will cause them to 
be discharged there, and thou shalt 
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receive them: and thou shalt accom- 
plish my desire, in giving food for 
my househoid. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar 
trees and fir trees according to all 
his desire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram 
twenty thousand measures of wheat 
for food to his household, and 
twenty measures of pure oil: thus 
seve Solomon to Hiram year by 


i2 ‘And the Lorp gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised : and 
there was peace between Hiram 
and Solomon; and they two made a 
league together. : 

13 Q And king Solomon raised a 
levy out of all Israel; and the levy 
was thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a month by courses: a 
month they were in Lebanon, a 
two months at home: and Adonitanm 
was over the levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore 
and ten thousand that bare burdens, 
and fourscore thousand hewers in 
the mountains; 

16 Beside the chief of Solomon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. 

17 And the king commanded, and 
they brought great stones, costly 
stones, and hewed stones, to lay the 
foundation of the house. | 

18 d Soclomon’s builders and 
Hiram’s builders did hew them, and 
the stonesaquarers: so they prepared 
timber and stones to build the house. 


CHAPTER 6 


ND it came to pass in the four 

hundred and eightieth year after 
the children of Israel were come out 
of the land of Egypt, in the fo 
year of Solomon’s reign over Israel, 
in the month Zif, which is the 
second month, that he began to 
build the house of the LORD. 

2 And the house which king Solo- 
mon built for the LoRD, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits, 
and the height thereof thirty cubits

3 And the porch before the temple 
of the house, twenty cubits was the 


length thereof, according to the 

breadth of the house; and ten cubits 

was the breadth thereof before the 
ouse. 

4 And for the house he made 
windows of narrow lights. 

5 Q And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round 
about, against the walls of the 
house round about, both of the 
temple and of the oracle: and he 
made chambers round about: 

6 The nethermost chamber was 
five cubits broad, and the middle 
was six cubits broad, and the third 
was seven cubits broad: for without 
in the wall of the house he made 
narrowed rests round about, that 
the beams should not be fastened in 
the walls of the house. 

the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made 
ready before it was brought thither: 
so that there was neither hammer 
nor axe nor any tool of iron heard in 
the house, while it was in building. 


8 The door for the middle chamber 


was in the right side of the house: 
and they went up with winding 
stairs into the middle chamber, and 
out of the middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and 
finished it; and covered the house 
with beams and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers 
against all the house, five cubits 
high: and they rested on the house 
with timber of cedar. 

11 Q And the word of the LORD 
came to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house which 
thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute 
my judgments, and keep my 
commandments to walk in them; 
then will I perform my word with 
thee, which I spake unto David thy 
father: 

13 And I will dwell among the 
children of Israel, and will not for- 
a my people Israel. 

4 So Solomon built the house, 
wad finished it 

15 And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of cedar, 
both the floor of the house, and the 
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walls of the ceiling: and he covered 
them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the house with 


planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on 
the sides of the house, both the 
floor and the walls with boards of 
cedar: he even built them for it 
within, even for the oracle, even for 
the most holy place. : 

17 And the house, that is, the 
temple before it, was forty cubits 


ong. | 

18 And the cedar of the house 
within was carved with knops and 
open flowers: all was cedar; there 
was no stone seen. 

19 And the ae he prepared in 
the house within, to set there the 
a of the covenant of the LORD. 

0 And the oracle in the forepart 
wie twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits in breadth, and twenty 
cubits in the height thereof: and he 
overlaid it with pure gold; and so 
covered the altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold: and he made 
a partition by the chains of gold 
before the oracle; and he overlaid it 
with gold. 

22 And the whole house he over- 
laid with gold, until he had finished 
all the house: also the whole altar 
ewe was by the oracle he overlaid 
wi 

234 Ana within the oracle he made 
two cherubims of olive tree, each 
ten cubits high. 

4 And hive cubits was the one 
te of the cherub, and five cubits 
the other wing of the cherub: from 
the uttermost part of the one wing 
unto the uttermost part of the other 
were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were of 
one measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. i 

27 And he set the cherubims 
within the inner house: and they 
stretched forth the wings of the 
cherubims, so that the wing of the 
one touched the one wall, and the 
wing of the other cherub touched 
the other wall; and their wings 
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touched one another in the midst 
H the house. 

8 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

9 And he carved ail the walis of 
the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubims and palm 
trees ane open flowers, within and 


withou 
“30 ye the floor of the house he 
exeriaid with gold, within and 


withou 

“31 q And for the entering of the 
oracle he made doors of olive tree: 
the lintel and side posts were a fifth 
part of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were of 
olive tree; and he carved upon them 
carvings ‘of cherubims and palm 
trees and open flowers, and over- 
laid them with gold, and spread 
gold upon t the cherubims, and upon 

the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door 
of the temple posts of olive tree, a 
fourth part of the wall. 

3 d the two doors were of fir 
tree: the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves o 
the other door were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cheru- 
bims and palm trees and open 
flowers: and covered them with gold 
ated upon the carved work. 

6 q And he built the inner court 
ori three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar beams. 

37 Q In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the 
LORD laid, in the month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which is the eighth 
month, was the house finished 
throughout all the parts thereof, and 
according to all the fashion of it. So 
was he seven years in building it. 


CHAPTER 7 


Bow Solomon was building his 
own house thirteen years, and 
he finished all his house. 

2 G He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length there- 
of was an hundre d cubits, and the 
breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits, upon 
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four rows of cedar pillars, with 
cedar beams upon the pillars. 

3 And it was covered with cedar 
above upon the beams, that lay on 
forty five pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4. there were windows in 
three rows, and light was against 
light in three ranks. 

5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and light 
was against light in three ranks. | 

6 he made a porch of pil- 
lars; the length thereof was fifty 
cubits, and the breadth thereof 

cubits: and the porch was 
before them: and the other pillars 
aad the thick beam were before 


e q T Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even 
the porch of judgment: and if was 
covered with cedar from one side of 
fhei ipos to the other. 


his house where he dwelt 


had another court within the porch, 
which was of the like work. Solomon 
made also an house for Pharach’s 
daughter, whom he had taken fo 
wife, like unto this porch. 

9 All these were of costly stones, 
according to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the 
outside toward the great court. _ 

10 the foundation was of 
costly stones, even great stones, 
stones of ten cubits, and stones of 
eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, 
after the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed 
stones, and a row of cedar beams, 
both for the inner court of the house 
of the LORD, and for the porch of 
the house. | 

13 q And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the 
tribe of Naphtali, and his father 
was a man of Tyre, a worker in 
brass: and he was filled with wis- 
dom, and understanding, and cun- 
ning to work works in brass. 
And he came to king Solomon, and 
wrought all his work.

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, 
of eighteen cubits high apiece: and 
a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. i 

he made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops 
of the pillars: the height of the one 
chapiter was five cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was five 
cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the 
chapiters which were upon the top 
of the pillars; seven for the one 
chapiter, and seven for the other 
chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and 
two rows round about upon the one 
network, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, with pome- 
granates: and so did he for the 
other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars were of 
lily work in the porch, four cubits. 

20 d the chapiters upon the 
two pillars had pomegranates also 
above, over against the belly which 


was by the network: and the pome- 


granates were two hundred in rows 
round about upon the other chapi- 


ter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in 
the porch of the temple: and he 
set up the right pillar, and called 
the name thereof Jachin: and he set 
up the left pillar, and called the 
name thereof Boaz. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work: so was the work of 
the pillars finished. 

23 q And he made a molten sea, 
ten cubits from the one brim to the 
other: it was round all about, and 
his height was five cubits: and a line 
of na cubits did compass it round 


abou 

24 maa under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing 
it, ten in a cubit, compassing the sea 
round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, 
three looking toward the north, and 
three looking toward the west, and 
three looking toward the south, and 
three looking toward the east: and 
the sea was set above upon them, 
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"26 And it was an hand breadth 
thick, and the brim thereof was 
wrought like the brim of a cup, 
with fiowers of lilies: it contained 
two tRousang baths. 

27 TŒ And he made ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length 
of one base, and four cubits the 
breadth thereof, and three cubits 
the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was 
on this manner: they had borders, 
and the borders were between the 


edge 

29 ‘And on the borders that were 
between the ledges were lions, 
oxen, and cherubims: and upon the 
ledges there was a base above: and 
beneath the lions and oxen were 
certain additions made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and 
the four corners thereof had under- 
setters: under the laver were under- 
setters molten, at the side of every 
addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but 
the mouth thereof was round after 
the work of the base, a cubit and 
an half: and also upon the mouth 
of it were gravings with their bor- 
ders, foursquare, not round. 

32 And under the borders were 
four wheels; and the axletrees of 
the wheels were joined to the base: 
and the height of a wheel was a 
cubit and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel: 
their axletrees, and their naves, and 
their felloes, and their spokes, were 
all molten. 

34 And there were four under- 
setters to the four corners of one 
base: and the undersetters were of 
the very base itseif. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a 
cubit high: and on the top of ee 
base the ledges thereof and 
borders thereof were of the en 

36 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and 
palm trees, according to the propor- 
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tion of every one, and additions 
round about. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them had one cast- 
ing, one measure, and one size. 

38 q Then made he ten lavers of 
brass: one laver contained forty 

aths: and every laver was four 
cubits: and upon every one of the 
ten bases one laver. 

‘ id he put five bases on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house: and he 
set the sea on the right side of the 
ae eastward over against the 


outh. 

S40 € And Hiram made the lavers, 

— the shovels, and the basins. 
am made an end of doing all 

the work that he made king Solo- 

mon for the house of the LORD: 

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the uhapiters that were on 
the top of the two pillars; and the 
two networks, to cover the two 
bowls of the chapiters which were 
upon the top of the pillars; 

2 And four hundred pomegra- 
nates for the two networks, even two 
rows of pomegranates for one net- 
work, to cover the two bowls of the 
chapiters that were upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten 
lavers on the bases; 

44. And ze. sea, and twelve oxen 
under the se 

45 And the "Beis, and the shovels, 
and the basins: and these ves- 
sels, which Hiram made to king 
Solomon for the house of the LORD, 
were of bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zarthan 

47 And Solomon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were ex- 
ceeding many: neither was the 
weight of the brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the ves-

51 So was ended all the work that 
g Solomon made for the house 
of the LORD. and a brought 
in the things which David his father 
had dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, did he put 
among the treasures of the house of 
the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8 


oe Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and the 
heads of the tribes, the chief of the 
fathers, of the children of Israel, 
unto g Solomon in Jerusalem, 
that a might bring up the ark of 
the covenant of the, LORD out of 
the city of David, which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assem- 
bled themselves unto king Solomon 
at the feast in the month Ethanim, 
which is the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel came, 
and the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of 
the LORD, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy ves- 
sels that were in the tabernacle, 
even those did ie priests and the 
Levites bring up 

king Sai canes and all the 
congregation of Israel, that were 
assembled unto him, were with 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep and 
oxen, that could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. 

d the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp 
unto his place, into the oracle of the 
house, to the most holy piace, even 
under the wings of the cherubims. 

7 For the cherubims spread forth 
their two wings over the place of 
the ark, and the cherubims covered 
the ark and the staves thereof 
above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, 
that the ends of the staves were 
seen out in the holy place before 
the oracle, and they were not seen

without: and there they are unto 
this day. ise 

9 There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables of stone, which 
Moses put there at Horeb, when the 
LORD made a covenant with the 
children of Israel, when they came 
out of the land of Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the cloud filled the house 
of the LORD, 

11 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD 

filled the house of the LORD. 

12 Then spake Solomon, The 
LORD said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. | 

13 Ihave surely built thee an house 
to dwell in, a settled place for thee 
to abide in for ever. ; 

14 And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the congrega- 
tion of Israel: (and all the congrega- 
tion of Israel stood;) 

1 he said, Blessed be the 
Loen God of Israel, which spake 

his mouth unto David my 
father, and hath with his hand ful- 
ed zf, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel out of Egypt, 
I chose no city out of all the tribes 
of Israel to buiid an house, that my 
name might be therein; but I chose 
David to be over my people Israel. 

And it was in the heart of 
David my father to build an house 
for the name of the Lorp God of 
Israel. 

18 And the LorD said unto David 
my father, Whereas it was in thine 
heart to build an house unto my 
name, thou didst well that it was 
in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not 
build the house; but thy son that 
shall come forth out of thy loins, 
he shall build the house unto my 
name. 

20 And the Lorp hath performed 
his word that he spake, and I am 
risen up in the room of David my 
father, and sit on the throne of 
Israel, as the LORD promised, and 
have built an house for the name of 
the LORD God of Israel., 
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21 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein is the covenant of 
the LORD, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out 
a a land of Egypt. 

2 { And Solomon stood before the 
‘ae of the LORD in the presence of 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward 
heaven: 

23 And he said, Lorp God of 
Israel, there is no God like thee, in 
heaven above, or on earth bennae 
who keepest covenant and mercy 
with thy servants that walk before 
thee with all their heart: 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou pro- 
misedst him: thou spakest also with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it with 

e hand, as it is this day. 

25 Therefore now, LORD God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that thou promisedst 
him, saying, There shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit on the 
throne of Israel; so that thy children 
take heed to their way, that they 
walk before me as thou hast walked 
before me. 

26 And now, O God of Israel, let 
thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou spakest unto thy servant 
David my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on 
the earth? behold, the heaven and 
heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house that 
I have builded ? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his 
supplication, O LORD my God, > 
hearken unto the cry and to 
prayer, which thy servant iccmedli 
before thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open 
toward this house night and day, 
even toward the place of which thou 
hast said, My name shall be there: 
that thou mayest hearken unto the 
prayer which thy servant shail make 
toward this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the sup- 
plication of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, when they shall pray 
toward this place: and hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling place: and 
when thou hearest, forgive. 
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31 G If any man trespass against 
his neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to cause him to swear, 
and the oath come before thine 
altar in this house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, con- 
demning the wicked, to bring his 
way upon his head; ‘and justifying 
the righteous, to give him accor 
to his righteousness. 

33 @ When thy people Israel be 
smitten down before the enemy, 
because they have sinned against 
thee, and shall turn again to thee, 
and confess thy name, and pray, 
and make supplication unto thee in 
this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 q When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray 
toward this place, and confess thy 
name, and turn from their sin, when 
thou afflictest them: | 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, an 
of thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they 
should walk, and give rain upon thy 
land, which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 

7 @ li there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mil- 
dew, locust, or if there be cater- 
piller; if their enemy besiege them 
in the land of their cities; whatso- 
ever plague, whatsoever sickness 
there be; LOS 

38 What prayer and supplication 
soever be made by any man, or by 
all thy people Israel, which shall 
know every man the plague of his 
own heart, and spread forth his 
hands toward this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou, even thou only, know- 
o. ‘the hearts of all the children of 


n;) 
"40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land 
which thou gavest unto our fathers. 
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41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Israel, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they. shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and 
of thy stretched out arm;) when he 
shall come and pray toward this 
house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and do according to all 
that the stranger calleth to thee 
for: that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, to fear thee, as do 
thy people Israel; and that they 
may know that this house, which 
$ pe is builded, is called by thy 


"44 a4 ¢ If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whitherscever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the LORD toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and foward the 
= that I have built for thy 


"45 45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man that sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them to the enemy, so that 
they carry them away captives unto 
the | land of the enemy, far or near; 

47 Yet if they shall bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, an 
make supplication unto thee in the 
land of them that carried them cap- 
tives, saying, We have sinned, and 
have done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness; 

48 And so return unto thee with 
ali their heart, and with ail their 
soul, in the land of their enemies, 
which led them away captive, and 
pray unto thee toward their land, 
which thou gavest unto their fathers, 
the city which thou hast chosen, and 
the house which I have built for thy 
name: 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven 
puen place, and maintain their 


50 “And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and their 
transgressions wherein they have 
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transgressed against thee, and give 
them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may 
have compassion on them: 

51 For they be thy people, and 

e inheritance, which thou 
broughtest forth out of Egypt, from 
the midst of the furnace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy servant, 
and unto the supplication of thy 
people Israel, to hearken unto them 
in all that they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, fo be thine inheritance, as 
thou spakest by the hand of Moses 

servant, when thou broughtest 
OnE fathers out of Egypt, O Lord 


54 et it was so, that when Solo- 
mon had made an end of praying all 
this prayer and supplication unto 
the LORD, he arose from before the 
altar of the LORD, from kneeling on 
his knees with his hands spread up 
to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all 
the pees enews! of Israel with a 
loud voice, sayin 

56 Blessed be t the LORD, that hath 
given rest ante his people Israel, 
according to all that he promised: 
there hath not failed one word of all 
his good promise, which he pro- 
mised by the hand of Moses his 
servant. 

57 The LORD our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers: let him 
not leave us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, 
and to keep his commandments, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, 
which he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, where- 
with I haye aioe supplication be- 
fore the LORD, be nigh unto the 
LORD our God day and night, that 
he maintain the cause of his servant, 
and the cause of his people Israel 
at all times, as the matter shall 
require: 

60 That all the people of the earth 
may know that the LORD is God, 
and that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be 
perfect with the LORD our God, to 
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walk in his statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this d 

62 @ And the king, and all Israel 
with him, offered sacrifice before 
the LORD. í 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he offered 
unto the LORD, two and twenty 
thousand oxen, and an hundred and 
twenty thousand sheep. So the king 
and all the children of Israel dedi- 
cated the house of the LORD. 

64 The same day did the king 
hallow the middle of the court that 
was before the house of the LORD: 
for there he offered burnt offerings, 
and meat offerings, and the fat of 
the peace offerings: because the 
brasen altar that was before the 
LORD was too little to receive the 
burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held 
a feast, and all Israel with him, a 
great congregation, from the enters 
ing in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt, before the LORD our God, 
seven days and seven days, even 
fourteen days. 

66 On the reastitli day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 

, and went unto their tents joy- 
ful and glad of heart for all the good- 
ness that the LORD had done for 
ou his servant, and for Israel his 
people. 


CHAPTER 9 


ND it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon had finished the building 
of the house of the LORD, and the 
king’s house, and all Solomon’s 
desire which he was pleased to do, 
2 That the LORD appeared to Solo- 
mon the second time, as he had 
appeared unto at Gibeon. 

3 And the LORD oid unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup- 
plication, that thou hast made be- 
fore me: I have hallowed this house, 
which thou hast built, to put my 
name there for ever; and mine eyes 
and, more heart shall be there per- 
pe 

4 And Vig thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walked, in in- 
tegrity of heart, and in uprightness, 
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to do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments: 

5 Then I will establish the throne 
of thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, 
as I promised to David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at ali turn from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my command- 
ments and my statutes which I have 
set before you, but go and serve 
other gods, and worship them: 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of 
the land which I have given them; 
and this house, which I have hal- 
lowed for my name, will I cast out 
of my sight; and Israel shall be a 
er and a byword among all 

eople: 

PS Ana at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say, Why hath the LORD done 
thus unto this land, and to this 
house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the LORD their God, 
who brought forth their fathers out 
of the land of Egypt, and have taken 
hold upon other gods, and have 
worshipped them, and served them: 
therefore hath the LORD brought 
upon them all this evil. 

10 q And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of 
the LoRD, and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with cedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, 
according to all his desire,) that then 

g Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
cities in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre 
to see the cities which Solomon had 
given him; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are 
these which thou hast given me, my 
brother? And he called them the 
land of Cabul unto this day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised; 
for to build the nouse of the LORD, 
and his own house, and Millo, an 
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the wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, 
and Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, and 
burnt it with fire, and slain the 
Canaanites that dwelt in the city, 
and given it for a present unto his 
daughter, Solomon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether 

18 And Baalath, and Tudenoe'’ in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his cha- 
riots, and cities for his horsemen, 
and that which Solomon desired to 
build in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, 
and in all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were 
left of the Amorites, Hittites, Periz- 
zites, Hivites, and Jebusites, which 
were not of the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left 
after them in the land, whom the 
children of Israel also were not able 
utterly to destroy, upon those did 
Solomon levy a tribute of bond- 
service unto this day. 

22 But of the cildren of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but 
they were men of war, and his ser- 
vants, and his princes, and his cap- 
tains, and rulers of his chariots, and 
his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the 
officers that were over Solomon’s 
work, five hundred and fifty, which 
bare rule over the people that 
wrought in the work. 

24 ( But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house which Solomon had built for 
her: then did he build Millo. 

25 q And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and 
peace offerings upon the altar which 
he built unto the LORD, and he 
burnt incense upon the altar that 
was before the LORD. So he finished 
the house. 

26 q And king Solomon made a 
navy of ships in Ezion-geber, which 
is beside Eloth, on the shore of the 
Red sea, in the land of Edom. 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his 
servants, shipmen that had know- 
ledge of the sea, with the servants 
of Solomon. 





The queen of Sheba visiteth Solomon 
28 And they came to Ophir, and 


fetched from thence gold, four 
hundred and twenty talents, and 
brought it to king Solomon. 


CHAPTER 10 


ND when the queen of Sheba 

heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the LORD, 
she came to prove him with hard 
auestions. 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with 
a very great train, with camels that 
bare spices, and very much gold, 
and precious stones: and when she 
was come to Solomon, she com- 
muned with him of all that was in 
her heart. 

3 And Solomon told her all her 
questions: there was not any thing 

from the king, which he told 
her not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba 
had seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and 
the house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and 
their apparel, and his cupbearers, 
and his ascent by which he went up 
unto the house of the LorpD; there 
was no more spirit in her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was 
a true report that I heard in mine 
aan Em land of thy acts and of thy 
wis 

7 Howbeit I believed es wae 
words, until I came, and min 
had seen if: and, behold, tt the ‘half 
was not told me: thy wisdom and 
prosperity exceedeth the fame which 

heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are 
these thy servants, which stand 
continually before thee, and that 
hear thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the LORD thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee 
on the throne of Israel: because the 
LORD loved Israel for ever, there- 
fore made he thee king, to do judg- 
eaves and justice. 

O And she gave the king an hun- 
red and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices very great store, and pre- 
cious stones: there came no more 
such abundance of spices as these 
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which the queen of Sheba gave to 
kipe Solomon. 

1 And the navy also of Hiram, 
that brought gold from Ophir, 
brought in from Ophir great plenty 
of almug trees, and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the almug 
trees pillars for the house of the 
LORD, and for the king’s house, 
harps also and psalteries for singers: 
there came no such almug trees, nor 
were seen unto this day. 

13 king Solomon gave unto 
the queen of Sheba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, beside that 
which Solomon gave her of his royal 
bounty. So she turned and went 
to her own country, she and her 
servants. 

14 ( Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was 
six hundred threescore and six 
talents of gold, 

15 Beside that he had of the mer- 
chantmen, and of the traffick of the 
spice merchants, and of all the kings 
of Arabia, and of the governors of 
the country. | 

16 q And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred shekels of gold went to one 
target. 

17 And he made three hundred 
shields of beaten gold; three pound 
of gold went to one shield: and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

8 q Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and overlaid 
it with the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and 
the top of the throne was round 
behind: and fhere were stays on 
either side on the place of the seat, 
and two lions stood beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps: there was not the like 
ieg in any gdom 

1 q And all kine Soloman s drink- 
os vessels were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of pure gold; none 
were of silver: it was no g ac- 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy 
of Tharshish with the navy of Hi- 
ram: once in three years came the 
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navy of Tharshish, bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded ail 
the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 

24 Q And ali the earth sought to 
Solomon, to hear his wisdom, which 
God had put in his heart. 

25 d they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and garments, an 
armour, and Spices, horses, an 
mules, a rate year by year. 

26 q And Solomon gathered to- 
gether chariots and horsemen: and 
he had a thousand and four hun- 
dred chariots, and twelve thousand 
horsemen, whom he bestowed in 
the cities for ee and with the 
king at Jerusalem. 

27 And the king made silver fo. be 
in Jerusalem as stones, and cedars 
made he fo be as the sycomore 
trees that are in the vale, for 
abundance. 

28 q And Solomon had horses 
brought out of Egypt, and linen 
yarn: the king’s merchants received 
the linen yarn at a price. 

And a chariot came up and 
went out of Egypt for six hundred 
shekels of silver, and an horse for 
an hundred and fifty: and so for all 
the kings of the Hittites, and for the 
kings of Syria, did they bring trem 
out by their means. 


CHAPTER 11 


UT king Solomon loved many 

strange women, together with 

the daughter of Pharaoh, women of 

the Moabites, Ammonites, Edom- 
ites, Zidonians, and Hittites; 

2 Of the nations concerning which 
the LORD said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shali not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you: 
for surely they turn away your 
heart after their gods: Solomon 
clave unto these in love. 

3 And he had seyen hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred con- 
cubines: and his wives turned away 
his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solo- 
mon was old, that his wives turne 
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away his heart after other gods: and 
his heart was not perfect with the 
LoRD his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashto- 
reth the goddess of the Zidonians, 
and after Milcom the abomination 
of the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the 
sight of the LORD, and went not 
i oe the LORD, as did David 

er 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before 
J erusalem, and for Molech, the 
ee of the children of 

mmo 

8 And likewise did he for, all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 q And the LORD was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was 


turned from the LORD God of Israel, 


ae had appeared unto him twice, 

had commanded him con- 
bebe this thing, that he should 
not go after other gods: but he kept 
not that which the LORD com- 


manded. 

11 Wherefore the LorD said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou hast not kept my 
covenant and my statutes, which I 
have commanded thee, I surely 
rend the kingdom from thee, and 
will give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days I 
— not ae it for David thy father’s 

t I will rend it out of the 
fined ofi thy son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away 
all the kingdom; but will give one 
tribe to thy son for David my ser- 
vant’s sake, and for Jerusalem’s 
pae which I have chosen. 

4 Q And the LORD stirred up an 
D unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite: he was of the king’s seed 
in Edom. 

15 For it came to nash, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain 
of the host was gone up to bury the 
slain, after he had smitten every 
male in Edom 

16 (For six ann did Joab re- 
main there with all Israel, until he 
had cut off every male in Edom:) 
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17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants 


with , to go into Egypt; Hadad 
being yet a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, 
and came to Paran: and they took 
men with them out of Paran, and 
they came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; which gave him an 
house, and appointed him Pale 
and gave him land. 

19 And Hadad found great favour 
in the sight of Pharaoh, so that he 
gave him to wife the sister of his 
own wife, the sister of Tahpenes 
the queen 

20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tah- 
penes weaned in Pharaoh’s house: 
and Genubath was in Pharaoh’s 
household among the sons of Pha- 


aoh. 

“Ot And when Hadad heard in 
Egypt that David slept with his 
fathers, and that Joab the captain 
of the host was dead, Hadad said 
to Pharaoh, Let me depart, that I 
may go to mine own country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, 


But what hast thou lacked with me, 


that, behold, thou seekest to go to 
thine own country? And he ans- 
wered, Notist howbeit let me go 
in any wi 

23 q aa God stirred him up 
another adversary, Rezon the son 
of Eliadah, which fled from his lord 
Hadadezer king of Zobah: 

24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, 
when David slew them of Zobah: 
and they went to Damascus, and 
dwelt therein, and reigned in Da- 
mascus. 

25 And he was an adversary to 
Israel all the days of Solomon, be- 
side the mischief that Hadad did 
and he abhorred Israel, and reigned 
over Syria. 

26 @ And Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, an Ephrathite of Zereda,

7 And also by the hand of the pro- 
phet Jehu the son of Hanani came 
the word of the LORD against Ba- 
asha, and against his house, even 
for all the evil that he did in the 
sight of the LORD, in provoking him 
to anger with the work of his hands, 
in being like the house of Jeroboam; 
and because he killed 

8 q In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the 
son of Baasha to reign over Israel 
in Tirzah, two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain of 
half his chariots, conspired against 
him, as he was in Tirzah, drinking 
himself drunk in the house of Arza 
steward of his house in Tirzah. 

10 And Zimri went in and smote 
him, and killed him, in the twenty 
and seventh year of Asa king of 
Judah, and reigned in his stead. 

11 q And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat 
on his throne, that he slew all the 
house of Baasha: he left him not one 
that pisseth against a wall, neither 
of his kinsfolks, nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
house of Baasha, according to the 
word of the LoRD, which he spake 
against Baasha by Jehu the prophet, 

13 For ali the sins of Baasha, and 
the sins of Elah his son, by which 
they sinned, and by which they 
made Israel to sin, in provoking the 
Lorp God of Israel to anger with 
their vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, 
and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel? 

15 q In the twenty and seventh 
year of Asa king of Judah did Zimri 
reen seyen days in Tae AnH Se 
people were encamped against Gib- 
bethon, which belonged to the Phil- 
istines. 

16 And the people that were en- 
camped heard say, Zimri hath con- 
spired, and hath also slain the king: 
wherefore all Israel made Omri, the

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets 
of the LORD, how I hid an hundred 
men of the LORD’s prophets by fifty 
in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water?

16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, 
and told him: and Ahab went to 
meet Elijah.

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou, and thy

8 And they cried aloud, and cut 
anaes after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid- 
day was past, and they prophesied 
until the time of the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that there was 
neither voice, nor any to answer, 
nor any that regarded.

9 So the king of Israel aor and 
the king of Judah, and the king of 
Edom: and they fetched a compass 
of seven days’ journey: and there 
was no water for the host, and for 
n cattle that followed them. 

0O And the of Israel said, 
Ales! that the Lorp hath called 
these three kings together, to de- 
liver them into the hand of Moab! 

11 But Jehoshaphat said, Js there 
not here a prophet of the LORD, 
that we may inquire of the LORD by 
him? And one of the king of Israel’s 
servants answered and said, Here 
is Elisha the son of Shaphat, which 
poured water on the hands of Elijah. 

12 And Jehoshaphat said, The 
word of the LORD is with him. So the 
king of Israel and Jehoshaphat and 
the king of Edom went down to him. 

13 And Elisha said unto the king 
of Israel, What have I to do with 
thee? get thee to the prophets of 
thy father, and to the prophets of 
thy mother. And the king of Israel 
said unto , Nay: for the LoRD 
hath called these three kings to- 
gether, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab. 
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14 And Elisha said, As the LORD 
of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 
ee of Jehoshaphat the 

Judah, I would not look toward 
dies: nor see thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. 
And it came to pass, when the min- 
strel played, that the hand of the 
LORD came upon him. 

16 And he said, Thus saith the 
LORD, Make this valley full of 
ditches. 

17 For thus saith the LORD, Ye 
shall not see wind, neither shall ye 
see rain; yet that valley shall be 
filled with water, that ye may drink, 
both ye, and your cattle, and your 
beasts. 

18 And this is buf a light thing in 
the sight of the LORD: he will de- 
TA the Moabites also into your 


19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all 
wells of water, and mar every good 
piece of land with stones. 

20 And it came to pass in the 
morning, when the meat offering 
was offered, that, behold, there

“31 q And when all the Moabites 
heard that the kings were come up 
to fight against them, they gathered 
all that were able to put on armour, 
and upward, and stood in the 
border.

And there was great 
indignation against Israel: and they 
departed from him, and returned to 
their own land. 


CHAPTER 4 


OW there cried a certain wo- 

man of the wives of the sons of 
the prophets unto Elisha, saying, 
Thy servant my husband is dead; 
and thou knowest that thy servant 
did fear the LORD: and the creditor 
is come to take unto him my two 
sons to be bondmen. 

2 And Elisha said unto her, What 
ats I do for thee? tell me, what 
hast thou in the house? And she 
said, Thine handmaid hath not any 

g in the house, save a pot of 


oil. 

3 Then he said, Go, borrow thee 
vessels abroad of all thy neighbours, 
even empty vessels; borrow not a 


ew. 

4 And when thou art come in, thou 
shait shut the door upon thee and 
upon thy sons, and shalt pour out 
into all those vessels, and thou shalt 
set aside that which is full. 

5 So she went from him, and shut 
the door upon her and upon her 
sons, who brought the vessels to 
her; and she poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when the 
vessels were full, that she said unto 
her son, Bring me yet a vessel. 
And he said unto her, There is not 
a vessel more. And the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the man 
of God. And he said, Go, sell the 
oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 

thy children of the rest. 

“8 q And it fell on a day, that Elisha 
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passed to Shunem, where was a 
great woman; and she constrained 
him to eat bread. And so it was, 
that as oft as he passed by, he 
turned in thither to eat bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, 
Behold now, I perceive that this is 
an holy man of God, which passeth 
by us continually. 

10 Let us make a little chamber, I 
pray thee, on the wall; and let us 
set for him there a bed, ‘and a table, 
and a stool, and a candlestick: and 
it shall be, when he cometh to us, 
that he shall turn in thither. 

11 And it fell on a day, that he 
came thither, and he turned into 
the chamber, and lay there. | 

12 And he said to Gehazi his ser- 
vant, Call this Shunammite. And 
when he had called her, she stood 
before him. 

13 And he said unto him, Say now 
unto her, Behold, thou hast been 
careful for us with this care; 
what is to be done for thee? would- 
est thou be spoken for to the king, 
or to the captain of the host? And 
she answered, I dwell among mine 
own people. 

14 And he ‘said, What then is to be 
done for her? And Gehazi answered, 
Verily she hath no child, and her 
husband is old. 

15 And he said, Call her. And when 
i g called her, she stood in the 


16 Aid he said, About this season, 
according to the time of life, thou 

shalt embrace a son. And she said, 
Nay, my lord, thou man of God, do 
not lie unto thine handmaid. 

17 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son at that season that Elisha 
had said unto her, according to the 
time of life. 

18 q And when the child was 
grown, it fell on a day, that he went 
out to his father to the reapers. 

19 And he said unto his father, My 
head, my head. And he said to a 
lad, Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his mother, he 
sat on her knees till noon, and then 


ed. 
21 And she went up, and laid him 
on the bed of the man of God, and 
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shut the door upon him, and went 


out. 

52 And she called unto her hus- 
band, and said, Send me, I pray 
thee, one of the young men, and one 
of the asses, that I may run to the 
man of God, and come again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to day? it is neither 
new moon, nor sabbath. And she 
said, Jt shali be well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant, Drive, and go 
forward; slack not thy riding for 
me, except I bid thee 

25 So she went aaa came unto the 
man of God to mount Carmel. 
it came to pass, when the man of 
God saw her afar off, that he said 
to Gehazi his servant, Behold, yon- 
der is that Shunammite: 

26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet 
her, and say unto her, Js it weil 
with thee? zs i¢ well with thy hus- 
band? is it well. with the child? 
And she answered, It is well. 

27 And when she came to the man 

of God to the hill, she caught him 
by the feet: but Gehazi came near 
to thrust her away. And the man of 
God said, Let her alone; for her 
soul is vexed wi her: and the 
LORD hath hid i¢ from me, and hath 
not told me. 

28 Then she said, Did I desire a 
son of my lord? did I not say, Do 
not deceive me? 

29 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird 
up thy loins, and take my staff in 

e hand, and go thy way: if thou 
sock any man, salute him not; and 
if any salute thee, answer him not 
again: and lay my staff upon the 
tate of the child. 

0 And the mother of the child 
rash As the LORD liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, I not leave thee. 
And he arose, and followed her. 

31 And Gehazi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the 
face of the child; but there was 
neither voice, nor ‘hearing. Where- 
fore he went again to meet him, and 

old him, saying, The child is not 
eee d. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was 
dead, and laid upon his bed. 
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33 He went in therefore, and shut 
the door upon them twain, and 
prayed unto the LORD. 

34 And he went up, and lay upon 
the child, and put his mouth upon 
his mouth, and his eyes upon his 
eyes, and his hands upon his hands: 
and he stretched himself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the child 
waxed warm 

35 Then he returned, and walked 
in the house to and fro: and went 
up, and stretched himself upon him: 
and the child sneezed seven times, 
and the child opened his eyes. 

36 And he called Gehazi, and said, 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was come 
unto him, he said, Take up thy 
son. 

37 Then she went in, and fell at 
his feet, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and took up her son, and 
went out. 3 wit 

38 qT And Elisha came again to Gil- 
gal: and there was a dearth in the 
land; and the sons of the prophets 
were sitting before him: and he said 
unto his servant, Set on the great 
pot, and seethe pottage for the sons 
of the prophets. 

9 And one went out into the field 
to Penh herbs, and found a 
vine, and gathered thereof wild 
gourds his lap full, and came and 
shred them into the pet of pottage: 
for they knew them not. 

40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it came to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage, that they 
cried out, and said, O thou man of 
God, there is death in the pot. And 
they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. 
And he cast 7¢ into the pot; and he 
said, Pour out for the people, that 
they may eat. there was no 
harm in the pot. 

42 ( And there came a man from 
Baal-shalisha, and brought the man 
of God bread of the firstfruits, twenty 
loaves of barley, and full ears of 
corn in the husk thereof. And he 
said, Give unto the people, that they 
may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, 
should I set this before an hundred 
men? He said again, Give the 
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people, that they may eat: for thus 
saith the LORD, They shall eat, and 
shali leave thereof. 

44 So he set it before them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof, ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD. 


CHAPTER 5 


OW Naaman, captain of the 

host of the king of Syria, was a 
great man with his master, and 
honourable, because by him the 
LORD had given deliverance unto 
Syria: he was also a mighty man in 
valour, but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away 
captive out of the land of Israel a 
little maid; and she waited on Naa- 
man’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that zs in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said the 
maid that zs of the land of Israel. 

5 And the king of Syria said, Go 
w; go, and I will send a letter unto 

the king of Israel. And he departed, 
and took with him ten talents of 
silver, and six thousand pieces of 
gold, and ten changes of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying, Now when 
this letter is come unto thee, behold, 
I have therewith sent Naaman my 
servant to thee, that thou mayest 
recover him of his leprosy. 

d it came to pass, when the 
king of Israel had read the letter, 
that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Am I God, to kill and to make alive, 
that this man doth send unto me 
to recover a man of his leprosy? 
wherefore consider, I pray you, and 
see how he seeketh a quarrel against 


me. 
8 G And it was so, when Elisha the 
man of God had heard that the king 
of Israel had rent his clothes, that 
he sent to the king, saying, Where- 
fore hast thou rent thy clothes? let 
him come now to me, and he shall 
Enma that there is a prophet in 
srael. 
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9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at 
tie door of the house of Elisha. 

Elisha sent a messenger 
ote him, saying, Go and wash in 
Jordan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt be clean. 

11 But Naaman was wroth, and 
went away, and said, Behold, I 
thought. He will surely come out to 
me, and stand, and call on the name 
of the LORD his God, and strike his 
hand over the place, and recover 
the leper. 

12 Are not Abana and Pharpar, 
rivers of Damascus, better than all 
the waters of Israel? may I not 
wash in them, and be clean? So he 
turned and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, 
and spake unto him, and said, My 
father, ¿f the prophet had bid shan 
do some great thing, wouldest thou 
not have done if? how much rather 
then, when he saith to thee, Wash, 
and be clean? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, ac- 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and 
he was clean. 

15 q And he returned to the man 
of God, he and all his company, and 
came, and stood before him: and he 
said, Behold, now I know that there 
is no God in all the earth, but in 
Israel: now therefore, I pray thee, 
take a blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said, As the LoRD liveth, 
before whom I ‘stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take if; 
but he refused. ; 

17 And Naaman said, Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to 
thy servant two mules’ burden of 
earth? for thy servant will hence- 
forth offer neither burnt offering nor 
sacrifice unto other gods, but unto 
the LORD. 

18 In this thing the LORD pardon 
thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into the house of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on 
my hand, and I bow myself in the 
house of Rimmon: when I bow 
down myself in the house of Rim- 
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BR the LORD pardon thy servant 
in this 

19 And he said unto him, Go in 
peace. So he departed from him a 
little way 

20 q But Gehazi, the servant of 
Elisha the man of God, said, Be- 
hold, my master hath spared Naa- 
man this Syrian, in not receiving at 
his hands that which he brought: but, 
as the LORD liveth, I will run after 
him, and take somewhat of h him. 

21 So Gehazi followed after Naa- 
man. d when Naaman saw him 
running after him, he lighted down 
from the chariot to meet him, and 
said Is all weli? 

2 And he said, All zs well. My 
see ar hath sent me, saying, Be- 
hold, even now there be come to me 
from mount Ephraim two young men 
of the sons of the prophets: give 
them, I pray thee, a talent of silver, 
and two changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said, Be content, 
take two talents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in 
two bags, with two changes of gar- 
ments, and laid them upon two of 
his servants; and they bare them 
before 

24 And when he came to the tower, 
he took them from their hand, an 
bestowed them in the house: and he 
let the men go, and they departed. 

25 But he went in, and stood be- 
fore his master. And Elisha said 
unto hence comest thou, 
Gehazi? And he said, Thy servant 
went no whither. 

26 And he said unto him, Went 
not mine heart with thee, when the 
man turned again from his chariot 
to meet thee? Js it a time to receive 
money, and to receive garments, 
and oliveyards, and vineyards, and 
sheep, and oxen, ana menservants, 
and maidservants? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Naa- 
man shall cleave unto thee, and 
unto thy seed for ever. And he went 
out from his presence a leper as 
white as snow. 


CHAPTER 6 


ND the sons of the prophets 
said unto Elisha, Behold now, 
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the place where we dwell with thee 
is too strait for us. 

Z Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
Jordan, and take thence every man 
a beam, and let us make us a place 
there, where we may dwell. And 
he answered, Go ye.

ither the Syrians are come down. 

10 And the king of Israel sent to 
the place which the man of God 
told him and warned him of, and 
saved himself there, not once nor 


twic 

iL Tene the heart of the king 
of Syria was sore troubled for this 
thing; and he called his servants, 
and said unto them, Will ye not 
shew me which of us ts for the king 
of Israel? 

12 And one of his servants said, 
None, my lord, O king: but Elisha, 
the prophet that is in Israel, telleth 
the king of Israel the words that 
thou spastnaba in thy bedchamber. 

13 { And he said, Go and spy where 

he is, that I may send and fetch 

And it was_told him, saying, 
Behold, he is in Dothan. 

14 Therefore sent he thither 
horses, and chariots, and a great 
host: and they came by Dati and 
compassed the city about. 

d when the servant of the

man of God was risen early, and 
gone forth, behold, an host com- 
passed the city both with horses and 
chariots. And his servant said unto

18 And when they came down to 
him, Elisha prayed unto the LORD, 
and said, Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness. And he smote 
them with blindness according to 
TS word of Elisha. 

9 q And Elisha said unto them, 
This is not the way, neither is this 
the city: follow me, and I bring 
you to the man whom ye seek. But 
he led them to Samaria. 

ZO And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Samaria, that Elisha 
said, LORD, open the eyes of these 
men, that they may see. And the 
LORD opened their eyes, and they 
saw; and, behold, they were in the 
midst of Samaria. 

21 And the king of Israel said Hato 
Elisha, when he saw them, 
father, shall I smite them? shall I 
senie them? 

2 And he answered, Thou shalt 
re smite them: wouldest thou smite 
those whom thou hast taken captive 
with thy sword and with thy bow? 
set bread and water before them, 
that they may eat and drink, and go 
to their master. kab 

23 And he prepared great provision 
for them: and when they had eaten 
and drunk, he sent them away, and 
they went to their master. So the 
bands of Syria came no more into 
the land of Israel. 

24 q And it came to pass after this, 
that Ben-hadad king of Syria gath- 
ered all his host, and went up, and 
besieged Samaria. 

25 And there was a great famine 
in Samaria: and, behold, they be- 
sieged it, until an ass’s head was 
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sold for fourscore pieces of silver, 
and the fourth part of a cab of 
dove’s dung for five pieces of silver. 

26 And as the king of Israel was 
passing by upon the wall, there 
cried a woman unto him, saying, 
Help, my lord, O king. 

27 And he said, If sihe LORD do 
not help thee, whence shali I help 
thee? out of the barn-fioor, or out 
of the winepress? ; 

28 And the king said unto her, 
What aileth thee? And she ans- 
wered, This woman said unto me, 
Give thy son, that we may eat him 
to day, and we will eat my son to 
morrow. 

29 So we boiled my son, and did 
eat him: and I said unto her on the 
next day, Give thy son, that we may 
eat him: and she hath hid her son. 

30 @ And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his clothes; and he 
passed by upon the wall, and the 
people looked, and, behold, he had 
sackcloth wi upon his fiesh. 

31 Then he said, God do so and 
more also to me, if the head of 
Elisha the son of Shaphat shail 
stand on this day. 

32 But Elisha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him; and re 
king sent a man from before 
but ere the messenger came to 
he said to the elders, See ye how 
this son of a murderer hath sent to 
take away mine head? look, when 
the messenger cometh, shut the 
door, and hold him fast at the door: 
is not the sound of his master’s feet 
behind him? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger came 
down unto him: and he said, Be- 
hold, this evil zs of the LORD; what 
should I wait for the LORD any 
longer? 


CHAPTER 7 


HEN Elisha said, Hear ye the 

word of the LORD; Thus saith 
the LorpD, To morrow about this 
time shall a measure of fine flour 
be sold for a shekel, and two mea- 
sures of barley for a shekel, in the 
gate of Samaria. 
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2 Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of 
God, and said, Behold, if the LORD 
would make windows in heaven, 
might this thing be?

5 And it came to pass, as he was 
telling the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, behold, the 
woman, whose son he had restored 
to life, cried to the king for her 
house and for her land. And Gehazi 
said, My lord, O king, this is the 
woman, and this is her son, whom 
Elisha restored to life. 

6 And when the king asked the 
woman, she told him. So the king 
appointed unto her a certain officer, 
saying, Restore all that was hers, 
and e fruits of the field since 
the day that she left the land, even 
until now. 

7 Q And Elisha came to Damascus; 
and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
was sick; and it was told him, say- 
ing, The man of God is come hither. 

8 And the king said unto Hazael, 
Take a present in thine hand, and 
go, meet the man of God, and in- 
quire of the LORD by him, saying, 
Shall I recover of this disease? 

9 So Hazael went to meet him, 
and took a present with him, even 
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of every good thing of Damascus, 
forty camels’ burden, and came and 
stood before him, ee said, Thy son 


Ben-hadad Syria hath sent 
me to thee, thes Shall I recover 
of this disease? 

10 And Elisha said unto him, Go, 
say unto him, Thou mayest cer- 
tainly recover: howbeit the LORD 
n shewed me that he shall surely 


e. 

11 And he settled his countenance 
stedfastly, until he was ashamed: 
and the man of God wept. 

12 And Hazael said, Why weepeth 
my lord? And he answered, Because 
I know the evil that thou wilt do 
unto the children of Israel: their 
strong holds wilt thou set on fire, 
and their young men wilt thou slay 
with the sword, and wilt dash their 
children, and rip up their women 
with child. 

13 And Hazael said, But what, is 
thy servant a dog, that he should do 
this great thing? And Elisha ans- 
wered, The LORD hath shewed me 
that thou shalt be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from Elisha, 
and came to his master; who said 
to him, What said Elisha to thee? 
And he answered, He told me that 
thou shouldest surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that he took a thick cioth, 
and dipped i¢ in water, and spread 
it on his face, so that he died: and 
Hazael reigned in his stead. 

16 q And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Je- 
hoshaphat being then king of J udah, 
Jehoram the son of J ehoshaphat 
Ry of Judah began to reign. 

and two years old was he 
oi he began to reign; and he 
Pema eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, as did the house 
of Ahab: for the daughter of Ahab 
was his wife: and he did evil in the 
sight of the LORD. 

19 Yet the LorRD would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, 
as he promised him to give him 
alway a light, and to his children. 

20 Q In his days Edom revolted 
from under the hand of Judah, an 
made a king over themselves. 
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21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all the chariots with : and he 
rose by night, and smote the Edom- 
ites which compassed him about, 
and the captains of the chariots:

anointed thee over the people 
of the LORD, even over Israel. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house 
of Ahab thy master, that I may 
avenge the blood of my servants the 
prophets, and the blood of all the 
servants of the LORD, at the hand 
of Jezebel. 

8 For the whole house of Ahab 
shall perish: and I will cut off from 
Ahab him that pisseth against the 
wall, and that is shut up and 
oars in Israel: 

d I will make the house of 
Ahab like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, and like the house 
of Baasha the son of Ahijah: 

10 And the dogs shall oo Jezebel 
in the portion of Jezreel, and there 
shall be none to bury her. And he 
opened the door, and fled. 

il q Then Jehu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and one said 
unto him, Js well? wherefore 
came this mad fellow to thee? And 
he said unto them, Ye know the 
man, and his communication.

21 And Joram said, Make ready. 
And his chariot was made ready. 
And Joram king of Israel and Aha- 
ziah king of Judah went out, each 
in his chariot, and they went out 
against Jehu, and met him in the 
portion of Naboth the Jezreelite. 

22 And it came to pass, when 
Joram saw J ehu, that he said, Js it 
peace, Jehu? d he answered, 
What peace, so long as the whore- 
doms of thy mother J ezebel and her 
witchcrafts are so many 

23 And Joram cael his hands, 
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and fled, and said to Ahaziah, There 
is treachery, O Ahaziah 

24 And Jehu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and smote Jehoram 
between his arms, and the arrow 
went out at his eae and he sunk 
down in his chari 

25 Then said Pota to Bidkar aa 
captain, Take up, and cast 
the portion of the field of Naboth 
the Jezreelite: for remember how 
that, when I and thou rode together 
after Ahab his father, the LORD laid 
this burden upon 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday 
the blood of Naboth, and the blood 
of his sons, saith the LORD; and I

30 q And when Jehu was come to 
Jezreel, Jezebel heard of it; and she 
painted her face, and tired her head, 
and looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jehu entered in at the 
gate, she said, Had Zimri peace, 
who slew his master? 

32 And he lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who is on my 
side? who? And there looked out to 

two or three eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down. 
So they threw her down: and some 
of her blood was sprinkled on the 
wall, and on the horses: and he 
trode her under foot. i 

d when he was come in, he 
did eat and drink, and said, Go, see 
now this cursed woman, and bury 
her: for she is a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: but

that thou shalt bid us; we will not 
make any king: do thou that which 
is good in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second 
time to them, saying, If ye be mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my 
voice, take ye the heads of the men 
your master’s sons, and come to me 
to Jezreel by to morrow this time. 
Now the king’s sons, being seventy 
persons, were with the great men of 
the city, which brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
letter came to them, that they took 
the king’s sons, and slew seventy 
persons, and put their heads in 
badkoti and sent him them to Jez- 
reel, 
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Ahab’s followers slain 


8 4 And there came a messenger, 
and told him, saying, They have 
brought the heads_of the king’s 
sons. And he said, Lay ye them in 
two heaps at the entering in of the 
gate until the morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that he went out, and stood, 
and said to all the people, Ye be 
righteous: behold, I conspired a- 
gainst my master, and slew him:

d it came to pass, as soon as 
he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, that Jehu_said to the 
guard and to the captains, Go in, 
and slay them; let none come forth. 
And they smote them with the edge 
of the sword; and the guard and 
the captains cast them out, and 
went to the city of the house of 


Baal. 
_26 And they brought forth the 
images out of the house of Baal, and 


urned them. , 

27 And they brake down the image 
of Baal, and brake down the house 
of Baal, and, made it a draught 
house unto this day. 
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28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out 
of Israel. 5 49 

29 ¢ Howbeit from the sins of Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, Jehu departed not 
from after them, fo wit, the golden 
calves that were in Beth-el, and that 
were in Dan. 

30 And the LORD said unto Jehu, 

Because thou hast done well in 
executing that which is right in mine 
eyes, and hast done unto the house 
of Ahab according to all that was in 
mine heart, thy children of the 
fourth generation shall sit on the 
throne of Israel. 
_ 31 But Jehu took no heed to walk 
in the law of the LORD God of Israel 
with all his heart: for he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam, 
which made Israel to sin.

CHAPTER 11 


AN when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was 
dead, she arose and destroyed all 
the seed royal.

6 And a third part shall be at the 
gate of Sur; and a third part at the 
gate behind the guard: so shall ye 
keep the watch of the house, that it 
be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you that go 
forth on the sabbath, even they 
shall keep the watch of the house 
of the LORD about the king. 

8 And ye shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand: and he that 
cometh within the ranges, let him 
be slain: and be ye with the king as 
he goeth out and as he cometh in. 

9 And the captains over the hun- 
deis did according to all things 
that Jehoiada the priest command- 
ed: and they took every man his 
men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that should go 
out on the sabbath, and came to 
Jehoiada the priest. 

10 And to the captains over hun- 
dreds did the priest give king Da- 
yid’s spears and shields, that weve 
in the temple of the LORD. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right corner 
of the temple to the left corner of 
the temple, along by the altar and 
the temple. 

12 And he brought forth the kine’s 
son, and put the crown upon 
and gave him the testimony; and 
they made him king, and anointed 
him; and they clapped their hands, 
and said, God save the kine.

11 Ando the king of Assyria did 
carry away Israel unto Assyria, an 
put them in Halah and in Habor b by 
the river of Gozan, and in the cities 
of the Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed_not the 
voice of the LORD their God, but 
transgressed his covenant, and all 
that Moses the servant of the LORD 
commanded, and would not hear 
them, nor do them.

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king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria come up against ali the 
a cities of Judah, and took 


14 a Ánd Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to 
Lachish, saying, I have offended; 
return from me: that which thou 
puttest on me will I bear. And the 
king of einen appointed unto 
Hezekiah king of Judah three hun- 
dred talents of silver and thirty 
talents of gold. 

15 And Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that was found in the house 
of the LORD, and in the treasures of 
the king’s house.

thee, to thy servants in the Syrian 

age; for we understand it: and 
talk not with us in the Jews lan- 
guage in oe ears of the people that 
are on wall.

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great 
stature, whose fingers and toes 
were four and twenty. six on each 
hand, and six on each foot: and he 
also was the son of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jona- 
than the son of Shimea David’ S 
brother slew him. 

_8 These were born unto the giant 

in Gath; and they fell by the hand 
of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 


CHAPTER 21 


ND Satan stood up against 
Israel, and provoked David to 
number Israel.

19 All this, said David, the LORD 
made me understand in writing by 
his hand upon me, even all the 
works of this pattern. K 

20 And David said to Solomon his 
son, Be strong and of good courage, 
and do if: fear not, nor be dis- 
mayed: for the LORD God, even my 
God, will be with thee; he will not 
fail thee, nor forsake thee, until thou 
hast finished all the work for the 
service of the house of the LORD.

6 And Solomon went up thither to 
the brasen altar before the LORD, 
which was at the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and offered a thou- 
sand burnt offerings upon it. 

7 ( In that night did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said unto him, 
Ask what I shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon said unto God, 
Thou hast shewed great mercy unto 
David my father, and hast made me 
to reign in his stead. 

Now, O LORD God, let thy pro- 
mise unto David my father be estab- 
lished: for thou hast made me 
over a people like the dust of the 
earth in multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and know- 
ledge, that I may go out and come 
in before this people: for who can 
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judge this thy people, that is so 
great? 

11 And God said to Solomon, Be- 
cause this was in thine heart, an 
thou hast not asked riches, eaii 
or honour, nor the life of thine 
enemies, neither yet hast asked 
long life; but hast asked wisdom 
and knowledge for thyself, that thou 
mayest judge my people, over whom 
I have made thee 

12 Wisdom and knowledge is 
granted unto thee; and I give 
thee riches, and wealth, and honour, 
such as none of the kings have had 
that have been before thee, neither 
aoe there any after thee have the 


13 q Then Solomon came from his 
Journey to the high place that was 
at Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and reigned over Israel. 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen: and he had a thou- 
sand and four hundred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, which

gold at Jerusalem as plenteous as 
stones, and cedar trees made he as 
the sycomore trees that are in the 
vale for abundance.

17 And they fetched up, and 
brought forth out of Egypt a chariot 
for six hundred shekels of silver, 
and an horse for an hundred and 
fifty: and so renee they out horses 
for all the kings of the Hittites, an: 
for the kings of Syria, by their 
means. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND Solomon determined to 
build an house for the name of 
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the LORD, and an house for his

11 ( Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Solomon, Because the LORD hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee 
king over them. 

12 Huram said moreover, Blessed 
be the LORD God of Israel, that 
made heaven and earth, who hath 
given to David the king a wise son, 
endued with prudence and under- 
standing, that might build an house 
for the 7 LORD and an house for his.

9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he over- 
laid the upper chambers with 


gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 q And the wings of the cheru- 
bims were twenty cubits long: one 
wing of the one cherub was five 
cubits, reaching to the wall of the 
house: and the other wing was like- 
wise five cubits, reaching to the 
wing of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other 
cherub was five cubits, reaching to 
the wall of the house: and the other 
wing was five cubits also, joining to 
ee wing of the other cherub.

CHAPTER 4 


CREOVER he made an altar 

of brass, twenty cubits the 
length thereof, and twenty cubits 
the breadth thereof, and ten cubits 
the height thereof. 

2 { Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 
in compass, and five cubits the 
height thereof; and a line of 
cubits did compass it round about.

6 4 He made also ten lavers, and 
put five on the right hand, and five 
on the left, to wash in them: such 
things as they offered for the burnt

offering they washed in them; but 
the sea was for the priests to 
wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and 
set them in the temple, five on the 
right hand, and five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on 
the right side, and five on the left. 
sai he made an hundred basins of 


S d Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, 
and doors for the court, and over- 
laid the doors of them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right 
side of the east end, over against 
the south. 

11 And Huram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basins. 
Huram finished the work that he 
was to make for king Solomon for 
the house of God; 

To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which 
were on the top of the two pillars, 
and the two wreaths to cover the 
two pommelis of the chapiters which 
were on the top of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegran- 
ates on the two wreaths; two rows 
of pomegranates on each wreath, to 
cover the two pommels of the chapi- 
ters which were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen 
under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all their 
instruments, did Huram his father 
make to king Solomon for the house 
of the LORD of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zeredathah. 

18 Thus Solomon made all these 
vessels in great abundance: for the 
weight of the brass could not be 
found out. 

19 q And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of 
God, the golden altar also, and the 
oa whereon the shewbread was 
set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
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after the manner before the oracle, 
of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold; 

22. the snuffers, and the 
basins, and the spoons, and the 
censers, of pure gold: and the entry 
of the house, the inner doors thereof 
for the most holy place, and the 
doors of the house of the temple, 
were of gold. | 


CHAPTER 5 


HUS all the work that Solomon 

made for =i house of the LORD 
was finished: Solomon brought 
in all the thinies that David his 
father had dedicated; and the silver, 
and the gold, and all. the instru- 
ments, put he among the treasures 
of the house of God. 

2 q Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Israel, and all the heads 
of the tribes, the chief of the fathers 
of the children of Israel, unto Jeru- 
salem, to bring up the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD out of the 
city of David, which is Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which was in the 
seventh month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came; 
and the Levites took up the ark. 

5 d they brought up the ark, 
and the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and all the holy vessels that 
were in the tabernacle, these did the 
priests and the Levites bring up. 

Aliso king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel that were 
assembled unto him before the ark, 
sacrificed sheep and oxen, which 
could not be told nor numbered for 
multitude. i i 

7 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
unto his place, to the oracle of the 
house, into the most holy place, 
oon under the wings of the cheru- 

ims: 

8 For the cherubims spread forth 
their wings over the place of the 
ark, and the cherubims covered the 
ark and the staves thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of 
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the ark, that the ends of the staves 
were seen from the ark before the 
oracle; but they were not seen with- 
out. And there it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables which Moses 
put therein at Horeb, when the 
LORD made a covenant with the 
children of Israel, when they came 
out of Egypt. 

11 q And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place: (for all the priests that were 
present were sanctified, and did not 
then wait by course: 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of 
Heman, of Jeduthun, with their sons 
and their brethren, being arrayed in 
white linen, having cymbals and 
psaiteries and harps, stood at the 
east end of the altar, and with them 
an hundred and twenty priests 
sounding with trumpets:) 

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and singers were as one, 
to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the LORD; 
and when they lifted up their voice 
with the trumpets and cymbals and 
instruments of musick, and praised 
the LORD, saying, For he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with 
gone cloud, even the house of the 

if ‘So that the priests could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD 
had filled the house of God. 


CHAPTER 6 


HEN said Solomon, The LORD 
hath said that he would dwell 
in the thick darkness. 

2 But I have built an house of 
habitation for thee, and a place for 
thy dwelling for ever. ; 

3 And the king turned his face, 
and blessed the whole congregation 
of Israel: and all the congregation of 
Israel stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the 
LORD God of Israel, who hath with 
his hands fulfilled that which he 
spake with his mouth to my father 
David, saying, 
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5 Since the day that I brought 

orth my people out of the land o 
Egypt I chose no city among all the 
tribes of Israel to build an house in, 
that my name might be there; 
neither chose I any man to be a 
ruler HEE my people Israel: 

t I have chosen J erusalem, 
that a name might be there; and 
have chosen David to be over my 

people Israel. 

Now it was in the heart of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the Lorp God of Israel. 

8 But the LORD said to David my 
father, Forasmuch as it was in thine 
heart to build an house for my 
name, thou didst well in that it was 
in thine heart: 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house; but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy loins, he 
shall build the house for my name. 

10 The LORD therefore hath per- 
formed his word that he hath 
spoken: for I am risen up in the 
room of David my father, and am 
set on the throne of Israel, as the 


LORD promised, and have built the 
house for the name of the LORD 
God of Iszael. 


11 And in it have I put the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the 
LORD, that he made with the child- 
ren of Israel. 

12 q And he stood before the altar 
of the LORD in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands: 

13 For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits lone, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the 
court: and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward 
heaven, 

14 And said, O Lorp God of Israel, 
there is no ‘God like thee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth; which 
keepest covenant, and shewest 
mercy unto thy servants, that walk 
before thee with all their nears 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised ; and spak- 
est with thy mouth, and hast ful-

16 Now therefore, O LORD God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou hast pro- 
mised him, saying, There shall not 
fail thee a man in my sight to sit 
upon the throne of Israel; yet so 
that thy children take heed to their 
way to walk in my law, as thou hast 
walked before me. 

17 Now then, O Lorp God of 
Israel, let thy word be verified, 
which thou hast spoken unto thy 
servant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth? behold, 
heaven and the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain thee; how much less 
this house which I have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the 
prayer of servant, and to his 
supplication, O LORD my God, to 
hearken unto the cry and the prayer 
whi hici thy servant prayeth before 


the 

20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the place whereof thou hast said 
that thou wouldest put thy name 
taros as to hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant prayeth toward 
this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the 
supplications of thy servant, and of 
thy people Israel, which they shall 
make toward this piace: hear thou 
from thy dwelling place, even from 
heaven; and ahs thou hearest, 
forgive. 

22 4 If a man sin against his neigh- 
bour, and an oath be laid upon 
to make him swear, and the oath 
as before thine altar in this 

ouse 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, by 
requiting the wicked, by recom- 
pensing his way upon: his own head; 
and by jus teous, by 

giving him cording to his right- 
eousness. 

24 Q And if thy people Israel be 
put to the worse before the enemy, 
because they have sinned against 
thee; and return and confess 
thy name, and pray and make sup- 
plication before thee in this house; 
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25 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, and forgive the sin of thy 
people Israel, and bring them again 
unto the land which thou gavest to 
them and to their fathers. 

26 { When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee; yet if 
they pray toward this place, and 
confess thy name, and turn from 
fet sin, when thou dost afflict 
27 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people Israel, when thou 
hast taught them the good way, 
wherein they should walk; and send 
rain upon the land, which thou hast 
aves unto thy people for an inherit- 


a8 i If there be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilence, if there be 
blasting, or mildew, locusts, or 
caterpillers; if their enemies þe- 
siege them in the cities of their 
land; whatsoever sore or whatso- 
ever ‘sickness there be: 

Then what prayer or what sup- 
plication soever shall be made of 
any man, or of all thy people Israel, 
when every one shall know his own 
sore and his own grief, and shall 
spread forth his hands in this 

ouse: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven 
thy dwelling place, and forgive, and 
render unto every man according 
unto all his ways, whose heart thou 
knowest; (for thou only knowest the 
hearts of the children of men:) 

a That they may fear thee, to 

in thy ways, so long as they 
te in the land which thou gavest 
unto our fathers. 

32 @ Moreover concerning the 
stranger, which is not of thy people 
Israel, but is come from a far coun- 
try for thy great name’s sake, and 
thy mighty hand, and thy stretched 
out arm; if they come and pray in 
this house; 

33 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, even from thy dwelling place, 
and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to thee for; et all 
people of the earth may know thy 
name, and fear thee, as doth thy 
people Israel, and may know that 
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this house which I have built is 
called by thy name. 

4 If thy people go out to war 
oti their enemies by the way 
that thou shalt send them, and they 
pray unto thee toward this city 
which thou hast chosen, and the 
ee which I have built for thy 


"35 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens their prayer and their suppli- 
cation, and maintain their cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them over before their ene- 
mies, and they carry them away 
captives unto a land far off or near; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselves 
in the land whither they are carried 
captive, and turn and pray unto 
thee in the land of their captivity, 
saying, We have sinned, we haye 
done amiss, and have dealt wick- 


edly; 

38 If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their soul 
in the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, 
and pray toward their land, which 
thou gavest unto their fathers, and 
foward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house which 
I have built for thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, even from thy dwelling place, 
their prayer and their supplications, 
and maintain their cause, and for- 
give thy people which have sinned 
against thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I beseech 
thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears be attent unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O LORD 
God, into thy resting place, thou, 
and the ark of thy strength: let thy 
priests, O LorD God, be clothed 
with salvation, and let thy saints 
rejoice in goodness. 

42 O LorpD God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed: remember 
the mercies of David thy servant. 


CHAPTER 7 


OW when Solomon had made 
an end of praying, the fire came 
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down from heaven, and consumed 

the burnt offering and the sacrifices; 

a the glory of the Lorp filled the 
ouse. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the LORD, because 
the glory of the Lorp had filled the 
LORD’s house. 

3 And when all the children of 
Israel saw how the fire came down, 
and the glory of the LorpD upon the 
house, they bowed themselves with 
their faces to the ground upon the 
pavement, and worshipped, and 
praised the LORD, saying, For he is 
good: for his mercy endureth for 


ever. 
4 Q Then the king and all the 
people offered sacrifices before the 


ORD. 
5 And king Solomon offered a 
sacrifice of twenty and two thou- 


sand oxen, and an hundred and 


twenty thousand sheep: so the king 
and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Levites also with instru- 
ments of musick of the LORD, which 
David the king had made to praise 
the LORD, because his mercy en- 
dureth for ever, when David praised 
by their ministry; and the priests 
sounded trumpets before them, and 
all Israel stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before 
the house of the LORD: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat 
of the peace offerings, because the 
brasen altar which Solomon had 
made was not able to receive the 
burnt offerings, and the meat offer- 
ings, and the fat. 

8 q Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and 
Israel with him, a very great con- 
eregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly: for they kept 
the dedication of the altar seven 
days, and the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent 
the people away into their tents, 
glad and merry in heart for the 
goodness that the Lorp had shewed

unto David, and to Solomon, and to 
Israel his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the 
house of the Lorp, and the kine’s 
house: and ali that came into Solo- 
mon’s heart to make in the house 
of the LORD, and in his own house, 
he prosperously effected. 

12 q the LORD appeared to 
Solomon by night, and said unto 

have heard thy prayer, and 
have chosen this place to myself for 
an house of sacrifice. 

13 If I shut up heaven that there 
be no rain, or if I command the 
locusts to devour the land, or if I 
send pestilence among my people; 

14 If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
soivaa, and pray, and seek my face, 

from their wicked ways; 
en will I hear from heaven, and 
will forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and mine ears attent unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sanc- 
tified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever: and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per- 
petually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt 
walk before me, as David thy father 
walked, and do according to all that 
I have commanded thee, and shalt 
observe my statutes and my judg- 
ments; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne 
of thy kingdom, according as I have 
covenanted with David thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man ¢o be ruler in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away,and forsake 
my statutes and my command- 
ments, which I have set before you, 
and shall go and serve other gods, 
and worship them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by 
the roots out of my land which I 
have given them; and this house, 
which I have sanctified for my 
name, will I cast out of my sight, 
and will make it fo be a proverb 
and a byword among all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, 


shall be an astonishment to every 


one that passeth by it; so that he 
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shall say, Why hath the Lorp done 
ane te unto this land, and unto this 
ouse? 

22 And it shall be answered, Be- 
cause they forsook the LORD God 
of their fathers, which brought them 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and wor- 
shipped them, and served them: 
therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them. 


CHAPTER 8 


ND it came to pass at the end 

of twenty years, wherein Solo- 
mon had built the house of the 
LORD, and his own house, 

2 That the cities which Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of 
Israel to dwell there. 

And Solomon went to Hamath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wil- 
derness, and all the store cities, 
which he built in Hamath. 

o he built Beth-horon the 
upper, and Beth-horon the nether, 
fenced cities, with walls, gates, and 


ars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store 
cities that Solomon had, and all the 
chariot cities, and the cities of the 
horsemen, and that Solomon 
desired to build in Jerusalem, an 
in Lebanon, and throughout all ‘the 
land of his dominion. 

7 q As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amor- 
ites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Hivites, and the Jebusites, which 
were not of Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were 
left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Israel consumed not, 
them did Solomon make to pay 
tribute until this day. 

9 But of the abildren of Israel did 
Sime make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, 
and chief of his captains, and cap- 
tains of his chariots and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of 
king Solomon’s officers, even two 
hundred and fifty, that bare rule 
over the people. 


11 q And Solomon brought up the 
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daughter of Pharaoh out of the city 
of David unto the house that he had 
built for her: for he said, My wife 
shall at dwell in the house of David 
king of Israel, because the places 
are holy, whereunto the ark of the 
LORD hath come. 

12 Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings unto the LorD on the altar 
of the LORD, which he had built 
before the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Moses, on the sab- 
baths, and on the new moons, and 
on the solemn feasts, three times in 
the year, even in the feast of un- 
leavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of taber- 
nacles. 

14 q And he appointed, according 
to the order of David his father, 
the courses of the priests to their 
service, and the Levites to their 
charges, to praise and minister be- 
fore the priests, as the duty of every 
day required: the porters also by 
their courses at every gate: for so 
had David the man of God com- 
manded. 

15 And they Ceparted not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the 
LORD, and until it was finished. 
So the house of the LORD was 
perfected. 

17 ( Then went Solomon to Ezicn- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side 
in the land of Edom 

8 And Huram Kent him by the 
fade of his servants ships, and 
servants that had knowledge of the 
sea; and they went with the ser- 
vants of Solomon to Ophir, and 
took thence four hundred and fifty 
talents of gold, and brought them to 

Solomon. 


CHAPTER 9 


Aw when the queen of Sheba 
heard of the fame of Solomon, 
she came to prove Solomon with 
hard questions at Jerusalem, with a 
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Visit of the queen of Sheba 
very great company, and camels

ance, and precious stones: and when 
she was come to Solomon, she com- 
muned with him o t was in 
her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her 
questions: and there was no 

from Solomon which he told 
her not. 

3 And when the queen of Sheba 
had seen the wisdom of Solomon, 
and the house that he had built, 

4 the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and 
their apparel; his cupbearers also, 
and their apparel: and his ascent by 
which he went up into the house of 
the LORD; there was no more spirit 


in her 

"5 And she said to the king, Jt was 
a true report which I heard in mine 
own land of thine acts, 
wisdom: 

6 Howbeit I believed not their 
words, until I came, and mine eyes 
had seen if: and, behold, the one 
half of the greatness of thy wisd om 
was not told me: for thou exceedest 
the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy 
are these thy servants, which stan 
continually before thee, and hear 
thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, 
a delighted in thee to set thee 

n his throne, fo be king for the 
LORD thy God: because thy God lov- 
ed Israel, to establish ee for ever, 
therefore made he e king over 
them, to do judgment sid justice. 

9 And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices great abundance, and pre- 
cious stones: neither was there any 
such spice as the queen of Sheba 
gave king Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Huram, 
and the servants of Solomon, which 
EO gold from Ophir, brought 

trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the 
LORD, and to the king’s palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers: 
and there were none such seen 
before in the land of Judah

12 And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So 
she turned, and went away to her 
own a she and her servants. 

13 q Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one year was 
six hundred and threescore and six 
talents of gold; 

14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the 
kings of Arabia and governors of the 
country brought gold and silver to 
Solomon. 

15 q And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred Sakam of beaten gold 
went to one targe 

16 And three dad shields made 
he of beaten gold: three hundred 
shekels of gold went to one shield. 
And the king put them in the house 
of the forest of Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, 
which were fastened to the throne, 
and stays on each side of the sitting 
place, and two lions standing by the 


stays 

19 ied twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps. There was not the like 
made in ana kingdo 

20 Ç And all the a yessels 
of king Solomon were of gold, and 
all the vessels of the house of the 
forest of Lebanon were of pure gold: 
none were of silver; it was not any 
thing accounted of in the days of 
Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to 
Tarshish with the servants of Hu- 
ram: every three years once came 
the ships of Tarshish bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and 
peacocks. | 

22 And king Solomon passed all 
the kings of the earth in riches and 
wisdom. 

23 q And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to 
Soat pnh wisdom, that God had put 
in 

24 And are brought every man 
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his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and raiment, har- 
ness, and spices, horses, and mules, 
a rate year by year. 

2 And Solomon had four thou- 
sand stalls for horses and chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen; 
whom he bestowed in the chariot 
cities, and with the king at Jeru- 


salem 
26 T And he reigned over all the 
kings from the river even unto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the 
boie of Egypt. 
the king made silver in 
ie erusalem as stones, and cedar 
trees made he as the sycomore trees 
pore are in the low plains in abund- 


aag “And they brought unto Solomon

29 q Now the rest of the acts of 
Solomon, first and last, are they not 
written in: the book of Nathan the 
prophet, and in the prophecy of 
Ahijah the Shilonite, and in the 
visions of Iddo the seer against 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jeru- 
salem over all Israel forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his 
fathers, and he was buried in the 
city of David his father: and Reho- 
boam his son reigned in his stead.

5 And he said unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. 
And the people departed. 
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6 G And king Rehoboam took coun- 
sel with the old men that had stood 
before Solomon his father while he 
yet lived, saying, What counsel give 
ye me to return answer to this 
people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good words 
to them, they will be thy servants 
for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which 
the old men gave him, and took 
counsel with the young men that 
were brought up with him,

9 d he said “unto them, What 
advice give ye that we may return 
answer to this people, which have 
spoken to me, saying, Ease some- 
what the yoke that thy father did 
put upon us?

11 For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put 
more to your yoke: my father_chas- 
tised you with whips, but I will 
et you with scorpions. 

12 So Jeroboam and ail the people 
came to Rehoboam on the d 
day, as the king bade, saying, Come 
again to me on the third day 

13 And the king OSEA them 
roughly; and king Rehoboam for- 
Seg the counsel of the old men, 

4 And answered them after the 
oie of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, 
but I will add thereto: my father 
chastised you with whips, but I wili 
chastise you with scorpions. 

15 So the hearkened not unto 
the people: for the cause was of 
God, that the LoRD might perform 
his word, which he spake by the 
hand of Ahijah the Shilonite to 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16 q And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not hearken unto 
them, the people answered the king, 
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saying, What portion have we in 
David? and we have none inherit- 
ance in the son of Jesse: eyery man 
to your tents, O Israel: and now, 
David, see to e own house. So 
all Israel went to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
that dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Ha- 
doram that was over the tribute; 
and the children of Israel stoned 
him with stones, that he died. But 
king Rehoboam made speed to get 
him up to his chariot, to flee to 
Jerusalem 

19 And Israel rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day.

9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and 


Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and 
Hebron, which are in Judah and in 
Benjamin fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong 


Rehoboam strengtheneth his kingdom 


holds, and put captains in them, and 
store of victual, and of oil and wine. 

d in every several city he but 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 q And the priests and the Le- 
vites that were in all Israel resorted 
to him out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their sub- 
urbs and their possession, and came 
to Judah and Jerusalem: for Jero- 
boam and his sons had cast them 
off from executing the priest’s office 
unto the LORD: 

= And he ordained him priests for 

places, and for the devils, 
arpi for the calves which he had 


made. 

a And after them out of all the 
tribes of Israel such as set their 
hearts to seek the Lorp God of 
Israel came to Jerusalem, to sacri- 
fice unto the LORD God of their 
fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the king- 
dom of Judah, and made Rehoboam 
the son of Solomon strong, three 
years: for three years they walked 
in the way of David and Solomon. 

18 q And Rehoboam took him Ma- 
halath the daughter of Jerimoth the 
son of David to wife, and Abihail 
the eae of Eliab the son of 


Jes 

10 Which bare him children; Je- 
ush, and Shamariah, and Zaham. 

20 And after her he took Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom; which 
bare him Abijah, and Attai, and 
Ziza, and Shelomith. 

21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom above ail 
his wives and his concubines: (for 
he took eighteen wives, and three- 
scone concubines; and begat twenty 

eight sons, and threescore 
denehtete: ) 

22 And Rehoboam made Abijah 
the son of Maachah the chief, fo be 
ruler among his brethren: for he 
thought to make him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dis- 
persed of all his children throughout 
all the countries of Judah and Ben- 
jamin, unto every fenced city: and 
he gave them victual in abundance. 
And he desired many wives. 
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CHAPTER 12 


ND it came to pass, when Reho- 

boam had established the king- 
dom, and had strengthened himself, 
he forsook the law of the LORD, and 
all Israel with 

2 And it game to pass, that in the 
ath year of king Rehoboam Shishak 

of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem, because they had trans- 
eregsed against the LORD, 

With twelve hundred chariots, 
oe threescore thousand horsemen: 
and the people were without num- 
ber that came with out of 
Egypt; the Lubims, the Sukkiims, 
and the Ethiopians. 74 

4 And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Judah, and came 
& Jerusalem. ; 

5 @ Then came Shemaiah the pro- 
phet to Rehoboam, and fo the 
princes of Judah, that were gathered 
together to Jerusalem because of 

hishak, and said unto them, Thus 
saith the LORD, Ye have forsaken 
me, and therefore have I also left 
you in the hand of Shishak 

6 Wliereupón the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; 
and they said, The LORD is right- 
eou 

7 And when the LoRD saw that 
they humbled themselves, the word 
of the LoRD came to Shemaiah, 
saying, They have humbled them- 
selves; therefore I will not destroy 
them, but I grant them some 
deliverance; and my wrath shall not 
be poured out upon Jerusalem by 
the hand of Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his 
servants; that they may know my 
service, and the service of the 
kingdoms of the countries. 

9 So Shishak of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem, and took 
away the treasures of the house of 
the LORD, and the treasures of the 
king’s house; he took all: he carried 
away also the shields of gold which 
Solomon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Reho- 

oam made shields of brass, and 
committed them to the hands of the 
chief of the guard, that kept the 
entrance of the king’s house. 
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11 And when the king entered into 
the house of the LORD, the guard 
came and fetched them, and brought 
them again into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the LORD turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether: and also in Judah things 
went well. 

13 { So king Rehoboam strength- 
ened himself in Jerusalem, and 
reigned: for Rehoboam was one and 
forty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned seventeen 

years in Jerusalem, the city which 
ihe LORD had chosen out of all the 
tribes of Israel, to put his name 
there. And his mother’s name was 
Naamah an Ammonitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he 
prepared not his heart to seek the 


i5 "Now the acts of Rehoboam, 
first and last, are they not written 
in the book of Shemaiah the pro- 
phet, and of Iddo the seer concern- 
ing genealogies? And there were 
wars between Rehoboam and Jero- 
boam continually. 

16 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city 
of David: and Abijah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 13 


OW in the eighteenth year of 
king J ove began Abijah to 
reign over Jud 

2 He reigned three years in Jeru- 
salem. His mother’s name also was 
Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. And there was war between 
Abijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abijah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen 
men: Jeroboam also set the battle 
in array against him with eight hun- 
dred thousand chosen men, being 
mighty men of valour. 

4 Œ And Abijah stood up upon 
mount Zemaraim, which is in mount 
Ephraim, and said, Hear me, thou 
Jeroboam, and all Israel; 


Ought ye not to know that the 
LORD God of Israel gave the king- 
dom over Israel to David for ever, 
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even to him and to his sons by a 
covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
the servant of Solomon the son of 
David, is risen up, and hath rebelled 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Belial, 
and have strengthened themselves 
against Rehoboam the son of Solo- 
mon, when Rehoboam was young 
and tenderhearted, and could not 
withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand 
the kingdom of the LORD in the 
hand of the sons of David; and ye 
be a great multitude, and there are 
with you golden calves, which Jero- 
boam made you for gods. ; 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests 
of the LORD, the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levites, and have made you 
priests after the manner of the 
nations of other lands? so that who- 
soever cometh to consecrate him- 
self with a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of 
them that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the LORD is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him; 
and the priests, which minister unto 
the LORD, are the sons of Aaron, 
and the Levites wait upon their 
business: 

11 And they burn unto the LORD 
every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: 
the shewbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening: for we keep 
the charge of the LORD our God; 
ra ye have forsaken him.. 

2 And, behold, God himself 7s 
with us for our captain, and his 
priests with sounding trumpets to 
cry alarm against you. O chiidren of 
Israel, fight ye not against the LORD 
God of your fathers; for ye shall not 
prosper. 

13 q But Jeroboam caused an am- 
bushment to come about behind 
them: so they were before Judah, 
and the ambushment was behind 


them 

14 wer when Judah looked back, 
behold, the battle was before and 
behind: and they cried unto the 








Asa’s good reign 


LORD, and the priests sounded with 
the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout: and as the men of Judah 
shouted, it came to pass, that God 
smote Jeroboam and all Israel be- 
fore Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled 
before Judah: and God delivered 
them into their hand. | 

17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so 
there fell down slain of Israel five 
hundred thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, be- 
cause they relied upon the LORD 
God of their fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jero- 
boam, and took cities from him, 
Beth-el with the towns thereof, and 
Jeshanah with the towns thereof, 
and Ephraim with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength again in the days of Abijai: 
and the LORD struck him, and he 


died. 

21 4 But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixieen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of 
Abijah, and his ways, and his say- 
ings, are written in the story of the 
prophet Iddo. 


CHAPTER 14 


O Abijah slept with his fathers, 

and they buried him in the city 
of David: and Asa his son reigned 
in his stead. In his days the land 
was quiet ten years. | 

2 And Asa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the LoRD 
his God: 

3 For he took away the altars of 
the strange gods, and the high 
places, and brake down the images, 
and cut down the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek 
the LORD God of their fathers, and 
to do the law and the command- 


ment. 
5 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and 
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the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. 

6 Q And he built fenced cities in 
Judah: for the land had rest, and 
he had no war in those years; be- 
cause the LORD had given him rest.

8 And Asa had an army of men 
that bare targets and spears, out of 
Judah three hundred thousand; and 
out of Benjamin, that bare shields 
and drew bows, two hundred and 
fourscore thousand: all these were 
mighty men of valour. 

9 q And there came out against 
them Zerah the Ethiopian with an 
host of a thousand thousand, and 
three hundred chariots; and came 
unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in 
Sea valley of Zephathah at Mare- 
shah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the LORD 
his God, and said, LORD, it is 
nothing with thee to help, whether 
with many, or with them that have 
no power: help us, O LORD our 
God; for we rest on thee, and in thy 
name we go against this multitude. 
O LoRD, thou art our God; let not 
man preyail against thee. 

12 So the LORD smote the Ethio- 
pians before Asa, and before Judah; 
and the Ethiopians fled. 

13 And Asa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar: and the Ethiopians were 
overthrown, that they could not re- 
cover themselves; for they were 
destroyed before the LORD, and be- 
fore his host; and they carried away 
very much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities 
round about Gerar; for the fear of 
the LORD came upon them: and 
they spoiled all the cities; for there 
was exceeding much spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep and 
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camels in abundance, and returned 
to Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER 15 


ARP the spirit of God came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded:

And the Lorp said, 
Thou shalt entice him, and thou 
shalt also prevail: go out, and do 
even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the 
LORD hath pee a lying spirit in the 
mouth of these thy prophets, and 
the LORD hath spoken evil against

23 “Then Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah came near, and smote Mi- 
caiah upon the cheek, and said, 
Which way went the spirit of the 
LORD from me to speak unto thee? 
24 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou 
shalt go into an inner chamber to 
hide thyself. 
25 Then the king of Israel said, 
Take ye Micaiah, and carry him 
back to Amon the governor of the 
city, and to Joash the king’s son;

Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction 
and with water of affliction, until I 
return in peace. 

27 And Micaiah said, If thou cer- 
tainly return in peace, then hath 
not the LORD spoken by me. And 
he said, Hearken, all ye people. 
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28 So the king of Israel and Je- 
E the king of Judah went 
up to sarah: ses 

the king of Israel said unto 
J oe I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the battle; but put 
thou on thy robes. So the g of 
Israel disguised himself; and they 
went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that were with him, saying, Fight ye 
not with small or great, save only 
with the king of Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jehosh- 
aphat, that they said, It is the king 
of Israel. Therefore they compassed 
about him to fight: but Jehoshaphat 
cried out, and the Lorp helped 
him; and God moved them to depart 
from him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, when 
the captains of the chariots per- 
ceived that it was not the king of 
Israel, they turned back again from 
pursuing him. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king of 
Israel between the joints of the 
harness: therefore he said to his 
chariot man, Turn thine hand, that 
thou mayest carry me out of the 
host; for I am wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that 
day: howbeit the king of Israel 
stayed himself up in his chariot 
against the Syrians until the even: 
and about the time of the sun going 
down he died. 


CHAPTER 19 


AND Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah rehmned to his house in 
peace to Jerusalem. 

d Jehu the son of Hanani the 
seer went out to meet him, and said 
to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest 
thou help the ungodly, and love 
them that hate the LoRD? therefore 
a wrath upon thee from before the 

ORD. 

3 Nevertheless there are good 
things found in thee, in that thou 
hast taken away the groves out of 
the land, and hast prepared thine 
heart to seek God.

7 Art not thou our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest 
it to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever? 

8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for 
thy name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, 
or famine, we stand before this 
house, and in thy presence, (for thy 
name is in this house,) and cry unto 
thee in our affliction, then thou wilt 
hear and help. ; 

10 And now, behold, the children 
of Ammon and Moab and mount 
Seir, whom thou wouldest not let 
Israel invade, when they came out 
of the land of Egypt, but they turned 
from them, and destroyed them 


not; 

11 Behold, 7 say, how they reward 
us, to come to cast us out of. thy 
eee thou hast given 
us to 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh 
against us; neither know we what 
to Ses a our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Judah stood before the 
LORD, oat their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 4 Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the

son of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a 
Levite of the sons of Asaph, came 
the spirit of the LoRD in the midst 
of the congregation: 

15 d he said, Hearken ye, all 
Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, and thou king Jehoshaphat, 
Thus saith the LORD unto you, Be 
not afraid nor dismayed by reason 
of this great multitude; for the 
battle is not yours, but God’s. 

16 To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 

cliff of Ziz; and ye shall find them at 
the end of the oe before the 
wilderness of Jeruel. 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this 
battle: set yourselves, stand ye still, 
and see the salvation of the LORD 
with you, O Judah and Jerusalem: 
fear not, nor be dismayed; to mor- 
row go out against them: for the 
LORD will be with you. 

18 And Jehoshaphat bowed his 
head with his face to the ground: 
and all Judah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem fell before the LORD, 
worshipping the LORD. 

d the Levites, of the children 
of the Kohathites, and of the chil- 
dren of the Korhites, stood up to 
praise the LORD God of Israel with 
a loud voice on high. 

20 q And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the 
wiiderness of Tekoa: and as they 
went forth, Jehoshaphat stood and 
said, Hear me, O Judah, and ye 
inhabitants of Jerusalem; Believe in 
the LORD your God, so shall ye be 
established; believe his prophets, so 
shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted 
with the people, he appointed 
singers unto the LORD, and that 
should praise the beauty of holiness, 
as they went out before the army, 
and to say, Praise the LORD; for his 
mercy endureth for ever. ; 

22 @ And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the LORD set ambush- 
ments against the children of Am- 
mon, Moab, and mount Seir, which 
were come against Judah; and they 
were smitten. 

23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabit- 
ants of mount Seir, utterly to slay 
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and destroy them: and when, they 
had made an end of the inhabitants 
of Seir, every one helped to destroy 
another. | 

24 And when Judah came toward 
the watch tower in the wilderness, 
they looked unto the multitude, and, 
behold, they were dead bodies fallen 
to the earth, and none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the spoil 
of them, they found among them in | 
abundance both riches with the 
dead bodies, and precious jewels, 
which they stripped off for them- 
selves, more than they could carry 
away: and they were three days in 
esters of the spoil, it was so 


"26 q And on the fourth day they 
assembled themselves in the valley 
of Berachah; for there they blessed 
the LORD: therefore the name of the 
same place was called, The valley 
of Berachah, unto this day. 

27 Then they returned, every man 
of Judah and J erusalem, and Je- 
hoshaphat in the forefront of them, 
to go again to Jerusalem with joy; 
for the LORD had made them to 
rejoice over their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jerusalem 
with psalteries and harps and trum- 
pets unto the house of the LORD. 

29 And the fear of God was on all 
the kingdoms of those countries, 
when they had heard that the LORD 
fought against the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat 
was quiet: for his God gave him rest 
round about. 

31 q And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was and five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the way of 
Asa his father, and departed not 
from it, doing that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD. 

33 Howbeit the high places were 
not taken away: for as yet the peo- 
ple had not prepared their hearts 
unto the God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je- 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of Jehu 
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the son of Hanani, who is mentioned 
in the book of the kings of Israel. 
35 q And aitor this did J ehoshaphat 
Sue of Judah join himself with 
of Israel, who did very 
Gickediv: 


36 And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go te Tarshish: 
and they made the ships in Ezion- 


geber 

557 Then Eliezer the son of Doda- 
vah of Mareshah prophesied against 
Jehoshaphat, saying, Because that 
hast joined thyself with Ahaz 
the LorD hath broken thy ee 
And the ships were broken, that 
they were not able to go to Tarshish. 


CHAPTER 21 


New Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David. And 
Jehoram his son reigned in his 


stead.

13 But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Israel, and hast made 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem to go a whoring, like to the 
whoredoms of sae house of Ahab, 
and also hast slain thy brethren of 
thy father’s house, which were 
better than thyself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 
the LORD smite thy people, and thy 
caildren, and thy wives, an 
£00 

15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness by disease of thy bowels, un 
thy bowels fall out by reason of tl the 
memes day by day. 

6 @ Moreover the Lorp stirred 
hie against Jehoram the spirit of the 
Philistines, and of the Arabians, 
that were near the Ethiopians: 

17 And they came up into J udah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 

the king’s house, and his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoahaz, 
the youngest of his sons. 

18 Œ And after all this the LORD 
smote him in his bowels with an 
incurable disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in 
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process of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason 
of his sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of 
= fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem eight years, 
and departed without being desired. 
Howbeit they buried him in the city 
of David, but not in the sepulchres 
of the kings. 


CHAPTER 22 


ND the inhabitants of Jerusa- 

lem made Ahaziah his youngest 
son king in his stead: for the band 
of men that came with the Arabians 
to the camp had slain all the eldest. 
So Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king 
of Judah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign, 
and he reigned one year in Jeru- 
salem. His mother’s name also was 
Athaliah the daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of 
the house of Ahab: for his mother 
was his counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did e in the 
sight of the LorD like the house of 
Ahab: for they were his counsellors 
after the death of his father to his 
destruction. 

5 @ He walked also after their 
counsel, and went with Jehoram the 
son of of Israel to war 
against Hazael king of Syria at 
Ramoth-gilead: and the Syrians 
smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed 
in Jezreel because of me wounds 
which were given t Ramah, 
when he fought with Hansel king of 
Syria. d Azariah the son of Je- 
horam king of Judah went down to 
see Jehoram the son of Ahab at 
Jezreel, because he was sick. 

the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God by coming to Joram: 
for when he was come, he went out 
with Jehoram against Jehu the son 
of Nimshi, whom the LoRrD had 
anointed to cut off the house of 


8 And it came to pass, that, when 
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Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of b, and found the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of 
the brethren of Ahaziah, that minis- 
tered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

9 And he sought Ahaziah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sa- 
maria,) and brought him to Jehu: 
and when they had slain him, they 
buried him: ie they said, he 
is the son of Jehoshaphat, who 
sought the LORD with all his ‘heart. | 
So the house of Ahaziah had no 
power to keep still the kingdom. 

10 { But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was 
dead, she arose and destroyed all 
the seed royal of the house of Judah. 

11 But Jehoshabeath, the daughter 
of the , took J oash the son of 
Ahaziah, and stole him from among 
the king? s sons that were slain, and 
put and his nurse in a bed- 
chamber. So Jehoshabeath, the 
daughter of king Jehoram, the wife 
of Jehoiada the priest, (for she was 
the sister of Ahaziah ) hid from 

eral. so that she slew him not. 
2 And he was with them hid in the 
ee of God six years: and Atha- 
liah reigned over the land. 


CHAPTER 23 


AAR in the seventh year Jehoi- 
ada strengthened self, an 
took the captains of hundreds, Aza- 
riah the son of J renee and Ish- 
mael the son of Jehohanan, and

8 So the bs and all Judah 
did according to all things that Je- 
hoiada the priest had commanded, 
and took every man his men that 
were to come in on the sabbath, 
with them that were to go out on 
the sabbath: for Jehoiada the priest 
dismissed not the courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest 
delivered to the captains of hun- 
dreds spears, and bucklers, and 
shields, that had been king David’s, 
which were in the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple to 
the left side of the temple, along by 
the altar and the temple, by the king 
round about. 

11 Then they brought out the 
king’s son, and put upon him the 
crown, and gave im the testimony, 
and made him And Jehoiada 
and his sons anointed him, and said, 
God save the 

12 q Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and 
praising the king, she came to the 
people into the house of the LORD: 

13 And she looked, and, behold, 
the king stood at his pillar at the 
entering in, and the princes and the 
trumpets by the king: and all the 
people of the land rejoiced, and 
sounded with trumpets, also the 
singers with instruments of musick, 
and such as taught to sing praise.

Pry Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, 
and brake his altars and his images 
in pieces, and slew Mattan the 
priest of Baal before the altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the 
offices of the house of the LORD by 
the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom David had distributed in the 
house of the LORD, to offer the 
burnt offerings of the LORD, as it is 
written in the law of Moses, with 
rejoicing and with singing, as it was 
ordained by David. 

19 he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the LorD, that 
none which was unclean in any 
thing should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought 
down the king from the house of the 
LORD: and they came through the 
high gate into the king’s house, and 
set the king upon the throne of the 
kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced: and the city was quiet, 
after that they had siain Athaliah 
with the sword.

For the sons of Athaliah, that 
wicked woman, had broken up the 
house of God; and also all the dedi- 
cated things of the house of the 
LORD did they bestow upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the house of the LORD.

14 And they arose and took n 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, 
and all the altars for incense took 
they away, mwi cast them into the 
brook Ki 

15 Thee they killed the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the second 
month: and the priests and the Le- 
vites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the 
bumt offerings into the house of the 

RD 

16 And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God: the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which 
they received of the hand of the 
Levites. 

17 For there were many in the 
congregation that were not sanc- 
tified: therefore the Levites had the 
charge of the killing of the pass- 
overs for every one that was not 
clean, to sanctify them unto the 
LORD. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim, and Manas- 
seh, Issachar, and Zebulun, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they 
eat the passover otherwise than i 
was written. But Hezekiah prayed 
for them, saying, The good LORD 
pardon every one 

19 Thai prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the LORD God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed accor 
to the purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the LorpD hearkened to 
Hezekiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven 
days with great gladness: and the 
Levites and the priests praised the 
LORD day by day, singing with loud 
instruments unto the LORD. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the LORD: 
and they did eat throughout the 
feast seven days, offering peace 
offerings, and making confession to 
the LORD God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
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counsel to keep other seven days: 
ees kept other seven days with 
gla 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; 
and the princes gave to the con- 
gregation a thousand bullocks and 
ten thousand sheep: and a great 
— of priests sanctified them- 


selve 

25 s And all the congregation of- 
Judah, with the priests and the Le- 
vites, and all the congregation that 
came out of Israel, and the strangers 
that came out of the land of Israel, 
and that dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jeru- 
salem: for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem. | 

Then the priests the Levites 

arose and blessed the people: and 
their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came up to his holy dwelling 
place, even unto heaven. 


CHAPTER 31 


OW when all this was finished, 

all Israel that were present 
went out to the cities of Judah, and 
brake the images in pieces, and cut 
down the groves, and threw down 
the high places and the altars out of 
all Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim 
also and Manasseh, until they had 
utterly destroyed them all. Then all 
the children of Israel returned, 
every man to his possession, into 
their own cities. 

2 Q And Hezekiah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Le- 
vites after their courses, every man 
according to his service, the priests 
and Levites for burnt offerings and 
for peace offerings, to minister, and 
to give thanks, and to praise in the 
gates of the tents of the LORD. 

3 He abbointed also the king’s 
portion of his substance for the 
burnt offerings, fo wit, for the morn- 
ing and evening burnt offerings, and 
the burnt offerings for the sabbaths, 
and for the new moons, and for the 
set feasts, as if is written in the law 
of the LORD. 

4 Moreover he commanded the 
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people that dwelt in Jerusalem to 
give the portion of the priests and 
the Levites, that they might be en- 
couraged in the law of the LORD. 
And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of 
Israel brought in abundance the 
firstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, and 
honey, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things 
brought they in abundantly. 

6 And opens the children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and 
the tithe of holy things which were 
consecrated unto the Lorp their 
God, and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, an 
finished them in the seventh paih: 

8, And when Hezekiah and the 
princes came and saw the heaps, 
they blessed the Lorp, and his 
people Israel. 

9 Then Hezekiah questioned with 
the priests and the Levites concern- 
ing the heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chief priest of 
the house of Zadok answered him, 
and said, Since the people began to 
bring the offerings into the house of 
the LORD, we have had enough to 
eat, and have left plenty: for the 
LORD hath biessed his people; and 
that which is left zs this great store. 

1 @ Then Hezekiah commanded 
a prepare chambers in the house of 
the LORD; and they prepared them, 

12 And broughti in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his 
brother was the next. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and 
Nahath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, 
and J ozabad, and Eliel, and Isma- 
chiah, and Mahath, and Benaiah, 
were overseers under the hand of 
Cononiah and Shimei his brother, at 
the commandment of Hezekiah the 
king, and Azariah the ruler of the 
house of God. 

14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
was over the freewill offerings of 
God, to distribute the oblations of 
the LORD, and the most holy things. 
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15 And next fae were Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshua, and Shem- 
aiah, Amariah, and Shecaniah, in 
the cities of the priests, in their set 
office, to give to their brethren by 
courses, as well to the great as to 
the small: 

16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, 
even unto every one that entereth 
into the house of the LorD, his daily 
portion for their service in their 
charges according to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fathers, 
and the Levites from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges by 
their courses: 

18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their 
sons, and their daughters, through 
all the congregation: for in their set 
office they sanctified themselves in 
holiness: 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of 
the suburbs of their cities, in every 
several city, the men that were ex- 
pressed by name, to give portions 
to all the males among the priests, 
and to all that were reckoned by 
genealogies among the Levites. 

20 q d thus did Hezekiah 
throughout all Judah, and wrought 
that which was good ‘and right and 
oo before the LORD his God. 

1 And in every work that he began 
in the service of the house of God, 
and in the law, and in the com- 
mandments, to seek his God, he did 
it with all his heart, and prospered. 


CHAPTER 32 


FTER these things, and the 

establishment thereof, Sennach- 
erib king of aes came, and en- 
tered into Judah, and encamped 
against the fenced cities, and 
thought to win them for himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that 
Sennacherib was come, and that he 
was purposed to fight against Jeru- 
salem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the 
waters of the fountains which were 





Sennacherib’s overthrow 
Without the city: and they did help 


4 So there was gathered much 
people together, who stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that ran 
through the midst of the land, say- 
ing, Why should the kings ofA Assyria 
come, and find much water? 

5 Also he strengthened himself, 
and built up all the wall that was 
broken, and raised z# up to the 
towers, and another wall without, 
and repaired Millo in the city of 
David, and made darts and shields 
in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them to- 
gether to him in the street of the 
gate of the city, and spake comfort- 
ably to them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude 
that is with him: for there be more 
with us than with 

8 With him is an arm of flesh; but 
with us is the LORD our God to help 
us, and to fight our battles. And the 
people rested themselves upon the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah 

9 q After this did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria send his servants to Jeru- 
salem, (but he himself laid siege 

against Lachish, and all his power 
with him,) unto Hezekiah king of 
Judah, and unto all Judah that were 
at J erusalem, saying, 

10 Thus saith Sennacherib king of 
Assyria, Whereon do ye trust, that 
ye abide in the siege in J erusalem? 

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade 
you to give over yourselves to die by 
famine and by thirst, saying, The 
LORD our God shall deliver us out 
of the hand of the king of Assyria? 

12 Hath not the same Hezekiah 
taken away his high places and his 
altars, and commanded Judah and 
Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall worship 
before one altar, and burn incense 
upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my 
fathers have done unto all the peo- 
ple of other lands? were the gods of 
the nations of those lands any ways 
able to deliver their lands out of 
mine hand? 

14 Who was there among all the 
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gods of those nations that my 
fathers utterly destroyed, that could 
deliver his people out of mine hand, 
that your God should be able to 
deliver you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on 
this manner, neither yet believe 
him: for no god of any nation or 

dom was able to deliver his 

fone out of mine hand, and out of 

d of my fathers: how much 

less shall your God deliver you out 
of mine hand? 

16 And his servants spake yet 
more against the Lorp God, and 
against his servant Hezekiah. 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on 
the LORD, God of Israel, and to 
speak against him, saying, As the 
gods of the nations of other lands 
have not delivered their people out’ 
of mine hand, so shall not the God 
of Hezekiah deliver his people out 
of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud 
voice in the Jews’ speech unto the 
people of Jerusalem that were on the 
wall, to affright them. and to trouble 
them; that they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of 
the people of the earth, which were 
the work of the hands of man. 

20 And for this cause Hezekiah the 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the 
son of Amoz, prayed and cried to 
heaven. 

21 Q And the LORD sent an angel, 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains 
in the camp of the king of Assyria. 
So he returned with shame of face 
to his own land. And when he was 
come into the house of his god, they 
that came forth of his own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. | 

22 Thus the LORD saved Hezekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
from the hand of Sennacherib the 
king of Assyria, and from the hand 
of all other, and guided them on 
every side. f 

23 And many brought gifts unto the 
LORD to J anusala; and presents to 
Hezekiah king of Judah: so that he 
was magnified in the sight of 
nations from thenceforth.

30 This same Hezekiah also 
stopped the upper watercourse of 
Gihon, and brought it straight down 
to the west side of the city of David.

31 @ Howbeit in the business of 
the ambassadors of the princes of 
Babylon, who sent unto to in- 
quire of the wonder that was done 
in the land, God left him, to try him, 
that he might know all that was in 


s heart. 

32 q Now the rest of the acts of 
Hezekiah, and his goodness, þe- 
hold, they are written in the vision 
of Isaiah the prophet, the son of 
Amoz, and in the book of the kings 
= Judah and Israel. 

3 And Hezekiah slept with his 
ees and they buried him in the 
chiefest of the sepulchres of the 
sons of David: and all Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem did 
him honour at his death. d 
et Sepp his son reigned in his 
stead.

Mas ASSEH was twelve years 
old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned fifty and five years 


in Jerusalem 


2 But did 4 that which was evil in

8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the 
land which I have appointed for 
your fathers; so that they will take 
heed to do all that I have com- 
manded them, according to the 
whole law and the statutes and the 
ordinances by the hand of Moses. 

0 So Manasseh made Judah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, 
and to do worse than the heathen, 
whom the LORD had destroyed þe- 
fore the children of Israel.

seh, and to his people: but they 
would not hearken. 

11 4 Wherefore the LoRD brought

upon them the captains of the host 
of the king of Assyria, which took 
Manasseh among the thorns, and 
bound him with fetters, and carried 
him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction,

salem, and cast them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
LORD, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and 
commanded Judah to serve the 
LORD God of Ísrael. 

17 Nevertheless the people did 
sacrifice still in the high places, yet 
spip the LORD their God only. 

q Now the rest of the acts of 
ieee and his prayer unto his 
God, and the words of the seers that 
spake to him in the name of the LORD 
God of Israel, behold, they are writ- 
ten in the book of the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how God 
was entreated of him, and all his 
sin, and his trespass, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and 
set up groves and graven images, 
before he was humbled: behold, 
they are written among the sayings 
of the seers. 

20 So Manasseh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in his 
own house: and Amon his son 
reigned in his stead. 

21 q Amon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned two years in Jerusalem. 
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22 But he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the LORD, as did 
Manasseh his father: for Amon 
sacrificed unto all the carved i images 
which Manasseh his father had 
made, and served them; | 

23 And humbled not himself þe- 
fore the LoRD, as Manasseh his 
father had humbled himself; but 

on trespassed more and more. 

24 And his servants. conspired 
against him, and slew him in his 
own house. 

25 q But the people of the land 
slew all them that had conspired 
against Amon; and the people 
of the land made Josiah his son 
king in his stead. 


CHAPTER 34 


OSIAH was eight years old when 

he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD, and walked 
in the ways of David his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, 
nor to the left. 

For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he 
began to seek after the God o 
David his father: and in the twelfth 
year he began to purge Judah and 
Jerusalem from the high places, and 
the groves, and the carved images, 
and the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars 
of Baalim in his presence; and the

5 And he burnt the bones of the 
priests upon their altars, an 
cleansed Judah and Jerusalem. 

d so did he in the cities of 
Manasseh, and Ephraim, and Sim- 
eon, even unto Naphtali, with their 
mattocks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down 
the altars and the groves, and had 
beaten the graven images into pow- 
der, and cut down all the idols 
throughout all the land of Israel, he 
returned to Jerusalem. 
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8 { Now in the eighteenth year-of 
his reign, when he had purged the 
land, and the house, he sent Sha- 
phan the son of Azaliah, and Maa- 
seiah the governor of the city, and 
Joah the son of Joahaz the recorder, 
= repair the house of the LORD his 


9 And when they came to Hilkiah 
the high priest, they delivered the 
money that was brought into the 
house of God, which the Levites 
that kept the doors had gathered of 
the hand of Manasseh and Ephraim, 
and of all the remnant of Israel, and 
of all Judah and Benjamin; and they 
returned to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hand of 
the workmen that had the oversight 
of the house of the LORD, and they 
gave it to the workmen that wrought 
in the house of the LORD, to repair 
and amend the house: 

11 Even to the artificers and 
builders gave they it, to buy n 
stone, and timber for couplings, an 
to floor the houses which the pee 
of Judah had destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faith- 
fully: and the overseers of them 
were Jahath and Obadiah, the Le- 
vites, of the sons of Merari; and 
Zechariah and Meshullam, of the 
sons of the Kohathites, to set it 
forward; and other of the Levites, 
all that could skill of instruments 
of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers of 

that wrought the work in any 
manner of service: and of the Le- 
vites there were scribes, and offi- 
ae and porters. 

4 q And when they brought out 
the money that was brought into the 
house of the Lorp, Hilki the 
priest found a book of the law of 
the LORD given by Moses. 

15 And Hilkiah answered and said 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of 
the Lorp. And Hilkiah delivered 
the book to Shaphan. 

16 Shaphan carried the book 
to the king, and brought the king 
word back again, saying, All that 
ae to thy servants, they 

01 
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17 And they have gathered to- 
gether the money that was found in 
the house of the LORD, and have 
delivered it into the hand of the 
overseers, and to the hand of the 
workmen 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told 
the king, saying, the priest 
hath given me a book. And Shaphan 
read it before the 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the 
law, that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Hil- 
kiah, and Ahikam the son of Sha- 
phan, and Abdon the son of Micah, 
and ee: the scribe, and Asaiah 
a servant of the king’s, saying, 

21 Go, inquire of the LORD for me, 
and for them that are left in Israel 
and in Judah, concerning the words 
of the book that is found: for great is 
the wrath of the LORD that is poured 
out upon us, because our fathers 
have not kept the word of the LORD, 
e r after all that is written in this 


22 Ånd Hilkiah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum 
the son of Tikvath, the son of Has- 
rah, keeper of the wardrobe; (now 
she dwelt in Jerusalem in the col- 
lege:) and they spake to her to that 
effect. 

23 ( And she answered them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of Israel, Tell 
ye the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the LoRD, Behold, I 

bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even 
all the curses that are written in the 
book which ae have read before 
the king of Jud 

25 Because oe. have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me 
to anger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and 
shall not be quenched. 

26 And as for the king of Judah, 
who sent you to inquire of the LORD, 
so shall ye say unto him, Thus 
saith the LORD God of Israel con- 
cerning the words which thou hast 


eard; 
27 Because thine heart was tender,

and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words 
against this place, and against the 
inhabitants thereof, and humbledst 
thyself before me, and didst rend 


thy clothes, and weep before me; I

28 Behold, I will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered 
to thy grave in peace, neither shall 
thine eyes see all the evil that I will 
bring upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants of the rte So they 
a the king word again. 

@ Then the king sent and 
gathered iowa all the elders of 
Jud d Jerusalem. 

30 Stas the king went up into the 
house of the LORD, and all the men 
of Judah, and the inhabitants of 
J erusalem, and the priests, and the 
aoe and all the people, great 

: and he read in their ears 
all the words of the book of the 
covenant that was found in the 
house of the LORD. PASES 

31 And the king stood in his place, 
and made a covenant before the 
LORD, to walk after the LORD, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
testimonies, and his statutes, with 

his heart, and with all his soul, to 
perform the words of the covenant 
which are written in this book. 

32 And he caused all that were 
present in Jerusalem and Benjamin 
to stand fo it. And the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem did according to the 
covenant of God, the God of their 
fathers.

OREOVER Josiah kept a 

passover unto the LORD in 
Jerusalem: and they killed the pass- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
first month.

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to 
the service of the house of the 
LORD, 

3 And said unto the Levites that 
taught all Israel, which were holy 
unto the LORD, Put the holy ark in 
the house which Solomon the son of 
David king of Israel did build; it 
shall not be a burden upon your 
shoulders: serve now the LORD your 
God, and his people Israel, ! 

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
houses of your fathers, after your 
courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Israel, and according 
to the writing of Solomon his son. 

5 And stand in the holy place ac- 
cording to the divisions of the fami- 
lies of the fathers of your brethren 
the people, and after the division of 
the families of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your bre- 
thren, that they may do according 
to the word of the LORD by the hand 
of Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all for 
the passover offerings, for all that 
were present, to the number at 
thirty thousand, and three thousand 
bullocks: these were of the king’s 
substance. 

And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, and 
to the Levites: Hilkiah and Zecha- 
riah and Jehiel, rulers of the house 
of God, gave unto the priests for the 
passover offerings two thousand and 
six hundred smali cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah 
and Nethaneel, his brethren, and 
Hashabiah and Jeiel and Jozabad, 
chief of the Levites, gave unto the 
Levites for passover offerings five 
thousand small cattle, and five hun- 
dred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, 
and the priests stood in their place, 
and the ere in their courses, 
ere to the king’s command- 


“aL ‘And they killed the passover, 
and the priests sprinkled the blood 
from their hands, and the Levites 
flayed them. 
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12 And they removed the burnt 
offerings, that they t give ac- 
cor to the dizisions of the fami- 
lies of the people, to offer unto the

And in the reign of Ahasuerus, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote

57 q And i in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the rest of their companions, 
unto Artaxerxes king of Persia; and 
the writing of the letter was written 
in the Syrian tongue, and inter- 
preted in the Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort: 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chan- 
cellor, and Shimshai the scribe, and 
the rest of their companions; the 
Dinaites, the Apharsathchites, the 
Tarpelites, the Apharsites, the Ar- 
chevites, the Babylonians, the Su- 
sanchites, the Dehavites, and the 
Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations 
whom the great and noble Asnappar 
brought over, and set in the cities of 
Samaria, and the rest that are on 
this side the river, and at such a 


time. 

11 q This ¿js the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king; Thy servants 
the men on this side the river, and 
at such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee 
to us are come unto Jerusalem, 
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building the rebellious and the bad 
city, and have set up the walls 
ae and joined the foundations. 

it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they 
not pay toll, tribute, and custom, 
and so thou shalt endamage the 
revenue of the kings. 

14 Now because we have main- 
tenance from the king’s palace, and 
it was not meet for us to see the 
king’s dishonour, therefore have we 
sent and certified the king; 

15 That search may be made in 
the book of the records of thy 
fathers: so shalt thou find in the 
book of the records, and know that 
this city is a rebellious city, and 

unto kings and provinces, 
and that they have moved sedition 
wi the same of old time: for 
which cause was this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side 
the river. 

17 Then sent the king an answer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and fo 
Shimshai the scribe, and fo the rest 
of their companions that dwell in 
Samaria, and unto the rest beyond 
the river, Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 

9 And I commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made in- 
surrection against kings, and that 
rebellion and sedition have been 
made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have 
ruled over all countries beyond the 
river; and toll, tribute, and custom, 
was paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and 
this city be not builded, anil 
another commandment shall be 
given from me 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why should damage grow 
to the hurt of the kings? 

23 Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes’ letter was read before 
Rehum, and Shimshai the scribe, 
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and their companions, they went up 
in haste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, 
and made them to cease by force 
and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jerusalem. 
So it ceased unto the second year of 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 


CHAPTER 5 


HEN the prophets, Haggai the 

prophet, and Zechariah the son 
of Iddo, prophesied unto_the Jews 
that were in Judah and Jerusalem 
in the name of the God of Israel, 
even unto them.

7 They sent a letter unto him, 
hea: was written thus; Unto 
Darius the king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of J udea, 
to the house of the great God, which 
is builded with great stones, and 
timber is laid in the walls, and this 
work goeth fast on, and prospereth 
in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who com-

manded you to build this house, 
and to make up these walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the 
chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us an- 
swer, saying, We are the servants 
of the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded 
these many years ago, which a great 
king of Israel builded and set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the tae 
of Nebuchadnezzar the 
Babylon, the Chaldean, who te 
stroyed this house, and carried the 
people away into Babyion. 

But in the first year of Cyrus 
the king of Babylon the same king 

s made a decree to build this 
house of God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took out of the 
temple that was in Jerusalem, and 
brought them into the temple of 
Babylon, those did Cyrus the king 
take out of the temple of Babylon, 
and they were delivered unto one, 
whose name was Sheshbazzar, 
whom he had made governor; 

15 And said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the 
temple that is in Jerusalem, and let 
the house of God be builded in his 
place. 

16 Then came the same Shesh- 
bazzar, and laid the foundation of 
the house of God which is in Jeru- 
salem: and since that time even 
until now hath it been in building, 
and vet it is not finished. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good 
to the king, let there be search made 
in the king’s treasure house, which 
is there at Babylon, whether it be 
so, that a decree was made of Cyrus 
the king to build this house of God 
at Jerusalem, and let the king send 
his pleasure to us concerning this 
matter, 


CHAPTER 6 


HEN Darius the king made a 
decree, and search was made 
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in the house of the rolls, where the 
treasures were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Achme- 
tha, in the palace that is in the 
province of the Medes, a roll, and 
therein was a record thus written: 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the 
king the same Cyrus the king made 
a decree concerning the house of 
God at Jerusalem, Let the house be 
builded, the place where they 
offered sacrifices, and let the found- 
ations thereof be strongly laid; the 
height thereof threescore cubits, 
one er breadth thereof threescore 
cupits; 

4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber: and let 
the aaa be given out of the 
king’s h 

5 And alse let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of 
the temple which is at Jerusalem, 
and brought unto Babylon, be re- 
stored, and brought again unto the 
temple which ts at Jerusalem, every 
one to his place, and place them in 
the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, 
and your companions the Apharsa- 
chites, which are beyond the river, 
be ye far from thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of 
God alone; let the governor of the 
Jews and the elders of the Jews 
build this house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what 
ye shali do to the elders of these 
Jews for the building of this house 
of God: that of the king’s goods, 
even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expenses be given unto 
these men, that they be not hin- 


dered. 

9 And that which they have need 
of, both young bullocks, and rams, 
and lambs, for the burnt offerings 
of the God of heaven, wear salt, 
wine, and oil, according to the ap- 
pointment of the priests which are 
at Jerusalem, let it be given them 
day by day without fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices 
of sweet savours unto the God of 
heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons. 
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11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his 
house, and being set up, let him be 
hanged thereon; and let his house 
be made a dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, that shall put to 
their hand to alter and to destroy 
this house of God which is at Jeru- 
salem. I Darius have made a decree; 
let it be done with speed. j 

i3 ( Then Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the king had sent, so 
oe did speedily. 

4 And the elders of the Jews 
builded: and they prospered through 
the prophesying of Haggai the pro- 
phet and Zechariah the son of Iddo. 
And they builded, and finished if, 
according to the commandment of 
the God of Israel, and according to 
the commandment of Cyrus, and 
Darius, and Artaxerxes king of 
Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of the 
reign of Darius the king. 

16 q And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the 
rest of the children of the captivity, 
kept the dedication of this house of 
God with joy 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this house of God an hundred bul- 
locks, two hundred rams, four hun- 
dred lambs; and for a sin offering 
for all Israel, twelve he goats, ac- 
cording to the number of the tribes 
of Israel. 

18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the Levites in their 
courses, for the service of God, 
which is at Jerusalem; as it is 
written in the book of Moses. 

19 And the children of the cap- 
tivity kept the passover upon the 
fourteenth day of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Levites 
were purified together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the passover 
for all the children of the captivity, 
and for their brethren the priests, 
and for themselves. 
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21 And the children of Israel, 
which were come again out of cap- 
tivity, and all such as had re torre 
themselves unto them from 
filthiness of the heathen of the Sandie 
to seek the LoRD God of Israel, did 


eat, 

“33 And kept the feast of un- 
leavened bread seven days with 
joy: for the LORD had made them 
joyful, and turned the heart of the 
king of Assyria unto them, to 
strengthen their hands in the work 
of the house of God, the God of 
srael. 


CHAPTER 7 


OW after these things, in the 

reign of Artaxerxes king of Per- 
sia, Ezra the son of Seraiah, the son 
of Azariah, the son of Hilkiah, 

2 The son of Shallum, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Ahitu 

3 The son of Amariah, the son of 
Azariah, the son of Meraioth, 

4 The son of Zerahiah, the son of 
Uzzi, the son of Bu 

5 The son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the 
son of Aaron the chief priest: 

6 This Ezra went up from Babylon; 
and he was a ready scribe in the 
law of Moses, which the Lorp God 
of Israel had given: and the king 
granted all his request, accord- 
ing to the hand of the LORD his 
God upon 

7 And there went up some of the 
children of Israel, and of the priests, 
and the Levites, and the singers, 
and the porters, and the Nethinims, 
unto Jerusalem, in the seventh year 
of Artaxerxes the king. 

8 And he came to Jerusalem in the 
ith month, which was in the 
seventh year of the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the 
first month began he to go up from 
Babylon, and on the first day of the 
fifth month came he to Jerusalem, 
according to the good hand of his 
God upon 

10 For Ezra had prepared his heart 
to seek the law of the LORD, and to 
do iz, and to teach in Israel statutes 
and judgments. 

11 G Now this is the copy of the

letter that the king Artaxerxes gave 
unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, 
even a scribe of the words of the 
commandments of the LORD, and 
of his statutes to Israel. 

2 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law 
of the God of heaven, perfect peace, 
and at such a time. 

I make a decree, that all —= 
of the people of Israel, and of his 
priests and Levites, in my realm, 
which are minded of their own free- 
— to go up to Jerusalem, go with 


l4 Forasmuch as thou art sent of 
the king, and of his seven coun- 
-n to inquire concerning Judah 
and Jerusalem, according to the law 
of thy God which is in thine hand; 

d to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God of 
ad whose habitation is in Jeru- 
salem, 

16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offering 
of the people, and of the priests, 
offering ly for the house of 
their God which is in Jerusalem: 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their meat offerings and 
their drink offerings, and offer them 
upon the altar of the nee of your 
God which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem 
good to thee, and to thy brethren, 
to do with the rest of the silver and 
the gold, that do after the will of 
your God. 

19 The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, e deliver thou before 
the God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow if out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Artaxerxes the 
king, do make a decree to all the 
treasurers which are beyond the 
river, that whatsoever Ezra the 
priest, the scribe of the law of the 
God of heaven, shall require of you, 
it be done speedily, 
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22 Unto an hundred talents of sil- 
ver, and to an hundred measures of 
wheat, and to an hundred baths of 
wine, ‘and to an hundred baths of 
oil, and salt without prescribing 
how muc 

23 Whatsoever is commanded by 
the God of heaven, let it be dili- 
gently done for the house of the 
God of heaven: for why should 
there be wrath against the realm 
of the king and his sons? ) 

24 Also we certify you, that touch- 
ing any of the priests and Levites, 
singers, porters, Nethinims, or min- 
isters of this house of God, it shall 
not be lawful to impose toll, tribute, 
or custom, upon them. 

25 oe a after the wis- 
dom of thy G that is in thine 
hand, set papin Ai ‘and judges, 
which may judge all the people that 
are beyond the river, all such as 
know the laws of thy God; and 
teach ye them that know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do the 
law of thy God, and the law of the 
king, let judgement be executed 
speedily upon him, whether it be 
unto death, or to banishment, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to im- 
prisonment. 

27 q Blessed be the Lorp God of 
our fathers, which hath put such a 
thing as this in the kineg’s heart, to 
beautify the house of the LORD 
which zs in Jerusalem: 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his coun- 
sellors, and before all the king’s 
mighty princes. And I was strength- 
ened as the hand of the LORD my 
God was upon me, and I gathered 
together out of Israel chief men to 
go up with me. 


CHAPTER 8 


HESE are now the chief of 

their fathers, and fhis is the 
genealogy of them that went up 
with me from amen in the reign 
of Artaxerxes the

7 And of the sons of Elam; Je- 
shaiah the son of Athaliah, and with 
him seventy males 

8 And of the sons of Shephatiah; 
Zebadiah the son of Michael, and 
with him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah the 
son of Jehiel, and with him two 
hundred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith; 
the son of Josiphiah, and with him 
an hundred and threescore males. 

11 And of the sons of Bebai; Zech- 
ariah the son of Bebai, and with 
him twenty and eight males. 

12 And of the sons of Azgad; 
ag ohanan the son of Hakkatan, and 

an hundred and ten males. 

“3 And of the last sons of Adoni- 
kam, whose names are these, Eliph- 
elet, Jeiel, and Shemaiah, and with 
them threescore males. 

14 Of the sons also of Bigvai; 
Uthai, and Zabbud, and with them 
seventy males 

15 q And I ai them together 
to the river that runneth to Ahava; 
and there abode we in tents three 
days: and I viewed the peopie, and 
the priests, and found there none 
of the sons of Levi. 

16 Then sent I for Eliezer, for 
Ariel, for Shemaiah, and for Elna- 
than, and for Jarib, and for Elna- 
than, and for Nathan, and for Zech- 
ariah, and for Meshuilam, chief 
men; also for Joiarib, and for Elna- 
than, men of understanding. 

17 And I sent them with command- 
ment unto Iddo the chief at the 
place Casiphia, and I told them 
what they should say unto Iddo, and 
to his brethren the Nethinims, at 
the place Casiphia, that they should 
bring unto us ministers for the 
house of our God. 
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18 And by the gcod hand of our 
God upon us they brought us a man 


of understanding, of the sons of 

, the son of Levi, the son of 
Israel: and Sherebiah, with his sons 
and his brethren, eighteen; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with him 
Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Ne Ss, whom 
David and the princes had ap- 
pointed for the service of the Le- 
vites, two hundred and twenty Neth- 
inns 328 all of them were expressed 

2i q Then I proclaimed a fast 
there, at the river of Ahava, that 
we might afflict ourselves before 
our God, to seek of a right way 
for us, and for our little ones, and 
for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require 


of the king a band of soldiers and 


horsemen to help us against the 
enemy in the way: because we had 
spoken unto the king, saying, The 
hand of our God is upon all them 
for good that seek him; but his 
power and his wrath is against all 
them that forsake him 

23 So we fasted ae besought our 
God, for this: and he was entreated 


of u 

24 i Then I separated twelve of 
the chief of the priests, Sherebiah, 
Hashabiah, and ten of their bre- 
thren with them, 

25 And weighed unto them the 
silver, and the gold, and the vessels, 
even the offering of the house of our 
God, which the king, and his coun- 
sellors, and his lords, and all Israel 
there present, had offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of sil- 
ver, and silver vessels an hundred 
talents, and of gold an hundred 
talents; 

27 Also twenty basins of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of 
fine copper, precious as gold 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are 
holy unto the LORD; the vessels are 
holy also; and the silver and the 
gold are a freewill offering unto the 
LORD God of your fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until 
ye weigh them before the chief of 
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the priests and the Levites, and 
chief of the fathers of Israel, at 
Jerusalem, in the chambers of the 
house of the LORD. 

30 So took the priests and the 
Levites the weight of the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, to bring 
them to Jerusalem unto the house 
of our God. 

31 q Then we departed from the 
river of Ahava on the twelfth day of 
the first month, to go unto Jeru- 
salem: and the hand of our Go 
was upon us, and he delivered us 
from the hand of the enemy, and of 
such as lay in wait by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
anoue there three days. 

3 ( Now on the fourth day was 
tie silver and the gold and the ves- 
sels weighed in the house of our God 
by the hand of Meremoth the son of 
Uriah the priest; and with was 
Eleazar the son of Phinehas; and 
with them was Jozabad the son of 
Jeshua, and Noadiah the son of 
Binnui, Levites; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one: ancal al the weight was 
written at that 

35 Also the pha ed of those that 
had been carried away, which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt offerings unto the God of 
Israel, twelve bullocks for all Israel, 
ninety and six rams, seventy and 
seven lambs, twelve he goats for a 
sin offering: all this was a burnt 
offering unto the LORD. 

36 q And they delivered the king’s 
commissions unto the king’s lieu- 
tenants, and to the governors on this 
side the river: and they furthered 
the people, and the house of God. 


CHAPTER 9 


OW when these things were 

done, the princes came to me, 
saying, The people of Israel, and 
the priests, and the Levites, have 
not separated themselves from the 
people of the lands, doing according 
to their abominations, even of the 
Canaanites, the Hittites, the Periz- 
zites, the Jebusites, the Ammonites, 
the Moabites, the Egyptians, and 
the Amorites. 
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2 For they have taken of their 
daughters for themselves, and for 
their sons: so that the holy seed 
have mingled themselves with the 
people of those lands: yea, the hand 
of the princes and rulers hath been 
chief in this trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I 
rent my garment and my mantle, 
and plucked off the hair of my head 
and of my beard, and sat down. 
astonied. l 

4 Then were assembled unto me 
every one t trembled at the 
words of the God of Israel, because 
of the transgression of those that 
had been carried away; and I sat 
astonied until the evening sacrifice. 

d at the evening sacrifice I 

arose up from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my 
mantle, I fell upon my knees, and 
spread out my hands unto the LORD 
my God, 
AOSA O my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my 
face to thee, my God: for our iniqui- 
ties are increased over our head, 
and our trespass is grown up unto 
the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers 
have we been in a great trespass 
unto this day; and for our iniquities 
have we, our kings, and our priests, 
been delivered into the hand of the 
kings of the lands, to the sword, to 
captivity, and to a spoil, and to 
confusion of face, as if is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath been shewed from the LORD 
our God, to leave us a remnant to 
escape, and to give us a nail in his 
holy place, that our God may lighten 
our eyes, and give us a little reviving 
in our bondage. 

9 For we were bondmen; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our 
bondage, but hath extended mercy 
unto us in the sight of the kings of 
Persia, to give us a reviving, to set 
up the house of our God, and to 
repair the desolations thereof, and 
to give us a wall in Judah and in 
Jerusalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what 
shall we say after this? for we have 
forsaken commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded 
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by thy servants the prophets, say- 
ing, The land, unto which ye go to 
possess it, is an unclean land with 
the filthiness of the people of the 
lands, with their abominations, 
which have filled it from one end to 
another with their uncleanness. 

12 Now therefore give not your 
daughters unto their sons, neither 
take their daughters unto your sons, 
nor seek their peace or their wealth 
for ever: that ye may be strong, an 
eat the good of the land, and leave 
it for an inheritance to your children 
for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our 
great trespass, seeing that thou our 
God hast punished us less than our 
iniquities deserve, and hast given 
us such deliverance as this; 

14 Should we again break thy 
commandments, and join in affinity 
with the people of these abomina- 
tions? wouldest not thou be angry 
with us till thou hadst consumed us, 
so that there „Should be no remnant 
nor escaping 

15 O LORD God of Israel, thou art 
righteous: for we remain yet es- 
caped, as it is this day: behold, we 
are before thee in our trespasses: 
for we cannot stand before thee 
because of this. 


CHAPTER 10 


OW when Ezra had prayed, and 
when he had confessed, weep- 
ing and casting himself down before 
the house of God, there assembled 
unto him out of Israel a very great 
congregation of men and women 
and children: for the people wept 
very sore

hiel, one of the sons of Elam, an-

D T Then Ezra rose up from before 
the house of pag and went into the 
chamber of Johanan the son of Eli- 
ashib: and when he came thither, 
he did eat no bread, nor 
water: for he mourned because of 
the transgression of them that had 
been carried away. 

7. they made Taan 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem 
unto all the children of the cap- 
tivity, that they should gather them- 
selves together unto Jerusalem; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
come wi three days, according 
to the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, his substance should be 
forfeited, and himself separated 
from the congregation of those that 
had been carried away 

9 d Then all the men ror Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves to- 
gether unto Jerusalem within three 
days. It was the ninth month, on the 
twentieth day of the month; ‘and all 
the people sat in the street of the 
house of God, trembling because of 
ae matter, and for the great rain. 

Ezra the priest stood up, 
aoe said unto them, Ye have trans- 
eressed, and have taken strange 
wives, to increase the trespass of 
Israel. 

11 Now therefore make confession 
unto the LORD God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure: and separate 
yourselves from the people of the 
land, and from the strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation an- 
swered and said with a loud voice, 
As thou hast said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are many, and if 
is a time of much rain, and we are 
not able to stand without, neither 
is this a work of one day or two: 
for we are many “n have trans-

14 Let now our rulers of all the 
congregation stand, and let all them 
which have taken strange wives in 
our cities come at appointed times, 
and with them the elders of every 
city, and the judges thereof, until 
the fierce wrath of our God for this 
matter be turned from us. 

15 Q Only Jonathan the son of 
Asahel and Jahaziah the son of Tik- 
vah were employed about this mat- 
ter: and Meshullam and Shabbethai 
the Levite helped them. 

16 And the children of the cap- 
tivity did so. And Ezra the priest, 
with certain chief of the fathers, 
after the house of their fathers, and 
all of them by their names, were 
separated, and sat down in the first 
day of the tenth month to egzamine 
the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all 
the men that had taken strange 
wives by the first day of the first 
month. 

18 q And among the sons of the 
priests there were found that had 
taken strange wives: namely, of 
the sons of Jeshua the son of

HE words of Nehemiah the son

4 q And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain 
days, and fasted, and prayed before 
the God of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, O 
LORD God of heaven, the great and 
terrible God, that keepeth covenant 
and mercy for them that love him 
and observe his commandments:

4 Hear, O our God; for we are 
despised: and turn their reproach 
upon their own head, and give them 
for a prey in the land of captivity: 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
let not their sin be blotted out from 
before thee: for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the 
haif thereof: for the people had a 
mind to work. 

7 q But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the 
Arabians, and the Ammonites, and 
the Ashdodites, heard that the walls 
of Jerusalem were made up, and 
that the breaches began to be 
stopped, then they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them to- 
gether to come and to fight against 
Jerusalem, and to der it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our 
prayer unto our God, and set a 
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watch against them day and night, 
because of them 

10 And Judah said, The strength 
of the bearers of burdens is de- 
cayed, and fhere is much rubbish; 
so that we are not able to build the 


wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to 
cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times, From 
all places whence ye shall return 
unto us they will be upon you. 

13 @ Therefore set I in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 
higher places, I even set the people 
after their ies with their 
swords, their spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, an 
said unto the nobles, and to the 
rulers, and to the rest of the people, 
Be not ye afraid of them: remember 
the Lord, which is great and terrible, 
and fight for your brethren, your 
sons, and your daughters, your 
wives, and your houses. 

5 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their 
counsel to nought, that we returned 
all of us to the wall, every one unto 
his work. | 

16 And it came to pass from that 
time forth, that the half of my ser- 
vants wrought in the work, and the 
other haif of them held both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, 
and the habergeons; and the rulers 
were behind all the house of Judah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with 
those that laded, every one with one 
of his hands wrought in the work, 
ae oes the other hand held a 


"is av ‘the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 Q And I said uaip the nobles, 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon 
the wall, one far from another. 
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20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the pet, resort ye 
taithor unto us: our God shall fight 


21 ae we laboured in the work: 
and half of them held the spears 
from the rising of the morning till 
the stars appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 
I unto the people, Let every one 
with his servant lodge within Jeru- 
salem, that in the night they may be 
a guard to us, and labour on the 


ay. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my servants, nor the men of the 
guard which followed me, none of 
us put off our clothes, saving that 
every one put them off for washing. 


CHAPTER 5 


Afe there was a ereat cry of 
the people and of their wives 
against their brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said, We, 
our sons, and our daughters, are 
many: therefore we take up corn 
for them, that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine- 
yards, and houses, that we might 
buy corn, because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said, We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that ubon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our flesh is as the flesh 
of our brethren, our children as 
their children: and, lo, we bring 
into bondage our sons and our 
daughters to be servants, and some 
of our daughters are brought unto 
bondage already: neither is it in our 
power to redeem them; for other 
men have our lands and vineyards. 

6 q And I was very angry when I 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, 
and I rebuked the nobles, and the 
rulers, and said unto them, Ye exact 
usury, every one of his brother. 
yt I set a great assembly against 


8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were sold 
unto the heathen; and will ye even 
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sell your brethren? or shall they be 
sold unto us? Then held they their 
peace, and found no fo answer, 

9 Also I said, It is not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God because of the reproach 
of the heathen our enemies? 

0 I likewise, and my brethren, 
and my servants, t exact of 
them money and corn: I pray you, 
let us leave off this usury. 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their 
vineyards, their oliveyards, and 
their houses, also the hundredth 
bart of the money, and of the corn, 
the wine and the oil, that ye exact 
o 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and require nothing o 
them; so will we do as thou sayest. 
Then I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they should do 
according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, 
So God shake out every man from 
his house, and from his labour, that 
performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
An the congregation said, 
Amen, and praised the LORD. And 
the people did according to this 
promise. 

14 q Moreover from the time that 
I was appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen- 
tieth year even unto the two and 
thirtieth year of Artaxerxes the king, 
that is, twelve years, I and my 
brethren have not eaten the bread 
of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were charge- 
able unto the people, and had taken 
of them bread and wine, beside 
forty shekels of silver; yea, even 
their servants bare rule over the 
people: but so did not I, because of 
the fear of God. g ) 

16 Yea, also I continued in the 
work of this wall, neither bought we 
any land: and all my servants were 
gathered thither unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my 
table an hundred and fifty of the 
Jews and rulers, beside those that 
came unto us from among the 
heathen that are about us. 


The wall is finished 


18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one ox and six 
choice sheep; also fowls were pre- 
pared for me, and once in ten days 
store of all sorts of wine: yet for all 
this required not I the bread of the 
governor, because the bondage was 
heavy upon this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for 
good, according to all that I have 
done for this people. 


CHAPTER 6 


OW it came to pass, when 

Sanballat, and Tobiah, and Ge- 
shem the Arabian, and the rest of 
our enemies, heard that I had 
builded the wall, and that there 
was no breach left therein; (though 
at that time I had not set up the 
doors upon the gates;) 

2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying, Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages 
in the plain of Ono. But they thought 
to do me mischief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto 
them, saying, I am doing a great 
work, so that I cannot come down:

6 Wherein was written, It is re- 
ported among the heathen, and 
Gashmu saith it, that thou and the 
Jews think to on = which cause 
thou buildest that thou 
mayest be their ts according to 
these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed 
prophets to preach of thee at Jeru- 
salem, saying, There is a king in 
Judah: and now shall it be reported 
to the king according to these words. 
Come now therefore, and let us take 
counsel together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no such things done as 
thou sayest, but thou feignest them 
out of e own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid. say- 
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ing, Their hands shall be weakened 
from the work, that it be not done.

10 Afterward I came unto the 
house of Shemaiah the son of Del- 
aiah the son of Mehetabeel, who 
was shut up; and he said, Let us

11 And I said, Should such a man 
as I flee? and who is there, that, 
being as I am, would go into the 
oe to save his life?

16 And it came to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and 
all the heathen that were about us 
saw these things, they were much 
cast down in their own eyes: for 
they perceived that this work was 
ae of our God.

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CHAPTER 7

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was 
above all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 

And Ezra blessed the LORD, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, Amen, Amen, with lifting 
up their hands: and they bowed 
their heads, and worshipped the 
LORD with their faces to the ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and 
Sherebiah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbe- 
thai, Hodijah, Maaseiah, Kelita, 
Azariah, Jozabad, Hanan, Pelaiah, 
and the Levites, caused the people 
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to understand the law: and the 
people stood in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to under- 
or the reading. 

9 And Nehemiah, which is the 
Tirshatha, and Ezra the priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught 
the people, said unto all the people, 

his day is holy unto the LORD your 
God; mourn not, nor weep. For all 
the people wept, when they heard 
the words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Go 
your way, eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom nothing is prepared: for 
this day is holy unto our Lord: 
neither be ye sorry; for the joy of 
the LORD is your stre 

11 So the Levites stilled all the 
people, saying, Hold your peace, 
i the day is holy; neither be ye 


ved. 

s12 “And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to send 
portions, and to make great mirth, 
because they had understood the 
words that were declared unto them. 

13 Q And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the 
fathers of all the people, the priests, 
and the Levites, unto Ezra the 
scribe, even to understand the 
words of the law. : Á 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the Lorp had com- 
manded by Moses, that the children 
of Israel should dwell in booths in 
the feast of the seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish 
and proclaim in all their cities, and 
in Jerusalem, saying, Go forth unto 
the mount, and fetch olive branches, 
and pine branches, and myrtle 
branches, and palm branches, and 
branches of thick trees, to make 
ae as it is written. 

6 @ So the people went forth, and

17 And all the congregation of them 
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that were come again out of the 
captivity made booths, and sat 
under the booths: for since the days 
of Jeshua the son of Nun unto that 
day had not the children of Israel 
done so. And there was very great 
gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days: and on 
the eighth day was a solemn assem- 
bly, according unto the manner. 


CHAPTER 9 


OW in the twenty and fourth 

day of this month the children 
of Israel were assembled with fast- 
ing, and with sackclothes, and earth 
upon them.

and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art LORD alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven 
of heavens, with all their host, the 
earth, and all things that are there- 
in, the seas, and all that zs therein, 
and thou preservest them all; and 
the host of heaven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the LoRD the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
and gavest him the name of Abra- 


ham; ; 
8 And foundest his heart faithful 
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before thee, and madest a covenant 
with to give the land of the 


Canaanites, the Hittites, the Amor- 
ites, and the Perizzites, and the 
Jebusites, and the Girgashites, to 
give if, J say, to his seed, and hast 
performed thy words; for thou art 
righteous: me 

9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
eo by the Red sea; 

0 And shewedst signs and won- 
a upon Pharaoh, and on ali his 
servants, and on all the people of 
his land: for thou knewest that they 
dealt proudly against them. So didst 
thou get thee a name, as if is this 


ay ; 

11 And thou didst divide the sea 
before them, so that they went 
pee the midst of the sea on the 
dry land; and their persecutors thou 
threwest into the deeps, as a stone 
into the mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in 
the night by a pillar of fire, to give 
them light in the way wherein they 
should go. 

13 Thou camest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good 
statutes and commandments: 

14 And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, 
by the hand of Moses thy servant: 

15 And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and 
broughtest forth water for them out 

of the rock for their thirst, and 
promisedst them that they should go 
in to possess the land which thou 
hadst sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks,

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus- 
tain them in the wilderness, so that 
they lacked nothing; their clothes 
waxed not old, and their feet 
swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them 
kingdoms and nations, and didst 
divide them into corners: so they 
possessed the land of Sihon, and 
the land a Te king of zee and 
the land of Og king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised 
to their fathers, that they should go 
in to possess if. 

24 So the children went in and 
possessed the land, and thou sub- 
Guedst before them the inhabitants 
of the land, the Canaanites, and 
gavest them into their hands, with 
their kings, and the people of the 
land, that they might do with them 
as they would.

of all goods, wells digged, vine- 
yards; and oliveyards, and fruit 
trees in abundance: so they did eat, 
and were filled, and became fat, and 
delighted themselves in thy great 
goodness.

of their trouble, when they cried 
unto thee, thou heardest them from 
heaven; and according to mani- 
fold mercies thou gavest them 
saviours, who saved them out of the 
d of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they 

evil again before thee: there- 
fore leftest thou them in the hand 
of their enemies, so that they had 
the dominion over them: yet when 
they returned, and cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; 
and many times didst thou deliver 
them according to thy mercies; 

9 And testifiedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them again 
unto thy law: yet they dealt proudly, 
and hearkened not unto thy com- 
mandments, but sinned against thy 
judgments, (which if a man do, he 
shall live in them;) and withdrew 
the shoulder, and hardened their 
neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for- 
bear them, and testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit in thy prophets: 
yet would they not give ear: there- 
fore gavest thou them into the hand 
of the people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great 
mercies’ sake thou didst not utterly 
consume them, nor forsake them; 
oe, art a gracious and merciful 

o 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy, let not all the trouble seem 
little before thee, that hath come 
upon wus, on our kings, on our 
princes, and on our priests, and on 
our prophets, and on our fathers, 
and on thy people, since the 
time of the kings of Assyria unto 
this day. 

33 Howbeit thou arf just in all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast 
done right, but we have done 
wickedly: 

34 N exther have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fathers, 
kept thy law, nor hearkened unto 

commandments and thy testi- 
monies, wherewith thou didst testify 
against them.

35 For they have nog served thee 
in their om, and in thy great 
goodness that thou gavest them, 
and in the large and fat land which 
thou gavest before them, neither 
turned they from their wicked 


works. 

36 Behold, we are servants this 
day, and for the land that thou 
gavest unto our fathers to eat the 
fruit thereof and the good thereof, 
behold, we are servants in it: 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins: also 
they have dominion over our bodies, 
and over our cattle, at their pleas- 
ure, and we are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write if; an 
our princes, Levites, and edat 
seal unto it.

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shut, and charged that they should 
not be opened till after the sabbath: 
and some of my servants set I at the 
gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers 
of all kind of ware lodged without 
Jerusalem once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, 
and said unto them, Why lodge ye 
about the wall? if ye do so again, I

22 And I commanded the Levites 
that they should cleanse them- 
selves, and that they should come 
and keep the gates, to sanctify the 
sabbath day.

23 q In os days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ashdod, 
of Ammon, and of Moab:

PS5 "had I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of

and made them swear by God, say- 
ing, Ye shall not give your daughters 
unto their sons, nor take their 
daughters unto your sons, or for 
yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things? yet among 
many nations was there no king like 
him, who was beloved of his God, 
and God made him king over a 
Israel: nevertheless even him di 
outlandish women cause to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to transgress 
against our God in marrying strange 
wives? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was son in law to Sanb 
Horonite: therefore I chased him 
from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, 
because they have defiled the 
priesthood, and the covenant of the 
priesthood, and of the Levites.

BOOK OF ESTHER 


CHAPTER 1 


OW it came to pass in the days 

of Ahasuerus, (this is Ahasue- 
rus which reigned, from India even 
unto Ethiopia, over an hundred an 
seven and twenty provinces:) 

2 That in those days, when the 
king Ahasuerus sat on the throne of 
his Sinecomy which was in Shushan 
the palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes an 
his servants; the power of Persia 
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and Media, the nobles and princes 
of the provinces, being before him: 
4 When he shewed the riches of 
his glorious kingdom and the honour 
of his excellent majesty many days, 
soen an hundred and fourscore 


5 vAnd when these days were ex- 
pired, the king made a feast unto 
the people that were present in Shu- 
shan the palace, both unto great and 
small, seven days, in the court of 
the garden of the king’s palace; 

6 Where were white, green, and

blue, hangings, fastened with cords 
of fine linen and purple to silver 
rings and pillars of marble: the beds 
were of gold and silver, upon a 
pavement of red, and blue, and 
white, and black, marble. 

And they gave them drink in 
vessels of gold, (the vessels being 
diverse one from another,) and royal 
wine in abundance, according to the 
state of the king. 

8 And the drinking was according 
to the law; none did compel: for so 
e king had appointed to all the 
nets of his house, that they 
shoulda do according to every man’s 
pleasur 
9 ‘Also, Vashti the queen made a 
feast for the women in the royal 
Rouse which belonged to king Ahas- 


"10 OG On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mehuman, 
Biztha, Harbona, Bigtha, and Abag- 
tha, Zethar, and Carcas, the seven 

chamberlains that served in the 
presence of Ahasuerus the king, 

11 To bring Vashti the queen be- 
fore the king with the crown royal, 
to shew the people and the princes 
HATIRA beauty: for she was fair to

12 But the queen Vashti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment 
by Ais chamberlains: therefore was 
the king very wroth, and his anger 
burned in him. 

134 Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
was the king’s manner toward all 
that knew oo and judgment: 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
shena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, 
Meres, Marsena, and Memucan, 
the seven princes of Persia and 
Media, which saw the king’s face, 
and which sat the first in the king- 


dom;) 

i5 ‘What shall we do unto the 
queen Vashti according to law, be- 
cause she hath not performed the 
commandment of the king Ahasue- 
rus by the chamberlains? 

d Memucan answered before 
the king and the princes, Vashti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, 
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and to all the people that are in all 
the provinces of the king Ahasue- 


rus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto women, so 
that they shall despise their hus- 
bands in their eyes, when it shall be 
reported, The king Ahasuerus com- 
manded Vashti the queen to be 
brought in before him, but she came 


not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of. 
Persia and Media say this day unto 

e ’s princes, which have 

heard of the deed of the queen. 
Thus shall there arise too much 
contempt and wra 

19 If it please the king, let there 
go a royal commandment from him, 
and let it be written among the laws 
of the Persians and the Medes, that 
it be not altered, That Vashti come 
no more before king Ahasuerus; and 
let the king give her royal estate 
u another that is better than she. 

0 And when the king’s decree 

an he shall thal ane be pub- 
lished throughout all his empire, 
(for it is great,) all the wives shall 
give to their husbands honour, both 
ta great and small. 

1 And the saying pleased the Kine 
= the princes; and the king di 
according to the word of Oin 

22 For he sent letters into all the 
king’s provinces, into every pro- 
vince according to the writing there- 
of, and to every people after their 
language, that every man should 
bear rule in his own house, and that 
it should be published according to 
the language of every people. 


CHAPTER 2 


Aree these things, when the 
wrath of king Ahasuerus was 
appeased, he remembered Vashti, 
and what she had done, and what 
was decreed against her. 

2 Then said the king’s servants 
dct ministered unto him, Let there 
be fair young virgins sought for the 


king: 

3 And let the king appoint officers 
in all the provinces of his kingdom, 
that they may eather together all 


the fair young virgins unto Shushan 
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the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of Hege 
the king’s et keeper = 
the women; and let their things for 
purification be given them:

mother, and the maid was fair and 
beautiful; whom Mordecai, when 
her father and mother were dead, 
mer for his own daughter. 

8 q So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his de- 
cree was heard, and when many 
maidens were ‘gathered together 
unto Shushan the palace, to the 
custody of Hegai, that Esther was 

brought also unto the king’s house, 
to the custody of Hegai, keeper of 
the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, 
and she obtained kindness of him; 
and he speedily gave her her things 
for purification, with such things as 
belonged to her, and seven maidens, 
which were meet to be given her, 
out of the king’s house: and he pre- 
ferred her and her maids unto the 
best lace of the house of the 
women. 

10 Esther had not shewed her 
people nor her kindred: for Morde- 
cai had charged her that she should 
not shew it. 

11 And Mordecai walked every 
day before the court of the women’s 
house, to know how Esther did, and 
what should become of her, 

12 4 Now when every maid’s turn 
was come to go in to king Ahasue- 
rus, after that she had been twelve 
months, according to the manner of 
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the women, (for so were the days of 
their p cations accomplished, fo 
wit, six months with oil of myrrh, 
and six months with sweet emanate 
and with other things for the purify- 
ing of the women;) 

13 Then thus came every maiden 
unto the king; whatsoever she de- 
sired was given her to go with her 
out of the house of the women unto 
the king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on 
the morrow she returned into the 
second house of the women, to the 
custody of Shaashgaz, the kineg’s 

berlain, which kept the con- 
cubines: she came in unto the

nis. q ‘Now when the turn of Esther, 
the daughter of Abihail the uncle of 
Mordecai, who had taken her for 
his daughter, was come to go in 
unto the king, she required nothing 
but what Hegai the king’s cham- 
berlain, the keeper of the women, 
appointed. And Esther obtained 
favour in the sight of all them that 
looked upon her. : 

6 So Esther was taken unto king 
Ahasuerus into his house royal in

6 And he thought scorn to lay 
hands on Mordecai alone; for they 
had shewed him the people of Mor- 
decai: wherefore Haman sought to 
destroy all the Jews that were 
throughout the whole kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, even the people of Mor- 


decai 
7q Tin the first month, that is, the 
month Nisan, in the twelfth year of 
king Miduyeeess; they cast Pur, that 
is, the lot, before Haman from day 
to day, and from month to month, 
to the twelfth month, that is, the 
ints Adar. 
8 Q And Haman said unto king 
Ahasuerus, There is a certain peo- 
ple scattered abroad and dispersed 
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among the people in all the pro- 
vinces of thy kingdom; and their 
laws are diverse from all people; 
neither keep they the kine’s laws: 
therefore it is not for the kineg’s 
profit to suffer them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed:

14 The copy of the writing for a 
commandment to be given in every 
province was published unto all 
people, that they should be ready 
against that day. 

15 The posts went out, being hast- 
ened by the kine’s commandment, 
and the decree was given in Shu- 
shan the palace. And the king and 
Haman sat down to drink; but the 
city Shushan was perplexed. 


CHAPTER 4 


HEN Mordecai_perceived all 
that was done, Mordecai rent 
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his clothes, and put on sackcloth 
with ashes, and went out into the 
midst of the city, and cried with a 
loud and a bitter cry;

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given 
at Shushan to destroy them, to shew 
it unto Esther, and to declare it unto 
her, and to charge her that she 
should go in unto the king, to make 
supplication unto him, and to make 
request before for her people. 

9 Hatach came and told 
Esther the words of Mordecai. 

10 Q Again Esther spake unto 
Hatach, and gave him command- 
mon unto Mordecai; 

1 All the king’s servants, and the

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto them 
from sorrow to joy, and from mourn- 
ing into a good day: that they should 
make them days of feasting an 
joy, and of sending portions one to 
another, ane gifts to the poor. 

23 the Jews undertook to do 
as they had begun, and as Mordecai 
had written unto them; 

24 Because Haman the son ot 
Hammedatha, the Agagite, the enc- 
my of all the Jews, had devised 
against the Jews to destroy them, 
and had cast Pur, that is, the lot, to 
pou serae them, and to destroy 


2) But when Esther came before 
, he commanded by letters 
thet his wicked ood which he 
devised against the Jews, should 
return upon his own wheat: and that 
he and his sons should be hanged 
on the gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these 
days Purim after the name of Pur. 
Therefore for all the words of this 
letter, and of that which they had 
seen concerning this matter, and 
which had come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, 
and upon all such as joined them- 
selves unto them, so as it should 
not fail, that they would keep these

two days according to their writing, 
and according to their appointed 
time every year; 

28 And that these days should be 
remembered and kept throughout 
every generation, every family, 
every province, and every city; and 
that these days of Purim should not 
fail from among the Jews, nor the 
memorial of them perish from their

29 Then Esther the queen, the 
daughter of Abihail, and Mordecai 
the Jew, wrote with all authority, to 
confirm this second letter of Purim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty and 
seven provinces of the kingdom of 
Ahasuerus, with words of peace and 


truth, 

_31 To confirm these days of Purim 
in their times appointed, according 
as Mordecai the Jew and Esther the 
queen had enjoined them, and as 
they had decreed for themselves and 
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for their seed, the matters of the 
fastings and their cry. 

32 And the decree of Esther con- 
firmed these matters of Purim; and 
it was written in the book. 


CHAPTER 10 


AND the king Ahasuerus laid a 
tribute upon the land, and upon 
the isles of the sea. _.

Tion words of the Preacher, the 
son of David, king in Jerusalem. 

Vanity of vanities, saith the 
Preacher, vanity of vanities; all is 


anity. 

É What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he taketh under the 
sun? 

4 One generation passeth away, 
and another generation cometh: but 
the earth abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the 
sun goeth down, and hasteth to his 
place where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north; 
it whirleth about continually, and 
the wind returneth again according 
to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; 
yet the sea is not full; unto the 
place from whence the rivers come, 

thither they return again 

8 All things are full of labour; 
man cannot utter if: the eye is not 
satisfied with ae nor the ear 
filled with hea 

9 The thine that hath been, it is 
that which shall be; and that which 
is done is that which shall be done: 
and there is no new thing under 
the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it 
may be said, See, this is new? it 
hath been already of old time, which 
was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of 
former things; neither shail there 


be any remembrance of things that 
are to come with those that shall 
come after. 

12 q I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

I gave my heart to seek 
and search out by wisdom concern- 
ing all things that are done under 
heaven: this sore travail hath God 
given to the sons of man to be 
exercised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that 
are done under the sun; and, be- 
hold, ali is vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

15 That which is crooked cannot 
be made straight: and that which is 
wanting cannot be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine own 
heart, saying, Lo, I am come to 
great estate, and have gotten more 
wisdom than all they that have been 
before me in Jerusalem: yea, my 
heart had great experience of wis- 
dom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know 
wisdom, and to know madness and 
folly: I ae that this also is 
vexation of spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom is much 
grief: and he that increaseth know- 
ledge increaseth sorrow. 


CHAPTER 2 


SAID in mine heart, Go to now, 

I will prove thee with mirth, 

therefore enjoy pleasure: and, be- 
hold, this also zs vanity. 
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2 I said of laughter, Tt is mad: 
and of mirth, What doeth it? l 

3 I sought in mine heart to give 
myself unto wine, yet acquainting 
mine heart with wisdom; and to lay 
hold on folly, till I might see what 
was that good for the sons of men, 
which they should do under the 
heaven ali the days of their life. 

4 I made me great works; I 
builded me houses; I planted me 
vineyards: 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kind of fruits: 

I made mẹ pools of water, to 
water therewith the wood that 
bringeth forth trees: À 

I got me servants and maidens, 
and had servants born in my house; 
also I had great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jerusalem before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and 
gold, and the peculiar treasure of 
kings and of the provinces: I gat me 
men singers and women singers, 
and the delights of the sons of men, 
as musical instruments, and that of 
all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me 
in Jerusalem: aen my wisdom re- 
mained with m 

10 And hainoctes mine eyes de- 
sired I kept not from them, I with- 
held not my heart from any joy; for 
my heart rejoiced in all my labour: 
gaeti this was my portion of all my 
a 

1i Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour that I had laboured to 
do: and, behold, all was vanity and 
vexation of spirit, and there was no 
profit under the sun 

2 í And I turned myself to behold 
ee and madness, and folly: for 
what can the man do that cometh 
after the king? even that which hath 
been already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excel- 
leth folly, as far as light excelleth 
darkness. | Onis 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness: and I myself perceived also 
that one event happeneth to them all. 
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The vanity of human labour 


15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it happen- 
eth even to me; and why was I then 
more wise? Then I said in my heart, 
that this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever; seeing that which now is in 
the days to come shall ali be for- 
gotten. And how dieth the wise 
man? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun is grievous unto me: for ali is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 q Yea, I hated ail my labour 
which I had taken under the sun: 
because I should leave it unto the 
man that shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 
shall be a wise man or a fool? yet 
shall he have rule over all my labour 
wherein I have laboured, and 
wherein I have shewed myself wise 
under the sun. This is also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which I took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose labour 
is in wisdom, and in knowledge, 
and in equity; yet to a man that hath 
not laboured therein shall he leave 
it for his portion. This also zs vanity 

and a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured 
under the sun? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, and 
his travail grief; yea, his heart tak- 
eth not rest in the night. This is also 


vanity. 

24 q There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he should make his 
soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the 
hand of God 

25 For who can eat, or who else 
can hasten hereunto, more than 


26 For God giveth to a man that is 
good in his sight wisdom, and know- 
ledge, and joy: but to the sinner he 
giveth travail, to gather and to heap 
up, that he may give to him that is 
good before God. This also zs vanity 
and vexation of spirit.

CHAPTER 3 


O every thing there is a season, 
and a time to every purpose 
under the heaven: 

2 A time to be born, and a time to 
die; a time to plant, and a time to 
pluck up that which is planted;

9 What profit hath he that worketh 
in that wherein he laboureth? 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons ‘of men 
to be exercised in it. 

il He hath made every thing 
beautiful in his time: also he hath 
set the world in their heart, so that 
no man can find out the work that 
re "EEG from the beginning to 

een 

12 I know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his life. 

13 And also that every man should 
eat and drink, and enjoy the good of 
all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever: nothing 
can be put to it, nor any thing taken 
from it: and God doeth if, that men 
should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now; 
and that which is to be hath already 
been; and God requireth that which 
is past. 

16 @ And moreover I saw under 
the sun the place of judgment, that 
wickedness was there; and the 
place of righteousness, that iniauity 
was there. 


ECCLESIASTES 3, 4 


17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked: 

or there is a time there for every 
purpose and for every work. 

18 I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 For that which befalleth the 
sons of men befalleth beasts; even 
one thing befalleth them: as the one 
Gieth, so dieth the other: yea, they 
have all one breath; so that a man 
hath no preeminence above a beast: 
for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 o knoweth the spirit of man 
that goeth upward, and the spirit of 
the beast that goeth downward to 
the earth? 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there 
is nothing better, than that a man 
should rejoice in his own works; 
for that is his portion: for who shall 
bring him to see what shall be after 


him? 


CHAPTER 4 


O I returned, and considered all 

the oppressions that are done 
under the sun: and behold the tears 
Of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter; and on the side 
of their oppressors fhere was power; 
but they had no comforter. 

2 Wherefore I praised the dead 
which are already dead more than 
the living which are yet alive. 

3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath 
not seen the evil work that is done 
anden the sun. 

4 Q Again, I considered all travail, 
and every right work, that for this a 
man is envied of his neighbour. 
ccm is also vanity and vexation of 


SE "The fool foldeth his hands to- 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 Better zs an handful with quiet- 
ness, than both the hands full with 
travail and vexation of spirit. 

7 A Then I returned, and I saw 

vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
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not a second; yea, he hath neither 
child nor brother: yet is there no 
end of all his labour: neither is his 
eye satisfied with riches; neither 
saith he, For whem do I labour, and 
bereave my soul of good? This is 
also vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 € Two are better than one; be- 
cause they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift 
up his fellow: but woe to him that is 
alone when he falleth; for he hath 
not another to help up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, then 
they have heat: but how can one be 
warm alone? 

i12 And if one prevail against him, 
two shall withstand him; and a 
threefold cord is not quickly broken. 

13 q Better is a poor and a wise 
child than an old and foolish king, 
who will no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that is born 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all the living which 
walk under the sun, with the second 
child that shall stand up in his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the people, 
even of all that have been before 
them: they also that come after 
shall not rejoice in him, Surely this 
also is vanity and vexation of spirit. 


CHAPTER 5 


EEP thy foot when thou goest 

to the house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, than to give the 
sacrifice of fools: for they consider 
not that they do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and 
let not thine heart be hasty to utter 
any thing before God: for God is in 
heaven, and thou upon earth: there- 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of business; and a fool’s 
voice is known by multitude of 
words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools: pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 

5 Better is it that thou shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest 
vow and not pay. 
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6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy flesh to sin; neither say thou 
before the angel, that it was an 
error: wherefore should God be 
angry at thy voice, and destroy the 
work of thine hands? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams 
and many words there are also 
divers vanities: but fear thou God. 

8 q If thou seest the oppression of 
the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, 
marvel not at the matter: for he that 
is higher than the highest regard- 

eth; and there be higher than they. 

“9 q ea ie profit of the 
earth is for all: the king himself is 
perved by the fed 

O He that loveth silver shall not 
i satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase: 
this is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them: and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or much: 
but the abundance of the rich will 
not suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I 
have seen under the sun, namely, 
riches kept for the owners thereof 
to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail: and he begetteth a son, and 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother’s 
womb, naked shall he return to go 
as he came, and shall take nothing 
of his labour, which he may carry 
away in his hand. 

16 And this also zs a sore evil, that 
in all points as he came, so shall he 

o: and what profit hath he that 
haih laboured for the wind? 

17 his days also he eateth in 
darkness, and he hath much sorrow 
and wrath with his sickness. 

18 Q Behold that which I have 
seen: it is good and comely for one 
to eat and to , and to enjoy the 
good of all his labour that he taketh 
under the sun all the days of his 
life, which God giveth him: for it is 
his portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God

hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath given him power to eat thereof, 
and to take his portion, and to re- 
joiner in his labour; this is the gift 


20 For he shall not much remember 
the days of his life; because God 
guswereth him in the joy of his 

eart. 


CHAPTER 6 


HERE is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so that 
he wanteth 
all that he desireth, yet God giveth 

not power to eat thereof, but a 
stranger eateth it: this is vanity, 
and it is an evil disease. 

3 4 If a man beget an hundred 
children, and live many years, so 
that the days of his years be many, 
and his soul be not filled with good, 
and also that he have no burial; I 
say, that an untimely birth is better 
than he. Be Yess: 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and his 
name shali be covered with dark- 
ness. 

5 Moreover he hath not soen the 
sun, nor known any thing: t 
more rest than the other. 

6 q Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice fold, yet hath he seen 
no good: do not all go to one piace? 

7 All the labour of man zs for his 
mosis and yet the appetite is not 

ed. 

8 For what hath the wise more 
than the fool? what hath the poor, 
that knoweth to walk before the 
living? 

0 { Better is the sight of the eyes 
than the wandering of the desire: 
pa ss also vanity and vexation of 


ti 0 That which hath been is named 
already, and it is known that it is 
man: neither may he contend with 
him that is mightier than he. 

11 @ Seeing there be many things 
that increase vanity, what 7s man 
the better? 

12 For who knoweth what is good 


nothing for his soul of 


ECCLESIASTES 6, 7 


for man in this life, all the days of 
his vain life which he spendeth as a 
shadow? for who can tell a man 
what shall be after him under the 
sun? 


CHAPTER 7 


GOOD name is better than pre- 
cious ointment; and the day {of 
deat than the day of one’s birth. 

2 Q It is better to go to the house 
of mourning, than to go to the house 
of feasting: for that zs the end of all 
men; and the living will lay it to 
his heart. 

3 Sorrow is better than laughter: 
for by the sadness of the counten- 
ance the heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise is in the 
house of mourning; but the heart 
of fools is in the house of mirth. 

5 Jt is better to hear the rebuke of 
the wise, than for a man to hear the 
song of fools. ; 

6 For as the crackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is the laughter of 
the fool: this also zs vanity. 

' Œ Surely oppression maketh a 
wise man mad; and a gift destroyeth 


the heart. 

8 Better zs the end of a thing than 
the. beginning thereof: and the 
patient in spirit is better than the 
proud in spirit. 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to be 
angry: for anger resteth in the 
bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause 

t the former days were better 
than these? for thou dost not inquire 
wisely concerning this. 

11 q Wisdom is good with an in- 
heritance: and by it there is profit 
to them that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, and 
money is a defence: but the excel- 
lency of knowledge zs, that wisdom 
giveth life to them that have it. 

13 Consider the work of God: for 
who can make that straight, which 
he hath made crooked? 

14 In the day of prosperity be 
joyful, but in the day of adversity 
consider: God aiso hath set the one 
over against the other, to the end 
pee man should find nothing after 
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15 All things have I seen in the 
days of my vanity: there is a just 
man that perisheth in his righteous- 
ness, and there is a wicked man that 
prolongeth his life in his wicked- 
ness. 

16 Be not righteous over much; 
neither make thyself over wise: 
re shouldest thou destroy thy- 


lf 

17 Be not over much wicked, 
neither be thou foolish: why should- 
est thou die before thy time? 

18 Jt is good that thou shouldest 
take hold of this; yea, also from 
this withdraw not thine hand: for 
he that feareth God shall come 
forth of them ail. 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the wise 
more than ten mighty men which 
are in the city. 

20 For there is not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinneth 


not. 

"31 Also take no heed unto all 
words that are spoken; lest thou 
hear thy servant curse thee: 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
heart knoweth that thou thyself 
likewise hast cursed others. 

23 q this have I proved by 
wisdom: I said, I will be wise; but 
it was far from me. 

24 That which is far off, and ex- 
ure deep, who can find it 
ou 

25 I applied mine heart to know, 
and to search, and to seek out wis- 
dom, and the reason of things, and 
to know the wickedness of folly, 
even of foolishness and madness: 

26 And I find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands as 
bands: whoso pleaseth God shall 
escape from her; but the sinner 
shall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 
the preacher, counting one by one, 
to find out the account: 

28 Which yet my soul seeketh, but 
I find not: one man among a thou- 
sand have I found; but a woman 
among all those have I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that 
God hath made man upright; but 
pley have sought out many inven- 

ons.

CHAPTER 8 


HO is as the wise man? and 

who knoweth the interpreta- 
tion of a thing? a man’s wisdom 
maketh his face to shine, and the 
boldness of his face shall be 
changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the kine’s 
commandment, and fhat in regard 
of the oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his 
sight: stand not in an evil thing; for 
he doeth whatsoever pleaseth him. 

4 Where the word of a king is, 
there is power: and who may say 
unto him, What doest thou? 

5 Whoso keepeth the ne 
ment shall feel no evil thing: an 
wise man’s heart discerneth Cae 
time and judgment. 

6 Because to every purpose there 
is time and judgment, therefore the 
misery of man is great upon 

7 For he knoweth not that which 
shall be: for who can tell him when 
it shall be? 

8 There is nọ man that hath power 
over the spirit to retain the spirit; 


neither hath he power in the day of 


death: and there is no discharge in 
that war; neither shall wickedness 
deliver those that are given to it. 

All this have I seen, and applied 
my heart unto every work that is 
done under the sun: ¢fhere is a time 
wherein one man ruleth over an- 
other to his own hurt 

10 And so I saw the wicked buried, 
who had come and gone from the 
place of the holy, and eg were 
forgotten in the city where they had 
so done: this is also vanity. 

11 Because sentence against an 
evil work is not executed speedily, 
therefore the heart of the sons of 
men is fully set in them to do evil. 

12 ( Though a sinner. do evil an 
hundred times, and his days be 
prolonged, yet surely I know that it 
shall be well with them that fear 
God, which fear before 

13 But it shall not be well with the 
wicked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow; be- 
cause he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth; that there be just 











All things come alike to all 


men, unto whom it happeneth ac- 
cording to the work of the wicked: 
again, there be wicked men, to 
whom it happeneth according to the 
work of the righteous: I said that 
this also is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, be- 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the sun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry: for that 
shall abide with him of his labour 
the days of his life, which God 
giveth him under the sun. 

16 q When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the busi- 
ness that is done upon the e 
(for also there is that neither day 
nor night seeth sleep with his eyes:) 

17 Then I beheld ali the work of 
God, that a man cannot find out the 
work that is done under the sun: 
because though a man labour to 
seek ¿ić out, yet he shall not find ić; 
yea er; though a wise man 
think to OW: it, yet shall he not be 
able to find zt 


CHAPTER 9 


OR all this I considered in my 

heart even to declare all this, 
that the righteous, and the wise, 
and their works, are in the hand of 
God: no man knoweth either love or 
hatred by all that is before them. 

2 All things come alike to ail: 
there is one event to the righteous, 
and to the wicked; to the good and 
to the clean, and to the unclean; to 
him that sacrificeth, and to him that 
sacrificeth not: as is the good, so is 
the sinner; and he that sweareth, 
as he that feareth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event unto all: yea, also 
the heart of the sons of men is full 
of evil, and madness is in their 
heart while they live, and after that 
they go to the dead. 

4 Q For to him that is joined to all 
the living there is hope: for a living 
dog is better than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall die: but the dead know not 
any thing, neither have they any 
more a reward; for the memory of 
them is forgotten. 


ECCLESIASTES 9 


6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished; 
neither have they any more a por- 
tion for ever in any thing that is 
cons under the sun. 

7 q Go thy way, eat thy bread with 
joy, and wine with a metry 
heart; for God now accepteth thy 
eg: 

Let thy garments be always 
whites: an let thy head lack no 
Soa 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom 
thou lovest all the days of the life of 
thy vanity, which he hath given thee 
under the sun, all the days of thy 
vanity: for that zs thy portion in this 
life, and in thy labour which thou 
takest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to 
do, do ¿t with thy might; for there is 
no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither 
thou goest. 

11 q I returned, and saw under the 
sun, that the race zs not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, neither 
yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches 
to men of understanding, nor yet 
favour to men of skill; but time and 
chance happeneth to them all. 

12 For man_also knoweth not his 
time: as the fishes that are taken in 
an evil net, and as the birds that are 
caught in the snare; so are the sons 
of men snared in an evil time, when 
it falleth suddenly upon them. 

13 q This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me 

14 There was a little city, and few 
men within it; and there came a 
great king against it, and besieged it, 
and built great bulwarks against it: 

15 Now there was found in it a 
poor wise man, and he by his wis- 
dom delivered the city; yet no man 
remembered that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom zs better 
than strength: nevertheless the poor 
man’s wisdom is despised, and his 
words are not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are 
heard in quiet more than the cry of 
him that ruleth among fools.

15 And the mean man shall þe 
brought down, and the mighty man 

shall be humbled, and the eyes of 
the lofty shall be humbled: 

16 But the LorD of hosts shall be 
exalted in judgment, and God that 
is holy shall be sanctified in right- 
eousness. 

17 Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner, and the waste places 
of the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18 Woe unto them that draw ini- 
quity with cords of vanity, and sin 
as it were with a cart rope: 

19 That say, Let him make speed, 
and hasten his work, that we may 
see if: and let the counsel of the 
Holy One of Israel draw nigh and 
come, that we may know if! 

20 { Woe unto them that call evil 
good, and good evil; that put dark- 
ness for light, and ‘light for dark- 
ness; that put bitter for sweet, and 
sweet for bitter! 

21 Woe unto them that are wise in 
their own eyes, and prudent in their 
own sight! 

22 Woe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength 
to mingle strong k: 

23 Which justify the wicked for 
reward, and take away the right- 
fousness of the righteous from him! 

4 Therefore as the fire devoureth 
ee stubble, and the fame consum- 
eth the chaff, so their root shall be 
as rottenness, and their blossom 
shall go up as dust: because they 
have cast away the law of the LORD 
of hosts, and despised the word of 
the Holy One of Israel. 

25 Therefore is the anger of the 
LORD kindled against his people, 
and he hath areata forth his hand 
against them, and hath smitten 
them: and the hills did tremble, and 
their carcases were torn in the midst 
of the streets. For all this his anger 
is not turned away, but his hand is 
stretched out still. 

26 q And he will lift up an ensign 
to the nations from far, and will 
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hiss unto them from the end of the 
earth: and, behold, they shall come 
with speed swiftly: 

27 None shall be weary nor stum- 
ble among them; none shall slumber 
nor sleep; neither shall the girdle 
of their loins be loosed, nor the 
latchet of their shoes be broken: 

28 Whose arrows are sharp, and 
their bows bent, their horses’ 
hoofs shall be counted like flint, and 
their wheels like a whirlwind: 

29 Their roaring shail be like a lion, 
they shall roar like young lions: yea, 
they shall roar, and lay hold of the 
prey, and shall carry it away safe, 
and none shail deliver it.

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vex it, and let us make a. breach 
therein for us, and set a king in the 
midst of it, even the son of Tabeal: 

7 Thus saith the Lord Gop, It 
— not stand, neither shall it come 

o pass. 

8 For the head of Syria is Damas- 
cus, and the head of Damascus is 
Rezin; and within threescore and 
five years shail Ephraim be broken, 
ao it be not a people. 

the head of Ephraim is 
Seas and the head of Samaria is 
Remaliah’s son. If ye will not be- 
lieve, surely ye shall not be estab- 
lished. 

10 @ Moreover the LORD spake 
again unto Ahaz, saying, 

11 Ask thee a sign of the LORD thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or 
in the height above. 

12 But Ahaz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the LORD. 

13 he said, Hear ye now, O 
house of David; Ts it a small thing 
for you to weary men, but will ye 
weary my God also? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin 
shali conceive, and bear a son, and 

1 call his name Immanuel. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the evil, 
and choose the good. 

16 For before the child shall know 
to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of both her kings. 

17 ( The LorpD shall bring upon 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon 
thy father’s house, days that have 
not come, from the day that Ephraim 
departed from Judah; even the king 
of Assyria. 

18 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the LORD shall hiss for the 
fly that is in the uttermost part of 
the rivers of Egypt, and for the bee 
that is in the land of Assyria. 

19 And they shall come, and shali 
rest all of them in the desolate val- 
leys, and in the holes of the rocks, 
and upon all thorns, and upon all 
bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of Assyria, the head, 
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and the hair of the feet: and it sh 
also consume the beard. i 

21 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that a man shall nourish 
a young cow, and two sheep; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for 
the abundance of that they 
shall give he shall eat butter: for 
butter and honey shall every one eat 
that is left in the land. 

23 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that every place shall be, where 
there were a thousand vines at a 
thousand silverlings, it shall even 
be for briers and thorns. | 

24 With arrows and with bows 
shall men come thither; because all 
the land shall become briers and 


thorns. 

25 And on ali hills that shall be 
digged with the mattock, there shall 
not come thither the fear of briers 
and thorns: but it shall be for the 
sending forth of oxen, and for the 
treading of lesser cattle. 


CHAPTER 8

10 Take counsel together, and it 
shall come to nought; speak the 
word, and it shall not stand: for 
d ¿s with us. 

11 4 For the Lorp spake thus to 
me with a strong hand, and in- 
structed me that I should not walk 
in the way of this people, saying, 

12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to all 
them to whom this people shall say, 
A confederacy; neither fear ye their 
fear, nor be afraid.

3 And what will ye do in the day of 
visitation, and in the desolation 
which shall come from far? to whom 
will ye flee for help? and where will 
ye leave your glory: 

4 Without me they shall bow down 
under the prisoners, and they shall 
fall under the slain. For all this his 
anger is not turned away, but his 
hand i stretched out still. 

5 q O Assyrian, the rod of mine 
anger, and the staff in their hand is 
mine indignation. 

6 I will send him against an hypo- 
critical nation, and against the peo- 
ple of my wrath will I give him a 
charge, to take the spoil, and to 
take the prey, and to tread them 
down like the mire of the streets. 

7 Howbeit he meaneth not so, 
neither doth his heart think so; but 
it is in his heart to destroy and cut 
off nations not a few. 

8 For he saith, Are not my princes 
altogether kings? 

9 Is not Calno as Carchemish? is 
not Hamath as Arpad? is not Sa- 
maria as Damascus? 

10 As my hand hath found the 
kingdoms of the idols, and whose 
graven images did excel them of 
Jerusalem and of Samaria; 

11 Shall I not, as I have done unto 
Samaria and her idols, so do to 
Jerusalem and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
that when the Lord hath performed 
his whole work upon mount Zion 
and on Jerusalem, I will punish the 
fruit of the stout heart of the king 
of ossia and the glory of his high 
ooks 

13 For he saith, By the strength of 
my hand I have ‘done it, and by my 
wisdom; for I am prudent: and I 
have removed the bounds of the 
people, and have robbed their trea- 
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sures, and I have put down the 
ee like a valiant man: 

4 And my hand hath found as a 
aes the riches of the people: and 
as one gathereth eggs that are cae 


have I gathered all the earth; 


there was none that moved the 
wing, or opened the mouth, or 
peeped. 

15 Shall the axe boast itself against 
him that heweth therewith? or shall 
the saw magnify itself against him 
that shaketh it? as if the rod should 
shake itself against them that lift it 
up, or as if the staff should lift up 
itself, as if it were no wood. 

16 Therefore shall the Lord, the 
Lord of hosts, send among his fat 
ones leanness; and under his glory 
he shall kindle a burning like the 


burning of a fire. 

17 17 And the light of Israel shall be 
for a fire, and his Holy One for a 
flame: and it shall burn and devour 
his thorns and his briers in one day; 

18 And shall consume the glory of 
his forest, and of his fruitful field, 
both soul and body: and they shall be 
as when a standardbearer fainteth. 

19 And the rest of the trees of his 
forest shall be few, that a child may 
write them. : 

20 q And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the remnant of Israel, 
and such as are escaped of the 
house of Jacob, shall no more again 
stay upon him that smote them; but 
shall stay upon the LORD, the Holy 
One of Israel, in truth. 

21 The Phoa shall return, even 
the remnant of Jacob, unto the 
mighty God. 

22 For though thy people Israel be 
as the sand of the sea, yet a rem- 
nant of them shall return: the con- 
sumption decreed shall overflow 
with righteousness. 

23 For the Lord Gop of hosts shall 
make a consumption, even deter- 
mined, in the midst of all the land. 

24 q Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop of hosts, O my people that 
dwellest in Zion, be not afraid of 
the Assyrian: he shall smite thee 
with a rod, and shail lift up his staff 
again poini thee, after the manner of 

25 For yet a very little while, and

the indignation shail cease, and 
mine anger in their destruction.

of Gallim: cause it to be heard unto 
Laish, O poor Anathoth. 

31 Madmenah is removed; the 
inhabitants of Gebim gather them- 
selves to flee. i 

32 As yet shall he remain at Nob 
that day: he shali shake his hand 
against the mount of the daughter 
of Zion, the hill of Jerusalem. 

33 Behold, the Lord, the LORD of 
hosts, shall lop the bough with ter- 
ror: and the high ones of stature 
shall be hewn down, and the 
haughty shali be humbled. 

34 And he shall cut down the 
thickets of the forest with iron, and 
Lebanon shali fall by a mighty one. 


CHAPTER 11 


ND there shall come forth a rod 
out of the stem of Jesse, and a 
Branch shall grow out of his roots:

“9 Behold, the day of the LORD 
cometh, cruel both with wrath and 
fierce anger, to lay the land deso- 
late: and he shall destroy the 
sinners thereof out of it. 

10 For the stars of heaven and the 
constellations thereof shall not give 
their light: the sun shall be darkened 
in his going forth, and 
shall not cause her light to shine. 

11 will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for their 
iniquity; and I will cause the arro- 
gancy of the proud to cease, and 
will lay low the haughtiness of the 
terrible. 

12 I will make a man more pre- 
cious than fine gold; even a man 
than the golden wedge of Ophir. 

13 Therefore I will shake the hea- 
vens, and the e shall remove 
out of her place, in the wrath of the 
LORD of hosts, and in the day of his 
fierce anger. 

14 And it shall be as the chased 
roe, and as a sheep that no man 
taketh up: they shall every man 
turn to his own people, and flee 
every one into his own land. 

15 Every one that is found shall

20 It shall never be inhabited, 
neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation: neither 
shall the Arabian pitch tent there; 
neither shall the shepherds make 
their fold there. 

21 But wild beasts of the desert 
shall lie there; and their houses 
shall be full of doleful creatures; 
and owls shall dwell there, an 
paire shall dance there. 

2 And the wild beasts of the 
rad shall cry in their desolate 
houses, and dragons in fheir pleas- 
ant palaces: and her time is near to 
come, and her days shall not be 
prolonged.

8 "8 Yea, the fir trees rejoice at thee, 
and the cedars of Lebanon, saying, 
Since thou art laid down, no feller 
is come up against us. 

9 Hell from beneath is moved for 
thee to meet thee at thy coming: it 
stirreth up the dead for thee, even 
all the chief ones of the earth; it 
hath raised up from their thrones 
all the kings of the nations. 3 

10 All they shall speak and say 
unto thee, Art thou also become 
weak as we? art thou become like 
unto us? $ 

11 Thy pomp is brought down to 
the grave, and the noise of thy viols: 
the worm is spread under thee, and 
the worms cover thee. 

12 How art thou fallen from hea- 
ven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the 
ground, which didst weaken the 
nations! FEN i 

13 For thou hast said in thine 
heart, I will ascend into heaven, I 
will exalt my throne above the stars 
of God: I will sit also upon the 
mount of the congregation, in the 
sides of the north: 

14 I will e ae above the heights 
of the clouds; I will be like the 
most 

15 Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the sides of the pit. 

16 They that see thee shall nar- 
rowly look upon thee, and consider 
thee, saving, Is this the man that 
made the earth to tremble, that did 
shake kingdoms; 

17 That made the world as a wil- 
derness, and destroyed the cities 
thereof; shat opened not the house 
of his prisoners? 

8 All the kings of the nations, 
even all of them, lie in glory, every 
one in his own house. 

19 But thou art cast out of thy 
grave like an abominable branch, 
and as the raiment of those that are 
slain, thrust through with a sword, 
that go down to the stones of the 
pit; as a carcase trodden under feet. 

20 Thou shalt not be joined with 
them in burial, because thou hast 
destroyed thy land, and slain thy 
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people: the seed of evildoers shall 
never be renowned.

and:

tread him under foot: then shall his 
yoke depart from off them, and his 
burden depart from off their shoul- 


ers. 

26 This is the purpose that is pur- 
posed upon the whole earth: and 
this is the hand that is stretched 
out upon all the nations. 

27 For the Lorp of hosts hath 
purposed, and who shall disannul 
13t? and his hand is stretched out, 
ae who shail turn it back? 

28 In the year that king Ahaz died 
was this burden. 

29 q Rejoice not thou, whole Pales- 
tina, because the rod of that 
smote thee is broken: for out of the 
serpent’s root shall come forth a 
cockatrice, and his fruit shall be a 
fiery flying serpent. 

30 And the firstborn of the poor 
shall feed, and the needy shall lie 
down in safety: and I will kill thy 
root with famine, and he shall slay 
thy remnant. 

31 Howl, O gate; cry, O city; thou, 
whole Palestina, art dissolved: for 
there shall come from the north a 
smoke, and none shall be alone in 
his appointed times. 

32 What shall one then answer the 
messengers of the nation? That the 
LORD hath founded Zion, and the 
poor of his people shall trust in it.

vanity, and speak lies; they con- 
ceive mischief, and bring forth 
iniquity. 


5 They hatch cockatrice’ eggs, and 
weave the spider’s web: he that 
eateth of their eggs dieth, and that 
which is crushed breaketh out into 
a viper. 

6 Their webs shall not become 
garments, neither shall they cover 
themselves with their works: their 
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works are works of iniquity, and the 
act of violence is in their hands. 

7 Their feet run to evil, and they 
make haste to shed innocent blood: 
their thoughts are thoughts of ini- 
quity; wasting and destruction are 
in their paths. 

8 The way of peace they know not; 
and there is no judgment in their 
goings: they have made them crook- 
ed paths: whosoever goeth therein 
shall not know peace. 

9 q Therefore is judgment far from 
us, neither doth justice overtake us: 
we wait for light, but behold ob- 
scurity; for brightness, but we walk 
in darkness. 

10 We grope for the wall like the 
blind, and we grope as if we had no 
eyes: we stumble at noonday as in 
the night; we are in desolate places 
as dead men. 

11 We roar all like bears, and 
mourn sore like doves: we look for 
judgment, but źhere is none; for 
salvation, buf it is far off from us. 

12 For our transgressions are mul- 
tiplied before thee, and our sins 
testify against us: for our trans- 
gressions are with us; and as for 
our iniquities, we know them; 

1 transgeressing and lying 
against the LORD, and departing 
away from our God, spe g op- 
pression and revolt, conceiving and 
uttering from the heart words of 
falsehood. 

14 And judgment is turned away 
backward, and justice standeth afar 
off: for truth is fallen in the street, 
and equity cannot enter. 

15 Yea, truth faileth; and he that 
departeth from evil maketh himself 
a prey: and the LORD saw it, and 
it displeased him that there was no 
judgment. 

16 @ And he saw that there was no 
man, and wondered that there was 
no intercessor: therefore his arm 
brought salvation unto him; and his 
righteousness, it sustained him. 

17 For he put on righteousness as 
a breastplate, and an helmet of sal- 
vation upon his head; and he put 
on the garments of vengeance for 
clothing, and was clad with zeal as 


clo 
is Acorp to their deeds, ac- 
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cordingly he will repay, fury to his 
adversaries, recompence to his ene- 
mies; to the islands he wili repay 
recompence. 

19 So shall they fear the name of 
the LORD from the west, and his 
glory from the rising of the sun. 
When the enemy shall come in like 
a flood, the spirit of the LORD shall

20 q And the Redeemer shall come 
to Zion, and unto them that turn 
from transgression in Jacob, saith 
the LORD. it x 

21 As for me, this is my covenant 
with them, saith the LORD; My 
spirit that is upon thee, and my 
words which I have put in thy 
mouth, shali not depart out of 
thy mouth, nor out of the mouth of 
thy seed, nor out of the mouth of 
thy seed’s seed, saith the LORD, 
from henceforth and for ever. 


CHAPTER 60

14 Then the LorpD said unto me, 
Out of the north an evil shall break 
oe upon all the inhabitants of the 


15 For, lo, I will call all the families 
of the kingdoms of the north, saith 
the LORD; and they shall come, and 
they shall set every one his throne 
at the entering of the gates of Jeru- 
salem, and against the walls 
thereof round oe and against all 
the cities of Jud 

d I wili at my judgments 
seen them touching all their 
wickedness, who have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, and worshipped the works of 
their own hands. 

17 @ Thou therefore gird up thy 
loins, and arise, and speak unto 
them all that I command thee: be 
not dismayed at their faces, lest I 
confound thee before them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee 
this day a defenced city, and an iron 
pillar, and brasen walls against the 
whole land, against the kings of 
Judah, against the princes thereof, 
against the priests thereof, and 
against the people of the land. i 

19 they shali fight against 
thee; but they shall not prevail 
against thee; for I am with thee, 
saith the LORD, to deliver thee. 


CHAPTER 2 


OREOVER the word of the 
LORD came to me, saying, 

2 Go and cry in the ears of Jeru- 
salem, saying, Thus saith the LORD; 
I remember thee, the kindness of 
thy youth, the love of thine es- 
pousals, when thou wentest after 
me in the wilderness, in a land that 
was not sown. 

3 Israel was holiness unto the 
LORD, and the firstfruits of his in- 
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crease: all that devour him shall 
offend; evil shall come upon them, 
saith the LORD.

6 Neither said they, Where is the 
LORD that brought us up out of the 
land of Egypt, that led us through 
the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land 
of drought, and of the shadow of 
death, through a land that no man 
passed through, and where no man 
dwelt? i ; 

7 And I brought you into a plentiful 
country, to eat the fruit thereof and 
the goodness thereof; but when ye 
entered,ye defiled my land, and made 
mine heritage an abomination. 

8 The priests said not, Where is 
the LoRD? and they that handie the 
law knew me not: the pastors also 
transgressed against me, and the 
prophets prophesied by Baal, and 
walked after things that do not 


Po a therefore I will yet plead with 
you, saith the LORD, and with your 
children’s children will I plead. 

10 For pass over the isles of Chit- 
tim, and see; and send unto Kedar, 
and consider diligently, and see if 
there be such a thing. 

11 Hath a nation “Sopisi their 
gods, which are yet no gods? but 
my people have changed their glory 
for that which doth not profit. 

12 Be astonished, O ye heavens, 
at this, and be horribly afraid, be 
ye very desolate, saith the LORD. 

13 For my people have committed 
two evils; they have forsaken me 
the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water. 

14 q Js Israel a servant? is he a 
homeborn slave? why is he spoiled? 

15 The young lions roared upon 
him, and yelled, and they made his 
land waste: his cities are burned 
without inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
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Tahapanes have broken the crown 
of thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this 
unto thyself, in that thou hast for- 
saken the LORD thy, God, when he 
lec thee by the way 

8 And now an pas thou to do 
in How way of Egypt, to drink the 
waters of Sihor? or what hast thou 
to do in the way of Assyria, to drink 
the waters of the river? 

19 Thine own wickedness shall 
correct thee, and thy backslidings 
shall reprove thee: know therefore 
and see that it is an evil thing and 
bitter, that_thou hast forsaken the 
LORD thy God, and that my fear is 
not in thee, saith the Lord Gop of 


hosts. 

20 q For of old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands; and 
thou saidst, I will not transgress; 
when upon every high hill and under 
every green tree thou wanderest, 
playing the harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed: how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much soap, yet 
thine iniquity is marked before me, 
saith the Lord GoD. 

23 How canst thou say, I am not 
polluted, I have not gone after 
Baalim? see thy way in the valley, 
know what thou hast done: thou art 
a swift dromedary traversing her 
ways; 

24 A wild ass used to the wilder- 
ness, that snuffeth up the wind at 
her pleasure; in her occasion who 
can turn her away? all they that 
seek her will not weary themselves; 
in her month they shall find her 

25 Withhoid thy foot from bolic 
unshod, and thy throat from thirst: 
but thou saidst, There is no hope: 
no; for I have loved strangers, and 
after them will I go. 

26 As the thief is ashamed when 
he is found, so is the house of Israel 
ashamed; they, their kings, their 
princes, and their priests, and their 
prophets. 

27 Saying to a stock, Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me sgh: for they have 
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turned their back unto me, and not 
their face: but in the time of their 
trouble they will say, Arise, an 
save us. 

28 But where are thy gods that 
thou hast made thee? let them arise, 


if they can save thee in the time of 


thy trouble: for according to the 
ot of thy cities are thy gods, 
u 

20 Wherefore will ye plead with 
me? ye all aes transgressed against 
me, saith the LORD. 

In vain have I smitten your 
children; they received no correc- 
tion: your own sword hath devoured 
your prophets, like a destroying 

on 

31 q O generation, see ye the word 
of the LorpD. Have I been a wilder- 
ness unto Israel? a land of dark- 
ness? wherefore say my people, We 
are lords; we will come no more 
unto thee? 

32 Can a maid forget her orna- 
ments, or a bride her attire? yet 
my people have forgotten me days 
Sa number. 

3 Why trimmest thou thy way to 
noe love? therefore hast thou also 
taught the wicked ones thy ways. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found the 
blood of the souls of the poor inno- 
cents: I have not found it by secret 
search, but upon all these. | 

35 Yet thou sayest, Because I am 
innocent, surely his anger shall turn 
from me. Behold, I will plead with 
thee, because thou sayest, I have 
not sinned. 

36 Why gaddest theu about so 
much to change thy way? thou also 
shalt be ashamed of Egypt, as thou 
wast ashamed of Assyria. 

37 Yea, thou shalt go forth eee 
him, and thine hands upon 
head: for the Lorp hath rejected 
thy confidences, and thou shalt not 
prosper in them. 


CHAPTER 3 


HEY say, If a man put away his 
wife, and she go from him, and 
become another man’s, shall he re- 
turn unto her again? shall not that 
land be greatly polluted? but thou 
hast played the harlot with many 
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lovers; yet return again to me, saith 
the LORD. 

2 Lift up thine eyes unto the high 
places, and see where thou hast not 
been lien with.

7 And I said after she had done all 
these things, Turn thou unto me. 
But she returned not. And her 
treacherous sister Judah saw it. 

8 I saw, when for all the 
causes whereby backsliding Israel 
committed adultery I had put her 
away, and given her a bill of divorce; 
yet her treacherous sister Judah 
feared not, but went and played 
the harlot also. 

0 And it came to pass through the 
lightness of her whoredom, that she 
defiled the land, and committed 
adultery with stones and with 
stocks. 

10 And yet for all this her treacher- 
ous sister Judah hath not turned 
unto me with her whole heart, but 
feignedly, saith the LorRD. 

11 And the LORD said unto me, 
The backsliding Israel hath justified 
herself more than treacherous Judah. 

12 q Go and proclaim these words 
toward the north, and say, Return, 
thou backsliding Israel, saith the 
LORD; and I will not cause mine 
anger to fall upon you: for I am 
merciful, saith the LorD, and I will 
not keep anger for ever. 
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13 Only acknowledge thine ini- 
quity, that thou hast atoae 
against the LORD thy God, and hast

CHAPTER 4 


F thou wilt return, O Israel, saith

— the north, ‘and a great destruc- 


7 "The lion is come up from his 
thicket, and the destroyer of the 
Gentiles is on his way; he is gone 
forth from his place to make 
land desolate; and thy cities shall be 
laid waste, without an inhabitant. 

8 For this gird you with sackcloth, 
lament and howl: for the fierce 
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anger of the LoRD is not turned 
back from us. 

9 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, saith the LORD, ¢hat the heart 
of the king shall perish, and the 
heart of the princes; and the priests 
shall be astonished, and the pro- 
phets shall wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! 
surely thou hast greatiy deceived 
this people and Jerusalem, saying, 
Ye shall have peace; whereas the

11 At that time shall it be said to 
this people and to Jerusalem, A dry 
wind of the high places in the wil- 
derness toward the daughter of my 
people, not to fan, nor to cleanse, 

12 Even a full wind from those 
places shall come unto me: now also 
will I give sentence against them. 

13 Behold, he shall come up as 
clouds, and ‘his chariots shall be as 
a whirlwind: his horses are swifter 
than eagles. Woe unto us! for we 
are spoiled. : 

14 O Jerusalem, wash thine heart 
from wickedness, that thou mayest 
be saved. How long shall thy vain 
thoughts lodge within thee? 

15 For a voice declareth from Dan, 
and publisheth affliction from mount 
Ephraim. à 

16 Make ye mention to the na- 
tions; behold, publish against Jeru- 
salem, that watchers come from a 
far country, and give dut Likor voice 
against the cities of Jud 

17 As keepers of a udah ‘are they 
against her round about; because 
she hath been rebellious against 
me, saith the LORD. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have 
procured these things unto thee; 
this is thy wickedness, because it is 
bitter, because it reacheth unto 
thine heart. 

19 q My bowels, my bowels! I am 
pained at my very heart; my heart 
maketh a noise in me; I cannot hold 
my peace, because thou hast heard, 
O my soul, the sound of the trum- 
pet, the alarm of war. een 

20 Destruction upon destruction is 
cried; for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddenly are my tents spoilers and 
my curtains in a momen 

21 How long shall I = the stan- 
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dard, and hear the sound of the 
trumpet? 

22 For my people is foolish, they 
have not known me; they are sottish 
children, and they have none under- 
standing: they are wise to do evil, 
but to do good they have no know- 


ledge 

23 T beheld the earth, and, lo, i¢ 
was without form, and void; and 
the heavens, and they had no ‘light. 

24 I beheld the mountains, and, 
lo, they trembled, and all the hills 
Proven lightly. 

I beheld, and, lo, there was 
me man, and the birds of the 
heavens were fled. > 

26 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful 
place was a wilderness, and all the 
cities thereof were broken down at 
the presence of the LORD, and by 
his fierce anger. 

27 For thus hath the LORD said, 
The whole land shall be desolate; 
yet will I not make a full end. 

28 For this shall the earth mourn, 
and the heavens above be black: 
because I have spoken if, I have 
purposed if, and will not repent, 
neither will I turn back from it. 

29 The whole city shall flee for the 
noise of the horsemen and bowmen; 
they shall go into thickets, and 
climb up upon the rocks: every city 
shail be forsaken, and not a man 
a therein. 

O And when thou art spoiled, 
bea wilt thou do? Though thou 
clothest thyself with crimson, though 
thou deckest thee with ornaments 
of gold, though thou rentest thy face 
with painting, in vain shalt thou 
make thyself fair; thy lovers will 
despise thee, they will seek thy life. 

31 For I have heard a voice as of a 
woman in travail, and the anguish 
as of her that bringeth forth her first 

d, the voice of the daughter of 
Zion, that bewaileth herself, that 
spreadeth her hands, saying, Woe 
is me now! for my soul is wearied 
because of murderers. 


CHAPTER 5 


UN ye to and fro through the 
streets of Jerusalem, and see 
now, and know, and seek in the 
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broad places thereof, if ye can find 
a man, if there be any that execut- 
eth judgment, that seeketh the 
truth; and I pardon it. 

2 And though they say, The LORD 
liveth; surely they swear falsely. 

O LORD, are not thine eyes upon 
the truth? thou hast stricken them, 
but they have not grieved; thou hast 
consumed them, but they have re- 
fused to receive correction: they 
have made their faces harder thana 
rock; they have refused to return.

, they then committed adultery, 
and assembled themselves by troops 
in the harlots’ houses. 

8 They were as fed horses in the 
morning: every one neighed after 
his neighbour’s 

O Shali I not visit for these things? 

saith the LORD: and s not my 

soul be avenged on such a nation 
as this? 
10 4 Go ye up upon her walls, and 
destroy; but make not a full end: 
take away her battlements; for they 
are not the LORD’S. 

11 For ae house of Israel and the 
house of Judah have dealt very 
treacneroasky against me, saith the 


12 They have belied the LORD, and 
said, Jt is not he; neither shall evil 
come upon us; neither shall we see 
sword nor famin 

13 And the prophets shall become 
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wind, and the word is not in them: 
thus shall it be done unto them 

14 Wherefore thus saith the Lok 
God of hosts, Because ye speak this 
word, behold, I wili make my words 
in thy mouth fire, and this people 
wood, and it shall devour them. 

, I wiil bring a nation upon 
you from far, O house of Israel, 
saith the LORD: it is a 
nation, it 7s an ancient nation, a 
nation whose language thou gas 
est not, neither wh chatobentiest what. 
they say 

16 Their quiver is as an open 
sepulchre, they are all mighty men. 
17 they shall eat up thine 
harvest, and thy bread, which thy 
sons and thy daughters should eat: 
they shall eat up thy flocks and thine 
herds: they shall eat up thy vines 
and thy fig trees: they shall im- 


poverish fenced cities, wherein 
thou trustedst, with the sword. 
i8 Nevertheless in those days, 


saith the LORD, I will not make a 
full end with you. 

19 q And it shall come to pass, 
when ye shali say, Wherefore doeth 
the LORD our God all these things 
unto us? then shalt thou answer 
them, Like as ye have forsaken me, 
and served strange gods in your 
land, so shall ye serve strangers in 
a land that is not yours. 

20 Declare this in the house 4 
Jacob, and publish it in Judah 
saying 

21 Hear now this, O foolish 28, Se 
and without understanding; which 
have eyes, and see not; which have 
ears, and hear not: 

22 Fear ye not me? saith the LORD: 
will ye not tremble at my presence, 
which have placed the sand for the 
bound of the sea by a perpetual 
decree, that it cannot pass it: and 
though the waves thereof toss them- 
selves, yet can they not prevail; 
though they, roar, yet can they not 
pass over it? 

23 But this people hath a revolting 
and a rebellious heart; they are 
revolted and gone. 

24. Neither say they in their heart, 
Let us now fear the LORD our God, 
that giveth rain, both the former 
and the latter, in his season: he 
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reserveth unto us the appointed 
weeks of the harvest. 

25 q Your iniquities have turned 
away these fhings, and your sins 
have withholden good things from 
you. 

26 For among my people are found 
wicked men: they lay wait, as he 
that setteth snars they set a trap, 
they catch me 

27 As a cage ce full of birds, so are 
their houses full of deceit: therefore 
they are become great, and waxen 


rich. 

28 They are waxen fat, they shine: 
yea, they overpass the deeds of the 
wicked: they judge not the cause, 
the cause of the fatherless, yet they 
prosper; and the right of the needy 
do they not judge. ; 

29 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the LORD: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 q A wonderful and horrible thing 
is committed in the land; 

31 The prophets prophesy falsely, 
and the priests bear rule by their 
means; and my people love fo have 
it so: and what will ye do in the end 
thereof? 


CHAPTER 6 


O YE children of Benjamin, 
gather yourselves to flee out of 
the midst of Jerusalem, and blow 
the trumpet in Tekoa, and set up a 
sign of fire in Beth-haccerem: for 
evil appeareth out of the north, and 
great destruction. 

2 I have likened the daughter of 
Zion to a comely and delicate 
woman. 

3 The shepherds with their flocks 
shall come unto her; they shall pitch 
their tents against her round about; 
they shall feed every one in his 
piace. 

4 Prepare ye war against her; 
arise, and let us go up at noon. 
Woe unto us! for the day goeth 
away, for the shadows of the even- 
ing are stretched out. f 

5 Arise, and let us go by night, 
and let us destroy her palaces. 

6 q For thus hath the LORD of 
hosts said, Hew ye down trees, and 
cast a mount against Jerusalem: 
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this is the city to be visited; she is 
wholly oppression in the midst of 


7 As a fountain casteth out her 
waters, so she casteth out her 
wickedness: violence and spoil is 
heard in her; before me continually 
is grief and wounds. 

8 Be thou instructed, O Jerusalem, 
lest my soul depart from thee; lest 
I make thee desolate, a land not 
inhabited. 

9 q Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
They shall throughly glean the rem- 
nant of Israel as a vine: turn back 

e hand as a grapegatherer into 
the baskets. 

10 To whom shall I speak, and 
give warning, that they may hear? 
behold, their ear is uncircumcised, 
and they cannot hearken: behold, 
the word of the LORD is unto them a 
reproach; they have no defen in it. 

11 Therefore I am full of the fury 
od the LORD; I am weary with hold- 

pour it out upon the 
childeen abroad, and upon the as- 
sembly of young men together: for 
even the husband with the wife 
shall be taken, the aged with him 
that is full of days. 

12 And their houses shall be turned 
unto others, with their fields and 
wives together: for I will stretch out 
my hand upon the inhabitants of 
the land, saith the LORD. 

13 For from the least of them even 
unto the greatest of them every one 
is given to covetousness; and from 
the prophet even unto the priest 
every one dealeth falsely. 

14 They have healed also the hurt 
of the daughter of my people 
slightly, saying, Peace, peace; when 
there is no peace. 

15 Were they ashamed when they 
had committed abomination? nay, 
they were not at ashamed, 
neither could they blush: therefore 
they shall fall among them that fall: 
at the time that I visit them they 
shall be cast down, saith the LORD. 

16 Thus saith the LorD, Stand ye 
in the ways, and see, and ask for the 
old paths, where is the good way, 
and walk therein, and ye shall find 
rest for your souls. But they said, 
We will not walk therein. 





A call to rebentance 


17 Also I set watchmen over you, 
saying, Hearken to the sound of the 
trumpet. But they said, We will not 
hearken. 

18 Therefore hear, ye nations, 
and know, O congregation, what is 
among them. 

19 Hear, O earth: behold, I will 
bring evil upon this people, even the 
fruit of their thoughts, because they 
have not hearkened unto my words, 
nor to my law, but rejected it. 

20 To what purpose cometh there 
to me incense from Sheba, and the 
sweet cane from a far country? your 
burnt offerings are not acceptable, 
nor your sacrifices sweet unto me. 

21 Therefore thus saith the LORD, 
Behold, I will lay stumblingblocks 
before this people, and the fathers 
and the sons together shall fall upon 
them; the neighbour and his friend 

ehali perish. 

22 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, a 
people cometh from the north coun- 
try, and a great nation shall be 
raised from the sides of the earth. 

23 They shall lay hold on bow and 
spear; they are cruel, and have no 
mercy; their voice roareth like the 
sea; and they ride upon horses, set 
in array as men for war against thee, 
O daughter of Zion. 

24 We have heard the fame there- 
of: our hands wax feeble: anguish 
hath taken hold of us, and pain, as 
of a woman in travail. 

Go not forth into the field, nor 

by the way; for the sword of 
the enemy and fear is on every side. 

26 q O daughter of my people, gird 
thee with sackcloth, and wallow 
thyself in ashes: make thee mourn- 
ing, as for an only son, most bitter 
lamentation: for the spoiler shall 
suddenly come upon us.

10 This evil people, which refuse 
to hear my words, which walk in the 
imagination of their heart, and walk 
after other gods, to serve them, 
and to worship them, shall even be 
as this girdie, which is good for 
nothing. 

11 For: as the girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to 
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cleave unto me the whole nonas of 
Israel and the whole house of Ju- 
dah, saith the LoRD; that they might 
be unto me for a people, and for a 
name, and for a praise, and for a 
glory: but they would not hear. 

12 q Therefore thou shalt speak 
unto them this word; Thus saith the 
LORD God of Israel, „Every bottle 
shall be filled with wine: and they 
shall say unto thee, Do we not cer- 
tainly know that every bottle shall 
be filled with wine? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I will 
fill the inhabitants of this land, 
even the kings that sit upon David’s 
throne, an e priests, and the 
prophets, and all the inhabitants of 
J Ae ee: with drunkenness. 

14 And I will dash them one 
against another, even the fathers 
and the sons together, saith the 
LORD: I will not pity, nor spare, nor 
have mercy, but destroy them 

15 q Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud: for the LORD hath spoken. 

16 Give glory to the LORD your 
God, before he cause darkness, and 
before your feet stumble upon the 
dark mountains, and, while ye look 
for light, he turn it into the shadow 
Ha oe and make it gross dark- 


niy Diit if ye will not hear it, my 
soul shall weep in secret places ar 
your pride; and mine eye shall weep 
sore, and run down with tears, be- 
cause the LORD’S flock is carried 
away captive. 

18 Say unto the king and to 
the queen, Humble yourselves, sit 
down: for your principalities shail 
come down, even the crown of your 


glory. 

S19 The cities of the south shall be 
shut up, and none shall open them: 
Judah shall be carried away captive 
ali of it, it shall be wholly carried 
away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold 
them that come from the north: 
where is the flock that was given 
thee, thy beautiful flock? 

21 What wilt thou say when he 
shall punish thee? for thou hast 
taught them fo be captains, and 
as chief over tbee: shali not sor-

"32 a And if thou say in thine 
heart, Wherefore come these things 
upon me? For the greatness of thine 
iniguity are thy skirts discovered, 
and thy heels made bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his 
skin, or the leopard his spots? then 
may ye also do good, that are 
accustomed to do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them as 
the stubble that passeth away by 
the wind of the wilderness. 

25 This is thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the LORD; 
because thou hast forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will I discover thy 
skirts upon thy face, that thy shame 
may appear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, 
and thy neighings, the lewdness of 
thy whoredom, and thine abomina- 
tions on the hilis in the fields. Woe 
unto thee, O Jerusalem! wilt thou 
not be made clean? when shall it 
once be? 


CHAPTER 14 


HE word of the LoRD that came 
to Jeremiah concerning the 
dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates 
thereof languish; they are black 
unto the ground; and the cry of 
Jerusalem is gone up. ; 

3 And their nobles have sent their 
little ones to the waters: they came 
to the pits, and found no water;

13 q Then said I, Ah, Lor op! 
behold, the prophets say Gao them, 
Ye shail not see the sword, neither 
shall ye have famine; but I ‘will give 
you assured peace in this place. 

14 Then the LorRD said unto me, 
The prophets prophesy lies in my 
name: I sent them not, neither have 
I commanded them, neither spake 
unto them: they prophesy unto you 
a false vision and divination, and a 
thing of nought, and the deceit of 
their heart 

15 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
concerning the prophets that pro- 
phesy in my name, and I sent them 
not, yet they say, Sword and famine 
shall not be in this land; By sword 
and famine shall those prophets be 
consumed. 

16 And the people to whom they 
prophesy shall be cast out in the 
streets of Jerusalem because of the 
famine and the sword; and they 
shall have none to bury them, them, 
their wives, nor their sons, nor their 
daughters: for I will pour their 
wickedness upon them.

peace, and there is no good; and 
for the time of healing, and behold 
trouble! 

20 We acknowledge, O LORD, our 
wickedness, and the iniquity of our 
anere: for we have sinned against 


21 “Do not abhor us, for thy name’s 
sake, do not disgrace the throne of 
thy glory: remember, break not thy 
covenant with us. 

22 Are there any among the vani- 
ties of the Gentiles that can cause 
rain? or can the heavens give 
showers? art not thou he, O LORD 
our God? therefore we will wait 
upon thee: for thou hast made all 
these things. 


CHAPTER 15 


HEN said the LORD unto me, 
Though Moses and Samuel 
stood before me, yet my mind could

9 And it shall come to pass, if they 
say unto thee, Whither shall we go 
forth? then thou shalt tell them, 
Thus saith the LORD; Such as are 
for death, to death; and such as are 
for the sword, to the sword; and 
such as are for the famine, to the 
famine; and such as are for the 
captivity, to the captivity.

6 Thou hast forsaken me, saith the 
LORD, thou art gone backward: 
therefore will I stretch out my hand 
against thee, and destroy thee; I 
am weary with repenting. 

7 And I will fan them with a fan in 
the gates of the land; I will bereave 
them of children, I will destroy my 
people, since they return not from 
their ways. 

8 Their widows are increased to 
me above the sand of the seas: I 
have brought upon them against the 
mother of the young men a spoiler 
at noonday: I have caused him to 
fall upon it suddenly, and terrors 
upon the city. 

9 She that hath borne seven lan- 
guisheth: she hath given up the 
ghost; her sun is gone down while 
if was yet day: she hath been 
ashamed and confounded: and the 
residue of them will I deliyer to the 
sword before their enemies, saith 
the LORD. 

10 Woe is me, my mother, that 
thou hast borne me a man of strife 
and a man of contention to the whole 
earth! I have neither lent cn usury, 
nor men have lent to me on usury; 
yet every one of them doth curse me. 

11 The LORD said, Verily it shall 
be well with thy remnant; verily I 
will cause the enemy to entreat thee 
well in the time of evil and in the 
time of affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iron and the steel? 

13 Thy substance and thy trea- 
sures will I give to the spoil without 
price, and that for all thy sins, even 

in all thy borders: 

"14 And I will make thee to pass 
with thine enemies into a land which 
thou knowest not: for a fire is 
kindled in mine anger, which shall 
burn upon you. 
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15 q O LORD, thou knowest: re- 
member me, and visit me, and re- 
venge me of my persecutors; take 
me not away in thy longsuffering: 
know that for thy sake I have 
suffered rebuke. 

16 Thy words were found, and I 
did eat them; and thy word was 
unto me the joy and rejoicing of 
mine heart: for I am called by 
name, O LORD God of hosts. 

17 I sat not in the assembly of the 
wee nor rejoiced; I sat alone 
because of thy hand: for thou hast 
filled me with indignation. 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and 
my wound incurable, which refuseth 
to be healed ? wilt thou be altogether 
unto me as a liar, and as waters 
that fail? 

19 q Therefore thus saith the 
LORD, If thou return, then will I 
bring thee again, and thou shalt 
stand before me: and if thou take 
forth the precious from the vile, 
thou shalt be as my mouth: let them 
return unto thee; but return not 
thou unto them. 

20 And I will make thee unto this 
people a fenced brasen wall: and 
they shall fight against thee, but 
they shall not prevail against thee: 
for I am with thee to save thee and 
E deliver thee, saith the LORD. 

1 And I will deliver thee of 
Fs hand of the wicked, an 
redeem thee out of the in ds the 
terrible. 


CHAPTER 16 


HE word of the LORD came also 
unto me, saying, 

2 Thou shalt not take thee a wife, 
neither shalt thou have sons or 
daughters in this place. 

_3 For thus saith the LORD concern- 

ing the sons and concerning the 
dinietiters that are born in this 
place, and concerning their mothers 
that bare them, and concerning 
nee fathers that begat them in this 


4 They shali die of grievous 
eaths; they shall not be lamented; 
neither shall they be buried; but 
they shall be as dung upon the face

6 Both the great and the small 
shall die in this land: they shall not 
be buried, neither shall men lament 
for them, nor cut themselves, nor 
make themselves bald for them 

7_ Neither shall men tear them! 
selves for them in mourning, to 
comfort them for the dead; neither 
shall men give them the cup of con- 
solation to drink for their father or 
for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the 
house of feasting, to sit with them 
to eat and to 

O For thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
cause to cease out of this place in 
your eyes, and in your days, the 
voice of mirth, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bride- 
eroon; and the voice of the bride. 

10 Œ And it shall come to pass, 
when thou shalt shew this people 
these words, and they shall say 
unto thee, Wherefore hath the LORD 
pronounced all this great evil against 
us? or what is our iniquity? or what 
is our sin that we have committed 
against the LORD our God? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, 
Because your fathers have forsaken 
me, saith the LORD, and have 
walked after other gods, and have 
served them, and have worshipped 
them, and have forsaken me, and 
haye not kept my law; 

2 And ye have done worse than 
Bazd fathers; for, behold, ye, walk 
every one after the imagination of 
his evil heart, that they may not 
hearken unto me: 

13 Therefore will I cast you out of 
this land into a land that ye know 
not, neither ye nor your fathers; 
and there shall ye serve other gods 
day and night; where I will not shew 
you favour. 
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14 q Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the LORD, that it shall 
no more be said, The Lorp liveth, 
that brought up the children of 
israel out of the land of Egypt; 

But, The Lorp liveth, that 
brought up the children of ‘Israel 
from the land of the north, and from 
all the lands whither he had driven 
them: and I will bring them again 
into their land that I gave unto their 


athers. 

16 q Behold, I will send for many 
fishers, saith the LORD, and they 
shall fish them; and after will I send 
for many hunters, and they shall 
hunt them from every mountain, 
and from every hill, and out of the 
holes of the rocks. 

17 For mine eyes are upon all their 
ways: they are not hid from my 
face, neither is their iniquity hi 
from mine eyes. 

18 And first I will recompense 
their iniquity and their sin double; 
because they have defiled my land, 
they have filled mine inheritance 
with the carcases of their detestable 
and abominable things 

19 O LORD, my strencth; and my 
fortress, and my refuge in the day 
of affliction, the Gentiles shall come 
unto thee from the ends of the 
earth, and shall say, Surely our 
fathers have inherited lies, vanity, 
a things wherein there is no 


rofit. 

PSO Shall a man make gods unto 
himself, na they are no gods? 

21 Therefore, behold, I will this 
once cause them to know, I will 
cause them to know mine hand and 
my might; and they shall know that 
my name is The LORD. 


CHAPTER 17 


HE sin of Judah is written with 

a pen of iron, and with the point 
of a diamond: it is graven upon the 
table of their heart, and upon the 
horns of your altars: 

2 Whilst their children remember 
their altars and their groves by the 
green trees upon the high hills, 

3 O my mountain in “the field, I 
will give thy substance and all thy 
treasures to the spoil, and thy high 
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places for sin, throughout all thy 
borders. 

4 And thou, even thyself, shalt 
a a from thine heritage that 
I gave thee; and I will cause thee to 
serve thine enemies in the land 
which thou knowest not: for ye have 

dled a fire in mine anger. which 
shall burn for ever. 

5 q Thus saith the LORD; Cursed 
be the man that trusteth in man, 
and maketh flesh his arm, anc 
hese heart departeth from the 


6 For he shall be like the heath in 
the desert, and shall not see when 
good cometh; but shall inhabit the 
parched places i in the wilderness, in 
a salt land and not inhabited. 

7 Blessed is the man that trusteth 
in the LORD, and whose hope the 
LORD is. 

8 For he shall be as a tree planted 
by the waters, and that spreadeth 
out her roots by the river, and shall 
not see when heat cometh, but her 
leaf shall be green; and shall not 
be careful in the year of drought, 
neither shall cease from yielding 


fruit. 

9 q The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: 
who can know it? 

10 I the Lorp search the heart, J 
try the reins, even to give every man 
according to his ways, and according 
to the fruit of his doings. 

11 As the partridge sitteth on eggs, 
and hatcheth them not; so he that 
getteth riches, and not by right, shall 
leave them in the midst of his days, 
and at his end shall be a fool. 

12 q A glorious high throne from 
the beginning zs the place of our 
sanctuary 

13 O LORD, the hope of Israel, all 
that forsake thee shall be ashamed, 
and they that depart from me shall 
be written in the earth, because 
they have forsaken the LORD, the 
fountain of living waters. 

14 Heal me, O LORD, and I shall 
be healed; save me, and I shail be 
saved: for thou art my praise. 

15 @ Behold, they say unto me, 
Where is the word of the LORD? 
let it come now 

16 As for me, T have not hastened 
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from being a pastor to follow thee: 
neither have I desired the woeful 
day; thou knowest: that which came 
out of my lips was right before thee. 

17 Be not a terror unto me: thou 
art my hope in the day of evil. 

18 Let them be confounded that 
persecute me, but let not me be 
confounded: let them be dismayed, 
but let not me be dismayed: bring 
upon them the day of evil, and de- 
stroy them with double destruction. 

19 {q Thus said the LORD unto me; 
Go and stand in the gate of the 
eens or of the people, whereby the 
kings of Judah come in, and by 
the which they = out, and in all 
the gates of Jerusalem; 


20 And say unto them, Hear ye the 
word of = ee: ye kings of 
Judah, and all Judah, and all the 


ADEA of Jerusalem, that enter 
in by these gates: 

1 Thus saith the Lorp; Take 
heed to yourselves, and bear no 
burden on the sabbath day, nor 
bring it in by the gates of Jeru- 
salem; 

22 Neither carry forth a burden 
out of your houses on the sabbath 
day, neither do ye any work, but 

allow ye the sabbath day, as I 
commanded your fathers. 

23 But they obeyed not, neither 
inclined their ear, but made their 
neck stiff, that they might not hear, 
nor receive instruction. 

24 And it shall come to pass, if ye 
diligently hearken unto me, saith 
the LORD, to bring in no burden 
through the gates of this city on the 
sabbath day, but hallow the sabbath 
day, to do no work therein; 

25 Then shall there enter into the 
gates of this city kings and princes 
sitting upon the throne of David, 
riding in chariots and on horses, 
they, and their princes, the men of 
J odnksd and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem: and this city shall remain 
for ever. 

26 And they shall come from the 
cities of Judah, and from the places 
about J erusalem, and from the land 
of Benjamin, and from the plain, 
and from the mountains, and from 
the south, bringing burnt offerings, 
and sacrifices, and meat offerings, 
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and incense, and bringing sacrifices 
o praise, unto the house of the 

ORD. 

27 But if ye will not hearken unto 
me to hallow the sabbath day, and 
not to bear a burden, even entering 
in at the gates of Jerusalem on the 
sabbath day; then dle a 
fire in the gates thereof, and it shall 
devour the palaces of Jerusalem, 
and it shall not be quenched. 


CHAPTER 18 


THE word which came to, Jere- 
miah from the LORD, saying, 

2 Arise, and go down to the potter’s 
house, and there I will cause thee 
to hear my words. 

3 Then I went down to the potter’s 
house, and, behold, he wrought a 
work on the wheels. 

4 And the vessel that he made of 
xei was marred in the hand of the 
potter: so he made it again another 
vessel, as seemed good to the potter 
to make if 

5 Then the word of the LORD came 
to me, saying, 

6 O house of Israel, cannot I do 
with you as this potter? saith the 
LORD. Behold, as the clay is in the 
potter’s hand, so are ye in mine 
hand, O house of Israel. 

7 At what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning 
a kingdom, to pluck up, and to pull 
down, and to destroy if; 

8 If that nation, against whom I 
hove pronounced, turn from their 
evil, I will repent of the evil that I 
thought to do unto them 

9 And at what instant T shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning 
a kingdom, to build and to plant it; 

10 If it do evil in my sight, that it 
obey not my voice, then I will repent 
of the good, wherewith I said I 
would benefit them. 

11 q Now therefore go to, speak to 
the men of Judah, and to the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, saying, 
Thus saith the LORD; Behold, I 
frame evil against you, and devise a 
device against you: return ye now 
every one from his evil way, and 
make your ways and your doings 
good. 
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12 And they said, There is no hope: 
but we will walk ‘after our own de- 
vices, and we will every one do the 
imagination of his evil heart. 

13 Therefore thus saith the LorD; 
Ask ye now among the heathen, 
who hath heard such things: the 
virgin of Israel hath done a very 
horrible thing. 

14 Will a man leave the snow of 
Lebanon which cometh from the 
rock of the field? or shall the cold 
flowing waters that come from 
another place be forsaken? 

15 Because my people hath for- 
gotten me, they have burned in- 
cense to vanity, and they have 
caused them to stumble in their 
ways from the ancient paths, to walk 
in paths, in a way not cast up; 

16 To make their land desolate, 
and a perpetual hissing; every one 
that passeth thereby shall be aston- 
nei and wag his head. 

scatter them as with an 
me wind before the enemy; I will 
shew them the back, and not the 
face, in the day of their calamity. 

18 Q Then said they, Come, and let 
us devise devices against Jeremiah; 
for the law shall not perish from the 
priest, nor counsel from the wise, 
nor the word from the prophet. 
Come, and let us smite him with the 
tongue, and let us not give heed to 
any of his words. 

19 Give heed to me, O LORD, and 
hearken to the voice of them that 
contend with me. 

20 Shali evil be recompensed for 
good? for they have digged a pit for 
my soul. Remember that I stood 
before thee to speak good for them, 
ee to turn away thy wrath from 

21 Therefore deliver up their chil- 
dren to the famine, and pour out 
their blood by the force of the sword; 
and let their wives be bereaved of 
their children, and be widows; and 
let their men be put to death: let 
their young men be slain by the 
sword in battle. j 

22 Let a cry be heard from their 
houses, when thou shalt bring a 
troop suddenly upon them: for they 
have digged a pit to take me, and 
hid snares for my feet. 
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23 Yet, LORD, thou knowest all 
their counsel against me to slay me: 
forgive not their iniquity, neither 
blot out their sin from thy sight, but 
let them be overthrown before thee3 
deal thus with them in the time of 

e anger. 


CHAPTER 19 


TRYS saith the LORD, Go and 
get a potter’s earthen botile, 
and take of the ancients of the 
people, and of the ancients of the 
priests; 

2 And go forth unto the valley of

15 Thus saith the LorpD of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
bring upon this city and upon all 
her towns all the evil that I have 
pronounced against it, because they 
have hardened their necks, that 
they might not hear my words.

- Hearken not unto the words of the 
prophets that prophesy unto you: 
they make you vain; they speak a 
vision of their own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the LORD. 

17 They say still unto them that 
despise me, The LorD hath said, 
Ye shall have peace; and they say 
unto every one that walketh after 
the imagination of his own heart, 
No evil shall come upon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the

19 Behold, a_whirlwind of the 
Lorp is gone forth in fury, even 
a grievous whirlwind: it shall fall 
grievously upon the head of the 
wicked. 

20 The anger of the LORD shail not 
return, until he have executed, and 
till he have performed the thoughts 
of his heart: in the latter days ye 
shall consider it perfectly. 

21 I have not sent these prophets, 
yet they ran: I have not spoken to

22 But if they had stood in my 
counsel, and had caused my people 
to hear my words, then they should 
have turned them from their evil 
way, and from the evil of their doings. 

23 Am I a God at hand, saith the 
LORD, and not a God afar off? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
places that I shall not see him? 
saith the LorD. Do not I fill heaven 
and earth? saith the LORD. 

25 I have heard what the prophets 
said, that prophesy lies in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, I have 


eamed. i . 

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of their own heart; 

27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have 
forgotten my name for Baal. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream, 
let him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let | speak my 
word faithfully. What is the chaff 
to the wheat? saith the LORD. 
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29 Is not my word like as a fire? 
saith the LORD; and like a hammer 
that breaketh the rock in pieces? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against 
the prophets, saith the LORD, that 
steal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against the pro- 
phets, saith the LoRD, that use their 
tongues, and say, He saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prophesy false dreams, saith the 
LORD, and do tell them, and cause 
my people to err by their lies, and 
by their lightness; yet I sent them 
not, nor commanded them: there- 
fore they shall not profit this people 
at all, saith the LORD. 

33 4 And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying, What is the burden of the 
LORD? thou shalt then say unto 
them, What burden?

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the God of Israel, unto all that are 
carried away captives, whom I have 
caused to be carried away from 
Jerusalem unto Babylon; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them; and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them; 

6 Take ye wives, and beget sons 
and daughters; and take wives for 
your sons, and give your daughters 
to husbands, that they may bear 
sons and daughters; that ye may be 
increased there, and not diminished. 

d seek the peace of the city 
whither I have caused you to be 
carried away captives, and pray 
unto the LORD for it: for in the 
peace thereof shall ye have peace. 

q For thus saith the LORD of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Let not 
your prophets and your diviners, 
that be in the midst of you, deceive 
you, neither hearken to your dreams 
which ye cause to be dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto 
you in my name: I have not sent 
them, saith the LORD. 

10 q For thus saith the LORD, That 
after seyenty years be accomplished 
at Babylon I will visit you, and per- 
form my good word toward you, in 
causing you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I 
think toward you, saith the LORD, 
thoughts of peace, and not of evil, 
to give you an expected end.

3 For Zedekiah king of Judah had 
shut him up, saying, Wherefore 
dost thou prophesy, and say, Thus 
saith the LORD, Behold, I will give 
this city into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it; 

4. And Zedekiah king of Judah shall 
not escape out of the hand of the 
Chaldeans, but shall surely be de- 
livered into the hand of the king of 
Babylon, and shall speak with him 
mouth to mouth, and his eyes shall 
behold his eyes: 
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5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to 
Babylon, and there shail he be until 
I visit him, saith the Lorp: though 

ye fight with the Chaldeans, ye shali 
net prosper. 

6 @ And Jeremiah said, The word 
of the LORD came unto me, saying, 

Behold, Hanameel the son of 
Shallum thine uncle shall come unto 
thee, saying, Buy thee my field that 
is in Anatho for the t of 
redemption is thine to buy if. 

8 So Hanameel mine uncle’s son 
came to me in the court of the 
prison according to the word of the 
LORD, and said unto me, Buy my 
field, I pray thee, that is in Ana- 
thoth, which zs in the country of 
Benjamin: for the right of inherit- 
ance zs thine, and the redemption 
is thine; buy ić for thyself. Then 
kney that this was the word of ice

9 ‘And I bought the field of Hana- 
meel my uncle’s son, that piwas in 
Anathoth, and weighed him the 
MODEY; even seventeen shekels of 
silver 

10 And I subscribed the evidence, 
and sealed if, and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money in the

11 So I took the evidence of the 
purchase, both that which was 
sealed according to the law and 
custom, and that which was open: 

2 And I gave the evidence of the 
purchase unto Baruch the son of 
Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, in the 
sight of Hanameel mine uncle’ S son, 
and in the presence of the witnesses 
that subscribed the book of the 
purchase, before ail the Jews that 
sat in the court of the prison. 

13 q And I charged Baruch before 
them, saying, 

14 Thus saith the LorD of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Take these evi- 
dences, this evidence of the pur- 
chase, both which is sealed, and 
this evidence which is open; and 
put them in an earthen vessel, that 
they may continue many days. 

15 For thus saith the LORD of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Houses 
and fields and vineyards shall þe 
possessed again in this land. 

16 q Now when I had delivered 
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the evidence of the purchase unto 
Baruch the son of Neriah, I prayed 
unto the LORD, saying, 

17 Ah Lord Gop! behold, thou 
hast made the heaven and the earth 
by thy great power and stretched 
out arm, and there is nothing too 
hard for thee: 

18 Thou shewest lovingkindness 
unto thousands, and recompensest 
the iniquity of the fathers into the 
bosom of their children after them: 
the Great, the Mighty God, the 
LORD of hosts, is his name, 

19 Great in counsel, and mighty in 
work: for thine eyes are open upon 
all the ways of the sons of men: to 
give every one according to. his 
ways, and according to the fruit of 
his doings: ; 

20 Which hast set signs and won- 
ders in the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, and in Israel, and among 
other men; and hast made thee a 
name, as at this day 

21 And hast B forth thy peo- 
oie Israel out of the land of Egypt 
with signs, and with wonders, and 
with a strong hand, and with a 
Sered out arm, and with i 


terr 

22 fe hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their 
fathers to give them, a land flowing 
with milk and honey; 

23 And they came in, and pos- 
sessed it; but they obeyed not thy 
voice, neither walked in thy law; 
they have done nothing of all that 
thou commandedst them to do: 
therefore thou hast caused all this 
evil to come upon them: 

24 Behold the mounts, they are 
come unto the city to take it; and 
the city is given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans, that fight against it, 
because of the sword, and of the 
famine, and of the pestilence: and 
what thou hast spoken is come to 
pass; and, behold, thou seest i¢. 

25 And thou hast said unto me, O 
Lord Gop, Buy thee the field for 
money, and take witnesses; for the 
city is given into the hand of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, I am the LORD, the 
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God of all flesh: is there any thing 
too hard for me? ; 

28 Therefore thus saith the LORD; 
Behold, I will give this city into the 
hand of the Chaldeans, and into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, and he shall take it: 

29 And the Chaldeans, that fight 
against this city, shall come and set 
fire on this city, and burn it with 
the houses, upon whose roofs they 
have offered incense unto Baal, and 
poured out offerings unto 
other gods, to provoke me to 


anger. 

30 For the children of Israel and 
the children of Judah have only 
done evil before me from their 
youth: for the children of Israel 
have only provoked me to anger 
with the work of their hands, saith 
the LORD.. 

31 For this city hath been to me 
as a provocation of mine anger and 
of my fury from the day that they 
built it even unto this day; that I 
shoves remove it from before my 
ace, i 

32 Because of all the evil of the 
children of Israel and of the children 
of Judah, which they have done to 
provoke me to anger, they, their 
kings, their princes, their priests, 
and their prophets, and the men of 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeru- 


salem. 

33 And they have turned unto me 
the back, and not the face: though 
I taught them, rising up early and 
teaching them, yet they have not 
hearkened to receive instruction. 

34 But they set their abominations 
in the house, which is called by my 
name, to defile it, x 

35 And they built the high places 
of Baal, which are in the valley of 
the son of Hinnom, to cause their 
sons and their daughters to pass 
through the fire unto Molech; which 
I commanded them not, neither 
came it into my mind, that they 
should do this abomination, to cause 
Judah to sin. 

36 q And now therefore thus saith 
the LORD, the God of Israel, con- 
cerning this city, whereof ye say, It 
shall be delivered into the hand of 
the king of Babylon by the sword, 
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and by the famine, and by the

of ail countries, whither I have

41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to 
do them good, and I will plant them 
in this land assuredly with my whole 
heart and with my whole soul. 

42 For thus saith the LoRrD; Like 
as I have brought ali this great evil 
upon this people, so will I_bring 
upom them, all the good that I have 

em. 

43 And fields shall be bought in 
this land, whereof ye say, It is deso- 
late without man or beast; it is 
given into the hand of the Chal- 


eans. 
44 Men shall buy fields for money, 
and subscribe evidences, and seal 
them, and take witnesses in the 
land of Benjamin, and in the places 
about Jerusalem, and in the cities 
of Judah, and in the cities of the 
mountains, and in the cities of the 
valley, and in the cities of the south: 
for I will cause their captivity to 
return, saith the LORD. 


CHAPTER 33 


OREOVER the word of the 
LORD came unto Jeremiah the 
second time, while he was yet shut 
up in the court of the prison, saying, 
2 Thus saith the LorD the maker 
thereof, the LORD that formed it, to 
establish it; the LORD is his name; 
3 Call unto me, and I will answer 
thee, and shew thee great and 
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vt For thus saith the LORD, the God

transeressed against me. 

9 ¢ And it shall be to me a name of 
joy, a praise and an honour before 
all the nations of the earth, which 
shall hear all the good that I do 
unto them: and they shall fear and 
tremble for all the goodness and for 
on the prosperity that I procure 
unto 

10 Thus saith the LORD; Again 
there shall be heard in this place, 
which ye say shal? be desolate with- 
out man and without beast, even 
in the cities of Judah, and in the 
streets of Jerusalem, that are ESO 
late, without man, and without 
inhabitant, and without beast, 

11 The voice of joy, and the voice 
of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride, 
the voice of them that shall say, 
Praise the LORD of hosts: for the 
LORD is good; for his mercy endur- 
eth for ever: and of them that shali 
bring the sacrifice of praise into the 
house of the LORD.

14 Behold, the days come, saith 
the LORD, that I will perform that 
good thing which I have promised 
unto the house of Israel and to the

5 @ In those days, and at that 
fier will I cause the Branch of 
righteousness to grow up unto Da- 
vid; and he shall execute judgment 
and righteousness in the land. 

16 In those days shall Judah be 
saved, and Jerusalem shall dwell 
safely: and this is the name where- 
with she shall be called, The LORD 
our righteousness. 

17 q For thus saith the LORD; 
David shall never want a man to sit 
upon the throne of the house of 
Israel: 

18 Neither shall the priests the 
Levites want a man before me to 
offer burnt offerings, and to kindle 
meat offerings, and to do sacrifice 
continually. 

19 And the word of the LORD 
came unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the LORD; if ye can 

reak my covenant of the day, and 
ay covenant of the night, and that 
there should not be day and night 
in their season; 

21 Then may also my covenant be 
broken with David my servant, that 
he should not have a son to reign 
upon his throne; and with the Le- 
vites the priests, my ministers. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the 
sea measured: so will I multiply the 
seed of David my servant, and the 
Levites that minister unto me. 

23 Moreover the word of the LORD 
came to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not ‘what this 
people have spoken, saying, The 
two families which the LORD hath 
chosen, he hath even cast them off? 
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thus they have despised my people, 
that they should be no more a nation 
before them. 

25 Thus saith the LORD; If my 
covenant be not with day and night, 
and if I have not appointed the 
ordinances of heaven and earth; 

26 Then will I cast away the seed 
of jacob, and David my servant, so 
that I will not take any of his seed 
to be rulers over the seed of Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob: for I will 
cause their captivity to return, and 
have mercy on them. 


CHAPTER 34 


HE word which came unto Jere- 

miah from the LORD, when 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon, 
and all his army, and all the king- 
doms of the earth of his dominion, 
and all the people, fought against 
Jerusalem, and against all the cities 
thereof, saying, 

2 Thus saith the LORD, the God of 
Israel; Go and speak to Zedekiah

army fought against Jerusalem, and 
against all the cities of Judah that 
were left, against Lachish, and 
against Azekah: for these defenced 
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8 q This is the word that came unto 
Jeremiah from the LORD, after that 
the king Zedekiah had made a 
covenant with all the people which 
were at Jerusalem, to proclaim 
liberty unto them; 

9 That every man should let his 
manservant, and every man his 
maidservant, being an Hebrew or 
an Hebrewess, go free; that none 
should serve himself of them, to- 
wit, of a Jew his brother. 

O Now when ail the princes, and 
all the people, which had entered 
into the covenant, heard that every 
one should let his manservant, an 
every one his maidservant, go Secs 
that none should serve themselves 
of them any more, then they obeyed, 
and let them go. 

11 But afterward they turned, and 
caused the servants and the hand- 
maids, whom they had let go free, 
to return, and brought them into 
subjection for servants and for 
handmaids. 

12 Therefore the word of the 
LORD came to Jeremiah from the 
LORD, saying, 

13 Thus saith the LORD, the God 
of Israel; I made a covenant with 
your fathers in the day that I 
brought them forth out of the land 
of Egypt, out of the house of bond- 
men, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let ye 
go every man his brother an Hebrew, 
which hath been sold unto thee; and 
when he hath served thee six years, 
thou shalt let him go free from thee: 
but your fathers hearkened not unto 
me, neither inclined their ear. 

15 And ye were now turned, and 
had done right in my sight, in pro- 
claiming liberty every man to his 
neighbour; and ye had made a 
covenant before me in the house 
which is called by my name: 

16 But ye turned and polluted my 
name, and caused every man his 
servant, and every man his hand- 
maid, whom ye had set at liberty 
at their pleasure, to return, and 
brought them into subjection, to 
be unto you for servants and for 
handmaids. 
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17 Therefore thus saith the LorD; 
Ye have not hearkened unto me, in 
proclaiming liberty, every one to 
his brother, and every man to his 
neighbour: behold, I proclaim a 
liberty for you, saith the LORD, to 
the sword, to the pestilence, and to 
the famine: and J will make you to 
be removed into all the kingdoms of 
the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant. 
which have not performed the words 
of the covenant which they had 
made before me, when they cut the 

f in twain, and passed between 
the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
Princes of Jerusalem, the ‘eunuchs, 
and the priests, and all the people 
of the land, which passed between 
tho parts of the calf; 

0 I will even give them into the 
kani of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life: 
and their dead bodies shall be for 
meat unto the fowls of the Boarn, 
and to the beasts of the earth 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah 

and his princes will I give into the

22 Behold, I will command, saith 
the LORD, and cause them to return 
to this city; and they shall fight 
against it, and take it, and burn it 
with fire: ‘and I will make the cities 
of Judah a desolation without an 
inhabitant.

19 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Jonadab 
the son of Rechab shall not want a 
man to stand before me for ever. 


CHAPTER 36

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, which thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
LORD in the ears of the people in 
the LorD’s house upon the fasting 
day: and also thou shalt read them 
in the ears of ali Judah that come 
out of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their 
supplication before the LORD, and 
will return every one from his evil 
way: for great is the anger and the 
fury that the LorD hath pronounced 
against this people. 

8 And Baruch the son of Neriah did 
according to all that Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded him, reading 
in the book the words of the LorD 
in the LORD’sS house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 
king of Judah, in the ninth month, 
thaí they proclaimed a fast before 
the LORD to all the people in Jeru- 
salem, and to all the people that 
came from the cities of Judah unto 
Jerusalem. i 

10 Then read Baruch in the book 
the words of Jeremiah in the house 
of the LORD, in the chamber of 
Gemariah the son of Shaphan the 
scribe, in the higher court, at the 
entry of the new gate of;the LoRD’s 
house, in the ears of all the people. 

11 When Michaiah the son of 
Gemariah, the son of Shaphan, had 
heard out of the book ail the words 
of the LORD, , 

12 Then he went down into the 
king’s house, into the scribe’s cham- 
ber: and, lo, all the princes sat 
there, even Elishama the scribe, 
and Delaiah the son of Shemaiah, 
and Elnathan the son of Achbor, and 
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Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and 
Zedekiah the son of Hananiah, 
and all the princes. 

13 Then Michaiah declared aa 
them all the words that he 
heard, when Baruch read the book 
in the ears of the people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent 
Jehudi the son of Nethaniah, the 
son of Shelemiah, the son of Cushi, 
unto Baruch, saying, Take in thine 
hand the roll wherein thou hast read 
in the ears of the people, and come. 
So Baruch the son of Neriah took the 
rollin his hand, and came unto them. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit 
down now, and read it in our ears. 
So Baruch read it in their ears. 

16 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard all the words, they were 
afraid both one and other, and said 
unto Baruch, We will surely tell the 
king of all these words. 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying, 
Tell us now, How didst thou write 
all these words at his mouth? 

18 Then Baruch answered them, 
He pronounced all these words unto 
me with his mouth, and I wrote 
them with ink in the ‘book. 

19 Then said the princes unto 
Baruch, Go, hide thee, thou and 
J eremiah; and let no man know 
where ye be. 

20 q And they went in to the king 
into the court, but they laid up the 
roll in the chamber of Elishama the 
scribe, and told all the words in the 
ears of the king 

21 So the kine. sent Jehudi to fetch 
the roll: and he took it out of Eli- 
shama the scribe’s chamber. And 
Jehudi read it in the ears of the 

g, and in the ears of all the 
princes which stood beside the king. 

22 Now the king sat in the winter- 
house in the ninth month: and there 
was a fire on the hearth burning 
before him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jehudi had read, three or four 
leaves, he cut it with the penknife, 
and cast if into the fire that was on 
the hearth, until all the roll was 
consumed in the fire that was on 
the hearth.

14 Saying, No; but we will go into 
the land of Egypt, where we shall 
see no war, nor hear the sound of 
the trumpet, nor have hunger of 
bread; and there will we dwell: 

1 d now therefore hear the 
word of the LORD, ye remnant of 
Judah: Thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; If ye 
wholly set your faces to enter into 
Egypt, and go to sojourn there; 

16 Then it shali come to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of 
Egypt, and the famine, whereof ye 
were afraid, shali follow close after 
you there in Egypt; and there ye 
shall die. 

17 So shall it be with all the men 
that set their faces to go into Egypt 
to sojourn there; they shall die by 
the sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence: and none of them shall 
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remain or escape from the evil that 
I will bring upon them. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; As mine 
anger and my fury hath been poured 
forth upon the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem; so shall my be poured 
forth upon you, when ye shall enter 
into Egypt: and ye shall be an exe- 
cration, and an astonishment, and a 
curse, and a reproach; and ye shall 
see this place no more. 

19 g The Lorp hath said concern- 
ing you, O ye remnant of Judah; 
Go ye not into Egypt: know cer- 
ae that I have admonished you 


20 For ye dissembled in your 
hearts, when ye sent me unto the 
LORD your God, saying, Pray for us 
unto the LORD our God; and ac- 
cording unto all that the LORD our 
God shail say, so declare unto us, 
and we will do it. 

21 And now I have this day de- 
clared if to you; but ye have not 
obeyed the voice of the LORD your 
God, nor any thing for the which he 
hath sent me unto you.

CHAPTER 43

5 But Johanan the son of Kareah, 
oy all the captains of the forces, 
took all the remnant of Judah, that 
were returned from all nations,

6 Even men, and Sean and chil- 
dren, and the king’s daughters, and 
open person that Nebuzar-adan the 

tain of the guard had left with 
eriak the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan, and Jeremiah the 
prophet, and Baruch the son of 


eriah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
Egypt: for they obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD: thus came they 
even to Tahpanhes. 

8 M Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, 


saying 

o Take great stones in thine hand, 
and hide them in the ciay in the 
brickkiln, which is at the entry of 
Pharaoh’s house in Tahpanhes, in 
the sight of the men of Judah; 

0 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the LORD of hosts, the God of 
Israei; Behold, I will send and take 
Nebuchadrezzar the king of Baby- 
jon, my servant, and will set his 
throne upon these stones that I 
have hid; and he shall spread his 
royal pavilion over them. 

11 And when he cometh, he shail 
smite the land of Egypt, and deliver 
such as are for death to death; and 
such as are for captivity to cap- 
tivity; and such as are for the sword 
to the sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the 
houses of the gods of Egypt; and he 
shall burn them, and carry them 
away captives: and he shall array 
himself with the land of Egypt, as a 
shepherd putteth on his garment; 
aad he shall go forth from thence in 


P13 Te shall break also the images 
of Beth-shemesh, that is in the land 
of Egypt; and the houses of the 
gods of the Egyptians shall he burn 
with fire. 
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CHAPTER 44 


HE word that came to Jeremiah 

concerning all the Jews which 
dwell in the land of Egypt, which 
dwell at Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, 
and at Noph, and in the country of 
Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Ye have seen all 
the evil that I have brought upon 
Jerusalem, and upon all the cities 
of Judah; and, behold, this day they 
area desolation, and no man dwell- 
eth therein, 

3 Because of their wickedness 
which they have committed to pro- 
voke me to anger, in that they went 
to burn incense, and to serve other 
gods, whom they knew not, neither 
they, ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising early 
and sending them, saying, Oh, do 
nper this abominable thing that I 


5 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear to turn from their 
wickedness, to burn no incense unto 
other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Judah and 
in the streets of Jerusalem; and 
they are wasted and desolate, as at 
this day. i 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
LORD, the God of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Wherefore commit ye this 
great evil against your souls, to cut 
off from you man and woman, child 
and suckling, out of Judah, to leave 
you none to remain; 

8 In that ye provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burn- 
ing incense unto other gods in the 
land of Egypt, whither ye be gone 
to dwell, that ye might cut yourselves 
off, and that ye might be a curse and 
a reproach among all the nations of 
the earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wicked- 
ness of your fathers, and the wick- 
edness of the kings of Judah, and 
the wickedness of their wives, and 
your own wickedness, and the wick- 
edness of your wives, which they 
have committed in the land of 
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Judah, and in the streets of J eru- 
salem? 

10 They are not humbled even 
unto this day, neither have they 
feared, nor walked in my law, nor 
in my statutes, that I set before you 
and before your fathers. 

11 q Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will set my face against you for evil, 
and to cut off all Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of 
Judah, that have set their faces to 
go into the land of Egypt to sojourn 
there, and they shall all be con- 
sumed, and fall in the land of Egypt; 
they shall even be consumed by the 
sword and by the famine; they shall 
die, from the least even unto the 
greatest, by the sword and by the 
famine; and they shall be an exe- 
cration, and an astonishment, and a 
curse, and a reproach. 

For I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of Egypt, as I have 
punished Jerusalem, by the sword, 
by the famine, and by the pesti- 
lence: 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land 
of Egypt to sojourn there, shall 
escape or remain, that they should 
return into the land of Judah, to the 
which they have a desire to return 
to dwell there: for none shall return 
but such as shall escape. | 

15 q Then all the men which knew 
that their wives had burned incense 
unto other gods, and all the women 
that stood by, a great multitude, 
even ali the people that dwelt in 
the land of Egypt, in Pathros, 
answered Jeremiah, saying, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
LORD, we will not hearken unto 


ee. 

17 But we will certainly do what- 
soever thing goeth forth out of our 
own mouth, to burn incense unto 
the queen of heaven, and to pour 
out drink offerings unto her, as we 
have done, we, and our fathers, our 
kings, and our princes, in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jeru- 
salem: for then had we plenty of 
bape and were well, and saw no 
evil, 
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18 But since we left off to burn 
incense to the queen of heaven, and 
to pour out offerings unto her, 
we have wanted all things, and have 
been consumed by the sword and 
by the famine. ° 

19 And when we burned incense 
to the queen of heaven, and poured 
out offerings unto her, did we 
make her cakes to worship her, and 
pour out offerings unto her, 
without cur men? 

20 { Then Jeremiah said unto all 
the people, to the men, and to the 
women, and to all the people which 
had given him fhaf answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in 
the cities of Judah, and in the streets 
of J alee ye, ‘and your fathers, 

your and your princes, and 
the eae of the land, did not the 
LORD remember them, and came it 
not into his mind? 

22 So that the LORD could no 
longer bear, because of the evil of 
your doings, and because of the 
abominations which ye have com- 
mitted; therefore is your land a 
desolation, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, without an inhabitant, 
as at this day. 

23 Because ye have burned in- 
cense, and because ye have sinned 
against the LORD, and have not 
obeyed the voice of the Lorp, nor 
walked in his law, nor in bis stat- 
utes, nor in his testimonies; there- 
fore this evil is happened unto you, 
as at this day. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto 
ali the people, and to all the women, 
Hear the word of the LORD, 
Judah that are in the land of Egypt:

27 Behold, I will watch over them 

or evil, and not for good: and all 
the men of Judah t are in the 
land of Egypt shall be consumed 
by the sword and by the famine, 
until there be an end of them. | 

28 Yet a small number that escape 
the sword s return out of the 
land of Egypt into the land of Judah, 
and all the remnant of Judah, that 
are gone into the land of Egypt to 
sojourn there, shali know whose 
words shall stand, mine, or theirs. 

29 Q And this shall be a sign unto 
you, saith the LORD, that I will 
Punish you in this place, that ye 
may know that my words shall 
surely stand against you for evil: 

30 Thus saith the LORD; Behold, I 
wili give Pharaoh-hophra king, of 
Egypt into the hand of his enemies, 
and into the hand of them that = 
his life; as I gave Zedekiah king 
Judah into the hand of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, his enemy, 
and that sought his life. —

2 Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the LORD, that I will 
cause an alarm of war to be heard 
in Rabbah of the Ammonites; and 
it shall be a desolate heap, and her 
daughters shali be burned with fire:

4. PRIE gloriest thou in the 
valleys, thy flowing valley, O back- 
sliding daughter? that trusted in 
her treasures, saying, Who shall 
come unto me? 

5 Behold, 7 will bring a fear upon 
thee, saith the Lord Gop of hosts, 
from all those that be about thee; 
and ye shall be driven out every 
man right forth; and none shall 
gather up him that wandereth. 

6 And afterward I bring again 
the captivity of the children of 
Ammon, saith the LORD. 

7 q Concerning Edom, thus saith 
the LORD of hosts; Zs wisdom no 
more in Teman? is counsel perished 
from the prudent? is their wisdom 
vanished ? 

8 Flee ye, turn back, dwell deep, 
O inhabitants of Dedan: for I will 
bring the calamity of Esau upon 
him, the time that I will visit him. 

9 If grapegatherers come to thee, 
would they not leave some gleaning 
grapes? if thieves by night, they 
will destroy till they have enough. 

ut I have made Esau bare, I 
have uncovered his secret, places, 
and he shail not be able to hide him- 
self: his seed is spoiled, and his 
Peetre and his neighbours, and 

eisn 

11 Leave thy fatherless children, I 
will preserve them alive; and let thy 
widows trust in me. 

12 For thus saith the LORD; Be- 
hold, they whose judgment was not 
to drink of the cup have assuredly 

en; and arf thou he that shall 
altogether go unpunished? thou 
shalt not go unpunished, but thou 
shalt surely drink of it. 

13 For I have sworn by myself, 
saith the LORD, that Bozrah shall 
become a desolation, a reproach, a 
waste, and a curse; and all the cities 
thereof shall be perpetual wastes. 

14 I have heard a rumour from the 
LORD, and an ambassador is sent 
unto the heathen, saying, Gather ye 
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together, and come against her, and 
rise up to the battle. 

15 For, lo, I will make thee small 
among oe heathen, and despised 
among m 

16 Thy PE hath deceived 
thee, and the pride of thine heart, 
O thou that dwellest in the clefts E 
the rock, that holdest the height of 
the hill: though thou shouldest 
make thy nest as high as the eagle, 
I will bring thee down from thence, 
saith the LORD. 

17 Also Edom shall be a desola- 
tion: every one that goeth by it 
be astonished, and shall hiss at all 
the plagues thereof. 

18 As in the overthrow of Sodom 
and Gomorrah and the neighbour 
cities thereof, saith the LORD, no 
man shall abide there, neither shall 
a son of man dwell in it. 

19 Behold, he shall come up like a 
lion from the swe of Jordan 
against the habitation of the strong: 
but I will suddenly make him run 
away from her: and who is a chosen 
man, that I may appoint over her? 
for who is like me? and who 
appoint me the time? and who is 
that shepherd that will stand before 

me? 

20 Therefore hear the counsel of 
the LORD, that he hath taken against 
Edom; and his purposes, that he 
hath purposed against the inhabit- 
ants of Teman: Surely the least of 
the flock shall draw them out: surely 
he shall make their habitations 
desolate with them. i 

The earth is moved at the noise 
of their fall, at the cry the noise 
thereof was heard in the Red 


sea. 

22 Behold, he shall come up and 

7 as the eagie, and spread his 
wings over Bozrah: and at that day 
shail the heart of the mighty men of 
Edom be as the heart of a woman 
in her pangs. 

23 @ Concerning Damascus. Ha- 
math is confounded, and Arpad: for 
they have heard evil tidings: they 
are fainthearted; there is sorrow on 
the sea; it cannot be quiet. 

24 Damascus i is waxed feeble, and 
turneth herself to flee, and fear hath 
seized on her: anguish and sorrows

travail. 

25 How is the city of praise not 
left, the city of my joy! 

26 Therefore her young men shail 

in her streets, and all the men 
of war shall be cut off in that day, 
saith the LORD of hosts. 

27 And I kindle a fire in the 
wall of Damascus, and it shall con- 
sume the palaces of Ben-hadad. 

2 Ae Concerning Kedar, and con- 

kingdoms of Hazor, 
ERE N iae king of Ba- 
bylon s smite, thus saith the 
LORD; Arise ye, go up to emer, and 
spoil the men of the east. 

29 Their tents and their flocks 
shall they take away: they shail 
take to themselves their curtains, 
and their vessels, and their 
camels; and they s cry unto 
them, Fear zs on every side. 

30 q Flee, get you far off, dwell 
deep, O ye inhabitants of "Hazor, 
saith the LORD; for Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon hath taken counsel 
against you, and hath conceived a 
purpose against you. 

Arise, get you up unto the 
wealthy nation, that dwelleth with- 
out care, saith the LORD, which 
have neither gates nor bars, which 
oa alone. 

2 And their camels shail be 
oe and the multitude of their 
cattle a spoil: and I will scatter into 
all winds them that are in the ut- 
most corners; and I bring their 
calamity f from all sides thereof, saith

33 And Hazor shall be a dwelling 
for dragons, and a desolation for 
ever: there shall no man abide 
there, nor any son of man dwell 


in it. 

4 @ The word of the Lorp that 
came to Jeremiah the prophet 
against Elam in the beginning of the

SSE s Thus saith the LORD of hosts; 
Behold, I will break the bow of 
Elam, the chief of their might. 

36 And upon Elam will I bring the

HE word that the LORD spake 

against Babylon and against the 
land of the Chaldeans by Jeremiah 
the prophet. : 

2 Declare ye among the nations, 
and publish, and set up a standard; 
publish, and conceal not: say, Baby- 
lon is taken, Bel is confounded, 
Merodach is broken in pieces; her 
idols are confounded, her images 
are broken in pieces. 

3 For out of the north there cometh 
up a nation against her, which s 
make her land desolate, and none 
shall dwell therein: they shall re- 
move, they shall depart, both man 
and beast. 1 

4 q In those days, and in that time, 
saith the LORD, the children of 
Israel shall come, they and the chil- 
dren of Judah together, going and 
weeping: they shall go, and seek 
the LoRD their God, i 

5 They shall ask the way to Zion 
with their faces thitherward, saying, 
Come, and let us join ourselves to 
the LORD in a perpetual covenant 
that shall not be forgotten. 

6 My people hath been lost sheep: 
their shepherds have caused them 
to go astray, they have turned them 
away on the mountains: they have 
gone from mountain to, hill, they 
have forgotten their restingplace. 

7 All that found them have de- 
voured them: and their adversaries 
said, We offend not, because they 
have sinned against the LORD, the 


JEREMIAH 50 


habitation of justice, even the LORD, 
the hope of their fathers. — 

8 Remove out of the midst of 
Babylon, and go forth out of the 
land of the Chaldeans, and be as 
the he goats before the flocks. 

9 For, lo, I will raise and cause 
to come up against Babylon an 
assembly of great nations from the 
north country: and they shall set 
themselves in array against her; 
from thence she shail be taken: 
their arrows shall be as of a mighty 
expert man; none shall return in 


vain. 

10 And Chaldea shall be a spoil: 
all that spoil her shali be satisfied, 
saith the LORD. 

11 Because ye were glad, because 
ye rejoiced, O ye destroyers of mine 
heritage, because ye are grown fat 
as the heifer at grass, and bellow 
as bulls; 

12 Your mother shali be sore con- 
founded; she that bare you shail be 
ashamed: behold, the hindermost of 
the nations shall be a wilderness, a 

land, and a desert. 

13 Because of the wrath of the 
LORD it shall not be inhabited, but 
it shall be wholly desolate: every 
one that goeth by Babylon _ shall 
be astonished, and hiss at all her 
plagues. 3 = 

14 Put yourselves in array against 
Babylon round about: all ye that 
bend the bow, shoot at her, spare 
no arrows: for she hath sinned 
against the LORD. 

15 Shout against her round about: 
she th given her hand: her 
foundations are fallen, her walls are 
thrown down: for it is the vengeance 
of the LORD: take vengeance upon 
her; as she hath done, do unto her. 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handleth the sickle in 
the time of harvest: for fear of the 
oppressing sword they shall turn 
every one to his people, and they 
shall flee every one to his own land. 

17 q Israel is a scattered sheep; 
the lions have driven him away: 
first the king of Assyria hath de- 
voured him; and last this Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon hath 
broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the LorD 
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of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, 

will punish the king of Babylon 
ati his land, as I have punished 
the king of Assyria. 

19 And I will bring Israel again 
to his habitation, and he shall feed 
on Carmel and Bashan, and his 
soul shall be satisfied upon mount 
Ephraim and Gilead. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the LORD, the iniquity of Israel 
shall be sought for, and there shall 
be none; and the sins of Judah, and 
they shall not be found: for I will 
parne them whom I reserve. 

1 q Go up against the land of 
Merathaim, even against it, and 
against the inhabitants of Pekod: 
waste and utterly destroy after 
them, saith the LORD, and do 
according to all that I have com- 
manded thee 

22 A sound: of battle is in the land, 
and of great destruction. 

23 How is the hammer of the whole 
earth cut asunder and broken! how 
is Babylon become a desolation 
among the nations! 

24 I have laid a snare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, O Babylon, and 
thou wast not aware: thou art found, 
and also caught, because thou hast 
striven against the LORD. 

25 The Lorp hath opened his 
armoury, and hath brought forth 
the weapons of his indignation: for 
this is the work of the Lord Gop of 
hosts in the land of the Chaldeans. 

26 Come against her from the ut- 
most border, open her storehouses: 
cast her up as heaps, and destroy 
ie utterly: let nothing of her be 


oy Slay all her builocks: let them 
go down to the slaughter: woe unto 
them! for their day is come, the 
time of their visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and 
escape out of the land of Babylon, 
to declare in Zion the vengeance of 
the LORD our God, the vengeance 
of his temple. 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon: all ye that bend the bow, 
camp against it round about; let 
none thereof escape: recompense 
her according to her work; accord- 
ing to all that she hath done, do 
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unto her: for she hath been proud 
against the LORD, against the Holy 
One of Israel. 

30 Therefore shall her young men 
fall in the streets, and all her men 
of war shall be cut off in that day, 
saith the LORD. 

31 Behold, I am against thee, O 
thou most proud, saith the Lord 
Gop of hosts: for thy day is come, 
te time that I will visit thee. 

And the most proud shall 
tumhe and fall, and none shall 
raise him up: and I will kindle a fire 
in his cities, and it shall devour all 
round about him 

33 q Thus saith the LORD of hosts; 
The children of Israel and the chil- 
dren of Judah were oppressed to- 
gether: and all that took them cap- 
tives held them fast; they refused 
to let them go. 

34 Their Redeemer is strong; the 
LORD of hosts zs his name: he shall 
throughly plead their cause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and dis- 
quiet the inhabitants of Babylon. 

35 @ A sword is upon the Chal- 
deans, saith the LORD, and upon the 
inhabitants of Babylon, and upon 
her princes, and upon her wise men. 

A sword is upon the liars; and 
they shall dote: a sword is upon her 
mighty men; and they shall be dis- 
mayed. 

37 A sword is upon their horses, 
and upon their chariots, and upon 
all the mingled people that are in 
the midst of her; and they shall 
become as women: a sword is upon 
her treasures; and they shail be 
robbed. à 

38 A drought is upon her waters; 
and they shall þe dried up: for it is 
the land of graven images, and they 
are mad upon ćheir idols. 

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of 
the islands shall dwell there, and 
the owls shall dwell therein: and it 
shall be no more inhabited for ever; 
neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation. 

40 As God overthrew Sodom and 
Gomorrah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the LORD; so shall no 
man abide there, neither shall any 
son of man dweli therein. 
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41 Behold, a people shall come 
from the north, and a great nation, 
and many kings shall be raised up 
from the coasts of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and 
the lance: they are cruel, and will 
not shew mercy: their voice shall 
roar like the sea, and they shall ride 
upon horses, every one put in array, 
e battle, against 
a oe D daughter of Babylon.

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stretched out the heaven by his 
unipreiandint: 

16 When he uttereth his voice, 
there is a multitude of waters in the 
heavens; and he causeth the va- 
pours to ascend from the ends of 


the earth: he maketh lightnings with ~ 


rain, and bringeth forth the wind 
out of his treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by his 
knowledge; every founder is con- 
founded by, the graven image: for 
his molten image is falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

They are vanity, the work of 
errors: in the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob zs not like 
them; for he is the former of all 
things: and Israel is the rod of his 
inheritance: the LORD of hosts is 
his name. 

20 Thou art my battle axe and 
weapons of war: for with thee will I 
break in pieces the nations, and 
with thee will I destroy kingdoms; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horse and his rider; aq 
with thee will I areak in pieces the 
chariot and his ri 

22 With thee ae "Sill I break in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thee will I break in pieces old and 
young; and with thee will I break in 
pieces the young man and the maid; 

23 I will aiso break in pieces with 
thee the shepherd and his fiock; and 
with thee I break in pieces the 
husbandman and his yoke of oxen; 
and with thee wall A break in pieces 
captains and 

24 And I will ae unto Babylon 
ae to all the inhabitants of Chaldea 
all their evil that they haye done in 
Zion in your sight, saith the LORD. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, O de- 
stroying mountain, saith the LORD, 
which destroyest all the earth: and 
I will stretch out mine hand upon 
thee, and roll thee down from the 
rocks; and will make thee a burnt 


"26 T5 thee shall not take of thee 
a stone for a corner, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be deso- 
late for ever, saith the LORD. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the 
land, blow the trumpet among the 
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nations, prepare the nations against 
her, call together against her the 
kingdoms of Ararat, „and Ash- 
chenaz; appoint a captain against 
her; cause the horses to come up as 
the ‘rough caterpillers. 

28 Prepare against her the nations 
with the kings of the Medes, the 
captains thereof, and all the rulers 
thereof, and all the land of his 


dominion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow: for every purpose of the 
LorpD shall be performed against 
Babylon, to make the land of È Baby- 
aa a desolation without an inhabit- 


ano The mighty men of Babylon 
have forborne to fight, they have 
remained in their holds: their might 
hath failed; they became as women: 
they have burned her dwelli 
places; her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet 
another, and one messenger to meet 
another, to shew the king of Babylon 
that his city is taken at one end, 

32 And at the passages ae 
stopped, and the reeds they 
burned with fire, and the men ‘of 
war are ighted. 

33 For thus saith the LORD of 
hosts, the God of Israel; The daueh- 
ter of Babylon is like a thres 
floor, if is time to thresh her: yet 
a little while, and the time of her 
harvest shall come. 

34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of 
Babylon hath devoured me, he hath 
crushed me, he hath made me an 
empty vessel, he hath swallowed me 
up like a dragon, he hath filled his 
belly i my delicates, he hath cast 
me out. 

35 The violence done to me and to 
my flesh be upon Babylon, shall oP 
inhabitant of Zion say; and 
blood upon the inhabitants of Chak. 
dea, shall Jerusalem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the LORD; 
Behold, I will plead thy cause, and 
take vengeance for thee; and I will

37 "Aad Babylon shall become 
heaps, a dwellingplace for dragons, 
an astonishment, and an hissing, 
without an inhabitant.

43 Her cities are a desolation, a 

land, and a wilderness, a land 
wherein no man dwelleth, neither 
doth any son of man pass thereby. 
I will punish Bel in Baby- 
lon, and I will bring forth out of his 
mouth that which he hath swallowed 
up: and the pass eral not flow 
together any more > yea, 
the wall of Babylon oral fall.

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember 
the LORD afar off, and let Jerusalem 
come into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because we 
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have heard reproach: shame hath 
covered our faces: for strangers are 
come into the sanctuaries of the 
LORD’S house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the LORD, that I will do 
judgment upon her graven images: 
and through all her land the wound- 
ed shall groan 

53 Though Babylon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, 
yet from me shall spoilers come 
unto her, saith the LORD. 

54 A sound of a cry cometh from 
Babylon, and great destruction from 
the land of the Chaldeans: 

55 Because the LORD hath spoiled 
Babylon, and destroyed out of her 
the great voice; when her waves do 
roar like great waters, a noise of 
their voice is uttere 

56 Because the oer is come 
upon her, even upon Babylon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every 
one of their bows is broken: for the 
LORD God of recompences shall 
surely requite. 

57 And I will make drunk her 
princes, and her wise men, her cap- 
tains, and her rulers, and her mighty 
men: and they shall sleep a per- 


petua sleep, and not wake, saith 
e 
of hosts. 


, whose name is the LORD 

58 Thus saith the LORD of hosts; 
The broad walis of Babylon shali be 
utterly broken, and her high gates 
shall be burned with fire; and the 


people shall labour in vain, and the 
folk in the fire, and they shall be 


weary. 

59 q The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the 
son of Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, 
when he went with Zedekiah the 
king of Judah into Babylon in the 
fourth year of his reign. And this 
Seraiah was a quiet prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all 
the evil that should come upon 
Babylon, even all these words that 
are written against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see, and shalt read all these 


words; 
62 Then shalt thou say, O LORD, 
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thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that none shall remain 
in it, neither man nor beast, but 
that it shall be desolate for ever. 

63 And it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, 
that thou shalt bind a stone to it, 
and cast it into the midst of Eu- 
phrates: 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shall not rise 
from the evil that I will bring upon 
her: and they shall be weary. Thus 
far are the words of Jeremiah. 


CHAPTER 52 


EDEKIAH was one and twenty 

years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years 
in Jerusalem. his mother’s 
name was Hamutal the daughter of 
Jeremiah of Libnah.

7 Then the city was broken up, 
and ali the men of war fied, and 
went forth out of the city by night 
by the way of the gate between the 
two walls, which was by the king’s 
garden; (now the Chaldeans were 
by the city round about:) and they 
went by the way of the plain. 

8 q But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and over- 
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took Zedekiah in the plains of Jeri- 
cho; and all his army was scattered 
from him. 
9 Then they took the king, and 
carried him up unto the king of 
Babylon to Riblah in the land of 
ee where he gave judgment 


n him. 

“o oe the king of Babylon slew 
the sons of Zedekiah before his 
eyes: he slew also all the princes 
of Judah in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of 
Zedekiah; and the king of Babylon 
bound in chains, and carried 
him to Babylon, and put him in 
prison till the day of his death. 

12 4 Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
the nineteenth year of Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, came Nebu- 
zar-adan, captain of the guard, which 
served the king of Babylon, into 
Jerusalem, 

13 And burned the house of the 
LORD, and the kine’s house; and 
all the houses of Jerusalem, and all 
the houses of the great men, burned 
he with fire: 

14 And all the army of the Chal- 
deans, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down all the walls 
of Jerusalem round about. 

Then Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard carried away captive 
certain of the poor of the people, 
and the residue of the people that 
remained in the city, and those that 
fell away, that fell to the kine of 
acne and the rest of the multi- 


16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain 
of the guard left certain of the poor 
of the land for vinedressers and for 
husbandmen. 

17 Also the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the LORD, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that 
was in the house of the LORD, the 
Chaldeans brake, and carried all the 
brass of them to Babylon. 

18 The calidrons also, and the 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
bowls, and the spoons, and all the 
vessels of brass wherewith they 
a took they away. 

9 And the basins, and the fire- 
Sitini and the bowis, and the cal- 
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drons, and the candlesticks, and the 
spoons, and the cups; that which 
was of gold in gold, and that which 
was of silver in silver, took the 
captain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brasen bulls that were under 
the bases, which king Solomon had 
made in the house of the LORD: 
the brass of ail these vessels was 
without weight. | 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits; and a fillet of twelve cubits 
did compass it; and the thickness 
therent was four fingers: if was 


22 ron a chapiter of brass was 
upon it; and the height of one 
chapiter was five cubits, with net- 
work and pomegranates upon the 
chapiters round about, all of 
brass. The second pillar also and 
a pomegranates were like unto 

ese. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network 
were an hundred round about. 

24 Q And the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the chief priest, and 
Zephaniah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the door: 

25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of 
the men of war; and seven men of 
them that were near the king’s per- 
son, which were found in the city; 
and the principal scribe of the host, 
who mustered the people of the 
land; and threescore men of the 
people of the land, that were found 
in the midst of the city. 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard took them, and brought 
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iblah 


27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them_to death in 
Riblah in the iand of Hamath. Thus 
Judah was carried away captive out 
of his own land. 

28 This zs the people whom Nebu- 
chadrezzar carried away captive: in 
the seventh year three thousand 
Jews and three and twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of Nebu- 
chadrezzar he carried away eye 
from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty 

and two persons: 

30 In the three and twentieth year 
of Nebuchadrezzar Nebuzar-adan 
the captain of the guard carried 
away captive of the Jews seven 
hundred forty and five persons: all 
the persons were four thousand and 
six hundred. 

31 Œ And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- 
tivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, 
in the twelfth month, in the five 
and twentieth day of the month, 
that Evil-merodach king of Babylon 
in the first year of his reign lifted 
ue the head of Jehoiachin king o 
Judah, and brought him forth wat 
of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and 
set his throne above the throne of 
the kings that were with him in 
Babylon, , : 

33 And changed his prison gar- 
ments: and he did continually eat 
hreag before him all the days of his 


ife. 

34 And for his diet, there was a 
continual diet given him of the king 
of Babylon, every day a portion 
until the day of his death, all the 
days of his life.

6 And from the daughter of Zion 
all her beauty is departed: her 
princes are become like harts that 
find no pasture, and they are gone 
without strength before the pursuer. 

Jerusalem remembered in the 
days of her affliction and of her 
miseries all her pleasant things that 
she had in the days of old, when her 
people fell into the hand of the 
enemy, and none did help her: the 
adversaries saw her, and did mock 
a her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sin- 
ned; therefore she is removed: ail 
that honoured her despise her, be- 
cause they have seen her naked- 
ness: yea, she sigheth, and turneth 
backward. 
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9 Her filthiness zs in her skirts; 
she remembereth not her last end; 
therefore she came down wonder- 
fully: she had no comforter. O 
LORD, behold my affliction: for the 
enemy hath magnified himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out 
his hand upon her pleasant 
things: for she hath seen that the 
heathen entered into her sanctuary, 
whom thou didst command that they 
oom not enter into thy congrega- 
ion 

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their pleas- 
ant things for meat to relieve the 
soul: see, O LORD, and consider; 
for I am become vile. 

12 q 7s it nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by? behold, and see if there be 
any Sorrow like unto my sorrow, 
which is done unto me, wherewith 
the Lorp hath afflicted me in the 
day of his fierce anger. 

13 From above hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them: he hath spread a ae 
for my feet, he hath turned m 
back: he hath made me desolate 
and faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions 
is bound by his hand: they are 
wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck: he hath made my strength to

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17 Zion spreadeth forth her hands, 
and there is none to comfort her: 
the LORD hath commanded con- 
cerning Jacob, that his adversaries 
should be round about : Jeru- 
salem is as a menstruous woman 
among them. 

18 @ The LorD is righteous; for I 
have rebelled against his command- 
ment: hear, I pray you, all people,

14 Thy prophets have seen vain 
and foolish things for thee: and 
they have not discovered thine ini- 
quity, to turn away thy captivity;

4 q And I looked, and, behold, a 
whirlwind came out of the north, a 
great cloud, and a fire info Iding 
itself, and a brightness was about it, 
and out of the midst thereof as the 
colour of amber, out of the midst of 


e fire. 

5 Also out of the midst thereof 
came the likeness of four living 
creatures. this was their ap- 
pearance; they had the likeness of 
a man. 

6 And every one had four faces, 
and every one had four wings. 
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7 And their feet were straight feet: 
and the sole of their feet was like 
the sole of a calf’s foot: and they 
sparkled like the colour of bur- 
nished brass. 

8 And they had the hands of a man 
under their wings on their four 
sides; and they four had their faces 
and their wings.

11 Thus were their faces: and their 
wings. were stretched upward; two 
wings of every one were joined one 
to another, and two covered their 
bodies. 

12. And they went every one 
straight forward: whither the spirit 
was to go, they went; and they 
turned not when they went. 

13 As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their appearance was like 
burning coals of fire, and like the 
appearance of lamps: it went up and 
down among the living creatures; 
and the fire was bright, and out of 
the fire went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creatures ran and 

returned as the appearance of a 
flash of lightning 

i5 q Now as Í beheld the living 
creatures, behold one wheel upon 
the earth by the living creatures, 
with his four faces. 

16 The appearance of the wheels 
and their work was like unto the 
colour of a beryl: and they four had 
one likeness: and their appearance 
and their work was as it were a 
wheel in the middle of a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went 
upon their four sides: and they 
turned not when they went. 

18 As for their rings, they were so 
high that they were dreadful; and 
their rings were of eyes round 
about them four. 

& And when the living creatures 
went, the wheels went by them: 
and when the living creatures were 
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lifted up from the earth, the wheels 
were lifted up. 

0 Whithersoever the spirit was to 
5 they went, thither was their 
spirit to go; and the wheels were 
lifted up over against them: for the 
spirit of the living creature was in 
the wheels. 

21 When those went, these went; 
and when those stood, these stood; 
and when those were lifted up from 

the earth, the wheels were lifted up 
over against them: for the spirit of 
the living creature was in the wheels. 

d the likeness of the firma- 
ment upon the heads of the living 
creature was as the colour of the 
terrible crystal, stretched forth over 
their heads above. 

23 And under the firmament were 
their wings straight, the one toward 
the other: every one had two, which 
covered on this side, and every one 
had two, which covered on that side, 
their bodies. 

24 And when they went, I heard 
the noise of their wings, like the 
noise of great waters, as the voice 

of the Almighty, the voice of speech, 
si the noise of an host: when they 
stood, they let down their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the 
firmament that was over their 
heads, when they stood, and had 
let down their wings. 

26 ( And above the firmament that 
was over their heads was the like- 
ness of a throne, as the appearance 
of a sapphire stone: and upon the 
likeness of the throne was the like- 
ness as the appearance of a man 
above upon it. 

27 ád I saw as the colour of 
amber, as the appearance of fire 
round about within it, from the ap- 
pearance of his loins even upward, 
and from the appearance of his 
loins even downward, I saw as it 
were the appearance of fire, and it 
had brightness round about.

CHAPTER 3

10 Moreover ke said unto me, Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak unto thee receive in thine 
heart, and hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the children of thy

whether they hear, or whether 
they will forbear.

22 And the hand of the LORD was 
there upon me; and he said unto 
me, Arise, go forth into the plain, 
and I will there talk with thee 

23 Then I arose, and went forth 
into the plain: and, behold, the glory 
of the LORD stood there, as the 
glory which I saw by the river of 
Chebar: and I fell on my face.

2 And thou shalt eat it as barley 
Sei ie and thou shalt bake it with 
dung that cometh out of man, in 
their sight. 

13 And the LorpD said, Even thus 
shall the children of Israel eat their 
defiled bread among the Gentiles, 
whither I will drive them 

14 Then said I, Ah Sided Gop! 
behold, my soul hath not been pol- 
luted: for from my youth up even 
till now have I not eaten of that 
which dieth of itself, or is torn in 
Pieces; neither came there abomin- 
able flesh into my mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, I 
have given thee cow’s dung for 
man’s dung, and thou shalt prepare 
thy bread therewith. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, behold, I will break the 
staff of bread in Jerusalem: and 
they shall eat bread by weight, and 
with care; and they shall 
water by measure, and with aston- 
ishment: 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with 
another, and consume away for their 
iniquity. 


CHAPTER 5

CHAPTER 6

11 When they went, they went 
upon their four sides; they turned 
not as they went, but to the place 
whither the head looked they fol- 
peat it; they turned not as they 


“2 ind their whole body, and their 
backs, and their hands, and their 
wings, and the wheels, were full of 
eyes round about, even the wheels 
that they four had. 

13 As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearing, O wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces: 
the first face was the face of a 
cherub, and the second face was the 
face of a man, and the third the 
face of a lion, and the fourth the 
face of an eagle. 

And the cherubims were lifted 
up. This is the living creature that I 
saw by the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cherubims went, 
the wheels went by them: and when 
the cherubims lifted up their wings 
to mount up from the -earth, the 
same wheels also turned not ‘from 
beside them.

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their wings, and mounted Ri from 
the earth in my sight: when they 
went out, the wheels also were be- 
side them, and every one stood at 
the door of the east gate of the 
LORD’s house; and the glory of the 
God of Israel was over them above. 

20 This is the living creature that 
I saw under the God of Israel by the 
river of Chebar; and I knew that 
they were the cherubims. 

21 Every one had four faces apiece, 
and every one four wings; and the 
likeness of the hands of a man was 
under their wings. 

22 And the likeness of their faces 
was the same faces which I saw by 
the river of Chebar, their appear- 
ances and themselves: they went 
every one straight forward. 


CHAPTER 11 


OREOVER the spirit lifted me

8 Ye have feared the sword; and I 
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will bring a sword upon you, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

9 And I will bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and 
execute judgments among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I 

judge you in the border of 
Israel; and ye shall know that I am 
the LORD. 

11 This cify shall not be your cal- 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh 
in the midst thereof; but I will judge 
you in the border of Israel: 

12 And ye shall know that I am the 
LORD: for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither executed my judg- 
ments, but have done after the 
manners of the heathen that are 
round about you.

8 {T And in the morning came the 
word of the LoRD unto me, saying,

, and he shall be taken in my 
snare: and I will bring him to Baby- 
lon fo the land of the Chaldeans;

shall die there. 

14 And I will scatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to help 
him, and all his bands; and I will 
draw out the sword after them. 

15 And they shall know that I am 
the LORD, when I shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse 
them in the countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of 
them from the sword, from the 
famine, and from the pestilence;

26 Pa Again the word of the LORD 
came to me, saying

28 Therefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; There shall none 
of my words be prolonged any more, 
but the word which I have spoken 
shail be done, saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 13 


ND the word of the LORD came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, 
and say thou unto them that pro- 
phesy out of their own hearts, Hear 
ye the word of the LORD;

know that I am the LORD. | 

i5 Thus will I accomplish my 
wrath upon the wall, and upon them 
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that have daubed it with untem- 
pered mortar, and will say unto you, 
The wall zs no more, neither they 
that daubed it; 

To wit, the prophets of Israel 
which prophesy concerning Jeru- 
salem, and which see visions of 
peace for her, and ¢here is no peace, 
saith the Lord GOD.

self: 

"3 re I will set my face against 
that man, and will make a sign 
and a proverb, and I will cut him 
off from the midst of my people; and 
ye shall know that I am the LORD. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived 
oie he hath spoken a thing, I the 
LORD have deceived that prophet, 
and I will stretch out my hand upon 
him, and will destroy him from the 
midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the punish- 
ment of their iniquity: the punish- 
ment of the prophet shall be even 
as the punishment of him that seek- 
eth unto him; 

11 That the house of Israel may go 
no more astray from me, neither be 
polluted any more with all their 
transgressions; but that they may 
be my people, and I may be their 
God, saith the ford GoD. 
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12 q The word of the LORD came 
again to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land 
sinneth against me by trespassing 
grievously, then will I stretch out 
mine hand upon it, and will break 
the staff of the bread thereof, and 
will send famine upon it, and 
cut off man and beast from is 

14 Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver but their own souls 
bY. their righteousness, saith the 

OD. 

15 Q If I cause noisome beasts to 
pass through the land, and they 
spoil it, so that it be desolate, that 
no man may pass through because 
of the beasts: 

16 Though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
they shall deliver neither sons nor 
daughters; they only shall be de- 
livered, but the land shall be 
desolate. 

17 q Or if I bring a sword voon 
that land, and say, Sword, 
through the land; so that I cut oft 
man and beast from it: 

18 Though these three men were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
they shall deliver neither sona nor 
daughters, but they only shall be 
delivered themselves. 

19 q Or 7f I send a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my 
upon it in blood, to cut off from it 
man and beast: 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop, they shall deliver neither son 
nor daughter; they shall bu¢ deliver 
their own souls by their righteous- 
ness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
How much more when I send my 
four sore judgments upon Jeru- 
salem, the sword, and the famine, 
and the noisome beast, and the 
pestilence, to cut off from it man 
and beast? 

22 q Yet, behold, therein shall be 
left a remnant that shali be brought 
forth, both sons and daughters: be- 
hold, they shall come forth unto 
you, and ye shall see their way and 
their doings: and ye shall be com- 
forted concerning the evil that I 
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have brought upon Jerusalem, even 
aa that I have brought 
upon 

23 And they shall comfort you, 
when ye see their ways and their 
doings: and ye shall know that 1 
have not done without cause all that 
I have done in it, saith the Lord

CHAPTER 15 


ND the word of the LORD came 

unto me, saying,

with divers colours, and playedst 
the harlot thereupon: the like things 
shall not come, neither shall it be so. 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair 
jewels of my gold and of my silver, 
which I had given thee, and madest 
to thyself images of men, and didst 
commit whoredom with them, 

18 And tookest thy broidered gar- 
ments, and coveredst them: and 
thou hast set mine oil and mine 
incense before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, 
wherewith I fed thee, thou hast 
even set it before them for a sweet 
savour: and thus it was, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy 
sons and thy daughters, whom thou 
hast borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them to be 
devoured. Js this of thy whoredoms 
a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my chil- 
dren, and delivered them to cause 
o pass through the fire for 


the 

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou hast not 
remembered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, 
and wast polluted in thy blood. 

23 Andit came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! 
saith the Lord Gopb;) 

24 That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent place, and hast 
aner: thee an high place in every 
street 

25 Thou hast built thy high place 
at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, 
and hast opened thy feet to every 
one that passed by, aud muitiplied 
thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed forni- 
cation with the Egyptians thy neigh- 
bours, great of flesh; and hast 
increased thy whoredoms, to pro- 
voke me to anger. 
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27 Behold, therefore I have 
stretched out. my hand over thee, 
and have ished thine ordinary 
food, and delivered thee unto the 
will of them that hate thee, the 
daughters of the Philistines, which 
are ashamed of thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore 
also with the Assyrians, because 
thou wast unsatiable; yea, thou hast 
played the harlot with them, and 
yet couldest not be satisfied. 

Thou hast moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Canaan 
unto Chaldea; and yet thou wast 
not satisfied herewith. 3 

How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord Gop, seeing thou doest all 
these things, the work of an imperi- 
ous whorish woman 

31 In that thou buildest thine emi- 
nent place in the head of every way, 
and makest thine high place in 
every street; and hast not been as 
ai harlot, in that thou scornest 

re; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers 
instead of her husband! 

3 They give gifts to all whores: 
but thou givest thy gifts to all thy 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
may come unto thee on every side 
for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in_ thee 
from other women in thy whore- 
doms, whereas none followeth thee 
to commit whoredoms: and in that 
thou givest a reward, and no reward 
is ara unto thee, therefore thou 
art contrary 

35 q Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the LORD: 

36 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
cause thy filthiness was poured out, 
and thy nakedness discovered 
through thy whoredoms with 
lovers, and with all the idols of thy 
abominations, and by the blood of 
a aoe hee which thou didst give 
unto t 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all them that 
thou hast loved, with all them that 
thou hast hated: I will even gather 
them round about against thee, an 
will discover thy nakedness ante

them, that they may see all thy 
nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as women 
that break wedlock and shed blood 
are judged; and I give thee 
blood in fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee into 
their hand, and they shall throw 
down thine eminent place, and shall 
break down thy high places: they 
shall strip thee also of thy clothes, 
and shall take thy fair jewels, and 
leave thee naked and bare. 

40 They shall also bring up a com- 
Dany against thee, and they shall 
stone thee with stones, and thrust 
thee through with their swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine 
houses with fire, and execute judg- 
ments upon thee in the sight of 
many women: and I will cause thee 
to cease from playing the harlot, 
and thou also shalt give no hire 


any more. 

“42 So will I make my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall 
depart from thee, and I will be 
quiet, and will be no more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, but 
hast fretted me in all these things: 
behold, therefore I also will recom- 
pense ‘thy way upon fhine head, 
saith the Lord Gop: and thou shalt 
not commit this lewdness above all 
thine abominations. 

44 { Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb 
against thee, saying, As is the 
mother, so is her daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that lotheth her husband and her 
children; and thou art the sister of 
thy sisters, which lothed their hus- 
bands and their_children: your 
mother was an Hittite, and your 
father an Amorite. . 

46 And thine elder sister is Sama- 
ria, she and her daughters that 
dwell at thy left hand: and thy 
younger sister, that dwelleth at thy 
right hand, zs Sodom and her 
daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their 
abominations: but, as if that werea 
very little thing, thou wast corrupted 
more than they in all ways. 
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48 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
Sodom thy sister hath not done, she 
nor her daughters, as thou hast done, 
thou and thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sister Sodom, pride, fulness of 
bread, and abundance of idleness 
was in her and in her daughters, 
neither did she strengthen the hand 
of the poor and needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and 
committed abomination before me: 
therefore I took them away as I saw 


goo 

31 ‘Neither hath Samaria com- 
mitted half of thy sins; but thou 
hast multiplied thine abominations 
more than they, and hast justified 
thy sisters in all thine abominations 
which thou hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged 
thy sisters, bear e own shame 
for thy sins that thou hast com- 
mitted more abominable than they: 
they are more righteous than thou: 
yea, be thou confounded also, and 
bear thy shame, in that thou hast 
justified thy sisters. | f i 

53 When I shall bring again their 
captivity, the captivity of Sodom 
and her daughters, and the cap- 
tivity of Samaria and her daughters, 
then will I bring again the captivity 
of thy captives in the midst of them: 

That thou mayest bear thine 
own shame, and mayest be con- 
founded in all that thou hast done, 
= that thou art a comfort unto 


55 When thy sisters, Sodom and 
her daughters, shall return to their 
former estate, and Samaria and her 
daughters shall return to their 
former estate, then thou and thy 
daughters shall return to your 
former estate. 

56 For thy sister Sodom was not 
mentioned by thy mouth in the day 
of thy pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was dis- 
covered, as at the time of fhy re- 
proach of the daughters of Syria, 
and all that are round about her, 
the daughters of the Philistines, 
which despise thee round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness 
and thine abominations, saith the 
LORD. 
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50 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will even deal with thee as thou 
hast done, which hast despised the 
oath in bre the covenant. 

60 q Nevertheless I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days 
of thy youth, and I will establish 
unto thee an ‘everlasting covenant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine elder 
an younger: and I give 
them unto thee for daughters, but 
not by thy covenant. 

62 And I will establish my cove- 
nant with thee; and thou shalt know 
that I am the LORD: 

63 That thou mayest remember, 
and be confounded, and never open 
thy mouth any more because of thy 
shame, when I am pacified toward 
thee for all that thou hast done, 
saith the Lord Gop.

and the princes thereof, and led 
them with him to Babylon: 

13 And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with 
him, and hath taken an oath of 
him: he hath also taken the mighty 
of the land: 

14 That the kingdom might be 
base, that it might not lift itself up, 
but that by keeping of his covenant 
it might stand. 

15 But he rebelled against him in 
sending his ambassadors into Egypt, 
that they might give him horses and 
much people. Shall he prosper? 
shall he escape that doeth such 
things? or shall he break the cove- 
nant, and be delivered? 

16 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
surely in the place where the king 
dwelleth that made him king, whose 
oath he despised, and whose cove- 
nant he brake, even with him in the 
midst of Babylon he shall die. 

17 Neither shall Pharaoh with his 
mighty army and great company 
make for him in the war, by casting 
up mounts, and building forts, to 
cut off many persons:

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had given his hand, and hath done 
all these things, he shall not escape. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; As I live, surely mine oath 
that he hath despised, and my cove- 
nant that he hath broken, even it 
pil I recompense upon his own 


20 And I will spread my net upon 
, and he shall be taken in my 
snare, and I will bring him to Baby- 
lon, and will plead with him there 
for his trespass that he hath tres- 
passed against me. 

21 And all his fugitives with all his 
bands shall fall by the sword, and 
they that remain shall be scattered 
toward all winds: and ye shall know 
that I the LoRD have spoken it. 

22 q Thus saith the Lord GoD; I m 
will also take of the highest branch 
of the high cedar, and will set it; I 
will crop off from the top of his 
young twigs a tender one, and will 
plant it upon an high mountain and 
eminent: 

23 In the mountain of the height 
of Israel will I plant it: and it shall 
bring forth boughs, and bear fruit, 
and be a goodly cedar: and under it 
shall dwell all fowl of every wing; 
the shadow of the branches thereat 
shall they dwell. 

24 And all the trees of the field 
shall know that I the LoRD have 
brought down the high tree, have 
exalted the low tree, have dried up 
the green tree, and have made the 
dry tree to flourish: I the LoRD have 
spoken and have done if. 


CHAPTER 18

me again, saying,

"9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgements, to deal 
truly; he zs just, he shall surely live, 
sani the Lord GoD. 

O @ If he beget a son that is a 
ieie a shedder of blood, and that 
aA the like to any one of these 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon 
in the moun s, and defiled his 
neighbour s wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, 
hath not restored the pledge, an 
hath lifted up his eyes to the ‘dols, 
hath committed abomination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, 
and hath taken increase: shall he 
then live? he shall not live: he hath 
done all these abominations; he 
shall surely die; his blood shall be 
upon him. 

14 4 Now, lo, if he beget a son,

When the son hath done 
that which is lawful and right, and 
hath kept all my statutes, and hath 
done them, he shall surely live. 

20 The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die. The son shall not bear the ini- 
quity of the father, neither shall the 
father bear the iniquity of the son:

mi. 

21 But if the wicked will turn from 
all his sins that he hath committed, 
and keep all my statutes, and do 
that which is lawful and right, he

22 All his transgressions that he 
hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto him: in his right- 
ensues that he hath done he shall 


ve. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all that 
the wicked should die? saith the 
Lord Gop: and not that he should 
return from his ways, and live? 

24 q But when the righteous turn- 
eth away from his righteousness, 
and committeth iniquity, and doeth 
according to all the abominations 
that the wicked man doeth, shall he 
live? All his righteousness that he 
hath done shall not be mentioned: 
in his trespass that, he hath tres- 
passed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned, in them shail he die. 

25 Q Yet ye say, The way of the 
Lord is not equal. Hear now, O 
house oi Israel; Is not my way 
equal? are not your ways unequal? 

26 When a righteous man turneth 
away from his righteousness, and 
committeth iniquity, and dieth in 
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them; for his iniquity that he hath 
done shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man 
turneth away from his wickedness

28 Because he considereth, and 
turneth away from all his transgres- 
sions that he hath committed, he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Israel, 
The way of the Lord is not equal. 
O house of Israel, are not my ways 
equal? are not your ways unequal? 

30 Therefore I will judge you, O 
house of Israel, every one according 
to his ways, saith the Lord Gop. 
Repent, and turn yourselves from 
all your transgressions; so iniquity 
shall not be your ruin. 

31 q Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have 
transgressed; and make you a new 
heart and a new spirit: for why will 
ye die, O house of Israel?

20 Appoint a way, that the sword

21 For the king of Babylon stood 
at the parting of the way, at the 
head of the two ways, to use divina- 
tion: he made his arrows bright, he 
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consulted with images, he looked in 


e liver. 

22 At his right hand was the divina- 
tion for Jerusalem, to appoint cap- 
tains, to open the mouth in the 
slaughter, to lift up the voice with 
shouting, to appoint battering rams 
against the gates, to cast a mount, 
and to build a fort. 

23 And it shall be unto them as a 
false divination in their sight, to 
them that have sworn oaths: but he 

call to remembrance the ini- 
quity, that they may be taken. 

24 Therefore thus saith the Lord

aths 

9 In thee are men that carry tales 
to shed blood: and in thee they eat 
upon the mountains: in the midst 
of thee they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered 
their fathers’ nakedness: in thee 
have they humbled her that was set 
apart for pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abomi- 
nation with his neighbour’s wife; 
and another hath lewdly defiled his 
daughter in law; and another in 
thee hath humbled his sister, his 
father’s daughter. , 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury 
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and increase, and thou hast -greedily 
gained of thy neighbours by extor- 
tion, and hast forgotten me, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

13 q Behold, therefore I have 
smitten mine hand at thy dishonest 
gain which thou hast made, and at 
thy blood which hath been in the 
midst of thee. 

Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days 
that I shall deal with thee? I the 
LORD have spoken it, and will do it. 

15 And I will scatter thee among 
the heathen, and disperse thee in 
the countries, and will consume thy 
e out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt ‘take thine in- 
heritance in thyself in the sight of 
the ae and thou shalt know 
that I am the LORD.

s: they have put no difference 
eters the holy and profane, 
neither have they shewed difference 
between the unclean and the clean, 
and have hid their eyes from my

27 Her princes in the midst thereof 
are like wolves ravening the prey, 
to shed blood, and to destroy souls, 
to get dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered mortar, see- 
ing vanity, and divining lies unto 
them, saying, Salhus saith the Lord 
Gop, when the LorD hath not 
spoken. 

29 The people of the land have 
used oppression, and exercised rob- 
bery, and have vexed the poor and 
needy: yea, they have oppressed 
the stranger wrongfully. 

30 And I sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the 
hedge, and stand in the gap before 
me for the land, that I should not 
destroy it: but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out 
mine indignation upon them; I have 
consumed them with the fire of my 
wrath: their own way have J recom- 
pensed upon their heads, saith the 
Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 23 


HE word of the LORD came 

again unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, there were two wo- 
men, the daughters of one mother:

7 Thus she committed her whore- 
doms with them, with all them that 
were the chosen men of Assyria, 
and with all on whom she doted: 
= all their idols she defiled her- 
se! 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised 
the breasts of her virginity, an 
poured their whoredom upon Ea 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the Assyrians, upon whom 
she doted. 

10 These discovered her naked- 
ness: they took her sons and her 
daughters, and slew her with the 
sword: and she became famous 
among women; for they had exe- 
cuted judgment upon her. 

d when her sister Aholibah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in 
her inordinate love than she, and in 
her whoredoms more than her sister 
in her whoredoms. j 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians 
her neighbours, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
riding upon horses, all of them 
desirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

And thaf she increased her 
whoredoms: for when she saw men 
portrayed upon the wall, the images 
of the Chaideans portrayed with 
vermilion, 

15 Girded with, girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to 
look to, after the manner of the 
Babylonians of Chaldea, the land of 
their nativity: 

16 And as soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them 
into Chaldea, : 

17 And the Babylonians came to 
her into the bed of love, and they 
defiled her with their whoredom, 
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and she was polluted with them, 
and her mind was alienated from 


em. 

18 So she discovered her whore- 
doms, and discovered her naked- 
ness: then my mind was alienated 
from her, like as my mind was 
alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore- 
doms, in to remembrance 
the days of her youth, wherein she 
ee played the harlot in the land of 


gypt. 

20 For she doted upon their para- 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh 
of asses, and whose issue is like the 
a of horses. 

1 Thus thou calledst to remem- 
rae the lewdness of thy youth, 
in bruising thy teats by the Egyp- 
tians for the paps of thy youth. 

22 { Therefore, O Aholibah, thus 
saith the Lord Emra Behold, I will 
raise up thy lovers against thee, 
from_whom thy mind is alienated, 
and I will bring them against thee 
on every side; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the 
Chaldeans, Pekod, and Shoa, and 
Koa, and all the Assyrians with 
them: all of them desirable young 
men, captains and rulers, great 
lords and renowned, all of them 
nine upon horses. 

4 And they shail come against 
thee with chariots, wagons, and 
wheels, and with an assembly of 
people, which shall set against thee 
buckler and shield and helmet 
round about: and I will set judg- 
ment before them, and they shall 
a thee according to their judg- 
ments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shail deal 
furiously with thee: they shall take 
away thy nose and thine ears; and 
thy remnant shail fall by the sword:

28 For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I will deliver thee into the 
hand of them whom thou hatest, 
into the d of them from whom 
thy mind is alienated: 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all 
thy labour, and s leave thee 
naked and bare: and the nakedness 
of thy whoredoms shall be dis- 
covered, both thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou hast gone a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister: therefore will I give her 
cup into thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep 
and large: thou shalt be laughed to 
scorn and had in derision; it con- 
taineth much.

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Because thou hast forgotten 
me, and cast me b back, 
therefore bear thou also thy lewd- 
ness and thy whoredoms. 

36 ¢ The LORD said moreover unto 
me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
Aholah and Aholibah? yea, declare 
unto them their abominations; 

37 That they have committed 
adultery, and blood is in their 
hands, and with their idols have 
they committed adultery, and have 
also caused their sons, whom they 
bare unto me, to pass for them 
through the fire, to devour them.

27 And they shall aut lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncir- 
cumcised, which are gone down to 
hell with their weapons of war: and 
they have laid their swords under 
their heads, but their iniquities shall 
be upon their bones, though they 
were the terror of the mighty in the 
land of the living. 

28 Yea, thou shalt be broken in the 
midst of the uncircumcised, and 
shalt lie with them that are slain 
with the sword. 

29 There is Edom, her kings, and 
all her princes, which with their 
might are laid by them that were 
slain by the sword: they shall lie 
with the uncircumcised, and with 
them that go down to the pit.

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the 
wicked of his way to turn from it; 
if he do not turn from his way, he 
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shali die in his iniquity; but thou 
hast delivered thy soul. 

10 Therefore, O thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Israel; 
Thus ye speak, saying, If our trans- 
gressions and our sins be upon us, 
and we pine away in them, how 
should we then live? 

11 Say unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord Gop, I have no pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but that 
the wicked turn from his way and 
live: turn ye, turn ye from your evil 
ways; for why will ye die, O house 
of Israel? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, The 
righteousness of the righteous shall 
not deliver him in the day of his 
transgression: as for the wicked- 
ness of the wicked, he shall not fall 
thereby in the day that he turneth 
from his wickedness; neither shall 
the righteous be able to live for 
his righteousness in the day that he 
sinneth.

14 Again, when I say unto the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die; if he 
turn from his sin, and do that which 
is lawful and right; 

15 Jf the wicked restore the pledge, 
give again that he had robbed, walk 
in the statutes of life, without com- 
mitting iniquity; he shall surely live, 
he shall not die. 

16 None of his sins that he hath 
committed shall be mentioned unto 
him: he hath done that which is 
lawful and right; he shall surely live. 

17 q Yet the children of thy people 
say, The way of the Lord is not 
equal: but as for them, their way 
is not equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth 
from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, he shall even die 
thereby. 

19 But if the wicked turn from his 
wickedness, A ne do that which 
is lawful and right, be shall live 
thereby. 
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20 q Yet ye say, The way. of the 
Lord is not equal. O ye house of 
Israel, I will judge you every one 
after his ways. 

21 q And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year of our captivity, in the 
tenth month, in the fifth day of the 
month, that one that had escaped 
out, of Jerusalem came unto me, 
saying, The city is smitten. 

22 Now the hand of the LORD was 
upon me in the evening, afore he 
that was escaped came; and had 
opened my mouth, until he came to 
me in the morning; and my mouth

23 Then the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying,

29 Then shall they know that Iam 
the LorD, when I have laid the land 
most desolate because of all their 
abominations which they have com- 
mitted. 

30 q Also, thou son of man, the 
children of thy people still are talk- 
ing against thee by the walls and in 
the doors of the houses, and speak 
one to another, every one to his 
brother, saying, Come, I pray you, 
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and hear what is the word that 
cometh forth from the LORD. . 

31 And they come unto thee as the 
people cometh, and they sit before 
thee as my people, and they hear 
thy words, but they will not do 
them: for with their mouth they 
shew much love, bué their heart 
goeth after their covetousness. 

32 And, lo, thou art unto them as 
a very lovely song of one that hath 
a pleasant voice, and can play well 
on an instrument: for they hear thy 
words, but they do them not. 

3 And when this cometh to pass, 
ie it will come,) then shall they 
know that a prophet hath been 
among them. 


CHAPTER 34 


ND the word of the LORD came

2 Son of man, prophesy against 
the shepherds of Israel, prophesy, 
and say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord GoD unto the shepherds; Woe 
be to the shepherds of Israel that 
do feed themseives! skould not the 
shepherds feed the flocks?

$ q After many days thou shalt be 
visited: in the latter years thou shalt 
come into the land that is brought 
back from the sword, and is gath- 
ered out of many people, against 
the mountains of Israel, which have 
been always waste: but ‘it is brought 
forth out of the nations, and they 
shall dwell safely all of them 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like 
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a storm, thou shalt be like a cloud 
to cover the land, thou, and all 
bands. and many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; It 
shall also come to pass, that at the 
same time shall things come into 
thy mind, and thou shalt think an 
evil thought: 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go up

22 And I will plead against him 
with pestilence and with blood; and 
I will rain upon him, and upon his 
bands, and upon the many people 
that are with him, an overfiowing 
rain, and great hailstones, fire, an 
brimstone. 

23 Thus will I magnify myself, and 
sanctify myself; and I will be known 
in the eyes of many nations, and 
they shall know that I am the LORD. 


CHAPTER 39

prophesy against Gog, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, 
I am against thee, O Gog, ‘the chief 
prince of Meshech and Tubal:

10 And the little Satahers of the 
gate eastward were three on this 
side, and three on that side; they 
three were of one measure: and the 
posts had one measure on this side 
and on that side. 

11 And he measured the breadth 
of he entry of the gate, ten cubits;

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side, 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were 
six cubits on this side, and six 
cubits on that side. 

13 He measured then the gate 
from the roof of one little chamber 
to the roof of another: the breadth 
was five and twenty cubits, door 
against door. 

14 He made also posts of three- 
score cubits, even unto the pest of 
the court round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate 
of the entrance unto the face of the 
porch of the inner gate were fifty 
cubits. 

16 And there were narrow win- 
dows to the little chambers, and to 
their posts within the gate round 
about, and likewise to the arches:

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
chambers, and a pavement made 
for the court round about: thirty 
chambers were upon the pavement.

26 And there were seven steps to 
go up to it, and the arches thereof 
were before them: and it had palm 
trees, one on this side, and another 
on that side, upon the posts thereof. 

G there was a gate in the 
inner court toward the south: and 
he measured from gate to gate 
toward the south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he 
measured the eb gate according 
to these measure 

29 And the little go te thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, according to these 
measures: and there were windows 
in it and in the arches [merent round 
about: if was fifty cubits long, and 
five and twenty cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
were five and twenty cubits long, 
and five cubits broad. 

1 And the arches thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm

trees were upon the posts thereof: 
and the going up to it had eight 
steps. 

32 @ And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east: and 
he measured ihe gate according to 
these measure 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, were according to 
these measures: and there were 
windows therein and in the arches 
thereof round about: it was fifty 
cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were 
toward the outward court; andp 
trees were upon the posts thereof, 
on this side, and on that side: and 
the going up to it had eight steps. 

35 q d he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured if accord- 
ing to these measures; 

36 The little chambers thereof, 
the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, and the windows to it round 
about: the length was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were 
toward the utter court; an alm 
trees were upon the posts s thereof, 
on this side, and on that side: 
the going up to it had eight atep 

38 And the chambers and the en- 
tries thereof were by the posts of 
the gates, where they washed the 
burnt offering. 

39 @ And in the porch of the gate 
were two tables on this side, an 
two tables on that side, to slay 
thereon the burnt offering and the 
sin offering and the trespass offer- 


ing. 

40 And at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the 
other side, which was at the porch 
of the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, 
and four tables on that side, by the 
side of the gate; eight tables, where- 
upon they slew their sacrifices. 

42 And the four tables were of 
hewn stone for the burnt offering,

7 And there was an enlarging, an 
a winding about still upward to the 
side chambers: for the winding 
about of the house went still upward 
round about the house: therefore 
the breadth of the house was still 
upward, and so increased from the 
lowest chamber to the highest by 
the midst.

16 The door posts, and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round 
about on their three stories, over 
against the door, ceiled with wood 
round about, and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the windows 
were covered; 

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner house, and without, 
and by all the wall round about 
within and without, by measure. 

18 And it was made with cheru- 
bims and palm trees, so that a palm 
tree was between a cherub and a 
she; and every cherub had two 
aces 

19 So that the face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on the one 
side, and the face of a young lion 
toward the palm tree on the et 
side: it was made through all the 
house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above 
the door were cherubims and palm 
trees made, and on the wall of the 
temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanc- 
tuary; the appearance of the one as 
the appearance of the other. 

22 The altar ot wood was three 
cubits high, and the length thereof 
two cubits; ‘and the corners thereof, 
and the length thereof, and the 
walls thereof, were of wood: and 
he said unto me, This is the table 
oe is before the LORD. 

3 And the temple and the sanc- 
es had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves; two 
leaves for the one door, and two 
leaves for the other door.

of the house, and thick planks. 


CHAPTER 42 


HEN he brought me forth into 
the utter court, the way toward 
the north: and he brought me into 
the chamber that was over against 
the separate place, and which was 
before the building toward the 


north. 

2 Before the length of an hundred 
cubits was the north door, and the 
breadth was fiity cubits. 

Over against the twenty cubits 
which were for the inner court, and 
over against the pavement which 
was for the utter court, was gallery 
against gallery in three stories. 

4 And before the chambers was a 
walk of ten cubits breadth inward, 
a way of one cubit; and their doors 
toward the north 

5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter: for the galleries were 
higher than these, than the lower, 
and than the middlemost of the 
building. ; 

6 For they were in three stories, 
but had not pillars as the pillars of 
the courts: therefore the building 
was straitened more the low- 
est and the middlemost from the 


ground, ; 

7 And the wall that was without 
over against the chambers, toward 
the utter court on the forepart of 
the ee the length thereof 
was fifty cubits 

8 For the leneth of the chambers 
that were in the utter court was fifty 
cubits: and, lo, before the temple 
were an hundred cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers 
was the entry on the east side, as 
one goeth into them from the utter 


court. ; 
10 The chambers were in the 
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thickness of the wall of the court 
toward the east, over against the 
separate place, and over against the 
building. 

11 And the way before them was 
like the appearance of the chambers 
which were toward the north, as 
long as they, and as broad as they: 
and all their goings out were both 
according to their fashions, and 
Seo to their doors. 

2 And according to the doors of — 
a chambers that were toward the 
south was a door in the head of the 
way, even the way directly before 
the wall toward the east, as one 
entereth into them. 

13 G Then said he unto me, The 
north chambers and the south 
chambers, which are before the 
separate place, they be holy cham- 
bers, where the priests that ap- 
proach unto the LORD shall eat the 
most holy things: there shall they 
lay the most holy things, and the 
meat offering, and the sin offering, 
and the trespass offering; for the 
place zs holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the 
holy place into the utter court, but 
there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister; for they are 
holy; and shail put on other gar- 
ments, and shall approach to those 
things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end 
of measuring the inner house, he 
brought me forth toward the gate 
whose prospect is toward the east, 
and measured it round about. 

16 He measured the east side with 
the measuring reed, five hundred 
reeds, with e measuring reed 
round about. 

17 He measured the north side, 
five hundred reeds, with the mea- 
suring reed round about. 

18 He measured the south side, 
five hundred reeds, with the mea- 
suring reed. 

19 q He turned about to the west 
side, and measured five hundred 
reeds with the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by the four 
sides: it had a wall round about, 
five hundred reeds long, and five 
hundred broad, to make a separa- 
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tion between the sanctuary and the 
profane place. 


CHAPTER 43 


FTERWARD he brought me to 
the gate, even the gate that 
looketh toward the east: 

2 And, behold, the glory of the 
God of Israel came from the way of 
the east: and his voice was like a 
noise of many waters: and the earth 
shined with his glory 

3 And it was according to the ap- 

pearance of the vision which I saw, 
even according to the vision that I 
saw when I came to destroy the 
city: and the visions were like the 
vision that I saw by the river Che- 
bar; and I fell upon my face. 
_4 And the glory of the LORD came 
into the house by the way of the 
one whose prospect is toward the 
east. 

5 So the spirit took me up, and 
brought me into the inner court; 
and, behold, the glory of the LORD 
filled the house. i f 

6 And I heard him speaking unto 
me out of the house; and the man 
stood by me. . 

7 Q And he said unto me, Son of 
man, the piace of my throne, and 
the place of the soles of my feet, 
where I will dwell in the midst of 
the children of Israel for ever, and 
my holy name, shall the house of 
Israel no more defile, neither they, 
nor their kings, by their whoredom, 
nor by the carcases of their kings 
in their high places. 

8 In their setting of their threshold 
by my thresholds, and their post by 
my posts, and the wall between me 
and them, they have even defiled 
my holy name by their abomina- 
tions that they have committed: 
wherefore I have consumed them in 
mine anger. 

9 Now let them put away their 
whoredom, and the carcases of their 
kings, far from me, and I will dwell 
in the midst of them for ever. 

10 q Thou son of man, shew the 
house to the house of Israel, that 
they may be ashamed of their ini- 
quities: and let them measure the 
pattern. 
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11 And if they be ashamed of all 
that they have done, shew them the 
form of the house, and the fashion 
thereof, and the goings out thereof, 
and the comings in thereof, and all 
the forms thereof, and all the ordi- 
nances thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the laws thereof: 
and write if in their sight, that they 
may keep the whole form hetit 
and all the ordinances thereof, and 


o them 

12 This is the law of the house; 
Upon the top of the mountain the 
whole limit thereof_round about 
shall be most holy. Behold, this is 
the law of the house. 

13 And these are the measures 
of the altar after the cubits: The 
cubit is a cubit and an hand 
breadth; even the bottom shall be a 
cubit, and the breadth a cubit, and 
the border thereof by the edge 
thereof round about shall be a span: 
and this shall be the higher place 
of the altar. 

14 And from the bottom upon the 
ground even to the lower settle shall 
be two cubits, and the breadth one 
cubit; and from the lesser settle 
even to the greater settle shail be 
four cubits, and the breadth one 


cubit 

“ts So the altar shail be four cubits: 
and from the altar and upward shall 
be four horns. 

16 And the altar shall be twelve 
cubits long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shall be fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in 
the four squares thereof; and the 
border about it shall be half a cubit; 
and the bottom thereof shall be a 
cubit about; and his stairs shall 
look toward the east. 

18 he said unto me, Son of 
man, thus saith the Lord Gop; These 
are the ordinances of the altar in 
the day when they shail make it, to 
offer burnt offerings thereon, and to 
sprinkle blood thereon. | 

19 And thou shalt give to the 
priests the Levites that be of the 
seed of Zadok, which approach unto 
me, to minister unto me, saith the 
Lord Gop, a young bullock for a 
sin offering.

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put i¢ on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round 


abont- ag shalt thou cleanse and‘ 


P3 Phou shalt take the bullock also 
of the sin offering, and he shall burn 
it in the appointed place of the 
house, without the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou 
shalt offer a kid of the goats without 
blemish for a sin offering; and they 
shall cleanse the altar, as they did 
er it with the bullock. 

3 When thou hast made an end of 
fou it, thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram 
out of the flock without blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them before 
the LORD, and the priests shall cast 
salt upon them, and they shall offer 
them up for a burnt offering unto 
the LORD. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall 
consecrate themselves. 

d when these days are ex- 
pired, it shall be, that upon the 
eighth day, and so forward, the 
priests shall make your burnt offer- 
ings upon the altar, and your peace 
offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord GoD. 


CHAPTER 44 


HEN he brought me back the 

way of the gate of the outward 
sanctuary which looketh toward the 
east; and it was shut. 

2 Then said the LORD unto me; 
This gate shall be shut, it shail not 
be opened, and no man shail enter 
in by it; because the LORD, the God 
of Israel, hath entered in by it, 
therefore it shall be shut. 

It is for the prince; the prince, 
he shall sit in it to eat bread before 
the LORD; he shall enter by the way 
of the porch of that gate, and shall 
go out by the way of the same. 

4 ( Then brought he me the way 
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of the north gate before the house: 
and I looked, and, behold, the glory 
of the LORD filled the house of the 
LORD: and I fell upon my face. 

5 And the Lorp said unto me, Son 
of man, mark well, and behold with 
thine eyes, and hear with thine ears 
all that I say unto thee concerning 
all the ordinances of the house of 
the LORD, and all the laws thereof; 
and mark well the entering in of the 
house, with every going forth of 
the sanctuary 

6 And thou S Shali say to the rebel- 
lious, even to the house of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; O ye 
house of Israel, let it suffice you of 
all your abominations, 

7 In that ye have brought into my 
sanctuary strangers, uncircumcised 
in heart, and uncircumcised in flesh, 
to be in my sanctuary, to pollute it, 
even my house, when ye offer my 
bread, the fat and the blood, and 
they have broken my covenant be- 
cause of all your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge 
of mine holy things: but ye have 
set keepers of my EWR in my 
sanctuary for yourselves. 

9 Q Thus saith the Lord GoD; No 
stranger, uncircumcised in heart, 
nor uncircumcised in flesh, shali 
enter into my sanctuary, of any 
stranger that is among the children 
of Israel. 

10 And the Levites that are gone 
away far from me, when Israel went 
astray, which went astray away 
from me after their idols; they shall 
even bear their iniquity. 

11 Yet they shall be ministers in 
my sanctuary, having charge ai the 
gates of the house, and ministering 
to the house: they shall slay the 
burnt offering and the sacrifice for 
the people, and they shall stand 
before them to minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministered unto 
them before their idols, and caused 
the house of Israel to fall into ini- 
quity; therefore have I lifted up 
mine hand against them, saith the 
Lord Gop, and they shali bear their 


iniquity. 

13 And they shall not come near 
unto me, to do the office of a priest 
unto me, nor to come near to any 
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of my holy things, in the most holy 
place: but they shall bear their 
shame, and their abominations 
which they have committed. 

14 But I will make them keepers 
of the charge of the house, for all 
the service thereof, and for all that 
shall be done therein. 

15 q But the priests the Levites, 
the sons of Zadok, that kept the 
charge of my sanctuary when the 
children of Israel went astray from 
me, they shall come near to me to 
minister unto me, and they shall 
stand before me to offer unto me 
the fat and the blood, saith the 
Lord Gop: 

16 They shall enter into my sanc- 
tuary, and they shall come near to 
my table, to minister unto me, and 
they shall keep my charge. 

17 q And it shall come to pass, that 
when they enter in at the gates of 
the inner court, they shall be clothed 
with linen garments; and no wool 
shall come upon them, whiles they 
minister in the gates of the inner 
court, and within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets 
upon their heads, and shali have 
linen breeches upon their loins; 
they shall not gird themselves with 
any thing that causeth sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court 
to the people, they shall put o 
their garments wherein they minis- 
tered, and lay them in the holy 
chambers, and they shall put on 
other garments; and they shall not 
sanctify the people with their gar- 


ments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to grow 
ip they shall only poll their 


21 Neither shall any priest drink 
wine when they enter into the inner 


“22 > Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is put 
away: but they shall take maidens 
of the seed of the house of Israel, or 
a widow that had a priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my people 
the difference between the holy and 
profane, and cause them to discern 
between the unclean and the clean. 
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24 And in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and they shall 
judge it according to my judgments: 
and they shall keep my laws and 
my statutes in all mine assemblies; 
and they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead 
person to defile themselves: but for 
father, or for mother, or for son, or 
for daughter, for brother, or for 
sister that hath had no husband, 
they may defile themselves. 

2 after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon unto seven days. 

27 And in the day a he goeth 
into the sanctuary, unto the inner 
court, to minister in the sanctuary, 
he shall offer his sin offering, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

28 And it shall be unto them for 
an inheritance: I am their inherit- 
ance: and ye shall give them no 
possession in Israel: I am their 
possession. 

29 They shall eat the meat offer- 
ing, and the sin offering, and the 
trespass offering; and every dedi- 
cated thing in Israel shall be theirs. 

30 And the first of all the firstfruits 
of all things, and every oblation of 
ali, of every sort of your oblations, 
shali be the priest’s: ye shall also 
give unto the priest the first of your 
dough, that he may cause the bless- 
ing to rest in thine house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of itself, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 


CHAPTER 45 


TT OREOVER. when ye shall 
divide by lot the land for in- 
heritance, ye shall offer an oblation 
unto the LORD, an holy portion of 
the land: the. length shall be the 
length of five and twenty thousand 
reeds, and the breadth shail be ten 
thousand. This shall be holy in all 
the borders thereof round about. 
this there shall be for the 

sanctuary five hundred in length, 
with five hundred in breadth, square 
round about; and fifty cubits round 
about for the suburbs thereof. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five an 
twenty thousand, and the breadth

of ten thousand; and init shall be the 
sanctuary and the most holy dlace. 

4 The holy fortion of the land shall 
be for the priests the ministers of 
the sanctuary, which shall come 
near to minister unto the LORD: 
and it shall be a place for their 
houses, and an holy place for the 
sanctuary 

5 And th the five and twenty thousand 
of length, and the ten thousand of 
breadth, shall also the Levites, the 
ministers of the house, have for 
themselves, for a possession for 
twenty chambers. 

6 { And ye shail appoint the pos- 
session of the city five thousand 
broad, and five and twenty thousand 
long, over against the oblation of 
the holy Sortion: it shall be for the 
whole house of Israel. 

_ And a portion shail be for the 
prince on the one side and on the 
other side of the oblation of the holy 
portion, and of the possession of 
the city, before the oblation of the 
holy ortion, and before the pos- 
session of the city, from the west 
side westward, and from the east 
side eastward: and the length shail 
be over against one of the portions, 
from the west border unto the east 


order. 

8 In the land shall be his posses- 
sion in Israel: and my princes shall 
no more oppress my people; and 
the rest of the land shall they give 
to the house of Israel according to 
their tribes. 

9 ( Thus saith the Lord Gop; Let 
it suffice you, O princes of Israel: 
remove violence and spoil, and exe- 
cute judgment and justice, take 
away your exactions from my peo- 
ple, saith the Lord Gop. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and 
a just ephah, and a just bath. 

1i The ephah and the bath shall 
be of one measure, that the bath 
may contain the tenth part of an 
homer, and the ephah the tenth part 
of an homer: the measure thereof 
suali be after the homer. 

d the shekel shall be twenty 
Mt twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, shall 
be your maneh. 

13 This is the oblation that ye shall 
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offer; the sixth part of an ephah of 
an homer of wheat, and ye shall give 
the sixth part of an ephah of an 
homer of barley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, 
the bath of oil, ye shall offer the 
tenth part of a bath out of the cor, 
which is an homer of ten baths; for 
ten baths are an homer: 

15 And one lamb out of the flock, 
out of two hundred, out of the fat 
pastures of Israel; for a meat offer- 
ing, and fora burnt Offering, and for | 
peace offerings, to make reconcilia- 
tion for them, saith the Lord Gop. 

16 All the people of the land shall 
shee this oblation for the prince in 


ael. 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part 
fo give burnt offerings, and meat 
offerings, and drink offerings, in the 
feasts, and in the new moons, and 
in the sabbaths, in all solemnities of 
the house of Israel: he shall prepare 
the sin offering, and the meat offer- 
ing, and the burnt offering, and the 
peace offerings, to make reconcilia- 
tion for the house of Israel. 

18 Thus saith the Lord Gop; In 
the first month, in the first day 
of the month, thou shalt take a 
young bullock without blemish, and 
es the sanctuary 

9 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering, and put if 
upon the posts of the house, and 
upon the four corners of the settle 
of the altar, and upon the posts of 
the gate of the inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the seventh 
day of the month for every one that 
erreth, and for him that is simple: 
so shall ye reconcile the house. 

21 In the first month, in the four- 
teenth day of the month, ye shall 
have the passover, a feast of seven 
Gara unleavened bread shall be 
eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall the 
prince prepare for himself and for 

the people of the land a bullock 
for a sin offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast he 
shall prepare a burnt offering to the 
LORD, seven bullocks and seven 
rams without blemish daily the 
seven days; and a kid of the goats 
daily for a sin offering.

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24 And he shall prepare a meat 
oifering of an ephah for a bullock, 
and an ephah for a ram, and an 
oil for an ephah. 

the seventh month, in the 
haa day of the month, shali 
he do the like in the feast of the 
seven days, according to the sin 
offering, according to the burnt 
offering, and according to the meat 
offering, and according to the oil. 


CHAPTER 46 


HUS saith the Lord Gop; The 

gate of the inner court that 
looketh toward the east shall be 
shut the six working days; but on 
the sabbath it shall be opened, and 
in the day of the new moon it ‘shall 
be opened.

“6 And in the day of the new moon 
it shall be a young bullock without 
blemish, and six lambs, and a ram: 
they shall be without blemish. 

And he shall prepare a meat 
offering, an ephah for a bullock, and 
an ephah for a ram, and for the 
lambs according as his hand shall 
attain. unto, and an hin of oil to an 
e 

8 And when the prince shall enter, 
he shall go in by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and he shall go 
forth by the way thereof. 
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9 q But when the people of the 
land shall come before the LORD in 
the solemn feasts, he that entereth 
in by the way of the north gate to 
worship shall go out by the way of 
the south gate; and he that entereth 
by the way of the south gate shall 
go forth by the way of the north 
gate: he shall not return by the way 
of the gate whereby he came in, but 
saal go forth over against it. 

0 And the prince in the midst of 
nik when they go in, shall go in; 
and when they go forth, shall go 


orth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the 
solemnities the meat offering shall 
be an ephah to a bullock, and an 
ephah to a ram, and to the lambs as 
he is able to give, and an hin of oil 
to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall pre- 
pare a voluntary burnt offering or 
peace offerings voluntarily unto the 
LORD, one shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt offer- 
ing and his peace offerings, as he 
did on the sabbath day: then he 
shall go forth; and after his going 
forth one shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a 
burnt offering unto the LORD of a 
lamb of the first year without blem- 
Sn How shalt prepare it every 


a And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the 
sixth part of an ephah, and the 
third part of an hin of oil, to temper 
with the fine flour; a meat offering 
continually by a perpetual ordinance 
unto the LORD. 

15 Thus shall they prepare the 
lamb, and the meat offering, and the 
oil, every morning for a continual 
burnt offering. 

16 q Thus saith the Lord Gop; If 
the prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, the inheritance thereof shall 
be his sons’; it shall be their pos- 
session by inheritance. | j 
_17 But if he give a gift of his 
inheritance to one of his servants, 
then it shali be his to the year of 
liberty; after it shall return to the 
prince: but his inheritance shall be 
his sons’ for them. 


Ordinances for the people 


18 Moreover the prince shall not 
take of the people’s inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out of 
their possession; but he shall give 
his sons inheritance out of his own 
possession: that my people be not 
scattered every man from his pos- 
session. 

19 q After he brought me through 
the entry, which was at the side of 
the gate, into the holy chambers of 
the priests, which looked toward the 
north: and, behold, there was a 
place on the two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This is 
the place where the priests shall 
boil the trespass offering and the 
sin offering, where they shall bake 
the meat offering; that they bear 
them not out into the utter court, 
to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he broueht me forth into 
the utter court, and caused me to 
pass by the four corners of the 
court; and, behold, in every corner 
of the court there was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of foriy 
cubits long and thirty broad: these 
four corners were of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of building 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it was made with 
Bere places under the rows round 
a 

24 Then said he unto me, These 
are the places of them that boil, 
where the ministers of the house 
shall boil the sacrifice of the people. 


CHAPTER 47 


FTERWARD he brought me 

again unto the door of the 
house; and, behold, waters issued 
out from under the threshold of the 
house eastward: for the forefront of 
the house stood toward the east, 
and the waters came down from 
under from the right side of the 
house, at the south side of the altar. 

Then brought he me out of the 
way of the gate northward, and led 
me about the way without unto the 
utter gate by the way that looketh 
eastward; and, behold, there ran 
out waters on the right side. 
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3 And when the man that had the 
line in his hand went forth east- 
ward, he measured a thousand cu- 
bits, and he brought me through 
the waters; the waters were to the

4 Again he measured a thousand, 
and brought me through the waters; 
the waters were to the knees. 
Again he measured a thousand, and 
brought me through; the waters 
were to the loins. 

5 Afterward he measured a thou- - 
sand; and it was a river that I could 
not pass over: for the waters were 
risen, waters to swim in, a river that 
could not be passed over. 

6 he said unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen this? Then he 
brought me, and caused me to re- 
turn to the brink of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, be- 
hold, at the bank of the river were 
very many trees on the one side 
and on the other. 

8 Then said he unto me, These 
waters issue out toward the east 
country, and go down into the 
desert, and go into the sea: which 
being brought forth into the sea, the 
waters shall be healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, that 
every thing that liveth, which mov- 
eth, whithersoever the rivers shail 
come, shali live: and there shall 
be a very great multitude of fish, 
because these waters shail come 
thither: for they shall be healed; 
and every thing shall live whither 
the river cometh. 

10 And it shall come to pass, that 
the fishers shall stand upon it from 
En-gedi even unto En-eglaim; they 
shall be a place to spread forth 
nets; their fish shall be according 
to their kinds, as the fish of the 
great sea, exceeding many 

11 But the miry places Sieen aná 
the marishes thereof shali not be 
healed; they shall be given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that 
side, shall grow all trees for meat, 
whose leaf shall not fade, neither 
shall the fruit thereof be consumed: 
it shall bring forth new fruit accord- 
ing to his months, because their 
waters they issued sut of the sanc- 
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tuary: and the fruit thereof shall be 
for meat, and the leaf thereof for 
medicine. 

13 q Thus saith the Lord Gob; 
This shail be the border, whereby 
ye shall inherit the land according 
to the twelve tribes of Israel: Joseph 
shail have two portions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one as 
well as another: concerning the 
which I lifted up mine hand to give 
it unto your fathers: and this land 
shall fall unto you for inheritance. 

15 And this shall be the border of 
the land toward the north side, from 
the great sea, the way of Hethlon, 
as men go to Zedad; 

16 Hamath, Berothah, Sibraim, 
which is between the border of 
Damascus and the border of Ha- 
math; Hazar-hatticon, which is by 
the coast of Hauran. 

17 And the border from the sea 
shall be Hazar-enan, the border of 
Damascus, and the north north- 
ward, and the border of Hamath. 
cane this is the north side. 

And the east side ye shall 
kann from Hauran, and from 
Damascus, and from Gilead, and 
from the land of Israel by J ordan, 
from the border unto the east sea.

CHAPTER 48 


OW these are the names of the

9 Pine oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the LORD shall be of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in breadth 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be this holy oblation; 
toward the north five and twenty 
thousand in length, and toward the 
west ten thousand in breadth, and 
toward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in length: and 
the sanctuary of the LORD shall be 
in the midst thereof. 

11 Jt shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Zadok; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Israel wen’ astray, as the Levites 
went astra 

12 And “this oblation of the land 
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Portions of the twelve tribes 


that is offered shall be unto them a 
most holy by the border of 
the Levites. 

13 And over against the border of 
the priests the Levites shall have 
five and twenty thousand in length, 
and ten thousand in breadth: all 
the length shail be five and twenty 
thousand, and the breadth ten 
thousand. s 

14 And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the 
firstfruits of the land: for it is holy 
unto the LORD. 

15 q And the five thousand, that 
are left in the breadth over against 
the five and twenty thousand, shall 
be a profane dlace for the city, for 
dwelling, and for suburbs: and the 
city shall be in the midst thereof. 

16 And these shall be the measures 
thereof; the north side four thou- 
sand and five hundred, and the 
south side four thousand and five 
hundred, and on the east side four 
thousand and five hundred, and the 
west side four thousand and five 
hundred. : 

17 And the suburbs of the city 
shall be toward the north two hun- 
dred and fifty, and toward the south 
two hundred and fifty, and toward 
the east two hundred and fifty, an 
toward the west two hundred and 


18 And the residue in leneth over 
against the oblation of the holy 
portion shall be ten thousand east- 
ward, and ten thousand westward: 
and it shall be over against the 
oblation of the holy portion; and 
the increase thereof shall be for 
food unto them that serve the city. 

19 And they that serye the city 
sani! songe it out of all the tribes of 

srael. 

20 All the oblation shail be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand: ye shall offer the holy 
oblation foursquare, with the pos- 
session of the city. 

21 q And te residue shal? be for 
the prince, on the one side and on 
the other of the hoiy oblation, and 
of the possession of the city, over 
against the five and twenty thou- 
sand of the oblation toward the east 
border, and westward over against 
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the five and twenty thousand toward 
the west_border, over against the 
portions for the prince: and it shall 
be the holy oblation; and the sanc- 
tuary of the house shall be in the 
midst thereof. 

22 Moreover from the possession 
of the Levites, and from the pos- 
session of the city, being in the 
midst of that which is the prince’ os 
between the border of Judah 
the border of Benjamin, shall he 
for the prince. : 

23 As for the rest of the tribes, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Benjamin shall have a portion. 

24 And by the border of Benjamin, 
rom the east side unto the west 
side, Simeon shall have a portion. 

25 And by the border of Simeon, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Issachar a portion. 

26 And by the border of Issachar, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Zebulun a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zebulun, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Gad a portion. 

28 And by.the border of Gad, at 
the south side southward, the bor- 
der shall be even from Tamar unto 
the waters of strife in Kadesh, and 
to the river toward the great sea. 

29 This is the land which ye shail 
divide by lot unto the tribes of 
Israel for inheritance, and these 
ae ewe portions, saith the Lord 


30 i And these are the goings out 

of the city on the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred mea- 
sures. 

31 And the gates of the city shali 
be after the names of the tribes of 
Israel: three gates northward; one 
gate of Reuben, one gate of J udah, 
one gate of Levi. 

32 And at the east side four thou- 
sand and five hundred: and three 
gates; and one gate of Joseph, one 
gate of Benjamin, one gate of Dan. 

33 And at the south side four thou- 
sand and five hundred measures:

34 At the west side four thousand

N the third year of the reign of 

Jehoiakim king of Judah came 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon 
unto Jerusalem, and besieged it., 

the Lord enye Jehoiaki 

poor of Judah into his hand, un 
part of the vessels of the house of 
God: which he carried into the land 
of Shinar to the house of his god; 
and he brought the vessels into the 
treasure house of his god. 

3 d the king spake unto Ash- 
penaz the master of his eunuchs, 
that he should bring certain of the 
children of Israel, and of the king’s 
seed, and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no blem- 
ish, but well favoured, and skilful 
in all wisdom, and cunning in know- 
ledge, and understanding science, 
and such as had ability in them to 
stand in the king’s palace, and 
whom they might teach the learning 
and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: so 
nourishing them three years, that 
at the end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Judah, Daniel, Hana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the 
eunuchs gave names: for he gave 
unto Daniel the name of Belteshaz- 
zar; and to aniah, of Shadrach; 
and to Mishael, of Meshach; and 
to Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

8 q But ‘Daniel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile him- 
self with the portion of the king’s 
meat, nor with the wine which he 
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thousand measures: and the name 
of the city from that day shail be, 
The LORD is there.

drank: therefore he requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he 
might not defile himself, 

9 Now God had brought Daniel 
into favour and tender love with 
ate prince of the eunuchs. 

0 And the prince of the eunuchs 
ay unto Daniel, I fear my lord the 
g, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink: for why should he 
see your faces worse liking than 
the children which are of your sort? 
then shall ye make me endanger 
my head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs 
had set over Daniel, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days; and let them give 
us pulse to eat, and water to dri 

13 Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the 
countenance of the children that 
eat of the portion of the king’s 
meat: and as thou seest, deal with 
thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in 
ee matter, and proved them ten 


day 

15 Ånd at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and 
fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the 
king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the 
portion of their meat, and the wine 
that they should drink; and gave 
them pulse. 

17 q As for these four children, 
God gaye them knowledge and skili 
in all learning and wisdom: and 
Daniel had understanding in all 
visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that

the king had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the 
eunuchs brought them in before 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with 
them; and among them. was 
found none like Daniei, Hananiah, 
Mishael, and Azariah: therefore 
stood they before the kine. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the 
inquired of them, he found them 
ten times better than ail the magi- 
cians and astrologers that were in 
all his re 

21 And Daniel continued even unto 
the first year of king Cyrus. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND in the second year of the 
reign of Nebuchadnezzar Nebu- 
chadnezzar dreamed dreams, where- 
with his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brake from 
2 Then the king commanded to 
call the magicians, and the astro- 
logers, and the sorcerers, and the 
aldeans, for to shew the king his 
dreams. So they came and stood 
before the king. 
3 And the king said unto them, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my 
spuris. was troubled to know the 


drea 
a Then spake the Chaldeans to the 
in Syriack, O king, live for 
ever: tell thy servants the dream, 
and we will shew the interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said to 
the Chaldeans, The thing is gone 
from me: if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, with the inter- 
pretation thereof, ye shall be cut in 
pieces, and your houses shall be 
madead ill. 

6 But if ye shew the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
receive of me gifts and rewards and 
great honour: therefore shew me 
the dream, and the interpretation 
thereof. 

7 They answered again and said, 
Let the king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will shew the inter- 
pretation of it. 

The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would 
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gain the time, because ye see the 
thing is gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but one 
decree for you: for ye have prepared 
lying and corrupt words to speak 
before me, till the time be changed: 
therefore tell me the dream, and I 
shall know that ye can shew me the 
interpretation thereof. 

10 The Chaldeans answered be- 
fore the king, and said, There is not 
aman upon the earth that can shew 
the king’s matter: therefore there is 
no king, lord, nor ruler, that asked 
such things at any magician, or 
astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And 7¢ is a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none 
other that can shew it before the 
king, except the gods, whose dwell- 
ing is not with fles 

12 For this cause the king was 
angry and very furious, and com- 
manded to destroy all the wise men 
os Babylon. 

3 And the decree went forth that 
the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Daniel and his fellows 
to be slain. 

14 @ Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Arioch the 
captain of the kine’s guard, which 
was gone forth to slay the wise men 
of Babylon: 

15 He answered and said to Arioch 
the king’s captain, Why is the de- 
cree so hasty from the king? Then 
ee made the thing known to 

anie | 

16 Then Daniel went in, and de- 
sired of the king that he would give 

time, and that he would shew 
the king the interpretation. 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, 
and made the thing known to Hana- 
niah, Mishael, and Azariah, his 
companions: 

18 That they would desire mercies 
of the God of heaven concerning 
this secret; that Daniel and his 
fellows should not perish with the 
rest of the wise men of Babylon. 

19 q Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and said, 
Blessed be the name of God for 
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ever and ever: for wisdom and 
might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and 
the seasons: he removeth kings, an 
setteth up kings: he giveth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowledge to 
them that know understanding: 

2 He revealeth the deep and 
secret things: he knoweth what is in 
aa and the light dwelleth 


23 I thank thee, and praise thee, 
O thou God of my fathers, who hast 
given me wisdom and might, and 
hast made known unto me now 
what we desired of thee: for thou 
hast now made known unto us the 
king’s matter. j è 

24 4 Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Arioch, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon: 
he went and said thus unto him; 
Destroy not the wise men of Baby- 
lon: bring me in before the kang 
and I will shew unto the king th 
interpretation. : ; 

25 Then Arioch brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said 
thus unto him, I have found a man 
of the captives of Judah, that will 
make known unto the king the 
interpretation. i 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Belteshaz- 
zar, Art thou able to make known 
unto me the dream which I have 
seen, and the interpretation thereof? 

27 Daniel answered in the pres- 
ence of the king, and said, The 
secret which the king hath de- 
manded cannot the wise men, the 
astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king; 

28 But there is a God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Nebuchadnezzar 
what shall be in the latter days. 
Thy dream, and the visions of thy 
head upon thy bed, are these; 

29 As for thee, king, thy 
thoughts came info thy mind upon 
thy bed, what should come to pass 
hereafter: and he that revealeth 
secrets maketh known to thee what 
shall come to pass. i i 

30 But as for me, this secret is 
not revealed to me for any wis- 
dom that I have move than any 
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living, but for their sakes that 
shall make known the interpreta- 
tion to the king, and that thou 
heart. s. know the thoughts of thy 


1 @ Thou, O king, sawest, and 
behold a great image. This great 
image, whose brightness was ex- 
cellent, stood before thee; and the 
fopin thereof was terrible. 

2 This image’s head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of 
piken his belly and his thighs of 

rass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part 
of iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest till that a stone 
was cut out without hands, which 
smote the image upon his feet that 
were of iron and clay, and brake 
them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, 
broken to pieces together, and be- 
came like the chaff of the summer 
threshingfloors; and the wind car- 
ried them away, that no place was 
found for them: and the stone that 
smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole 


earth. 

36 q This is the dream; and we 
will tell the interpretation thereof 
before the king. 

37 Thou, O ria art a king of 
kings: for the God of heaven hath 
given thee a kingdom, power, and 
strength, and glory. 

8 And wheresoever the children 
of men dwell, the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the heaven hath he 
given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee ruler over them 
Thou art this head of gold. 

39 And after thee shall arise 
another kingdom inferior to thee, 
and another third kingdom of brass, 
which shall bear rule over all the 


earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall 
be strong as iron: forasmuch as iron 
breaketh in pieces and subdueth all 
things: and as iron that breaketh all 
these, shall it break in pieces and 
bruise. 

41 And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes, part of potters’ clay, 
and part of iron, the kingdom shall 
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be divided; but there shall be in it 
of the strength of the iron, foras- 
much as thou sawest the iron mixed 
with miry clay 

42 And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the 
kingdom hnal all be partly strong, and 
portb roken. 

3 And whereas thou sawest iron 
Pae with miry clay, they shall 
mingle themselves with the seed of 
men: but they shall not cleave one 
to aie even as iron is not mixed 
wi 

44 And i in the days of these kings 
shall the God of heaven set up a 
kingdom, w. never be de- 
stroyed: = the kingdom shall not 
be left to other people, but it shall 
break in pieces and consume all 
these kingdoms, and it shall stand 
for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the moun- 
tain without hands, and that it brake 
in pieces the iron, the brass, the 
clay, the silver, and the gold; the 
great God hath made known to the 
king what shall come to pass here- 
after: and the dream is certain, and 
the interpretation thereof sure. 

46 ( Then the king Nebuchadnez- 
zar fell upon his face, and wor- 
shipped Daniel, and commanded 
that they should offer an oblation 
and sweet odours unto 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and a revealer of secrets, 
e thou couldest reveal this 
secre 

48 Then the king made Daniel a 
great man, and gave him many 
great gifts, and made him ruler over 
the whole province of Babylon, and 
chief of the governors over ail the 
wise men of Babylon. 

49 Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and he set Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, over the 
affairs of the province of Babylon; 
but Daniel sat in the gate of the

12 There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego; these men, O 
king, have not regarded thee: they 
serve not thy gods, nor worship the 
golden image which thou hast set 


up. 

13 q Then Nebuchadnezzar in his 
rage and fury commanded to bring 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
Then they brought these men before 


the PES, 

14 Nebuchadnezzar spake and said 
unto them, Js it true, O Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, do not ye 
serve my gods, nor worship the 
golden image which I have set up? 

Now if ye be ready that at 
what time ye hear the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and dulcimer, and all ds of 
musick, ye fali down and worship 
the image which I have made; well: 
but if ye worship not, ye shali be 

cast the same hour into the midst of 
a burning fiery furnace; and who is 
that God that shall deliver you out 
of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, answered and said to the king, 
O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not care- 
ful to answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we 
serve is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
pelier us out of thine hand, O 


18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, t that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship the golden 
mage which thou hast set up. 

9 @ Then was Nebuchadnezzar 
full of fury, and the form of his 
visage was changed against Sha- 
drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego: 
therefore he spake, and commanded 
that they should heat the furnace 
one seven times more than it was 
wont to be heated. 

he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army 
to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego, and to cast them into the 
burning fiery furnace. 

= Then these men were bound in 
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their coats, their hosen, and their 
hats, and their other garments, and 
were cast into the midst of the 
burning fiery furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s 
commandment was urgent, and the 
furnace exceeding hot, the flame of 
the fire slew those men that took 
oa gr nie re me Meshach, and Abed- 


"33 aed these three men, Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king 
was astonied, and rose up in hasie, 
and spake, and said unto his coun- 
sellors, Did not we cast three men 
bound into the midst of the fire? 
They answered and said unto the 
king, True, O g: 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in ‘the midst 
of the fire, and ‘they have no hurt; 
and the form of the fourth is like 
the Son of God. 

26 ( Then Nebuchadnezzar came 
near to the mouth of the burning 
fiery furnace, and spake, and said, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
ye servants of the most high God, 
come forth, and come hither. Then 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
came forth of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the kine’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire 
had no power, nor was an hair of 
their head singed, neither were their 
coats changed, nor the smell of fire 
had passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, 
and said, Blessed be the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
who hath sent his angel, and de- 
livered his servants that trusted in 
him, and have changed the king’s 
word, and yielded their bodies, that 
they ‘might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God. 

20 Therefore I make a decree, 
That every people, nation, and lan-

EBUCHADNEZZAR the king, 
unto all people, nations, and 
languages, that dwell in all the 
earth; Peace be multiplied unto you. 
2 I thought it good to shew the 
signs and wonders that the high 
God hath wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs! and 
how mighty are his wonders! his 
kingdom is an everlasting kingdom, 
and his dominion zs from generation 
to generation. 

4 Q I Nebuchadnezzar was at rest 
in mine house, and flourishing in 
my palace:

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make 
known unto me the intrepretation 
thereof. i A 

8 q But at the last Daniel came in 
before me, whose name was Belte- 
shazzar, according to the name of 
my god, and in whom 7s the spirit of 
the holy gods: and before him I told 
the dream, saying, 

90 Belteshazzar, master of the 
magicians, because I know that the 
spirit of the holy gods is in thee, an 
no secret troubleth thee, tell me the 
visions of my dream that I have 
seen, and the interpretation thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold 
a tree in the midst of the earth, and 
the height thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached unto 
heaven, and the sight thereof to the 
end of all the earth: 
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12 The leaves thereof were fair, 
and the fruit thereof much, and in it 
was meat for all: the beasts of the 
field had shadow under it, and the 
fowls of the heaven dwelt in the 
conar thereof, and all flesh was 
ed ofi 

13 I saw in the visions of my 
head upon my bed, and, behokita a 
watcher and an holy one came down 
from heaven; : 

14 He cried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit: let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches: 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump 
of his roots in the earth, even with 
a band of iron and brass, in the 
tender grass of the field; and let it 
be wet with the dew of heaven, and 
let his portion be with the beasts in 
the grass of the earth: 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a beast’s heart be 
given unto him; and let seven times 
pass over 

17 This matter is by the decree of 
the watchers, and the demand by 
the word of the holy ones: to the 
intent that the living may know that 
the most High ruleth in the king- 
dom of men, and giveth it to whom- 
soever he will, and setteth up over 
it the basest of men. 

18 This dream I king Nebuchad- 
nezzar have seen. Now thou, O 
Belteshazzar, declare the interpre- 
tation thereof, forasmuch as all the 
wise men of my kingdom are not able 
to make known unto me the interpre- 
tation: but thou art able; for the 
spirit of the holy gods is in thee. 

Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one 
hour, and his thoughts troubled him. 
The king spake, and said, Belte- 
shazzar, let not the dream, or the 
interpretation thereof, trouble thee. 
Belteshazzar answered and said, 
My lord, the dream be to them that 
hate thee, and the intrepretation 
thereof to thine enemies. 

20 The tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the 
sight thereof to all the earth; 
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21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it. was 
meat for all; under which the beasts 
of the field ‘dwelt, and upon whose 
branches the fowls of the heaven 
had their habitation: 

22 It is thou, O king, that art 
grown and become strong: for thy 
greatness is grown, and reacheth 
unto heaven, and dominion to 
the end of the earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a 
watcher and an holy one coming 
down from heaven, and saying, Hew 
the tree down, and destroy it; yet 
leave the stump of the roots thereof 
in the earth, even with a band of 
iron and brass, in the tender grass 
of the field; and let it be wet with 
the dew of heaven, and Zet his por- 
tion be with the beasts of the field, 
till seyen times pass over : 

24 This is the interpretation, O 
king, and this zs the decree of the 
High, which i is come upon my 


e king: 

25 That ac shall drive thee from 
men, and dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, 
and they shall wet thee with the 
dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, till thou know 
that the most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he 

26 And whereas they commanded 
to leave the stump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom shall be sure unto thee, 
after that thou shalt have known 
that the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my 
counsel be acceptable unto thee, 
and break off thy sins by righteous- 
ness, and thine iniquities by shew- 
ing mercy to the poor; if it may be 
a lengthening of thy tranauillity. 

28 @ All this came upon the king 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom 
of Babylon. 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not 
this great Babylon, that I have built 
for the house of the kingdom by 
the might of my power, and for the 
honour of my majesty? 

31 While the word was in the 
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king’s mouth, there fell a voice from 
heaven, saying, O Nebuchad- 
nezzar, to thee it is spoken; The 
kingdom is departed from thee. 

32 And they drive < from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field: they s 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and 
seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou know that the most High 
ruleth in the dom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he 

33 The same hour was the thing 
ed upon Nebuchadnezzar: and 
he was driven from men, and did 
eat grass as oxen, and his body was 
wet with the dew of heaven, till 
his kng were grown like eagles’ 
ee and his nails like birds’ 
claws 

34 And at the end of the days I 
Nebuchadnezzar lifted up mine eyes 
unto heaven, and mine understand- 
ing returned unto ae and I biessed 
the most High, and I praised and 
honoured him that liveth for ever, 
whose, dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, and his dom is from 
generation to generation: 

the inhabitants of a 
earth are reputed as nothing: and 
he doeth according to his will in the 
army of heaven, and among the 
inhabitants of the earth: and none 
can stay his hand, or say unto him, 
What doest thou? 

36 At the same time my reason 
returned unto me; and for the glory 
of my kingdom, mine honour and 
brightness returned unto me; and 
my counsellors and my lords sought 
unto me; and I was established in 
my kingdom, and excellent majesty 
was added unto me. 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise 
and extol and honour the King of 
heaven, all whose works are truth, 
and his ways judgment: and those 
— walk in pride he is able to 
abase. 


CHAPTER 5 


ELSHAZZAR the king made a 
great feast to a thousand of his 
lords, and drank wine before the 
thousand. 
2 Belshazzar, whiles he tasted the 


wine, commanded to bring the 
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golden and silver vessels which his 
father Nebuchadnezzar had taken 
out of the temple which was in 
Jerusalem; that the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his concu- 
bines, might drink therein.

his neck, and shall be the third 
ruler in the kingdom. 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the 
king the interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was Belshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was 
changed in him, and his lords were 
astonied. 

10 q Now the queen, by reason of 
the words of the king and his lords, 
came into the banquet house: and 
the queen spake and said, O king, 
live for ever: let not thy thoughts 
trouble thee, nor let thy counten- 
ance be changed: 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, 
in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods; and in the days of thy father 
light and understanding and wis- 
dom, like the wisdom of the gods, 
was found in him; whom the king 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father, the 
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king, 7 say, thy father, made master 
the magicians, astrologers, Chal- 
deans, and soothsayers; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and under- 
standing, interpreting of dreams, 
and shewing of hard sentences, and 
dissolving of doubts, were found in 
the same Daniel, whom the king 
named Belteshazzar: now let Daniel 
be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. i 

13 Then was Daniel brought in 
before the king. And the king spake 
and said unto Daniel, Art thou that 
Daniel, which art of the children of 
the captivity of Judah, whom the 
king my father brought out of 


ewry ! 

14 I have even heard of thee, that 
the spirit of the gods 7s in thee, an 
that light and understanding acid 
excellent wisdom is found in thee. 

15 And now the wise men, the 
astrologers, have been brought in 
before me, that they should read 
this writing, and make known unto 
me the interpretation thereof: but 
they could not shew the interpreta- 
tion of the thing: 

16 And I have: heard of thee, that 
thou canst make interpretations, 
and dissolve doubts: now if thou 
canst read the writing, and make 
known, to me the interpretation 
thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, an have a chain of gold 
about then neck, and shalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 @ Then Daniel answered and 
said before the king, Let thy gifts 
be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another; yet I will read the writ- 
ing unto the king, and make known 
to him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, the most high God 
gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a 
kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour: 

19 And for the majesty that he 
gave him, all people, nations, and 
languages, trembled and feared be- 
fore him: whom he would he slew; 
and whom he would he kept alive; 
and whom he would he set up; and 
whom he would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted 
up, and his mind hardened in pride, 
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he was deposed from his kingly 
throne, and they took his glory from 


21 And he was driven from the 
sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwell- 
ing was with the wild asses: they 
fed him with grass like oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven; till he knew that the most 
high God ruled in the dom of 
men, and ¢hat he appointeth over 
it whomsoever he wiil.

ways, hast thou not glorified: 

24 Then was the part of the hand

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, 
and they clothed Daniel with scar- 
let, and Sut a chain of gold about 
his neck, and made a proclamation 
concerning him, that he should be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 @ In that night was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans slain. 

31 And Darius the Median took 
the kingdom, being about three score 
and two years old. 


CHAPTER 6 


T pleased Darius to set over the 
dom an hundred and twenty 
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princes, which should be over the 
whole om; i 

2 And over these three presidents; 
of whom Daniel was first: that the 
princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no 
damage. 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred 
above the presidents and princes, 
because a excellent spirit was in 
him; and the king thought to set 
him over the whole realm. 

4 @ Then the presidents and 
Princes sought to find occasion

All the presidents of the king- 
dom, the governors, and the princes, 
the counsellors, and the captains, 
have consulted together to establish 
a royal statute, and to make a 
decree, that whosoever shall ask a 
petition of any God or man for 
thirty days, save of thee, O king, he 
shall be cast into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the de- 
cree, and sign the writing, that it be 
not changed, according to the law 
of the Medes and Persians, which 
altereth not.

18 q Then the king went to his 
palace, and passed the night fast- 
ing: neither were instruments of 
musick brought before him: and his

22 My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths, 
that they have not hurt me: foras- 
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much as before him innocency was 
found in me; and also before thee, 
O king, have I ors no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Daniel up out of 
the den. So Daniel was taken up 
out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was found ungn him, because

24. An at sing commanded, 
and they brought those men which 
had accused Daniel, and they cast | 
them into the den ‘of lions, them 
their children, and their wives: an 
the lions had the mastery of them,

25 q Then king Darius wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace 
be multiplied unto you.

N the first year of Belshazzar

8 I considered the horns, and, 
behold, there came up among them 
another little horn, before whom 
there were three of the first horns 
plucked up by the roots: and, be-

xy T I beheld till the thrones were 
cast down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as

10 A ae stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand 
thousands ministered unto him, and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him: the judgment was 
set, and the books were opened.

15 q I Daniel was grieved in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and 
the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that stood by, and asked him the 
truth of all this. So he told me, and

La hese: eee beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall

18 But the saints of the most High 
shall take the kingdom, and possess 
he kingdom for ever, even for ever 
and ever.

o a hearken and do; defer not, 
for thine own sake, O my God: for 
thy city and thy people are called 
by thy name. 

20 q And whiles I was speaking, 
and praying, and confessing my sin 
and the sin of my people Israel, and 
presenting my supplication before 
the LORD my God for the holy 
mountain of my God; 

21 Yea, whiles I was speaking 
in prayer, even the man Gabriel, 
whom I had seen in the vision at 
the beginning, being caused to fiy 
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swiftly, touched me about the time 
o> n evening oblation. 

And he informed me, and talked 
wath me, and said, O Daniel, Í am 
now come forth to give thee skill 
and understanding. 

23 At the beginning of thy sup- 
plications the commandment came 
forth, and I am come to shew thee; 
for thou art greatly beloved: there- 
fore understand the matter, and 
consider the vision. : 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, 
and to seal up the vision and pro- 
phecy, and to anoint the most Holy.

20 Then said he, Knowest_thou 
wherefore I come unto thee? and 
now will I return to fight with the

12 @ My people ask counsel at 
their stocks, and their staff declar- 
eth unto them: for the spirit of 
whoredoms hath caused them to 
err, and they have gone a whoring 
from under their God.

14 And makest men as the fishes 
of the sea, as the creeping things, 
that have no ruler over them? 

15 They take up ail of them with 
the angle, they catch them in their 
net, and gather them in their drag: 
therefore they rejoice and are glad. 

16 Therefore they sacrifice unto 
their net, and burn incense unto 
their drag; a eed by them their 
portion is fat, and their meat plen- 


teous. 

17 Shall they therefore empty their 
net, and not spare continually to 
slay the nations? 


CHAPTER 2

45 That ye may be the children 
of your Father which is in heaven:

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto 
them: for your Father knoweth what

9 After this manner therefore pray 
ye: Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name.

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For thine 
is the kingdom, and the power, and 
the glory, for ever.

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
trespasses, neither wili your Father 
foree your trespasses.

Si For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also.

32 (For after all these thines do

7 And as ye go, preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 

8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils: 
freely ye have received, freely give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses, 

0 Nor scrip for your journey, 
neither two coats, neither shoes, 
nor yet staves: for the workman is 
worthy of his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or 
town ye shall enter, inquire who in 
it is worthy; and there abide till ye 
go thence. 

12 And when ye come into an 
house, salute it. 

13 And if the house be worthy, let 
your peace come upon it: but if it 
be not worthy, let your peace return 
to you. $ 

14 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear your words, when ye 
depart out of that house or city, 
shake off the dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for the land of 
Sodom and Gomorrha in the day of 
judgment, than for that city. 

16 q Behold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves: be 
ye therefore wise as serpents, and 
harmless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they 
wili deliver you up to the councils, 
and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues; 

18 And ye shall be brought before 
governors and kings for my sake, 
for a testimony against them and 
the Gentiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up, 
take no thought how or what ye shall 
speak: for it shall be given you in 
that same hour what ye shall speak. 

20 For it is not ye that speak, but 
the Spirit a a Father which 
speaketh in 

21 And the Trother shali deliver up 
the brother to death, and the father 
the child: and the children shall rise 
up against their parents, and cause 
them to be put to death. 

22 And ye shall be hated of all men 
for my name’s sake: but he that 
endureth to the end shall be saved. 

23 But when they persecute you in 
this city, flee ye into another: for 
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verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Israel, 
= the Son of man be come. 

4 The disciple is not above his 
master, nor the servant above his 
ord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple that 
he þe as his master, and the servant 
as his lord. If they have called the 
master of the house Beelzebub, how 
much more shall they call them of 
his household? 

6 Fear them not therefore: for 
there is nothing covered, that shall 
not be revealed; and hid, that shail 
not be known. 

27 What I tell you in darkness, 
that speak ye in light: and what ye 
hear in the ear, that preach ye upon 
the housetops. 

28 And fear not them which kill 
the body, but are not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is 
able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing? and one of them shall not 
fall on the ground without your 
Father. 

30 But the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many sparrows.

34 Think not that I am come to 
send peace on earth: I came not to 
send peace, but a sword. 

35 For I am come to set a man at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and 
the daughter in law against her 
mother in law. 

36 And a man’s foes shall be they 
of his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or mother 
more than me is not worthy of me: 
and he that loveth son or daughter 
more than me is not worthy of me. 

38 And he that taketh not his 
cross, and followeth after me, is not 
worthy of me. 
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39 He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his life 
for oe sake shall find it 

40 q He that erie: you receiv- 
eth me, and he that receiveth me 
receiveth him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet in 
the name of a prophet shall receive 
a prophet’s reward; and he that 
receiveth a righteous man in the 
name of arighteous man shall receive 
a righteous man’s reward. 

2 And whosoever shail give to 
drink unto one of these little ones 
a cup of cold wafer only in the name 
of a disciple, verily I say unto you, 
he shall in no wise lose his reward.

27 "And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children 
cast them out? therefore they shall 
be your judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you. 

29 Or else how can one enter into 
a strong man’s house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind the 
strong man? and then he will spoil 
his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 
me; and he that gathereth not with 
me scattereth abroad. 

31 Wherefore I say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall 
be forgiven unto men: but the bias- 
phemy against the Holy Ghost shall 
not be forgiven unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him: but whosoever speak- 
eth against the Holy Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in this 
world, neither in the world to 
come.

45 Then goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they enter 
in and dwell there: and the last 
state of that man is worse than the 
first.

46 { While he yet talked to the 
people, behold, his mother and his 
brethren stood without, desiring to

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprung up, and choked 


em: 
8 But other fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit, some an 
hundredfold, some sixtyfold, some 


rtyfold. 
3 ES hath ears to hear, let him 


10. ‘And the disciples came, and 
said unto , Why speakest thou 
unto them in parables? 

11 He answered and said unto 
them, Because it is given unto you 
to know the mysteries of the king- 
dom of heaven, but to them it is not 
given. 

12 For whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given, and he shall have 
more abundance: but whosoever 
hath not, from him shall be taken 
away even that he hath. 

13 Therefore speak I to them in 
parables: because they seeing see 
not; and hearing they hear not, 
neither do they understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled the 
prophecy of Esaias, which saith, 
By hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand; and seeing ye shall 
see, and shall not perceive; 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of 
hearing, and their eyes they have 
closed; lest at any time they should 
see with their eyes, and hear with 
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their ears, and should understand 
with their heart, and should be con- 
verted, and I should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see: and your ears, for they 


ear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, That 
many prophets and righteous men 
have desired to see those things 
which ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things 
we ye hear, and have not heard 

em. 

18 q Hear ye therefore the parable 
of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 
it not, then cometh the wicked one, 
and catcheth away that which was 
sown in his heart. This is he which 
received seed by the way side. 

20 But he that received the seed 
into stony places, the same is he 
that heareth the word, and anon 
with joy receiveth it; 

21 Yet hath he not root in himself, 
but dureth for a while: for when 
tribulation or persecution ariseth 
because of the word, by and by he 
is offended. l 

22 He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, 
choke the word, and he becometh 


ruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth 
the word, and understandeth it; 
which also beareth fruit, and bring- 
eth forth, some an hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty. 

24 Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man which 
sowed good seed in his field 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then 
appeared the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, Sir, 
didst not thou sow good seed in thy 
field? from whence then hath it 
tares? . 

28 He said unto them, An enemy

hath done this. The servants said 
unto him, Wilt thou then that we 
go and gather them up? 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with t 

30 Let both grow ‘together until the 
harvest: and in the time of harvest 
I will say to the reapers, Gather ye 
together first the tares, and bind 
them in bundles to burn them: but 
gather the wheat into my barn. 

31 q Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed 
in his field: 
32 Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, itis the 
greatest among herbs, and becom- 
eth a tree, so that the birds of the 
air come and lodge in the branches 
thereof. 

33 q Another parable spake he 
unto them; The kingdom of heaven 
is like unto leaven, which a woman 
took, and hid in three measures of 
meal, till the whole was leavened. 

34 All these things spake Jesus 
unto the multitude in parables; and 
without a parable spake he not unto 


35 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, 
I will open my mouth in parables; 
I will utter things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of 
the world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house: and 
his disciples came unto him, saying, 
Declare unto us the parable of the 
tares of the field e 

37 He answered and said unto 
them, He that soweth the good seed 
is the Son of man 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of ‘the king- 
dom; but the tares are the children 
of the wicked one; : 

39 The enemy that sowed them is 
the devil: the harvest is the end of 
the world; and the reapers are the 
angels. 

40 As_ therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the fire; so 
shall it be in the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send forth 
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his angels, and they shall gather out 
of his kingdom ail things that offend, 
and them which do iniquity; | 

42 And shall cast them into a fur- 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and gnashing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the dom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

44 { Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto treasure hid in a field; 
the which when a man hath found, 
he hideth, and for joy thereof goeth 
and selleth all that he hath, and 
buyeth that field. 

45 q Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a merchant man, seek- 
ing goodly pearls: 

Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold 
all that he had, and bought it. 

47 ( Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every kind: 

48 Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore, and sat down, and 
gathered the good into vessels, but 
cast the bad away 

49 So shall it Fie: ‘at the end of the 
world: the angels shall come forth, 


and „sever the wicked from among | 


e just, 

50 And shall cast them into the 
furnace of fire: there shall be wail- 
ing and gnashing of teeth. 

51 Jesus saith unto them, Have ye 
understood all these things? They 
say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, There- 
fore every scribe which is instructed 
unto the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a man that is an householder, 
which bringeth forth out of his 
treasure fhings new and old. 

53 { And it came to pass, that when 
Jesus had finished these parables, 
he departed thence. 

54 And when he was come into his 
own country, he taught them in their 
synagogue, insomuch that they were 
astonished, and said, Whence hath

mighty works? 


55 Is not this the carpenter's | son? |

i1 And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel: 
and she brought i¢ to her mother. 

i d his disciples came, and 
took up the body, and buried it, 
and went and toid Jesus. 

13 € When Jesus heard of it, he 
departed thence by ship into a 
desert place apart: and when the 
people had heard thereof, they fol- 
lowed him on foot out of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw

CHAPTER 15 


HEN came to Jesus scribes and

12 Then came his disciples, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that 


the Pharisees were offended, after | 


they heard this saying? 

But he answered and said, 
Every plant, which my heavenly | 
Father hath not planted, shall be | 
rooted up. 

14 Let them alone: they be blind 
leaders of the blind. And if the blind 
lead the blind, both shall fall into 
the ditch. 

15 Then answered Peter and said 
unto him, Declare unto us this 
parable.

18 But those things which proceed 
out of the mouth come forth from 
the heart; and they defile the

19 For out of the heart proceed 
evil thoughts, murders, adulteries, 
fornications, thefts, false witness, 
blasphemies: 

20 These are the things. which 
defile a man: but to eat with un- 
washen hands defileth not a man. 

1 @ Then Jesus went thence, and

9 And if thine eve offend thee, 
ai it out, and cast ić from thee: 
it is better for thee to enter into life 
with one eye, rather than having 
two eyes to be cast into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I say 
unto you, That in heaven their 
angels do always behoid the face of 
my Father which is in heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to 
save that which was lest. 
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12 How think ye? if a man have 
an hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave 
the ninety and nine, and goeth into 
the mountains, and_seeketh that 
which is gone astray? i 

13 And if so be that he find it, 
verily I say unto you, he rejoiceth 
more of that sheep, than of the 
ninety and nine which went not 
astray. T : 

14 Even so it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones should perish. 

15 @ Moreover if thy brother shall 
trespass against thee, go and tell 

his fault between thee and 
alone: if he shall hear thee, thou 
hast gained thy brother. 

16 But if he will not hear thee, 
then take with thee one or two 
more, that in the mouth of two or 
three witnesses every word may be 
established. 

17 And if he shall neglect to hear 
them, tell i¢ unto the church: but if 
he neglect to hear the church, let him 
be unto thee as an heathen man 
and a publican.

10 So those servants went out into 
the highways, and gathered to- 
gether all as many as they found, 
both bad and good: and the wed- 
gings was furnished with guests, 

11 q And when the king came in to 
see the guests, he saw there a man 
which had not on a wedding gar- 


ment: 

12 And he saith unto him, Friend, 
how camest thou in hither not hav- 
ing a wedding garment? And he 
was speechless. 

13 Then said the king to the ser- 
vants, Bind him hand and foot, and 
take him away, and cast him into 
cuter darkness; there shail be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are called, but few 
are chosen. 

15 q Then went the Pharisees, and 
took counsel how they might en- 
tangle him in Ais talk. 

16 And they sent out unto him 
their disciples with the Herodians, 
saying, Master, we know that thou 
art true, and teachest the way of 
God in truth, neither carest thou 
for any man: for te regardest not 
the person of me 

17 Tell us tKetelorei What thinkest 
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thou? Is it lawful to give tribute 
unto Cæsar, or not? 

18 But Jesus perceived their wick- 
edness, and said, Why tempt ye me, 
He hypocrites? 

9 Shew me the tribute money. 
And they brought unto him a penny. 

20 And he saith unto them, Whose 
is this image and superscription? 

21 They say unto him, Cesar’s. 
Then saith he unto them, Render 
therefore unto Cæsar the things 
which are Cæsar’s; and unto God 
the things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard these 
words, they marvelled, and left him, 
and went their way. 

23 q The same day came to him 
the Sadducees, which say that there 
is no resurrection, and asked him, 

24 Saying, Master, Moses said, If 
aman die, having no children, his 
brother shall marry his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

25 Now there were with us seven 
brethren: and the first, when he 
had married a wife, deceased, and, 
having no issue, left his wife unto 
his brother: 

26 Likewise the second also, and 
the third, unto the seventh. i 

i And last of all the woman died 


23 ‘Therefore in the resurrection 
whose wife shail she be of the 
seven? for they all had her. 

29 Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures, nor the power of God. 

30 For in the resurrection they 
neither marry, nor are given in mar- 
riage, but are as the angels of God 
in heaven. í 

31 But as touching the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, have ye not read 
that which a spoken unto you by 
God, sayin 

32 Iam the God of Abraham, and 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob?

33 And when the multitude heard 
this, they were astonished at his 
doctrine.

10 Neither be ye called masters: 
for one is your Master, even Christ. 

11 But he that is greatest among 
you shall be your servant. 

And whosoever shall exalt 
pene shall be abased; and he 
that shall humble himself shall be 
exalted. 

13 q But woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye shut 
up the dom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in your- 
seives, neither suffer ye them that 
are entering to go in. 

14 Woe unto you, scribes a 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
vour widows’ houses, and for a — 
tence make long prayer: therefore 
re a receive the greater damna- 


i5” Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye com- 
pass sea and land to make one 
proselyte, and when he is made, ye 
make him twofold more the child of 
hell than yourselves. 

16 Woe unto you, ye blind guides, 
which say, Whosoever shall swear 
by the temple, it is nothing; but 
whosoever shall swear by the gold 
of the temple, he is a debtor! 

_17 Ye fools and blind: for whether 
is greater, the gold, or the temple 
thaj sanctifieth the gold? 

And, Whosoever shall swear by 
the altar, it is nothing; but whoso- 
ever sweareth by the gift that is 
upon it, he is guilty 

19 Ye fools a blind: for whether 
is greater, the gift, or the altar that 
sanctifieth the gift? 

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by 
the altar, sweareth by it, and by all 
things thereon. 

21 And whoso shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
that dwelieth therein. 

22 And he that shall swear by 
heaven, sweareth by the throne of 
God, and by him that sitteth thereon.

23 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mercy,

29 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! because ye 
build the tombs of the prophets, 
and garnish the sepulchres of the 
righteous, ; 

30 And say, If we had been in the 
days of our fathers, we would not 
have been partakers with them in 
the blood of the prophets. . 

31 Wherefore ye be witnesses 
unto yourselves, that ye are the 
children of them which killed the 
prophets. 

32 Fill ye up then the measure of 
your fathers. i 

33 Ye serpents, ye generation of 
vipers, how can ye escape the 
damnation of hell? 

34 A Wherefore, behold, I send 
unto you prophets, and wise men, 
and scribes: and some of them ye 
shall kill and crucify; and some of 
them shall ye scourge in your syna- 
gogues, and persecute fhem from 
city to city: 

35 That upon you may come all the 
righteous blood shed upon the 
earth, from the blood of righteous 
Abel unto the blood of Zacharias 
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son of Barachias, whom ye slew 
between the temple and the altar. 

Verily I say unto you, All these 

s shali come upon this genera- 


tion. 

37 O. Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou 
that killest the prophets, and ston- 
est them which are sent unto thee, 
how often would I have gathered 
thy children together, even as a hen 
gathereth her chickens under her 
wings, and ye would not! | 

38 Behold, your house is left unto 
you desolate. 

39 For I say unto you, Ye shail not 
See me henceforth, till ye shall say, 
Blessed is he that cometh in the 
name of the Lord. 


CHAPTER 24

3 then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of man in heaven: and 
then shali alli the tribes of the earth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son 
of man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great glory.

34 Then shall the King say unto 
them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
foundation of the world 

35 For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me meat: I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: 

36 Naked, and ye clothed me: I 
was sick, and ye visited me: I was 
in prison, and ye came unto me. 

37 Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we 
thee an hungred, and fed thee? or 
thirsty, and gave thee drink? 

38 When saw we thee a stranger, 
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and took thee in? or naked, and 
clothed thee? 

39 Or when saw we thee sick, orin 
prison, and came unto thee? 

40 And the King shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done if unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also unto 
them on the left hand, Depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his 
angels:

s36 q And as they were eating, 
Jesus took bread, and blessed it, 
and brake it, and gave if to the 
disciples, and said, Take, eat; this 
is my body.

55 In that same hour said Jesus to 
the multitudes, Are ye come out as 
against a thief with swords and 
staves for to take me? I sat daily 
with you teachi in the temple, 
and = laid no hold on me. 

56 But all this was done, that 
scriptures of the prophets might be 

led. Then all the disciples for- 
sook him, and fle 

57 ( And they that had laid hold on 
Jesus led him away to Caiaphas the 
high priest, where the scribes and 
the elders were assembled. 

58 But Peter followed him afar off 
unto the high priest’s palace, and 
went in, and sat with the servants, 
to see the end. 

50 Now the chief priests, and 
elders, and all the council, sought 
false witness against Jesus, to put 
him to death; 

60 But found none: yea, though 
many false witnesses came, yet 
found they none. At the last came 
two false witnesses, 

61 And said, This fellow said, I am 
able to destroy. the temple of God, 
and to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and 
said unto him, Answerest thou 
nothing? what is it which these 
witness against thee 

63 But Jesus heldi his peace. And 
the high priest answered and said 
unto him, I adjure thee by the living 
God, that thou tell us whether thou 
be the Christ, the Son of God. 

64 Jesus saith unto him, Thou hast 
said: nevertheless I say unto you, 
Hereafter shall ye see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. ; 

65 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken 
blasphemy; what further need have 
we of witnesses? behold, now ye 
have heard his blasphemy. 

What think ye? They answered 
and said, He is guilty of death. 

67 Then did they spit in his 
face, and buffeted him; and others 
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sete him with the palms of their 
ands, 

68 Saying, Prophesy unto us, thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote thee? 

69 ( Now Peter sat without in the 
palace: and a damsel came unto 
him, saying, Thou also wast with 
Jesus of Galilee. 

70 But he denied before them all, 
saying, I know not what thou sayest. 

71 And when he was gone out into 
the porch, another maid saw him, 
and said unto them that were there, 
This fellow was also with Jesus of 


azareth. 

72 And again he denied with an 
oath, I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and said to 
Peter, Surely thou also art one of 
them; for thy speech bewrayeth 


ee. 

74 Then began he to curse and to 
swear, saying, I know not the man. 
d immediately the cock crew. 

Peter remembered the 
word of Jesus, which said unto him, 
Before the cock crow, thou shalt 
deny me thrice. And he went out, 
and wept bitterly.

12 And when he was accused of 
the chief priests and elders, he 
answered nothing. 

13 Then said Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many things 
they witness against thee? 

d he answered him to never 
a word; insomuch that the governor 
marvelled greatly. 

15 Now at that feast the governor 
was wont to release unto the people 
a prisoner, whom they would. 

16 they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Barabbas. 

17 Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate said unto 
them, Whom will ye that I release 
unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? 

18 For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. 

19 When he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto 
him, saying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in a

5 And there went out unto him all 
the land of Judæa, and they of 
Jerusalem, and were all baptized of 
him in the river of Jordan, confess- 
ing their sins. 

6 John was clothed with 
camel’s hair, and with a girdle of a 
skin about his loins; and he did eat 
locusts and wild honey; . 

7 And preached, saying, There 
cometh one mightier than I after 
me, the latchet of whose shoes I 
am not worthy to stoop down and 
unloose. A : 

8 I indeed have baptized you with 
water: but he shail baptize you with 
the Holy Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those 
days, that Jesus came from Naza- 
reth of Galilee, and was baptized of 
John in Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming up out 
of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the pera like a dove 
descending upon

11 And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased. 

12 And immediately the Spirit 
driveth him into the wilderness. 

he was there in the wilder- 
ness forty days. tempted of Satan; 
and was wiih the wild beasts; and 
the angels ministered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was put in 
prison, Jesus came into Galilee, 
preaching the gospel of the king- 
dom of God, 

15 And saying, The time is ful- 
filled, and the kingdom of God is at 
hand: repent ye, and believe the 
gospel. 

16 Now as he walked by the sea of 
Galilee, he saw Simon and Andrew 
his brother casting a net into the 
sea: for they were fishers. 

17 Jesus said unto them, 
Come ye after me, and | will make 
you to become fishers of men. 

18 And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and foliowed him. _ 

19 And when. he had gone a little 
further thence, he saw James the 
son of Zebedee, and John his bro- 
ther, who also were in the ship 
mending their nets. 

20 And straightway he called them: 
and they left their father Zebedee 
in the ship with the hired servants, 
and went after him 

21 And they went into Capernaum, 
and straightway on the sabbath day 
he entered into the synagogue, an 
taught.

22 And they were astonished at his 
doctrine: for he taught them as one 
that had authority, and not as the 
scribes. 

23 And there was in their syna- 
gogue a man with an unciean spirit; 
and he cried out, 

24 Saying, Let us alone; what have 
we to do with thee, thou Jesus of 
Nazareth? art thou come to destroy 
us? I know thee who thou art, the 
Holy One of God. ; i 

25 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, 
Hald d thy peace, and come out of 


26 ‘And when the unclean spirit 
had torn him, and cried with a loud 
voice, he came out of him. 

27 And they were all amazed, inso- 
much that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is 
this? what new doctrine is this? for 
with authority commandeth he even 
the unclean spirits, and they do 
obey him 

28 And immediately his fame 
spread abroad throughout all the 
region round about Galilee. 

29 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they 
entered into the house of Simon 
sae Andrew, with James and 

ohn 

30 But Simon’s wife’s mother lay 
sick of a fever, and anon they tell 
him of her. 

31 And he came and took her by 
the hand, and lifted her up; and 
immediately the fever left her, and 
she ministered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sun did 
set, they brought unto him all that 
were diseased, and them that were 
possessed with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered 
together at the door. 

34 And he healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils; and suffered not the 
devils to speak, because they knew 


35 ‘And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, | he went out, 
and departed into a solitary place, 
and there prayed. 

36 And Simon and they that were 
with him followed after him. 

37 And when they had found him, 
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they said unto him, Ali men seek 
for thee. : 

38 And he said unto them, Let us 
go into the next towns, that I may 
preach there aiso: for therefore 
came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their syna- 
gogues throughout all Galilee, and 
cast out devils. 

0 And there came a leper to him, 
Dene him, and kneeling down 
to him, and saying unto him, If thou 
wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

41 And Jesus, moved with com- 
passion, put forth his hand, and 
touched him, and saith unto him, I 
wu be thou clean. 

2 And as soon as he had spoken, 
S the leprosy departed 
fom him, and he was cleansed. 

3 And he straitly charged him, 
and forthwith sent him away; 

4 And saith unto him, See thou 
oe nothing to any man: but go thy 
way, shew thyself to the priest, and 
offer for thy cleansing those things 
which Moses commanded, for a 
testimony unto them. 

45 But he went out, and began 
to publish if much, and to blaze 
abroad the matter, insomuch that 
Jesus could no more openly enter 
into the city, but was without in 
Gesert places: and they came to 

from every quarter. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND again he entered into Ca- 

pernaum after some days; and 
it was noised that he was in the 
house. j 

2 And straightway many were 
gathered together, insomuch that 
there was no room to receive them, 
no, not so much as about the door: 
and he preached the word unto 
them. ; .

9 Whether is it easier to say to 
the sick of the palsy, Thy sins be 
forgiven thee; or to say, Arise, and 
take up thy bed, and walk 

10 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of 
the palsy,) ‘ 

11 I say unto thee, Arise, and take 
up thy bed, and go thy way into 
thine house. _ 

12 And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before 
them all; insomuch that they were 
all amazed, and glorified God, say- 
ing, We never saw it on this 


ashion. : 

13 And he went forth again by the 
sea side; and ali the multitude 
resorted unto him, and he taught 
them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw 
Levi the son of Alphzeus sitting at 
the receipt of custom, and said unto 
him, Follow me. And he arose and 
followed him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as 
Jesus sat at meat in his house, 
many publicans and sinners sat also 
together with Jesus and his dis- 
ciples: for there were many, and 
they followed him. t 

16 And when the scribes and 
Pharisees saw him eat with pub- 
licans and sinners, they said unto 
his disciples, How is it that he eat- 
eth and drinketh with publicans and

17 When Jesus heard if, he saith 
unto them, They that are whole have 
no need of the physician, but they 
that are sick: I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to repent-

19 And Jesus said unto them, Can

20 But the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken away 
from them, and then shall they fast 
in those days. f 

21 No man also seweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old garment: else 
the new piece that filled it up taketh 
away from the old, and the rent is 
made worse. i 
_22 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles: else the new wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine 
is spilled, and the bottles will be 
matred: but new wine must be put 
into new bottles. 

23 And it came to pass, that he 
went through the corn fields on the 
sabbath day; and his disciples be- 
gan, as they went, to pluck the ears 


of corn. 

24 And the Pharisees said unto 
him, Behold, why do they on_ the 
ep pees day that which is not law- 


ul? 

25 And he said unto them, Have 
ye never read what David did, when 
he had need, and was an hunered, 
he, and they that were with him? 

26 How he went into the house of 
God in the days of Abiathar the 
high priest, and did eat the shew- 
bread, which is not lawful to eat but 
for the priests, and gave_also to 
them which were with him? 

27 And he said unto them, The 
sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the sabbath: 7 

28 Therefore the Son of man is 
Lord also of the sabbath. | 


CHAPTER 3 


ND he entered again into the

8 And Andrew, and Philip, and 
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Bartholomew, and Matthew, and 
Thomas, and James the son of 
Alphæus, and Thaddæus, and Simon 
the Canaanite, ; à 

19 And Judas Iscariot, which also 
betrayed him: and they went into 
an house. 

20 And ‘the multitude cometh to- 
gether again, so that they could not 
so much as eat bread. 

_21 And when his friends heard of 
it, they went out to lay hold on him: 
for they said, He is beside himself. 

22 q And the scribes which came 
down from Jerusalem said, He hath 
Beelzebub, and by the prince of the 
(ot casteth he out devils. 

3 And he called them unto him, 
and said unto them in parables, 
How can Satan cast out Satan? 

24 And if a kingdom be divided 
against itself, that kingdom cannot 


stand. 
25. And if a house be divided 
against itself, that house cannot 


stand. | 

26 And if Satan rise up against 
himself, and be divided, he cannot 
stand, but hath an end. 

27 No man can enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, 
except he will first bind the strong 
man; and then he will spoil his 
house. 

28 Verily I say unto you, All sins 
shali be forgiven unto the sons of 
men, and blasphemies wherewith 
Ss eg they shall blaspheme: 

0 But he that shall blaspheme 
against the Holy Ghost hath never 
forgiveness, but is in danger of 
eternal damnation 

30 Because they said He hath an 
jom spirit. 

1 q There came then his brethren 
and his mother, and, standing with- 
out, sent unto him, calling him. 

32 d the multitude sat about 
him, and they said unto him, Be- 
hoid, thy mother and thy brethren 
without seek for thee. 

And he answered them, saying, 
Who is my mother, or my brethren? 

34 And he looked round about on 
them which sat about him, and 
said, Behold my mother and my 
brethren! 

35 For whosoever shall do the will 
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of God, the same is my brother, 
and my sister, and mother. 


CHAPTER 4 


ND he began again to teach by 
the sea side: and there was 
gathered unto him a great multi- 
tude, so that he entered into a ship, 
and sat in the sea; and the whole 
multitude was by the sea on the 


land. 

2 And he taught them many things 
by parables, and said unto them in 
his doctrine, 

3 Hearken; Behold, there went 
out a sower to sow: 

d it came to pass, as, he 
sowed, some fell by the way side, 
and the fowls of the air came and 
devoured it up. 

5 And some fell on stony ground, 
where it had not much earth; and 
immediately it sprang up, because 
it had no depth of earth: ; 

6 But when the sun was up, it was 
scorched; and because it had no 
root, it withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns, and 
the thorns grew up, and choked it, 
and it yielded no fruit. 

8 And other fell on good ground, 
and did yield fruit that sprang up 
and increased; and brought forth, 
some thirty, and some sixty, and 
some an hundred. 

9 And he said unto them, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

1 d when he was alone, they 
that were about him with the twelve 
asked of him the parable. 

11 And he said unto them, Unto 
you it is given to know the mystery 
of the kingdom of God: but unto 
them that are without, all these 
things are done in parables: 

12 That seeing they may see, and 
not perceive; and hearing they may 
hear, and not understand; lest at 
any time they should be converted, 
and their sins should be forgiven 


em. 
13 And he said unto them, Know 
ye not this parable? and how then 
will ye know all parables? 
14 ( The sower soweth the word. 
15 And these are they by the way 
side, where the word is sown; but 
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The sower and the seed 


when they have heard, Satan com- 
eth immediately, and taketh away 
the word that was sown in their 
hearts. 

16 And these are they likewise 
which are sown on stony ground; 
who, when they have heard the 
word, immediately receive it with 
gladness; ; 

17 And have no root in themselves, 
and so endure but for a time: after- 
ward, when affliction or persecution 
ariseth for the word’s sake, imme- 
diately they are offended. 

18 And these are they which are 
sown among thorns; such as hear 
the word, 

19 And the cares of this world, 
and the deceitfulness of riches, and 
the lusts of other things entering in, 
choke the word, and it becometh 
unfruitful. 

20 And these are they which are 
sown on good ground; such as hear 
the word, and receive if, and bring 
forth fruit, some thirtyfold, some 
sixty, and some an hundred. 

21 d he said unto them, Is a 
candle brought to be put under a 
bushel, or under a bed? and not to 
be set on a candlestick? 

22 For there is nothing hid, which 
shall not be manifested; neither was 
any thing kept secret, but that it 
should come abroad. 

23 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. | 

24 And he said unto them, Take 
heed what ye hear: with what mea- 
sure ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you: and unto you that hear shall 
more be given. 

25 For he that hath, to him shall 
be given: and he that hath not, from 
ash shall be taken even that which 


he hath. 

26 Q And he said, So is the king- 
dom of God, as if a man should cast 
seed into the ground; 

27 And should sleep, and rise night 
and day, and the seed should spring 
and grow up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth 
fruit of herself; first the blade, then 
the ear, after that the full corn in 
the ear. 

29 But when the fruit is brought 
forth, immediately he putteth in the 





The tempest stilled 
sickle, because the harvest is 


come. 

30 q And he said, Whereunto shall 
we liken the kingdom of God? or 
with what comparison shall we com- 
pare it? 

31 Jt is like a grain of mustard 
seed, which, when it is sown in the 
earth, is less than all the seeds that 
be in ‘the earth: 

32 But mhon it is sown, it groweth 
up, and becometh greater than all 

herbs, and shooteth out great 
branches; so that the fowls of the 
ay may lodge under the shadow 


°33 ‘And with many such parables 
spake he the word unto them, as 
they were able to hear if. 

34 But without a parable spake he 
not unto them: and when they were 
alone, he expounded all things to 
his disciples. 

35 And the same day, when the 
even was come, he saith unto them, 
Let us pass over unto the other 


side. 

36 And when they had sent away 
the multitude, they took him even 
as he was in the ship. And there 
were also with him other little 


ships. 

37 And there arose a great storm 
of wind, and the waves beat into 
the ship, so that it was now full. 

38 And he was in the hinder part 
of the ship, asleep on a pillow: and 
they awake , and say unto him, 
Master, carest thou not that we 
perish? 

39 And he arose, and rebuked the 

wind, and said unto the sea, Peace, 
be still. And the wind ceased, and 
there was a great calm. 

0 And he said unto them, Why 
a ye so fearful? how is it that ye 
mae no faith? 

1 And they feared exceedingly, 
Se said one to another, What man- 
ner of man is this, that even the 
wind and the sea obey him? 


CHAPTER 5 


ND they came over unto the 
other side of the sea, into the 
country of the Gadarenes. 
2 And when he was come out of 
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the ship, immediately there met him 
out of the tombs a man with an 
unclean spirit, 

3 Who had his dwelling among the 
tombs; and no man could bind him, 
no, not with chains: 

4. Because that he had been often 
bound with fetters and chains, and

8 For he said unto him, Come out 
of the man, thou unclean spirit. 

9 And he asked him, What is thy 
name? And he answered, saying, 
My name is Legion: for we are 


many. 

10 And he besought him much 
that he would not send them away 
out of the country. 

11 Now there was there nigh unto 
ees a great herd of swine 

ee 

12 And all the devils besought 

, Saying, Send us into the swine, 
that we may enter into them. 

13 And forthwith Jesus gave them 
leave. And the unclean spirits went 
out, and entered into the swine: 
and the herd ran violently down a 
steep place into the sea, (they were 
about two thousand;) and were 
choked in the sea. 

14 And they that fed the swine 
fled, and told if in the city, and in 
the country. And they went out to 
see what it was that was done. 

15 And they come to Jesus, and 

see him that was possessed with 
the devil, and had the legion, sitting, 
and clothed, and in his right mind: 
and they were afraid. 

16 And they that saw i¢ told them 
how it befell to him that was pos- 
sessed with the devil, and also con- 
cerning the swine. 
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17 And they began to pray him to 
depart out of their coasts. | 

18 And when he was come into the 
ship, he that had been possessed 
with the devil prayed him that he 
might be with hi t 

19 Howbeit Jesus suffered him 
not, but saith unto him, Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how 
great things the Lord hath done for 
thee, and hath had compassion on 


thee. 

20 And he departed, and began to 
publish in Decapolis how great 
things Jesus had done for him: and 

l men did marvel. 

21 And when Jesus was passed 
over again by ship unto the other 
side, much people gathered unto 
him: and he was nigh unto the sea. 

22 ‘And, behold, there cometh one 
of the rulers of the synagogue, Jai- 
rus by name; and when he saw him, 
he fell at his feet, | 
_23 And besought him greatly, say- 
ing, My little daughter lieth at the 
point of death: J pray thee, come 
and lay thy hands on her, that she 
may be healed; and she shail live. 

d Jesus went with him; 
and much people followed him, an 
thronged him. 

25 And a certain woman, which 
had an issue of blood twelve years, 

6 And had suffered many things 
of many physicians, and had spent 
all that she had, and was nothing 
bettered, but rather grew worse, 

27 When she had heard of Jesus, 
came in the press behind, and 
touched his garment. 

28 For she said, If I may touch 
but his clothes, I shall be whole. 

29 And straightway the fountain of 
her blood was dried up; and she 
felt in her body that she was healed 
of that plague. 

30 And Jesus, immediately know- 
ing in himself that virtue had gone 
out of him, turned him about in the 
press, and said, Who touched my 
clothes? 

31 And his disciples said unto him, 
Thou seest the multitude throng- 
ing thee, and sayest thou, Who 
touched me? 

2 And he looked round about to 
x her that had done this thing. 
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Jairus’ daughter healed 


33 But the woman fearing and 
trembling, knowing what was done 
in her, came and fell down before 
him, and told him all the truth. 

34 And he said unto her, Daughter, 
thy faith hath made thee whole; go 
in peace, and be whole of 


plague. 

P35 “While he yet spake, there came 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house certain which said, Thy 
daughter is dead: why troublest 
thou the Master any further? 

36 As soon as Jesus heard the 
word that was spoken, he saith unto 
the ruler of the synagogue, Be not 
afraid, only believe. 

37 And he suffered no man to 
follow him, save Peter, and James, 
and John the brother of James. 

38 And he cometh to the house of 
the ruler of the synagogue, and 
seeth the tumult, and them that 
wept and wailed greatly. A Ras 

39 And when he was come in, he 
saith unto them, Why make ye this 
ado, and weep? the damsel is not 
dead, but sieepeth. ; 

40 And they laughed him to scorn. 
But when he had put them all out, 
he taketh the father and the mother 
of the damsel, and them that were 
with him, and ‘entereth in where the 
damsel was lying. 

41 And he took the damsel by the 
hand, and said unto her, Talitha 
cumi; which is, being interpreted, 
Damsel, I say unto thee, arise. 

42 And straightway the damsel 
arose, and walked; for she was of 
the age of twelve years. And they 
were atonia with a great aston- 
is 

43 And he charged them straitly 
that no man should know it; and 
commanded that something should 
be given her to eat. 


CHAPTER 6 


ASD he went out from thence, 
and came into his own country; 
and his disciples follow him. 

2 And when the sabbath day was 
cote he began to teach in the 
synagogue: and many hearing him 
were astonished, saying, From

whence hath this man these things? 
and what wisdom is this which is 
given unto him, that even such

4 But Jesus said unto them, A 
prophet is not without honour, but 
in his own country, and among his 
own kin, and in his own house. 

5 And he could there do no 
mighty work, save that he laid his 
hands upon a few sick folk, and 
healed them. 

6 And he marvelled because of 
their unbelief. And he went round 
about the villages, teac 

7 q he called unto him the 
twelve, and began to send them 
forth by two and two; and gave 
them power over unclean spirits; 

8 And commanded them that they 
should take nothing for their jour- 
ney, save a staff only; no scrip, no 
bread, no money in their purse: 

9 But be shod with sandals; ‘and 
not put on two coats. 

10 And he said unto them, In what 
place soever ye enter into an house, 
tiisa abide till ye depart from that 
place. 

11 And whosoever shall not receive 
you, nor hear you, when ye depart 
thence, shake off the dust under 
your feet for a testimony against 
them. Verily I say unto you, It shail 
be more tolerable for Sodom and 
Gomorrha in the day of judgment, 
than for that city. 

12 And they went out, and preached 
that men should repent. 

13 And they cast out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that 
we sick, and healed them. 

4 And king Herod heard of him; 
(for his name was spread abroad:) 
and he said, That John the Baptist 
was risen from the dead, and there- 
fore mighty works do shew forth 
themselves in him. 

15 Others said, That it is Elias. 
And others said, That it is a pro- 
phet, or as one of the prophets. 

16 But when Herod heard thereof, 
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he said, It is John, whom I be- 
headed: he is risen from the dead. 

17 For Herod himself had sent 
forth and laid hoid upon John, and 
bound in prison for Herodias’ 
sake, his brother Philip’s wife: for 
he had married her. 

18 For John had said unto Herod, 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wife. 

19 Therefore Herodias had a quar- 
rel against him, and would have- 
killed him; but she could not: 

20 For Herod feared John, know- 
ing that he was a just man and an 
holy, and observed him; and when 
he heard him, he did many things, 
and heard him gladly. 

21 And when a convenient day was 
come, that Herod on his birthday 
made a supper to his lords, high 
captains, and chief estates of Gali- 


lee 

22 And when the daughter of the 
said Herodias came in, and danced, 
and pleased Herod and them that 
sat with him, the king said unto the 
damsel, Ask of me whatsoever thou 
wilt, and I will give it thee. 

23 And he sware unto her, What- 
soever thou shalt ask of me, I will 
give if thee, unto the half of my 
kingdom. 

24 And she went forth, and said 
unto her mother, What shall I ask? 
And she said, The head of John the 
Baptist. 

25 And she came in straightway 
with haste unto the , and asked, 
saying, I will that thou give me by 
and by in a charger the head of 
Jo ohn the Baptist. 

6 And the king was exceeding 
heeg yet for his oath’s sake, and 
for their sakes which sat with him, 
he would not reject her. 

27 And immediately the king sent 
an executioner, and commanded his 
head to be brought: and he went 
and beheaded him in the prison, 

28 And brought his head in a 
charger, and gave it to the damsel: 
and the damsel gave it to her 
mother 

29 And when his disciples heard 
of it, they came and took up his 
corpse, and laid it in a tomb. 

30 And the apostles gathered 
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themselves together unto Jesus, 
and told 1 things, both what 
they had done, and what they had 


taught. , 

31 And he said unto them, Come 
ye yourselves apart into a desert 
place, and rest a while: for there 
were many coming and going, and 
tey had no leisure so much as to 


P And they departed into a desert 
place by ship privately. 

33 the people saw them de- 
parting, and many knew him, and 
ran afoot thither out of all cities, 
and outwent them, and came to- 
cot unto him. 

4 And Jesus, when he came out, 
oes much people, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, be- 
cause they were as sheep not having 
a shepherd: and he began to teach 
them many things 

35 And when the day was now far 
spent, his disciples came unto him, 
and said, This is a desert place, and 
now the time ïs far passed: 

36 Send them away, that they may 
go into the country round about, and 
into the villages, and buy them- 
pea bread: for they have nothing 
o eat. 

37 He answered and said unto 
them, Give ye them to eat. And they 
say unto him, Shall we go and buy 
two hundred pennyworth of bread, 
and give them to eat? 

38 He saith unto them, How many 
loaves have ye? go and see. And 
when they knew, they say, Five, 
and two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them to 
make all sit down by companies 
upon the green grass. 

40 And they sat down i = ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fiftie 

41 And when he ka taken the 
five loaves and the two fishes, he 
looked up to heaven, and blessed, 
and brake the loaves, and gave 
them to his disciples to set before 
them; and the two fishes divided 
he among them all. 

42 And they did all eat, and were 


filled. 
43 And they took up twelve baskets 
ra of the fragments, and of the 
shes. 
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44 And they that did eat of the 
a were about five thousand 


"45 y straightway he constrained 
his disciples to get into the ship, 
and to go to the other side before 
unto Bethsaida, while he sent away 
= people. 

6 And when he had sent them 
ae he departed into a mountain 
to pray. 

47 And when even was come, the 
ship was in the midst of the sea, 
and he alone on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling in 
rowing; for the wind was contrary 
unto them: and about the fourth 
watch of the night he cometh unto 
them, walking upon the sea, and 
would have passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him walking 
upon the sea, they supposed it had 
been_a spirit, and cried out: 

50 For they all saw him, and were 
troubled. And immediately he talked 
with them, and saith unto them, Be 
of good cheer: it is I; be not afraid. 

he went up unto them into 
the ship; and the wind ceased: and 
they were sore amazed in them- 
selves beyond measure, and won- 
dered. ? 

52 For they considered not the 
miracle of the loaves: for their heart 
was hardened. 

53 And when ‘they had passed over, 
they came into the land of Gennesa- 
ret, and drew to the shore. 

4 And when they were come out 
of the ship, straightway they knew 


him, 

55 And ran through that whole 
region round about, and began to 
carry about in beds those that were 
sick, where they heard he was. 

d whithersoever he entered, 
into villages, or cities, or country, 
they laid the sick in, the streets, 
and besought him that they might 
touch if it were but the boarder of 
his garment: and as many as 
touched him were made whole. 


CHAPTER 7 


HEN came together unto him 
the Pharisees, and certain of

the scribes, which came from Jeru- 
salem. 

2 And when they saw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled, that 
is to say, with unwashen, hands, 
wre found fault. 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the 
Jews, except they wash their hands 
oft, eat not, holding the tradition of 
the elders. 

4 And when they come from the 
market, except they wash, they eat 
not. And many other things there 
be, which they have received to 
hold, as the washing of cups, an 
pots, brasen vessels, and of tables. 

5 Then the Pharisees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of 
the elders, but eat bread with un- 
washen hands? 

6 He answered and said unto them, 
Well hath Esaias prophesied of you 
hypocrites, as it is written, This 
people honoureth me with ¢heir lips, 
but their heart is far from me. | 

7 Howbeit in vain do they worship 
me, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition 
of men, as the washing of pots and 
cups: and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Full well 
ye reject the commandment of God, 
that ye may keep your own tradi- 


tion 

10 ‘For Moses said, Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and, Whoso 
curseth father or mother, let him 
die the death: 

ii But ye say, If a man shall say 
to his father or mother, J¢ is Cor- 
ban, that is to say, a gift, by what- 
soever thou mightest be profited by 
me; he shall be free. 

l d ye suffer him no more 
to do aught for his father or his 
mother; 

13 Making the word of God of 
none effect through your tradition, 
which ye haye Sees and many 
such like things do y 

14 Q And when he ‘had called all 
the people unto him, he said unto 
them, Hearken unto me every one 
of you, and understand: 
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15 There is nothing from without 
aman, that entering into him can 
defile him: but the things which 
come out of him, those are they 
that defile the man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into 
the house from the people, his dis- 
ciples asked him concerning the 
parable. 

18 And he saith unto them, Are ye 
so without understanding also? Do 
ye not perceive, that whatsoever 

from without entereth into the 
man, if cannot defile him; 

19 Because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out eed the draught, purging all 
meats 

20 And he said, That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the 


man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adul- 
teries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wicked- 
ness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

3 All these evil things come from 
idan and defile the man. 

24 d from thence he arose, 
and went into the borders of Tyre 
and Sidon, and entered into an 
house, and would have no man 
know it: but he could not be hid. 

25 For a cerfain woman, whose 
young daughter had an unclean 
spirit, heard of him, and came and 
fell at his feet: 

26 The woman was a Greek, a 
Syrophenician by nation; and she 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

27 But Jesus said unto her, Let the 
children first be filled: for it is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, 
and to cast if unto the dogs. 

28 And she answered and said 
unto him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs 
under the table eat of the children’s 
crumbs. 

29 And he said unto her, For this 
saying go thy way; the devil is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

30 And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone out, 
and her daughter laid upon the bed. 
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31 q And again, departing from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the sea of Galilee, through the 
midst of the coasts of Decapolis. 

32 And they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech; and they þe- 
seech him to put his hand upon him. 

33 And he took him aside from 
the multitude, and put his fingers 
into his ears, and he spit, and 
touched his tongue; 

4 And looking up to heaven, he 
ae and saith unto him, Eph- 
phatha, that is, Be opened. 

35 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed, and he spake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more 
he charged them, so much the more 
a great deai they published ić; 

37 And were beyond measure 
astonished, saying, He hath done 
all things well: he maketh both the 
deaf to hear, and the dumb to speak. 


CHAPTER 8 


N those days the multitude being 
very great, and having nothing to 
eat, Jesus called his disciples unto 
him, and saith unto them, 
2 I have compassion on the mul- 
titude, because they have now been 
wae ime three days, and have nothing 


to sa if I send them away fasting 
to their own houses, they will faint 
by the way: for divers of them came 
from far. 

4 And his disciples answered him, 
From whence can a man satisfy 
these men with bread here in the 
wilderness? 

5 And he asked them, How many 
loaves have ye? And they said, 
Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people 
to sit down on the ground: and he 
took the seyen loaves, and gave 
thanks, and brake, and gave to his 
disciples to set before them; and 
they did set them before the people. 

d they had a few small fishes: 
and he blessed, and commanded to 
set them also before them. 

8 So they did eat, and were filled: 
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and they took up of the broken 
meat that was left seven baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten were 
about four thousand: and he sent 
them away. 

10 q And straightway he entered 
into a ship with his disciples, and 
came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, 
and began to question with him, 
seeking of him a sign from heaven, 
fener him. 

2 And he sighed deeply in his 
te and saith, Why doth this 
generation seek after a sign? verily 
I say unto you, There shall no sign 
be given unto this generation. 

_13 And he left them, and entering 
into the ship again departed to the 
other side. ke 

14 q Now źhe disciples had for- 
gotten to take bread, neither had 
they in the ship with them more 
than one loaf. 

15 And he charged them, saying, 
Take heed, beware of the leaven of 
thet Pharisees, and of the leaven of 

16 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, Jt is because we have 
no bread. 

17 And when Jesus knew if, he 
saith unto them, reason ye, 
because ye have no bread? perceive 
ye not yet, neither understand? 
have ye your heart yet hardened? 

18 Having eyes, see ye not? and 
having ears, hear ye not? and do ye 
not remember? 

19 When I brake the five loaves 
among five thousand, how many 
baskets full of fragments took ye 
up? They say unto him, Twelve. 

20 And when the seven among 
four thousand, how many baskets 
full of fragments took ye up? And 
they said, Seven. , 

21 And he said uuto them, How is 
it that ye do not understand ? 

22 q And he cometh to Bethsaida; 
and they bring a blind man unto 
fim; and besought him to touch 


23 And he took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the 
town; and when he had spit on his 

eyes, and put his hands upon him, 
he asked him if he saw aught.

24 And he looked up, pos said, I 
see men as trees, W 

25, After that he put his hands 
again upon his eyes, and made him 
look up: and he was restored, and 
saw every man clearly. 

26 And he sent him away to his 
house, saying, Neither go into the 
town, nas tell 7¢ to any in the town. 

27 q And Jesus went out, and his 
disciples, into the towns of Cæsarea 
Philippi: and by the way he asked 
his disciples, saying unto them, 
Whom do men say that I am? 

28 And they answered, John the 
Baptist: but some say, Elias; and 
others, One of the prophets.

34 q And when he had called the 
people unio him with his disciples 
also, he said unto them, Whosoever 
will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me. 

35 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it; but whosoever shall 
lose his life for my sake and the 
zospel’s, the same shall save it. 

36 For what shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, 
and lose his own soul? 

37 Or what shall a man give in 
exchange for his soul? 

38 Whosoever therefore shall be 
ashamed of me and of my words in 
this adulterous and sinful genera- 
tion; of him also shall the Son of 
man be ashamed, when he cometh 
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in the glory of his Father with the 
holy angels.

47 And if thine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out: it is better for thee to 
enter into the kingdom of God with 
one eye, than having two eyes to be 
cast into hell fire: i;

with fire, and every sacrifice shall 
be salted with salt.

9 And now also the axe is laid 
unto the root of the trees: every 
tree therefore which bringeth not 
forth good es is hewn down, and 
ot into the fire. 

0 And the people asked him, say-

11 He answereth and a unto 
them, He that hath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath none; 
and he that hath meat, let him do 
likewise. 

12 Then came also publicans to be 
baptized, and said unto him, Mas- 
ter, what shall we do?

into the synagogue on the sabbath 
day, and stood up for to read. 

17 d there was delivered unto 
him the book of the prophet Esaias. 
And when he had opened the book,

18 The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me 
to preach the gospel to the poor; 
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he hath sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to 
ve captives, and recovering of sight

19 To preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord. 

20 And he closed the book, and he 
gave it again to the minister, and 
sat down.

22 And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the gracious words 
which proceeded out of his mouth.

27 And many lepers were in Israel 
in the time of Eliseus the prophet; 
and none of them was cleansed, 
saving Naaman the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, 
when they heard these things, were 
filled with wrath, 

29 And rose up, and thrust him 
out of the city, and led him unto the 
brow of the hill whereon their city 
was built, that they might cast him 
down headlong. 

30 But he passing through the 
midst of them went his way, 

31 And came down to Capernaum, 
a city of Galilee, and taught them 
on the sabbath days. j 

2 And they were astonished at 
his doctrine: for his word was with 
power.

11 And they were filled with mad- 
ness; and communed one with 
another what they might do to 
Jesus. 

12 And it came to pass in those 
days, that he went out into a moun- 
tain to pray, and continued all night 
in prayer to God. 

13 @ And when it was day, he 
called unto him his disciples: and 
of them he chose twelve, whom also 
he named apostles; 

14 Simon, (whom he also named 
Peter,) and Andrew his brother, 
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James and John, Philip and Bar- 
tholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James 
the son of Alphzus, and Simon 
called Zelotes, 

16 And Judas the brother of James, 
and Judas Iscariot, which also was 
the traitor. 

17 And he came down with them, 
and stood in the plain, and the 
company of his disciples, and a 
great multitude of people out of all 
Judza and Jerusalem, and from the 
sea coast of Tyre and Sidon, which 
came to hear him, and to be healed 
of their diseases; 

18 And they that were vexed with 
unclean spirits: and they were 


ealed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought 
to touch him: for there went virtue 
out of him, and healed them all. 

20 Q And he lifted up his eyes on 
his disciples, and said, Blessed be 
ye poor: for yours is the kingdom 


of God. 

21 Blessed are ye that hunger 
now: for ye shall be filled. Blessed 
are ye that weep now: for ye shall 


augh. 

22 Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall sepa- 
rate you from their company, an 
shall reproach you, and cast out 
your name as evil, for the Son of 
man’s sake. 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap 
for joy: for, behold, your reward ts 


great in heaven: for in the like 
manner did their fathers unto the 
prophets 


24 But woe unto you that are rich! 
ye have received your consola- 

ion. 

25 Woe unto you that are full! for 
ye shall hunger. Woe unto you that 
laugh now! for ye shall mourn and 
ween. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you! for so did 
their fathers to the false prophets. 

27 4 But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them 
which hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, and 
pray oe them which despitefully 
use y 

29 And unto him that smiteth thee 
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on the one cheek offer also the 
other; and him that taketh away 
thy cloak forbid not to take thy 
coat also. 

30 Give to every man that asketh 
of thee; and of him that taketh 
away thy goods ask them not again. 

3i d as ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye also to them 
likewise. 

32 For if ye love them which love 
you, what thank have ye? for sin- 
ners also love those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them which 
do good to you, what thank have ye? 
for sinners also do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend fo them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what th have 
ye? for sinners also lend to sinners, 
to receive as much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for 
nothing again; and your reward 
shall be great, and ye shali be the 
children of the Highest: for he is 
kno unto the unthankful and fo the 


36 Be ye therefore merciful, as 
your Father also is merciful. 

37 Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shali 
not be condemned: forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven: 

38 Give, and it shall be given unto 
you; good measure, pressed down, 

and shaken together, and running 
over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure 
that ye mete withal it shall be 
measured to you again. 

9 And he spake a parable unto 
hen. Can the blind lead the blind? 
saalis they not both fall into the 

itch? 

40 The disciple is not above his 
master: but every one that is per- 
fect shall be as his master. 

And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but perceivest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye? 

42 Either how canst thou say to 
thy brother, Brother, let me pull out 
the mote that is in thine eye, when 
thou thyself beholdest not the beam 
that is in thine own eye? Thou 
hypocrite, cast out first the beam 
out of thine own eye, and then shalt 
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thou see clearly to pull out the mote | 
that is in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither doth a 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit, 

44 For every tree is known by his 
own fruit. For of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble bush 
gather they grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth 
that which is good; and an evil man 
out of the evil treasure of his heart 
bringeth forth that which is evil: 
for of the abundance of the heart 
his mouth speaketh. 

46 T And why call ye me, Lord, 
Loran and do not the things which 

say? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and 
heareth my sayings, and doeth 
fiend I will shew you to whom he 
is like: 

48 He is like a man which built 
an house, and digged deep, and laid 
the foundation on a rock: and when 
the flood arose, the stream beat 
vehemently upon that house, and 
could not shake it: for it was 
founded upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth 
not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built an house upon the 
earth; against which the stream did 
beat vehemently, and immediately 
it fell; and the ruin of that house 
was great. 


CHAPTER 7 


OW when he had ended all his 

sayings in the audience of the 
people, he entered into Capernaum. 

2 And a certain centurion’s ser- 
aa who was dear unto him, was 
sick, and ready to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he 
sent unto him the elders of the 
Jews, beseeching him that he would 
carne and heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, 
they besought him instantly, saying, 
That he was worthy for whom he 
saand do this:

the house, the centurion sent friends 
to him, saying unto him, Lord, 
trouble not thyself: for I am not 
worthy that thou shouldest enter 
under my roof: | 

Wherefore neither thought I 
myself worthy to come unto thee: 
but say in a word, and my servant 
shall be healed. 

8 For I also. am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one, Go, and he 
goeth; and to another, Come, and 
he cometh: and to my servant, Do 
this, and he doeth it. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned 
him about, and said unto the people 
that followed him, I say unto you, I 
have not found so great faith, no, 
not in Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, re- 
turning to the house, found. the 
servant whole that had been 


sick. 

1 q And it came to pass the day 
after, that he went into a city called 
Nain; and many of his disciples 
went with him, and much people. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, there was 
a dead man carried out, the only 
son of his mother, and she was a 
widow: and much people of the city 
was with her 

13 And whet the Lord saw her, 
he had compassion on her, and said 
unto her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and touched the 
bier: and they that bare him stood 
still. And he Eve Young man, I say 
unto thee, Aris 

15 And he that was dead sat up, 
and began to speak. he de- 
Fae him to his mother. 

6 And there came a fear on all: 
uit they glorified God, saying, That 
a great prophet is risen up among 
us; and, That God hath visited his 
people. 

17 And this rumour of him went 
forth throughout all Judea, and 
POURED SS all the region round 


abou 
18. ‘And the disciples of John 
spewed | him of ail these things. 
9 q And John calling unto him two 
of his disciples sent them to Jesus, 
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saying, Art thou he that should 
come? or look we for another? 

20 When the men were come unto 
him, they said, John Baptist hath 
sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou 
he that should come? or look we for 
another? 

21 And in that same hour he 
cured many of ¢heir infirmities and 
plagues, and of evil spirits; and 
unto many that were blind he gave 


sight. 

22 Then Jesus orca said unto 
them, Go your way, and teil John 
what things ye have seen and heard; 
how that the blind see, the lame 

walk, the lepers are cleansed, the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised, to 
the poor the gospel is preached. 

23 And blessed is he, whosoever 
shall not be offended in me. 

24. d when the messengers of 
John were departed, he began to 
aay unto the people concerning 
John, What went ye out into 
the wilderness for to see? A reed 
shaken with the wind? 

25 But what went ye out for to 
see? A man clothed in soft raiment? 
Behold, they which are gorgeously 
apparelled, and live delicately, are 

in kings’ courts. 

"26 But what went ye out for to 
see? A prophet? Yea, I say unto 
you, and much more than a prophet. 

27 This is he, of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger be- 
fore thy face, which shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among 
those that are born of women there 
is nota greater prophet than John the 
Baptist: but he that is least in the 
kingdom of God is greater than he. 

29 And all the people that heard 
him, and the publicans, justified 
God, pepe baptized with the bap- 
tism of John. 

30 But the Pharisees and lawyers 
rejected the counsel of God against 
themselves, being not baptized of 


him 

31 q And the Lord said, Whereunto 
then shall I liken the men of this 
ear and to what are they 
ike? 

32 They are like unto children 
sitting in the marketplace, and call- 
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ing one to another, and saying, We 
have piped unto you, and ye have 
not danced; we have mourned to 
you, and ye have not wept. 

33 For John the Baptist came 
neither eating bread nor drinking 
wine; and ye say, He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking; and ye say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a winebibber, 
a friend of publicans and sinners! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all 
her children. i 

36. @ And one of the Pharisees 
desired him that he would eat with 
him. And he went into the Phari- 
see’s house, and sat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the 
city, which was a sinner, when she 
knew that Jesus sat at meat in the 
Pharisee’s house, brought an ala- 
baster box of ointment, À 

3 d stood at his feet behind 
him weeping, and began to wash his 
feet with tears, and did wipe them 
with the hairs of her head, and 
kissed his feet, and anointed them 
with the ointment. : 

39 Now when the Pharisee which 
had bidden him saw it, he spake 
within himself, saying, This man, if 
he were a prophet, would have 
known who and what manner of 
woman this is that toucheth him: 
for she is a sinner. |. , 

40 And Jesus answering said unto 
him, Simon, I have somewhat to say 
unto thee. And he saith, Master, 
say on. i : 

41 There was a certain creditor 
which had two debtors: the one 
owed five hundred pence, and the 
other fifty. ; 
42 And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell me therefore, which of them 
will loye him most? 

43 Simon answered and said, I 
suppose that he, to whom he for- 
gave most. And he said unto him, 
Thou hast rightly judged. 

44 And he turned to the woman, 
and said unto Simon, Seest thou 
this woman? I entered into thine 
house, thou gavest me no water for 
my feet: but she hath washed my 
feet with tears, and wiped them 
with the hairs of her head. 
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45 Thou gavest me no kiss: but 
this woman since the time I came 
in hath not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath an- 
ointed my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Her 
Sins, which are many, are forgiven; 
for she loved much: but to whom 
pene is forgiven, the same loveth 

ittle. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sins 
are forgiven. 

49 And they that sat at meat with 

began to say within themselves, 
Who is this that forgiveth sins also? 

50 e said to the woman, Thy 

faith hath saved thee; go in peace. 


CHAPTER 8 


A> it came to pass afterward, 
_athat he went throughout every 
city and village, preac an 
shewing the glad tidings of the 
kingdom of God: and the twelve 
were with him, 
d certain women, which had 

been healed of evil spirits and in- 

ties, Mary called Magdalene, 
out of whom went seven devils, 

3 And Joanna the wife of Chuza 
Herod’s steward, and Susanna, and 
many others, which ministered unto 
him of their substance. 

d when much people were 
gathered together, and were come 
to him out of every city, he spake 
by a parable: 

A sower went out to sow his 
seed: and as he sowed, some fell 
by the way side; and it was trodden 
down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock; and 
as soon as it was sprung up, it 
withered away, because it lacked 
moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and 
the thorns sprang up with it, and 
choked it. 

8 And other fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bare fruit an 
hundredfold. And when he had said 
these things, he cried, He that hath 
ears to hear, let him hear. 

9. his disciples asked him, 
saying, What might this parable be?

10 And he said, Unto you it is 
given to know the mysteries of the 
kingdom of God: but to others in 
parables; that seeing they might not 
see, and hearing they might not 
understand. x . 

11 Now the parable is this: The 
seed is the word of God. 

12 Those by the way side are they 
that hear; then cometh the devil, 
and taketh away the word out of 
their hearts, lest they should believe 
oe be saved. 

3 They on the rock are they, 
which, when they hear, receive the 
word with joy; and these have no 
root, which for a while believe, and 
in time of temptation fall away. 

14 And that which fell among 
thorns are they, which, when they 
have heard, go forth, and are 
choked with cares and riches and 
pleasures of this life, and bring no 
fruit to perfection. 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep 
it, and bring forth fruit with pa- 
tience. 

16 ¢ No man, when he hath lighted 
a candle, covereth it with a vessel, 
or putteth it under a bed; but set- 
teth it on a candlestick, that they 
which enter in may see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that shall 
not be made manifest; neither any 
thing hid, that shali not be known 
and come abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given; and whosoever hath 
not, from him shall be taken even 
that which he seemeth to have. 

19 q Then came to him his mother 
and his brethren, and could not 
come at him for the press. 

20 And it was told him by certain 
which said, Thy mother and thy 
brethren stand without, desiring to 
see thee. 

21 And he answered and said unto 
them, My mother and my brethren 
are these which hear the word of 
God, and do it. 

22 q Now it came to pass on a 
certain day, that he went into a ship 
with his disciples: and he said unto 
them, Let us go over unto the other 
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side of the lake. And they launched 
forth 


23 But as they sailed he fell asleep: 
and there came down a storm of 
wind on the lake; and they were 
re with water, and were in jeo- 


ardy. 

PS4 ‘And they came to him, and 
awoke him, saying, Master, mas- 
ter, we perish. Then he arose, and 
rebuked the wind and the raging of 
the water: ae they ceased, and 
there was a :

abode in any house, but in the 
tombs. 

28 When he saw Jesus, he cried 
out, and fell down before , and 
with a loud voice said, What have I 
to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son 
of God most high? I beseech thee, 
torment me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the 
unclean spirit to come out of the 
man. For oftentimes it had caught 
him: and he was kept bound with 
chains and in fetters; and he brake 
the bands, and was driven of the 
gazi into the wilderness.) 

And Jesus asked him, saying, 
What is thy name? And he said, 
Legion: because many devils were 
entered into him 

31 And they besought him that he 
would not command them to go out 
into the deep. 

32 And there was there an herd of 
many swine feeding on the moun- 
tain: and they besought him that 
he would suffer them to enter into 
them. And he suffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of the 
man, and entered into the swine:

38 Now the man out of whom the 
devils were departed besought him 
that he might be with him: but 
Jesus sent him away, saying,

done unto thee. And he iadh his 
way, and published throughout the 
whole city how great things Jesus 
had done unto him. 

40 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jesus was returned, e people 
gladly received him: for they were 
all waiting for him. 

4i @ And, “behold, there came a 
man named Jairus, and he was a 
ruler of the synagogue: and he fell 
down at Jesus’ feet, and besought

42 ge he had one only daughter, 
about twelve years of age, and she 
lay a dying.

47 And when the woman saw that 
she was ane hid, she came trem- 
bling, and falling’ down before him, 
she declared unto him before all the 
people for what cause she had 
touched him, and how she was 
hemes immediately. 

And he said unto her, gee 
be of good comfort: thy faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace. 

49 While he yet spake, there 
cometh one from the ruler of the 
synagogue’s house, saying to him, 
Thy daughter is dead; trouble not 
the Master. 

50 But when Jesus heard it, he 
answered him, saying, Fear not: 
Rehewe only, and she shall be made 
whole. 1 

51 And when he came into the 
house, he suffered no man to go in, 
save Peter, and James, and John, 
and the father and the mother of 
the maiden. 

52 And all wept, and bewailed 
her: but he said, Weep not; she is 
not dead, but sleepeth.

And Herod said, John have I 
beheaded: but who is this, of whom 
I hear such things? And he desired 
to see him. 

10 q And the apostles, when they 
were returned, told him all that 
they had done. And he took them, 
and went aside privately into a 
desert place belonging to the city 

led Bethsaida. 

11 And the people, when they 
knew it, followed him: and he re- 
ceived them, a spake unto them 
of the kingdom of God, and healed 
on that had need of he aling. 

2 And when the day began to 
ae away, then came the twelve, 
and said unto , Send the mul- 
titude away, that they may go into 
the towns and country round about, 
and lodge, and get victuals: for we 
are here in a desert place. 

13 But he said unto them, Give ye 
them to eat. And they said, We 
have no more but five loaves and 
two fishes; except we should ge and 
buy ea for all this people. 

14 For they were about five thou- 
sand men. d he said to his dis- 
ciples, Make ie as sit down by

15 And they dad's 2 “and made them 
ali sit down. 

16 Then he took the five loaves 
and the two fishes, and looking up 
to heaven, he blessed them, and 
brake, and gave to the disciples to 
et before the multitude. 

they did eat, and were 
all filled: and there was taken up 
of fragments that remained to them 
twelve baskets. 

18 q And it came to pass, as he was 
alone praying, his disciples were 
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with him: and he asked them, say- 
ing, Whom say the people that I 


am? 

19 They answering said, John the 
Baptist; but some say, Elias; and 
others say, that one of the old pro- 
phets is risen again. 

20 He said unto them, But whom 
say ye that I am? Peter answering 
sam The Christ of God.

23 q And he said to fhem all, If any

24 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it: but whosoever will lose 
his life for my sake, the same shall 
save it. 

25 For what is a man advantaged, 
if he gain the whole world, and lose 

self, or be cast away? 

26 For whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him shall 
the Son of man be ashamed, when 
he shall come in his own glory, and 
in his Father’s, and of the holy 


gels. 

OOF But I tell you of a truth, there 
be some standing here, which shall 
not taste of death, till they see the 
kingdom of God. 

28 q And it came to pass about an 
eight days after these sayings, he 
took Peter and John and James, and 
went up into a mountain to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion 
of his countenance was altered, and

43 @ And they were all amazed 
at the mighty power of God. But 
while they wondered every one at 
all things which Jesus did, he said 
unto his disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink downinto 
your ears: for the Son of man shall 
be delivered into the hands of men. 

45 But they understood not this 
saying, and it was hid from them, 
that they perceived it not: and they 
feared to ask him of that saying. 

46 ( Then there arose a reasoning 
among them, which of them should 
be greatest. 
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47 And Jesus, perceiving the 
thought of their heart, took a child, 
and set him by him, 

48 And said unto them, Whosoever 
shall receive this child in my name 
receiveth me: and whosoever shall 
receive me receiveth him that sent 
me: for he that is least among you 
all, the same shall be great. 

49 q And John answered and said, 
Master, we saw one casting out 
devils in thy name; and we forbad 
him, because he followeth not with 


us. 

50 And Jesus said unto him, Forbid 
him not: for he that is not against 
us is for us. 

51 And it came to pass, when the 
time was come that he should be 
received up, he stedfastly set his 
face to go to Jerusalem, 

2 And sent messengers before his 
Be: and they went, and entered

14 And the Pharisees also, who | 


were covetous, heard all these 
things: and they derided him. 

15 And he said unto them, Ye are 
they which justify yourselves before 
men; but God knoweth your hearts: 


for that which is highly esteemed | 
among men is abomination in the | 


sight of God. 








The rich man and Lazarus 


16 The law and the prophets were 
until John: since that time the king- 
dom of God is preached, and every 
man presseth into it. 

17 And it is easier for heaven and 
earth to pass, than one tittle of the 
law to fail. 

18 Whosoever putteth away his 
wife, and marrieth another, com- 
mitteth adultery: and whosoever 
marrieth her that is put away from 
her husband committeth adultery. 

19 q There was a certain rich man, 
which was clothed in purple and 
fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day: 

20 And there was a certain beggar 
named Lazarus, which was laid at 
his gate, full of sores, 

21 And desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs which fell from the rich 
man’s table: moreover the dogs 
came and licked his sores. 

22 And it came to pass, that the 
beggar died, and was carried by the 
angels into "Abraham’s bosom: the 
rich man also died, and was buried; 

23 And in hell he lift up his eyes, 
being in torments, and seeth Abra- 

am afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom. 

24 And he cried and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on me, and 
send Lazarus, that he may dip the 
tip of his finger in water, and cool 
my tongue; for I am tormented in 


s flame. 

25 But Abraham said, Son, remem- 
ber that thou in thy lifetime re- 
ceiyedst thy good things, and like- 
wise Lazarus evil things: but now 
he is comforted, and thou art tor- 


mented. : i 

26 And beside ali this, between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed: 
so that they which would pass from 
hence to you cannot; neither can 
they pass to us, that would come 
from thence. 

27 Then he said, I pray thee there- 
fore, father, that thou wouldest send 
hii to my father’s house: 

$ For I have five brethren; that 
i may testify unto them, lest they 
also come into this place of torment. 

29 Abraham saith unto him, They 
have Moses and the prophets; let 
them hear them. 
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30 And he said, Nay, father Abra- 
ham: but if one went unto them 
from the dead, they will repent. 

31 And he said unto him , If they 
hear not Moses and the prophets, 
neither will they be persuaded, 
though one rose from the dead. 


CHAPTER 17 


HEN said he unto the disciples,

7 But which of you, having a ser- 
vant plowing or feeding cattle, will 
say unto him by and by, when he is 
come from the field, Go and sit 
down to meat? 

8 And will not rather say unto him, 
Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and gird thyself, and serve me, till 
I have eaten and drunken; and 
afterward thou shalt eat and drink? 

9 Doth he thank that servant be- 
cause he did the things that were 
commanded him? I trow not. 

10 So likewise ye, when ye shall 
have done all those things which 
are commanded you, say, We are 
unprofitable servants: we have done 
that which was our duty to do. 

11 Q And it came to pass, as he 
went to Jerusalem, that he passed 
through the midst of Samaria and 
Galilee. 
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12 And as he entered into a certain 
age, there met him ten men that 
were lepers, which stood afar off:

24 For as the lightning, that 
lighteneth out of the one part under 
heaven, shineth unto the other part 
under heaven; so shall also the Son 
of man be in his day.

39 And some of the Pharisees from 
among the multitude said unto him, 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. 

40 And he answered and said unto 
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them, I tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, the stones would 
immediately cry out. 

d when he was come near, 
he beheld the city, and wept over it, 

42 Saying, If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, 
the things which belong unto thy 
peace! but now they are hid from 
thine eyes.

come, let us kill him, that the

15 So they cast him out of the 
vineyard, and killed him. What 
therefore shall the lord of "the vine- 
yard do unto them? 

16 He shall come and destroy these 
husbandmen, and shall give the 
vineyard to others. And when they 
heard it, they said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and said, 
What is this then that is written, 
The stone which the builders re- 
jected, the same is become the head 
of the ‘corner? 

18 Whosoever shall fall upon that 
stone shall be broken; but on whom- 
soever it shall fall, it will grind him 
to powder. 

19 @ And the chief priests and the 
scribes the same hour sought to lay 
hands on him; and they feared the

"36 6 Neither can they die any more: 
for they are equal unto the angels: 


Christ’s warning against the scribes

37 Now that the dead are raised, 
even Moses shewed at the bush, 
when he calleth the Lord the God 
of Abraham, and aoe God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob 

38 For he is not a God of the dead,

30 Then certain of the scribes 
answering said, Master, thou hast 
well said.

24 ( And there was also a strife 
among them, which of them should 
be accounted the greatest. 

25 he said unto them, The 
kings of the Gentiles exercise lord- 
ship over them; and they that exer- 
cise authority upon them are called 
benefactors. 

26 But ye shail not be so: but he 
that is greatest among you, let 
be as the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve. 

27 For whether is greater, he that 
sitteth at meat, or he that serveth?

9 Then he questioned with him in 
aaa words; but he answered him 


othing. 

230 And the chief priests and scribes 
stood and vehemently accused him. 

11 And Herod with his men of war 
set him at nought, and mocked him, 
and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe, 
and sent him again to Pilate. 

12 q And the same day Pilate and 
Herod were made friends together: 
for before they were at enmity be- 
tween themselves. 

13 q And Pilate, when he had 
called together the chief priests and 
the rulers and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto me, as one 
that perverteth the people: and, 
behold, I, having examined him 
before you, have found no fault in 
this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: 

15 No, nor yet Herod: for I sent 
you to him; and, lo, nothing worthy 
of death is done unto him. 

16 I will therefore chastise him, 
and release him. . 

17 (For of necessity he must re- 
L one unto them at the feast.) 

8 And they cried out all at once, 
Saving: Away with this man, and 
release unto us Barabbas: e 

19 (Who for a certain sedition 
made in the city, and for murder, 
was cast into prison.) 

20 Pilate therefore, willing to re- 
lease Jesus, spake again to them, 

21 But they cried, saying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. 

22 And he said unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? 
I „have found no cause of death in 

: I will therefore chastise him, 
and let Aim go. 

23 And they were instant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be 
crucified. And the voices of them 
and of the chief priests prevailed. 
_24 And Pilate gave sentence that 
it should be as they required. | 

25 And he released unto them him 
that for sedition and murder was 
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cast into prison, whom they had 
desired; but he delivered Jesus to 
their will. 

26 And as they led him away; 
they laid hold upon one Simon, a 
Cyrenian, coming out of the coun- 
try, and on him they laid the cross, 
that he might bear it after Jesus. 

27 q And there followed him a 
great company of people, and of 
women, which also bewailed and 
lamented L 

28 But Jesus turning unto them 
said, Daughters of Jerusalem, weep 
not for me, but weep for yourselves, 
and for your children. 

29 For, behold, the days are com- 
ing, in the which they shall say, 
Blessed are the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the 
paps which never gave suck. 

30 Then shall they begin to say to 
the mountains, Fall on us; and to 
the hills, Cover us. 

31 For if they do these things in a

And the rulers also with them de- 
rided him, saying, He saved others; 
let him save himself, if he be Christ, 
the chosen of God. 

36 And the soldiers also mocked 

im, comae to him, and offering 
him vin 

37 Kad caning: If thou be the king 
of the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also was 
written over him in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS Is 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

39 ( And one of the malefactors 
which were hanged railed on him, 
saying, If thou be Christ, save thy- 
self and us. 

40. But the other answering re- 
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buked_ him, saying, Dost not thou 
fear God, seeing thou art in the 
same condemnation? 

41 And we indeed justly; for we 
receive the due reward of our 
deeds: but this man hath done 


nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy dom 

43 And Jesus said unto him, Verily 
I say unto thee, To day shalt thou 
be with me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, 
and there was a darkness over all 
the earth until the ninth hour. 

45 And the sun was darkened, and 
the veil of the temple was rent in 
the midst. 

46 Q And when Jesus had cried 
with a loud voice, he said, Father, 
into hands I commend my spirit: 
and having said thus, he gave up 
the ghost. 

47 Now when the centurion saw 
what was done, he glorified God, 
saying, Certainly this was a right- 
eous man. 

48 And ali the people that came 
together to that sight, beholding the

49 And all his acquaintance, and

0 q And, Saeed there was a man 
oni J oseph, a counsellor: and he 
was a good man, and a just: 

51 (The same had not consented 
to the counsel and deed of them;) 
he was of Arimathæa, a city of the 
Jews: who also himself waited for 
the kingdom of God. 

52 This man went unto Pilate, and 
bessed the body of Jesus. 

53 And, he took it down, and 
wrapped it in linen, and laid it in a 
sepulchre that was hewn in stone, 
wherein never man before was laid.

9 Nicodemus answered and said 
unto him, How can these things be? 

10 Jesus answered and said unto 
him, thou a master of Israel, 
and knowest not these things? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto ‘thee, 
We speak that we do know, and 
testify that we have seen; and ye 
receive not our witness. 

12 have told you earthly 
things, and ye believe not, how 
shall ye believe, if I tell you of 
heavenly things?

And as Moses lifted up the 
ee in the wilderness, even so 
must the Son of man be lifted up:

16 4q For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, 
that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the anid; 
but that the world through him 
might be saved. 

18 @ He that believeth on him is 
not condemned: but he that believ- 
eth not is condemned already, be- 
cause he hath not believed in the 
ar of the only begotten Son of 


19 ‘And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
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and men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God.

CHAPTER 4 


HEN therefore the Lord knew 

how the Pharisees had heard 
that Jesus made and baptized more 
disciples than John, | 

2 (Though Jesus himself baptized 
not, but his disciples,) 

3 He left Judæa, and departed 
again into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go through 
Samaria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city of 
Samaria, which is called Sychar, 
near to the parcel of ground that 
Jacob gave to his son Joseph.

Jesus therefore, being wearied with 
his journey, sat thus on the well:

8 (For his disciples were gone away 
unto the city to buy meat. 

9 Then saith the woman of Sa- 
maria unto him, How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a woman of Samaria? for 
the Jews have no dealings with the 
Samaritans. : 

10 Jesus answered and said unto 
her, If thou knewest the gift of God, 
and who it is that saith to thee, 
Give me to drink; thou wouldest 
have asked of him, and he would 
have given thee living water. 3 

11 The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and 
the well is deep: from whence then 
hast thou that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the well, and 
drank thereof himself, and his chil- 
dren, and his cattle? À 

13 Jesus answered and said unto 
her, Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him 1 
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never thirst; but the water that I | 
shall give him shall be in him a well | 
of water springing up into everlast- 
ing life. : 

15 The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirst not, 
neither come hither to draw. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, call 

usband, and come hither. 

17 The woman answered and said, 
I have no husband. Jesus said unto 

er, Thou hast well said, I have no 

usband: 

18 For thou hast had five hus- 
bands; and he whom thou now hast 
is not thy husband: in that saidst 
thou truly. : ? ; 

19 The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
I perceive that thou art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worshipped in this 
mountain; and ye say, that in Jeru- 
salem is the place where men ought 
to worship. | 

21 Jesus on unto her, Woman, 
believe me, the hour cometh, when 
ye shall neither in this mountain, 
nor yet at Jerusalem, worship the 
Father. i 

22 Ye worship ye know not what: 
we know what we worship: for sal- 
vation is of the Jews. $i 
_23 But the hour cometh, and now 
is, when the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth: for the Father seeketh such 
to worship him. |, 

24 God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth. | : 

25 The woman saith unto him, I 
know that Messias cometh, which 
is called Christ: when he is come, 
he will tell us all things. 

26 Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am he. RUC) 

27 @ And upon this came his dis- 
ciples, and marvelled that he talked 
with the woman: yet no man said, 
What seekest thou? or, Why talkest 
thou with her? 

28 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the city, 
and saith to the men, i 

29 Come, see a man, which told 
me all things that ever I did: is not 
this the Christ? ; 

30 Then they went out of the city, 
and came unto him. 
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31 q In the mean while his disciples 
prayed him, saying, Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto them, I have 
meat to eat that ye know not of. 

3 Therefore said the disciples 
one to another, Hath any man 
brought him aught to eat? 

34 Jesus saith unto them, My meat 
is to do the will of him that sent me, 
and to finish his work. 

35 Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up your 
eyes, and look on the fields; for 
they are white already to harvest. 

36 And he that reapeth receiveth 
wages, and gathereth fruit unto life 
eternal: that both he that soweth 
and he that reapeth may rejoice 
together. 

37 And herein is that saying true, 
One soweth, and another reapeth. 

38 I sent you to reap that whereon 
ye bestowed no labour: other men 

aboured, and ye are entered into 
their labours. 

39 q And many of the Samaritans 
of that city believed on him for the 
saying of the woman, which testi- 
fied, He told me all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Samaritans were 
come unto him, they besought him 
that he would tarry with them: and 
he abode there two days. | 

41 And many more believed be- 
cause of his own word; 

42 And said unto the woman, Now 
we believe, not because of thy say- 
ing: for we have heard him our- 
selves, and know that this is indeed 
the Christ, the Saviour of the world. 

43 q Now after two days he de- 
poea thence, and went into Gali- 

ee 

44 For Jesus himself testified, that 
a erani hath no honour in his own 
coun 

45 Then when he was come into 
Galilee, the Galileans received him, 
having seen ail the things that he 
did at Jerusalem at the feast: for 
they also went unto the feast. 

46 So Jesus came again into Cana 
of Galilee, where he made the water 
wine. And there was a certain noble- 
man, whose son was sick at Caper- 


naum. 
47 When he heard that Jesus was 
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come out of Judza into Galilee, he 
went unto him, and besought him 
that he would come down, and heal 
his son: for he was at the point of 


eath. 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, Ex- 
cept ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto him, 
Sir, come down ere my child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go thy 
way; thy son liveth. And the man 
believed the word that Jesus had 
fon unto him, and he went his 


“ST. And as he was now going down, 
his servants met him, and told him, 
saying, Thy son liveth. 

52 Then inquired he of them the 
hour when he began to amend. And 
they said unto him, Yesterday at the 
seventh hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that i¢ was 
at the same hour, in the which 
Jesus said unto him, Thy son liveth:

CHAPTER 5

42 Hath not the scripture said, 
That Christ cometh of the seed of 
David, and out of the town of Beth- 
lehem, where David was? 
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43 So there was a division among 
the people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have 
taken him; but no man laid hands

45 ¢ Then came the officers to the 
chief priests and Pharisees; and 
they said unto them, Why have ye 
not brought him?

12 Then said they unto him, Where 
is he? He said, I know not. 

13 q They brought to the Pharisees 

m that aforetime was blind. 

14 And it was the sabbath day 
when Jesus made the clay, and 
opened his eyes. 

15 Then again the Pharisees also 
asked him how he had received his 
sight. He said unto them, He put 
clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, 
and do see. 

16 Therefore said some of _the 
Pharisees, This man is not of God, 
because he keepeth not the sabbath 
day. Others said, How can a man 
that is a sinner do such miracles? 
And there was a division among 

em. 

17 They say unto the blind man 
again, What sayest thou of him, that 
he hath opened thine eyes? He 
said, He is a prophet. 

18 But the Jews did not believe 
concerning him, that he had been 
blind, and received his sight, until 
they called the parents of him that 
had received his sight. 

19 And they asked them, saying, 
Is this your son, who ye say was 
— blind? how then doth he now 


S50 His parents answered them and 
said, We know that this is our son, 
and that he was born blind: 

21 But by what means he now 
seeth, we know not; or who hath 
opened his eves, we know not: he 
is of age; ask him: he shall speak for 
himself. à 

22 These words spake his parents, 
because they feared the Jews: for 
the Jews had agreed already, that if 
any man did confess that he was 
Christ, le should be put out of the 
synagogu 

23 Fhereióre said his parents, He 
is of age; ask him 

24 Then again called they the man 
that was blind, and said unto him, 
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Give God the praise: we know that 
this man is a sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whether 
he be a sinner or no, I know not: 
one thing I know, that, whereas I 
was blind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him again, 
What did he to thee? how opened 
he thine eyes? 

27 He answered them, I have told 
you already, and ye did not hear: 
wherefore would ye hear if again? 
will ye also be his disciples? 

28 Then they reviled him, and said, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are 
Mosen disciples. 

S We know that God spake unto 
Moses. as for this fellow, we know 
not from whence he is. 

30 The man answered and said 
unto them, herein is a mar- 
vellous thing, that ye know not from 
whence he is, and yet he hath 
opened mine eyes. 

31 Now we know that God heareth 
not sinners: but if any man be a 
worshipper of God, and doeth his 
will, him he heareth. i 

32 Since the world began was it 
not heard that any man opened the 
eyes of one that was born blind. 

33 If this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 

34 They answered and said unto 
him, Thou wast altogether born in 
sins, and dost thou teach us? And 
they cast him out. 

35 Jesus heard that they had cast 
him out; and when he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou 
believe on the Son of God? 

6 He answered and said, Who is 
ked Lord, that I might believe on 


37 And Jesus said unto him, Thou 
hast both seen him, and it is he that 
talketh with thee 

38 And he said: Lord, I believe. 
And he worshipped him. 

39 @ And Jesus said, For judgment 
I am come into this world, that they 
which see not might see; and that 
they which see might be made blind. 

40 And some of the Pharisees 
which were with heard these 
words, and said unto him, Are we 
blind also? 

4i Jesus said unto them, If ye 
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were blind, ve should have no sin: 
but now ye say, We see; therefore 
your sin remaineth. 


CHAPTER 10 


ERILY, verily, I say unto you, 

He that entereth not by the door 
into the sheepfold, but climbeth up 
some other way, the same is a thief 
and a robber. 

2 But he that entereth in by the 
door i is the shepherd of the sheep. 

3 To him the porter openeth; and 

e sheep hear his voice: and he 

alter his own sheep by name, and 
leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth his 
own sheep, he goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice. 

5 And a stranger will they not 
follow, but will flee from him: for 
they know not the voice of strangers. 

6 This parable spake Jesus unto 
them: but they understood not what 
things they were which he spake 
unto them. 

7 Then said Jesus unto them again, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, I am 
the door of the sheep. 

8 All that ever came before me are 
thieves and robbers: but the sheep 
did not hear them. 3 

9 I am the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall goin and out, and find pasture. 

10 The thief cometh not, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I 
am. come that they might have life, 
and that they might have if more 
Sune ants 

11 I am the good shepherd: the 
good shepherd giveth his life for 
the sheep. 

12 But he that is an hireling, and 
not the shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, seeth the wolf com- 
ing, and leaveth the sheep, and 
fleeth: and the wolf catcheth them, 
and scattereth the sheep. 

13 The hireling fleeth, because he 
is an hireling, and careth not for the 
sheep 

14 T am the good shepherd, and 
know my sheep, and am known of 


mine. 
15 As the Father knoweth me, 
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even so know I the Father: and I 
lay down my life for the sheep. | 

16 And other sheep I have, which 
are not of this fold: them also I 
must bring, and they shall hear my 
voice; and there shail be one fold, 
and one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love 
me, because I lay down my life, 
that I might take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to 
take it again. This commandment 
have I received of my Father. 

19 q There was a division therefore 
again among the Jews for these 


sayings. | 

20 And many of them said, He 
hath a devil, and is mad; why hear 
ye him? : 

21 Others said, These are not the 
words of him that hath a devil. Can 
a devil open the eyes of the blind? 

22 Q And it was at Jerusalem the 
feast of the dedication, and it was 


winter. $ 
_23 And Jesus walked in the temple 
in Solomon’s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round 
about him, and said unto him, How 
long dost thou_make us to doubt? 
If thou be the Christ, tell us plainly. 

25 Jesus answered them, I toid 
you, and ye believed not: the works 
that I do in my Father’s name, they 
bear witness of me. 

26 But ye believe not, because ye 
are not of my sheep, as I said unto 


you. 

27 My sheep hear my voice, and I 
know them, and they follow me: 

28 And I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. 

29 My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than ail; and no man 
is able to pluck them out of my 
Father’s hand. . 

30 Land my Father are one. 

31 Then the Jews took up stones 
again to stone him. 

32 Jesus answered them, Many 
good works have I shewed you from 
my Father; for which of those works 
do ye stone me? d 

33 The Jews answered him, say-

ing, For a good work we stone thee 
not; nen: fok iasphomy: and be- 
cause tha ou, being a man, 
makest thyself God. 

34 Jesus answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said, Ye are 
gods? 

35 if he called them gods, unto 
whom the word of God came, and 
the scripture cannot be broken; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Father 
hath sanctified, and j 
world, Thou blasphemest; because 
I said, Iam the Son of God? 

do not the works of my 
Father, believe me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe 
not me, believe the works: that ye 
may know, and believe, that the 
Father is in me, and I in him. 

39 Therefore they sought again to 
take him: but he escaped out of 
their hand, 

40 And went away again beyond 
jordan into the place where John at 
first baptized; and there he abode. 

4 1d many resorted unto him, 
and said, John did no miracle: but 
ail things that John spake of this 
man were true. i 

42 And many believed on him 
there. 


CHAPTER 11 


OW a certain man was sick, 
named Lazarus, of Bethany, the 
town of Mary and her sister Martha. 
2 (It was that Mary which anointed 
the Lord with ointment, and wiped 
his feet with her hair, whose brother 
Lazarus was sick.) | 

3 Therefore his sisters sent unto 
him, saying, Lord, behold, he whom 
thou lovest is sick. ; 

4 When Jesus heard that, he said, 
This sickness is not unto death, but 
for the glory of God, that the Son of 
God might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jesus loved Martha, and 
her sister, and Lazarus. 

6 When he had heard therefore 
that he was sick, he abode two days 
stili in the same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to Ais 
disciples, Let us go into Judæa 


again. 
8 His disciples say unto him, 
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sent into the | 
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Master, the Jews of late sought to 
stone thee: and goest thou thither 
again? 

9 Jesus answered, Are there not 
twelve hours in the day? If any 
man walk in the day, he stumbleth 
not, pe he seeth the light of 
this wor 

10 But if a man walk in the night, 
he stumbleth, because there is no 
light in him. 

11 These things said he: and after 
that he saith unto them, Our friend 
Lazarus sleepeth; but I go, that I 
may awake him out of sleep. 

12 Then said his disciples, Lord, 
if he sleep, he shall do well. 

13 Howbeit Jesus spake of his 
death: but they thought that he had 
spoken of taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus unto them 
plainly, Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes 
that I was not there, to the intent 
ye may believe; nevertheless let us 
go unto him. 

16 Then said Thomas, which is 
called Didymus, unto his fellow- 
disciples, Let us also go, that we 
may Gie with him. 

17 Then when Jesus came, he 
found that he had /ain in the grave 
four days already. 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto 
J erusalem, about fifteen furlongs 


io And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she 
heard that Jesus was coming, went 
and met him: but Mary sat still in 
the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. 

22 But I know, that even now, 
whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, 
God wiil give 7f thee. 

23 Jesus saith unto Thy 
brother shall rise again. 

Martha saith unto him, I know 
that he shail rise again in the 
resurrection at the last day. 

25 Jesus said unto her, I am the 
resurrection, and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though ‘he were 
dead, yet shall he live: 
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26 And whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die. Be- 
ieee thou this? 

She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: 
I ote that thou art the Christ, 
the Son of God, which should come 
a the world. 

8 And when she had so said, she 
et her way, and called Mary her 
sister secretly, saying, The Master 
is come, and calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she heard that, she 
arose quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come 
into the town, but was in that place 
where Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with 
her in the house, and comforted her, 
when they saw Mary, that she rose 
up hastily and went out, followed 
her, saying, She goeth unto the 
grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come 
where Jesus was, and saw him, she 
fell down at his feet, saying unto 
him, Lord, if thou hadst been here, 
my brother had not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weeping 
which came with her, he groaned in 
the spirit, and was troubled, 

d said, Where have ye laid 
him? They said unto him, Lord, 
come and see. 

35 Jesus wept. 

36 Then said the Jews, Behold 
how he loved him! 

37 And some of them said, Could 
not this man, which opened the eyes 
of the blind, have caused that even 
this man should not have died? 

38 Jesus therefore again groaning 
in himself cometh to the grave. It 
was a cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

39 Jesus said, Take ye away the 
stone. Martha, the sister of him 
that was dead, saith unto him, Lord, 
by this time he stinketh: for he hath 
been dead four days. 

40 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not 
unto thee, that, if thou wouldest 
believe, thou shouldest see the 
glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the stone 
from the blace where the dead was 
laid. And Jesus lifted up his eyes, 
and said, Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast heard me. 
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42 And I knew that thou hearest 
me always: but because of the 
people which stand by I said if, that 
they may believe that thou hast 
sent me. 

43 And when he thus had spoken, 
he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, 
come forth. | 

44 And he that was dead came 
forth, bound hand and foot with 
graveclothes: and his face was 
bound about with a napkin. Jesus 
saith unto them, Loose him, and 
let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which 
came to Mary, and had seen the 
things which Jesus did, believed 
on him. 

46 But some of them went their 
ways to the Pharisees, and told 
them what things Jesus had done. 
47 @ Then gathered the chief 
priests and the Pharisees a council, 
and said, What do we? for this man 
doeth many miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all 
men will believe on him: and the 
Romans shall come and take away 
both our place and nation. ; 

d one of them, named Caia- 
phas, being the high priest that 
same year, said unto them, Ye know 
nothing at all, . Sac) 

50 Nor consider that it is expe- 
dient for us, that one man should 
die for the people, and that the 
whole nation perish not. i 

51 And this spake he not of him- 
self: but being high priest that year, 
he prophesied that Jesus should die 
for that nation; 3 

52 And not for that nation only, 
but that also he should gather to- 
gether in one the children of God 
that were scattered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they 
took counsel together for to put him 
to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more 
openly among the Jews; but went 
thence unto a country near to the 
wilderness, into a city called Ephra- 
im, and there continued with his 
disciples. 

55 @ And the Jews’ passover was 
nigh at hand: and many went out of 
the country up to Jerusalem before 
the passover, to purify themselves. 
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56 Then sought they for Jesus, 
and spake among themselves, as 
they stood in the temple, What 
think ye, that he will not come to 
Ey Nov ‘both the chief

CHAPTER 12 


HEN Jesus six days before the 
passover came to Bethany,

3 Then took Mary a pound of oint- 
ment of spikenard, very costly, and 
anointed the feet of Jesus, and 
wiped his feet with her hair: and 
the house was filled with the odour 
of the ointment. an es 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, which 
should betray him, 

was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred pence, and given 
to the poor? |. 

6 This he said, not that he cared 
for the poor; but because he was a 
thief, and had the bag, and bare 
what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jesus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath 
she kept this. f 

8 For the poor always ye have with 
you; but me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there: and 
they came not for Jesus’ sake only, 
but that they might see Lazarus 
aiso, whom he had raised from the 


ead. 
10 q But the chief priests consulted 
that they might put Lazarus also to 


eath; ; 
11 Because that by reason of him 
many of the Jews went away, and 
believed on Jesus. 
12 q On the next day much people 
that were come to the feast, when 
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they heard that Jesus was coming 
to Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet, him, and 
cried, Hosanna: Blessed is the King 
ct israel) that cometh in the name of 

e 

14 And Jesus, when he had found 
a vouas ass, sat thereon; as it is 
writ 

15 Fear not, daughter of Sion: 
behold, thy King cometh, sitting on 
an ass’s colt. 

16 These things understood not 
his disciples at the first: but when 
Jesus was glorified, then remem- 
bered they that these things were 
written of him, and that they had 
done these things unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was 
with him when he called Lazarus 
out of his grave, and raised him 
from the dead, bare record. 

18 For this cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that 
he had done this miracle. 

The Pharisees therefore said 
among themselves, Perceive ye how 
ye prevail nothing? behold, the 
world is gone after him. | 

20 And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to wor- 
ship at the feast: 

21 The same came therefore to 
Philip, which was of Bethsaida of 
Galilee, and desired him, saying, 
aoe we would see Jesus. 

2 Philip cometh and telleth An- 
ae: and again Andrew and Philip 
tell Jesus. 

23, q And Jesus answered them, 
saying, The hour is come, that the 
Son of man should be glorified. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except a corn of wheat fall into the 
ground and die, it abideth alone: 
ou i it die, it bringeth forth much 


“OS Fe that loveth his life shail lose 
it; and he that hateth his life in this 
world shall keep it unto life eternal. 

26 Ii any man serve me, let him 
follow me; and where I am, there 
shall also my servant be: if any man 
serve me, will my Father 
honour. 

27 Now is my soul troubled; and 
what shall I say? Father, save me 
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from this hour: but for this cause 
came I unto this hour. 

28 Father, glorify thy name. Then 
came there a voice from heaven, 
saying, | have both glorified it, and 
will glorify it again. 

29 The people therefore, that stood 
by, and heard it, said that it thun 
dered: others said, An angel spake 
to him. 

30 Jesus answered and said, This 
voice came not because of me, but 
for your sakes. 

31 Now is the judgment of. this 
world: now shail the prince of this 
world be cast out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth, will draw all men unto me. 

3 This he said, signifying what 
death he should die 

34 The people PE him, We 
have heard out of the law that 
Christ abideth for ever: and how 
sayest thou, The Son of man must 
be lifted up? who is this Son of 
man? 

35 Then Jesus said unto them, 
Yet a little while is the light with 
you. Walk while ye have the light, 
lest darkness come upon you: for 
he that walketh in darkness know- 
eth not whither he goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe 
in the light, that ye may be the 
children of light. These things spake 
Jesus, and departed, and did hide 
Sar i from them. 

7 € But though he had done so 
S miracles before them, yet 
they believed not on him: 

38 That the saying of Esaias the 
prophet might be fulfilled, which he 

spake, Lord, wao. hath believed our 
report? and to whom hath 
of the Lord been revealed? 

39 Therefore they could not be- 
Benes because that Esaias said 


“20 0 He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they 
should not see with fheir eyes, nor 
understand with their heart, and be 
converted, and I should heal them 

41 These things said Esaias, hea 
he saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 ( Nevertheless among the chief 
rulers also many believed on him; 
but because of the Pharisees they 
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did not confess him, lest they should 
be put out of the synagogue: 

43 For they loved the praise of 
men more than the praise of God. 

44 Q Jesus cried and said, He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on 
= but on him that sent me. 

45 And he that seeth me seeth 
that sent me. 

I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever believeth on 
me should not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, 
and believe not, I judge not: 
for I came not to judge the world, 
but to save the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that 
judgeth him: the word that I have 
spoken, the same shail judge him 
in the last day. 

49 For I have not spoken of myself; 
but the Father which sent me, he 
gave me a commandment, what I 
should say, and what I should 


speak. 

50 And I know tbat his command- 
ment is life everlasting: whatsoever 
I speak therefore, even as the 
Father said unto me, so I speak. 


CHAPTER 13 


OW before the feast of the 

passover, when Jesus knew that 
his hour was come that he should 
depart out of this world unto the 
Father, having loved his own which 
were in the world, he loved them 
unto the end. 

2 And supper being ended, the 
devil having now put into the heart 
of Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, to 
betray him;

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7 Jesus a and said unto 

at I do thou knowest not 

now; but thou shalt know here- 
er. 

8 Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt 
never wash my feet. Jesus answered 

I wash thee not, thou hast 
no part with me. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him, 
Lord, not my feet only, but also my 
hands and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him, He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit: 
and ye are clean, but not all. 

11 For he knew who should betray 
him; therefore said he, Ye are not 


clean 

12 So S olier he as washed their 
feet, and had taken his garments, 
and was set Sein again, he said 
unto them, Know ye what I have 
done to you? 

13 Ye call me Master and. Lord: 
and ye say well; for so I am. 

If I then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ye also 
ought to wash one another’s feet. 

15 For I have given you an 
example, that ye should do as I 
have done to you. ł 

16 Verily, verily, I say*unto you, 
The seryant is not greater than his 
lord; neither he that is sent greater 
than he that sent him 

17 If ye know these things, happy 
are ye if ye do them. 

18 q I speak not of you all: I know 
whom I haye chosen: but that the 
scripture may be fulfilled, He that 
eateth bread with me hath lifted up 
his heel against me. 

19 Now I tell you before it come, 
that, when it is come to pass, ye 
may believe that I am he. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that receiveth whomsoever I 
send receiveth me; and he that re- 
eeepui me receiveth him that sent 


not When Jesus had thus said, he 
was troubled in spirit, and testified, 
and said, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, that one of you shall betray 


me. 

22 Then the disciples looked one 
omianotlier, doubting of whom he 
spake. 
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23 Now there was leaning on 
Jesus’ bosom one of his disciples, 
whom Jesus loved. 

24 Simon Peter therefore beck- 
oned to him, that he should ask who 
it should be of whom he spake. 

25 He then lying on Jesus’ breast 
saith unto him, Lord, who is it? 

26 Jesus answered, He it is, to 
whom I shall give a sop, when I 
have Joed it. And when he had 
dipped the sop, he gave it to Judas 
Iscariot, the son of Simon. 

27 And after the sop Satan pes 
into him. Then said Jesus unto 
That thou doest, do quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew 
for what intent he spake this unto 


29 For some of them thought, be- 
cause Judas had the bag, that Jesus 
had said unto him, Buy those things 
that we have need of against the 
feast; or, that he should give some- 
thing to the poor. 

30 He then having received the 
sop went immediately out: and it 
was night. 

31 Q Therefore, when he was gone 
out, Jesus said, Now is the Son of 
man glorified, and God is glorified 


n him 

32 If God be glorified i in him, God 
shall also glorify him in himself, 
and shall straightway glorify him. 

33 Little children, yet a little while 
I am with you. Ye shall seek me: 
and as I said unto the Jews, Whither 
I go, ye cannot come; so now I say 
to you. 

34 A new commandment I give 
unto you, That ye love one another; 
as I have loved you, that ye also 
love one another. 

35 By this shail all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love 
one to another. 

Simon Peter said unto him, 
Lord, whither goest thou? Jesus 
answered him, Whither I go, thou 
canst not follow me now; but thou 
shalt follow me afterwards. 

37 Peter said unto him, Lord, why 
cannot I follow thee now? I will lay 
down my life for thy sake. 

38 Jesus answered him, Wilt thou 
lay down thy life for my sake? 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, The 
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cock shall not crow, till thou hast 
denied me thrice. 


CHAPTER 14 


ET not your heart be troubled: 
wee believe in God, believe also 


5 Ta my Father’s house are many 
mansions: if it were not so, I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a 
place for you. 

3 And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and re- 
ceive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also.

4 4 Pilate therefore went forth again, 
and saith unto them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye may know 
that I find no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate saith unto them, 
Behold the man! 

6 When the chief priests therefore 
and officers saw him, they cried put 
saying, Crucify him, crucify h 
Pilate saith unto them, Take ms 
him, and crucify him: for I find no 
fault in him. 

7 The Jews answered him, We 
have a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, because he made himself the 
Son of God. 

8 ( When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more afraid; 

9 And went again into the judg- 
ment hall, and saith unto Jesus, 
Whence art thou? But Jesus gave 
him no answer. _._ : 

10 Then saith Pilate unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me? know- 
est thou not that I have power to 
crucify thee, and have power to 
release thee? 

11 Jesus answered, Thou couldest 
have no power ai all against me, 
except it were given thee from 
above: therefore he that delivered 
me unto thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate 
sought to release him: but the Jews 
cried out, saying, If thou let this 
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man go, thou art not Czsar’s friend: 
whosoever maketh himself a 
eg against Cæsar. 

13 A When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jesus forth, 
and sat down in the judgment seat 
in a place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

14 And it was the preparation of 
the passover, and about the sixth 
hour: and he saith unto the Jews, 
Behold your King! 

15 But they ae out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Shall I cru- 
cify your King? The chief priests 
answesgd, We have no king but 


16 Then delivered he him there- 
fore unto them to be crucified. And 
they took Jesus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his cross went 
forth into a place called the place 
of a skull, which is called in the 
Hebrew Golgotha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either side 
one, and Jesus in the midst. 

19 q And eee wrote a pee, and 
put z¢ on the cross. And writing 
was, a ESUS OF NAZARETH THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews: for the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of 
the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The 
King of the Jews; but that he said, 
I am King of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have 
written I have written. 

23 q Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his 
coat: now the coat was without 
ene woven from the top through- 
ou 

24 They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, but 
cast lots for it, whose it shall be: 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, They parted my rai- 
ment among them, and for my ves- 
ture they did cast lots. These things 
therefore the soldiers did. 
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25 { Now there stood by the cross 
of Jesus his mother, and his mo- 
ther’s sister, Mary the wife of 
Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom he loved, he paith unto his 
mother, Woman, behol d thy son! 

27 Then saith he to the disciple, 
Behold thy mother! And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto his 
own home. 

28 q After this, Jesus knowing that 
all s were now accomplished, 
that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
saith, I thirst. 

29 N ow there was set a vessel full 
of vinegar: and they filled a sponge 
with vinegar, and ae it upon hys- 
sop, and put 7f to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said, It is 
finished: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross 
on the sabbath day, (for that sab- 
bath day was an high day,) besought 
Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might be 
taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and 
brake the legs of the first, and of 


the other which was crucified with 


m. 

33 But when they came to Jesus, 
and saw that he was dead already, 
they brake not his legs: 

34 But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced his side, and forth- 
pib came there out blood and 


wate 

35 And he that saw if bare record, 
and his record is true: and he know- 
eth that he saith true, that ye might 
believe. ? 

36 For these things were done, 
that the scripture should be fulfilled, 
A bone of him shall not be broken. 

37 And again another scripture 
saith, They shall look on him whom 
they pierced. : 

38 q And after this Joseph of 
Arimathea, being a disciple of 
Jesus, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews, besought Pilate that he might 
take away the body of Jesus: and 
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Pilate gave him leave. He came 
nes and took the body of 
esus 

39 And there came also Nicode- 
mus, which at the first came to 
Jesus by night, and brought a mix- 
ture of myrrh and aloes, about an 

undred pound weight. 

40 Then took they the body of 
Jesus, and wound it in linen clothes 
with the spices, as the manner of 
the Jews is to bury. | 

41 Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden; and 
in the garden a new sepulchre, 
wherein was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they J esus therefore 
because of the Jews’ preparation

CHAPTER 20 


HE first day of the week cometh 

Mary Magdalene early, when it 
was yet dark, unto the sepulchre, 
and seeth the stone taken away 
from the sepulchre.

6 Then cometh Simon Peter fol- 
lowing him, and went into the sepul- 
chre, and seeth the linen clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in a 
place by itself. 

8 Then went in also that other dis- 
ciple, which came first to the sepul- 
chre, and he saw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the 
Scripture, that he must rise again 
from the dead. 
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10 Then the disciples went away 
again unto their own home. 

11 { But Mary stood without at the 
sepulchre weeping: and as she 
wept, she stooped down, and looked 
into the sepulchre, 

d seeth two angels in white 
sitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body of 
Jesus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto 
them, Because they have taken 
away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid him 

d when she had thus said, 
she turned herself back, and saw 
Jesus standing, and knew not that 
it was Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? whom seekest 
thou? She, supposing him to be the 
gardener, saith unto him, Sir, i 
thou have borne him hence, teil Bie 
where thou hast laid him, and I will 
take him away. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Mary. 
She turned herself, and saith unto 
him, Rabboni; which is to Say; 
Master. 

17 Jesus saith unto her, Touch me 
not; for I am not yet ascended to 
my Father: but go to my brethren, 
and say unto them, I ascend unto 
my Father, and your Father; and to 
my God, and your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and 
told the disciples that she had seen 
the Lord, and that he had spoken 
these things unto her. 

19 Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, 
when the doors were shut where 
the es were assembled for 
fear of the Jews, came Jesus and 
stood in the midst, and saith unto 
Men, Peace be unto you. 

0 And when he had so said, he 
ea unto them fis hands ‘and 
his side. Then were the disciples 
glad, when they saw the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. 

2 And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
them, Receive ye the Holy Ghost: 

23 Whose soever sins ye remit, 
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they are remitted unto them; and 
whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained. 

24 ( But Thomas, one of the 
twelve, called Didymus, was not 
with them when Jesus came. 

25 The other disciples therefore 
said unto him, We have seen the 
Lord. But he said unto them, Except 
I shall see in his hands the print of 
the nails, and put my finger into the 
print of the nails, and thrust my 

d into his side, I will not believe. 

26 { And after eight days again his 
disciples were wi , and Thomas 
with them: then came Jesus, the 
doors being shut, and stood in the 
midst, and said, Peace be unto you. 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, Reach 

ither thy finger, and behold my 
hands; and reach hither thy hand, 
and st ¿t into my side: and be 
not faithless, but believing. 

2 Thomas answered and said 
unto him, My Lord and my God. 

29 Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, 
because thou hast seen me, thou 
hast believed: blessed are they that 
have not seen, and yet have be- 
lieved. 

30 Q And many other signs a 
did Jesus in the presence of 
disciples, which are not written in 
this book: 

31 But these are written, that ye 
might believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the Son of God; and that 
believing ye might have life through 
his name. 


CHAPTER 21 


FTER these things Jesus shewed 

himself again to the disciples at 
the sea of Tiberias; and on this 
wise shewed he himself. 

2 There were together Simon 
Peter, and Thomas called Didymus, 
and Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, 
and the sons of Zebedee, and two 
other of his disciples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, I 
go a fishing. They say unto him, We 
aiso go with thee. They went forth, 
and entered into a ship immedi- 
ater and that night they caught 


"4 But when the morning was now 


Christ appeareth again 


come, Jesus stood on the shore: but 
the disciples knew not that it was 
esus. 

5 Then Jesus saith unto them, 
Children, have ye any meat? They 
answered , No. 

6 And he said unto them, Cast the 
net on the right side of the ship, 
and ye shall find. They cast there- 
fore, and now they were not able to 
draw it for the multitude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple whom 
Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It is 
the Lord. Now when Simon Peter 
heard that it was the Lord, he girt 
his fisher’s coat unto him, (for he 
was naked,) and did cast himself 
into the sea. 

8 And the other disciples came in 

a Sitti ship; (for they were not far 

from land, but as it were two hun- 

qed cubits,) dragging the net with 
shes. 

9 As soon then as they were come 
to land, they saw a fire of coals 
there, and fish laid thereon, and 
bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them, Bring of 

e fish which ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, 
an hundred and fifty and three: and 
for all there were so many, yet was 
not the net broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them, Come 
and dine. And none of the disciples 
durst ask him, Who art thou ? 
ing that it was the Lord. 

13 Jesus then cometh, and taketh 
bread, and giveth them, and fish 
likewise. 

14 This is now the third time that 
Jesus shewed himself to his dis- 
ciples, after that he was risen from 
the dead. 

15 d So when they had dined, 
Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, 
son of Jonas, lovest thou me more 
than these? He saith unto him, 
Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love 
thee. He saith unto him, Feed my 


lambs. 
16 He saith to him again the 


know-

second time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me? He saith unto 

Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love 
aes He saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest 
thou me? Peter was grieved be- 
cause he said unto him the third 
time, Lovest thou me? And he said 
unto him, Lord, thou knowest ail 
things; thou knowest that I love 
thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed 
my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
When thou wast young, thou gird- 
edst thyself, and walkedst whither 
thou wouldest: but when thou shalt 
be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy 
hands, and another shall gird thee, 
ad carry thee whither thou would- 
es 

19 This spake he, signifying b 
what death he should glorify God. 
And when he had spoken this, he 
saith unto him, Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, 
seeth the disciple whom Jesus loved 
following; which also leaned on his 
breast at supper, and said, Lord, 
which is he that betrayeth thee? 

21 Peter seeing him saith to Jesus, 
Lord, and what shall this man 

o 


22 Jesus saith unto him, If I will 
that he tarry till I come, what is 
that to thee? follow thou me. 

23 Then went this saying abroad 
among the brethren, that that dis- 
ciple should not die: yet Jesus said 
not unto him, He shail not die; but, 
If I wiil that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee? 

24 This is the disciple which testi- 
fieth of these things, and wrote 
these things: and we know that his 
testimony is true. 

5 And there are also many other 
things which Jesus did, the which, 
if they should be written every one, 
I suppose that even the world itself 
could not contain the books that 
should be written. Amen. 
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CHAPTER 1 


ie former treatise have I made, 
O Theophilus, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through the 
Holy Ghost had given command- 
ments unto the apostles whom he 
had chosen: 

3 To whom also he shewed himself 
alive after his passion by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of the 
el pertaining to the kingdom of 


4 And, being Enia he together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jeru- 
salem, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye 
pave, heard of me. 

For John truly baptized with 
water; but ye shall be baptized with 
the Holy Ghost not many days 
hence. 

6 When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying, 
Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Israel? 

7 And he said unto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
gearons, which the Father hath put 

n his own power. 

"3 But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the oer part of the earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up; and a cloud received him 
out of their sight. 

d while they looked sted- 
fastly toward heaven as he went up, 
behoid, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of 
Galilee, why stand ye gazing up 
into heaven? this same Jesus, which 
is taken up from you into heaven, 
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shall so come in like manner as ye 
have seen him go into heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jeru- 
salem from the mount called Olivet, 
which is from Jerusalem a sabbath 
day’s journey. 

13 And when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where shone both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, James the son of Alpheus, 
and Simon Zelotes, and Judas the 
brother of James. . a 

14 These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the 
mother of Jesus, and with his 
brethren. | 

15 q And in those days Peter stood 
up in the midst of the disciples, and 
said, (the number of names together 
were about an hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this scrip- 
ture must needs have been fulfilled, 
which the Holy Ghost by the mouth 
of David spake before concerning 
Judas, which was guide to them 
that took Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with us, 
and had obtained part of this minis- 


try 

18 Now this man purchased a field 
with the reward of iniquity; an 
falling headlong, he burst eudaf 
in the midst, and all his bowels 
gushed out. 

19 And it was known uate all the 
dwellers at Jerusalem; insomuch as 
that field is called in their proper 
tongue, Aceldama, that is to say, 
The field of blood. 

20 For it is written in the book of 
Psaims, Let his habitation be deso- 
late, and let no man dwell therein: 
and his bishoprick let another take. 

21 Wherefore of these men which 
have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out 
among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of 
John, unto that same day that he

was taken up from us, must one be 
ordained to be a witness with us of 
his resurrection. , 

23 And they appointed two, Joseph 
called Barsabas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matthias. : 

24 And they prayed, and said, 
Thou, Lord, which knowest the 
hearts of all men, shew whether of 
these two thou hast chosen, : 

25 That he may take part of this 
ministry and apostleship, from which 
Judas by transgression fell, that he 
might go to his own place. . 

26 And they gave forth their lots; 
and the lot fell upon Matthias; and 
he was numbered with the eleven 
apostles. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a 
sound from heaven as of a rushing 
mighty wind, and it filled all the 
house where they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire, and it 
sat upon each of them. i 

4 And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues, as the Spirit 
gave them utterance. __ 

And there were dwelling at Jeru- 
salem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven. 

6 Now when this was noised 
abroad, the multitude came to- 
gether, and were confounded, be- 
cause that every man heard them 
speak in his own language. 

7 And they were all amazed and 
marvelled, saying one to another, 
Behold, are not all these which 
speak Galileans? = 

8 And how hear we every man in 
our own tongue, wherein we were 
born? : i 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and 
Elamites, and the dwellers in Meso- 
potamia, and in Judæa, and Cappa- 
docia, in Pontus, and Asia, , 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in 
Egypt, and in the parts of Libya 
about Cyrene, and strangers of 
Rome, Jews and proselytes, 
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11 Cretes and Arabians, we do 
hear them speak in our tongues the 
wonderful works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, 
and were in doubt, saying one to 
another, What meaneth this? 

13 Others mocking said, These 
men are full of new wine. s 

14 q But Peter, standing up with 
the eleven, lifted up his voice, and 
said unto them, Ye men of Judæa, 
and all ye that dwell at Jerusalem, 
be this known unto you, and 
hearken to my words: 

15 For these are not drunken, as 
ye suppose, seeing it is but the 
third hour of the day. : 

16 But this is that which was 
spoken by the prophet Joel; | 

17 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour out 
of my Spirit upon all flesh: and your 


‘sons and your daughters shall pro- 


phesy, and your young men shali 
see visions, and your old men shall 
dream dreams: 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and they 
shall prophesy: s 

19 And I will shew wonders in 
heaven above, and signs in the 
earth beneath; blood, and fire, and 
vapour of smoke: E 

20 The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, 
before that great and notable day 
of the Lord come: 

21 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall on the name of 
the Lord shall be saved. 

22 Ye men of Israel, hear these 
words; Jesus of Nazareth, a man 
approved of God among you by 
miracles and wonders and signs, 
which God did by him in the midst 
of you, as ye yourselves also know: 

23 Him, being delivered by the 
determinate counsel and foreknow- 
ledge of God, ye have taken, and 
by wicked hands have crucified and 


slain: 

24. Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death: 
because it was not possible that he 
should be holden of it. 

25 For David speaketh concerning 
him, I foresaw the Lord always be- 
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fore my face, for he is on my right 
d, that I should not be moved: 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, 
and my tongue was glad; moreover 
also my flesh shail rest in hope: 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell, neither wilt thou suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me 
the ways of life; thou shalt make me 
full of joy with ‘thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch 
David, that he is both dead and 
buried, and his sepulchre is with us 
unto this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of 
his loins, according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to sit on his 


one; 

31 He seeing this before spake of 
the resurrection of Christ, that his 
soul was not left in hell, neither his 
flesh did see corruption. 

32 This Jesus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. . 

33 Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promise 
of the Holy Ghost, he hath shed 
forth this, which ye now see and 

ear 

34 For David is not ascended into 
the heavens: but he saith himself, 
The LORD said unto my Lord, Sit 
theu on my right hand, 

35 Until I make thy foes thy foot- 


stool. 

36 Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly, that God 
hath made that same Jesus, whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ. 3 
37 q Now when they heard źhis, 
they were pricked in their heart, 
and said unto Peter and to the rest 
of the apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do? | 

38 Then Peter said unto them, 
Repent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye 
Anall eS eIve the gift of the Holy 

ost. 

39 For the promise is unto you, 
and to your children, and to all that 
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are afar off, even as many as the 
Lord our God shall call. iah 

40 And with many other words did 
he testify and exhort, saying, Save 
yourselves from this untoward gen- 
eration, ? 

41 q Then they that gladly received 
his word were baptized: and the 
same day there were added unto 
mem about three thousand souls. 

2 And they continued stedfastly 
in e apostles’ doctrine and fellow- 
ship, and in breaking of bread, and 
in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon eyery soul: 
and many wonders and signs were 
done by the apostles, 

44 And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things common; 

d sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. — —_ | 

46 And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and 
breaking bread from house to 
house, did eat their meat with 
gladness and singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord 
added to the church daily such as 
should be saved. 


CHAPTER 3 


Now Peter and John went up 
together into the temple at the 
hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. 

And a certain man lame from 
his mother’s womb was carried, 
whom they laid daily at the gate of 
the temple which is called Beautiful, 
to ask alms of them that entered 
into the temple; 

Who seeing Peter ‘and John 
about to go into the temple asked 
an alms. 

4 And Peter, fastening his eyes 
upon him with John, said, Look 
on us.

9 And all the people saw him 
walking and praising God: 

10 And they knew that it was he 
which sat for alms at the Beautiful 
gate of the temple: and they were 
filled with wonder and amazement 
at that which had happened unto 


11 And as the lame man which 
was healed held Peter and John, all 
the people ran together unto them 
in the porch thatis called Solomon’s, 
che wondering. 

2 4 And when Peter saw if, he 
ana unto the people, Ye men 
of Israel, why marvel ye at this? 
or why look ye so earnestly on us, 
as though by our own power or 
holiness we had made this man to 


walk? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob, the God of our 
fathers, hath glorified his Son Je- 
sus; whom ye delivered up, and 
denied him in the presence of Pi- 
late, when he was determined te 
let him go. . 

14 But ye denied the Holy One 
and the Just, and desired a mur- 
derer to be granted unto you; 

15 And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the 
dead; whereof we are witnesses. | 

16 his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man 
strong, whom ye see and know: 
yea, the faith which is by him hath 
given him this perfect soundness in 
the presence of you ail. 

And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did it, as did 
also your rulers. | 

18 But those things, which Ged 
before had shewed by the mouth of 
all his prophets, that Christ should 
suffer, he hath so fulfilled. 

19 ( Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of re- 
freshing shall come from the pres- 
ence of the Lord; 

20 And he shail ‘send Jesus Christ, 
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which before was preached unto 
you 

21 Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of ail 
things, which God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets 
Sint the world began. 

2 For Moses truly said unto the 
foie A prophet shall the Lord 
your God raise up unto you of your 
brethren, like unto me; im s 
ye hear in all things whatsoever he 
shall say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
every soul, which will not hear that 
prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from 
Samuel and those that follow after, 
as many as have spoken, have like- 
wise foretold of these days. 

25 Ye are the children of the pro- 
phets, and of the covenant which 
God made with our fathers, saying 
unto Abraham, And in thy seed 
shall all the kindreds of the earth 
be blessed. 

26 Unto you first God, having 
raised up his Son Jesus, sent him to 
bless you, in turning away every one 
of you from his iniquities. 


CHAPTER 4 
ND as they spake unto the 
people, the priests, and the 


captain of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees, came upon them, 

2 Being grieved that they taught 
the people, and preached through 
Jesus the resurrection from the 


dead. 

3 And they laid hands on them, 
and put them in hold unto the next 
day: for it was now eventide. 

4. Howbeit many of them which 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men was about five 
thousand. 

5 @ And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that their rulers, and elders, 
and scribes, 

6 And Annas the high priest, and 
Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, 
and as many as were of the kindred 
of the high priest, were gathered 
together at Jerusalem. 

And when they had set them in 
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the midst, they asked, By what

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of 
the people, and elders of Israel, 

9 If we this day be examined of 
the good deed done to the impotent 
man, by what means he is made 
whole; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and 
to all the people of Israel, that by 
the name of Jesus Christ of N aza- 
reth, whom ye crucified, whom God 
raised from the dead, even by him 

oth this man stand here before 
waa whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set 
at nought of you builders, which is 
become the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other 
name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved. 

13 q Now when they saw the bold- 
ness of Peter and John, and per- 
ceiyed that they were unlearned 
and ignorant men, they marvelled; 
and they took knowledge of them, 
that they had been with Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, 
they could say nothing against it. 

15 But when they had commande 
them to go aside out of the coun- 
cil, they conferred among them- 
selves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to 
these men? for that indeed a not- 
able miracle hath been done by 
them is manifest to all them that 
en in Jerusalem; and we cannot 

en 

17 Bat that it spread no further 
among the people, let us straitly 
threaten them, that they speak 
henceforth to no man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and 
commanded them not to speak at 
all nor teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered 
and said unto them, Whether it be 
right in the sight of God to hearken 
unto you more than unto God, 
judge ye. 

20 For we cannot but speak the 
tings which we have seen and 

eard, 
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21 So when they had further 
threatened them, they let them go, 
finding nothing how they might 
punish them, because of the peo- 
ple: for ail men glorified God for 

t which was done. 

22 For the man was aboye forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 
healing was shewed. ` 

23 q And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported 
all that the chief priests and elders 
had said unto them 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with 
one accord, and said, Lord, thou 
art God, which hast made heaven, 
and e arth, and the sea, and all that 
in them is: 

25 Who by the mouth of thy ser- 
vant David hast said, Why did the 
heathen ae zo the people imag- 
ine vain 

26 The iE of the earth stood 
up, and the rulers were gathered 
together against the Lord, and 
against his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy 
child Jesus, whom thou hast an- 
ointed, both Herod, and Pontius 
Pilate, with the Gentiles, and the 
people of Israel, were gathered 
together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before 
to be done. i 

29 And now, Lord, behold their 
threatenings: and grant unto 
servants, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand 
to heal; and that signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy 
Bo child Jesus. 

31 q And when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together; and they 
were all filled with the Holy Ghost, 
am oe opa spake the word of God 
wi oldness 

32 And the multitude of them that 
believed were of one heart and of 
one soul: neither said any of them 
that aught of the things which he 
possessed was his own; but they 
had all things common. 

33 And with great power gave the 
apostles witness of the resurrection 
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of the Lord Jesus: and great grace 
was upon them all. 

34 Neither was there any among 
them that lacked: for as many as 
were possessors of lands or houses 
sold them, and brought the prices 
of the things that were sold, 

35 And laid them. down at the 
apostles’ feet: and distribution was 
made unto every man according as 
he had need. 

36 And Joses, who by the apostles 
was surnamed Barnabas, (which is, 
being interpreted, The son of con- 
solation,) a Levite, and of the coun- 
try of Cyprus, 

37 Having land, sold if, and 
brought the money, and laid i¢ at 
the apostles’ feet. 


CHAPTER 5 


UT a certain man named Ana- 

nias, with Sapphira his wife, 
sold a possession, 

2 And kept back dart of the price, 
his wife also being privy to it, and 
brought a certain part, and laid it 
at the apostles’ feet. 

But Peter said, Ananias, why 
hath Satan filled thine heart to lie 
to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back 
bart of the price of the land? | 

4 Whiles it remained, was it not 
thine own? and after it was sold, 
was it not in thine own power? 
why hast thou conceived this thing 
in thine heart? thou hast not lied 
unto men, but unto God. 

d Ananias hearing these words 
fell down, and gave up the ghost: 
and great fear came on all them 
pee heard these things. 

the young men arose, 
eo him up, and carried Aim out, 
and buried him. 

And it was about the space of 
three hours after, when his wife, 
not knowing what was done, came 


"8 And Peter answered unto her, 
Tell me whether ye sold the land 
for so much? And she said, Yea, for 
so much. ! 

9 Then Peter said unto her, How 
is it that ye have agreed together to 
tempt the Spirit of the Lord? be- 
hold, the feet of them which have 
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buried thy husband we at the door, 
and shall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell she down straightway 
at his feet, and yielded up the 
ghost: and the young men came in, 
and found her dead, and, carrying 
her oF ea buried her by her hus- 


11 And great fear came upon all 
the church, and upon as many as 
heard these things. 

12 And by the hands of the 
apostles were many signs and won- 
ders wrought among the peopie: 
(and they were all with one accord 
in Solomon’s porch. 

_13 And of the rest durst no man 
join himself to them: but the people 
magnified them. 

14 And believers were the more 
added to the Lord, multitudes both 
of men and women.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought 
forth the sick into the streets, and 
laid them on beds and couches, that 
at the least the shadow of Peter 
passing by might overshadow some 
of them. 

16 There came also a multitude 
out of the cities round about unto 
Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, an 
them which were vexed with un- 
clean spirits: and they were healed 
every one. 

17 q Then the high priest rose up, 
and all they that were with 
(which is the sect of the Sadducees3 
and were filled with indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the 
apostles, and put them in the com- 
mon prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the 
temple to the people all the words 
of this life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
morning, and taught. But the high 
priest came, and they that were 
with him, and called the council 
together, and all the senate of the 
children of Israel, and sent to the 
prison to have them brought. 

2 But when the officers came, 
a found them not in the prison, 
they returned, and told, 
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23 Saying, The prison truly found 
we shut with all safety, and the 
keepers standing without before the 
doors: but when we had opened, 
we found no man wi 

24 Now when the high priest and 
the captain of the temple and the 
chief priests heard these things, 
they doubted of them whereunto 
this would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in prison are standing in the 
temple, and teaching the pene 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without 
violence: for they feared the people, 
lest they should have been stoned. 

d when they had brought 
them, they set them before the 
open and the high priest asked 


28 eine: Did not we straitly 
command you that ye should not 
teach in this name? and, behold, ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your doc- 
trine, and intend to bring this man’s 
oe upon us. 

9 @ Then Peter and the other 
sy answered and said, We 
ought to obey God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised 
up Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged 


on a tree. i f 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand fo be a Prince and a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath given 
e ae that obey him. 

3 @ When they heard that, they 
ore cut to the heart, and took 
counsel to slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Pharisee, named Gama- 
liel, a ‘doctor of the law, had in 
reputation among all the people, 
and commanded to put the aposties 
forth a little space; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what 
= intend to do as touching these 


"36. For before these days rose up 
Theudas, boasting himself to be 


somebody; to whom a number of 
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men, about four hundred, joined 
themselves: who was slain; and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were scat- 
tered, and brought to nought. 

37 After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the taxing, 
and drew away much people after 
him: he also perished; and all, even 
as many as obeyed him, were dis- 
persed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone: 
for if this counsel or this work be of 
men, it will come to nought: 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it; lest haply ye be found 
even to fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the apostles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 @ And they departed from the 
presence of the council, rejoicing 
that they were counted worthy to 
suffer shame for his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and 
in every house, they ceased not to 
teach and preach Jesus Christ. 


CHAPTER 6 


Am in those days, when the 
number of the disciples was 
multiplied, there arose a murmuring 
of the Grecians against the He- 
brews, because their widows were 
neglected in the daily ministration. 

2 Then the twelve called the mul- 
titude of the disciples unto them, 
and said, It is not reason that we 
should leave the word of God, and 
serve tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven men of honest 
report, full of the Holy Ghost and 
wisdom, whom we may appoint over 
this business. 

4 But we will give ourselves con- 
tinualiy to prayer, and to the minis- 
try of the word. 

5 And the saying pleased the 
whole multitude: and they chose 
Stephen, a man full of faith and of 
the Holy Ghost, and Philip, and 
Prochorus, and Ni icanor, and Ti- 
mon, and Parmenas, and Nicolas a 
proselyte of Antioch: 
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6 Whom they set before the apos- 
tles: and when they had prayed, 
they laid their hands on them. 

the word of God increased; 
and the number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and 
a great company of the priests were 
obedient to the faith, —_ 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and 
power, did great wonders and mira- 
cles among the people. i 

9 q Then there arosẹ certain of the 
synagogue, which is called the 
synagogue of the Libertines, and 
Cyrenians, and Alexandrians, and 
of them of Cilicia and of Asia, dis- 
puting with Stephen. 

10 And they were not able to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake. i 

11 Then they suborned men, which 
said, We have heard him_ speak 
blasphemous words against Moses, 
and against God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, 
and the elders, and the scribes, and 
came upon fim, and caught him, 
and brought him to the council, 

13 And set up false witnesses, 
which said, This man ceaseth not to 
speak blasphemous words against 
this holy place, and the law: 

14 For we have heard him say, 
that this Jesus of Nazareth shall 
destroy this place, and shall change 
the customs which Moses delivered 


us. 

15 And ail that sat in the council, 
looking stedfastly on him, saw his 
face Ps it had been the face of an 
angel. 


CHAPTER 7 


HEN said the high priest, Are 
these things so? 

2 And he said, Men, brethren, and 
fathers, hearken; The God of glory 
appeared unto our father Abraham, 
when he was in Mesopotamia, be- 
fore he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And said unto him, Get thee out 
of thy country, and from thy kin- 

red, and come into the land which 
I shali shew thee. 

Then came he out of the land of 
the Chaldæans, and dwelt in Char- 
ran: and from thence, when his 
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father was dead, he removed him 
into this land, wherein ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him none inherit- 
ance in it, no, not so much as to set 
his foot on: yet he promised that he 
would give it to him for a possession, 
and to his seed after him, when as 
yet he had no child. W oi: 

6 And God spake on this wise, 
That his seed should sojourn in a 
strange land; and that they should 
bring them into bondage, and 
treat them evil four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they 
shall be in bondage will I judge, 
said God: and after that shall they 
co forth, and serve me in this 
piace. 

8 And he gave him the covenant 
of circumcision: and so Abraham 
begat Isaac, and circumcised him 
the eighth day; and Isaac begat 
Jacob; and Jacob begat the twelve 
patriarchs. : 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Joseph into Egypt: but 
God was with him, | À 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh 
king of Egypt; and he made him 
governor over Egypt and all his 
house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over 
all the land of Egypt and Chanaan, 
and great affliction: and our fathers 
found no sustenance. 

12 But when Jacob heard that 
there was corn in Egypt, he sent out 
our fathers first. 1 

13 And at the second time Joseph 
was made known to his brethren; 
and Joseph’s kindred was made 
known unto Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called 
his father Jacob to him, and all his 
kindred, threescoreand fifteen souls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, 
and died, he, and our fathers, | 

d were carried over into 
Sychem, and laid in the sepulchre 
that Abraham bought for a sum of 
money of the sons of Emmor the 
father of Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
mise drew nigh, which God had 
sworn to Abraham, the people grew 
and multiplied in Egypt,

THE ACTS 7 


18 Till another king arose, which 
knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with 
our kindred, and evil entreated_our 
fathers, so that they cast out their 
young children, to the end they 
might not live. 

20 In which time Moses was born, 
and was exceeding fair, and nour- 
ished up in his father’s house three 


months: 

21 And when he was cast out, 
Pharaoh’s daughter took him up, 
and nourished him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned in all 
the wisdom of the Egyptians, and 
was mighty in words and in deeds. 

d when he was full forty 
years old, it came into his heart to 
visit his brethren the children of 
Israel. i 

24 And seeing one of them suffer 
wrong, he defended him, and a- 
venged him that was oppressed, 
and smote the Egyptian: 

25 For he supposed his brethren 
would have understood how that 
God by his hand would deliver 
them: but they understood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed 
himself unto them as they strove, 
and would have set them at one 
again, saying, Sirs, ye are brethren; 
why do ye wrong one to another? 
27 But he that did his neighbour 
wrong thrust him away, saying, 
Who made thee a ruler and a judge 
over us? : $ 
28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou did- 
dest the Egyptian yesterday? . 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, 
and was a stranger in the land o 
Madian, where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were ex- 
pired, there appeared to him in the 
wilderness of mount Sina an angel 
of the Lord in a flame of fire in a 


ush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he won- 
dered at the sight: and as he drew 
near to behold if, the voice of the 
Lord came unto him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy 
fathers, the God of Abraham, an 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob: Enen, Mosop trembled, and 

urst not benold. ó 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put 
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off thy shoes from thy feet: for the 
place where thou siandest is holy 
ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the 
affliction of my people which is in 
Egypt, and I have heard their groan- 
ing, and am come down to deliver 
them, And now come, I will send 
thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses whom they refused, 
saying, Who made thee a ruler and 
a judge? the same did God send fo 
be a ruler and a deliverer by the 
hand of the angel which appeared 
to him in the bush. 

36 He brought them out, after that 
he had shewed wonders and signs 
in the land of Egypt, and in the Red 
sea, and in the wilderness forty 


years. 

37 q This is that Moses, which 
said unto the children of Israel, A 
prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the 
church in the wilderness with the 
angel which spake to him in the 
mount Sina, and with our fathers: 
who received the lively oracles to 
give unto us: 

39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust him from them, and 
in their hearts turned back again 
into Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us 
gods to go before us: for as for this 
Moses, which brought us out of the 
land of Egypt, we wot not what is 
become of him. y 

41 And they made a calf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto the 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave 
them up to worship the host of 
heaven; as it is written in the book 
of the prophets, O ye house of 
Israel, have ye offered to me slain 
beasts and sacrifices by the space of 
forty years in the wilderness? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle 
of Moloch, and the star of your god 
Remphan, figures which ye made 
to worship them: and I will carry 
you away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle 
of witness in the wilderness, as 
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he had appointed, speaking unto 

Moses, that he should make it 
according to the fashion that he had 
seen. 

45 Which aiso our fathers that 
came after brought in with Jesus 
into the possession of the Gentiles, 
whom God drave out before the 
face of our fathers, unto the days 
of David; 

46 Who found favour before God, 
and desired to find a tabernacle for 
the God of Jacob. ; > 

47 But Solomon built him an 


house. 

48 Howbeit the most High dwell- 
eth notin temples made with hands; 
as saith the prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throne, and earth 
is my footstool: what house will ye 
build me? saith the Lord: or what 
is the place of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all 
these things? 

51 q Ye stiffnecked and uncircum- 
cised in heart and ears, ye do 
always resist the Holy Ghost: as 
your fathers did, so do ye. 

52 Which of the arhet have not 
your fathers persecuted? and they 
have slain them which shewed be- 
fore of the coming of the Just One; 
of whom ye have been now the 
betrayers and murderers: 

53 Who have received the law by 
the disposition of angels, and have 
not kept 7. 

54 @ When they heard these 
things, they were cut to the heart, 
and they gnashed on him with their 


tee 

55 But he, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up stedfastly into 
heaven, and saw the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing on the right 
hand of God, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son of 
man standing on the right hand of 


od. 

57 Then they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their ears, and 
ran upon him with one accord, . 

58 And cast him out of the city, 
and stoned him: and the witnesses 
laid down their clothes at a young 
man’s feet, whose name was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Stephen, call- 
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ing upon Ged, and saying, Lord 
Jesus, receive my spirit. 

60 And he kneeled down, and cried 
with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this 
sin to their charge. d when he 
had said this, he feli asleep. 


CHAPTER 8 


pe Saul was consenting unto 
his death. And at that time there 
was a great persecution against the 
church which was at Jerusalem: 
and they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Judæa 
and Samaria, except the apostles. 

2 And devout men carried Stephen 
to his burial, and made great 
lamentation over him 

3 As for Saul, he made havoc of 
the church, entering into every 
house, and haling men and women 
committed them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scat- 
tered abroad went every where 
preaching the word. 

5 Then Philip went down to the 
city of Samaria, and preached 
Christ unto them. 

6 And the people with one accord 
ew heed unto those things which 
Philip spake, hearing and seeing 
the miracles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them: and 
many taken with palsies, and that 
were lame, were healed. | 

8 And there was great joy in that 


city. 

9 But there was a certain man, 
called Simon, which beforetime in 
the same city used sorcery, and 
bewitched the people of Samaria, 
giving out that himself was some 
great one: 

10 To whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, say- 
ing, This man is the great power of 


od. 

11 And to him they had regard, 
because that of long time he had 
bewitched them with sorceries. 

2 But when they believed Philip 
sae ae the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of 
Jesus Christ, they were baptized, 
both men and women. 
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13 Then Simon himself believed 
also: and when he was baptized, he 
continued with Philip, and won- 
dered, beholding the miracles and 
signs which were done. l 

14 Now _when the apostles which 
were at Jerusalem heard that Sa- 
maria had received the word of 
God, they sent unto them Peter 
and John: 

15 Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: 

16 (For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord 


esus.) 
17 Then laid they their hands on 
tuen, and they received the Holy 

os e 
18 And when Simon saw that 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Holy Ghost was given, 
he offered them money, : 
19 Saying, Give me also this 
power, that on whomsoever I lay 
hands, he may receive the Holy 


ost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, Thy 
money perish with thee, because 
thou hast thought that the gift of 
God may be purchased with money. 
_21 Thou hast neither part nor lot 
in this matter: for thy heart is not 
right in the sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if per- 
haps the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee. $ 

23 For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, and in the 
bond of iniquity. i 

4 Then answered Simon, and 
said, Pray ye to the Lord for me, 
that none of these things which ye 
have spoken come upon me. i 

25 And they, when they had testi- 
fied and preached the word of the 
Lord, returned to Jerusalem, and 
preached the gospel in many vil- 
lages of the Samaritans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord spake 
unto Philip, saying, Arise, and go 
toward the south unto the way that 
goeth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, which is desert. 

27 And he arose and went: and, 
behold, a man of Ethiopia, an 
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eunuch of great authority under 
Candace queen of the Ethiopians, 
who had the charge of all her trea- 
sure, and had come to Jerusalem 
for to worship, . 

28 Was returning, and sitting in 
his chariot read Esaias the prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto 
Philip, Go near, and join thyself to 
this chariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to him, 
and heard him read the prophet 
Esaias, and said, Understandest 
thou what thou readest? 

31 And he said, How can I, except 
some man should guide me? And 
he desired Philip that he would 
come up and sit with him. 

32 The place of the scripture which 
he read was this, He was led as a 
sheep to the slaughter; and like a 
lamb dumb before his shearer, so 
opened he not his mouth: 

33 In his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away: and who shall de- 
clare his generation? for his life is 
taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered 
Philip, and said, I pray thee, of 
whom speaketh the prophet this? 
of himself, or of some other man? 

35 Then Philip opened his mouth, 
and began at the same scripture, 
and preached unto him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on their way, 
they came unto a certain water: 
and the eunuch said, See, here is 
water; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized? is 

37 And Philip said, If thou believ- 
est with all thine heart, thou mayest. 

d he answered and said, I believe 
pve Jesus Christ is the Son of 


od. 
38 And he commanded the chariot 
to stand still: and they went down 
both into the water, both Philip 
and the eunuch; and he baptized 


m. 

39 And when they were come up 
out of the water, the Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch saw him no more: and he 
went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus: 
and passing through he preached 
in all the cities, till he came to 
Cæsarea. 
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CHAPTER 9 


A® Saul, yet breathine out 
threatenings and slaughter a- 
gainst the disciples of = Lord, 
went unto the high priest, 

2 And desired of him letters to 
aea to the synagogues, that 
if he found any of this way, whether 
they were men or women, he might 
bring them bound unto Jerusalem. 

And as he journeyed, he came 
near Damascus: and suddenly there 
ae round about him a light from 

eaven 

4 And he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, ‘Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

5 And he said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And the Lord said, Iam Jesus whom 
thou persecutest: ‘it is hard for thee 
to kick against the pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do? And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, and it 
shall be told thee what thou must do. 

7 And the men which journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing 
a voice, but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth; 
and when his eyes were opened, he 
saw no man: but they led him by 
the hand, and brought him into 
Damascus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 q And there was a certain dis- 
ciple at Damascus, named Ananias; 
and to said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Behold, I am 
oe Lord. 

1 And the Lord said unto him, 
Azide, and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and inquire in the 
house of Judas for one called Saul, 
of Tarsus: for, behold, he prayeth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision a man 
named Ananias coming in, and put- 
ting his hand on him, that he might 
receive his sight.

17 And Ananias went his way, and 
entered into the house; and putting 
his hands on him said, Brother Sani: 
the Lord, even Jesus, ‘that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou camest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest 
receive thy sight, and be filled with 

e Holy Ghost, 

18 And immediately there fell from 
his eyes as it had been scales: and 
he received sight forthwith, and 
arose, and was baptized. 

19 d when he had received 
meat, he was strengthened. Then 
was Saul certain days with the dis- 
ciples which were at Damascus. 

0 And straightway he preached 
Christ in the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were 
amazed, and said; Is not this he 
that destroyed them which called on 
this name in Jerusalem, and came 
hither for that intent, that he might 
bring them bound unto the chief 
priests? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
stre , and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Ee proving 
that this is very Chris 

23 Œ And after tbat many days 
wee oo the Jews took counsel 

o 

24 But ae laying await was 
known of Saul. And they watched 
—_ gates day and night to kill 


25 Then the disciples took him by 
night, and let him down by the wall 
in a basket. 

6 And when Saul was come to 
J Seer le he assayed to join him- 
self to the disciples: but they were 
all afraid of him, and believed not 
that he was a disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and 
declared unto them how he had 
seen the Lord in the way, and that 

e had spoken to him, and how he 
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had preached boldly at Damascus 
in the name of Jesus. À 
_28 And he was with them coming 
in and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 he spake boldly in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and dis- 
puted against the Grecians: but 
they went about to slay him. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to Caesarea, 
and sent him forth to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches rest 
throughout all Judæa and Galilee 
and Samaria, and were edified; and 
walking in the fear of the Lord, and 
in the comfort of the Holy Ghost, 
were multiplied. 

32 @ And it came to pass, as Peter 
passed throughout ali quarters, he 
came down also to the saints which 
dwelt at Lydda. A 

3 d there he found a certain 
man named Æneas, which had kept 
his bed eight years, and was sick 
of the palsy. 3 À 

34 And Peter said unto him, 
Æneas, Jesus Christ maketh thee 
whole: arise, and make thy bed. 
And he arose immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Saron saw him, and turned to the 


ord. 

36 q Now there was at Joppa a 
certain disciple named Tabitha, 
which by interpretation is called 
Dorcas: this woman was full of good 
works and almsdeeds which she 


1 > 

37 And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died: 
whom when they had wasked, they 
laid her in an upper chamber., 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was 
nigh to Joppa, and the disciples had 
heard that Peter was there, they 
sent unto him two men, desiring 
him that he would not delay to 
come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went 
with them. When he was come, 
they brought him into the upper 
chamber: and all the widows stood 
by him weeping, and shewing the 
coats and garments which Dorcas 
made, while she was with them. 

40 But Peter put them ali forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed;

9 q On the morrow, as they went 
on their journey, and drew nigh 
unto the city, Peter went up upon

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and 
call hither Simon, whose surname 
is Peter; he is lodged in the house 
of one Simon a tanner by the sea 
side: who, when he cometh, shall 
speak unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I sent 
to thee; and thou hast well done 
that thou art come. Now therefore 
are we all here present before God, 
to hear all things that are com- 
manded thee of God. 

34 { Then Peter opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he that 
feareth him, and worketh righteous- 
ness, is accepted with 

36 The word which God sent unto 
the children of Israel, preac 
hag Jesus Christ: (he is Lord 


37 That word, I say, ye know, 
which was published throughout all 
Judea, and began from Galilee, 
after the baptism which John 
preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of 
Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power: who went about doing 
good, and healing all that were 
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oppressed of the devil; for God was 
with him. ; 

39 And we are witnesses of all 
things which he did both in the land 
of the Jews, and in Jerusalem; 
whom they slew and hanged on a 
ree: 

40 Him God raised up the third 
day, and shewed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto 
witnesses chosen before of God, 
even to us, who did eat and drink 
with him after he rose from the 


dead. : 

42 And he commanded us to 
preach unto the people, and to 
testify that it is he which was or- 
dained of God to be the Judge of 
quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name who- 
soever believeth in him shall receive 
remission of sins. 

44. Q While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because 
that on the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify God. 
Then answered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Holy Ghost as 
well as we? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord.

CHAPTER 11 


ND the apostles and brethren

8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for 
nothing common or unclean hath at 
any time entered into my mouth. | 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hath 
cleansed, that call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times: 
anapak all were drawn up again into 

11 had, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto 
the house where I was, sent from 
Cæsarea unto me. : 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
anda we entered into the man’s 

13 And he shewed us how he had 
seen an angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him, Send men 
to Joppa, and cali for Simon, whose 
surname is Pet 

14 Who shail, tell thee words, 
whereby thou and house 
shall be saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the 
Holy Ghost fell on them, as on us 
at the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word 
of the Lord, how that he said, John 
indeed baptized with water; but ye 
Shall, be baptized with the Holy 

ost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gift as ke did unto us, 
who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ; what was I, that I could 
withstand God? 

18 When they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorified 
God, saying, Then hath God also to 
the Gentiles granted repentance 
unto life. 

19 q Now they which were scat-

tered abroad upon the persecution 

at arose about Stephen travelled 
as far as Phenice, and Cyprus, and 
Antioch, preaching the word te none 
but unto the Jews only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when 
they were come to Antioch, spake 
unto the Grecians, preaching the 
Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them: and a great number 
believed, and turned unto the Lord. 

22 Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jerusalem: and they 
sent forth Barnabas, that he should 
go as far as Antioch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, 
and exhorted them all, that with 
purpose of heart they would cleave 
unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and 
full of the Holy Ghost and of faith: 
and much people was added unto 
the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to 
Tarsus, for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with the 
church, and taught much people. 
And the disciples were called 
Christians first in Antioch. 

27 q And in these days came pro- 
phets from Jerusalem unto An- 

oc 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
Spirit that there should be great 
dearth throughout all the world: 
which came to pass in the days of 
Claudius Cesar. _ 

29 Then the disciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined 
to send relief unto the brethren 
naici dwelt in Judæa: 

0 Which also they did, and sent 
ie a the elders by the hands of 
Barnabas and Saul. 


CHAPTER 12 


OW about that time Herod the 
king stretched forth his hands 
to vex certain of the church. 
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2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. | 

3 And because he saw it pleased 
the Jews, he proceeded further to 
take Peter also. (Then were the 
days of unleavened bread.) 

d when he had apprehended 
him, he put Aim in prison, and de- 
livered him to four quaternions of 
soldiers to keep him; intending 
after Easter to bring him forth to 
the people. ai 

5. Peter therefore was kept in 
prison: but prayer was made with- 
out ceasing of the church unto God 
for him. 

6 And when Herod would have 
brought him forth, the same night 
Peter was sleeping between two 
soldiers, bound with two chains: 
and the keepers before the door 
kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon Aim, and a light 
shined in the prison: and he smote 
Peter on the side, and raised him 
up, saying, Arise up quickly. And 
an chains fell off from Ais hands. 

d the angel said unto him, 
Gard thyself, and bind on thy san- 
dals. And so he did. And he saith 
unto him, Cast thy garment about 
thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
him; and wist not that it was true 
which was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a vision. 

10 When they were past the first 
and the second ward, they came 
unto the iron gate that ‘leadeth unto 
the city; which opened to them of 
his own accord: and they went out, 
and passed on through one street; 
and forthwith the angel departed 
from him. 

11 And when Peter was come to 
himself, he said, Now I know of a 
surety, ‘that the Lord l hath sent his 
angel, and hath delivered me out of 
the hand of Herod, and from ali the 
expectation of the people of the 


Jews. 

12 And when he had considered 
the thing, he came to the house of 
Mary the mother of John, whose 
surname was Mark; where many 
were gathered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked at the 
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door of the gate, a damsel came to 
hearken, named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Peter’s 
voice, she opened not the gate for 
gladness, but ran in, and told how 
Peter stood before the gate. 

1 d they said unto her, Thou 
art mad. But she constantly affirmed 
that it was even so. Then said they, 
It is his angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking: 
and when they had opened the door, 
and saw him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peace, 
declared unto them how the Lord 
had brought him out of the prison. 

he said, Go shew these things 
unto James, and to the brethren. 
And he departed, and went into 
another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day,

19 And when Herod had sought 
or him, and found him not, he 


examined the keepers, and com- 
manded that they should be put to 
death. he went down from 
Judæa to Cæsarea, and there abode.

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so 
is his name by interpela tinn? with- 
stood them, seeking to turn away 
the deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the Holy Ghost, 
set his eyes on him 

pes And said, O full of all subtilty 

all mischief, thou child of the 
devil. thou enemy of all righteous- 
ness, wilt thou not cease to pervert 
His right ways of the Lord? 

1 And now, behold, the mand of 
a Lord is upon thee, and thou 
shalt be blind, not seeing the sun 
for a season. And immediately there 
fell on him a mist and a darkness; 
and he went about seeking some to 
lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being

17 The “God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the 
people when they dwelt as strangers 
in the land of Egypt, and with an 
high arm brought he them out of 


it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years suffered he their manners in 
the wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed 
seven nations in the land of Cha- 
ea he divided their land to them 

y 

20 And after that he gave unto 
them judges about the space of 
four hundred and fifty years, until 
Samuel the prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a 
king: and God gave unto them Saul 
the son of Cis, a man of the tribe 
of Benjamin, by the space of forty 


years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raised up unto them David to be 
their king; to whom also he gave 
testimony, and said, I have found 
David the son of Jesse, a man after 
mine own heart, which shall fulfil 
all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God 
according to his promise raised unto 
Israel a Saviour, Jesus: 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of 
repentance to ail the people of 
Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that I am? 
I am not Ae. But, behold, there 
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cometh one after me, whose shoes 
o his feet I am not worthy to 
cose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stock of Abraham, and whoso- 
ever among you feareth God, to you 
is the word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jeru- 
salem, and their rulers, because 
they knew him not, nor yet the 
voices of the prophets which are 
read every sabbath day, they have 
fulfilled them in condemning him 

28 And though they found no cause 
of death in him, yet desired they 
Pilate that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid 
himinasepulchre. |. 

30 But God raised him from the 


ead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his 
witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise which 

was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto 
us their children, in that he hath 
raised up Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm, Thou 
art my Son, this day have I begotten 


ee. 

34 And as concerning that he 
raised him up from the dead, now 
no more to return to corruption, he 
said on this wise, I will give you the 
sure mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in 
another psalm, Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served 
his own generation by the will of 
God, fell on sleep, and was laid 
unto his fathers, and saw corrup- 


tion: 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 

38 4 Be it known unto you there- 
fore, men and brethren, that through 
this man is preached unto you the 
forgiveness of sins: 

by him ali that believe are 

justified from all things, from which 

ye could not be justified by the law 
of Moses. 
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40 Beware therefore, lest that 
come upon you, which is spoken of 
in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and won- 
der, and perish: for I work a work 
in your days, a work which ye shall 
in no wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gentiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next sab- 


ath. 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and 
religious proselytes followed Paul 
and Barnabas: who, speaking to 
them, persuaded them to continue 
n m grace of God. 

4 Q And the next sabbath day 
ou almost the whole city together 
to hear the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the 
multitudes, they were ed with 
envy, and spake against those things 
which were spoken by Paul, contra- 
dicting and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary 
that the word of God should first 
have been spoken to you: but seeing 
ye put it from you, and judge your- 
selves unworthy of everlasting life, 
lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 

47 For so hath the Lord com- 
manded us, saying, I have set thee 
to be a light of the Gentiles, that 
thou shouldest be for salvation unto 
the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard 
this, they were glad, and glorified 
the word of the Lord: and as many 
as were ordained to eternal life 
believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the re- 


gion. ; 

50 But the Jews stirred up the 
devout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and raised 
persecution against Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and expelled them out of 
their coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came 
unto Iconium. 

52 And the disciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Holy Ghost.

AR it came to pass in Iconium, 

that they went both together 
into the synagogue of the Jews, and 
so spake, that a great multitude 
both of the Jews and also of the 
Greeks believed.

9 The same heard Paul speak: 
za stedfastly beholding him, and 
perceiving that he had faith to be 


heale 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walke 

il And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of 
Lycaonia, The gods are come down 
to us in the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Ju- 
piter; and Paul, Mercurius, because 
he was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, 
which was before their city, brought 
oxen and garlands unto the gates,' 
and would have done sacrifice with 
the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Bar- 
nabas and Paul, heard of, they rent

their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, 

15 And saying, ‘Sirs, why do ye 
these things? We also are men of 
like passions with you, and preach 
unto you that ye should turn from 
these vanities unto the living God, 
which made heaven, and earth, and

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, 
and gave us rain from heaven, an 
fruitful seasons, filling our hearts 
with food and gladness.

23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every church, and 
had prayed with fasting, they com- 
mended them to the Lord, on whom 
they believed. 

4 And after they had passed 
throughout Pisidia, they came to 
Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Perga, they went down 
into Attalia: 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
ee which they fulfilled. 

d when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, 
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they rehearsed all that God had 
done with them, and how he had 
opened the door of faith unto the 
Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode ae time 
with the disciples. 


CHAPTER 15 


ND certain men which came 
down from Judæa taught the 
brethren, and said, Except ye be 
circumcised after the manner of 
Moses, ye cannot be saved. 
en therefore Paul and Bar- 
nabas had no small dissension and 
disputation with them, they deter- 
mined that Paul and Barnabas, and 
certain other of them, should go up 
to Jerusalem unto the apostles and 
elders about this question. . 

3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they passed through 
Phenice and Samaria, declaring the 
conversion of the Gentiles: and they 
caused great joy unto ali the 
brethren. : 

4 And when they were come to 
Jerusalem, they were received of 
the church, and of the apostles and 
elders, and they declared all things 
that God had done with them 

5 But there rose up certain of the 
sect of the Pharisees which be- 
lieved, saying, That it was needful 
to circumcise them, and to com- 
mand them to keep the law of 
Moses. 

6 @ And the apostles and elders 
came together for to consider of 
this matter

12 q Then all the multitude kept 
silence, and gave audience to Bar- 
nabas and Paul, declaring what 
miracles and wonders God had

13 a And after they had held their 
peace, James answered, saying,

20 But that we write unto them, 
that they abstain from pollutions

21 For Moses of old time hath in 
every city them that preach him, 
being read in the synagogues every 
sabbath day. 

22 Then A EEN it the apostles 
and elders, with the whole church, 
to send chosen men of their own 
company to Antioch with Paul and 
Barnabas; namely, Judas surnamed 
Barsabas, and Silas, chief men 
among the brethren: 

23 And they wrote letters by them 
after this manner; The apostles and 
elders and brethren send greeting 
unto the brethren which are of the 
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an in Antioch and Syria and 
cia: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, 
that certain which went out from us 
have troubled you with words, sub- 
verting your souls, saying, Ye must 
be circumcised, and keep the law: 
to whom we gave no such com- 
mandment: 

25 It seemed good unto us, being 
assembled with one accord, to send 
chosen men unto you with our be- 
loved r Boreia and Paul, 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 


rist. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas 
and Silas, who shall also tell you 
the same things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you 
no greater burden than these neces- 
sary things 

29 That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from blood, 
and from things strangled, and from 
fornication: from which if ye keep 
yourselves, ye shall do well. Fare 
ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, 
they came to Antioch: and when 
they had gathered the multitude 
together, they delivered the epistle: 

31 Which when they had read, 
they rejoiced for the consolation. 

And Judas and Silas, being 
ea also themselves, exhorted 
the brethren with many words, and 
confirmed them 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let go in peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles. 

34 Notwithstanding it pleased Silas 
to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas con- 
tinued in Antioch, teaching and 
preaching the word of the Lord, 
with many others also. 

36 T And some days after Paul said 
unto Barnabas, Let us go again and 
visit our brethren in every city 
where we have preached the word 
of the Lord, and see how they do. 

37 And Barnabas determined to 
take with them John, whose sur- 
name was Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good t to 
take him with them, who departe 
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from them from Pamphylia, and 
went not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp 
between them, that they departed 
asunder one from the other: and so 
Barnabas too% Mark, and sailed 
unto Cypru 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and de- 
parted, being recommended by the 
brethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
salielas confirming the churches. 


CHAPTER 16 


HEN came he to Derbe and 

Lystra: and, behold, a certain 
disciple was there, named Timo- 
theus, the son of a certain woman, 
which was a Jewess, and believed; 
but his father was a Greek: 

2 Which was well reported of by 
the, brethren that were at Lystra 
and Iconi 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth 
with him; and took and circumcised 
him because of the Jews which were 
in those quarters: for they knew all 
that his father was a Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
cities, they delivered them the de- 
crees for to keep, that were ordained 
of the apostles and elders which 
were at Jerusalem. 

5 And so were the churches estab- 
lished in the faith, and increased 
ia number daily. 

Now oe they had gone 
e Phrygia and the region 
of Galatia, and were forbidden of 
the Holy Ghost to preach the word 
in Asia, 

7 After they were come to Mysia, 
they assayed to go into Bithynia: 
but the Spirit suffered them not. 

8 And they passing by Mysia came 
down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul 
in ike night; There stood a man of 
Macedonia, and prayed him, say- 
ing, Come over into Macedonia, and 
help us. 

10 And after he had seen the 
vision, immediately we endeavoured 
to go into Macedonia, assuredly 
gathering that the Lord had called 
e for to preach the gospel unto 

em. 
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11 Therefore loosing from Troas, 
we came with a straight course to 
Samothracia, and the next day to 
N rusty | 

2 And from thence to Philippi, 
which i is the chief city of that part of 
Macedonia, and a colony: and we 
were in that city abiding certain 


days. i 

13 And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, where 
prayer was wont to be made; and 
we sat down, and spake unto the 
women which resorted thither. 

14 q And a certain woman named 
Lydia, a seller of purple, of the city 
of Thyatira, which worshipped God, 
heard us: whose heart the Lord 
opened, that she attended unto the 

gs which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, 
and her household, she besought 
us, saying, If ye have judged me to 
be faithful to the Lord, come into 
my house, and abide there. And she 
constrained us. 

16 q And it came to pass, as we 
went to prayer, a certain damsel 
possessed with a spirit of divination 


met us, which brought her masters 


much gain by soothsaying: 

17 The same followed Paul and 
us, and cried, saying, These men 
are the servants of the most high 
God, which shew unto us the way 
of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. 
But Paul, being grieved, turned 
and said to the spirit, I command 
thee in the name of Jesus Christ to 
come out of her. And he came out 
the same hour. 

19 q And when her masters saw 
that the hope of their gains was 
gone, they caught Paul and Silas, 
and drew them into the market- 
place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being 
Jews, do exceedingly trouble our 


city, 

2i And teach customs, which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither 
to observe, being Romans. 

the multitude rose up 

together against them: and the 
magistrates rent off their clothes, 
and commanded to beat them. 
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23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them 
into prison, charging the jailor to 
keep them safely: 

24 Who, having received such a 
charge, thrust them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in 
the stocks. 

25 @ And at midnight Paul and 
Silas prayed, and sang praises unto 
God: and the prisoners heard them. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the foundations 
of the prison were shaken: and 
immediately the doors were 
opened, and every one’s bands were 
loosed. , 

27 And the keeper of the prison 
awaking out of his sleep, and seeing 
the prison doors open, he drew out 
his sword, and would have killed 
himself, supposing that the prison- 
ers had been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Do oa no harm: 
for we are all her 

29 Then he called for a light, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, an 
fell down before Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and 
said, Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved ? : 

31 And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house. 

3 they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house. 

33 And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes; and was baptized, he and 
all his, straightway. 

34 And when he had brought them 
into his house, he set meat before 
them, and rejoiced, believing in 
God with all his house. 

35 And when it was day, the 
oe ce sent the serjeants, say- 
e Let those men go. 

6 And the keeper of the prison 
to this saying to Paul, The magis- 
trates have sent to let you go: now 
therefore depart, and go in peace. 

37 But Paul said unto them, They 
have beaten us openly uncon- 
demned, being Romans, and have 
cast us into prison; and now do 
they thrust us out privily? nay 
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verily; but let them come them- 
selves and fetch us out. 

3 the serjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates: and 
they feared, when they heard that 
oe were Romans. 

9 And they came and besought 
Behi and brought them out, and 
desired them to depart out of the 


city. 

“40 And they went out of the prison, 
and entered into the house of Lydia: 
and when they had seen the bre- 
thren, they comforted them, and 
departed. 


CHAPTER 17 


N OW when they had passed 
through Amphipolis and Apol- 
lonia, they came to Thessalonica, 
woe was a synagogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three sab- 
bath days reasoned with them out 
of the scriptures, 

Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead; and that this 
J = whom I preach unto you, is 


4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Silas: and 
of the devout Greeks a great mul- 
titude, and of the chief women not 


a few. 

5 q But the Jews which believed 
not, moved with envy, took unto 
them certain lewd fellows of the 
baser sort, and gathered a company, 
and set ail the city on an uproar, 
and assaulted the house of Jason, 
and sought to bring them out to the 
people. 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Jason and certain bre- 
thren unto the rulers of the city, 
crying, These that have turned the 
world upside down are come hither 


So; 

7 Whom Jason hath received: and 
these all do contrary to the decrees 
of Cesar, saying that there is 
another king, one Jesus. 

A jt they troubled the people 

d the rulers of the city, when 
they heard these things 

9 And when they had taken secur- 
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ity of Jason, and of the other, they 
let them go. 

10 q And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night 
unto Berea: who coming thither 
went into the synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than 
those in Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness 
of mind, and searched the scrip- 
tures daily, whether those things 
were so. 

12 Therefore many of them be- 
lieved; also of honourable women 
which were Greeks, and of men, 
not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessa- 
lonica had knowledge that the word 
of God was preached of Paul at 
Berea, they came thither also, and 
stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the bre- 
thren sent away Paul to go as it 
were to the sea: but Silas and Timo- 
theus abode there sitiil. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens: and re- 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas 
and Timotheus for to come to him 
with all speed, they departed. 

16 € Now while Paul waited for 
them at Athens, his spirit was 
stirred in , when he saw the 
city wholly given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and- with 
the devout persons, and in the 
puikot € daily with them that met 


18 Then certain philosophers of the 
Epicureans, and of the Stoicks, 
encountered him. And some said, 
What will this babbler say? other 
some, He seemeth to be a setter 
forth of strange gods: because he 
preached unto them Jesus, and the 
resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, saying, May 
we know what this new „doctrine, 
whereof thou speakest, is? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know 
therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians and 
strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to tell, or to hear some new thing.) 
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22 { Then Paul stood in the midst 

of Mars’ hill, and said, Ye men of 
Athens, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar 

with this inscription, TO THE 
UNKNOWN GOD. Whom there- 
fore ye ignorantly worship, 
declare I unto you 

24 God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that he is 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth © 
not in temples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with 
men’s hands, as though he needed 
any thing, seeing he giveth to all 
life, and breath, and ali things; 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on ail 
the face of the e hath 
determined the times “before ap- 
pointed, ae the bounds of their 
habitatio 

27 That tbey should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, 
and find , though he be not far 
from every one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said, For 
we are also his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we ought not to 

at the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or “silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man’s device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now command- 
eth all men every where to repent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof 
he hath even assurance unto all 
men, i t he hath raised him 
from the dea 

32 @ And when they heard of 
the resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked: and others said, We 
hear thee again of this matter. 

ee So Paul departed from among 


34  Howbeit certain men clave unto 
him, and believed: among the which 
loas Dionysius the Areopagite, and 

woman named Damaris, and 
Sthers with them. 
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CHAPTER 18 


A ETER these things Paul de- 
parted from Athens, and came 
to Corinth: 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, born in > Fontns, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla; 
(because that Claudius had com- 
manded Jews to depart from 
Rome:) and came unto them. 

3 And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and 
wrought: for by their occupation 
they were tentmakers. 

he reasoned in the syn- 
pe every sabbath, and per- 
suaded the Jews and the Greeks. 

d when Silas and Timotheus 
were come from Macedonia, Paul 
was pressed in the spirit, and 
tosnned to the Jews that Jesus was 


6 Atd when they opposed them- 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook 
his raiment, and said unto them, 
Your blood be upon your own heads; 
I am clean: from henceforth I will 
ap unto the Gentiles. 

7 G And he departed thence, and 
entered into a certain man’s house, 
named Justus, one that worshipped 
God, whose house joined hard to 
the synagogue. 

8 And Crispus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the Lord 
with all his house; and many of the 
Corinthians hearing believed, and 
were baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision, Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee: for I 
have much people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year 
and six months, teaching the word 
of God among them. 

12 q And when Gallio was the 
deputy of Achaia, the Jews made 
insurrection with one accord against 
Paul, and brought him to the judg- 
ment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God contrary to the 


law. 
14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gallio said unto 
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the Jews, If it were a matter d 
wrong or wicked lewdness, O y 
Jews, reason would that I should 
bear with you: 

15 But if it aan a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
fo it; for I will be no judge of such 
matters. 

16 And he drave them from the 
judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sos- 
thenes, the chief ruler of the syn- 
agogue, and beat him before the 
judgment seat. allio cared 
for ee “i those things. 

18 @ And Paul nites this tarried 
there yet a good while, and then 
took his leave of the brethren, and 
sailed thence into Syria, and with 
him Priscilla and Aquila; having 
shorn his head in Cenchrea: for he 
had a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and 
left them there: but he himself 
entered into the synagogue, and 
reasoned with the Jews. 

20 When they desired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he consented 


no 

21 "But bade them farewell, saying, 
I must by all means keep this feast 
that cometh in Jerusalem: but I = 
return again unto you, if God 
And he sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at 
Cæsarea, and gone up, and saluted 
the church, he went down to An- 


tioch. 

23 And after he had spent some 
time fhere, he departed, and went 
over ail the country of Galatia and 

hrygia in order, strengthening all 
the disciples. 

@ And a certain Jew named 
Apollos, born at Alexandria, an 
eloquent man, and mighty in the 
scriptures, came to Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed in the 
way of the Lord; and being fervent 
in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly 
in the synagogue: whom when 
Aquila and Priscilla had heard, they 
took him unto them, and expounded 
unto him the way of God more 
perfectly. 
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27 And when he was disposed to 
pass into Achaia, the brethren 
wrote, exhorting the disciples to 
receive : who, when he was 
come, helped them much which had 
believed through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publickly, shewing 
byi, ape scriptures that Jesus was 

ist. 


CHAPTER 19 


ND it came to pass, that, while 

Apollos was at Corinth, Paul 
having passed_ through the upper 
coasts came to Ephesus: and findi 
certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye 
received the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed? And they said unto him, 
We have not so much as heard 
whether there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that 
they should believe on which 
should come after him, that is, on 
Christ Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, they were 
pepuzed in the name of the Lord 

esus 

6 And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost 
came on them; and they spake with 
tongues, and prophesied. 

7 And the men were about 
twelve. 


8 And he went into the synagogue, 
and spake boldly for the space of 
three months, disputing and per- 
suading the things concerning the 
kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he 
departed from them, and separated 
the disciples, disputing daily in the 
school of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by the space 
of two years; so that all they which 
dwelt in Asia heard the word of the 
Tord Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

1 And God wrought special mira- 
JE by the hands of Paul: 
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12 So that from his body were 
brought unto the sick handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases de- 
parted from them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them. 

13 d Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
call over them which had evil spirits 
the name of the Lord Jesus, saying, 
We adjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preachopi 

14 And there were seven sons of 
one Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the | 
prioste, which did so. 

1 the evil spirit answered 
and ane Jesus I know, and Paul I 
know; but who are ye? 

the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and over- 
came them, and prevailed against 
them, so that they fied out of that 
Bouse naked and wounded. 

And this was known to all the 
ge and Greeks also dwelling at 
Ephesus; and fear fell on them ali, 
and the name of the Lord Jesus 
was magnified 

18 And many that believed came, 
ands confessed, and shewed their 

eeds. 

19 Many of them also eee used 
curious arts brought their books 
together, and burned them before 
all men: and they counted the price 
of them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of 
God and prevailed. 

21 q After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when 
he had passed through ee 
and Achaia, to go to Jerusalem, 
saying, After I have been there, I 
must also see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two 
of them that ministered unto him, 
Timotheus and Erastus; but he 
pascal stayed in Asia for a season. 

the same time there arose 
vA small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named Deme- 
trius, a silversmith, which made 
silver shrines for Diana, brought 
no small gain unto the craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the workmen of like occupation, 
and said, Sirs, ye know that by this 
craft we have our wealth, 
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26 Moreover ye see and hear, that 
not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; but 
also that the temple of the great 
goddess Diana should be despised, 
and her magnificence should be 
destroyed, whom all Asia and the 
world worshippeth. 

d when they heard these 
sayings, they were full of wrath, 
and cried out, saying, Great is 
Diara of the Ephesians. 

the whole city was filled 
ah confusion: and having caught 
Gaius and Aristarchus, men of 
Macedonia, Paul’s companions in 
travel, they rushed with one accord 
m the theatre. 

0 And when Paul would have 
tred in unto the people, the 
disciples suffered him not. 

d certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto 
him, desiring him that he would 
nor pencurure himself into the 


32 Sone therefore cried one thing, 
and some another: for the assembly 
was confused; and the more part 
knew not wherefore they were come 
together. 

33 And they drew Alexander out of 
the multitude, the Jews putting him 
forward. Alexander beckoned 
with the hand, and would have made 
his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, 
Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 

d when the townclerk ha 
appeased the people, he said, Ye 
men of Ephesus, what man is there 
that knoweth not how that the city 
of the Ephesians is a worshipper of 
the great goddess Diana, and of 
the image which fell down from 
Jupiter? , 

36 Seeing then that these things 
cannot be spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing 
rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither 
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these men, which are neither rob- 
bers of churches, nor yet blas- 
phemers of your goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and 
the craftsmen which are with him, 
have a matter against any man, the 
law is open, and there are deputies: 
let them implead one another. 

But if ye inquire any thi 
concerning other matters, it shall 
be determined in a lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to be 
called in question for this day’s up- 
roar, there being no cause whereby 
we may give an account of this 
concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly. 


CHAPTER 20 


ND after the uproar was ceased, 
Paul called unto him the dis- 
ciples, and embraced them, and 
departed for to go into Macedonia. 
when he had gone over 
those parts, and had given them 
much exhortation, he came into 
Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. 
And when the Jews laid wait for 
him, as he was about to sail into 
Syria, he purposed to return through 
Macedonia. ‘ cals 

4 And there accompanied him into 
Asia Sopater of Berea; and of the 
Thessalonians, Aristarchus and Se- 
cundus; and Gaius of Derbe, and 
Timotheus; and of Asia, Tychicus 
and Trophimus 

5 These going before tarried for 
us at Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi 
after the days of unleavened bread, 
and came unto them to Troas in five 
days; where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the 
week, when the disciples came to- 
gether to break bread, Paul preached 
unto them, ready to depart on the 
morrow; and continued his speech 
until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in 
the upper chamber, where they 
were gathered together. 

9 And there sat in a window a 
certain young man named Euty- 
chus, being fallen into a deep sleep: 
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and as Paul was long preaching, he 
sunk down with sleep, and fell down 
from the third loft, and was taken 
up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell 
on him, and embracing him said, 
Trouble not yourselves; for his life 
is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come 
up again, and had broken bread, 
and eaten, and talked a long while, 
even till break of day, so he de- 


parted. 

12 And they brought the young 
man alive, and were not a little 
comiórted. 

3 q And we went before to ship, 
ps sailed unto Assos, there intend- 
ing to take in Paul: for so had he 
oppomied minding himself to go 


oot. 

14 And when he met with us at 
Assos, we took him in, and came to 
Mitylene. 

15 And we sailed thence, and came 
the next day over against Chios; 
and the next day we arrived at 
Samos, and tarried at Trogyllium;

18 And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them, Ye know, 
from the first day that I came into 
Asia, after what manner I have been 
with you at ail seasons, j 

19 Serving the Lord with all 
humility of mind, and with many 
tears, and temptations, which befell 
me by the lying in wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unfo you, but 
have shewed you, and have taught 
you publickly, and from house to 
house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, 
and also to the Greeks, repentance 
toward God, and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ 

22 And now, behold: I go bound 
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in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 
knowing | the things that shall befall 
me 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost wit- 
nesseth in every city, saying that 
bonds and afflictions abide me. / 

24 But none of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish 
my course with joy, and the minis- 
try, which I have received of the 
Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of 
the grace of God. | 

25 And now, behold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, shall 
see my face no more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record 
this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. 

27 For I have not shunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counsel of 


od. 

28 q Take heed therefore unto 
puree wee and to all the flock, over 
the which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God, which he hath pur- 
chased with his own blood. 

r I know this, that after my 
E shail grievous wolyes en- 
fér gn among you, not sparing the 
oc 

30 Aiso of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse things, 
to draw away disciples after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remem- 
ber, that by the space of three years 
I ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you 
up, and to give you an inheritance 
among ali them which are sanc- 

e 

33 I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. 

4 Yea, ye yourselves know, that 
these hands haye ministered unto 
my necessities, and to them that 
were with me 

35 I have shewed you all things, 
how that so labouring ye ought to 
support the weak, and to remember 
the words of the Lord Jesus, how 
he said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. 
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36 4 And when he had thus spoken, 
he kneeled down, and prayed with 


em all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell 
on Paul’s neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the 
words which he spake, that they 
should see his face no more. 
they accompanied him unto the 


CHAPTER 21 


Am it came to pass, that after 
we were gotten from them, and 
had launched, we came with a 
straight course unto Coos, and the 
day following unto Rhodes, and 
from thence unto Patara: | 

And finding a ship sailing over 
unto Phenicia, we went aboard, and 
set forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered 
Cyprus, we left it on the left hand, 
and sailed into Syria, and landed 
at Tyre: for there the ship was to 
unlade her burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried 
there seven days: who said to Paul 
through the Spirit, that he should 
not go up to Jerusalem. 

5 And when we had accomplished 
those days, we departed and went 
our way; and they all brought us on 
our way, with wives and children, 
till we were out of the city: and 
we kneeled down on the shore, and 
prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our 
leave one of another, we took ship; 
and they returned home again. 

d when we had finished our 
course from Tyre, we came to Ptole- 
mais, and saluted the brethren, and 
abode with them one day. 

8 And the next day we that were 
of Paul’s company departed, and 
came unto Cæsarea: and we entered 
into the house of Philip the evan- 
gelist, which was one of the seven; 
and abode with him. 

9 the same man had four 
daughters, virgins, which did pro- 
phesy. } 

10 And as we tarried there_many 
days, there came down from Judæa 
a certain prophet, named Agabus. 

_ 11 And when he was come unto us, 
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he took Paul’s girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and said, Thus 
saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem bind the man 
that owneth this girdle, and shall 
deliver him into the hands of the 
Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these 
things, both we, and they of that 
place, besought him not to go up 
to Jerusalem. 

13 Then Paul answered, What 
mean ye to weep and to break mine 
heart? for I am ready not to be 
bound only, but also to die at Jeru- 
salem for the name of the Lord 


Jesus. 

14 And when he would not be per- 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The will 
of the Lord be done. 

1S And after those days we took 
up our Carriages, and went up to 
Jerusalem. ! 

16 There went with us also certain 
of the disciples of Cæsarea, an 
brought with them one Mnason of 
Cyprus, an old disciple, with whom 
we should lodge. 

And when we were come to 
Jerusalem, the brethren received 
us gladly. } 

18 And the day following Paul 
went in with us unto James; and 

the elders were present. 

19 And when he had saluted 
them, he declared particularly what 
things God had wrought among the 
Gentiles by his ministry. — 

20 And when they heard it, they 
glorified the Lord, and said unto 

, Thou seest, brother, how many 
thousands of Jews there are which 
believe; and they are all zealous of 
the law: : 

21 And they are informed of thee, 
that thou teachest all_the Jews 
which are among the Gentiles to 
forsake Moses, saying that they 
ought not to circumcise their chil- 
dren, neither to walk after the 
customs. , 

22 What is it therefore? the mul- 
titude must needs come together: 
for they will hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we say 
to thee: We have four men which 
have a vow on them; : 

24 Them take, and purify thyself 
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with them, and be at charges with 
them, that they may shave their 
heads: and all may know that those 
things, whereof they were informed 
concerning thee, are nothing; but 
that thou thyself also walkest or- 
derly, and keepest the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which 
believe, we have written and con- 
cluded that they observe no such 

,» Save only that they keep 
themselves from things offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from 
strangled, and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and 
the next day purifying himself with 
them entered into the temple, to 
signify the accomplishment of the 
days of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for every 
one of them. 

27 And when the seven days were 
almost ended, the Jews which were 
of Asia, when they saw him in the 
temple, stirred up all the people, 
and laid hands on 

28 Crying out, Men of Israel, help: 
This is the man, that teacheth all 
men every where against the peo- 
pie, and the law, and this place: 
and further brought Greeks also 
into the temple, and hath polluted 
this holy place. 

29 (For they had seen before with 
him in the city Trophimus an Ephe- 
sian, whom they supposed that Paul 
oh brought into the temple.) 

O And all the city was moved, and 
he people ran together: and they 
took Paul, and drew him out of the 
temple: aka forthwith the doors 
were shut. 

31 And as they went about to kill 

tidings came unto the chief 
captain of the band, that all Jeru- 
salem was in an uproar. 

32 Who immediately took soldiers 
and centurions, and ran down unto 
them: and when they saw the chief 
captain and the soldiers, they left 
beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came 
near, and took him, and commanded 
him to be bound with two chains; 
and demanded who he was, and 
what he had done. 3 

34 And some cried one thing, some 
another, among the multitude: and 
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when he could not know the cer- 
tainty for the tumult, he com- 
mondes him to be carried into the 
cas 

35 And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne 
of the soldiers for the violence of 
the people. 

36 For ee multitude of the people 
followed after, crying, Away with 


37 And as Paul was to be led into 
the castle, he said unto the chief 
captain, May I speak unto thee? 
Who said, Canst thou speak Greek? 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian, 
which before these days madest an 
uproar, and leddest out into the 
wilderness four thousand men that 
were murderers? 

39 But Paul said, I am a man 
which am a Jew of Tarsus, a city in 
Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: 
and, I beseech thee, suffer me to 
preal unto the people. 

O And when he had given him 
fee Paul stood on the stairs, 
and beckoned with the hand unto 
the people. And when there was 
made a great silence, he spake unto 
them in the Hebrew tongue, saying, 


CHAPTER 22 


EN, brethren, and fathers, 
hear ye my defence which i 
make now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he 
spake in the Hebrew tongue to 
them, they kept the more silence: 
and he saith,) 

I am verily aman which ama 
Jew, born in Tarsus, a city in 
Cilicia, yet brought up in this city 
at the feet of Gamaliel, and taught 
according to the perfect manner of 
the law of the fathers, and was 
zealous toward God, as ye all are 
this day. 

a had. I persecuted this way unto 
the death, binding and delivering 
into prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear 
me witness, and all the estate of 
the elders: from whom also I re- 
ceived letters unto the brethren, 
and went to Damascus, to bring 
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them which were there bound unto 
Jerusalem, for to be punished. 

d it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come 
nigh unto Damascus about noon, 
suddenly there shone from heaven 
a great light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

8 I answered, Who art thou, 

Lord? And he said unto me, I am 
Jesus of Nazareth, whom thou per- 
secutest. , 
_9 And they that were with me saw 
indeed the light, and were afraid; 
but they heard not the voice of him 
that spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, 
Lord? And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, and go into Damascus; and 
there it shall be told thee ofall 
tines which are appointed for thee 

o do. 

11 And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the 

d of them that were with me, I 
came into Damascus. 

12 And one Ananias, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good 
n of all the Jews which dwelt 

ere, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and 
said unto me, Brother Saul, receive 
thy sight. And the same hour I 
looked up upon him. | 

14 And he said, The God of our 
fathers hath chosen thee, that thou 
shouldest know his will, and_ see 
that Just One, and shouldest hear 
the voice of his mouth. — 

15 For thou shalt be his witness 
unto all men of what thou hast seen 
and heard. : 

16 And now why tarriest thou? 
arise, and be baptized, and wash 
away thy sins, calling on the name 
of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when 
I was come again to Jerusalem, even 
while I prayed in the temple, I was 
in a trance; : : 

18 And saw him saying unto me, 
Make haste, and get thee quickly 
out of Jerusalem: for they will not 
receive thy testimony concerning me. 

9 And I said, Lord, they know 
that I imprisoned and beat in every 
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ea: | 

20 And when the blood of thy 
martyr Stephen was shed, I also 
was standing by, and consenting unto 
his death, and kept the raiment of 
them that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart: 
for I will send thee far hence unto 
the Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up 
their voices, and said, Away with 
such a fellow from the earth: for it 
is not fit that he should live. 

d as they cried out, and cast 
off their clothes, and threw dust 
into the air, j 

24 The chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, 
and bade that he should be exam- 
ined by scourging; that he might 
know wherefore they cried so 
against him. 1 

25 And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centurion 
that stood by, Is it lawful for you to 
Scourge a man that is a Roman, and 
uncondemned ? f 

26 When the centurion heard that, 
he went and told the chief captain, 
saying, Take heed what thou doest: 
for this man is a Roman. - 

27 Then the chief captain came, 
and said unto him, Tell me, art thou 
a Roman? He said, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this 
freedom. And Paul said, But I was 


free born. 


29 Then straightway they departed 
from him which should have exam- 
ined him; and the chief captain also 
was afraid, after he knew that he 
was a Roman, and because he had 
bound him. 

30 On the morrow, because he 
would have known the certainty 
wherefore he was accused of the 
Jews, he loosed him from his bands, 
and commanded the chief priests 
and all their council to appear, and 
brought Paul down, and set 
before them. 


CHAPTER 23 


Aaa Paul, earnestly beholding 
the council, said, Men and bre- 
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thren, I have lived in all good con- 
science before God until this day. 

2 And the high priest Ananias 
commanded them that stood by him 
to smite on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited wall: 
for sittest thou to judge me after 
the law, and commandest me to be 
smitten contrary to the law? ; 

4 And they that stood by said, 
Revilest thou God’s high priest? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, bre- 
_ thren, that he was the high priest: 
for it is_written, Thou shalt not 
speak evil of the ruler of thy roma 

6 But when Paul perceived 
the one part were Sadducees, it 
the other Pharisees, he cried out = 
the council, Men and brethren, I 
am a Pharisee, the son of a Phari- 
see: of the hope and resurrection of 
the dead I am called in question. 

And when he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the 
Pharisees and the Sadducees: and 
the multitude was divided. 

8 For the Sadducees say that there 
is no resurrection, neither angel, 
Pa rena but the Pharisees confess 


0 And there arose a great cry: and 
the scribes that were of the Phari- 
sees’ part arose, and strove, saying, 
We find no evil in this man: but ifa 
spirit or an aao hath spoken to 
him, let us not fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a great 
dissension, the chief captain, fear- 
ing lest Paul should have been 
pulled in pieces of them, com- 
manded the soldiers to go down, 
and to take y force from 
among them, and to biie him into 
the castle. 

11 And the night following the 
Lord stood by him, and said, Be of 
good cheer, Paul: for as thou hast 
testified of me in Jerusalem, so 
must thou bear witness also at 
Rome. 

12 And when it was day, certain 
of the Jews banded together, and 
bound themselves under a curse, 
saying that they would neither eat 
nor drink till they had killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty 
which had made this conspiracy. 
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14 And they came to the chief 
priests and elders, and said, We 
have bound ourselves under a great 
curse, that we will eat no g until 
we have slain Paul. 

5 Now therefore ye with the 
council signify to the chief captain 
that he bring him down unto you 
to morrow, as though ye would in- 
quire something more perfectly con- 
cerning : and we, or ever he 
come near, are ready to 


16 And when Paul’s sister’s son — 


heard of their lying in wait, he went 
aa entered into the castle, and told 


17 Then Paul called one of the 
centurions unto him, and said, 
Bring this young man unto the chief 
co for he hath a certain thing 
o 

18 So he took him, and brought 
him_to the chief captain, and said, 
Paul the prisoner called me unto 
him, and prayed me to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took 

by the hand, and went with 
him aside privately, and asked him, 
What is that thou hast to tell me? 

20 And he said, The Jews have 
agreed to desire thee that thou 
wouldest bring down Paul to mor- 
row into the council, as though they 
would inquire somewhat of 
more perfectly. 

1 But do not thou yield unto 
them: for there lie in wait for him 
of them more than forty men, which 
haze bound themselves with an 

, that they will neither eat nor 
drink till they have killed him: and 
now are they ready, looking for a 
promise from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let 
the young man depart, and charged 
him, See thou tell no man that thou 
hast shewed these things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two 
centurions, saying, Make ready two 
hundred soldiers to go to Cesarea, 
and horsemen threescore and ten, 
and spearmen two hundred, at the 
third hour of the night; 

24 And provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring 
him safe unto Felix the governor. 
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"26 6 Claudius Lysias unto the most 
excellent governor Felix sendeth 
greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been killed 
of them: then came I with an army, 
and rescued him, having understood 
that he was a Roman 

28 And when I would have known 
the cause wherefore they accused 
him, I brought him forth into their 
council: 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused 
of questions of their law, but to have 
no g laid to his charge worthy 
of death or of bonds. 

d when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the man, 
I sent straightway to thee, and gave 
commandment to his accusers also 
to say before thee what they had 
against him. Farewell. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was 
commanded them, took Paul, and 
Poue him by night to Antipa- 


32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with , and 
returned to the castle: 

Who, when they came to Cæsa- 
rea, and delivered the epistle to the 
governor, presented Paul also þe- 
fore him. 

34 And when the governor had 
read the letter, he asked of what 
province he was. And when he 
understood that he was of Cilicia; 

I will hear thee, said he, when 
thine accusers are also come. And 
he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod’s judgment hall 


CHAPTER 24 


ND after five days Ananias the 

high priest descended with the 
elders, and with a certain orator 
named Tertullus, who informed the 
governor pains Paul. 

2 when he was called forth, 
Tertullus began to accuse him, say- 
ing, Seeing that by thee we enjoy 
great quietness, and that very 
worthy deeds are done unto this 
nation by thy providence, 

3 We accept ¿t always, and in all 
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places, most noble Felix, with. all 


ankfulnes 

4N ofwithstandings that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray 
thee that thou wouldest hear us of 

clemency a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
pestilent fellow, and a mover of 
sedition among all the Jews through- 
out the world, and a ringleader of 
the sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we took, 
and would have judged according 
to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence 
took him away out of our hands, 

Commanding his accusers to 
come unto thee: by examining of 
whom thyself mayest take know- 
ledge of all these things, whereof 
we accuse 

9 And the J ews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the 
governor had beckoned unto him to 
speak, answered, Forasmuch as I 
know that thou hast been of many 
years a judge unto this nation, I do 

e more cheerfully answer for 
myself: 

11 Because that thou mayest un- 
derstand, that there are yet but 
twelve days since I went up to 
Jerusalem for to worship. 

12 And they neither found me in 
the temple disputing with any man, 
neither raising up the people, nei- 
ther in the synagogues, nor in the 


city: 

“3 Neither can they prove the 
things whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, 
that after the way which they call 
heresy, so worship I the God of my 
fathers, believing all things which 
are wilien in the law and in the 
prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a resurrection 
of the dead, both of the just and 
unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise myself, 
to have always a conscience void of 
offence toward God, and toward 
men.

17 Now after many years I came 
to bring alms to my nation, and 
offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
Asia found me purified in the 
temple, neither with multitude, nor 
with tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and object, if they had 
aught against me. 

_20 Or else let these same here say, 
if they have found any evil doing in 
me, while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, 
that I cried standing among them, 
Touching the resurrection of the 
dead I am called in question by you 
this day. ; 

22 And when Felix heard these 
things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, he deferred them, 
and said, When Lysias the chief 
captain, shali come down, I will 
know the uttermost of your mat- 


ter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to minister 
or come unto him. _ 

24 And after certain days, when 
Felix came with his wife Drusilla, 
which was a Jewess, he sent for 
Paul, and heard him concerning the 
faith in Christ. i 

25 And as he reasoned of right- 
eousness, temperance, and judg- 
ment to come, Felix trembled, and 
answered, Go thy way for this time; 
when I have a convenient season, I 
will call for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money 
should have been given him of Paul, 
that he might loose him: wherefore 
he sent for him the oftener, and 
communed with him. 

27 But after two years Porcius 
Festus came into Felix’ room: and 
Felix, willing to shew the Jews a 
pleasure, left Paul bound. 


CHAPTER 25 


OW when Festus was come 

into the province, after three 
days he ascended from Cæsarea to 
Jerusalem. 


THE ACTS 25 


Z Then the high priest and the 
chief of the Jews informed him 
against Paul, and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, 
that he would send for him to Jeru- 
salem, laying wait in the way to 
kill him 


4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Cæsarea, and that 

e, himself would depart shortly 
thither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, 
which among you are able, go down 
with me, and accuse this man, if 
there be any wickedness in him. 

d when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Cæsarea; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat 
commanded Paul to be brought. 

d when he was come, the 
Jews which came down from Jeru- 
salem stood round about, and laid 
many and grievous complaints a- 
gainst Paul, which they could not 
prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the Jews, 
neither against the temple, nor yet 
against Cesar, have I offended any 
thing at all. rhe, 

9 But Festus, willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, 
and said, Wilt thou go up to Jeru- 
salem, and there be judged of these 
things before me? 

0 Then said Paul, I stand at 
Czsar’s judgment seat, where I 
ought to be judged: to the Jews 
have I done no wrong, as thou very 
well knowest. 

11 Fer if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of 
death, I refuse not to die: but if 
there be none of these things 
whereof these accuse me, no man 
may deliver me unto them. I appeal 
unto Cassar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had con- 
ferred with the council, answered, 
Hast thou appealed unto Cæsar? 
unto Cæsar shalt thou go. i 

13. And after certain days king 
Agrippa and Bernice came unto 
Cæsarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Festus declared Paui’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There 
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i? a certain man left in bonds by 


15 About whom, when I was at 
Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, 
desiring to have judgment against 


16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the Romans to de- 
liver any man to die, before that he 
which is accused have the accusers 
face to face, and have licence to 
answer for himself concerning the 
crime laid against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were 
come hither, without any delay on 
the morrow I sat on the judgment 
seat, and commanded the man to 
be brought forth. 

18 Against whom when the ac- 
cusers stood up, they ee none 
accusation of such things as I sup- 
posed: 

19 But had certain questions 
against him of their own super- 
stition, and of one Jesus, which was 
oan whom Paul affirmed to be 


20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jerusalem, 
and there be judged of these 
matters 

21 But when Paul had appealed 
to be reserved unto the hearing o 
Augustus, I commanded him to be 
kept till I might send him to Czsar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, 
I would also hear the man myself. 
To morrow, said he, thou shalt hear 


23 And on the morrow, when 
Agrippa was come, and Bernice, 
with great pomp, and was entered 
into the place of hearing, with the 
chief captains, and principal men of 
the city, at Festus’ commandment 
Een was brought forth. 

4 And Festus said, King Agrippa, 
sad all men which are here present 
with us, ye see this man, about 
whom ail the multitude of the Jews 
have dealt with me, both at Jeru- 
salem, and also here, crying that he 
ought not to live any longer. 

25 But when I found that he had 
committed no g worthy of death, 
and that he himself hath appealed 
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to Augustus, I have determined to 
send him. 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing 
to write unto my lord. Wherefore I 
have brought him forth before you, 
and specially before thee, O king 


Agrippa, that, after examination 
had, I might have somewhat to 
write. 


27 For it seemeth to me unreason- 
able to send a prisoner, and not 
withal to sisniiy the crimes laid 
against 


CHAPTER 26 


TREN Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Thou art permitted to speak for 
thyself. Then Paul stretched forth 
ue hand, and answered for himself: 

I myself happy, king 
a because I shall answer for 
myself this day before thee touch- 
ing all the t s whereof I am 
accused of the Jews: 

3 Especiais because I know thee 
to be expert in all customs and 
questions which are among the 
Jews: wherefore I beseech thee to 
hear me patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first among 
mine own nation at Jerusalem, 
know all the Jews: 

5 Which knew me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that after 
the most straitest sect of our religion 
I lived a Pharisee. 

6 And now I stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made 
of God unto our fathers: 

7 Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day 
and night, hope to come. For which 
hope’s sake, king ippa, I am 
accused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing 
Se with you, that God should 
raise the dead? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary 
to the name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jeru- 
salem: and many of the saints did I 
shut up in prison, having received 
authority from the chief priests; 
and when they were put to death, I 
gave my voice against them. 


Paul saileth for Rome 


11 And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme; and being ex- 
ceedingly mad against them, I per- 
secuted them even unto strange 


- cities. 


12 Whereupon as I went to Da- 
mascus with authority and com- 
mission from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun. shining round 
about me and them which journeyed 
with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, ‘and saying in the Hebrew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? if is hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, lam Jesus whom thou 
persecuiest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet: for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness both of these 


things which thou hast seen, and of 


those things in the which I will 
appear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gentiles, unto whom 
now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto God, 
that they may receive forgiveness 
of sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith that is 
in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I 
was not disobedient unto the hea- 
venly vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judæa, 
and then to the Gentiles, that they 
should repent and turn to God, and 
do works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews 
caught me in so temple, and went 
about to kill m 

22 Having therefore obtained help 
of God, I continue unto this day, 
witnessing both to small and great, 
saying none other things than those 
which the prophets and Moses did 
say should come: 


THE ACTS 27 


23 That Christ should peer and 

that he should be the first that 

should rise from the dead, and 

should shew light unto the people, 
and to the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for him- 
self, Festus said with a loud voice, 
Paul, thou art beside thyself; much 
learning doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Festus; but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these - 
things, before whom also I speak 
freely: for I am persuaded that none 
of these things are hidden from 
him; for this thing was not done in 
a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou 
the prophets? I know that thou 
believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, 
Almost eee persuadest me to be a 


Christi 

29 And d Paul said, I would to God, 
that not only thou, but also all that 
hear me this day, were both almost, 
and altogether such as I am, except 
these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, 
the king rose up, and the governor, 
ae Pee and they that sat with 


31 Add when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, 
saying, This man doeth nothing 
worthy of death or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, 
This man might have been set at 
per if he had not appealed unto 

æsar. 


CHAPTER 27 


ND when it was determined 
that we should sail into Italy, 
they delivered Paul and certain 
other prisoners unto one named 
Jones a centurion of Augustus’ 
and. 

2 And entering into a ship of Adra- 
myttium, we launched, meaning to 
sail by the coasts of Asia; one Aris- 
tarchus, a Macedonian of Thessa- 
lonica, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave him liberty 
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to go unto his triends to refresh 


se . 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, 
because the winds were contrary. 

And when we had sailed over the 
sea of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we 
came to Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a 
ship of Alexandria sailing into Italy; 
and he put us therein. 

And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and scarce were come 
over against Cnidus, the wind not 

suffering us, we sailed under Crete, 
over against Salmone;. 

8 And, hardly passing it, came 
ee a place which is called The 
fair havens; nigh whereunto was 
the city of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now danger- 
ous, because the fast was now 
gieady past, Paul admonished 
them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I 
perceive that this voyage will be 
with hurt and much damage, not 
only of the lading and ship, but also 
of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the owner of 
the ship, more than those things 
which were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more 
part advised to depart thence also, 
if by any means they might attain 
to Phenice, and there to winter; 
which is an haven of Crete, and 
lieth id the south west and 
north west. 

3 And when the south wind blew 
sane supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, loosing thence, 
they sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, 
called Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, 
and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. 

16 And running under a certain 
island which is called Clauda, we 
had much work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken 
up, they used helps, undergirding 
the ship; and, fearing lest they 
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should fall into the quicksands, 
strake sail, and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly 
tossed with a tempest, the next day 
they lightened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast oat 
with our own hands the tackling of 
the ship. 

20 Ani when neither sun nor stars 
in many days appeared, and no 
small tempest lay on us, hope 
that we should be saved was then 
taken away 

21 But after iong abstinence Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, 
and said, Sirs, ye should have 
hearkened unto me, and not have 
loosed from Crete, and to have 
gained this harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of 
good cheer: for there shall be no 
loss of any man’s life among you, 
but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Cæsar: and, 
io, God hath given thee all them 
that sail with thee. 

25 Whereiore, sirs, be of good 
cheer: for I believe God, that it 
shall be even as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon 
a certain island. 

7 But when the fourteenth night 
was come, as we were driven up 
and down in Adria, about midnight 
the shipmen deemed that they drew 
near to some country; j 

8 And sounded, and found it 
twenty fathoms: and when they had 
gone a little further, they sounded 
again, and found if fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should 
have fallen upon rocks, they cast 
four anchors out of the stern, and 
wished for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of the ship, when they 
had let down the boat into the sea, 
under colour as though they would 
haye cast anchors out of the fore- 


ship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and 
to the soldiers, Except these abide 
in the ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the 





Paul is shipwrecked 
oe oe of the boat, and let her fall 


33 And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought them all to take 
meat, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye have tarried 
and continued fasting, having taken 
nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat: for this is for your 
health: for there shall not an hair 
fall from the head of any of you. 

And when he had thus spoken, 
n took bread, and gave thanks to 
God in presence of them all: and 
when he had broken i#, he began to 


eat. 
36 Then were they ail of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 
37 And we were in all in the ship 
two hundred threescore and sixteen 


souls. 

38 And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the ship, 
au cast out the wheat into the 


Er And when it was day, they 
knew not the land: but they dis- 
covered a certain creek with a shore, 
into the which they were minded, if 
it were possible, to thrust in the 


ship. 

40 And when they had taken up 
the anchors, they committed them- 
selves unto the sea, and locsed the 
rudder bands, and hoised up the 
mainsail to the wind, and made 
toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where 
two seas met, they ran the ship 
aground; and the forepart stuck 
fast, and remained unmoveable, but 
the hinder part was broken with the 
violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was 
to kill the prisoners, lest any of 
ps should swim out, and es- 


“43 a the centurion, willing to 
save Paul, kept them from their 
purpose; and commanded that they 
which could swim should cast them- 
arch first into the sea, and get to 


44 And the rest, some on boards, 
and some on broken pieces of the 
ship. And so it came to pass, that 
they escaped all safe to land.

yon when they were escaped, 
then they knew that the island 
was called Melita 

2 And the barbarous people shewed 
us no little dness: for they 
kindled a fire, and received us every 
one, because of the present rain, 
and because of the cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on 
the fire, there came a viper out of.

4 And when the barbarians saw 
the venomous beast hang on his 
hand, they said among themselves, 
No doubt this maa is a murderer, 
whom, though he hath escaped the

5 “And he shook off the beast into 
the fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they locked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed 
their minds, and said that he was a 


god. 

7 In the same quarters were pos- 
sessions of the chief man of the 
island, whose name was Publius; 
who received us, and lodged us 
See days courteously. 

d it came to pass, that the 
iether of Publius lay sick of a fever 
and of a bloody flux: to whom Paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him 

9 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the 
island, came, and were healed: 

i0 Who also honoured us with 
many honours; and when we de- 
parted, they laded us with such 
things as were necessary. 

11 And after three months we 
departed in a ship of Alexandria, 
which had wintered in the isle, 
whose sign was Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we 
tarried there three days. 

13 from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhegium: 
and after one day the south wind 
blew, and we came the next day to 
Puteoli; 
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14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them 
seven days: and so we went toward 


Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the 
brethren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as far as Appii forum, and 
The three taverns: whom when Paul 
saw, he thanked God, and took 
Guerre: 

16 And when we came to Rome, 
the centurion delivered the prison- 
ers to the captain of the guard: but 
Paul was suffered to dwell by 
self with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together: and when they 
were come together, he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the 
people, or customs of our fathers, 
yet was I delivered prisoner from 
Jerusalem into the hands of the 
Romans. 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
there was no cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake 
against if, Í was constrained to ap- 
peal unto Cæsar; not that I had 
aught to accuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you, and to 
speak with you: because that for 
the hope of Israel I am bound with 
pais chain. 

1 And they said unto him, We 
eiue received letters out of J udæa 
concerning thee, neither any of the 
brethren that came shewed or spake 
any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest: for as concern- 
ing this sect, we know that every 
where it is spoken against. 
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23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to 
into his lodging; to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concerning 
Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, 
and out of the prophets, from morn- 
ing till evening 

24 And some believed the things 
which Werk spoken, and some be- 
lieved not. 

25 And when they agreed not 
among themseives, they departed, 
after that Paul had spoken one 
word, Well spake the Holy Ghost 
by Esaias the prophet unto our 
athers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, 
and say, Hearing ye shall hear, 
and shall not understand; and 
Seema ye shall see, and not per- 


S7 a the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are dull 
of hearing, and their eyes have they 
ciosed; lest they should see with 
their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and understand with their heart, 
and should be converted, and I 
shouid heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, 
that the salvation of God is sent 
unto the Gentiles, and that they 
will hear it. 

29 And when he had said these 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
ereat reasoning among them- 


selve 

S30 aan Paul dwelt two whole years 
in his own hired house, and received 
all that came in unto him, 

at Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching those things which 
concern the Lord Jesus Christ, with 
al confidence, no man forbidding 

1m.

CHAPTER 1 


PA a servant of Jesus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, separ- 
ated unto the gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised afore 
na = prophets in the holy scrip- 

res, 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ 
our Lord, which was made of the 
seed of David according to the flesh; 

4 And declared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the 
spirit of holiness, by the resurrec- 
tion from the dead: 

5 By whom we have received grace 
and apostleship, for obedience to 
the faith among all nations, for his 
name: 

6 Among whom are ye also the 
called of Jesus Christ: 

7 To ali that be in Rome, beloved 
of God, called fo be saints: Grace to 
you and peace from God our Father, 
and the Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Jesus Christ for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel 
of his Son, that without ceasing I 
make mention of you always in my 
prayers; 

10 Making request, if by any 
means now at length I might have a 
prosperous journey by the wiil of 
God to come unto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I 
may impart unto you some spiritual 
gift, to the end ye may be estab- 


shed; 

12 That i is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual 
faith both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you igno- 
rant, brethren, that oftentimes I 
purposed to come unto you, (but 
was let hitherto,) that I might have 


some fruit among you also, even as 
among other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, | 
and to the Barbarians; both to the 
wise, and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 

For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ: for it is the power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith: 
as it is written, The just shall live 
by faith. i 

18 For the wrath of God is reyealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 
hold the truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by 
the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead; so that 
they are without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and their 
foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be 
bens x they became fools, 

3 And changed the glory of the 
ctiodrruptitne God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and 
to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and 
creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to uncleanness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour 
their own bodies between them- 
selves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and 
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served the creature more than the 
Cane who is blessed for ever. 


26 “For this cause God gave them 
up unto vile affections: for even 
their women did change the natural 
use into that which is against 


nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leav- 
ing the natural use of the woman, 
burned in their lust one toward 
another; men with men working 
that which is unseemly, and receiv- 

ing in themselves that recompence 
of their error which was meet. 

28 And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 

mind, to do those things which are 
not convenient; 

29 Being filled with all unright- 
eousness, fornication, wickedness, 
covetousness, maliciousness; full of 
envy, murder, debate, deceit, ma- 
lignity; whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spite fal, proud, boasters, invent- 
ors of evil t things, disobedient to 
parents, 

31 Without understanding, coven- 
antbreakers, without natural affec- 
tions implacable, unmerciful: 

2 Who knowing the judgment of 
ga, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not only 
do the same, but have pleasure in 
them that do them. 


CHAPTER 2 


HEREFORE thou art inexcus- 
able, O man, whosoever thou art 
that judgest: for wherein thou judg- 
est another, thou condemnest thy- 
self; for thou that judgest doest the 
same things. 
2 But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth 
against them which commit such 


things. 

3 kad thinkest thou this, O man, 
that judgest them which do such 
things, and doest the same, that 
thon smal escape the judgment of 

o 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of 
his goodness and forbearance and 
longsuffering; not knowing that the

Jews and Gentiles sin alike 


soodues of God leadeth thee to 
repentance? 

5 But after thy hardness and im- 
penitent heart treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of 
wrath and revelation of the right- 
eous judgment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man 
according to his deeds: 

To them who by patient con- 
tinuance in well doing seek for glory 
aa honour and immortality, ete 


3 but unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do not obey the truth, but 
obey unrighteousness, indignation 
and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, 
of the Jew first, and also of the 
Gentile; 

10 But glory, honour, and peace, 
to every man that worketh good, 
to the Jew first, and also to the 
Gentile: 

11 For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned 
without law shall also perish without 
law: and as many as have sinned in 
the law shall be judged by the law; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers 
of the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of the 
law written in their hearts, their 
conscience also bearing witness, 
and their thoughts the mean while 
arming or else excusing one an- 
other; 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
thy boast of God, 

8 And knowest his will, and ap- 
coe the things that are more 
excellent, being instructed out of 
the law; 

19 And art confident that as 
thyself art a guide of the blind, 
light of them which are in fiitesicetey 
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20 An instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, which hast the 
form of knowledge and of the truth 
in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself? 
thou that preachest a man shoul 
not steal, dost thou steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou com- 
mit adultery? thou that abhorrest 
idols, dost thou commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast ‘of 
the law, through breaking the law 
dishonourest thou God? 

24 For the name of God is blas- 
phemed among the Gentiles through 
you, as it is written. 

5 For circumcision verily profit- 
eth, if thou keep the law: but if thou 
be a breaker of the law, thy circum- 
cision is made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore if the uncircumcision 
keep the righteousness of the law, 
shall not his wuncircumcision be 
counted for circumcision? 

id shall not uncircumcision 
which is by nature, if it the 
law, judge thee, who by the letter

28 For he is not a Jew, which is 
one outwardly; neither is that cir- 
cumcision, which is outward in the 


fles 
29 But he is a Jew, which is one 
inwardly; and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not in 
the letter; whose praise is not of 
men, but of God. 


CHAPTER 3 


HAT advantage then hath the 

Y V Jew? or what profit is there of 
circumcision? 

2 Much every way: chiefly, þe- 
cause that unto them were com- 
mitted the oracles of God. 

3 For what if some did not believe? 
shall their unbelief make the faith 
of God without effect? 

4 God forbid: yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar; as it is written, 
That thou mightest be justified in 
thy sayings, and mightest overcome 
when thou art judged. 

5 But if our unrighteousness com-

mend the righteousness of God, 
what shall we say? Js God unright- 
eous who taketh vengeance? (I 
speak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall 
God judge the world? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 
glory; why yet am I also judged as 
a sinner? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slan- 
derously reported, and as some 

that we say,) Let us do evil, 
that good may come? whose damna- 
tion is just. 

9 What then? are we better than 
they? No, in no wise: for we have 
before proved both Jews and Gen- 
tiles, that they are all under sin; 

10 As it is written, There is none 
righteous, no, not one: 

11 There is none that understand- 
oo, there is none that seeketh after 


od. 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become un- 
profitable; there is none that doeth 
good, no, not one. 

13 Their throat is an open sepul- 
chre; with their tongues they have 
used deceit; the poison of asps is 
under their lips: 

14 Whose mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness: 

15 Their feet are swift to shed 
blood: i f 

16 Destruction and misery are in 
their ways: 

17 And ‘the way of peace have they 
not known: 

18 There is no fear of God before 
their eyes. - 

19 Now we know that what things 
soever the law saith, it saith to them 
who are under the law: that every 
mouth may be stopped, and all the 
world may become guilty before 


od. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified 
in his sight: for by the law is the 
knowledge of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
being witnessed by the law and the 
prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Jesus Christ 
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unto all and upon all them that 
believe: for there is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified freely by his 
grace through ane redemption that 
is in Christ Jesu 

25 Whom God hath set forth fo be 
a propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance of 


26 To declare, J say, at this time 
his righteousness: that he might be 
just, and the justifier of him which 
believeth in Jesus. | f 

Where is boasting then? It is 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay: but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without the 
deeds of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? 
is he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, 
of the Gentiles also 

30 Seeing it is one God, which 
shall justify the circumcision by 
faith; and uncircumcision through 


aith. 

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law. 


CHAPTER 4 


HAT shall we say then that 
' Abraham our father, as per- 
taining to the flesh, hath found ? 

2 For if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory; 
but not before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? 
Abraham believed God, and it was 
counted unto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but 
of debt. | 

5 But to him that worketh not, but 
believeth on him that justifieth the 
ungodly, his faith is counted for 
righteousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth 
the blessedness of the man, unto 
whom God imputeth righteousness 
without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose 
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iniquities are forgiven, and whose 
sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then 
upon the circumcision only, or upon 
the uncircumcision also? for we say 
that faith was reckoned to Abraham 
for righteousness. 

How was it then reckoned? 
when he was in circumcision, or in 
uncircumcision? Not in circumci- 
sion, but in uncircumcision. 

11 d he received the sign of 
circumcision, a seal of the right- 
eousness of the faith which he had 
yet being uncircumcised: that he 
might be the father of all them that 
believe, though they be not circum- 
cised; that righteousness might be 
imputed unto them also: 

2 And the father of circumcision 
5 Ar who are not of the circum- 
cision only, but who also walk in 
the steps of that faith of our father 
Abraham, which he had being yet 
uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should 
be the heir of the world, was not to 
Abraham, or to his seed, through 
the law, but through the righteous- 
ness of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the law 
be heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promise made of none effect: 

15 Because the law worketh wrath: 
for where no law is, fhere is no 
transgression. 

16 Therefore it is of faith, that i¢ 
might be by grace; to the end the 
promise might be sure to all the 
seed; not to that only which is of 
the law, but to that also which is of 
the faith of Abraham; who is the 
father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, I have made 
thee a father of many nations,) be- 
fore him whom he believed, even 
God, who quickeneth the dead, and 
calleth those things which be not as 
though they were. 

18 Who against hope believed in 
hope, that he might become the 
father of many nations, according 
to that which was spoken, So shall 
thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own body now 
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dead, when he was about an hun- 
dred years old, neither yet the dead- 
ness of Sarah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise 
of God ee UEBENES: hut was 
strong in faith, giving glory to Go 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed 
to him for righteousness. 

3 Now it was not written for his 
sake alone, that it was imputed to 


24 But for us also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on him 
that raised up Jesus our Lord from 
the dead; 

25 Who was delivered for our 
offences, and was raised again for 
our justification. 


CHAPTER 5 


pelea ee being justified_by 
faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 By whom also we have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we glory in 
tribulations also: knowing that tri- 
bulation worketh patience; 

4 And patience, experience; and 
Sire hope: 

5 And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in eur hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us. 

6 For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died 
for the ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man 
will one die: yet peradventure for a 
pood man some would even dare 

o die. 

8 But God commendeth his love 
toward us, in that, while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now 
justified by his blood, we shail be 
saved from wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, 
we were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more, being 
age we shall be saved by his 

e. . 
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11 And not only so, but we also 
joy in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom we have now re- 
ceived the atonement. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man sin 
entered into the world, and death 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned: 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned 

om Adam to Moses, even over 
them that had not sinned after the 
similitude of Adam’s transgression, 
who is the figure of him that was 
to come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also 
is the free gift. For if through the 
offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the gift 
by grace, which is by one man, Jesus 
Christ, hath abounded unto many. 

16 And not as it was by one that 
sinned, so is the gift: for the judg- 
ment was by one to condemnation, 
but the free gift zs of many offences 
unto pesearaees 

17 For if by one man’s offence 


death reigned by one; much more 


they which receive abundance of 
grace and of the of righteous- 
neta shall reign in life by one, Jesus 


18 pe as by the offence of 
one judgment came upon all men 
to condemnation; even so by the 

righteousness of one the free gift 
came upon men unto justifica- 
tion of life. 

19 For as by one man’s disobedi- 
ence many were made sinners, so 
by the obedience of one shall many 
be made righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that 
the offence might abound. But where 
sin abounded, grace did much more 
abound: i ; 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal 
life by Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 6 


HAT shall we say then? Shall 
we continue in sin, that grace 

may abound? 
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_2 God forbid. How shail we, that 
are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us 
as were baptized into Jesus Christ 
were baptized into his death? 

4 Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death: that like 
as Christ was raised up from the 
dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should walk in 
newness of life. 

5 For if. we have been planted 
together in the likeness of_ his 
death, we shall be also in the like- 
ness of his resurrection: 

6 Knowing this, that our old man 
is crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is freed 
from sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died 
unto sin once: but in that he liveth, 
n Tuelh unto God. 

1 Likewise reckon ye also your- 
aa to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive unto God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should 
obey it in the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your members 
as instruments of unrighteousness 
unto sin: but yield yourselves unto 
God, as those that are alive from 
the ‘dead, and your members as 
instruments of righteousness unto 


od. 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the 
law, but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, be- 
cause we are not under the law, but 
under grace? God forbid. 

6 Know ye not, that to whom ye 
yield yourselves servants to obey, 
his servants ye are to whom ye 
obey; whether of sin unto death, or 
of obedience unto righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin, but ye 
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have obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine which was de- 
livered you. 

18 Being then made free from sin, 
ye became the servants of right- 
Cone 

19 I speak after the manner of 
men because of the infirmity of 
your flesh: for as ye have yielded 
your members servants to unclean- 
ness and to iniquity unto iniquity; 
even so now yield your members 
etna to righteousness unto holi- 


"30 For when ye were the servants 
o an, ye were free from righteous- 


"31 “What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed ? 
for the end of those things is death. 

22 But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, 
ye have your fruit unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 7 


NOW ve not, brethren, (for I 

speak to them that know the 
law,) how that the law hath domi- 
nion over a man as long as he 
liveth? 

2 For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her 
husband so long as he liveth; but 
if the husband be dead, she is 
loosed from the law of her husband. 

3 So then if, while her husband 
liveth, she be married to another 
man, she shall be called an adul- 
teress: but if her husband be dead, 
she is free from that law; so that 
she is no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also 
are become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be 
married to another, even to 
who is raised from the dead, that 
we see bring forth fruit unto 

o 

5 For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins, which were by 
the law, did work in our members 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 
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6 But now we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein 
we were held; that we should serve 
in newness of spirit, and not in the 
oldness of the letter. 

What shall we say then? Js the 
law sin? God forbid. Nay, I had not 
known sin, but by the law: for I had 
not known lust, except the law had 
said, Thou shalt not covet. 

8 But t sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me 
manner of concupiscence. For with- 
out the law sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law 
once: but when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which 
was ordained to life, I found fo be 
unto death. i ; 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, deceived me, and 
by it slew me. : 

12 Wherefore the law is holy, and 
the commandment holy, and just, 
and good. 

13 Was then that which is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
But sin, that it might appear sin, 
working death in me by that which 
is good; that sin by the command- 
ment might become exceeding sin- 


14 For we know that the law is 
spirituals. but I am carnal, sold 
under s 

15 For that which I do I allow not: 
for what I would, that do I not; but 
what I hate, that do I. ‘ 

16 If then I do that which I would 
not, I consent unto the law that it 
is good. ae 

17 Now then it is no more I that 
lo it, but sin that dweileth in me. 

For I know that in me (that is, 
a my flesh,) dwelieth no good 
thing: for to will is present with 
me; but how to -perform that which 
is good I find n 

19 For the eh that I would I do 
not: but the evil which I would not, 
that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, 
it is no more I that do it, but sin 
that dwelleth in me. 

21 I find then a law, that, when I 
would do good, evil is present with 
me, 
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22 For I delight in the law of God 
after the inward man: 

23 But I see another law in my 
members, warring against the law 
of my mind, and bringing me into 
Captivity to the law of sin which is 
in my members. 

24 O wretched man that I am! 
who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death? 

25 I thank God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. So then with the 

mind I myself serve the law of God; 
but with the flesh the law of sin. 


CHAPTER 8 


TH ERE is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them which are in 
Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

2 For the law of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus hath made me free 
from the law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the 
fiesh, God sending his own Son in 
the likeness of sinful fiesh, and for 
sin, condemned sin in the fesh: 

4 That the righteousness of the 
law might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the flesh 
do mind the things of the flesh; but 
they that are after the Spirit the 
things of the Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded is 
e but to be spiritually minded 
is life ‘and peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is en- 
mity against God: for it is not sub- 
ject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the 
flesh cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but 
in the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit 
of God dwell in you. Now if any 
man have not the Spirit of Christ, 
he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the 
body is dead because of sin; but 
the Spirit is life because of right- 
eousness. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead dwell 
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in you, he that raised up Christ 
from the dead shall also quicken 
your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are 
debtors, not to the flesh, to live 
after the flesh. 

uae For if ye live after the flesh, ye 

die: but if ye through ‘the 
Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live. 

14 For as many as are led by the 
ot of God, they are the sons of 


15 For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but 
ye have received the Spirit of adop- 
tion, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth witness 
with our spirit, that we are the 

iidren of God: 

17 And if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suffer with 
him, that we may be also glorified 
together, t 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy 
to be compared with the glory which 
shall be revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of 
the creature waiteth for the mani- 
festation of the sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made sub- 
ject to vanity, not willingly, but by 
reason of him who hath subjected 
the same in hope, 

21 Because the creature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole 
creation groaneth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. 

23 And not only they, but ourselves 
also, which have the firstfruits of 
the Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, fo wif, the redemption of 
our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope: but 
hope that is seen is not hope: for 
what a man seeth, why doth he yet 
hope for? 

25 But if we hope for that we see 
pot, eee do we with patience wait 


26 Tikewise the Spirit also helpeth 
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our infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray for as we 
ought: but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because he maketh 
intercession for the saints according 
to the will of G 

d we know that all things 
work together for good to them that 
love God, to them who are the 
called according to his purpose. 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate fo be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, that 
he might be the firstborn among 
many brethren. 

30 Moreover whom he did pre- 
destinate, them he also called: and 
ap he called, them he also justi- 

>: and whom he justified, them 
ne also glorified. 

31 What shall we then say to these 
things? If God be for us, who can be 
against us? 

32 He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how 
shali he not with him also freely 
give us all things? 

33 Who shall tay any thing to the 
charge of God’s elect? Jt is God 
that justifieth. 

34 Who is he that condemneth? 
Zt is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even at 
the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? shail tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, 
or nakedness, or peril, or sword? 

36 As it is written, For thy sake we 
are killed all the day long; we are 
accounted as sheep for the slaugh- 


ter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. 3 

38 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord, 
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SAY the truth in Christ, I lie 
not, my conscience also bearing 
me witness in the Holy Ghost, 

.2 That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. 

3 For I could wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according to 
the flesh: 

4 Who are Israelites; to whom 
bertaineth the adoption, and the 
glory, and the covenants, and the 
giving of the law, and the service of 
God, and the promises; 

5 Whose are the fathers, and of 
whom as concerning the flesh Christ 
came, who = som all, God blessed 
for ever. 

6 Not as thouéh the word of God 
hath taken none effect. For they are 
not all Israel, which are of Israel: 

7 Neither, because they are the 
seed of Abraham, are they all chil- 
os eas In Isaac shall thy seed 


8 That is, They which are the 
tides of the flesh, these are not 
the children of God: but the chil- 
dren of the promise are counted for 
the seed. 

9 For this is the word of promise, 
At this time will I come, and Sarah 
shall have a son. 

10 And not only this; but when 
Rebecca also had conceived by one, 
even by our father Isaac; 

11 (For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any good 
or evil, that the purpose of God 
according to election might stand, 
not of works, but of him that 
calleth;) 

12 It was said unto her, The elder 
shall serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob have I 
loved, but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Is 
there unrighteousness with God? 
God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, I will 
have mercy on whom [I have 
mercy, and I will have compassion 
on whom I will have compassion. 

16 So then it is not of him that 
willeth, nor of him that runneth, but 
of God that sheweth mercy. 
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17 For the scripture saith unto 
Pharaoh, Even for this same pur- 
pose have I raised thee up, that I 
might shew my power in thee, and 
that my name might be declared 
i a m all the earth. 

8 Therefore hath he mercy on 
aaa he will have mercy, and 
whom he will he hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, 
Why doth he yet find fault? For 
who hath resisted his will? 

20 Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God? Shall the 

thing formed say to him that formed 
it, Why hast thou made me thus? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the clay, of the same lump to make 
one vessel unto honour, and another 
unto dishonour? ae 

22 What if God, willing to shew 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long- 
suffering the vessels of wrath fitted 
to destruction: 

23 And that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the vessels 
of mercy, which he had afore pre- 
pared unto glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jews only, but also of the 
Gentiles? 3 

25 As he saith also in Osee, I will 

call them my people, which were 
not my people; and her beloved, 
which was not beloved. 
_26 And it shall come to pass, that 
in the place where it was said unto 
them, Ye are not my people; there 
shall they be called the children of 
the living God. 

27 Esaias also crieth concerning 
Israel, Though the number of the 
children of Israel be as the sand of 
the sea, a remnant shall be saved: 

28 For he will finish the work, and 
cut if short in righteousness: be- 
cause a short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth. 

29 And as Esaias said before, Ex- 
cept the Lord of Sabaoth had left 
us a seed, we had been as Sodoma, 
and been made like unto Gomorrha. 

30 What shall we say then? That 
the Gentiles, which followed not 
after righteousness, have attained 
to righteousness, even the right- 
eousness which is of faith. 
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31 But Israel, which followed after 
the law of righteousness, hath not 
attained to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore? Because they 
sought it not by faith, but as_it 
were by the works of the law. For 
they stumbled at that stumbling- 
stone; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay in 
Sion a stumblingstone and rock of 
offence: and whosoever believeth 
on him shall not be ashamed. 


CHAPTER 10 


RETHREN, my heart’s desire 
and prayer to God for Israel is, 
that they might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they 
have a zeal of God, but not accord- 
ing to knowledge. . 

3 For they being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. 

5 For Moses describeth the right- 
eousness which is of the law, That 
the man which doeth those things 
shall live by them. ah. 

6 But the righteousness which is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Say not 
in thine heart, Who shall ascend 
into heaven? (that is, to bring 
Christ down from above:) | | 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the 
deep? (that is, to bring up Christ 
again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in 
thy heart: that is, the word of faith, 
which we preach; ; 

9 That if thou shalt confess with 
thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt 
believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt 
be saved., ; 

10 For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness; and with the 
mouth confession is made unto sal- 
vation. l ; 

11 For the scripture saith, Whoso- 
ever believeth on him shall not be 
ashamed. s r 
12 For there is no difference be- 
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tween the Jew and the Greek: for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
ali that call upon him. | 

13 For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. 
_ 14 How then shall they call on him 
in whom they have not believed? 
and how shall they believe in him 
of whom they have not heard? and 
how shall they hear without a 
preacher? 

15 And how shall they preach, ex- 
cept they be sent? as it is written, 
How beautiful are the feet of them 
that preach the gospel of peace, and 
bring glad tidings of good things! 

16 But they have not all obeyed 
the gospel. For Esaias saith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report? 

_17 So then faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the word of 


© e 

18 But I say, Have they not heard? 
Yes verily, their sound went into 
all the earth, and their words unto 
the ends of the world. 

19 But I say, Did not Israel know? 
First Moses saith, I will provoke 
you to jealousy by them that are 
no people, and by a foolish nation I 
will anger you. | 

20 But Esaias is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
sought me not; I was made mani- 
fest unto them that asked not after 


me. 

21 But to Israel he saith, All day 
long I have stretched forth my 
hands unto a disobedient and gain- 
saying people. 


CHAPTER 11 


SAY then, Hath God cast away 
his people? God forbid. For I 
also am an Israelite, of the seed of 
Abraham, of the tribe of Benjamin. 
Z God hath not cast away his 
people which he foreknew. Wot ye 
not what the scripture saith of 
Elias? how he maketh intercession 
to God against Israel, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy pro- 
phets, and digged down thine altars; 
and I am left alone, and they seek 
my life. À 

4 But what saith the answer of 
God unto him? I have reserved to 
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myself seven thousand men, who 
have not_bowed the knee to the 
image of Baal 

5 Even so then at this present time 
also there is a remnant according 
to the election of grace. 

d if by grace, then is it no 
more of works: otherwise grace is 
no more grace. But if it be of works, 
then is it no more grace: otherwise 
work is no more work. 

7 What then? Israel hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for; 
but the election hath obtained it, 
and the rest were blinded 

8 (According as it is written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slum- 
ber, eyes that they should not see, 
and ears that they should not hear;) 
unto this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their table 
be made a snare, and a trap, and a 
stumblingblock, and a recompence 
unto them: | 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, 
that they may not see, and bow 
down their back alway. 

11 I say then, Have they stumbled 
that they should fall? God forbid: 
but rather through their fall salva- 
tion is come unto the Gentiles, for 
to provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them be the 
riches of the worid, and the dimin- 
ishing of them the riches of the 
Gentiles; how much more their ful- 
ness? 

13 For I speak to you Gentiles, 
inasmuch as I am the apostle of the 
Gentiles, I magnify mine office: 

14 If by any means I may provoke 
to emulation them which are my 
flesh, and might save some of 
them. 

15 For if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what 
shall the receiving of them be, but 
life from the dea 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, the 
lump is also holy: and if the root 
be holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
olive tree, wert grafted in among 
them, and with them partakest of 
the root and fatness of the olive 


ee; 
18 Boast not against the branches. 
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But if thou boast, thou bearest not 
the root, but the root thee. 
Thou say then, The 
branches were broken off, that I 
might be grafted in. 
20 Well; because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not highminded, but 


ear: 

21 For if God spared not the 
natural branches, fake heed lest he 
also spare not thee 

22 Behold ketda the goodness 
and severity of God: on them which 
fell, severity; but toward thee, good- 
ness, if thou continue in his good- 
ness: otherwise thou also shalt be 
cut off. ; 5 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
still in unbelief, shall be grafted i in: 
for God is able to graft them in 
again. 

24 For if thou wert cut out of the 
olive tree which is by nature, 
and wert grafted contrary to nature 
into a good olive tree: how much 
more shall these, which be the 
natural branches, be grafted into 
their own olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that 
ye should be ignorant of this mys- 
tery, lest ye should be wise in your 
own conceits; that blindness in part 
is happened to Israel, until the ful- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in.

28 As concerning the gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes: but as 
touching the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past have 
not believed God, yet have now 
obtained mercy through their un- 
belief: 

31 Even so have these also now 
not believed, that through your 
mercy they also may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath concluded them 
all in unbelief, that he might have 
mercy upon 
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33 O the depth of the riches both 
of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God! how unsearchable are his 
judgments, and his ways past find- 
ing out! : 

34 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord? or who hath been his 
counsellor? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and = en be recompensed unto 


36 For pe him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things: to whom 
be glory for ever. Amen. 


CHAPTER 12 


BESEECH you therefore, bre- 
thren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.

CHAPTER 13 


ET every soul be subject unto 

the higher powers. For there is 
no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God. 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordinance 
of Ged: and they that resist. shall 
receive to themselves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to 
good works, but to the evil. Wilt 
thou then not be afraid of the 
power? do that which is good, and 
thou shalt have praise of the same:

12 And again, Esaias saith, There 
shall be a root of Jesse, and he that 
shall rise to reign over the Gentiles; 
in him shall the Gentiles trust. 

13 Now the God of hope fill you 
with all joy and peace in believing, 
that ye may abound in hope, through 
the power of the Holy Ghost. 

1 I myself also am persuaded 
of you, my brethren, that ye also 
are of goodness, filled with | 
knowledge, able also to admonish 
one another. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I haye 
written the more boldiy unto you in 
some sort, as putting you in mind, 
because of the grace that is given 
to me of God, I. 

16 That I should be the minister 
of Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, 
ministering the gospel of God, that 
the offering up of the Gentiles might 
be acceptable, being sanctified by 
the Holy Ghost.

19 Through mighty signs and won- 
ders, by the power of the Spirit of 
God; so that from Jerusalem, and 
round about unto Illyricum, I have 
fully preached the gospel of Christ. 

20 Yea, so have I strived to 
preach the gospel, not where Christ 
was named, lest I should build upon 
another man’s foundation: 

21 But as it is written, To whom 
he was not spoken of, they shall 
see: and they that have not heard 
shall understand. 

22 For which cause also Ihave been 
much hindered from coming to you. 

23 But now having no more place 
in these parts, and having a great 
desire these many years to come 
unto you; i 

24 Whensoever I take my journey 
into Spain, I will come to you: for I 
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trust to see you in my journey, and 
to be brought on my way thither- 
ward by you, if first I be somewhat 
filled with your company. 

25 But now I go unto Jerusalem to 
minister unto the saints. 

26 For it hath pleased them of 
Macedonia and Achaia to make a 
certain contribution for the poor 
saints which are at Jerusalem. | 

27 It hath pleased them verily; 
and their debtors they are. For if 
the Gentiles have been made par- 
takers of their spiritual things, their 
duty is also to minister unto them 
in carnal things 

28 When therefore I have per- 
formed this, and have sealed to 
them this fruit, I will come by you 
into Spain. 

29 And I am sure that, when I 
come unto you, I shall come in the 
fulness of the blessing of the gospel 
of Christ. 

30 Now I beseech you, brethren, 
for the Lord Jesus Christ’s sake, 
and for the love of the Spirit, that 
ye strive together with me in your 
prayers to God for me; 

That I may be delivered from 
them that do not believe in Judza; 
and that my service which J have 
for Jerusalem may be accepted of 
the saints; 

32 That I may come unto you with 
joy by the will o od, and may 
with you be refreshed.

Greet them that be of the household 
of Narcissus, which are in the Lord. 

12 Salute Tryphena and Tryphosa, 
who labour in the Lord. Salute the 
beloved Persis, which laboured 
much in the Lord. ; 

13 Salute Rufus chosen in the 
Lord, and his mother and mine. 

14 Salute Asyncritus, Phlegon, 
Hermas, Patrobas, Hermes, and the 
brethren which are with them.

CHAPTER 1 


pAr called fo be an apostle of 
Jesus Christ through the will of 
God, and Sosthenes our brother, | 

2 Unto the church of God which is 
at Corinth, to them that are sanc- 
tified in Christ Jesus, called to be 
saints, with all that in every place 
call upon the name of Jesus Christ 
our Lord, both theirs and ours: 

Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

4 It my God always on your 
behalf, for the grace of God which 
is given you by Jesus Christ; 

5 That in every thing ye are en- 
riched by him, in all utterance, and 
in all knowledge; | $ 

6 Even as the testimony of Christ 
was confirmed in you: , 

7. So that ye come behind in no 
gift; waiting for the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ: 

8 Who shall also confirm you unto 
the end, that ye may be blameless 
in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 God is faithful, by whom ye 
were called unto the fellowship of 
his Son Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 Now I beseech you, brethren, 
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by the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that ye all speak the same 
thing, and that there be no divisions 
among you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind 
and in the same judgment. 

11 For it hath þeen declared unto 
me of you, my_ brethren, by them 
which are of the house of Chloe, 
that there are contentions among 


you. 

12 Now this I say, that every one 
of you saith, I am of Paul; and I of 
Apollos; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ. l TS 

13 Is Christ divided? was Paul 
crucified for you? or were ye bap- 
tized in the name of Paul? 

14 I thank God that I baptized 
none of you, but Crispus and Gaius; 

15 Lest any should say that I had 
baptized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the house- 
hold of Stephanas: besides, I know 
not whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to bap- 
tize, but to preach the gospel: not 
with wisdom of words, lest the cross 
or Christ should be made of none 
effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross 
is to them that perish foolishness; 
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but unto us which are saved it is 
the power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy 
the wisdom of the wise, and will 
bring to nothing the understanding 
of the prudent. 

20 Where ts the wise? where is the 
scribe? where ts the disputer of this 
world? hath not God made foolish 
the wisdom of this world? | 

21 For after that in the wisdom of 
God the world by wisdom knew not 
God, it pleased God by the foolish- 
ness of preaching to save them that 
pelieve. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, and 
the Greeks seek after wisdom: 

23 But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a_stumblingblock, 
and unto the Greeks foolishness; 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews_and Greeks, Christ the 
power of God, and the wisdom of 


od. 
_25 Because the foolishness of God 
is wiser than men; and the weak- 
ness of God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, bre- 
thren, how that not many wise men 
after the flesh, not many mighty, 
not many noble, are called: 

27 But God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world to confound the 
wise; and God hath chosen the 
weak things of the world to con- 
found the things which are mighty; 

28 And base things of the world, 
and things which are despised, hath 
God chosen, yea, and things which 
Eee not, to bring to nought things 
ha 

29 That no flesh should glory in 
his presence. 

30 But of him are ye in Christ 
Jesus, who of God is made unto us 
wisdom, and righteousness, and 
sanctification, and redemption: 

31 That, according as itis written, 
He that glorieth, let him glory in 
the Lord. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND I, brethren, when I came 
to you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring 
unto you the testimony of God. 
2 For I determined not to know 
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any thing among you, save Jesus 
Christ, and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my speech and my preach- 
ing was not with enticing words of 
man’s wisdom, but in demonstra- 
tion of the Spirit and of power: 

5 That your faith should not stand 
in the wisdom of men, but in the 
power of God. 

Howbeit we speak wisdom 
among them that are perfect: yet 
not the wisdom of this world, nor of 
the princes of this world, that come 
to nought: 

7 But we speak the wisdom of God 
in a mystery, even the hidden wis- 
dom, which God ordained before 
the world unto our glory 

8 Which none of the princes of this 
itd knew: for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the 
Lord of glory. 

9 But as it is written, Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared for 
them that love him 

10 But God hath revealed them 
unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit 
searcheth all things, yea, the deep 
things of God. 

il For what man knoweth the 
things of a man, save the spirit of 
man which is in him? even so the 
things of God knoweth no man, but 
the Spirit of God. 

Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the spirit 
which is of God; ‘that we might 
know the things that are freely given 
to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, 
not in the words which man’s wis- 
dom teacheth, but which the Holy 
Ghost teacheth; comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth 
not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: 
neither can he know them, because 
they are spiritually discerned. 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth 
all things, yet he himself is judged 
of no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord, that he may instruct 
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him? But we have the mind of 
Christ. 


CHAPTER 3 


ND I, brethren, could not speak 

unto you as unto spiritual, but 
as unto carnal, even as unto babes 
in Christ. 

2 I have fed you with milk, and 
not with meat: for hitherto ye were 
not able to bear it, neither yet now 
are ye able. 

3 For ye are yet carnal: for 
whereas fhere is among you envy- 
ing, and strife, and divisions, are ye 
not carnal, and walk as men? 

4 For while one saith, I am of 
Paul; and another, I am of Apollos; 
are ye not carnal? 

S Who then is Paul, and who is 
Apollos, but ministers by whom ye 
believed, even as the Lord gave to 
every man? 

6 I have planted, Apollos watered; 
but_God gave the increase. 

7 So then neither is he that plant- 
eth any thing, neither he that 
watereth; but God that giveth the 
increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he 
that watereth are one: and every 
man shall receive his own reward 
according to his own labour. 

9 For we are labourers together 
with God: ye are God’s husbandry, 
ye are God’s building. 

10 According to the grace of God 
which is given unto me, as a 
wise masterbuilder, I have laid the 
foundation, and another buildeth 
thereon. But let every man take 
heed how he buildeth thereupon. 

li For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which 1s 
Jesus Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon this 
foundation gold, silver, precious 
stones, wood, hay, stubble; 

13 Every man’s work shall be 
made manifest: for the day shall 
declare it, because it shall be re- 
vealed by fire; and the fire shall try 
every man’s work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which 
he hath built thereupon, he shall 
receive a reward. 

15 If any man’s work shall be 
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burned, he shall suffer loss: but he 
himself shall be saved; yet so as 
by fire. : 

16 Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you? 

i7 If any man defile the temple of 
God, him shall God destroy; for the 
temple of God is holy, which temple 
ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself. 
If any man among you seemeth to 
be wise in this world, let hi 
become a fool, that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God. For it is 
written, He taketh the wise in their 
own craftiness. 

20 And again, The Lord knoweth 
the thoughts of the wise, that they 
are vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glory in 
men. For all things are yours; 

22 Whether Paul, or Apollos, or 
Cephas, or the world, or life, or 
death, or things present, or things 
to come; all are yours; 2 
_23 And ye are Christ’s; and Christ 
is God’s. 


CHAPTER 4 


E- a man so account of us, as 
of the ministers of Christ, and 
stewards of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in stew- 
ards, that a man be found faithful. 

3. But with me it is a very small 
thing that I should be judged of you, 
or of man’s judgment: yea, I judge 
not mine own self. | 

4 For I know nothing by myself; 
yet am I not hereby justified: but 
he that judgeth me is the Lord. 

5 Therefore judge nothing before 
the time, until the Lord come, who 
both will bring to light the hidden 
things of darkness, and will make 
manifest the counsels of the hearts: 
and then shall every man have 
praise of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I 
have in a figure transferred to my- 
self and fo Apollos for your sakes; 
that ye might learn in us not to 
think of men above that which is 
written, that no one of you be puffed 
up for one against another.

7 For who maketh thee to differ 
from another? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? now 
thou didst receive if, why dost thou 
glory, as if thou hadst not received 
it? 

8 Now ve are full, now ve are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without 
us: and I would to God ye did 
reign, that we also might reign with 


you. 

9 For I think that God hath set 
forth us the apostles last, as it were 
appointed to death: for we are made 
a spectacle unto the world, and to 
angels, and to men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, but ye are strong; ye are 
honourable, but we are despised.

13 Being defamed, we entreat: we 
are made as the filth of the world, 


and are the offscouring of all things.

14 I write not these things to 
shame yon, but as my beloved sons 
I warn y 

15 For aN ye have ten thou- 
sand instructors in Christ, yet kave 
ye not many fathers: for in Christ 
Jesus I have begotten you through 
the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

7 For this cause have I sent unto 
you Timotheus, who is my beloved 
son, and faithful in the Lord, who 
shall bring you into remembrance 
of my ways which be in Christ, as I 
teach every where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortiy, if 
the Lord will, and will know, not 
the Aa of them which are puffed 
up, but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not 
in word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto 
you with a rod, or in love, and in the 
spirit of meekness? 
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CHAPTER 5- 


T is reported commonly that there 

is fornication among you, and 
such fornication as is not so muck 
as named among the Gentiles, that 
one should have his father’s wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he that 
hath done this deed might be taken 
away from among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, 
but present in spirit, have judged 
already, as though I were present, 
concerning him that hath so done 
this deed, 

4. In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered to- 
gether, and my spirit, with the 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such an one unto 
Satan for the destruction of the 
flesh, that the spirit may be saved 
in the day of the Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know 
ye not that a little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old lea- 
ven, that ye may be a new lump, 
as ye are unleavened. For even 
Christ our passover is sacrificed for 


us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, 
not with oid leaven, neither with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness; 
but with the unleavened bread of 
sincerity and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle 
not to company with fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with the for- 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous, or extortioners, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs 
go out of the world. ; 

11 But now I have written unto 
you not to keep company, if any 
man that is called a brother þe a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idol- 
ater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or 
an extortioner; with such an one 
no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without? do not 
ye judge them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked per- 
son. 
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CHAPTER 6 


ARE any of you, having a mat- 

ter against another, go to law 
before the unjust, and not before 
the saints? 

2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the 
world shall be judged by you, are 
ye unworthy to judge the smallest 
matters? 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 


angels? how much more things that © 


pertain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, set 
them to judge who are least es- 
teemed in the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you? no, not one that shall be able 
to judge between his brethren? | 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the unbe- 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
not rather take wrong? why do ye 
not rather suffer yourseives fo be 
defrauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of 
God? Be not deceived: neither for- 
nicators, nor idolaters, nor adul- 
terers, nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 

ards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
tioners, shall inherit the kingdom 
of God. 

11 And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are sanc- 
tified, but ye are justified in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our God. 

All things are lawful unto me, 
but all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, but Iw 
a be brought under the power rof 


a3 Meats for the belly, and the 
belly for meats: but God shall de- 
stroy both it and them. Now the 
body is not for fornication, but for 
the Lord; and the Lord for the body. 
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14 And God hath both raised up 
the Lord, and will also raise up us 
by his own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ? shall I 
then take the members of Christ, 
and make them the members of an 
harlot? God forbid. 

16 What? know ye not that he 
which is joined to an harlot is one 
body? for two, saith he, shall be 
one flesh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that 
aman doeth is without the body; 
but he that committeth fornication 
sinneth against his own body. 

19 What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own? 2 f 

20 For ye are bought with a price: | 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God’s. 


CHAPTER 7 


Now concerning the things 
iN whereof ye wrote unto me: It 
is good for a man not to touch a 
woman. 

2 Nevertheless, fo avoid fornica- 
tion, let every man have his own 
wife, and let every woman have her 
own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the 
wife due benevolence: and likewise 
also the wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband: and 
likewise also the husband hath not 
pone of his own body, but the

15 But if the unbelieving depart, 
let him depart. A brother or a sister 
is not under bondage in such cases: 
but God hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy hus- 
band? or how knowest thou, O man, 
whether thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to 
every man, as the Lord hath called 
every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches.

S21 Art thou called being a servant? 
care not for it: but if thou mayest 
be made free, use 7¢ rather. 
22 For he that is called in the 
Lord, being a servant, is the Lord’s 
freeman: likewise also he that is 
ein being free, is Christ’s ser- 
vant. 
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23 Ye are bought with a price; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, where- 
ta ne is called, therein abide with

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord: yet 
I give my judgment, as one that 
hath obtained mercy of the Lord to 
be fait ; 

26 I suppose therefore that this is 
good for the present distress, J say, 
thet it is good for a man so to be. 

thou bound unto a wife? 
sam not to be loosed. Art thou 
loosed from a wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou 
hast not sinned; and if a virgin 
marry, she hath not sinned. Never- 
theless such shall have trouble in 
the flesh: but I spare you. 

9 But this I say, brethren, the 
time is short: it remaineth, that both 
they that have wives be as though 
they had none; 

30 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that rejoice, 
as though they rejoiced not; an 
they that buy, as though they pos- 
sessed not; 

31 And they that use this world, 
as not abusing it: for the fashion of 
this world passeth away. 

32 But I would have you without 
carefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
the =the how he may please the 


33 But he that is married careth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife. 

34 There is difference. also between 
a wife and a virgin. The unmarried. 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she that is 
married careth for the things of the 
world, how she may please her 


husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which is 
comely, and that ye may attend 
upon the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man t that he 
behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin, if she pass the flower of 
her age, and need so require, let 
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him do what he will, he sinneth 
not: let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no 
necessity, but hath power over his 
own , and hath so decreed in 
his heart that he will keep his virgin, 
doeth well. . 3 

38 So then he that giveth her in 
marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth her not in marriage doeth 
better. Pee 

39 The wife is bound by the law 
as long as her husband liveth; but 
if her husband be dead, she is at 
liberty to be married to whom she 
will; only in the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so 
abide, after my judgment: and I 
aa also that I have the Spirit of 

od. 


CHAPTER 8 


OW as touching things offered 

unto idols, we know that we all 
have knowledge. Knowledge puffeth 
up, but charity edifieth.. 

And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth 
nothing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of i 
_4 As concerning therefore the eat- 
ing of those things that are offered 
in sacrifice unto idols, we know that 
an idol is nothing in the worid, and 
that there is none other God but 
one. 

5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or in 
earth, (as there be gods many, and 
lords many,) : 

6 But to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him, j 

7 Howbeit there is not in every 
man that knowledge: for some with 
conscience of the idol unto this hour 
eat if as a thing offered unto an 
idol; and their conscience being 
weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we 
the better; neither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse. | 
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9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum- 
blingblock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shall not the con- 
science of him which is weak be 
emboldened to eat those things 
“Il, And. through ty kogafel 

roug y knowledge 
shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak 
conscience, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I 
make my brother to offend. 


CHAPTER 9 


M I not an apostle? am I not 

free? have I not seen Jesus. 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my 
work in the Lord? 

2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you: for the 
seal of mine apostleship are ye in 
the Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do 
examine me is this, 
ee Have we not power to eat and to 


5 Have we not power to lead about 
a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of the 
Lord, and Cephas? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not 
we power to forbear working? | 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time 
at his own charges? who planteth a 
vineyard, and eateth not of the fruit 
thereof? or who feedeth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the flock? 

8 Say I these things as a man? or 
saith not the law the same also? 

9 For it is written in the law of 
Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out 
the corn. Doth God take care for 
oxen? | 7 

10 Or saith he 7¢ altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, 
this is written: that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be 
partaker of his hope. 





Of idolatry 


11 If we have sown unto you 
spiritual things, is if a great thing if 
we shall reap your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
power over you, are not we rather? 
Nevertheless we nane not used this 
power; but suffer all things, lest we 
should hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy thi 
the things of the temple? and they 
which wait at the altar are partakers 
with the altar 

14 Even so ah the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these 
things: neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done 
unto me: for if were better for me 
to die, than that any man shouid 
make my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, 
I have nothing to glory of: for neces- 
sity is laid upon me; yea, woe is 
unto me, if I preach not the gospel! 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, 
I have a reward: but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gosbel is 
committed unto me. 

18 What is my reward then? 
Verily that, when I preach the gos- 
pel, I may make the gospel of Christ 
without charge, that I abuse not my 
power in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all 
men, yet have I made myself ser- 
wani; unto all, that I might gain the 


"20 And unto the Jews I became as 
a Jew, that I might gain the Jews; 
to them that are under the law, as 
under the law, that I might gain 
them that are under the law; 

21 To them that are without law, 
as without law, (being not without 
law to God, but under the law to 
Christ,) that I might gain them that 
are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, 
that I might gain the weak: I am 
made all things to all men, that I 
might by all means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s 
sake, that I might be partaker 
thereof with you. 

24 Know ye not that they which

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ceiveth the prize? So run, that ye 
may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth 
for the mastery is temperate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a 
corruptible crown; but we an incor- 
ruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as un- 
certainly; so fight I, not as one that 
beateth the air: 

27 But I keep ‘under my body, and 
bring if into subjection: lest that 
by any means, when I have preached 
to others, I myself should be a 
castaway. 


CHAPTER 10 


MOTER brethren, I would 
not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through 
the sea; , 

2 And were all baptized unto 
Mones in the cloud and in the sea; 

And did all eat the same spiritual 
See 

4 And did all drink the same 
spiritual drink: for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed 
them: and that Rock was Christ.

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as 
some of them aiso tempted, and 
were destroyed of serpents. 

Neither murmur ye, as some 
of them also murmured, and were 
destigved of the destroyer. 

w all these things happened 
unto ets for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, upon 
whom the ends of the world are 


2 2 Wherefore let him that thinketh 
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he standeth take heed lest he 


13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: 
but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but with the 
temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to 
bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, 
fiee from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which we 


bless, is it not the communion of 


the blood. of Christ? The bread 
which we break, is it not the com- 
munion of the body of Christ? 

17 For we being many are one 
bread, and one body: for we are all 
partakers of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh: 
are not they which eat of the sacri- 
fices partakers of the altar 

19 What say I then? that the idol 
is any thing, or that which is offered 
in sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But J say, that the things which 
the Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice 
to devils, and not to God: and I 
would not that ye should have 
fellowship with devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye 
cannot be partakers of the Lord’s 
table, and of the table of devils. 

2 Do we provoke the Lord to 
ons! are we stronger than he? 

3 All things are lawful for me, 
but ail things are not expedient: 
ail things are lawful for me, but all 
things edify not. j 

24 Let no man seek his own, but 
every man another’s wealth. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the sham- 
bles, that eat, asking no question 
for conscience sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fulness thereof. 

27 If any of them that believe not 
bid you fo a feast, and ye be dis- 
posed to go; whatsoever is set be- 
fore you, eat, asking no question 
for conscience sake. 

But if any man say unto you, 
This is offered in sacrifice unto 
idols, eat not for his sake that 
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shewed it, and for conscience sake: 
for the earth is the Lord’s, and the 
fulness thereof: 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine 
own, but of the other: for why is 
my liberty judged of another man’s 
conscience ? 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, 

why am I evil spoken of for that 
for which I give thanks? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or 
deink, or whatsoever ye do, do 
ta the glory of God. 

2 Give none offence, neither to 
the Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor 
to the church of God: 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the brofit of many, that they may 
be saved. 


CHAPTER 11 


BE ye followers of me, even as I 
also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, "brethren, that 
ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that 
the head of every man is Christ; 
and the head of the woman is the 
man; and the head of Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or prophesy- 
ing, having his head covered, dis- 
honoureth his head. 

5 But every woman that prayeth 
or prophesieth with her head un- 
covered dishonoureth her head: for 
that is even all one as if she were 
shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, 
let her also be shorn: but if it be a 
shame for a woman to be shorn or 
shaven, let her be covered. 

For a man indeed ought not to 
cover his head, forasmuch as he is 
the image and glory of God: but the 
woman is the glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman: 
but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
the woman; but the woman for the 


man. 

10 For this cause ought the woman 
to have power on her head because 
of the angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man

without the woman, neither the 
meee without the man, in the 


12 For as the woman is of the 
man, even so 7s the man also by the 
woman; but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it 
comely that a woman pray unto 
God uncovered? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that, if a man have long 
hair, it is a shame unto him? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, 
it is a glory to her: for her hair is 
given her for a covering. 

But if any man seem to be 
contentious, we have no such cus- 
tom, neither the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
you I praise you not, that ye come 
together not for the better, but for 
the worse 

18 For first of all, when ye come 
tegether in the church, I hear that 
there be divisions among you; and 
I partly believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are 
approved may be made manifest 
among you. 

20 When ye come together there- 
fore into one place, this is not to eat 
the Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh 
before other his own supper: and 
one is hungry, and another is 


en. 

22 What? have ye not houses to 
eat and to drink in? or despise ye 
the church of God, and shame them 
that have not? What shali I say to 
you? shall I praise you in this? I 
praise you not. J 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jesus the same 
fishi in which he was betrayed took 


ead: 

24 And when he had given thanks, 
he brake ié, and said, Take, eat: 
this is my body, which is broken for 
you: this do in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he 
took the cup, when he had supped, 
saying, This cup is the new testa- 
ment in my blood: this do ye, as oft 
as ye drink 7f, in remembrance of 
me. 
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26 For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ve do 
shew the Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat. 
this bread, and arere this cup of the 
Lord, unworthily, s all be guilty of 
the body and hii aa the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of that cup 

29 For he that eaiath and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discern- 
ing the Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak 
s sickly among you, and many 
sleep 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged. 

But when we are judged, we 
are chastened of the Lord, that we 
-a not be condemned with the 
world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry one 
= another. 

4 And if any man hunger, let him 
one at home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. And the 
rest will I set in order when I come. 


CHAPTER 12 


OW concerning spiritual gifts, 
4 N brethren, I would not have you 
ignorant. ; 

2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, 
carried away unto these dumb idols, 
even as ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to under- 
stand, that no man speaking by the 
Spirit of God calleth Jesus ac- 
cursed: and that no man can say 
that Jesus is the Lord, but by the 
Holy Ghost.

21 d the eye cannot say unto 
the hand, I have no need of thee: 
nor again the head to the feet, I 
have no need of you. 

Nay, much more those mem- 
bers of the body, which seem to be 
more feeble, are necessary: 

23 And those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honour- 
able, upon these we bestow more 
abundant honour; and our uncomely 
barts have more abundant comeli- 
ness.

29 Are all apostles? are all pro- 
phets? are all teachers? are all 
workers of miracles? l 

30 Have all the gifts of healing? 
do all speak with tongues? do all 
interpret? 

31 But covet earnestly the best 
gifts: and yet shew I unto you a 
more excellent way.

CHAPTER 14 


OLLOW after charity, and de- 
sire spiritual gifts, but rather 
that ye may prophesy. 

2 For he that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not unto 
men, but unto God: for no man 
understandeth him; howbeit in the 
spirit he speaketh mysteries. 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men fo edification, and ex- 
hortation, and comfort. 

4 He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church. | 

5 I would that ye all spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye pro- 
phesied: for greater is he that pro- 
phesieth than he that speaketh with 
tongues, except he interpret, that 
the church may receive edifying. 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto 
you speaking with tongues, what 
shall I profit you, except I shall 
speak to you either by revelation, 
or by knowledge, or by prophesying, 
or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life 
giving sound, whether pipe or harp, 
except they give a distinction in the 
sounds, how shail it be known what 
is piped or harped? 
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8 For if the trumpet give an uncer- 
tain sound, who shall prepare him- 
self to the battle? 

9 So likewise ye, except ye utter 
by the tongue words easy to be 
understood, how shall it be known 
what is spoken? for ye shall Spake 
into the air. 

10 There are, it may be, so many 

ds of voices in the world, and 
none of them ¿s without significa- 


tion 

il Therefore if I know_not the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be unto 
him that speaketh a barbarian, and 
he that speaketh shail be a bar- 
barian unto me. 

12 Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts. seek that 
ye may excel to the edifying of the 
church. ot 

13 Wherefore let him that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue pray that 
he may interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown 
tongue, my spirit prayeth, but my 
understanding is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray with 
the spirit, an pray with the 
onderstanding also: I will sing with 
the spirit, and I will sing with the 
understanding also 

16 Else when ion shalt bless with 
the spirit, how shall he that occu- 
pieth the room of the unlearned say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, seeing 
he understandeth not what thou 
sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks 
Rrr but the other is not edified. 

8 I thank my God, I speak with 
A ins more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the i I had rather 
speak five words with my under- 
standing, that by my voice I might 
teach others also, than ten thousand 
words in an unknown tongue. j 

20 Brethren, be not children in 
understanding: howbeit in malice 
~~ = re but in understanding 


21 Aim the law it is written, With 

men of other tongues and other lips 

I speak unto this people; and 

yet for all that will they not hear 
me, saith the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a 

sign, not to them that believe, but 
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to them that believe not: but pro- 
phesying serveth not for them that 
believe not, but for them which 
believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church 
be come together into one place, 

and all speak with tongues, and 
there come in those that are un- 
learned, or unbelievers, will they 
not say that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
come in one that believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of 
all he is judged of all: 

5 And thus are the secrets of his 
es made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship 
God, and report that God is in you 
of a truth, À 

26 How is it then, brethren? when 
ye come together, every one of you 
hath a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath an 
interpretation. Let all things be 
done unto edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an un- 
known tongue, let if be by two, or 
at the most by three, and that by 
course; and let one interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, 
let him keep silence in the church; 
oe se him speak to himself, and 
O 

29 Let the prophets speak two or 
three, and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to 
another that sitteth by, let the first 
hold his peace. 

31 For ye may all prophesy one by 
one, that all may learn, and all may 
be comforted. 

32 And the spirits of the prophets 
are subject to the prophets. 

For God is not the author of 
confusion, but of peace, as in 
churches of the saints. 

4 Let your women keep silence 
in aie churches: for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak; but 
they are commanded to be under 
obedience, as also saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
let them ask their husbands at 
home: for it is a shame for women 
to speak i in the church. 

36 What? came the word of God 
ont from you? or came it unto you 
only? 
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37 If any man think himself to be 
a prophet, or spiritual, let him 
acknowledge that the things that I 
write unto you are the command- 
ments of the Lord. 

But if any man be ignorant, let 
him be ignorant. 

39 Merete brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak 
with tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order. 


CHAPTER 15 


Moone brethren, I de- 
clare unto you the gospel 
which I preached unto you, which 
also ye have received, and wherein 
ye stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye 
keepin memory what I preached unto 
you, unless ye have believed in vain. 

For I delivered unto you first of 
all that which I also received, how 
that Christ died for our sins accord- 
ing to the scriptures; 

4 And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures: 

5 And that he was seen of Cephas, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen 


asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me 
also, as of one born out of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an 
apostle, because I persecuted the 
church of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am: and his grace which was 
bestowed upon me was not in vain; 
but I laboured more abundantly 
than they all: yet not I, but the 
grace of God which was with me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I 
or they, so we preach, and so ye 
believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that 
he rose from the dead, how say 
some among you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead? 
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13 But if there be no resurrection 
gt ne dead, then is Christ not 


TA "And if Christ be not risen, then 
is our preaching vain, and your 
faith zs also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false 
witnesses of God: because we have 
testified of God that he raised up 
Christ: whom he raised not up, if 
so be that the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is 
noj Christ raised: 

And if Christ be not raised, 
your foun is vain; ye are yet in 


“18 8 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

_19 If in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most 
miserable. | ovis. 

ZO But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the firstfruits 
of them that slept. 

21 For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. 

22 For as in Adam ali die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he 
shall have delivered up the king- 
dom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule and 
all authority and power. | 

25 For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy ¢hat shall be 
destroyed is death. 

27 For he hath put ali things under 
his feet. But when he saith all things 
are put under him, it is manifest 
that he is excepted, which did put 
all things under him. 

28 And when all things shall be 
subdued unto him, then shall the 
Son also himself be subject unto 
him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which 
are baptized for the dead, if the 
dead rise not at all? why are they 
then baptized for the dead? 

30 And why stand we in jeopardy 
every hour 

31 I protest by your rejoicing 
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which I have in Christ Jesus our 
Lord, I die daily. 

32 If after the manner of men I 
have fought with beasts at Ephesus, 
what advantageth it me, if the dead 
rise not? let us eat and ; for 
to morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil communi- 
cations corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and 
sin not; for some have not the know- 
ledge of God: I speak fhis to your 
shame. 

35 But some man will say, How 
are the dead raised up? and with 
what body do they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est is not quickened, except it 


die 

37 And that which thou sowest, 

ee sowest not that body that shall 
ut bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or Of some other grain: 

But God giveth it a body as it 
finch pleased him, and to every seed 
his own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but fhere is one kind of flesh of 
men, another flesh of beasts, another 
of fishes, and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the glory 
of the celestial is one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, and 
another glory of the stars: for one 
star differeth from another star in 


glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection of 
the dead. It is sown in corruption; 
it is raised in incorruption: 

43 It is sown in dishonour; it is 
raised in glory: it is sown in weak- 
ness; it is raised in power: 

44 it is sown a natural body: it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is a 
naturak body, and there is a spiritual 

ody 

45 And so it is written, The first 

man Adam was made a living soul; 
the a sans was made a auicken- 


ae owbeit that was not first which 
is spiritual, but that which is natu- 
ae ; uee afterward that which is 
sy The first man is of the earth, 
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earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. 

48 As is the earthy, such are they 
also that are earthy: and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that 
are heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that 
flesh and blood cannot erit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth cor- 
ruption inherit incorruption. 

51 Behold, I shew you a mystery; 
We shall not alli sleep, but we shall 

be changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling 
of an eye, at the last trump: for the 
trumpet shall sound, afd the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible, and 
we shall be changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on 
incorruption, and this mortal must 
put on immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall 
have put on incorruption, and this 
mortal shall have put on immor- 
tality, then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written, Death is 
swallowed up in victory. 

55 O death, where is thy sting? 
O grave, where is thy victory? 

56 The sting of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin zs the law. 

57 But thanks be to God, which 
giveth us the victory through our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 Therefore, my beloved bre- 
thren, be ye stedfast, anmoveable, 
always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the

9 For a great door and effectual is 
opened unto me, and fhere are 
many adversaries. 

10 Now if Timotheus come, see 
that he may be with you without 
fear: for he worketh the work of the 
Lord, as I also do. 

11 Let no man therefore despise 
him: but conduct him forth in peace, 
that he may come unto me: for I 
look for him with the brethren. 

12 As touching our brother Apollos, 
I greatly desired him to come unto 
you with the brethren: but his will 
was not at all to come at this time; 
but he will come when he shall have 
convenient time. 

13 Watch ye, stand fast in the 
faith, quit you like men, be strong. 

Let ail your things be done 
with charity. 

15 I beseech you, eye (ye 
know the house oh CE hanas, that it 
is the firstfruits of Achaia, and that 
they have aN: themselves to 
the ministry of the saints,) 

16 That ye submit yourselves unto 
such, and to every one that helpeth 
with us, and laboureth. | 

17 I am glad of the coming of 
Stephanas and Fortunatus and 
Achaicus: for that which was lack- 
ing. on your part they have sup- 


PiS For they have refreshed my 
spirit and yours: therefore acknow- 
ledge ye them that are such. 

19 The churches of Asia salute 
you. Aquila and Priscilla salute you 
much in the Lord, with the church 
thani is in their house.

CHAPTER 1 


pvr: an Aposte of Jesus Christ 
by the will of God, and Timothy 
our brother, unto the church of God 
which is at Corinth, with all the 
saints which are in all Achaia: 

2 Grace be to you and peace from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 Biessed be God, even the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Ċhrist, the Father 
of mercies, and the God of all 
comfort 

4 Whe comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able 
to comfort them which are in any 
trouble, by the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of God. 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation 
also aboundeth by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, it is 
for your consolation and salvation, 
which is effectual in the enduring 
of the same sufferings which we 
also suffer: or whether we be com- 
forted, if is for your consolation and 
salvation. | y 

7 And our hope of you is stedfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers 
of the sufferings, so shall ve be also 
of the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which 
came to us in Asia, that we were 


pressed out of measure, above 


strength, insomuch that we de- 
spaired even of life: 

9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not 
trust in ourselves, but in God which 
raiseth the dead: 

10 Who delivered us from so great 
a death, and doth deliver: in whom 
we trust that he will yet deliver us; 

Ye also helping together 
prayer for us, that for the gift be- 
stowed upon us by the means of 
many persons tases may be given 
by many on our behalf. 

12 For our rejoicing is this, the 
testimony of our conscience, that in 
simplicity and godly sincerity, not 
with fleshly wisdom, but by the 
grace of God, we have had our con- 
versation in the world, and more 
abundantly to you-ward. 

13 For we write none other things 
unto you, than what ye read or 
acknowledge; and I trust ye shall 
acknowledge even to the end; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged 
us in part, that we are your rejoic- 
ing, even as ye also are ours in the 
day of the Lord Jesus. 

15 d in this confidence I was 
minded to come unto you before, 
that ye might have a second benefit; 

16 And to pass by you into Mace- 
donia, and to come again out of 
Macedonia unto you, and of you 
to be brought on my way toward 
Judæa. 
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17 When I therefore was thus 
minded, did I use lightness? or the 
things that I purpose, do I purpose 
according to the flesh, that with me 
there should be yea yea, and nay 
nay! 
18 But as God is true, our word 
toward you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus 
Christ, who was preached_ among 
you by us, even by me and Silvanus 
and Timotheus, was not yea and 
nay, but in him was yea. : 

20 For all the promises of God in 
him are yea, and in him Amen, unto 
the glory of God by us. |. 

21 Now he which stablisheth us 
with you in Christ, and hath an- 
ointed us, is God; 

22 Who hath also sealed us, and 
given the earnest of the Spirit in 
our hearts. 

23 Moreover I cali God for a 
record upon my soul, that to spare 
you I came not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion 
over your faith, but are helpers of 
your joy: for by faith ye stand. 


CHAPTER 2 


UT I determined this with my- 
self, that I would not come again 

to you in heaviness. : 
2 For if I make you sorry, who is 
he then that maketh me glad, but 
the same which is made sorry by 


me? 
3 And I wrote this same unto you, 
lest, when I came, I should have 
sorrow from them of whom I ought 
to rejoice; having confidence in you 
all, that my joy is the joy of you all. 
4 For out of much affliction and 
anguish of heart I wrote unto you 
with many tears; not that ye should 
be grieved, but that ye might know 
the love which I have more abun- 
dantly unto you. $ 
5 But if any haye caused grief, he 
hath not grieved me, but in part: 
that I may not overcharge you all. 
6 Sufficient to such a man is this 
punishment, which was inflicted of 


many. 
7 So that contrariwise ye ought 
rather to forgive him, and comfort 
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him, lest perhaps such a one should 
e swallowed up with overmuch 
sorrow. 
8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye 
would confirm your love toward 


9 For to this end also did I write, 
that I might know the proof of you, 
whether ye be obedient in all things. 

To whom ye forgive any thing, 
I forgive also: for if I forgave any 
thing, to whom I forgave it, for your 
sakes forgave I it in the person of 


hrist; 

11 Lest Satan should get an ad- 
vantage of us: for we are not ignor- 
ant of his devices. 

12 Furthermore, when I came to 
Troas to preach Christ’s gospel, and 
a door was opened unto me of the 


Or 9 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, 
because I found not Titus my bro- 
ther: but taking my leave of them, I 
went from thence into Macedonia. 

14 Now thanks be unto God, which 
always causeth us to triumph in 
Christ, and maketh manifest the 
savour of his knowledge by us in 
every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet 
savour of Christ, in them that are 
saved, and in them that perish: 

16 To the one we are the savour of 
death unto death; and to the other 
the savour of life unto life. And who 
is sufficient for these things? 

17 For we are not as many, which 
corrupt the word of God: but as of 
sincerity, but as of God, in the sight 
of God speak we in Christ. 


CHAPTER 3 


O we begin again to commend 
ourselves? or need we, as some 
others, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of commendation 
from you? j f $ 
2 Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men: 
3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by us, written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit of the living 
God; not in tables of stone, but in 
fleshy tables of the heart. 
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4 And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward: ) 

5 Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think any thing as of 
ourselves; but our sufficiency is of 


God; 

6 Who also hath made us able 
ministers of the new testament; not 
of the letter, but of the spirit: for 
the letter killeth, but the spirit 
giveth life. 

7 But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the children of 
Israel could not stedfastly behold 
the face of Moses for the glory of 
his countenance; which glory was 
to be done away: 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of con- 
demnation be glory, much more 
doth the ministration of righteous- 
ness exceed in glory. | 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this respect, 
by reason of the glory that excell- 


eth. 

11 For if that which is done away 
was glorious, much more that which 
remaineth is glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech: } 

13 And not as Moses, which put a 
veil over his face, that the children 
of Israel could not stedfastly look 
tothe end of that which is abol- 
ishe 

14 But their minds were blinded: 
for until this day remaineth the 
same veil untaken away in the read- 
ing of the old testament; which veil 
is done away in Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when 
Moses is read, the veil is upon their 


eart. 
16 Nevertheless when it shall turn 
to the Lord, the veil shall be taken 


away. 

17 Now the Lord is that_Spirit: 
and where the Spirit of the Lord is, 
there is liberty. 

18 But we ail, with open face be- 
holding as ina glass the glory of the 
Lord, are changed unto the same 
image from glory to glory, even as 
by the Spirit of the Lord. 
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CHAPTER 4 


HEREFORE seeing we have 
. this ministry, as we have re- 
ceived mercy, we faint not; 

2 But have renounced the hidden 
things of dishonesty, not walking in 
craftiness, nor handling the word of 
God deceitfully; but by manifesta- 
tion of the truth commending our- 
selves to every man’s conscience in 
the sight of God. y a 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid 
te them that are lost: 

4 In whom the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them 
which believe not, lest the light of 
the glorious gospel of Christ, who is 
the image of God, should shine 
unto them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and our- 
selves your servants for j esus’ sake. 

6 For God, who commanded the 
light to shine out of darkness, hath 
shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 

But we have this treasure in 
earthen vessels, that the excellency 
of the power may be of God, an 
not of us. 

8 We are troubled on every side, 
yet not distressed; we are per- 
plexed, but not in despair; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken; 
cast down, but not destroyed; 

10 Always bearing about in the 
body the dying of the Lord ae esus, 
that the life also of Jesus might be 
made manifest in our body. 

11 For we which live are alway 
delivered unto death ita Jesus’ 
sake, that the life also of Jesus 
might be made manifest in our 
mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, 
but life in you. 

13 We having the same spirit of 
faith, according as it is written, I 
believed, and therefore have 
spoken; we also believe, and there- 
fore speak; ; s 

14 Knowing that he which raised 
up the Lord Jesus shall raise up us 
also by Jesus, and shall present us 
with you. 

15 For all things are for your sakes,

9 Wherefore we labour, that, 
whether present or absent, we may 
be accepted of him. 

10 For we must all appear before 
the judgment seat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things 
done in his body, according to that 
he ath done, whether it be good 
or bad. 
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11 Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men; but we 
are made manifest unto God; and I 
trust also are made manifest in your 
consciences. 

12 For we commend not ourselves 
again unto you, but give you occa- 
sion to glory on our behalf, that ye 
may have somewhat to answer them 
which glory in appearance, and not 
in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside our- 
selves, it is to God: or whether we 
be sober, it is for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constrain- 
eth us; because we thus judge, that 
A one died for ali, then were all

15 And that he died for all, that 
they which live should not hence- 
forth live unto themselves, but unto 

te died for them, and rose 


T6 Weheeeidce henceforth know we 
no man after the flesh: yea, though 
we have known Christ after the 
flesh, yet now henceforth know we 
him no more. ; 

17 Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new. 

18 And all things are of God, who 
hath reconciled us to himself by 
Jesus Christ, and hath given to us 
the ministry of reconciliation ; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto us 
the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassadors 
for Christ, as though God did be- 
seech you by us: we pray you in 
Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to 


od. 

21 For he hath made him fo be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him.

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by 
longsuffering, by kindness, by the 
Holy Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

By the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour of 
righteousness on the right hand and 
on the left, i 

8 By honour and dishonour, by 
evil report and good report: as de- 
ceivers, and yet true; 

s unknown, and yet well 
known; as dying, and, behold, we 
live; as chastened, and not killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway rejoic- 
ing; as poor, yet making many rich; 
as having nothing, and yet possess- 
ing all things. 

11 O ye Corinthians, our mouth 
is open unto you, our heart is 
enlarged. é 3 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, but 
ye are straitened in your own 
bowels. à 

13 Now for a recompence in the 
same, (I speak as unto my children,) 
be ye also enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers: for what 
fellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 

15 And what concord hath Christ 
with Belial? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel? 

16 And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols? for ye are 
the temple of the living God; as 
God hath said, I will dwell in them, 


and w in them; and I will be 
their God, and they shall be my 
people. 


17 Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
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unclean thing; and I will receive 


ou, 

718 And will be a Father unto 
you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty. 


CHAPTER 7 


AVING therefore these pro- 

mises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness in the fear of God. 

2 Receive us; we have wronged 
no man, we have corrupted no man, 
we have defrauded no man. 

3 I speak not this to condemn you: 
for I have said before, that ye are in 
our hearts to die and live with you. 

4 Great is my boldness of speech 
toward you, great is my glorying of 
you: I am filled with comfort, I am 
ee joyful in all our tribula- 

on. 

5 For, when we were come into 
Macedonia, our flesh had no rest, 
but we were troubled on every side; 
without were fightings, within were 


fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comfort- 
eth those that are cast down, com- 
forted us by the coming of Titus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he 
was comforted in you, when he told 
us your earnest desire, your mourn- 
ing, your fervent mind toward me; 
so that I rejoiced the more. 

8 For though I made you sorry 
with a letter, I do not repent, though 
I did repent: for I perceive that the 
same epistle hath made you sorry, 
though it were but for a season. 

Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed to 
repentance: for ye were made sorry 
after a godly manner, that ye might 
receive damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be re- 
pented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, 
yea, what indignation, yea, what 
fear, yea, what vehement desire, 
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yea, what zeal, yea, what revenge! 
all things ye have approved your- 
selves to be clear in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, J did it not for his cause that 
had done the wrong, nor for his 
cause that suffered wrong, but that 
our care for you in the sight of God 
might appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted 
in your comfort: yea, and exceed- 
ingly the more joyed we for the joy 
of Titus, because his spirit was 
refreshed by you all. 

14 For if I have boasted any thing 
to him of you, I am not ashamed; 
but as we spake all things to you in 
truth, even so our boasting, which J 
made before Titus, is found a truth. 

15 his inward affection is 
more abundant toward you, whilst 
he remembereth the obedience of 
you all, how with fear and trembli 
ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in you in all things. 


CHAPTER 8 


OREOVER, brethren, we _ do 

you to wit of the grace of God 

sears on the churches of Mace- 
onia 

2 How that in a great trial of 
affliction the abundance of their joy 
and their deep poverty abounded 
unto the riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they 
were willing of themselves; 

4 Praying us with much entreaty 
that we would receive the gift, and 
take upon us the fellowship of the 
ministering to the saints. 

5 And źthis they did, not as we 
hoped, but first gave their own 
selves to the. Lord, and unto us by 
the will o 

6 eneh that we desired Titus, 
that as he had begun, so he would 
ago finish in you the same grace 


7 Therefore, as ye abound in every 
thing, in faith, and utterance, and 
knowledge, and in all diligence, and 
in your love to us, see that ye 
abound in this grace also. 

8 I speak not by commandment, 
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but by occasion of the forwardness 
of others, and to prove the sincerity 
of your love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my advice: 
for this is expedient for you, RAE 
have begun before, not only to do, 
but also to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the 
doing of it; that as there was a 
readiness to will, so there may be 
a performance also out of that 
which ye have. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, ¿ji is accepted according to 
that a man hath, and not according 
to that he hath not. 

For 7 mean not that other men 
be eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at 
this time your abundance may be a 
supply for their want, that their 
abundance also may be a supply 
for your want: that there may be 
equali 

15 As it is written, He that had 
gathered much had nothing over; 
and ne: that had gathered little had 

o 
16 But thanks be to God, which 
put the same earnest care into the 
heart of Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the 
exhortation; but being more for- 
ward, of his own accord he went 
unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him 
the brother, whose praise is in the 
gospel throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also chosen of the churches to 
travel with us with this grace, which 
is administered by us to the glory 
of the same Lord, and declaration 
of your ready mind: 

20 Avoiding this, that no man 
should blame us in this abundance 
which is administered by us: 

21 Providing for honest ‘things, 
not only in the sight of the Lord, 
but also in the sight of men. 

d we have sent with them 
our brother, whom we have often- 
times proved diligent in many 
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things, but now much more dili- 
gent, upon the great confidence 
which J have in you. PeSTIC 

23 Whether any do inquire of 
Titus, he is my partner and fellow- 
helper concerning you: or our bre- 
thren be inquired of, they are the 
messengers of the churches, and 
the glory of Christ. 

4 Wherefore shew ye to them, 
and before the churches, the proof 
of your love, and of our boasting on 
your behalf. 


CHAPTER 9 


OR as touching the ministering 

to the saints, it is superfluous 
for me to write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of you 
to them of Macedonia, that Achaia 
was ready a year ago; and your zeal 
hath provoked very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, 
lest our boasting of you should be 
in vain in this behalf; that, as I said, 
ye may be ready: 

4 Lest haply if. they of Macedonia 
come with me, and find you unpre- 
pared, we (that we say not, ye) 
should be ashamed in this same 
confident boasting. $ 

5 Therefore I oeni it necessary 
to exhort the brethren, that they 
would go before unto you, and make 
up beforehand your bounty, whereof 
ye had notice before, that the same 
might be ready, as a matter of 
bounty, and not as of covetousness. 

6 But this J say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly; 
and he which soweth bountifully 
shall reap also bountifully. 

Every man according as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so lef him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity: for 
God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you; that ye, 
always having all sufficiency in all 
Saar may abound to every good 
work: 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
persed abroad; he hath given to the 
poor: his righteousness remaineth 
forever. iii 

10 Now he that ministereth seed 
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to the sower both minister bread 
for your food, and multiply your 
seed sown, and increase the fruits 
of your righteousness;) 

11 Being enriched in every thing 
to all bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God. | 

12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the saints, but is abundant also 
by many thanksgivings unto God; 

13 Whiles by the experiment of 
this ministration they glorify God 
for your professed subjection unto 
the gospel of Christ, and for your 
liberal distribution unto them, and 

o all men; 

ae And by “their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exceed- 
ing grace of God in you. 

5 Thanks be unto God for his 
unspeakable gift. 


CHAPTER 10 


OW I Paul myself beseech you 

by the meekness and gentle- 
ness of Christ, who in presence am 
base among you, but being absent 
am bold toward you: 

2 But I beseech_you, that I may 
not be bold when I am present with 
that confidence, wherewith I think 
to be bold against some, which think 
of us as if we walked according to 
the flesh. : 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare 
are not carnal, but mighty through 
pad o the pulling down of strong 

olds; 

5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of God, and 
bringing into captivity every thought 
to the obedience of Christ; 

6 And having in a readiness to 
revenge all disobedience, when your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ’s, 
let him of himself think this again, 
that, as he zs Christ’s, even so are 
we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which 
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the Lord hath given us for edifica- 
tion, and not for your destruction, I 
should not be ashamed: 

9 That I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but his 
bodily presence is weak, and his 
speech contemptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word byletters when 
we are absent, such will we be also 
in deed when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare our- 
selves with some that commend 
themselves: but they measuring 
themselves by themselves, and com- 
paring themselves among them- 
selves, are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without our measure, but according 
to the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a 
measure to reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves 
beyond our measure, as though we 
reached not unto you: for we are 
come as far as to you also in 
breaching the gospel of Christ: 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labours; but having hope, when 
your faith is increased, that we 
shall be enlarged by you according 
to our rule abundantiy, 

16 To preach the gospel in the 
regions beyond you, and not to 
boast in another man’s line of things 
made ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 


CHAPTER 11 


WA OTID to God ye could bear 
„with me a little in my folly: 
and indeed bear with me. i 

2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy: for I have espoused 
you to one husband, that I may 
oo you as a chaste virgin to 


3 But I fear, lest by any means, as 
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the serpent beguiled Eve through 
his subtilty, so your minds should 
be corrupted from the simplicity 
that is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jesus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
spirit, which ye have not received, 
or another gospel, which ye have 
not accepted, ye might well bear 
with him. 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit 
behind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though J be rude in speech, 
yet not in knowledge; but we 
have been throughly made manifest 
among you in ail things. s 

7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be 
exalted, because I have preached 
to you the gospel of God freely? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with 
you, and wanted, I was chargeable 
to no man: for that which was lack- 
ing to me the brethren which came 
from Macedonia supplied: and in 
all things I have kept myself from 
being burdensome unto you, and so 
will I keep myself. a2, LEER 

10 As the truth of Christ is in 
me, no man shall stop me of this 
boasting in the regions of Achaia. 

11 Wherefore? because I love you 
not? God knoweth. : 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 
that I may cut off occasion from 
them which desire occasion; that 
wherein they glory, they may be 
found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. 

d no marvel; for Satan him- 
te n transformed ‘into an angel of 


15 therefore it is no great thing if 
his ministers also be transformed 
as the ministers of righteousness; 
whose end shall be according to 
their works. 

16 I say again, Let no man think 
me a fool; if otherwise, yet as a 
fool receive me, that I may boast 
myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak if 
not after the Lord, but as it were

2 I knew a man in Christ aboye 
fourteen years ago, (whether in the 
body, I cannot tell; or whether out 
of the body, I cannot tell: God 
knoweth;) such an one caught up 
to the third heaven.

6 For though ‘I would desire to 
glory, I shall not be a fool; for I will 
say the truth: but now I forbear, 
lest any man should think of me

And lest I should: aha exalted 
above measure through the abund- 
ance of the revelations, there was 
given to me a thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Satan to buffet me, 
lest I should be exalted above 
measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 
Lord thrice, that it might depart 
from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my strength 
is made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory 
in my i ities, that the power of 
Christ may rest upon me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses 
for Christ’s sake: for when I am 
weak, then am I strong. 

11 I am become a fool in glorying; 
ye have compelled me: for I ought 
to have been commended of you: 
for in nothing am I behind the 
very chiefest apostles, though I be 


nothing. > 
12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
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were wrought among you in all 
patience, in signs, and wonders, an 
mighty deeds., 

_13 For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except if 
be that I myself was not burden- 
some to you? forgive me this 


wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come-to you; and I will not 
be burdensome to you: for I seek 
not yours, but you: for the children 
ought not to lay up for the parents, 
but the parents for the children. 

15 And very gladly spend 
and be spent for you; though the 
more abundantly I love you, the less 
I be loved. . 

16 But be it so, I did not burden 
you: nevertheless, being crafty, I 
caught you with guile. | 

17 Did I make a_gain of you by 
any of them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, and with him I 
sent a brother. Did Titus make a 
gain of you? walked we not in the 
same spirit? walked we not in the 
same steps? | 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak be- 
fore God in Christ: but we do all 
things, dearly beloved, for your 
edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I 
shall not find you such as I would, 
and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not: lest there be 
debates, envyings, wraths, strifes, 
backbitings, whisperings, swellings, 
tumults: j 

21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among you, 
and that I shall bewail many which 
have sinned already, and have not 
repented of the uncleanness and 
fornication and lasciviousness which 
they have committed. 


CHAPTER 13 


ae is the third time Iam com- 
ing to you. In the mouth of two 
or three witnesses shali every word 
be established. 
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2 I told_you before, and foretell 
you, as if I were present, the second 
time; and being absent now I write 
to them which heretofore have 
sinned, and to all other, that, if I 
come again, I will not spare: 

3 Since ye seek a proof of Christ 
speaking in me, which to you-ward 
is not weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified 
through weakness, yet he liveth by 
the power of God. For we also are 
weak in him, but we shall live with 
him by the power of God toward 
you. 

5 Examine yourselves, whether ye 
be in the faith; prove your own 
selves. Know ye not your own 
selves, how that Jesus Christ is in 
you, except ye be reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know 
that we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no 
evil; not that we should appear ap- 
proved, but that ye should do that 
which is honest, though we be as 
ric ace d nie 

or we can do no against 
the truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are 
weak, and ye are strong: and this 
also we wish, even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things 
being absent, lest being present I 
should use sharpness, according to 
the power which the Lord hath given 
me to edification, and not to de- 
struction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be 
perfect, be of good comfort, be of 
one mind, live in peace; and the 
God of love and peace shall be with 


you. 
12 Greet one another with an holy

GALATIANS 


CHAPTER 1 


AUL, an apostle, (not of men, 
neither by man, but by Jesus 
Christ, and God the Father, who 
raised him from the dead; 
d all the brethren which are 
with me, unto the churches of Gala- 
ia: 

3 Grace be to you and peace from 
God the Father, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

o gave himself for our sins, 
that he might deliver us from this 
present evil world, according to the 
will of God and our Father: 

5 To whom be glory for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye are so soon re- 
moved from him that called you into 
the grace of Christ unto another 
gospel: 

7 Which is not another: but there 
be some that trouble you, and would 
pervert the gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel 
unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now 
again, If any man preach any other 
gospel unto you than that ye have 
Sarees let him be accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or 
God? or do I seek to please men? 
for if I yet pleased men, I should 
not be the servant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that 


the gospel which was preached of 


me is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught if, but by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have heard of my con- 
versation in time past in the Jews’ 
religion, how that beyond measure 
I persecuted the church of God, and 
wasted it: 


14 And profited in the Jews’ re- 
ligion above many my equals in 
mine own nation, being more ex-

16 To reveal his Son in me, that 
I might preach him among the hea- 
then; immediately I conferred not 
with flesh and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem 
to them which were apostles before 
me; but I went into Arabia, and 
returned again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went 
up to Jerusalem to see Peter, and 
abode with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I 
pie save James the Lord’s bro- 


er. 
20 Now the things which I write 
unto you, behold, before God, I lie 


not. 
"21 Afterwards I came into the 
regions of Syria and Cilicia; 
22 And was unknown by face unto 
the churches of Judæa which were

"33 But ‘iney had heard only, That 
he which persecuted us in times 
past now preacheth the faith which 
once he destroyed. i 
24 And they glorified God in me. 


CHAPTER 2 


HEN fourteen years after I went 

up again to Jerusalem with Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 
2 And I went up by revelation, and 
Sai unto them that gos- 
pel which I preach among the Gen- 
tiles, but privately to them which 
were of reputation, lest by any 
ea I should run, or had run, in 


É 3 But neither Titus, who was with 
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me, being a Greek, was compelled 
to be circumcised: 

4 And that because of false bre- 
thren unawares brought in, who 
came in privily to spy out our liberty 
which we have in Christ Jesus, that 
they might bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour; that 
the truth of the gospel might con- 
tinue with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were, 
it maketh no matter to me: God 
accepteth no man’s person:) for 
they who seemed fo be somewhat 
ing Conference added nothing to 


7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircum- 
cision was committed unto me, as 
the gospel of the circumcision was 
unto Peter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Peter to the apostleship of the 
circumcision, the same was mighty 
in me eed the Gentiles:) 

9 jAnd when James, Cephas, and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, 
perceived the grace that was given 
unto me, they gave to me and Bar- 
nabas the right hands of fellowship; 
that we should go unto the heathen, 
and they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which 
I also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the face, 
because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the 
Gentiles: but when they were come, 
he withdrew and separated himself, 
fearing them which were of the 
circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Barnabas also was carried away 
with their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth 
of the gospel, I said unto Peter 
before them all, If thou, being a 
Jew, livest after the manner of Gen- 
tiles, and not as do the Jews, why 
compellest thou, the Gentiles to live 
as do the Jews? 
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15 We who are Jews by nature, 
and not sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ, 
even we have believed in Jesus 
Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by 
the works of the law: for by the 
works of the law shall no flesh be 
justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be 
justified by Christ, we ourselves 
also are found sinners, is therefore 
Christ the minister of sin? God 


orbid. 

78 For if I build again the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself a 
transgresso 

19 For I ihrouzhi the law am dead 
to me law, that I might live unto 

o 

20 I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live: yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, who 
loved me, and gave himself for me. 


21 I do not frustrate the grace of 


God: for if righteousness come by 
the law, then Christ is dead in vain. 


CHAPTER 3 


FOOLISH Galatians, who hath 

bewitched you, that ye should 
not obey the truth, before whose 
eyes Jesus Christ hath been evi- 
dently set forth, crucified among 
you? 
2 This only would I learn of you, 
Received ye the Spirit by the works 


of the law, or by the hearing of 


faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish? having begun 
in the Spirit, are ye now made 
perfect by the flesh? 

4 Have ye suffered so many things 
in vain? if it be yet in vain. 

5 He therefore that ministereth to 
you the Spirit, and worketh miracles 
among you, doeth he it by the works 
of the law, or by the hearing of 
faith? 

6 Even as Abraham believed God, 

and it was accounted to him for 
Penthouses 
7 Know ye therefore that they 
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Justification by faith

8 And the scripture, foreseeing 

fe God would justify the heathen 
through faith, preached before the 
gospel unto ‘Abraham, saying, 
thee shall all nations be blessed.

13 Christ hath redeemed us from 


the curse of the law, being made a 
_ curse for us: for it is written, Cursed 


is every one that hangeth on a tree: 
14 That the blessing of Abraham 
might come on the Gentiles through 


=- Jesus Christ; that we might receive 


the promise of the Spirit through 


aith. 

5 Brethren, I speak after the 
manner of men; Though it be but a 
man’s covenant, yet if it be con- 
firmed, no man disannulleth, or 
addeth thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He saith 
not, And to seeds, as of many; but 
as of one, And to thy seed, which is 


Christ 

17 ed this I say, that the cove- 
nant, that was confirmed before of 
God in Christ, the law, which was 
four hundred and thirty years after, 
cannot disannul, that it should make 
the promise of none effect.

23 But before faith came, we were 
kept under the law, shut up unto 
the faith which should afterwards be 
revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our 
schoolmaster fo bring us unto

25 But after that faith is come, 
we are no longer under a school- 
master. 

26 For ye are all the children of 
God by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have 
been baptized into Christ have put 
on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there 
is neither male nor female: for ye 
are all one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs ac- 
cording to the promise.

OW I say, That the heir, as

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be as 
I am; for I am as ye are: ye have 
not injured me at all. i l 

13 Ye know how through infirmity 
of the flesh I preached the gospel 
unto you at the first. | 
_14 And my temptation which was 
in my flesh ye despised not, nor 
rejected; but received me as an 
angel of God, even as Christ Jesus. 

15 Where is then the blessedness 
ye spake of? for I bear you record, 
that, if it had been possible, ye 
would have plucked out your own 
eyes, and have given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your 
enemy, because I tell you the 
truth? 


17 They zealously affect you, but 
not well; yea, they would exclude 
you, that ye might affect them. 

18 But it is good to be zealously

CHAPTER 6

CHAPTER 6

2 Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 my God upon every 
remembrance T you, 

4 Always in eyery prayer of mine 
for you all m request with joy, 

5 For your T ann i in the gospel 
from the first day until now; 

6 Being confident of this very 
thing, that he which hath begun a 
good work in you perform it 
until the day of Jesus Christ 

Even as it is meet ie ‘me to 
think this of you all, because I have 
you in my heart; inasmuch as both 
in my bonds, and in the defence 
and confirmation of the gospel, ye 
all are partakers of my grace. 


8 For God is my record, how 
greatly I long after you all in the 
bowels of Jesus Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your love 
ae abound yet more and more in 
knowledge and in ali judgment; 

10 That ye may approve things 
that are excellent; that ye may be 
sincere and without offence till the 
day of Christ; 

1 Being filled with the fruits of 
ibe comes: which are by Jesus 
ean unto the glory and praise of 


od. 

12 But I would ye should under- 
stand, brethren, that the things 
which happened unto me have 
fallen out rather unto the further- 
ance of the gospel; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and in all 
other places; 

14 And many of the brethren in 
the Lord, waxing confident by my 
bonds, are much more bold to speak 
the word without fear. 
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15 Some indeed preach Christ even 
of envy and strife; and some also 
of good

tention, not sincerely, supposing to 
add affliction to my bonds:

2 We give thanks to God always 
for you all, making mention of you 
in our prayers; 

3 Remembering without ceasing 
your work of faith, and labour of 
love, and patience of hope in our 
Lord Jesus Christ, in the sight of 
God and our Father; 

4 Knowing, brethren beloved, your 
election of God. 
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5 For our gospel came not unto 
you in word only, but also in power, 
and in the Holy Ghost, and in much 
assurance; as ye know what manner 
of airen we were among yoú for your

6 And ye became followers of us, 
and of the Lord, having received 
the word in much affliction, with 
joy of the Holy Ghost: 

7 So that ye were ensamples to all 
that believe in Macedonia and 
Achaia.

OR yourselves, brethren, know

hilippi, we were bold in our God 
to speak unto you the gospel of God 
with much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of 
deceit, nor of uncleanness, nor in 
guile: 

4 But as we were allowed of God 
to be put in trust with the gospel, 
even so we speak; not as pleasing 
men, but God, which trieth our 
hearts 


5 For neither at any time used we 
flattering words, as ye know, nor a 
cloak of covetousness; God is wit- 
ness: 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, 
neither of you, nor yet of others, 
when we might have been burden- 
some, as the apostles of Christ. 

7 But we were gentle among you, 
even as a nurse cherisheth her

8 So Deine affectionately desirous 
of you, we were willing to have 
imparted unto you, not the gospel 
of God only, but also our own souls, 
because ye were dear unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our 
labour and travail: for labouring 
night and day, because we would not 
be chargeable unto any of you, we 
preached unto you the gospel of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God also, 
how holily and justly and unblame- 
ably we behaved ourselves among 
you that believe: 

lil As ye know how we exhorted 
and comforted and charged every 
one of you, as a father doth his 
children, 
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12 That ye would walk worthy of 
God, who hath called you unto his 
kingdom and glory. 

13 For this cause also thank we 
God without ceasing, because, when 
ye received the word of God which 
ye heard of us, ye received if not as 
the word of men, but as it is in 
truth, the word of God, which 
effectually worketh also in you that 
believe. 

14 For ye, brethren, became fol- 
lowers of the churches of God which 
in Judæa are in Christ Jesus: for 
ye also have suffered like things of 
your own TR even as they 
have of the Jew 

15 Who both killed the Lord Jesus, 
and their own prophets, and have 
persecuted us; and they please not 
God, and are contrary to all men: 

16 Forbidding us to speak to the 
Gentiles that they might be saved, 
to fill up their sins alway: for the 
wrath is come upon them to the 
uttermost. 

17 But we, brethren, being taken 
from you for a short time in pres- 
ence, not in heart, endeavoured the 
more abundantly to see your face 
with great desire. 

18 Wherefore we would have come 
unto you, even I Paul, once and 
again; but Satan hindered us. 

19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye 
in the presence of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at his coming? 

20 For ye are our glory and joy. 


CHAPTER 3 


HEREFORE when we could 
i no longer forbear, we thought 
it good to be left at Athens alone; 

2 And sent Timotheus, our brother, 
and minister of God, and our fellow- 
labourer in the gospel of Christ, to 
establish you, and to comfort you 
concerning your faith: 

3 That no man should be moved 
by these afflictions: for yourselves 
kigw that we are appointed there- 
unto. 

4 For verily, when we were with 
you, we told you before that we 
should suffer tribulation; even as it 
came to pass, and ye know. 
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5 For this cause, when I could no 
longer forbear, I sent to know your 
faith, lest by some means the 
tempter have tempted you, and our 
labour be in vain.

10 Night and day praying exceed- 
ingly that we might see your face, 
and might perfect that which is 
lacking in your faith? 

11 Now God himself and our 
Father, and our Lord Jesus Christ, 
direct our way unto you. 

12 And the Lord make you to 
increase and abound in love one 
toward another, and toward ail men, 
even as we do toward you: 

13 To the end he may stablish 
your hearts unblameable in holiness 
before God, even our Father, at the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ 
with all his saints. 


CHAPTER 4 


URTHERMORE then we be- 

seech you, brethren, and exhort 
you by the Lord Jesus, that as ye 
have received of us how ye ought 
to walk and to please God, so ye 
would abound more and more. 

2 For ye know what command- 
ments we gave you by the Lord Jesus. 

3 For this is the will of God, even 
your sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication:

“aL ‘nd that ye study to be quiet, 
and to do your own business, and 
to work with your own hands, as we 
commanded you; 

12 That ye may walk honestly 
toward them that are without, an 
that ye may have lack of not 

13 But I would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, 
even as others which have no hope. 

14 For if we believe that Jesus 
died and rose again, even so them 
also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with 

15 For this we say unto you by the 
word of the Lord, that we which are 
alive and remain unto the coming 
of the Lord shall not prevent them 
which are asleep. 

16 For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, 
with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ shall rise first: 

17 Then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord.

8 But we know that the law ‘is 
good, if a man use it la 

9 Knowing this, that the law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for 
the lawless and disobedient, for the 
ungodly and for sinners, for unholy 
and profane, for murderers of 
fathers and murderers of mothers, 
for manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them 
that defile themselves with man- 

d, for menstealers, for liars, for 
perijured persons, and if there be 
any other hiag that is contrary to 
sound doctrin

CHAPTER 2 


I EXHORT therefore, that, first 
of all, supplications, prayers, in- 
tercessions, and giving of thanks, 
bs made for all men;

3 For this is good and acceptable 
in the sight of God our Saviour;

Who gave himself a ransom for 
all, to be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a 
preacher, and an apostle, (I peak 
the truth in Christ, and lie not;) a 
aa of the Gentiles in faith and 


erity. 

S I will therefore that men pray 
every where, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and 
sobriety; not with broided hair, or 
zold; or pearls, or costly array; 

10 But (which becometh women 
professing godliness) with good 
works. 

11 Let the woman learn in silence 
with all subjection. 

12 But I suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to usurp authority over 
the man, but to be in silence. 

13 For Adam was first formed, 
then Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, 
but the woman being deceived was 
in the transgression. 

15 Notwithstanding she shall be 
saved in childbearing, if they con- 
tinue in faith and charity and holi- 
ness with sobriety. 





Divers precepts 


CHAPTER 3 


HIS is a true saying, If a man 
desire the office of a bishop, he 
desireth a good work. 

2 A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife, vigilant, 
sober, of good behaviour, given to 
hospitality, apt to teach; 

3 Not given to wine, no striker, 
not greedy of filthy lucre; but 
patient, not a brawler, not covet- 


an One that ruleth well his own 
house, having his children in sub- 
jection with all gravity; 

5 (For if a man know not how to 
rule his own house, how shall he 
take care of the church of God ?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being lifted 
up with pride he fali into the con- 
demnation of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good 
report of them which are without; 
lest he fall into reproach and the 
snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise must the deacons be 
grave, not doubletongued, not given 
fo much wine, not greedy of filthy 
ucre; 

9 Holding the mystery of the faith 
in a pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be 
proved; then let them use the office 
of a deacon, being found blameless. 

il Even so musf their wives be 
prate. not ane ase sober, faithful 


Et Let the deacons be the hus- 
bands of one wife, ruling their chil- 
dren and their own houses well. 

13 For they that have used the 
office of a deacon well purchase to 
themselves a good degree, and great 
boldness in the faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

14 These things write I unto thee, 
hoping to come unto thee shortly: 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou 
mayest know how thou oughtest to 
behave thyself in the house of God, 
which is the church of the living 
Gadi the pillar and ground of the 


trut 

16 And without controversy great 
is the mystery of godliness: God 
was manifest in the flesh, justified 
in the Spirit, seen of angels, 
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preached unto the Gentiles, be- 
lieved on in the world, received up 
into glory. 


~ CHAPTER 4 
OW the Spirit speaketh ex- 
pressly, that in the latter times 
some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
QED of devils; 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; hav- 
ing their conscience seared with a 
hot iron: 

3 Forbidding to marry, and com- 
manding to abstain from meats, 
which God hath created to be re- 
ceived with thanksgiving of them 
which believe and know the truth. 

4 For every creature of God is 
good, and nothing to be refused, if 
it be received with thanksgiving: 

5 For it is sanctified by the word 
of God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in re- 
membrance of these panes thou 
shalt be a good minister of Jesus 
Christ, nourished up in the words 
of faith and of good doctrine, where- 
unto thou hast attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather 
unto godliness. 

8 For bodily exercise profiteth 
little: but godliness is profitable 
unto all things, having promise of 
the life that now is, and of that 
which is tọ come.. : 

9 This is a faithful saying and 
worthy of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour 
and suffer reproach, because we 
trust in the living God, who is the 
Saviour of all men, specially of 
these that believe. 

li These things command and 
teach. 

12 Let no man despise thy youth; 
but be thou an example of the be- 
lievers, in word, in conversation, in 
charity, in spirit, in faith, in Ea, 

13 Till I come, give attendance to 
reading, to exhortation, to doctrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given thee by pro- 
phecy, with the laying on of the 
hands of the presbytery 

15 Meditate upon these things; 
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give thyself wholly to them; that 
thy profiting may appear to all. 

16 Take heed unto thyself, and 
unto the doctrine; continue in them: 
for in doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and them that hear thee. 


CHAPTER 5 


EBUKE not an elder, but en- 
treat him as a father; and the 
younger men as brethren; 

2 The elder women as mothers; the 
younger as sisters, with all purity. 

Honour widows that are widows 
indeed. ; ; 

4 But if any widow have children 
or nephews, let them learn first to 
shew piety at home, and to requite 
their parents: for that is good and 
acceptable before God. j 

5 Now she that is a widow indeed, 
and desolate, trusteth in God, and 
continueth in supplications and 
prayers night and day 

6 But she that liveth in pleasure 
is dead while she liveth. 

7 And these things give in charge, 
that they may be blameless. 

8 But if any provide not for his 
own, and specially for those of his 
own house, he hath denied the faith, 
and is worse than an infidel. 

9 Let not a widow be taken into 
the number under threescore years 
old, having been the wife of one man, 

10 Well reported of for good 
works; if she have brought up chil- 
dren, if she have lodged strangers, 
if she have washed the saints’ feet, 
if she have relieved the afflicted, if 
she have diligently followed every 
good work. 

11 But the younger widows refuse: 
for when they have begun to wax 
eo against Christ, they will 


"12 Sahe damnation, because they 
have cast off their first faith. 

13 And withal they learn to be idle, 
wandering about from house to 
house; and not only idle, but tat- 
tlers also and busybodies, spe 
things which they ought not. 

14 I will therefore that the younger 
women marry, bear children, guide 
the house, give none occasion to the 
adversary to speak reproachfully. 
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15 For some are already turned 
aside after Satan. 

If any man or woman that be- 
lieveth have widows, let them re- 
lieve them, and let not the church 
be charged; that it may relieve them 
that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, 
especially they who labour in the 
word and doctrine. 

18 For the scripture saith, Thou 
shalt not muzzle the ox that tread- 
eth out the corn. And, The labourer 
is worthy of his reward. 

9 Against an elder receive not an 
accusation, but before two or three 
witnesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke before all, 
that others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and the ‘elect 
angels, that thou observe these 
things without preferring one before 
another, doing nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 
neither be partaker of other men’s 
sins: keep thyself pure. 

2 no longer water, but use 
a little wine for thy stomach’s sake 
and thine often, infirmities. 

24 Some men’s sins are open be- 
forehand, going before to judgment; 
and some men they follow after. 

25 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand; and 
they that are otherwise cannot be hid. 


CHAPTER 6 


ET as many servants as are 

under the yoke count their own 
masters worthy of all honour, that 
the name of God and Ais doctrine 
be not blasphemed. 

2 d they that have believing 
masters, let them not despise them, 
because they are brethren; but 
rather do them service, because 
they are faithful and beloved, par- 
takers of the benefit. These things 
teach and exhort. 

3 If any man teach otherwise, and 
consent not to wholesome words, 
even the words of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to the doctrine which is 
according to godliness; 

4. He is proud, knowing nothing,

but doting about questions and 
strifes of words, ae cometh 
envy, strife, railings, e surmis- 
ings, 

5 Perverse disputings of men of 
corrupt minds, and destitute of the 
truth, supposing that gain is godli- 
ness: from such withdraw thyself. 

6 But godliness with contentment 
is great gain 

7 For we brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can carry 
nothing out. 

8 And having food and raiment let 
us be therewith content. 

9 But they that will be rich fall into 
temptation and a snare, and info 
many foolish and hurtful lusts, 
which drown men in destruction 
and perdition. 

10 For the love of money is the 
root of all evil: which while some 
coveted after, they have erred from 
the faith, and pierced themselves 
through with many sorrows. 

11 But thou, O man of God, flee 
these things; and follow after right- 
eousness, godliness, faith, love, 
patience, meeknes 

12 Fight the eed fight of faith, 
lay hold on eternal life, whereunto 
thou art also called, and hast pro- 
fessed a good profession before 
many witnesses. 

13 I give thee charge in the sight 
of God, who quickeneth all things, 
and before Christ Jesus, who before 
Pontius Pilate witnessed a good 
confession; 
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14 That thou keep this command- 
ment without spot, unrebukeable, 
until the appearing of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: 

15 Which in his times he shall 
shew, who is the blessed and only 
Potentate, the King of kings, and 
Lord of lords; 

16 Who only hath immortality, 
dwelling in the light which no man 
can approach unto; whom no man 
hath seen, nor can see: to whom 
be honour and power everlasting.

17 Charge them that are rich in 
this world, that they be not kiet 
minded, nor trust in uncertain 
riches, but in the AA God, who 
avah us richly all things to en- 


Tg That they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to dis- 
tribute, willing to communicate; 

19 Laying up in store for them- 
selves a good foundation against 
the time te come, that they may lay 
hold on eternal life. 

20 O Timothy, keep that which is 
committed to thy trust, avoiding 
profane and vain b abblings, an

CHAPTER 1 


AUL, an apostle of Jesus Christ 

by the will of God, according to 
the promise of life which is in 
Christ Jesus, 


2 To Timothy, my dearly beloved 
son: Grace, mercy, and peace, from 
God the Father and Christ Jesus 
our Lord. 

3 I thank God, whom I serve from 
my forefathers with pure con- 
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science, that without ceasing I have 
remembrance of thee in my prayers 
night and day; 

4 Greatly desiring to see thee, 
being mindful of thy tears, that I 
may be filled with joy; 

5 When I call to remembrance the 
unfeigned faith that is in thee, 
which dwelt first in thy grand- 
mother Lois, and thy mother Eu- 
nice; and I am persuaded that in 
thee also 

6 Wherefore I put thee in remem- 
brance that thou stir up the gift of 
God, which is in thee by the putting 
on of my hands. 

7 For God hath not given us the 
spirit of fear; but of power, and of 
love, and of a sound mind. 

8 Be not thou therefore ashamed 
of the testimony of our Lord, nor of 
me his prisoner: but be thou par- 
taker of the afflictions of the gospel 
according to the power of God; 

9 Who hath saved us, and called 
us with an holy calling, not accord- 
ing to our works, but according to 
his own purpose and grace, which 
was given us in Christ Jesus before 
the world began, 

10 But is now made manifest by 
the appearing of our Saviour Jesus 
Christ, who hath abolished death, 
and hath brought life and immor- 
tality to light through the gospel: 

11 Whereunto I am appointed a 
preacher, and an apostle, and a 
teacher of the Gentiles. 

12 For the which cause I also 
suffer these things: nevertheless I 
am not ashamed: for I know whom 
I have believed, and am persuaded 
that he is able to keep that which I 
Pane coepaitted unto him against 

13 Hold fast the form of sound 
words, which thou hast heard of 
me, in faith and love which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

14 That good thing which was 
committed unto thee keep by the 
Holy Ghost which dwelleth in us. 

15 This thou knowest, that all they 
which are in Asia be turned away 
from me; of whom are Phyegellus 
and Hermogenes. 

16 The Lord give mercy unto the 

ouse of Onesiphorus; for he oft 
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refreshed me, and was not ashamed 
of my chain: 

17 But, when he was in Rome, he 
sought me out very diligently, and 
found me. 

18 The Lord grant unto him that 
he may find mercy of the Lord in 
that day: and in how many things 
he ministered unto me at Ephesus, 
thou knowest very well. 


- CHAPTER 2 


“THOU therefore, my son, be 
strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus. 

2 And the things that thou hast 
heard of me among many witnesses, 
the same commit thou to faithful 
men, who shall be able to teach 
others also. 

3 Thou therefore endure hardness, 
as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 

4 No man that warreth entangleth 
himself with the affairs of this life: 
that he may please him who hath 
chosen him to be a soldier. 

5 a man also strive for 
masteries, yet is he not crowned, 
except he strive la 

6 The husbandman that laboureth 
must be first partaker of the fruits. 

7 Consider what I say; and the 
eae give thee understanding in all 


8 Remember that Jesus Christ of 
the seed of David was raised from 
the dead according to my gospel: 

9 Wherein I suffer trouble, as an 
evil doer, even unto bonds; but the 
word of God is not bound. 

10 Therefore I endure all things 
for the elect’s sakes, that they may 
also obtain the salvation which is in 
Christ Jesus with eternal glory. 

1i /¢ is a faithful saying: For if we 
he dead p with him, we shall also live 
wi 

12 If we suffer, we shall also reign 
with him: if we deny him, he also 
will deny us: 

13 If we believe not, yet he abideth 
faithful: he cannot deny himself, 

14 Of these things put them in 
remembrance, charging them 
fore the Lord that they strive not 
about words to no profit, but to the 
subverting of the hearers.

15 Study to shew thyself approved 
unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain 
babblings: for they La increase 
unto more ungodlines 

17 And their word will eat as doth 
a canker: of whom is Hymenzus 
and Philetus: 

18 Who concerning the truth have 
erred, saying that the resurrection 
is past already; and overthrow the 
faith of some. 

19 Nevertheless the foundation of 
God standeth sure, having this seal, 
The Lord knoweth them that are his, 
And, Let every one that nameth the 
name of Christ depart from iniquity. 

20 But in a great house there are 
not only vessels of gold and of 
silver, but also of wood and of 
earth; and some to honour, and 
some to dishonour. 

21 If a man therefore purge him- 
self from these, he shall be a vessel 
unto honour, sanctified, and meet 
for the master’s use, and prepared 
sth every good work. 

2 Flee also youthful lusts: but 
fallow righteousness, faith, charity, 
peace, with them that call on the 
Lord out of a pure heart. 

23 But foolish and unlearned 
questions avoid, knowing that they 
do gender strifes. 

24 And the servant of the Lord 
must not strive; but be gentle unto 
all men, apt to teach, patient, 

25 In meekness instructing those 
that oppose themselves; if God per- 
adventure give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth; 

26 And fhat they may recover 
themselves out of the snare of the 
devil, who are taken captive by him 
at his will.

10 But thou hast fully known my 
doctrine, manner of life, purpose, 
faith, longsuffering, charity, pa- 
tience, 

1] Persecutions, afflictions, which 
came unto me at Antioch, at Ico- 
nium, at Lystra: what persecutions 
I endured: but out of them all the 
Lord delivered me. 

Yea, and all that will live godly 
in Christ Jesus shall suffer per- 
secution. 

13 But evil men and seducers shall 
wax worse and worse, deceiving, and 
being deceived. 

14 But continue thou in the things 
which thou hast learned and hast 
been assured of, knowing of whom 
thou hast learned them; 

15 And that from a child thou hast 
known the holy scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in 
Christ Jesus. 

16 All scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable 
for doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteousness: 

17 That the man of God may be 
perfect, throughly furnished unto 
ali good works.

17 Notwithstanding the Lord stood 
with me, and strengthened me; that 
by me the preaching might be 
known, and that all the Gentiles 
might hear: and I was delivered out 
of the mouth of the lion. 

18 And the Lord shall deliver me 
from every evil work, and pre- 
serve me unto his heavenly king- 
dom: to whos be glory for ever and 
ever.

CHAPTER 1 


AUL, 2 servant of God, and an 

apostle of Jesus Christ, accord- 
ing to the faith of God’s elect, an 
the acknowledging of the Faith 
which is after godliness;

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God, that cannot lie, promised 
before the world began; 

3 But hath in due times manifested 
his word through preaching, which 
is committed unto me according to 
the commandment of God our 
Saviour; 

4 To Titus, mine own son after 
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the common faith: Grace, mercy, 
and peace, from God the Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

For this cause left I thee in 
Crete, that thou shouldest set in 
order the things that are wanting, 
and ordain elders in every city, as Ll 
had appointed thee: 

6 If any be blameless, the husband 
of one wife, having faithful children 
not attest of riot or unruly. 

7 For a bishop must be blameless, 
as the steward of God; not self- 
willed, not soon angry, not given to 
ae no striker, not given to filthy 

ucre; 

8 But a lover of hospitality, a lover 
of ne sate sober, just, holy, 
tempera 


anpere; fast the faithful word as 
he hath been taught, that he may 
be able by sound doctrine both to 
exhort and to convince the gain- 
sayers. 

10 For there are many unruly and 
vain talkers and deceivers, specially 
they of the circumcision: 

11 Whose mouths must be stopped, 
who subvert whole houses, teaching 

things which they ought not, for 
filthy lucre’s sake. 

12 One of themselves, even a pro- 
phet of their own, said, The Cretians 
are alway liars, evil beasts, slow 
bellies. 

13 This witness is true. Wherefore 
rebuke them sharply, that they may 
be sound in the faith; 

14 Not giving heed to Jewish 
fables, and commandments of men, 
that turn from the truth. 

15 Unto the pure all things are 
pure: but unto them that are defiled 
and ‘unbelieving is nothing pure; 
but even their mind and conscience 
is defiled. 

16 They profess that they know 
God; but in works they deny him, 
being abominable, and disobedient, 
and unto every good work reprobate. 


CHAPTER 2 


UT speak thou the things which 
become sound doctrine: 
2 That the aged men be sober, 
grave, temperate, sound in faith, 
in charity, in patience. 
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3 The aged women likewise, that 
they be in behaviour as becometh 
holiness, not false accusers, not 
given to — wine, teachers of 
good thi 

4. That thes may teach the young 
women to be sober, to love their

9 Exhort servants to be obedient 
unto their own masters, and to 
please them well in all things; not 
answering again; 

10 Not purioining, but shewing all 
good fidelity; that they may adorn 
the foet of God our Saviour in

11 For ‘the grace of God that 
bs i salvation hath appeared to 
ali men 

12 Teaching us that, denying un- 
godliness and worldly lusts, we 
should live soberly, righteously, and 
godly, in this present world; 

13 Looliine for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious appearing of the 
erent | God and our Saviour Jesus 


14 Who gave himself for us, that he 
might redeem us from all iniquity, 
and p unto himself a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works. 

15 These things speak, and exhort, 
and rebuke with all authority. Let 
no man despise thee. 


CHAPTER 3 


UT them in mind to be subject 
to principalities and powers, to 
obey magistrates, to be ready to 
every good work, 
2 To speak evil of no man, to be 
no brawlers, but gentle, shewing all 
meekness unto all men. 
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3 For we ourselves aiso were 
sometimes foolish, disobedient, de- 
ceived, serving divers lusts and 
pleasures, living in malice and envy, 
hateful, and hating one another.

12 When I shail send Artemas 
unto thee, or Tychicus, be diligent 
to come unto me to Nicopolis: for I 
have determined there to winter. 

Bring Zenas the lawyer and 
Apollos on thot journey diligently, 
that nothing be wanting unto them.

9 Yet for love’s sake I rather be- 
seech thee, being such an one as 
Paul the aged, and now also a 
prisoner of Jesus Christ. 

10 I beseech thee for my son 
Onesimus, whom I have begotten 
in my bonds: |

with me, that in thy stead he might 
have ministered unto me in the 
bonds of the gospel:

OD, who at sundry times and 

A in divers manners spake in 
time past unto the fathers by the 
prophets, 

2 Hath in these last days spoken 
unto us by his Son, whom he hath 
appointed heir of all things, by 
whom also he made the worlds; 

3 Who being the brightness of his 
glory, and the express image of his 
person, and upholding all things by 
the word of his power, when he had 
by himself purged our sins, sat 
down on the right hand of the 
Majesty on high; 

4 Being made so much better than 
the angels, as he hath by inherit- 
ance obtained a more excellent 
name than they. | 

5 For unto which of the angels 
said he at any time, Thou art my 
Son, this day have I begotten thee? 

d again, I will be to him a Father, 
and he shall be to me a Son? 

6 And again, when he bringeth in 


the firstbegotten into the world, he 
saith, And let all the angels of God 
worship him 

7 And of tite angels he saith, Who 
maketh his angels spirits, and his 
ministers a flame of fire. 

8 But unto the Son he saith, Thy 
throne, O God, is for ever and ever: 
a sceptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, 
and hated iniquity; therefore God, 
even thy God, hath anointed thee 
with the oil of gladness above thy 
fellows. 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in the begin- 
ning hast laid the foundation of the 
earth; and the heavens are the 
works of thine hands: 

11 They shall perish; but thou 
remainest; and they all shall wax 
old as doth a garment; 

12 And as a vesture shalt thou fold 
them up, and they shall be changed: 
but thou art e same, and thy years 
shall not fail 

13 But to which of the angels said 
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he at any time, Sit on my right 
hand, until I make thine enemies 
thy footstool? 

14 Are they not all ministering 
spirits, sent forth to minister for 
Sess who shall be heirs of salva- 

on? 


CHAPTER 2 


FP REREFORE we ought to give 
the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest at 
any time we should let them slip. 

2 For if the word spoken by angels 
was stedfast, and every transeres- 
sion and disobedience received a 
‘just recompence of reward; 

How shall we escape, if we neg- 
lect so great salvation; which at the 
first began to be spoken by the 
Lord, and was confirmed unto us 
by them that heard him; 

4 God also bearing them witness, 
both with signs and wonders, and 
with divers miracles, and gifts of 
the Holy Ghost, according to his 
own will? 

5 For unto the angels hath he not 
put in subjection the world to come, 
whereof we speak. 

6 But one in a certain place testi- 
fied, saying, What i is man, that thou 
art mindful of ? or the son of 
man, that thou visitest 

Thou madest him a little lower 
than the angels; thou crownedst 

with glory and honour, and 
gidis set him over the works of thy 
an 

8 Thou hast put all things in sub- 
jection under his feet. For in that 
he put all in subjection under him, 
he left nothing ¢hat is not put under 

. But now we see not yet all 
things put under 

9 But we see Jesus, who was made 
a little lower than the angels for the 
suffering of death, crowned with 
glory and honour; that he by the 
grace of God should taste death for 
every man. j 

10 For it became him, for whom 
are all things, and by whom are all 
things, in bringing many sons unto 
glory, to make the captain of their 
salvation perfect through sufferings. 

11 For both he that sanctifieth and 
they who are sanctified are all of 
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one: for which cause he is not 
ashamed to call them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name 
unto my brethren, in the midst of 


i church will I sing praise unto 


13 And again, I will put my trust 
in him. And again, Behold I and the 
children which God hath given me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the children 
are partakers of flesh and blood, he 
also himself likewise took part of 
the same; that through death he 
might destroy him that had the 
power of death, that is, the devil; 

15 And deliver them who through 
fear of death were all their lifetime 
subject to bondage. i 

16 For verily he took not on him 
the nature of angels; but he took on 
him the seed of Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it þe- 
hoved to be made like unto his 
brethren, that he might be a merci- 
ful and faithful high priest in things 
bertaining to God, to make recon- 
ciliation for the sins of the people. 

18 For in that he himself hath 
suffered being tempted, he is able 
to succour them that are tempted. 


CHAPTER 3 


A eee eae holy brethren, 

f partakers of the heavenly call- 

ing, consider the Apostle and High 

e of our profession, Christ 
esus; 

2 Who was faithful to him that 
appointed him, as also Moses was 
faithful in all his house. 

3 For this man was counted 
worthy of more glory than Moses, 
inasmuch as he who hath builded 
the house hath more honour than 
the house. 

4 For every house is builded by 
some man; but he that built all 
things is God. 

5 And Moses verily was faithful 
in all his banin as a pees for 
a testimony of those things which 
were to be spoken after; i 

6 But Christ as a son over his own 
house; whose house are we, if we 
hold fast the confidence and the 
rej T of the hope firm unto the 
end. 
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7 Wherefore (as the Holy Ghost 
saith, To day if ye will hear his 
voice, 

8 Harden not your hearts, as in 
the provocation, in the day of 
temptation in the wilderness: 

9 When your fathers tempted me, 
ined me, and saw my works 
forty years. 

10 Wherefore I was grieved with 
that generation, and said, They de 
alway err in their heart; and they 
Sa not known my ways. 

1 So I sware in my wrath, They 
shall not enter into my rest.) 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest there 
be in any of you an evil heart of 
unbelief, in departing from the 
living God. 

13 But exhort one another daily, 
while it is called To day; lest any 
of you be hardened through the 
deceitfulness of sin. 

14 For we are made partakers of 
Christ, if we hold the beginning 
of an confidence  adfast unto the 
end; 

15 While it is said, To day if ye 
will hear his voice, harden not your 
hearts, as in the provocation. 

16 For some, when they had heard, 
did provoke: howbeit not all that 
came out of Egypt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved 
forty years? was it not with them 
that had sinned, whose carcases fell 
in the wilderness? 

18 And to whom sware he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but 
to them that believed not? 

19 So we see that they ‘could not 
enter in because of unbelief. 


CHAPTER 4 


Le us therefore fear, lest, a 
promise being left us of Soe 
ing into his rest, any of you should 
seem to come short of it. 

2 For unto us was the gospel 
preached, as well as unto them: 
but the word preached did not profit 
them, not being mixed with faith in 
them that heard it 

3 For we hich Seige believed do 
enter into rest, as he said, As I have 
Sworn in my wrath, if they shall 
enter into my rest: although the 
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works were finished from the found- 
ation of the world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place 
of the seventh day on this wise, 

God did rest the seventh day 
from all his works. 

5 And in this place again, If they 
on enter into my rest. 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth 
that some must enter therein, and 
they to whom it was first preached 
entered not in because of unbelief: 

Again, he limiteth a certain day, 
saying in David, To day, after so 
long a time; as it is said, To day if 
ye will hear his voice, harden not 
your hearts. 

8 For if Jesus had given them 
rest, then would he not afterward 
have spoken of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest 
to the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his 
rest, he also hath ceased from his 
own works, as God did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter 
into that rest, lest any man fall after 
the same example of unbelief. 

12 For the word of God is quick, 
and powerful, and sharper than any 
twoedged sword, piercing even to 
the dividing asunder of soul and 
spirit, and of the joints and marrow, 
and is a discerner of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart 

i3 Neither is there any creature 
that is not manifest in his sight: 
but all things are naked and opened 
ait the eyes of him with whom 
we have to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed into 
the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, 
let us hold fast our profession. 

15 For we have not an high priest 
which cannot be touched with the 
feeling of our ities; but was 
in all points tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need. 


CHAPTER 5 


OR every high priest taken 
from among men is ordained 
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for men in things pertaining to God, 
that he may offer both gifts and 
sacrifices for sins: i 

2 Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out 
of the way; for that he himself also 
is compassed with infirmity. 

d by reason hereof he ought, 
as for the people, so also for him- 
self, to offer for sins. 

4 And no man taketh this honour 
unto himself, but he that is called 
of God, as was Aaron. ; 

5 So also Christ glorified not him- 
self to be made an high priest; but 
he that said unto him, Thou art my 
Son, to day have I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another dlace, 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec. 

7 Who in the days of his flesh, 
when he had offered up prayers 
and supplications with strong crying 
and tears unto him that was able to 
save him from death, and was heard 
in that he feared; 

8 Though he were a Son, yet 
learned he obedience by the things 
which he suffered; 

9 And being made perfect, he be- 
came the author of eternal salvation 
unto ali them that obey him; 

10 Calied of God an high priest 
after the order of Melchisedec. 

11 Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be uttered, 
seeing ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which be the 
first principles of the oracles of 
God; and are become such as have 
need of milk, and not of strong 
meat. 

13 For every one that useth milk is 
unskilful in the word of righteous- 
ness: for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to 
them that are of full age, even those 
who by reason of use have their 
senses exercised to discern both 
good and evil. 


CHAPTER 6 


HEREFORE leaving the prin- 
ciples of the doctrine of Christ, 
let us go on unio perfection; not 
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laying again the foundation of re- 
pentance from dead works, and of 
faith toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and 
of laying on of hands, and of resur- 
rection of the dead, and of eternal 
judgment. 

3 And this will we do, if God 
eae 

4 For if is impossible for those who 
were once enlightened, and have 
tasted of the heavenly gift, and 
Kere maip partakers of the Holy 


5 er have tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the 
world to come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew 
them again unto repentance; seeing 
they crucify to themselves the Son 
of God afresh, and put him to an 
open shame. 

7 For the earth which drinketh in 
the rain that cometh oft upon it, 
and bringeth forth herbs meet for 
them by whom it is dressed, re- 
ceiveth blessing from God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns 
and briers is rejected, and is nigh 
unto cursing; whose end is to be 
burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things that 
accompany salvation, though we 
thus speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous to 
forget your work and labour of love, 
which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered 
to the saints, and do minister. 

d we desire that every one 
of you do shew the same diligence 
to the full assurance of hope unto 
the end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but 
followers of them who through faith 
and patience inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear 
by no greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will 
bless thee, and multiplying I will 
multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently 
endured, he obtained the promise. 

For men verily swear by the 
greater: and an oath for confirma- 
tion zs to them an end of all strife. 
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17 Wherein God, willing more 
abundantly to shew unto the heirs 
of promise the immutability of his 
counsel, confirmed if by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, 
in which if was impossible for God 
to lie, we might have a strong con- 
solation, who have fled for refuge 
to lay hold upon the hope set before 


us: 

19 Which hobe we have as an 
anchor of the soul, both sure and 
stedfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made an high 
priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec. 


CHAPTER 7 


OR this Melchisedec, king of 

Salem, priest of the most high 
God, who met Abraham returning 
from the slaughter of the kings, and 
blessed him 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by 
interpretation King of righteous- 
ness, and after that also King of 
Salem, which is, King of peace; 

3 Without father, without mother, 
without de having neither be- 
ginning days, nor end of life: 
but Haie. like unto the Son of God: 
abideth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch 
n gave the tenth of the 


poils. 

5 And verily they that are of the 
sons of Levi, who receive the office 
of the priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the people 
according to the law, that is, of 
their brethren, though they come 
out of the loins of Abraham: 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received tithes 
of Abraham, and blessed him that 
had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the 
less is blessed of the better. 

here men that die receive 
tithes; but there he rveceiveth them, 
an ae it is witnessed that he 


9 and as I may so say, Levi also, 


HEBREWS 7 


who receiveth tithes, payed tithes 
in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of 
his father, when Melchisedec met 


11 If therefore perfection were by 
the Levitical priesthood, (for under 
it the people received the law,) 
what further need was there that 
another priest should rise after the 
order of Melchisedec, and not þe 
called after the order of Aaron? 

12 For the. priesthood being 
changed, there is made of necessity 
a change also of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things 
are spoken pertaineth to another 
tribe, of which no man gave attend- 
ance at the altar. 

14 For i¢ is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Judah; of which tribe 
Moses spake nothing concerning 
priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the similitude of Mel- 
chisedec there ariseth another 
priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but after 
the power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou aré a 
priest for ever after the order of 
Melchisedec. | j . 

18 For there is verily a disannulling 
of the commandment going before 
for the weakness and unprofitable- 
ness thereof, ; 

19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better 
hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without 
an oath he was made priest: 

21 (Por those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him, 
The Lord sware and will not repent, 
Thou art a priest for ever after the 
order of Melchisedec :) 

By so much was Jesus made a 
surety of a better testament. 

23 And they truly were many 
priests, because they were not 
suffered to continue by reason of 


eat 
24 But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 
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25 Wherefore he is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for them. i 

26 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, h ess, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, 
first for his own sins, and then for 
the people’s: for this A did once, 
when he offered up 

28 For the law maketh men high 
priests which have i ity; but 
the word of the oath, which a 
since the law, maketh the Son, who 
is consecrated for evermore. 


CHAPTER 8 


OW of the things which we 

have spoken this is the sum: 
We have such an high priest, who 
is set on the right hand of the 
throne of the Majesty in the hea- 
vens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the 
Lord pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained 
to offer gifts and sacrifices: where- 
fore it is of necessity that this man 
have somewhat also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he 
should not be a priest, seeing that 
there are priests that offer gifts 
according to the law: 

Who serve unto the example 
and shadow of heavenly things, as 
Moses was admonished of God 
when he was about to make the 
tabernacle: for, See, saith he, that 
thou make all things according to 
the pattern shewed to thee in the 
mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a 
more excellent ministry, by how 
much also he is the mediator of a 
better covenant, which was estab- 
lished upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had 
been faultless, then should no place 
have been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
saith, Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
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covenant with the house of Israel 
and with the house of Judah: 

9 Not according to the covenant 
that I made with their fathers in 
the day when I took them by the 
ane to lead them out of the land 

Egypt; because they continued 
iad in my covenant, and I regarded 
them not, saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I 
will make with the house of Israel 
after those days, saith the Lord; I 

put my laws into their mind, 

and write them in their hearts: and 

I will be to them a God, and they 
shall be to me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach every 
man his neighbour, and every man 
his brother, saying, Know the Lord: 
for all shall know me, from the 
least o the greatest. 

r I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness, and their sins and 
han iniquities will I remember no 


mor 

13 T that he saith, A new cove- 
nant, he hath made the first old. 
Now that which decayeth and wax- 
eth old is ready to vanish away. 


CHAPTER 9 


HEN verily the first covenant 
had also ordinances of divine 
service, and a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle 
made; the first, wherein was the 
candlestick, and the table, and the 
sapwbreai which is called the 


S3 And d after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the Holi- 
est of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant over- 
laid round about with gold, wherein 
was the golden pot that had manna, 
and Aaron’s rod that budded, and 
the tables of the covenant; 

And over it the cherubims of 
glory shadowing the mercyseat; of 
which we cannot now speak par- 
ticularly. 

6 Now when these things were 
thus ordained, the priests went 
always into the first. tabernacle, 
accomplishing the service of God. 

7 But into the second went the 
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high priest alone once every year, 
not without —— which he offered 
for himself, and ‘for the errors of 
the people: 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest, while 
as the first tabernacle was yet 
standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
perpin as pertaining to the con- 


510 "Which stood only in meats and 
s, and divers washings, an 
carnal ordinances, imposed on them 
until the time of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by a 
greater and more perfect taber- 
nacle, not made with hands, that 
is to say, not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemption 


or us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of an heifer 
sp the sad oe sanctifieth 
to the purifying of the flesh: 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new testament, that 
by means of death, for the redemp- 
tion of the transgressions that were 
under the first testament, they 
which are called might receive the 
promise of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. 

17 For a testament is of force 
after men are dead: otherwise it is 
of no strength at all while the 
testator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first 
featameni was dedicated without 

ood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken 
every precept to all the people 
according to the law, he took the 
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blood of calves and of goats, with 
water, and scarlet wool, and hyssop, 
and sprinkled both the book, and 
all the people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry. 

22 ost all things are by 
the law purged with blood; and 
without shedding of blood is no 
remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that 
the patterns of things in the heavens 
should be purified with these; but 
the heavenly things themselves with 

tter sacrifices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; 
but into heaven itself, now to appear 
in the presence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer 

self often, as the high priest 
eetereih into the holy place every 
year with blood of others; 

26 For then must he often have 
suffered since the foundation of the 
world: but now once in the end of 
the world hath he appeared to put 
away sin by the sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment: | 

28 So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin 
unto salvation. 


CHAPTER 10 


Fok the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not 
the very image of the things, can 
never with those sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continually 
make the comers thereunto perfect.

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is 
a witness to us: for after that he 
had said before, : 

16 This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my laws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 

I write them; 

17 And their sins and iniquities 
will I remember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these 
is, there is no more offering for sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for us, through 
me veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

1 And having an high priest over 
the house of God; 
22 Let us draw near with a true 
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heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from an 
evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession 
of our faith without wavering; (for 
he zs faithful that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another 
to proroke unto love and to good 

works: 

"35 Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the manner 
of some is; but exho one an- 
other: and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approac 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of 
the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for 
of judgment and fiery indignation, 
which shall devour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses: 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, an 
unholy thing, and hath done despite 
unto the Spirit of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath 
said, Vengeance belongeth unto me, 
I will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And ener The Lord shali judge his 
peop 

31 Jt is a fearful thing ees into 


the hands of the living Go 


32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye were 
illuminated, ye endured a great 
fight of afflictions: 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches and 

afflictions; and partly, whilst ye be- 
came companions of them that were 
so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of me 
in my bonds, and took joyfully the 
spoiling of your goods, knowing in 
yourselves that ye have in heaven a 
better and an enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great recom- 
pence of reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience, 
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that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he 
sean shall come will come, and will 
no 

38 Now ow the just shall live by faith: 
but if any man draw back, my soul 
shall have no pleasure in 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
them that believe to the saving of 
the soul, 


CHAPTER 11 


OW faith is the substance of 

things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 

2 For by it the elders obtained a 
unod report. 

3 Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed im oa 
word of God, so that things which 
are seen were not made of things 
which do appear. 

4 By faith Abel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than Cain, 
by which he obtained witness that 
he was righteous, God testifying of 
his gifts: and by it he being dead 
yet speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had 
translated him: for before his trans- 
lation he had this testimony, that 
he pleased God. 

6 But without faith if is impossible 
to please him: for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek 

7 By faith Noah, being warned of 
God of things not seen as yet, 
moved with fear, prepared an ark 
to the saving of his house; by the 
which he condemned the world, 
and became heir of the righteous- 
ness which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out into a place which 
he should after receive for an in- 
heritance, obeyed; and he went cut, 
not knowing whither he went. 

9 By faith he sojourned in the land 
of promise, as in a strange country, 
dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac 
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and Jacob, the heirs with. him of 
the same promise: 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder and 
maker is God. 

11 Through faith also Sarah her- 
self received strength to conceive 
seed, and was delivered of a child 
when she was past age, because 
she judged him faithful who had 
promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even. 
of one, and him as good as dead, 
so many as the stars of the sky in 
multitude, and as the sand which 
is by the sea shore innumerable. 

13 These ail died in faith, not 
having received the promises, but 
having seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they 
mete strangers and pilgrims on the 


“14 For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from whence 
they came out, they might have had 
opportunity to have returned. 

16 But now they desire a better 
country, that is, an heavenly: where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called 
steer cane he hath prepared for 

em 
17 By faith Abraham, when he was 
tried, offered up isaac: and he that 
had received the promises offered 
up his only begotten son, 

-18 Of whom it was said, That in 
Isaac shall thy seed be called: 

9 Accounting that God was able 
to raise him up, even from the dead; 
eee senor also he received him 


a figur 

"20 By y faith Isaac blessed Jacob 
and Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was 
a dying, blessed both the sons of 
Joseph; and worshipped, leaning 
upon the top of his staff. 

22 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of 
the children of Israel; and gave 
commandment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was 
born, was hid three months of his 
parents, because they saw he was a 
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proper child; and they were not 
afraid of the kine’s commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pharaoh’s daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season; 

26 Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the trea- 
sures in Egypt: for he had respect 
unto the recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the : for 
he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, 
lest he that destroyed the firstborn 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by dry land: which 
the Egyptians assaying to do were 


wned. 

30 "By faith the walis of Jericho 
ell down, after they e com- 

passed about seven day 
By faith the hariet Rahab 
perished not with them that be- 
lieved not, when she had received 

the spies with peace. 
32 And what shall I more say? 
for the time would fail me to tell 


of Gedeon, and of Barak, and of 


Samson, and of Jephthae; of David 
— and Samuel, and of the pro- 
phets: 

33 Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, 
obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to 
flight the armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again: and others were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance; 
that they might obtain a better 
resurrection 

6 And ikers had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, more- 
over of bonds and imprisonment: 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword: they wan- 
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dered about in sheepskins and 
goatskins; being destitute, afflicted, 
tormented; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in deserts, 
and in mountains, and in dens and 
caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, having obtained 
a good report through faith, received 
not the promise: 

40 God having provided some 
better thing for us, that they without 
us should not be made perfect. 


CHAPTER 12 


HEREFORE seeing we also 

are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us 
lay aside every weight, and the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, and 
let us run with patience the race 
that is set before us, 

Looking unto Jesus the author 
and finisher of our faith; who for 
the joy that was set before 
endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God. 

3 For consider him that endured 
such contradiction of sinners against 
himself, lest ye bes wearied and 
faint in your min 

4 Ye have not yet resisted unto 
blood, striving against sin. 

d ye have forgotten the ex- 
hortation which speaketh unto you 
as unto children, My son, despise 
not thou the chastening of the Lord,

6 For whom the Lord loveth he 
chasteneth, and scourgeth every son 
whom he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof are partakers, 
then are ye bastards, and not sons. 

9 Furthermore we have had fathers 
of our flesh which corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence: shall we 
not much rather be in subjection 
unto the Father of spirits, and live? 

10 For they verily for a few days 
chastened us after their own plea- 
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sure; but he for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the 
present seemeth to be joyous, but 
grievous: nevertheless afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of right- 
eousness unto them which are exer- 
cised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands 
a hang down, and the feeble

13 And make straight paths for 
your feet, lest that which is lame 
be turned out of the way; but let it 
pe be healed. 

4 Follow peace with all men, and 
Boate. without which no man 
a see the Lord: 

Looking diligently lest ahs man 
fail of the grace of God; lest any 
root of bitterness springing up 
ee you, and thereby many be

17 For ye know how that after- 
ward, when he would have inherited 
the blessing, he was rejected: for

18 For ye are not come unto the 
mount that might be touched, and 
that burned with fire, nor unto

Sion, and unto the city of the living 
God, the heavenly Jerusalem, and

church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
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Judge of all, and to the spirits of 
just men made perfect, | 

24 And to Jesus the mediator of 
the new covenant, and to the blood 

of sprinkling, that nepea ke better 
enna than that of Abel. . 

25 See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh. For if they escaped not 
who refused that spake on 
earth, much more shail not we 
escabe, if we turn away from 
that sbeaketh from heaven: | 

6 Whose voice then shook the 
earth: but now he hath promised, 
saying, Yet once more I shake not 
the earth only, but also heaven. 

27 And this word, Yet once more, 
signifieth the removing of those 
things that are shaken, as of things 
that are made, that those things 
ae cannot be shaken may re- 


"28 8 Wherefore we receiving a king- 
dom which cannot be moved, let us 
have grace, whereby we may serve 
God acceptably with reverence and 
godly fear: 

29 For our God is a consuming fire. 


CHAPTER 13 


ET brotherly love continue. 

Be not forgetful to entertain 
strangers: for thereby some have 
entertained angels unawares. 

3 Remember them that are in 
bonds, as bound with them: and 
them which suffer adversity, as 
being yourselves also in the body. 

4 Marriage is honourable in all, 
and the bed undefiled: but whore- 
mongers and adulterers God 
judge. 

5 Let your conversation be without 
covetousness; and be content with 
such things as ye have: for he hath 
said, I never leave thee, nor 
forsake thee. 

6 So that we may boldly say, The 
Lord zs my helper, and I will not 
fear what man shall do unto me. 

7 Remember them which have the 
rule over you, who have spoken 
unto you the word of God: whose 
faith follow, considering the end of 
their conversation. 

8 Jesus Christ the same yesterday, 
and to day, and for ever. 
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9 Be not carried about with divers 
and strange doctrines. For it is a 
good thing that the heart be estab- 
lished with grace; not with meats, 
which have not profited them that 
have been occupied therein. 

10 We have an altar, whereof they 
have no right to eat which serve the 
tabernacle 

11 For tie bodies of those beasts, 
whose blood is brought into the 
sanctuary by the high priest for sin, 
are burned without the camp. 

12 Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with his 
own blood, suffered without the gate. 

13 Let us go forth therefore unto 

without the camp, bearing his 
reproach. 

14 For here have we no continuing 
city, but we seek one to come. 

15 By him therefore let us offer the 
sacrifice of praise to God continu- 
ally, that is, the fruit of our lips 
giving thanks to his name. 

16 But to do good and to communi- 
cate forget not: for with such sacri- 
fices God is well pleased. 

17 Obey them that have the rule 
over you, and submit yourselves: 
for they watch for your souls, as 
they that must give account, that 
they may do it with joy, and not

with grief: for that is unprofitable 
for you. 

18 Pray for us: for we trust we 
have a good conscience, in all things 

g to live honestly. 

19 But I beseech you the rather 
to do this, that I may be restored 
to you the sooner. 

20 Now the God of peace, that 
brought again from the dead our 
Lord Jesus, that great shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the 
everlasting covenant, 

21 Make you perfect in every good 
work to do his , wor in you 
that which is well-pleasing in his 
sight, through Jesus Christ; to 
whom be glory for ever and ever.

AMES, a servant of God and of 

the Lord Jesus Christ, to the 
welve tribes which are scattered 
abroad, greeting.

ons; 

3 Knowing this, that the trying of 
vour faith worketh patience. 

4 But let patience have her perfect 
work, that ye may be DAES and 
entire, wanting not 
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5 If any of you lack visol, let 
hin ask of God, that giveth to all 
men liberally, and upbraideth not; 
and it shall be given him. 

6 But let him ask in faith, nothing 
wavering. For he that wavereth is 
like a wave of the sea driven with 
the wind and tossed. 

7 For let not that man think that he 
shall receive any thing of the Lord. 

8 A double minded man is un- 
stable ; in all his ways. 

9 Let the brother of low degree 
rejoice in that he is exalted: 
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10 But the rich, in that he is made 
low: because as the flower of the 
grass he shall pass away. 

11 For the sun is no sooner risen 
with a burning heat, but it withereth 
the grass, and the flower thereof 
falleth, and the grace of the fashion 
of it perisheth: so also shall the 
rich man fade away in his ways. 

12 Blessed is the man that. endur- 
eth temptation: for when he is tried, 
he shall receive the crown of life, 
which the Lord hath promised to 
them that love him. 

13 Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God: for 
God cannot be tempted with evil, 
neither tempteth he any man: 

4 But every man is tempted, when 
he is drawn away of his own lust, 
and enticed. 

15 Then when lust hath conceived, 
it bringeth forth sin: and sin, when 
it is finished, bringeth forth death. 

16 Donoterr, my beloved brethren. 

17 Every good gift and every per- 
fect gift is from above, and cometh 
down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither 
aaa of turning. 

8 Of his own will begat he us 
with the word of truth, that we 
should be a kind of firstfruits of his 
creatures.

If any man among you seem to 
be religious, and bridleth not his 
tongue, but deceiveth his own heart, 
this man’s religion is vain.

Now if thou commit no adultery, 
yet if thou kill, thou art become a 
transgressor of the law. 
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12 So speak ye, and so do, as they

13 For he shall have judgment 
without mercy, that hath shewed no 
mercy; and mercy rejoiceth against 
judgment. 

14 What doth it profit, my bre- 
thren, though a man say he hath 

aith, and have not works? can faith 
save 

15 If a brother or sister be naked, 
ana destitute of daily food, 

And one of you say unto them, 
Dede in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled; Bota: tpstanding e give them 
not those things which are needful 
to the body; what doth it profit? 

17. Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. 

18 Yea, a man may say, Thou hast 
faith, and I have works: shew me 
thy faith without thy works, and I 
will shew thee my faith by my 
works. 

19 Thou believest that there is one 
God; thou doest well: the devils 
also believe, and tremble. 

20 But wilt thou know, O vain man, 
that faith without works is dead? 

21 Was not Abraham our father 
justified by works, when he had 
offered Isaac his son upon the 
altar? 

22 Seest thou how faith wrought 
with his works, and by works was 
faith made perfect? 

23 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which saith, Abraham believed God, 
and it was imputed unto him for 
righteousness: and he was called 
the Friend of God. 

24 Ye see then how that by works 
a man is justified, and not by faith 


°25 Likewise also was not Rahab 

the harlot justified by works, when 
she had received the messengers, 
and had sent fhem out another way? 
26 For as the body without the 
spirit is dead, so faith without 
works is dead also. 


CHAPTER 3 


Y brethren, be not many mas- 
ters, knowing that we shail 
receive the greater condemnation.

2 For in many things we offend all. 
If any man offend not in word, the 
same is a perfect man, and able also 
to bridle the whole body.

10 Out of the same mouth pro- 
ceedeth blessing and cursing. My 
brethren, these things ought not so 


to be. 

11 Doth a fountain send forth at 
the same place sweet water and 
bitter? 

12 Can the fig tree, my brethren, 
bear olive berries? either a vine, 
figs? so can no fountain both yield 
salt water and fresh. 

13 Who is a wise man and endued 
with knowledge among you? let him 
shew out of a good conversation his 
works with meekness of wisdom. 

14 But if ye have bitter envying 
and strife in your hearts, glory not, 
and lie not against the truth. . 

15 This wisdom descendeth not 
from above, but is earthly, sensual, 
devilish. 

16 For where envying and strife is, 
pei is confusion and every evil 
work.

17 But the wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peaceable, 
gentle, and easy to be entreated, 
full of mercy and good fruits, with- 
mt baria, and without hypo- 


ig Dead the fruit of righteousness 
is sown in peace of them that make 
peace. 


CHAPTER 4 


ROM whence come wars and 

fightings among you? come they 
not hence, even of your lusts that 
war in your members? 

2 Ye lust, and have not: ye kill, 
and desire to have, and cannot 
obtain: ye fight and ma yet ye have 
not, because ye ask not. 

3 Ye ask, and receive not, because 
ye ask amiss, that ye may consume 
it upon your lusts.

"tO mhi yourselves in the sight 
g the Lord, and he shall lift you up. 
11 Speak ‘not evil one of another, 
brethren. He that speaketh evil of 
his brother, and judgeth his brother, 
speaketh evil of the law, and judg- 
eth the law: but if thou judge the 
law, thou art not a doer of the law, 
but a judge. 

12 There is one lawzgiver, who is 
able to save and to destroy: who 
art thou that judgest another? 

13 Go to now, ye that say, To day

3 Your gold and silver is cankered; 
and the rust of them shall be a 
witness against you, and shall eat 
your flesh as it were fire. Ye have 
heaped treasure together for the 
last days. 

4 Behold, the hire of the labourers 
who have ‘reaped down your fields, 
which is of you kept back by fraud, 
crieth: and the cries of them which 
have reaped are entered into the 
ears of the Lord of sabaoth. 

5 Ye have lived in pleasure on the 
earth, and been wanton; ye have 
nourished your hearts, as in a 
of slaughter. 

6 Ye have condemned and killed 
the just; and he doth not resist you. 

7 Be patient therefore, brethren, 
unto the coming of the Lord. Behold, 
the husbandman waiteth for the 
precious fruit of the earth, and hath 
long patience for it, until he receive 
the early and latter rain. 

8 Be ye also patient; stablish your 
hearts: for the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 

9 Grudge not one against another, 
brethren, lest ye be condemned: 
behold, the judge standeth before 
the door. 

10 Take, my brethren, the pro- 
phets, who have spoken in the name 
of the Lord, for an_ example of 
suffering affliction, and of pees 
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11 Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of the 
patience of Job, and have seen the 
end of the Lord; that the Lord is 
very pitiful, and of tender mercy. 

12 But above all things, my bre- 
thren, swear not, neither by heaven, 
neither by the earth, neither by any 
other oath: but let your yea be yea; 
and your nay, nay; lest ye fall into 
condemnation. 

13 Is any among you afflicted? let 
him pray. Is any merry? let him 
sing psalms. 

14 Is any sick among you? let him 
call for the elders of the church; and 
let them pray over him, anointing 
him with oil in the name of the Lord: 

15 And the prayer_of faith shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him. 


Concerning prayer 


16 Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed. The effectual 
fervent prayer of a righteous man 
availeth much. 

17 Elias was a man subject to like 
Passions as we are, and he prayed 
earnestly that it might not rain: 
and it rained not on the earth by 
the space of three years and six 
months. 

18 And he prayed again, and the 
heaven gave rain, and the earth 
brought forth her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err 
from the truth, and one convert 


him; 

20 Let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the 
error of his way shall save a soul 
from death, and shall hide a multi- 
tude of sins.

PETER 


CHAPTER 1 


ETER, an apostle of Jesus 

Christ, to the strangers scat- 
tered throughout Pontus, Galatia, 
Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, 

2 Elect according to the foreknow- 
ledge of God the Father, through 
sanctification of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and sprinkling of the 
blood of Jesus Christ: Grace unto 
you, and peace, be multiplied. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Js esus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a lively 
hope by the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ from the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not 
away: reserved in heaven for you, 

5 Who are kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation 
ap to be revealed in the last 

e 
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6 Wherein ye greatly rejoice, 
though now for a season, if need 
be, ye are in heaviness through 
manifold temptations: 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold 
that perisheth, though it be tried 
with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honga and glory at the 
appearing of Jesus Christ: 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love; 
if whom, though now ye see him 
not, yet believing, ye_ rejoice 
bose joy unspeakable and full of 


9 Receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the prophets 
have inquired and searched dili- 
gently, who prophesied of the grace 
that should come unto you: 

11 Searching what, or what manner 
of time the Spirit ‘of Christ which 
was in them did signify, when it 
testified beforehand the sufferings

of Christ, and the glory that should 
follow. 

12 Unto whom it was revealed, 
that not unto themselves, but unto 
us they did minister the things, 
which are now reported unto you 
by them that have preached the 
gospel unto you with the Holy 
Ghost sent down from heaven; 
which things the angels desire to 
look into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of 
your mind, be sober, and hope to 
the end for the grace that is to be 
brought unto you at the revelation 
of Jesus Christ; 

14 As obedient children, not fash- 
ioning yourselves according to the 
former lusts in your ignorance: 

15 But as he which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all 
manner of conversation; 

16 Because it is written, Be ye 
holy; for I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, 
who without respect of persons 
judgeth according to every man’s 
work, pass the time of your so- 
journing here in fear: 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tra- 
dition from your fathers; 

19 But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish 
ae without spot: 

0 Who verily was foreordained 
Beta the foundation of the world, 
pnta was manifest in these last times 

or y 

21 Who by him do believe in God, 
that raised him up from the dead, 
and gave him glory; that your faith 
and hope might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have purified your 
souls in obeying the truth through 
the Spirit unto unfeigned love of 
the brethren, see that ye love one 
another with a pure heart fervently: 

Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
by the word of d, which liveth 
and abideth for ever. 

24 For all flesh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the flower of 
grass. The grass withereth, and the 
flower thereof falleth away: 
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25 But the word of the Lord en- 
dureth for ever. And this is the word 
which by the gospel is preached 
unto you. 


CHAPTER 2 


HEREFORE laying aside all

9 But ye are a chosen generation, 
a royal priesthood, an holy nation, 
a pec people; that ye should 
shew forth the praises of him who 
hath called you out of darkness into

1 ich in time Bade were not a 
people, but are now the people of 
God: which had not obtained mercy, 
but now have obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you 
as strangers and pilgrims, abstain 
from fleshly lusts, which war against 
the soul; 

12 Having your conversation hon- 
est among the Gentiles: that, 
whereas they speak against you as 
evildoers, they may by your good 
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works, which they shall behold, 
glorify God in the day of visitation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every 
ordinance of man for the Lord’s 
sake: whether it be to the king, as 
supreme; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto 
them that are sent by for the 
punishment of evildoers, and for 
the praise of them that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, that 
with well doing ye may put to 
gence the ignorance of foolish 


re ke free, and not using your 
liberty for a cloak of maliciousness, 
but as the servants of God. 

17 Honour all men. Love the 
hrar ierapod, Fear God. Honour the 


ng. : 

18 Servants, be subject to your 
masters with all fear; not only to 
the good and gentle, but also to the 
froward. 

19 For this is thankworthy, if a 
man for conscience toward God 
oe grief, suffering wrong- 


20. For what glory is it, if, when 
ve be buffeted for your faults, ye 
shall take it patiently? but if, when 
ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take 
it patiently, this is acceptable with 

oO e. 

21 For even hereunto were ye 
called: because Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us an example, that 
ye should follow his steps: 

22 Who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mout 

23 Who, when he was reviled, re- 
viled not again; when he suffered, 
he threatened not; but committed 
easel. to him that judgeth right- 
ously: 

24 Who his own self bare our sins 
in his own body on the tree, that 
we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness: by whose stripes 
ye were healed. ; 

25 For ye were as sheep going 
astray; but are now returned unto 
me. Shepherd and Bishop of your 
souls. 


CHAPTER 3 


IKEWISE, ye wives, be in sub- 
jection to your own husbands;

10 For he that will love life, and 
see good days, let him refrain his 
tongue from evil, ang his lips that 
they speak no guile: 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do 
good. let him seek peace, and en-

12 For the eyes of the Lord are 
over the righteous, and his ears are 
open unto their prayers: but_ the 
face of the Lord is against them 
that do evil. 

3 And who is he that will harm 
sae if ye be followers of that which 
is good ; 

14 But and if ye suffer for right- 
eousness’ sake, happy are ye: and 
be not afraid of their terror, neither 
be troubled; | i 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in

your hearts: and be ready always to 
give an answer to every man that 
asketh you a reason of the hope 
that. is in you with meekness and 
ear: 

16 Having a good conscience; that, 
whereas they speak evil of you, as 
of evildoers, they may be ashamed 
that falsely accuse your good con- 
versation in Christ. 

17 For it is better, if the will of 
God be so, that ye suffer for well 
doing, than for evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath’ once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the un- 
just, that he might bring us to God, 
being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit: 

19 By which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in prison; 

ich sometime were disobe- 
dient, when once the longsuffering 
of God waited in the days of Noah, 
while the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight souls 
were saved by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us (not 
the putting away of the filth of the 
flesh, but the answer of a good 
conscience toward God,) by the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ: 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and 
is on the right hand of God; angels 
and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto him. 


CHAPTER 4 


ORASMUCH then as Christ 

hath suffered for us in the flesh, 
arm yourselves likewise with the 
same mind: for he that hath suffered 
in the flesh hath ceased from sin; 

2 That he no longer should live the 
rest of his time in the flesh to the 
lusts of men, but to the will of God. 

3 For the time past of our life may 
suffice us to have wrought the will 
of the Gentiles, when we walked in 
lasciviousness, lusts, excess of wine, 
revellings, banquetings, and abom- 
inable idolatries:

8 And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves: for char- 
ity shall cover the multitude of sins. 

9 Use hospitality one to another 
without grudging. 

10 As every man hath received the 
gift, even so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God. 

If any man a let him sbeak 
as the oracles of any man 
minister, let him aD it as of the 
anii which God giveth: that God 

things may be glorified 
each Jesus Christ, to whom be 
praise and dominion for ever and 
ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is 
to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you: 

13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings; 
that, when his glory shall be re- 
vealed, ye may be giad also with 
exceeding j joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the 
name of Christ, happy are ye; for 
the spirit of glory and of God resteth 
upon you: on their part he is evil 
spoken of, but on your part he is 
glorifie 

15 But let none of you suffer as 2 
murderer, or as a thief, or as an 
evildoer, orasa busybody in other 
men’s matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a 
Christian, let him not be ashamed: 
but let him glorify God on this 
behalf. 

17 For the time is come that 
judgment must begin at the house 
of God: and if it first begin at us, 
what shall the end be of them that 
aber not the gospel of God? 

ii the righteous scarcely 
ine saved, where shail the ungodly 
and the sinner appear? 
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19 Wherefore let them that suffer 
according to the will of God commit 
the keeping of their souls to him 
in well doing, as unto a fait 
Creator. 


CHAPTER 5 


HE elders which are among you 

I exhort, who am also an elder, 
and a witness of the sufferings of 
Christ, and also a partaker of the 
glory that shall be revealed: 

2 Feed the flock of God which is 
among you, taking the oversight 
thereof, not by constraint, but 
ingly; not for filthy lucre, but of a 
ready mind; 

3 Neither as being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being ensamples to 
the flock. } 

4 And when the chief Shepherd 
shall appear, ye shall receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not away.

1 For so an entrance shall be 
Sai aiaeei unto you abundantiy into 
the eyerlasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. } 

12 Wherefore I will not be negli- 
gent to put you always in remem- 
brance of these things, though ye 
know them, and be established in 
the present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as 
I am in this tabernacle, to stir you 
up by putting you in remembrance; 

14 Knowing that shortly I must put 
off this my tabernacle, eyen as our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath shewed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
ye may be able after my decease to 
have these things always in remem- 
brance. 

16 For we haye not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we 
made known unto you the power 
and coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, but were eyewitnesses of 
his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the 
Father honour and glory, when there 
came such a voice to him from the 
excellent giory, This is my beloved 
Son, in whom I am well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came 
from heaven we heard, when we 
were with him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day star 
arise in your hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no 
prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost. 


CHAPTER 2 


UT there were false prophets 
also among the people, even as 
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there shall be false teachers among 
you, who privily shall bring in 
damnable heresies, even denying 
the Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon themselves swift de- 
struction. 

2 And many shall follow their per- 
nicious ways; by reason of whom the 
way of truth shall be evil spoken of. 

3 And through covetousness shall 
they with feigned words make mer- 
chandise of you: whose judgement 
now of a long time lingereth not, 
and their damnation slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels 
that sinned, but cast them down to 
hell, and delivered them into chains 
of darkness, to be reserved unto 
judement; 

And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, 
a preacher of righteousness, bring- 
ing in the flood upon the world of 
the ungodly; 

turning the cities of Sodom 

and Gomorrha into ashes con- 
demned them with an overthrow, 
making them an ensample unto 
those that after should live ungodly; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed 
with the filthy conversation of the 


wicked: i à 

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day 
to day with their unlawful deeds:) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly cut of temptations, and 
to reserve the unjust unto the Gay 
of judgment to be punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, 
and despise government. Presump- 
tuous are they, selfwilled, they are 
not afraid to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angeis, which are 
greater in power and might, bring 
not railing accusation against them 
before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and de- 
stroyed, speak evil of the things 
that they understand not; and shall 
a perish in their own corrup- 

on; 

13 And shall receive the reward of 
unrighteousness, as they that count 
it pleasure to riot in the day time. 
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Spots they are and blemishes, 
sporting themselves with their own 
deceivings while they feast with 
you; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, 
and that cannot cease from sin; 

beguiling unstable souls: an heart 
they have exercised with covetous 
practices; cursed children: 

15 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are gone astray, following 
the way of Balaam fhe son of Boser, 
who loved the wages of unrighteous- 
ness; 

16 But was rebuked for his ini- 
quity: the dumb ass speaking with 
man’s voice forbad the madness of 
the prophet. 

i7 These are wells without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tem- 
pest; to whom the mist of darkness 
is reserved for ever. 

8 For when they speak great 
swelling words of vanity, they allure 
through the lusts of the flesh, 
through much wantonness, those 
that were clean escaped from them 
who live in error. 

19 While they promise them liber- 
ty, they themselves are the servants 
of corruption: for of whom a man 
is overcome, of the same is he 
brought in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the poiiutions of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, 
the latter end is worse with them 
than the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them 
not to have known the way of right- 
eousness, than, after they have 
known if, to turn from the holy 
commandment delivered unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them 
according to the true proverb, The 
dog is turned to his own vomit 
again; and the sow that was washed 
to her wallowing in the mire. 


CHAPTER 3 


HIS second epistle, beloved, I 
now write unto you; in th 
which [ stir up your pure ‘minds by 
way of remembrance: 
2 That ye may be mindful of the 
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words which were spoken before 
by the holy prophets, and of the 
commandment of us the apostles 
of the Lord and Saviour: 

Knowing this first, that there 
shall come in the last days scoffers, 
walking after their own lusts, 

4 And saying, Where is the pro- 
is of his coming? for since the 
fathers fell asleep, ali things con- 
tinue as they were from the begin- 
ning of the creation. 

5 For this they willingly are igno- 
rant of, that by the word of God 
the heavens were of old, and the 
earth standing out of the water and 
in the water: 

6 Whereby the world that then 
was, being overflowed with water, 
perished: 

7 But the heavens and the earth, 
which are now, by the same word 
are kept in store, reserved unto fire 
against the day of judgment and 
perdition of ungodiy men. 

8 But, beloved, be not ignorant of 
this one thing, that one day is with 
the Lord as a thousand years, and 
a thousand years as one day. 

9 The Lord is not slack concerning 
his promise, as some men count 
slackness; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to 
repentance 

10 But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night; in the 
which the heavens shall pass away 
with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the 
earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up. 

11 Seeing then fhat all these 
things shall be dissolved, what 
manner of persons ought ye to þe 
Es ce holy conversation and godli- 


ni2 “Looking for and hasting unto 
the coming of the day of God, 
wherein the heavens being on fire 
shall be dissolved, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to 
his promise, look for new heavens 
and a new earth, wherein dweileth 
righteousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that 
ye look for such things, be diligent

that ye may be found of him in 
peace, without spot, and blame- 


less. | 

15 And account ¢hat the longsuffer- 
ing of our Lord is salvation; even 
as our beloved brother Paul also 
according to the wisdom given 
unto him hath written unto you; 

16 As also in all his epistles, 
speaking in them of these things; 
in which are some s hard to 
be understood, which they that are 
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unlearned and unstable wrest, as 
they do also the other scriptures, 
unto their own destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing 
ye know these things before, be- 
ware lest ye also, being led away

11 And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless 
pit, whose name in the Hebrew 
tongue is Abaddon, butin the Greek 
tongue hath Ais name Apollyon. 

12 One woe is past; and, behold, 
there come two woes more here- 


after. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, 
and I heard a voice from the four 
horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, à ) 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which 
had the trumpet, Loose the four 
angels which are bound in the great 
river Euphrates. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, 
and a day, and a month, and a year, 
for to slay the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army 
of the horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand: and I heard the 
number of them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in 
the vision, and them that sat_on 
them, having breastplates of fire, 
and of jacinth, and brimstone: and 
the heads of the horses were as the 
heads of lions; and out of their 
mouths issued fire and smoke and 
brimstone. i 

18 By these three was the third 
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part of men killed, by the fire, and 
by the smoke, and by the brimstone, 
which issued out of their mouths.

11 And they overcame him by the 
blood of the Lamb, and by the word 
of their testimony; and they loved 
not their lives unto the death. 

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, 
and ye that dwell in them. Woe to 
the inhabiters of the earth and of 
the sea! for the devil is come down 
unto you, having great wrath, be- 
cause he knoweth that he hath but 
a short time.

10 0 He that leadeth into captivity 
shall go into captivity: he that kill- 
eth with the sword must be killed 
with the sword. Here is the patience 
and the faith of the saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast 
coming up out of the earth; and he 
had two horns like a lamb, and he 
spake as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the power 
of the first beast before him, an 
causeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worship the first 
beast, whose deadly wound was 


ealed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, 
so that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the

14 And deceiveth them that dwell

Let him that 
hath understanding count the num- 
ber of the beast: for it is the number 
of a man; and his number is Six 
hundred threescore and six. 


CHAPTER 14 


ND I looked, and, lo, a Lamb 

stood on the mount Sion, and 
with him an hundred forty and four 
thousand, having his Father’s name 
written in their foreheads.

9 And the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voice, If 
any man worship the beast and his 
image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which is 
poured out without mixture into the 
cup of his indignation; and he shall 
be tormented with fire and brim- 
stone in the presence of the holy 
angels, and in the presence of the 


amb: 

11 And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever: 
and they have no rest day nor night, 
who worship the beast and his 
image, and whosoever receiveth the 
mark of his name. : 

12 Here is the patience of the 
saints: here are they that keep the 
commandments of God, and the 
faith of Jesus. 2 

13 And I heard a voice from 
heaven saying unto me, Write, 
Blessed are the dead which die in 
the Lord from henceforth: Yea, 
saith the Spirit, that they may rest 
from their labours; and their works 
do follow them. 

14 And I looked, and behold a 
white cloud, and upon the cloud 
one sat like unto the Son of man, 
having on his head a golden crown, 
and in his hand a sharp sickle.

12 And the sixth angel poured out

of the east might be prepared. 

I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of 
the dragon, and out of the mouth 
of the beast, and out of the mouth 
of the false prophet.

12 And the ten horns which thou 
sawest are ten kings, which have 
received no kingdom as yet; but 
receive power as kings one hour 
with the beast. 

13 These have one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beast.

9 And they went up on the breadth

CHAPTER 21 


ND I saw a new heaven and a

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death. 

9 And there came unto me one of 
the seven angels which had the 
seven vials full of the seven last 
plagues, and talked with me, saying, 
Come hither, I will shew thee the 
bride, the Lamb’s wife. 

10 And he carried me away in the 

spirit to a great and high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city, the 
holy Jerusalem, descending out of 
heaven from God, 
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A new heaven and a new earth 


11 Having the glory of God: and 
her light was like unto a stone most 
precious, even like a jasper stone, 
clear as crystal; 

12 And had a wall great and high, 
and had twelve gates, and at the 
gates twelve angels, and names 
written thereon, which are the 
names of the twelve tribes of the 
children of Israel: 

13 On the east three gates; on the 
north three gates; on the south 
ee gates; and on the west three 
gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had 
twelve foundations, and in them 
ae a of the twelve apostles of 

15 And he that talked with me 
had a golden reed to measure the 
city, and the gates thereof, and the 
wall thereof. | 

16 And the city lieth foursquare, 
and the length is as large as the 
breadth: and he measured the city 
with the reed, twelve thousand fur- 
longs. The length and the breadth 
and the height of it are equal. 

1 he measured the wall 
thereof, an hundred and forty and 
four cubits, according to the mea- 
sure of a man, that is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper: and the city was 
pure gold, like unto ciear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall 
of the city were garnished with all 
manner of precious stones. The first 
foundation was jasper; the second, 
sapphire; the third, a chalcedony; 
the fourth, an emerald; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx: the sixth, 
sardius; the seventh, chrysolite; the 
eighth, ' beryl; the ninth, a topaz; 
the tenth, a chrysoprasus; the 
eleventh, a jacinth; the twelfth, an 
amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were 
twelve pearis; every several gate 
was of one pearl: and the street of 
the city was pure gold, as it were 
opr glass. 

2 And I saw no temple therein: 
tal the Lord God Almighty and the 
Lamb are the temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need of the 
sun, neither of the moon, to shine 
in it: for the glory of God did

lighten it, and the Lamb is the light 
thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which 
are saved shall walk in the light of 
it: and the kings of the earth do 
bring their glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be 
— at al Ta day: for there shall 

e no nig 

26 And they shall bring the glory 
and honour of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter 
into it any thing that defileth, 
neither whatsoever worketh abomi- 
a ty or maketh a lie: but they 

ch are written in the Lamb’s 
book of life. 


CHAPTER 22 


ND he shewed me a pure river 

of water of life, clear as crystal, 
proceeding out of the throne of 
God and of the Lamb. 

2 In the midst of the street of it, 
and on either side of the river, was 
there the tree of life, which bare 
twelve manner of fruits, and yielded 
her fruit every month: and 
leaves of the tree were for the 

ealing of the nations. 

3 And there shall be no more 
curse: but the throne of God and 
of the Lamb shall be in it; and his 
servants shall serve him:

17 And the Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that heareth 
say, Come. And let him that is 
athirst come. And whosoever will, 
let him take the water of life freely. 

18 For I testify unto every man 
that heareth the words of the pro- 
phecy of this book, If any man shall 
add unto these things, God shall 
add unto him the plagues that are 
written in this book: 

19 And if any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this 
prophecy, God shall take away his 
part out of the book of life, and out 
of the holy city, and from the things 
which are written in this book. 

20 He which testifieth these things 
saith, Surely I come quickly. Amen. 
Even so, come, Lord Jesus.
